And certinly,amongſt all thoſe Trophies which antiquity hach fix'd upon the .. 
face of this I{land, there is-none more Copious, if we conſider them for quan- 
tity ; nor more Conſpicuous, if we repreſent them in their quality, than thoſe 
that it hath left (catter'd upon the Continent of Keyt : and this muſt be obvious 
to the moſt eafie Intelle&, when it ſhall diſcover that in all the Eruptions of 
forain Invaders upon this Iſland, the firſt track of thac Thorough-tair hath 
been laid in, or very near, this County, by which they have farther penetrated 
into the Bowels of this Nation, We will wave that fiction of Brute and a partie 
of Fugitives (originally) as the Legend infinuates of Trojan Extraftion, and dil - 
carded from 7taly tor ſome Miſdemeanor there ated) fixing here, as likewiſe 
that Series of the Kings Subſequent to him, being oy obtruded upon us by 


ſeduced and miſguided Hiſtories ; the brain.indeed of Feffrey of Monmonth 


being both the Forge and the Anvill from whence thofe ſparks brake forth at 
firſt , which made up that gx Fatuws after which the world fo long hath 
wandered. ; 

Firſt then the Roman Eagles endevoured to ſurprize and ſeilſe on the Domi- 
nion of this Iſland, thongh they were once or twice fo rudely grip'd by the 
Britains neare Chilham in Kent , and ſome of their nobleſt Plumes torn from 
them, that they were forc'd to fly back into Gayle to new impe their Feathers 
but breaking in again with a recoleed and multiplied ſtrength,the Liberty of 
this Nation ſtoop'd, and became a prey to their victorious Tallons , And 
now it was ordered that all Pleas,Eſcripts, Decrees, Edidts, and other things ot 
publique Cogniſance ſhould be iſſued out in the Roman Dialect , that ſo the 
roughneſs of the Britains, which their warlike inclinations had ſo long entitled 
them to,might not onely by degrees be fil'd off, bur that likewiſe being ſuppled 


and {oftned by the Roman Culture, _ might without any regret or relent- 
ment 
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ment ſupport that load of {lavery that ſat ſo heavy on their ſhoulders, and ſo 
at laſt become wholy riveted and incorporated into the Rowan Empire. 

Burt this was onely in intention, tor the accompliſhment and pertection of it, 
was ſuperſeded by the Inroad of the Goths and Fandals into 1taly, which like an 
Inundation in many ſignal conflicts had almoſt ſwept away the Imperial dignitie, 
and ſo torn the whole Bulk of the Rowan Empire, that irs very Spirit was ready 
co ebb out at thoſe breaches. So that in fine , the Emperour was forced to re- 
trive the Guards and Stationary Legions ſcattered o re this Iſland, with theſe 
like a new ſtock of ſpirits to improve and tortifie the Heart of the Roman Em- 
pire , which was ready to bleed out its life at thoſe wounds that the hands of 
theſe Barbarous Nations had inflicted on it. 

And now the ſpirits of the Britains(a ſtronger Butcereſs againſt the Eruprions 
of the Pitts rhan the Wall erefted by the Romans ) being by the Engines of 
along and habituated Servitude , couwed and broken into a degenerate Effe- 
minacie , they lay open to all the Aflaults and impreſſions of the inſolent In- 
vader ;z fothat they were force either ro reſign up themſelves to the fury 
and inclemency of the Sea, or elle offer themſelves up to the Rage and Bar- 
barity ot a Savage enemie: And now,being develted of all prore&tion at home, 
and all hope ot ſupply from abroad, being torelaid and intercepted by the In- 
vaſion of the Goths on the Empire , thcy made their addreſſes to the Saxons, a 
Martial People then inhabiting that nether part of Germany,which is waſhed b 
the Rivers of Elwve , Weaſer , and Rhine , who inſtantly upon Covenant and at- 
ſurance of a vaſt Guerdon to bal lance their ſervices, under the conduct of 
Hengiſt and Horſa, embarqued for Britain, and landed in the ]ile of Thayer, and 
ſhortly after with ſuch vigour and animoſity reprefled the inſolencies of the 
Pitts , that they ſhut them up within the Cloiſters and Receſles of their own 
Mountains. But it might be ſaid of them, as it was anciently of Religion 5 
Religion brought forth Riches, and the Daughter devoured the Mother : So 
thele Saxons, from Aſlercors and Protetors of the Britains, became ar laſt 
Invaders of them ; for they reprefenting to the other Saxons the health- 
tulneſs of* the Air, and the temperateneſs of the Britiſh Clime , who were 
over-ſtocked and cloyed with excels of Pepple , and were willing to evacuate 
that ſurcharge of Inhabitants into forain Colonies, they inftantly atraqued 
any advantage that might put them into Hoſtilitie with the Britains ; and pre- 
rending that that Compact ſo ſolemnely ſtipulated and tranſated between 
them and Hengiſt was infringed and violated, they poured themſelves in like 
a Cataract upon this Ifland, to that the Britazns to ſecure themlielves from the 
fury of this Deluge, atcer many vigorous attempts to make ic flow back a- 

eain, ſhut up themſelves within the Solitudes and Receſles of ales and Corn- 
wall , whileſt on their ruines their adverſaries ereted and fixed their . Saxon 
Heptarchie , which again, atter many mutual encounters, wherein almoſt ever 
Turte of this Ifland was beſpatter'd and bedewed with Blood, found a 
publique Tombe in the Weſt- Saxon Monarchie, 

But ſcarce was the Baſis of it eſtabliſhed , whoſe Ciment was ſo much 
Blood and Tears; Bur God, who corrects the Ambitious by retaliation, and 
chaſtiſes the inſolencies of one Invader by caſting another intoCompeticioa with 
him , put the Daye into Ballance with the Saxow, who like a whirlewind 
threw himſe!t upon this 1{land ſo that all blooming Glories of the Saxox 
Greatneſs did wither and (h1ivell up, being ſuddenly nipt and blaſted by this 
Northern tempeſt, I {hail not diſcypher the long , many , and impetuous 
encounters between theſe two fierce Nations , with the effuſion of Blood 

and 
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and the ruine and Depredation that diſcomplexioned every part of the Land ; 
indeed, they are of ſo diſordered a Memory , and then ſo blended and con- 
founded in the Perſons, Times, and Places, upon which the Scene of theſe de- 
formed Tragedies is intricately fixt,thatit would be(as one well obſerves)ano- 
ther war to the Reader to over-look them, In brief, atter a ſignal combat per- 
ſonally commenced between . Edmund Ironſide and Canutws , 1n the Ile of 
Atheleny , both armies on either ſhore being Spectators, the Saxox Diadem 
was by reciprocall compact to be devided between them : which atter the 
deceale of Edmund Ironſide at Oxford z which , whether it were Natu:all or 
Artificiall, is yet a controverſie, wholly inveſted the Temples of Carnes. 

Bur alas ! upon what a frail ang incertain Pedeſtal is all humane greatneſs 
ſetled 2 For the luſtre of this new ereted Monarchy had no ſooner diſplayed 
its beams in Carts , but like an unthritty Taper it began to glunmer in Har- 
old, and abſolutely expired in Hardiknute , who dying iſſuelels , the current 
of Royalty ran back again into the chanel of the Saxon Blood, which flow d 
in the veins of Edward Sirnamed the Confeſſorz who likewiſe deceafing with- 
out Iflue , William Duke of Normandy upon a pretended Donation trom the 
laſt Edward entitles himſelf tothe right and intereſt of the Ex2l:jh Diadem. 

Bur chis certainly was invailid, for no Teſtamentary collation can ravell or 
diſorder ſucceſhon , which with an indifloluble link is chain'd and faſtned to - 
the neareſt of Blood , and of which the Nation is to take the fole and proper 
Cogniſance :) And to aflert his title (which was fixt ori the point of his (word) 
he arives in Suſſex with a numerous Army , to check whole farther Progreſs 
ig this Iſland, Harold advances likewiſe with a conſiderable Army ( whoſe 
body had before evapourated its beſt and nobleſt Spirits at thoſe wounds which 
it before had received in a bloodyencounter comenc'd with Harold Harſanger 
King of Norwey :) And nere that place where afterwards was founded the Abby 
of Battell, puts his claim to the Scepter, likewiſe to the Deciſion and Umpirage 
of the Sword ; and after a fierce dilpute found the Tombe of his new purchas'd 
Royalty in the carriage of this Field, upon whole ruines, /1{iam now a Conp- 
' querour , climbs up the Aſcent of the Exglifh Throne. | 

His firſt deſign (after he had ſcatter'd all thoſe clouds of diſcontent that 
might have poſſibly have enwrapt the rays of acquired Majeſty in fome new 
umbrage,)was to take a Survey of each mans particular intereſt and Patrimony, 
which was inroll'd and recorded in a publique Regiſter commonly called Doowſ- 
day Book ; upon pretence , that from a general] computation of the Revenue 
ot the Nation, he might diſcern what ſtrength might be collected to intercept 
the violent attempts of any forain Invader upon this Iſland. Burt indeed ro 
make a ſtri& inquilition into the Forteitures of the Lands of thoſe that had 
been in Hoſtility under che Eniignes of Harold againſt him , that with thoſe he 
might not onely endear and gratifie his Partiſans , but likewiſe by reinveſting 
the chieteſt of his adverſaries in thoſe poſleſſions which were by their Enmity 
eſcheated, oblige rhem to maintain his Title and Scepter. Yet it is obſerve- 
able, that he engag'd all thoſe that had treceiv'd any Lands or Demeaſnes of 
. him,either by any new conceſſion or re-inveſtiture to hold them in Eſcuage,that 

1s by Knight Service, by which they were oblig'd whenſoever either po 

neceſlity or his Commands did exact it of them, to attend his Perſon , either 
actually or virtually , that is by Proxie with Horſe and Armes ; and by this art 
he had always a power in reſerve to repreſs and ſcatter all Solleviations or ſud- 

den Inſurrections at home, and contradict all the Artempts and Animoſicies of 

Adverſaries from abroad;that ſo he =_ become conſiderable to his enemies + 
2 an 
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and aſefull to his Friends. Thus have I compendiouſly wound upthe fever all 
Invaſions made on this Ifland , in which Kent was ſo much concern'd. But 
there is another Invaſion that | have not yet numbred , which hath been more 
ruinous and diſtruftive to the nobleſt Families of this Ifland than any of thoſe 
above recited : and that is the Riot and Excels , that like an InfeCtious Cloud, 
whoſe noylome wombe drops nothing but diſeaſe and Peſtelence, hath lately 
broke in upon this Nation, and fo withered the Root of the moſt ancient 
Gentry , that they have ſhrunk into their own ruines , and faln negel&ed and 
forgotten : Indeed our modern Luxury is like the Poyſon of the Viper, it blaſts 
inviſtbly , and diſtroys inſenſibly , and they that are ſoftned with it are like a 
Tree, that feeds thoſe wormes that muſt devoure it ; or like Iron, that ſupplyes 
that ruſt which will corode it. Indeed 'tis obſervable , that thoſe Families have 
continued in their ſplendor longer whoſe ſeats and habitations have engag'd 
them to a' remoter diſtance. from the Verge and Sphere of the City , than 
thoſe whoſe Revenue and Patrimonie hath confin'd upon a place infected with 
ſo much Debaucherie, and let looſe into fo great nave oh Yet , tis remarkable 
that the cadets, or younger {lips iſſued out from ſome of thoſe ſtems, who by 
their own vitious exorbitancie have crumbled into an inreparable decay, by 
being inoculated upon other Families, have by this tranſplantation contraRted 
newlap and verdure, and again ſprouted out and floriſh'd, For Families are like 
the River of Arethuſa , they ſometimes {ink in one place or County, and again 
riſe in another, 

I ſhall now take the County of Xezt under Survey or ProſpeR , and repre- 
ſent to the pubique view, thoſe ſeveral Antiquities which in my ſearch I 
found to lie wraprt up either in common Records , or ſhut up in the private 
Muniments , Eſcripts, and Regiſters of parycular Families ; trom whom I have 
endeyour'd to pluck off the veil that they may for the tuture ſtand as an Alpha- 
ber to point out thoſe Families that are yer in being, that are totally exinguiſh'd 
or that lye eatomb'd in other Names and Extractions, which by Mariage have 
ſwallowed up the Heir generall : In the purſuit of which I confeſs I have not 
cloiſter'd my ſelt up in the nice reſtraints of any preciſe or particular Method, 
becauſe that flood, both of private and publique inteligence , which like a 
Torrent broke in upon me, {wept away whatſoever my buſie fancy had built 
upon the ſands of any curious or Methodical invention 5 Bur 'tis here, as in 
ſome Rivers who though they wander 1n a crooked and irregular chanell, 
yet are they the ſame Streames till , as long as they hold correſpondence 
with their firſt Fountain and original. 

I ſhall remit all to the Jultice and Candor of the Reader, with the firſt

Theſe Hundreds were parcel'd out into ſuch a proportion or nbmber of Boroughs, 
Villages or Tythings, containingten Houſholcers, whereot ( as the Saxon Laws and 
Cultomes infocme us; ) if any one ſhould commic an unlawful AR, the other nine were 
to attach and bring him to Reaſon, It he fled, thirty one dayes were enjoyn'd him 
ro appear : if in the mean time apprehended, he was forc'd ro rettore rhe Damage done; 
otherwiſe the Free-borough-head ( that is to tay the Tyrhidgman ) was to rake with 
him two of the ſame Village , and out of three other Villages next adjoyning as many 
(thar is, the Tythingman and two other of the Principal men ) and before rhe Officers 
of that Hundred purge himlielt andthe Village of the fact, refioring the Damage 
done,with the Goods ot the Malefactor ; which if chey ſufficed not to ſatisfie;the Free- 
borough or Tythingman muſtmake up rhe relt, and beſides take an oath to be no way 
acceſlary tothe Fact ; and to produce the offender, if by any means they could recover 
him , or know where he were. Beſides, every Lord and Maſter tiood Borough for all 
his Family , whereof it any ſervant were cal 'din quellion, the Maſter was to ſee 
him anſwer itin the HUNDRED where he was accus'd ; it he fled;the Malter was to 
refigne ſuch goods as he had tothe King : It himſelt were accus'd ro be aiding or privy 
ro his Servants flight, he was to clear himſelt by five men, otherwiſe to forteit all his 
Goods tothe King, and his man to be Ourlawed, Theſe Links thus intermurually 
falined , made formerly ſo ltrong a chain to hold the whole frame of the State roge- 
ther in Peace and order, asall the mingled policies upon Earth, all the inter-leagued 
Socieries of Men cannot repreſent a iiraiter Form of combination. 

As touching the other Cuſtomes of Kezxt , they have been fo fully diſcuſs'd by 
Mr. Lambert in his Kentiſh Perambalation , that I ſhall not much inſiſt in the diſcove- 
ry of them : only I ſhall ſomething winnow the word Gavelkjnd, becauſe from that 
ic is pretended the Tenure ir ſelf 1s derived, Firlt,it is ſuggeſted, that the word 
Gavelkind is amaſs'd rovether of three Saxo» Monoſyllables , that 1s to ſay , Gef ele 
Kent : but how this Cultome ſhould be origtnally eſtabliſhed on three Syllables by 
the corcuption of Time thus crouded and (hur up in one word , 1s altogether ambi- 
eyous and myNerions: For, it we ſhall unvall rhe word of its Saxoz Habit, and put 
I: into an Engliſh &reſs, it will {:gnifie chus much , Gwe all Child; avd how much 
yontenle lurks in that expreſflion , I think is eafily ciſcernable : Indeed the phraſe 
ſhonld be, if we would attempt to ſpin any thing of advantage out of 4t, Gef ele 
Kengdern, Give all Children, But how much of incongruitie and non-coherence lies 
wrept up even inthis, I beleeve is obvious enough ; yet admit there were none,how 
four Syllables all of different vowels in their rermination , ſhould at length by che 
depravation of Language be all confuſedly ſhuffled and fiiv'd into this one word 
Gavelkind, will certainly appear to the moiteahe apprehenſion dilpurable enough. 

' For my. own particular, I'm convinc'd ( with ſuhmiſſion to cleerer ſpeculations) 
that this word Gavelk:ind is derived from the Saxon word Gabe/,which in the Latin 
we render Cerſs, and put into Engliſh Ggnifies ſome Rent-Service » or Tribute 
ifſuable from ſuch and ſuch Land ,on which it is fixt as a folemn evidence of ſome 
homage dve to the Prince or ſupreme Magiltrare, tor that ſecurity which -is received 
borh in life and propriety by his defence and tuition, And certainly this 1s ſome- 
thing proportionate to Reaſon ; for all Gavelk;nd-Land is held in the Tenure of 
free-Soccage, which is charg'd with this manner of Repr-charge or 1umpoſition; and 
ſo in ſeveral Larine Records is repreſented under the Notion of Terra Cexſualis.

'Tis true, that by the ancient cuſtome of Germayy, cabd Land-Skiftan, the Lands of 
the deceaſed was by equal portions tobe diſtributed among[t all che Sons, buc then 
it is as probable chat this Tribuce or Gabel did accompany it, becauſe the molt eilen- 
tial part of this Cuſtome harh through the Channel of many hundred years flow d 
down to this preſent Age, and is in force in ſundry places in Germany at this inſtant: 
For though the Hernelickheis or Lordſhip, as they Kyle ir, deſcend Parrimonially 
per Jus Dominatss, by the right of Signorie to the elder Son, yer all the Land ex- 
clutely from that is equally divided berween the Cadets or younger Brothers, on- 
ly returning ſome ,inconſiderable Rent-Service ro the Prince, as a character of 
that Fealtie thy owe him for ſhelcring them in their ſeveral Patrimonies by his 
murual ſupport and protection. 

Certain it is when Hengiſt tranſporred his Savors firſt into Britaiz, that Cultome 
of Land-Skiftan was wafted over with them, and was by him allow'd to his Aber- 
rors and Partiſans when they were inveſted in their new Acquiſts and Poſſefſions- 
in Kent, as all other Franchiſes and Immunities were, which before in Germany 
they were by preſcription endow:d with, that they might more vigorouſly improve 
his deſignes upon this Iſland; yer fill it is poſſible he reſerved our ot thoſe Demeaſnes 
thus by Grant couveyed to his complices, ſome Annual Tax or Gabel ( though per- 
haps of a low and narrow value) as a ſignal acknowledgement that the Superiori- 
ty or Soveraignty was ſolely lodg d in him. 

There are two orher Cuttomes which are properly calculated for the Meridian of 
Romeney Marſh, and perhaps throngh inadvertency were not recited by Mr. Lambert, 
and they are theſe: Firlt, the King had anciently no Walt there, and ſecondly he 
had no Wracks, but they were appropriated to thoſe Mannors of the Merſh that con- 
find onthe Sea; and {ſurely if we fathom their original we ſhall find cheir foundati- 
on eſtabliſhed on much of Reaſon. For firſt, how could the Crown enticle ir ſelfto 
any Walt there, where the Sea by its impertuous encroachments did engage the Inha- 
bitants to caſt up Mounts, and ere&t Banks inany place which they ſhould find molt 
proportionate to their defence againlt the fury of ſo formidable an adverſary > For 
the {econd, it is very equitable that they that are interefled in an expence of that valt- 
reſſe in whichthe Publique (by the obligarion of neceſſary conſequences) is ſo much 
concern d and wrapt up, ſhould have ſomething oft Emolument indulged ro them b 
the careful Munificence of the Prince, to poiſe and ballance thoſe imporrant dif- 
burſements which the ill neighbourhood oft the Ocean does oblige them ro, in 
fortifying the Merſb with perpetnal Defences and Dams againlt its affaults and 
eruptions, Having thus diſcovered ſomething in relation tothe Cuſtoms of Kent, 
before I advance farther into the Land, I ſhall repreſent what care our former 
Kings have embarqu'd chemſelves in, to ſecure the Sea, by fixing Sea-watches and 
other Milicary Guard: upon all rhe Ayennues and Inlers of the Coat, to repreſſe 
and check the attempts of any bold Intruder, as if their own ſafery and indemni- 
ry were folded up in the ſecnriry of this County. 

Touchipg then Sea-watches upon the Coalt, rhere are three Preſfidems, and a 
Mandate from the King to the Sheriff in a timeof a more modern inſcription for 
performing the like ſervice. The firſt containing the watch by vight in Record 
15 ſtyled YVigilie mute, which are due of right and cultome to be made by the 
Men of cerraiy HUNDREDS, as by the Title thereof, and the Writ for Exe- 
Cutionoft the ſame may appear. 

The ſecond concluding che Day-watch, hence called /ardar is arbitrary, and at the 
pleaſure of tholz which in time of war and common danger had authority to 
appoint them , of theſe there are three examples , one of ghe 9of Edward 
the 3, (which IT intend principally to trace, as being the original to the other ) 
which year he made preparation to invade Frarce, and to vindicate his Title to 
the Crown, and the other the 20, of Edward the 3. in which year he failed into 
France and trumphed in the Signal barrajl of Creſcey, 

The third deſcriberh ro whoſe charge ſeveral parts of the ſhore were afſien'd for 
defence, inthe 29, of Fdward the 3, At what time he palt into Fraxce and was vito- 
rious inthe Encounter of Poitiers, It diſcovers alſo what parts of the Shire were 
to refort to the Coaſt for protection of the ſatne, This order is arbitrary alſo, 
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as they that inthe Record are ltyl'd Reftores Commatrs ( that 1s, Lieutenants of che 
Shire ) ſhall chiok meer to appoint,

Becauſe *there hath been frequent mention of Holilers in the aboveſaid diſ- 
courſe, I ſhall diſcover to the Reader a brief portraiture of them, as I have 
copied it by that Original which hath, been pencil'd our by the learned induſtry 
of Sir Henry Spelman 1n his Gloſſarie, 

The word Hobiler , {ayes he, 1s derived from the French word Heobill, which 
1mports as muchas a lighr quilted Caſlock ; and indeed all the Latine Records ſay they 
ſhould be Wampaſe armati , which {gnifies or denotes a Jack; and in ſome parts 
both of Germany and the Low Countreys, at this day V/ampas is ts'd toexpreſs a 
Doubler or a ſhort Caflock: and if you will know with what Horſe they were 
equip'd or furniſh'd for ſervice, the aboveſaid Author will cell you, that every 
Hobiler fhould be Medioeri eque inſtruttus, & ad omnem motum agili; a Horſe of no great 
proportion, but light, and firted for all manner of ſervice. 

Having repreſented to the Reader how ſedulons the Pritces of this Nation 
were in Moderntimes to ſecure the Maritime ſhores of Kent, which like a Girdle 
of ſand almoſt inveit chis Counry , I ſhalt now diſcover briefly and in Landskip 
how they were guarded, fortified, and preſerved intimes- of an elder Inſcription ; 
which diſcourſe I ſball marſhall under the Notion of Liztus Saxonicum. | 
, Weare now come to ſpeak of the Sea-Coalt, which the Romans termed L1T T7 KS 
SAXONICYHM, that is, the Saxex Shore: and..as the; oppoſite Shore ;unto' ir 
trom the River Rhene to Xanteigne in Fraxce, had a Ryles over it from Diaclsſians 
crime 
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time, whom Adarcellnxxs calleth 7 rattus maritim Comnemn, that is, the Count or Lieu- 
renant of the Marivime Tratt; the book called Notitia Provinciarum fiilech, The ho- 
norable Earl or Lieutenant: of the Sao»-ſhore along, Britain ; whoſe office was, 
with Gariſons ſer upon the Shore 1n places convenient, to repreſfle the depredati- 
ons, ſpoils and robberies ot Barbarians, but of Saxons eſpecially, who grievouſly 
infeſted Britain, And he had relation in point of Command unto the Right Ho- 
norable General of the Foot-men, whom they called Preſentalis, who beiides the 
Gariſons lying at the Havens aſſigned unto him ar all aflays for the defence there- 
of, Vittores junores Brutannmcianos, Primanos juniores, & Secundanos juniores ( theſe are 
the names of certain Bands or Companies ) theſe he had for his under-Officers to 
it, Principem ex officio Magiſtri preſentalium a parte peditum numerarios duos, Commens 
rar ienſems, Cornicularium, Adjutorem, Subad:\uvam, Regerendariim, Exceptores ſingula- 
res, &c. The Formalities of the Enſignes and Commiſlion affigned ro this great 
Officer arg thns deſcribed in my former Author, and were inſtirured about 37 C C

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in the Canton of the Banner , befides rhe Towns names ischus expounded by Þ axciroliue 
who notes them to be Sig/es, and parrs of words fo well and commonly known in the 
Office of the Court of the Notaties, or of the Clerks of the Crown, that it needed 
not they ſhould be more largely expreſſed; the words he thinks are theſe, Felix liber 
injunt1 us Notariis laterculi cominens mandata 0 rdine Principwor Primicern,which was the 
Maſter or Preſident of the Clerks of the Crown : And for his Gariſons he had nnder 
him MM, CC. Foot , and CC. Horſe, with his Officers thus exprefled

For the Matritim Townes within this Goverment are mentioned here, Othoma is 
conceived by Mr. (amden, and ſome other learned men,to have been in the- 
Hundred of Derngy in Eſſex, in the ſame place or neer where St. Peters in the 
Wall is. And to this day doih 'not Bruhlngfſey a Towne adjacent, remain a 
Member of Sandwich, and under the Goverment of the Lord Warden of the 
Cinque-Porr. 

Beſides the Teſtimony of ſundry inquifirions of ſurvey of the Lord Wardens 
Admiral juriſdition; Do they nor crofle in dice& line from the Sourh-Foreland, 
which is by c Margate in Thanet,and fo turning up to Ryecalver , crofle the main 
Ocean to the Laygrell Poynt in Eſſex, paſſing along St. Peters in the Wall, where 
this Othema is ſaid to have been, Dabris was DOVER : Lemanni or Lemannis 
( which is Portus Lemanni in Antonius, and Aijutv in Prolmy, but not it ſeems as 


the word is Ggnificant in Greek, but as ic was made from the Brits name ) 
LIME, or LIMEHILL in Kent, the place where (Ceſar landed when he 


Conquered Britain ; And doth nor Shipwey ( the place where the Lord Warden of 


the Ports taketh his Oath upon his fit encrance into that Goverment) lye in . 


LIME; and is yet within his Goverment as alſo Hyth , which impliech as muck 
as Portus in Latine, that is, Haven, one ot the 5 Ports adjoyning , and Sturfall-Caftel 
at the foot of LLME-HILL, was it nota; Fortreſs built by che Romans for de- 
fence of the Saxex Shore, Regulbinw RECULYE R, at which the water Gezlade or 
Wantſums entered in, and paſſing by Sarre a place yet under the Lord Wardens juriſ- 
dition, inſulated the Iſle of 7 haver, Rytupis RICHBORROW near SAND- 
W 1CH on the ſame Shore, and eAfnderida was fituate near NEWENDEN in 
Kent, upon the river of Ryther, that anciemtly paſſed by Apeldere, and diſembogued 


it felf into the Ocean at Romney ; one of the Ports upon the Sexon Shore, and under 


the Lord Wardens goverment ; Ports Adurni is ſuppoſed to have been Arwndel,. or 
Edrington near Shorham in Swſſexy Branodunum 1s taken tor BRANCASTER in 
Norfolk, and Gariono or Gariovonum tor YARMOUTH both: of them lying up- 
on the Saxon Shore in Norfolk, And do not the Barons of the Ports injoy a Privi- 


ledge upon the ſaid Ceaſty ſending yeury two of their ſaid Barovs as their Baviffs 
(@ 
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ro joyn with them of Tarmomh, fince they were incorporated in the Adminiſtration 
of publick Juſtice , ducing the free Fiſhing Fair » which thing they have uſed ro 
do before ever the Town of Tarmomth was built. The Fortreis where the Garriſon 
appointed for the defence of this part of the S:1x0x Shore was reſident, is nov cal- 
led Burrengh-caſtell adjoyning ro the River of Tare, as Mr, (amdgs hath ob- 
ſerved in his deſcription of that Place. 

The Barons of the Ports did Anciently ſend 7 of their Barons Bailiffs ro Tarmouth, 
and after reducedthart number ro 4 whereof 2 were ſent to ſee juitice and right done a- 
mong the Portſmen that did Fiſh upon the Saxox Shore, where Branodanum in 
Norfolk, (lood , and inthoſerimes they continued 40 dayes, which fince hath been re- 
duced to 2 Bailiffs ; and their time of ſtay to 20 dayes the Cerimonial of their en-- 
trance and reception into Tarmonth,continues ſome hmilitude of what is before expreſ- 
ſed yearly upon the Vigil of Sr, Michael the Arch-angell ; the Bailiffs of the Barons 
of the Ports, with the Banner or Enfign of their general 10corporation diſplaid, 
and of this form rids on horſeback into the ſaid Town, to the houſe provided 
for them , during their abode there; and are to be received with civil and mutuall 
reſpect by the Magilirates 0: that Place.

and Tallages, that they might with more vigor and alacriry be encouraged and 
emboldened to attend the publique Service. | | 

Secondly , they had Sac and Soc, Sac is a privilege to take Cogniſance of 
canſes either Ciiminal or Ciyil within their own Courts, Sm 18 a power 
planted in them to compel all perſons which live within the Confines of 
their Liberties ,to plead 10 their Courts, and from hence ancienily they 
were - oy Socmann: , that 1s, Sutters tothar Court , where they were forced 
Lo plead, 

Thirdly, they had Toll and Theam, Toll wasa Liberty of buying and ſel- 
ling within their own juisdiction, anda power to receive the Toll or Gabe! 
impeſed on commodt ties there vended, 7heam is betha civil and coercive 
power or jurisdiction ſertled in them by Charter , over all thoſe who are 
inhabitants of the Cirque Ports, or any of the limbs or members of them, 

Fourthly, they had Bloodwih and Fledwith, Bloodwithis a power to puniſh the effuſi- 
on of Blood ; Fledwith is an authority ro puniſh thoſe who having commitred any 
miſdemeanor or outrage » and ſeeking to ſecure themſelves by flight ; are again ſeiſed 
ukon, and offered up to deſerved Jultice. 

Fifchly, they had P:Horie and T wmbrell, Tumbreilwas 2n Engine much reſembling our 
Cucking-ſtool, and was inſtituted to reſtrain the tury of loud clamorous and imperu- 
ous Women. 

Sixchly , they had Z»fangetheof and Cmtfangetheof , that is a powet to impriſon » and 
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upon juſt and legal evidence ( which is the Lanthorn of rhe Law ) co execure all thoſe, 
though Forainers and Aliens which ſhould commir any telopy in places ſubje& ro 
their juriſdiction. ; ; __ : | | 

Seventhly , they had Mundbriech ; that 1554 priviledge to raiſe banks and mounds on 
apy perſons land whatſoever, whoſe proprierie lay within their juriſdiction , to ſecure 
the common Intereſt Fom the eruptions and caſuall Inundations of the Sea, 

Eightly , they had Warves, Called by a generall name in old Law-Latin Weveragium, 
and Strays Waives was a word of a common latitude, uſedro (1gnihe all thoſe things, 
either wandering Charrel, or other goods , which being waved or loſt,and not-claimed 
within a year anda day , were tobe pogſlelt by thoſe within whoſe juriſdiction they 
were ſeis'd , accordipg co that of the Civill Law , Que nullizy jurts (wnt , & pro derelittis 
habentur , cedunt occupants, Strays is a wordot a more circumſcrib'd and refrained ſenſe, 
relating only to (tragling Cartel ; to whom 1t none did enticle themſelves by claim 
in a year and a day, their propriety Was inveſted 1n thoſe who poſle(t them. 

Ninthly, they had Vafte and Strep, or Eftrepment,Walte was thar parcell of common 
earth which by preſcription and culiome belonged to the Crown, bur by Charter was 
enſtared onthem. Strip or Eftrepment is a power granted ro them to cur down Trees 
within their own juriſdiction , without pony of waſte, 

In the tenth place , rhey had che grant of Flotſom, Jetſom.Witſom: Flotſom were 200ds 
upon ſome viſible wrack floating to the ſhore Jerſom, were goods ina ftorme thown 
over board to prelerye the Ship , and linking did again buoy up themſelves, anc were 
again by the agication of the waves thrown on the Strand, witſom were goods driven 
co the ſhore, when there had not been for ſome ſpace any wrack viſible;trom whence 
they were _— ſtyled Goods of Gods mercy; 7/it , inold Engliſh importing as 
much as Miſericoraia 1n Latin, 

Their eleventh priviledge was tobe a Gz:/d, that is a Fraternicy or Combination of 
menthat hadall the Franchiſes of Court-Leer and Court-Baron annex'd to them ; as 
likewiſe they were endow'd with a power upon emergent occaſions to improve the 
common intereſt, to lay Aﬀeflements and Taxes uponthe Inhabirants of rhe Cinque 
Ports and their Members ; the wordGaild being extracted from an old Latin word 
called Geldo, 'which hgmhes to tax, 

Their twelfth Franchiſe was, to aſſemble at Shepway , which was anciently called 
the Porrmote,or Parliament of the Cinque Ports; there they puniſh'd the infringers 
of rheir priviledees , and amerc'd all choſe who being Inhabirants of the Cinque Ports, 
or of thoſe Towns which were circumſcrib'd within their Juriſdiftion , ſued our of 
thoſe Courrs which were properly eſtabliſhed to hear and derermine all cauſes ariling 
within their Liberties;here likewiſe they had Authoricy,by Royall Conceſſion,to make 
By-Laws and Ordinances , for the common good and profit of the Cinque Ports, arid 
for the berter Regulating (as the exigency ot Afﬀeairs might ſeem co exaR) the Herring- 
fiſking at Tarmowth;and that this Court inthe power of 1c might appear to be che Coun- 
terpane of that great Original of Power, the high Court ot Parliament , all appeals 
from the inferior and ſubordinate Courts of the Cinque Ports were tranſmitted and 
cransfer'd to this of Shepway. 

Laſtly, the Barons of the Cinque Ports claim by inherent Cuſtome and Preſcription, 
which 1s grown up and conkrm'd by a racite conſent berween them and the King , to 
ſupport the.four Staves of the Canopy that covers the Kings Head at his Coronation » 
and after ro dine at the uppermolt Table in the great Hall, on his right hand, 

There are other Franchiſes and priviledges circumſcrib'd within the Verge and Cit- 
cumference of the aboye-recite a Charter, as the raking cogntzance of rhe Afſize of 
Bread and Beer , and ſome others ; which becauſe they are nor of rhat importance or 
conlideration as thofe which before were rehearſed , and moreover finding that they 


are Calculared for the Meridian of many other Corporations befides that of the Cinque - 


Ports, I have at preſent forbore any farther Reciral of them, 

Now it any one will enquire what the Cinque Ports were to att by way of recom- 
penceor retribution for theſe ſo ſolemn and fignall CharaRers and Demonſtrations of 
royal favour; To this I anſwer, That they were to find fifty and ſeven Ships at their own 
Charge, for the ſpace of fifceen days, to atrend the King whenſoever he thould paſs the 
Seas ; whereot Haſting was to find one _ rwenty , Sandwich five > Hieth five > _—_ 
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five, and Dover one and twenty ; each of which was to be furniſhed wich one and 
rwemy men, and a Garcion or Boy, the Maſters ftipend was ro amount to 61. the 
Conſtables ro a Sallary of the ſame value, and each vulgar Mariner was to have 
chree pence per diem ;and if the obligation of affairs ſo requir'd it that they at- 
rended the King beyond the extent of fifreen days, then they were for the time fol- 
lowing to be iupporced in their expences ar the charge ofthe Crown. Now be- 
cauſe the wiſdome of after-rimesthoughr this too valt and burdenſome an expence, 
to be ſolely and wholly ſuſtain'd by the Cinque-Ports,therefore there were ſeveral other 
Towns and Villgesthar lay ſcatter'd inthe Body of this Nation, that were made Mem- 
bers and Limbs of the Cinque-Ports, and inveſted and fortified with the ſame Im- 
munities and Libercies, that chey might by conſequence be enwrapr and evgag'd 
inthe ſame common expence, The Names of thoſe which are fituared in Kent are 
as followeth: viz, Saxdwich had the Addition of Fordwich, Sarre, Ram(gate, Deal, 
Walmer, and Stonor, Dover had Feverſbam, Birchmgton, St, Jobns, Sc, Peters, Ridlings- 
would , and FolkFtone, Hieth had, Weit- Hieth, Romney had old Romney, Lydde, Prom- 
bull, Dengemerſb, and Orwelſton, Haſtings and Win chelſey had in Kent astheir Appen- 
dages, Bekesbourn, Grench, and Tenterden, As a Lenvoy to the Cinque-Ports, I ſhall 
repreſent a Summary, or Bedroll of all thoſe Perſons of efteem thar have had the Ho- 
nour to have been dignified with the Title of Lord Wardens of the Cinque-Porrs;

I might haye been more copious in my Diſcourſes of the Cipque-Ports ; bur be- 
cauſe I intend to publiſh a particular Treatiſe relating ſolely co their Immunicies, 
and their juſt Righr rorake cogniſance of the Fiſhery ar Tarmouth; I ſhall no far- 
ther inſiſt upon this ſubjeR, bur proceed. KENT, upon the firſt eruption of 
Hengiſt and his Saxons upon this Iſland, was repreſented by himſelf and his Par- 
tizans under that fair and noble Character, that after he had in many bloody De- 
cifions broken the (trengrh of the Bruans, upon their ruines he laid the foundations 
of that greatnefle, on which he afterwards eftabliſh'd the Throne, by which he aſ- 
cendedro the height of Majeſty, and was the firſt of the Saxons whoſe hand ſway'd 
the Kentiſh Scepter ; indeed Cng the old Saxon word implyes no more bur one 
that is dextrous and cunning in the managery of the publique Afﬀairs, and ſuch a 
one was Hexgiſt , from whom the Series ot rhe Kings of Kent, which I am now to 
mention, did as from their Fountain primitively ſtream forth :

Egbert having thus broken the Kentiſh Forces, and inoculated the Scepter of Kent 
vpon that of his own. the Tul® ot King was for ever entomb'd in the Ruines and 
Tomb of the (laughrer'd Baldred ; nor was this County dignified with any Title ar 
all, untill che Keign of Edward the Confeſſor, and thenthat Prince created Godwin 
Earl of Kent; a manot fo low andobſcure an extration, that the concurrent Te- 
fiimonie of all Anthors does afirm he was Bxbnlci Files , the ſon of a Cowherd: 
yer norwithitancing, 'he made himſelf ſo conſiderable by his Eruptions on ſeveral 
parts ofens Ifland by Land, and his depredarions by Sea , that our Engliſh Rory 
twels with the rehearſal of his Acts of Devaſtation and Piracy. Now if you would 
know from whence the Latine word Comes deduces its original, thar 1s, the Ge- 
us both to the French word Cont, and the Saxon word Earle or Eorlederman, ( for 
chat was the more antient term ) I ſhall ina brief Model repreſent ic tro you. The ma- 
king of Copnts anciently, as is afhrmed by Trebellizs Polls in the life of Macrianns, was 
in Contubern:ym Imperatorie Maieſtatis adſciſcere, ro take ſome ſele& Perſons into the 
Chamber and fellowſhip of the Imperial Majeſty : that Tiberixs had ſome ſuch, is moſt 
certain, for, Swetonms 1n his lite mentions Comites Largitionum expeditionumque; whole 
firſt ipſticurion is by Sexeca 1n his ſixth Book de Bene. Cap. 34. reter'd and aſcrib'd ro 
Gracchus and Livius Druſus ; they,faith he, apud nos primum mnſtit uerunt ſegregare Tur- 
bam ſuam, & alios in ſecretum recipere : and then again, Habnerunt itaque iſti amicos pri- 
mos, habuerunt & ſecundes;and it isrecorded of Alexander Severns by Lampridius, that 
Amnicos non ſolum prims ac ſecund loci ( which were certainly thoſe perſons which he 
had ſeparated from .the vulgar maſſe of men ) ſed etiam inferiores egrotantes viſeret, 
And T aciu in his Book de Bello Germanice relates, that the Piince had duodecem Co- 
mites, or tgyelve Companions aflign'd him, who tranſacted the great Afﬀairs both of 
War and Peace;irom which Modet it is probable the 1 2 Peers of Fraxce had their firſt 
original. In Ages of a lower ſep, theſe Comires were frequently fall'$Repwb. In Cat 
tray ſaith Malmibury,Omns juſtitia laborabat ſub cuiuſdgm Gorongi regimine, qui tamen ſi 
ent ones Reguli wſule Vortigerno ſubſternebantur, Afterwards when Hengi/# _ eſta- 

liſh'd 
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bliſhed his Kentiſh Kingdome, the Title of Earl beganco commence in Ocho and Eb - 
ſas Brothers ro the aboveſaid Herg:ift, as the ſame Malmesbury obſerves in his Tract 
de G eſtis Regum Cap. 3. And the Title of Earl was anciently expreſled by the word 
Comes amongſt the Saxons; for ro King Ethelberts Charter for the foundation of the 
Abby of St. Augsſtins, cired by Reynerns, there are theſe ſubſcriptions, Ego Hamrgi- 
lus Dux laudavi,andrhen,Ego (coca Comes emenſs, Ego Graphis Comes benedixi;andithere 
isan old Epitaph quored by Mr. Se/den in his 1 :tes of Honour , the ſubſtance of 
which is this; that Alwain which was Founder of Ramſey- Abby, was Comes & Al- 
dermannus totins Anglia: butin decurtion of Time, this word Eolderman being uſed 
by others beſides thoſe to whom ir was proper and analogical, it began to languiſh 
intro diſuſe, and the Title of Thane and Earl was aſſumed, which laſt hath re- 
mained in force untill this day : Now the relief of a Thane (who was certainly an Earl 
by office, rather then Tile ) it he were of the firſt rank, char is, had the cuilody of 
ſome County under the King, which he paid to the Crown, was four Horſes rwo 1ad- 
led and two unſadled : two Swords, and four Spears, and as many Shields; Andif he 
were of rhe ſecond rank, he paid two Horſes,one fadled and one unſadled, one Sword, 
two Lances, as many Shields, and fitry Marks in Silver ; ſomerimes, if he were a Thane 
of aninferior rankzhe paid eight-pound,and frequently three-pound. The relief which 
an Earl paid conltantly to the Crown after the Norman Conquelt was ( as Mr, Seldex 
in his Titles of Honoxr, does demonlirate out of ſeverall Records ) was an Hundred 
ound, | 

; Now thebenefic which did accrue to the (ornt or Earl, beſides a Barren and na- 
ked Tuleto ſupport the dignity of his Perſon in its due Magnificence ana Splen- 
dor, was the third penny atiang out of the Profits of the County. Algar Earl of Merc- 
land ( as Dooms-day Book intorms us) had the third penny of the County of Ox- 
ford, and the Borough of Stafford under Edward the Confeilor. And Mawde the Em- 
preſſe when ſhe created Milo Earl of Hereford, afſligned to him for the ſupport of 
his Honor, the third penny of that County : Many examples of the like condition are 
diſcoverable in Mr. Selden's Titles of Honour, whither Ireter the Reader, And as they 
had the third penny, ſo they had frequently che Calile ot the County annexed to their 
Title, but when by experience the Kings ot Exgland were inſtructed how fatally per- 
Dicious it was to have {o many lecal powen concurrent with theirs,that by the (trengrh 
of their retreat, andthe number of coniederates and Partifans, ſeem'd even to out- 
poiſe the Royal Authority, ic was by aStature made in the 1 3 year of Richard che 
24 for the future interdicted and prohibited, 

Now it you will enquire when-Earls or Counts from being abſolute became Feu- 
dal, Sr, Henry Spelman in. his Gleſſarie will tell youthat it was Tempore Othonum, & 
ſub exceſſw Merovine ftirpts in Gallia, that is, about the year oner houſand. 

Now as concerning the Enſigns of Inveſtiture, with which the Earl was created, 
it was anciently only with che CinCture of a Sword, bur abour the latter end of Ed- 
wardthe firlt, the Coronet began tobe in uſe, for Aymer de Vallence Earl of Pembrook. 
who died in the 16 year of Edward the 2% had one, as appears by an inltrumenc 
of Willem de Lavenhans , Cited by Mr, Seldex in his Title: of Honour, by which he 
acknowledges the receic of it from Sr, Henry Stacheden in the 12% year of Edward the 
24: Richard Earl of Arundel died inthe 49% year of Edward the 34 and by his lalt Will 
dated the fifth of December, gives his Noblett and Richeſt Coroner to his Son the 
Lord Richard Fitz-allan, his ſecond to the Lady Joan his eldelt , and the 34 he be- 
queaths co the Lady Alice his youngeſt Daughter, 

What the Comnts Palarme were I ſhall now demonfrate: they were taken immedi- 

, ately e Palatis, from whence they aſlum'd their name; and were cuſtomarily ſuch as 
had the neareſt relation to the Prince, either by friendſhip or Affinity , and 
to whoſe careand adminiltration , he did entruſt ſuch or ſuch a Province ; and the 
more to improve andenable them in the diſcharge of rheir Duty, did unice ſome pri- 
vileges and Franchiſes to their office ; as erefting Courts of Judicaturey appointing 
Judgesto fit in them, and determine by fignal decifion upon cauſes both Criminal ay 
Civil, andothers of the like nature, that were of that tuxuriant latitude, that they had - * 
the Stamp and CharaQer of ſomerhing which reſembled Regalify fix apon them. 
He that will diſcorer by example more of this honorary Title may read Mr. Sel- 
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dens Titles of Honor whither , to declioe all ſuperfluiry of diſcourſe, I refer to the 
Reader.

Having repreſented in Proſpe& the Comes and Conſules, the Earls and Conſuls 
which were originally to manage thoſe Provinces ſubordinate ro rhe Romane Go- 
verpment 3; I ſhall now take cogniſance of thoſe which were anciently (tyl'd Vice Co- 
mites & Proconſale:, and had care of the Provincial revenue ( in relation ro which 
they were term'd Queſtores Provinciarum ) and the juriſdition of ſome Cauſes only 
( as our Sheriffs have ot divers Actions /3ſcomiet) and inquiry of Cauſes Criminal, bur 
not derermination of them, In the Saxon times they were ſometimes call'd Ealdor- 
men , andin Latine Vice Comes, which was applyed to them, nor as they were ſub- 
ſervient to the Earl, bur as they acminiltered juttice when he was eirher dead or abſent. 
'Tisrrue, if we diſſe the word Earldem, we ſhall diſcover the lait ſyllable : Dome is 
deduc'd from Dominion, and implies that the Marſhal and Civil Government be- 
ing anciently ſubordinate ro Counts and Earls , there was ſome Analogy and re- 
ſemblance inthe Official Digniry of an Earl, and a Sheriff, and certainly the word 
Sheriff imports no leſſe, a word contratied from che Saxon word Schyregereve, or 
Schyregrave. 3 | 

The word is beſt interprered by the Laws, intituled the Confeſſors, where we read 
thus, Sicut modo vocantnr Greves qui ſuper, altos Prefelluras habent ta apud Angles anti- 
quis vocabantur EA LDORME N, quaſi ſemores non propter Senettutem enum qui- 
dem adoleſcentes eſſimt ſed propier ſapientiam : they were call'd anciently E AL DO R- 
ME N, fay thoſe Laws, not inreipeRt of years, but wiſdome. And we find Henry the 
3% made his Son Prince Edward the five laſt years of his Reign, Sheriff of Bedford 
and Packingham, The black Prince was often Sheriff of Cor»wall under Edward the 
34 And Prince Hezry inthe life of his Father Henry the 4'% is found to have been 
Sheriff of Cornwall, and it was done by theſe Sagacious Princes, withthis intent, that þ. 
their Sons, when they ſhould aſcend the Throne, might be more dexterous in rhe 
Courſe ard Condu@ ofthe revenue of the Crown. Andastheſe Princes were inve- 
ſted with this Office, ſo we find both Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, Earls, and Ba- 
rons held this Dignicy ; nay, ſomerimes Queens aud Counteſles, Dowagers too, with 
an allowance of a Shice-Clerk,which afrer refolv'd into him,we call the under-Sherif. 
And it was nſual long (ince, as the Starute-Law now likewiſe aſſerts it, that the Ces- 
ſus or Poſſeſhon of ſome Demeaſne in the County, admirs a Capacity to hold the 
office , and anſwer the King the Pcofirs of rhe County ; otherwile, they are illegal 
| : and 
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and lyable to exception ; and in this reipect, tomerime the King committed tour 
Counties to one man, it he were poſleit of Lands in them all, as Hubert de Burgo was 
ar one time Sheriff of Kent, Norfolk, Suffolk, and Lincoln, and was allow'd a meet 
perſon to be his Subſticure or. Shice-Clerk in the ninth of Heyrry the thire; 

If any ſhall demand how long there have been Sheriffs under this quallitied No- 
tion, as I have before repreſented and pourtray'd them, I muſt remirthem ro King 
Alfred the. Founder of Englands peace, and the divider of it into Shires and Pro- 
vinces; notto Gervas of Tilbury, whoſe defmition of the Name is very deficient, 
making the office meerly ſuppletory ro the Count or Earl, nor to Polidore Virgil, 
who being by. bicth an Alien, would obtrude a falſe opivionupon us, that the offi- 
ces of the Chancellors and Sheriffs were inſtituted fivce the Norman Conqueſit; For 
evidence to the confurationof him, we may read the Teſtimonies remembred by rhe 
moſt learned Selden, in the ſubſcription of King Edred: Charter, to the Abby of Crow- 
land there after Abbots, Dukes and Counts follow, Ego Afor vice Comer audivi. oF 
And in another Saxon Charter, to the ſame Abby there is this clauſe inferred, Ego 
Livingss Clericus iſtud Chrro raphuns manu mea ſubſcripſi, & Domino meo Therolds tra- 
did; ; which Records do indifpucably, I think ſubvert his Afﬀertion; 

The nexc Annotation upon our proconſulary Officer, 1s the continuation of thoſe 
that in elder time held ir many years together ; as forexample, the Cornhills did in 
Kent , whereby theic own Sirname was diſcontinued, and the officiary Name /c 
Sheriff, & le Viſcount (wallowed up the other, and the relit of Reginald'( de Cornhill) 
le Viſcount, in a Conceſſion 6f Land to the Chappel of Lukedale in Littleboxrs, is iiy1'd 
in the Latine Inſtrument Yice Comitsſ[a Cant, and a Mannor of his in Miſter in the 
Iſle of Thavet, has from this Sirname obtain'd the Tirle of the Sheriffs Conrr; Bur when 
it was found inconvenient for one man to hold the place any long time, it regard of 
his Account, and other enormities emergent ; proviſion was made by Statute that 
none ſhould ſerve two years together, but' ſhould be two years at leaſt deyelicd of 
the Office ere he ſerved again in the ſame County. 

Touching the Sheriffs Letters of attendance, injoyning all Arch-Biſhops, Dukes, 
Marqueſles, Earls, Viſcounts, Biſhops, Barons, &c. to atliſt himzic ſhews in Lankckip 
and Perſpettive afar offzthe Latitude anciently of his authority;bur fince the infticution 
of Lords-Lieurenants, the Beams of his power have ſhone forth with a more dim 
and contrated light:: So much ſhall ſuffice for the explication of its Name; as ir is 
Officiary. Now a word ortwo how it became Honorary, becauſe as from the Con- 
ſul or Count, Time and Royal Authority hath extrated the Princely Dignity of Earl, 
-which being for the moſt part enſtared in elder times on the Kines kindred, hath

In this year it being found by Experience that the former Number of the Wardens 
of the Peace ſerled by the Statute of the eighteenth of Edw.the third, before mentioned, 
was not ſufficient for the good Governance of this County ; It was further provided 
by an A& made inthe thirty fourth year of Edward the third, Cap. 2, Ordaining that 
their ſhould be inevery Shire one Lord, and with him three or four of the belt in the 
County, and three or "Fox learned in the Laws aſſigned for keeping of the Peace, and 
ro reſtrain Offenders. Inthe next Commiſſion awarded after this Act, theſe eighth 
Perſons are recited for the aboveſaid Purpoſe, Viz. Sir Robert Herle then Lord War- 
den of the Cinque Ports, and Conſtable of Dover Calile ; Iohn de Cobbans of Cobham, 
Roger de Northwood of Northwood, Ralph de Freming ham of Fremingham or Farningbam, 
Thomas de Lodelow, Robert Vinter of Vinters in Boxley, John Barrie of Sevington, Thomas 
Hartredge of Hartredge in Cranebroke, But this Reſtriction was not ſo permanent, 
bur that in ſhort ſpace the Number was very much augmented,as by the ſubſequent Se- 
ries inthe firlt year of Richard the ſecond may very well be obſerved.

Afcer by the Stature of the rtweltth year of Richard the ſecond, Cap. 10. and the 
fourteenth year of the ſame Prince, Cap, I 1, it was prohibited that there ſhould be any 
more than fix Juſtices of the Peace in any Commilſion beſides the two Juiiices of Af- 
fiſe, and certain Lords who were afſ:gnedin the Parliament ir ſelf. Buc in Times ſub- 
ſequent to theſe, when the Womb of Vice (like the Mudde of Nile) was more fertile 
in the produttion of Crimes, and the Seeds of Contention began to bz ſown more 
plentifully in every furrow of this Nation, which *pravg up again in a numberleſs 
Variery of Diſcord and Animoliy , theſe Reſtritions were broke, and the Catalogue 
of Juſtices was improved to that Volume, ro which ir is ſwoln at preſent. 

Before I deſcend to a particular Deſctiption of the Pariſhes of this Connty , 
I ſhould take cogniſance ot all thoſe Towns and Villages which by the indulgence

Intention of their ficlt Inſtitution only to 1nforce and Aggrandize the Sionorie of thoie 
Mannors which were parcel of the Demeaſn of rhoſe eminent Perſons ro whom thoſe 
above mentioned Royal Charters and Conceſſions were indulved ; as, Sutton Valence, 
Court at Sreet;Shinglewell, and others ; and when the Title and Poſlefiion of thole Places 
was either by Purchaſe or Martiage caſt into rhe Tenwe of other Proprieraries , the 
Vircue of theſe Grants began to be dil-{pirited, and the Cutiome of Keeping up Mar- 
kers and Fairs at theſe Mannors and Pariſhes began inſenbbly ro ſhrink ico diſuſe 
and intermiſſion, It is facther obſervable; that at diverſe Places which were endowed: 
with theſe above mentioned Priviltedgee,as;at Brenchly,Charlton byGreeawich and other 
Pariſhes,theMarker andFair was obſerved and held in cheChurch- yard;and on the Sun- 
day; it being the great Deſign of the Romiſh Clergie of thoſe cloudy Times,to whom 
Godlineſs was great gain.in the practical ſenſe.at onceto charm the peoples Devotion 
and Benevolence: But,as if there were inthe Vogue and Ettimare of that Age;a greater 
Degree of Sanctity entailed on the Church-yard, then on the Sunday,, the holdinz 
either Marker or Fair inthar Place was by a Statute made 1n the thirteenth year of Ed, 
the firſt, Chapter che (xrh, wholly incerdicted and prohibiced; but though the Church 

ard were thus empaled, and fenced in with this nzw Law; the Sunday lay open and 
expoſed to all Diſorder and Prophanation, untill rhe Reign of Hezry the fixth, and 
then that pious Prince reſenting with regret the many Enormities and other Exceſles 
of a black Complexion, which were occalioned by the Conflux of people aſſembled 
at theſe publick Meetings, and which had toully (tained and debauched the' puriry of 
this Solemn Feſtival, did by Statute made and ratihed in rhe rwenty ſeventh year of 
his Reign, Chapter che fifch, for the furure forbid the keeping of any Markets or Fairs 
in any Place whatſoever on the Sunday, 

I ſhali now take a Proſpect of all the Pariſhes, Villages, and Mannors, which are 
circumſcribed, within the circle of his County; bur betore I wade farther in this 
Diſcourſe, I ſhall repreſent upon what reaſons or foundations Mannors were firſt in- 
ſiruted and eſtabliſhed, by example and reſemblance of the Kirg's policy inthe in- 
ftirutions of Tenures, ( ſaith Sir Francis Bacon : ) The oreat men and Gentlemen of 
chis Realm did the like, ſo near as they could; as for Example, when the King had 
given to any of them two thouſand Acres of Lands, this party propoſing in this 
place ro make his Dwelling, or ( as the old word is) his Manſhor-houſe, or his Man- 
nor-houſe , did deviſe how he might make his Land a compleat Habiration to ſupply 
him with all manner of neceſlaries ; and for that purpoſe, he would give of the utcer- 
molt parts of theſe two thouiands Acres, one hundred, or two hundred Acres, or more 
or leſs, as he ſhould think meer, to one of his moſt cruſty Servants,with ſome reſerva- 
tion of rent to finda horſe for the wars, and go with him when he went with the King 
ro the wars, adding vow of Homage, and the oath of Fealty, Wardſhip, Marriage and 
Relief. This Relief is to pay five pounds for every Knights Fee, or after the rate for 
more or leſs at the entrance of every Heir: which Tenant fo created and placed 
was, and 1s to this day called a Tennant by Knights Service,and not by his own perſon ; 
bur of his Mannors, of theſe he might make as many as he would ; then this Lord 
would provide that the Land which he was to keep for his own ule, ſhould be plowed, 
and his harveſt brought home his Houſe required , his Park pailed, andrhe like ; and 
for that end he would give ro ſundry other of rwenty, thirty, forty or fifry Acres; re- 
ſerving the ſervice of plowing a certain quantity, or ſo many dayes of his Lands, and 


certain Harveſt works, or dayes inthe Harveſt to labour, or ro repair the Houſe, Park, | 


Pail, or otherwile ; or to oive him for his provifion, Capons, Hens, Pepper, Commin, 
Roſes, Gilliflowers, Spurs, Gloves, or rhe like; or to pay him a certain Rent; and co 
be ſworn to be his faichful Tenant , which Tenure was called a Soccage Tenure , and 
1s ſo to this day ; howbeic, moſt of the plowing, and Harveſt ſervices are turned into 
Money Rents: the Tenants in Soccage atthe Death of every Tenint, were to pay 
Relief, which was nor as Knights Service is, five pound a Knights Fee ; but ic wasand 
1s (ll one years Rent of the Land, and no Wardſhip or other profic to the Lord. 
The remainder of the two thouſand Acres he kept ro himſelf, whith he uſed ro ma- 
nure by his Bondman, and appointed them ar the Courts of his Mannor how they 
ſhould hold ic,making an Entry of it into the Roll of the Remembrances of the Ads of 
his Court; yer Gill inthe Lords power to take it away,and cherefore they were called 
Tenants 
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Tenancs at Will, by Copy of Courr Roll ; being intruch Bondmen at the beginning ; 
bur havirg obtained treedome of rheir perſons, and gained a cuſtore by uſe of occu- 
pying their Lands, they now are called Copyholders, and are fo priviledged, thar the 
Lord cannot put them our, and all rhrough cultome ; ſome Copyholders are for Lives, 
one tiwo,or three, ſucceſſively ; and ſome Inhericances,from Heir to Heirzby cultome, 
and Culiome ruleth theſe Eſtates wholly, both for Widows Eftates, Fines, Harrtiors, 
Forfeicures,and all orher things. Mannors being in this ſort made at the firlt,reaſon was 
that the Lord ot the Mannor ſhould hold a Court, which is no more then to aflemble 
his Tenants together, at a time by him to be appointed; in which Court he was to be 
intormed,by oath of hisTenanrs,ot all ſuch Ducies,Rent*,Reliefs,and Ward(hips,Copy- 
holds or the like, that had happned unto him ; which information is called a Preſent- 
ment z and<hen his Bailiff ro Seiſe and Dittrain for rhoſe Duties, if rhey were denied 
or with-holden , which 1s called a Court Baron; and herein a man may Suefor any 
Debt or Treſpaſs under Forty pound value, and the Freeholders are to judee of the 
Cauſe upon proof produced vpon both tides; and therefore the Freeholders of theſe 
Mannors; as incident to their Tenures, do hold by Suite of Court, which is to come 
tothe Court, and there to judge between no party and party inthoſe perty Aﬀions; 
Andalſo to inform the Lord of Duties, Rents, and Services unpaid to him from his 
Tenants : By this courſe it is diſcerned, who be the Lords of Lands,' ſuch as if rhe 
Tenants die withour Heir, or be atrainted of Felony or Treaſon, ſball have the Land 
by Eſchear, 

I now proceed, to trace out the ſeveral Pariſhes of Kent, and marſhal them Alpha- 
berically ; yer 1n this Scrutiny, I have not tortured their Names, unrill by a nice and 
curious Anatomie, they confeſſed themſelves to be either of Bricith, Roman or Saxon 
Extra&tion; becauſe, ar once ro decline, and unravel this Difficulty, I havecalt them 


into a peculiar Regilter by themſelves , which ſhall Rand as an Appendage to the 
Book, and firſt therefore, to go on, I begin with Acr#,

Cr 1s a ſmall Parith lying'in the Hundreds of Folk$ton and Lowingborough, and 

was held inthe twentieth of Yam the Conquerour by Anketellizs de Roſſe ; from 
which Name it paſled away by Grant to the Coſentons of Coſenton in Alresford, to hold 
of the Barony ot Koſſe, and of his Mannor ot Hortos near Ferningham:This Seat being 
thus annexed to the Demeaſn of this Family, came down to William de Coſmgton, who 
is in the Liſt of thoſe Kentiſh Gentlemen whom K. Jobs in the eighteenth year of his 
Reignvy pardon ablolved, for having taken an Oath ro Lew:s the Dolphin of France ; 
Charles King of Navarre ( as the private Evidences of Coſmgton inform me) in the 
year of Grace 1366, ſetled an annual Penhon of a thouſand Crowns on Sir Stephex de 
Coſingtonand Sir Witham his Son, for their remarkable Service performed againlt the 
Enemies of his Crown and Sceprer, The lalt of this Family, which held chis Man- 
nor, was Sir j, Coſimmgton, who concluded iv three Danyghters and Coheirs abour the 
the latter end of Heyry the eighth, matched to Duke 1/004, and Alexander Hamon;and 
upon the Diſunion of the Eſtate into Parcels, the lait by Female Interelt ,- was 
invelted in Acr:,and his Succeflors remained Lords of the Fee untill the Beginning

Radignnds, wintill the ſuppreſſion, and then ic was by Henry the eighth exchapged with 
the Arch Biſhop of Canterbury, in the twenty ninth of his Reign,and remained par- 
cel of that Parrimony, which acknowledged the Signorie of that See, untill theſe

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Adding:on inthe Hundred of Larkfield, was as high as apy Track of tvidence can 
rranſport me to:diicovery the Inheritance ot a noble Family called Afandeville, and 
divess Deeds of a very venerable Antiquity, being without date, and now in the' 
hands of Mr. Watton, do atteit Roger de Mandeville 1p thoſe elder Times to have hcen 
Logd.of the Fee; but before the end of Edwardthe lecond, this Family was vanifhed; 
and had ſurrendred the poſleition of this place to Kobert At Checquer, in whom the 
poſlefiion was bur of a narrow Date, tor hee not long after alienated þh1+ Inrereit 10 1c 
ro Nicholas Dagwarth,as is evident by this Record revilired inthe Book of 41d keprin 
the Exchequer, De Nicholao de Dagworth pro uno Feods Milus, quod Robiy: 1 de Scaccario 
renpitin Addington de Warreno de dontecamſio 40.5, Thar 18 Nicholas Dagwonth in the 
twentieth year of Edward che third, paid a retpeclive Supply of 4n.s.for his Mannor of 
Addington,which both he and Reberr Ar Checquer, which enjoyed ii before him, held of 
the Honour of Swanſcamp Caſtle,as being the capital Sear of che Barony of Mount- 
chex{e3,under the Notion of a whole Knights Fee. But 10 this Family the Title was a 
Volatile as in the former, for before the goipg our of £dward the third, Itindit paſſed 
away from. Dagworth to Sir Hugh Segrave, and he in theleventh year of Richard the 
{econd, alienated ic to Richard Charles, deſcended from. Edward Charles: Captain and 
Admirall of the Seas, from the 7hames mouth Northward, 1n the reian of Eaward 
the ficlt, as appeats Par. 34.Edward: primi, But he was (carce warm in his new Acquilis, 
bur he expired in two Daughters and Coheirs , Alice matched ro William Snaith, and 
Joan maried to Richard Ormesk;rk,; but this Mannor uponthe Duiindtion ofrhe Eftate 
into Parcells was entwin'd with che Demeaſne of Szath, and he dyed poſflett of ic 
( as.che date of his Tombe in eAddington Church informs me) 1n che year 1469. bur 
dyed without Iflue-male, ſo that his fole Daughter and Heir betny wedded to Wattor 
made it the Inhericance of that Family, and here have they. planted themſelves ever 
ſince that Alliance, and have performed many ſignal Services to this County by bein? 
inveſted with places of Truſt, as Jultices of the Peace, Commiſſioners of therSewers; 
and other Officers of the like Condition, which hath much intorced and multiplied 


che eminent Reputation of this ancient Family. 


Allington 1n the Hundred of Larkfeld is eminent for an ancient Cafe within the 
Limits of it; which, as Mr, Darrell and Mr, Merſh do aſſert, was erected by lill:am de 
Columbariis, or Columbers; and this Mr. Darrell, who was very curious 1n Difquifitions 
of this Nature, more poſhtively affirms, becauſe inthe eighth year of Henry the third, 
when ( as appears by the Records of the Tower ) there wasan exact Survey taken of 
all the Caſtles of Exgland, and of thoſe who were either Propriecaries of chem, or elie 
the reſpective Caliellans or Guardians, one of the above mentioned Family was found 
to be poſſeſior of this Fortreiſe,and was alſo Lord of the Mannor, which was tilt 
annexed to the Calile; bur this Name was of no long continuance 1p the Tenure of 
either, for about the latter end of Henry the thicd, they came ro ownthe/$1gnorie of 
Sir Stephen de Penchefter, Lord Warden afterwards of the Cinque Ports, ro whom and 
to Margaret his Wite, Daughter of the famous Hubert de Burgh Earl 'of Key!, King 
Edward the firlt granted a Licence inthe ninth year of his Reign, as appears by. che 
Patent-Rolls of- that Time to erect a Caltle,and ro fortifie and embartle at Allingtos; 
ſo thar it ſeems it was only betore Forralitiumylome ſmall Fortrefie, and could nor be 
marſhall'd under the jutt Notion of a Caſtle; untill it had received new Symetrie and 
Dimenhons, , by thoſe Appendages and Supplements which were added ro ir by this 
great Man; and having thus e(tabliſhedthis Pile, it came to own his Name, and is in 
ſome old Records called All:ygton Pencheſter, and nor undeſervedly ; tor in theeighth 
year of Edward the firlt, he obtained a Charter of Free-warren to his Mannor of 
Allingtou,and alſo a Marker Weekly on the Tueiday,and a Fair yearly three days,on 
the 79:1, the day,and day after St. Lawrence, bur deceaſed without Iflue Male; fo that 
after his Ex:t,it came to acknowledge Stephen de Cobham, who had married his Daugh- 
rer and Coheir, and he inocculated his own Name upon it, and called i Allnpto 
Cobham, which flouriſhed ſeverall Deſcents inthis Family, uncill che beginning of

Malmain: by vulgar Corruption of the word called Swalmains,with Hollmeade,which 
was ever accounted an Appendage to it, are firſt ro be confidered, In the rwentieth 
year of Edward the third I find 7 bomas de Malmains Son of Nicholas de Malmains, (who 
was Poſſeſlor of both theſe Places inTimes ot an elder Compuration, ) paid reſpeRive 
Aid at making the black Prince. Knight for his Lands at eA/kham,Bur after this I find 
no more intelligence given me by Record of this Family, tor abour the beginning of 
Henry the fourth I dilcover lohn eAlkham ( who extracted his Sirname trom rhis 
Pariſh, andir is very probable had here his Manſiog, though now it have found a 
double Sepulcher, that of Oblivion, and irs own Rubbiſh ) to have' been poſlelt of 
them both, which he held in Cafle-Guard Tenure of Dover Calile, and paid aſubfidia- 
rie Supply for them in the tourth year of that Prince, at the Marriage of Blaxch his 
Daughter ; from which temporary Afleflement or Contribution, ſeverall Parcels of 
Land in this County have ever h<nce contratted che Name of Blanch-Lands, In 
eAlkbam the Signorie of both Places did reſide, untill che beginning of Henry the 
{eventh,and chen they were demiſed by Peter eAlkham to lohn Warren Gentleman;in 
which Name afcer they had continued untill the latter End of Henry che eighth, 
Malmains was paſled away to Brews, who in our Memory conveyed it by Sale to 
Lujbinton;and Hollmeade was by the ſame Viciflitude annexed to the Demeaſn of #oller, 
a Name that is grown reverend by an Efflux of many Ages borh here and at 
Elbam. 

The Mannor of Hoptons, another place conſiderable in eAlkhamw. If you will 
ſearch who was in elder Times poflett of ic, the privare date, leſſe Deeds will inform 
you, tharanciently it was the Inheritance of Peter de Hall, but was not long perma- 
nent inthe poſſeſſion of this Name, for in the twentieth year of Edward the third, 
( as appears by the Book of Aid ) it was the *Inheritance of Willa: de Bourn ; and 
here ic ſeems the Title was more conltant, tor in this Family ic was reſident 
uncill rhe beginning of Herr the fixch, and then ic was aliepated to Baker of Caldham, 
iD whom it had not long continued, bur by his Daughrec and Coheir ir became the 
Inhericance of Robert Brandred, from which Name abour the latter end of Edwardrhe 
fourrhir pafled away by Sale to Brown of Bechworth Caſtle in Surrey, and here ic fixed, 
untill that Age which came within the Verge of ouc Grandfathers Remembrance, 
and then it was demiſed to Godmar, in whoſe Deicendants the Propriety now 
continues. 

Evering 1s the laſt place of Account in Alkhamiit was the poſſeſſion of a Family ſo 
called which branched from the ancient Lords of Folk fox, firnamed Averenches, 


' whoſe Armes were ( as 1s manife{t by ancient Armorials ) Or five Cheverons Grles, 


and theſe Everimgs, bare Or five Cheverons Azure, Wolwardus de Evering held it under 
the Notion and by the Service of a whole Knights Fee, in the Time of Hexry the 
ſecond, of the Lords of Folkfton, And by a ſucceſhive Chanell of many Deſcents 
hath the Title lowed ſo conliantly in this Family, that this Seat is at this inftanr 
annexed ro their Inheritance. 

Inthis Pariſh is an Eyle-Bourn which riſes in the botrome at Dillingore, which the 
Inhabicants preſage to be 2 farall preſage either of Dearh or Dearth: and in a ſhorr 
Dilance of Time and Place, from no appearance of Head or Spring , ſends forth ſuch 
ſtore of Warer thi a Veſlell of conſiderable Burden may float therein; rhzn the Wa- 


rer being inforced intoa Stream runs down to Chilton, and diſgorges ir ſelf into that 
River, which meets the Sea at Dover, 


eApuldore in the Hundred of Blackborn, in the year of Grace 1032, was by aneſ- 
peciall Licence ficlt obtained from Canmtmand Elfgiva his Queen, and given by Eadfn

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Thomas Wiat(hared his eltate at this place , bur he being atrainted in the ſecond year 
of Queen Mary, this was conhicated tothe Crown, and lay there untill the rwenty 
fourth of Queen Elizabeth, and then it was granted back to George Wiat Eſquire, 
whoſe Son Sir Francis #\at, not mapy years hnce, paſled it away to Thomas Floyd of 
Gore- court 1n Otham Eſquire, and he in the year 1636 alienated it to Sir Edward 
Hales of Tmrſftall Knight Baroner, whole Grandchild Sir Edward Hales is now in 
poſſeſſion of ir.

we can hardly trace out its Ruineseven amidtt ics Ruines, There was another Free 
Chappel in his Pariſh annexed to Tottington by Richard Lord Poymmngs 1n the eleventh 
year of Rich, the ſecond, which hath been ſo diſmantled by the impreſſions of Time, 
and che fury of rhe Elements, that there 1s very liutle Teſtimony or Evidence re- 
maining that this Oratorie ever had a Being. 

Preſton in this Pariſh of Alresford is a Seat of that venerable Antiquity, and hath 
for ſo many Deſcenrs been incorporated into the Demeain of Colepeper, that it is 
queſtionable which is the ancient Cradle or Seminary of this Family either Bayhall 


in Pepenbury, or Preſton in Alresford ; Sir Thomas Colepeper as the old Evidences and 
Muniments

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Muniments of this Name 1nitruct me, was ot this Family, and was Governout. of 
Winchelſey under Edward the ſecond, by whom he was beheaded for defending 'thar 
Town in behalt of rhe Barons chen combined; in an hoitile, League againtt him - 
Walter de Colepeper flouriſhed under Edward the: firſt and Edward the {econd, and 
ſeal'd wich a Bendengrailed, which is {Ul the paternal:-Coat- Armour of this Family ; 
which I the rather mention, becaule theſe Deeds arethe firtt of rhat Nature which 


I have ſeen fnce Sealing with Coars of Arms grew cuftomary in this Nation; and 


argues him ro bea Man of eminence 1n this County, as did that ſpreading Revenue 
likewiſe of which he died poſleſt, nor onely here; bur at Farleigh; Peckham, Wrotham, 
and divers other places, in the ficlt year of Edward the third. John Colepeper was a 
Judge inthe Reign of Hezry the {1xth, and concluded in a Daughter and Heir, who 

y matching wich Harrington, added a Confiderable Supplement to che parernal 


Revenue of that noble Family, I ſhall not more dilate my ſelf in this Diſcourſe, it 


1s, enough thar I inform the Reader, that this ancient Seat which hath been for ſo 


many Centuries of years under the $ignorie of this Name; is yet io conltant to the 
Intereſt of this Family, that ir 1s at this 1nttanc knit to the Inheritance of Sir 
Richard Colepeper Knight and Baroner, 

Roes Place in Alresford pretends to a deep Root in Antiquity likewiſe, as being 
the Seat and Original of che ancient Family ot Roe, and from hence the Rves of 
Chafford in eAſtzrſt, thoſe of Eſſex, and he that was Lord Maior of London, have 
primitively in a full Channel lowed out;and 1n this Family was the poſſeſſion lodged, 
untill char Age we ſtyle our Grandfathers, and then it was Carried oft by Sale ro 
Taylor; which Family not many years fince concluding ina Female Inheritrix, She by 
matching wich Warcnp, hath etpouſed the poſlefion ot this place to that Name

Near this place, Vortimer the/valiant Briciſh;Kipg gave Battle, ro Hengiff the 
Saxon, after he had given a; Vitorious oveithrow:te;;the Britons at Creyford; in 
which copflit Horſa and Catigern, Brethrento both» the Generals, were flain, and 
the Saxons repulſed into there ots Thenet, their, firttalligned  Habitation , nor 
darivg 40-enter and reinvade che Continent while: Fortmer ſurvived.

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«Alb by Sandwich lies in the Hundred of Wingham, and contains many Places 
within its Precincts very conſiderable. The firlt 1s Welmeſtone, which 1s fituated 
partly in this Pariſh, and partly in ”71gham, Though 1t be now obſcure, ir was in 
elder Times made more conſpicuous, by being one of the Sears of Reſidence of 
the Noble Family of Sept.z25, willam de Septrians or Sepuans was inthe poſſeſſion of 
itar his Death, which was in the twenty fifth year of Eaward the third, Rot, Eſc, 
Num.

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Gojoall muhis Parith malt not be torgorten, ir was th: Reſidence anciently of a 
Family of that Sirname, made more eminent by the production of Sir John Gojhall 
a worthy Knight, who flouriſhed in the Reignot Edward the third and Richard the 
ſecond, and lyes entombed in Af Chrarch, in compleat Armour, and his Skeleton 
nnderneath , his Arms are alſo depicted in his Shield, viz. eAzurea Lyon Ram- 


pant within Semee of Croſſe Croſſelets Argent, The Heir Generall of this Family was 


wedded to St, Nicholas of the lile of '/ hanet, and atter the Title had for ſome Aves 
ſecled inthis Family, it was by a Daughter and Heir tranſmitted tor John Dyaley 
Eſquire, whoſe Deſcendant abour the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth conveyed 1t to 
Roper, Anceltor ro Chriſtopher Roper Baron of Texham, who hath lately alienated his 
Interelt init ro Sir Edw, Mons. 

Checquers in this Pariſh of Aſh, was a very ancient Sear of a Branch of the Family 
of Septuans, who trom their Reſidence here, contracted the Sirname of Checquer or 
Atchecquer, and {o were ſtiledin feverall old Records; and after this Manſon had re- 
mained a Series of {ome Generations in tne Name of Sepruans and Checquer, \t 
(hrunk into a Daughter and Heir matched with Alday; in which Family, after ir had 
ſome Time relided ic was by Sale lately paſled away to Mr, Tho. Harfleet, and now 
owns his Deſcendants for its infiant Poſteſlors, 

Helis Twuham is \woln up to ſome Repute lince it was the Revenue of the Hells, a 
Family of generous Rank in this County, bur ſtayed nor lorg in the poſlethon, for 
about the Beginning of Edward the third, they had ſurrendered their Intereit to 
Twitham, a noble Family, and of deep Extraction; in this Teritory ; Bertram de 
Twitham died poſleſt of it ip the third year of Edward the third; Alanrs de Twitham 
his Son was likewiſe found invelied 1nit at his Deceaſe, which was in the twent 
fifth year of the aboieſaid Prince; and laſtly, Alarus the Son of Theobald Twithanz 
heldir inthe fourth year of Richard the ſecond,and left it to Mawd his ſole Daughter 

and Heir, by whom che Title was tranſplanted into S:mor Septuans, in whole Family 
the Proprietie hath for many Ages, ever untill this infant, by an unbroken 
Link been ſeared. x 0 

The next place which obviates my Diſcovery, is Overland, the which in the twenty 
fifth year of Henry the third, was by the Royall Charter of that” Prince grantzd to 
Bertram de Crioll. and io being made Parcell of his Demeaſne; it remained falined to 
his Inrereſt uprill rhe Beginnvg of Edward the firlty' and then it was paſſed away to 
Leybourn, and was held by jul;ana de Leybourn, the ' Heir generall of Roger Lord 
Leybourn ; who 1n relation to that vaſt Parrimony her Birth inticuled her ro, mighr 
be juſtly ltiled rhe /nfanra of Kent, and ſhee was firft eſpouſed tor John de Haftings, 
and {econdly-to William de Clinioz: Earl of Huntingtcs, who held itat his Death in her 

Right, which was inthe twenty eighth year of Edwardthethird, bur ſhee deceaſed 
without Iflue; in the forty third yeat of the aboveſaid Prince,by either of them,and 
there being none, that by rhe firength of any Collaterall Alliance, could prerend 
ary Interelt or Title tothe Eltate, it eſcheared ro the Crown, and lay there untill 
Kichard the ſecond beſtowed it by Grant on Sir Simon de Burley Knight of the Garter, 
and Lord Warden of rhe Cinque-Ports; bur he being atrainred in the tenth year of 
that King, it returned to the Crown again, and then it was by the the ſame Prince 
ſerled on the Abby of Childrens Langley, and was involved in the Parrimony of 
char Cloiſter, untill the generall Supprethon in the Reign of Hezry the eighth, and 
then it was granted in the thirty fifth year of that Prince to Sir Thomas Moile*and Sir 
Walter Henley, and they nor long after conveyedtheir joynt Intereſt init to Harfleer, 
Who almoſt in our Fathers Remembrance alienated it to Bargrave, from whom the 
ſame devolution brought it over to Solley, who not many years after tranſmitted ic 
by Sale to Mr. Jo. Ward of London, whole Widow, Mrs. Katharin Ward now holds ir 
10 Right of Dower, | 

Goldſtanton inthis Pariſh is a ſecond place of Note, and was as high as the Beam of 
any Evidence will guide me to diſcover rhe Patrimony of Leybourn, Roger de Ley- 
bourn,who was in the Regilter of thoſe Kentiſh Gentlemen who were pardoned by the 
Pacification, called Dit de Kenelworth, for ſeeking to ſupport with ſeditious Arras 
rhe Cauſe and Quarrell of S:men de Xrontfort, held irin the fiftieth year of Heyry rhe 


third, -and from him did ic deſcend to his great Grandchild Juliana de Leybourn, who 
dying 
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dying without Iflve or Alliance an the forty third year of Edward the third, this with 
Overland eſcheared ro the Crown, but was granted our again by Richard the ſecond 
ro Sir $imow de Burley, whe being attainted and convicted of high Treaſon inthe rench 
year of his Reign, that Prince Iink'd it by a new Donation to the Abby of Children; 
Langley. Bur yer I find that in the Reign of Heyry the fourth, Richard Cliderow (whio 
was Sheriff of Kent in the tourth year and molt part of the fith year of that Piince, 
and then again inthe fxth year of Her, the fifch,) held it I ſuppoſe only as a Leſſee, and 
kept his Shrivealty ac this Place; a Man he was of no contemprible Account in thoſe 
Times, as Iſhall diſcover more amply at little Betjhanger which was his capiral Sear; 
Bur to return, after this Mannor had made irs aboad 1n the Demeaſne of the above 
mentioned Covent, untill the Diſſollution inthe Reign of Heyry the eighth, it was 
then torn off, and granted to Tho, Lord Cromwell Earl of {ſſex, upon whoſe Artainr, 
inthe thirty ſecond year of the above ſaid Prince it eſcheated back ro the Crown, and 
then ic was granted 1n the thirty tourth year of Hemry the eighth, ro Vincent Engham 
Eſquire, whoſe Deſcendant Sir Tho, Exgham, ſome few years traviplanted his Con- 
cernment in it by Sale into Mr. ......... Courcelis of London, 

Nevulls Fleet 1n this Pariſh was more anciently called Butlers Fleet, as being 
parcell of rhe Revenue of that Family, and the Book of A:d in the Exchequer, 
which makes an ennmeration of the ancient Owners, mentions one Richard de 
Boteler, to have been its ancient Poſſeflor ; bur in the rwenrtienth year of Edward 
che third,when that Book was taken, William Lord Latimer of Corbie, Knighr of the 
Garter, and Lord Warden of rhe Cinque Porrs held ic; and in the thirty eighth ob- 
rained by the Charter of that Prince, a Market to be held at Ark on the Thurſday, 
and a three days Fair at our Lady Day; and from him , as in divers Records ir is evi- 
dent, did it acquirethe Name of Latimers Fleet, but ſtayed not long under that Title, 
for he determined in Eleanor his Daughter and Heir matched to John Lord Nevill, who 
in her Right became Lord of this Mannor, and from him did it contra the Title 
of Nevils Fleet, and lay couched inthe Patrimony of this Name untill the Beginning 
of Edwardthe fourth, and then it was alienated ro Cromer, and James Cromer in the 
eleventh year of Heyry the ſeventh, alienated it to Fohn [ſaxc, from whom nor long 
afrer it was brought over by Purchaſe to Kendall, and in that Name ir fixed, uncilt 
the Beginninig of Heyry che eighth, and then it was alienated ro Sir John Fogge, and 
he before the end of that Prince conveyed it to Ralph,in which Name it was reſident 
untill the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth , and thenic was demiſed ro Sprack/in, 
and Sir Adam Sprackiin almuttin Times under our Fathers Cognitance paſſed it away 
to Harfleet, in which Family you may at this inſtant find 1c, 

Molands inthis Parith gave Seat and Sirname to a Family fo called, who before 
the end of E£dwardthe ſecond were worn out, and then it became the poſſeſſion of 
Har fleet, alias Septuani, who much improved the Houſe with additional Buildings, 
where the Arms of this Family do ({tand yer in Pazes of very old coloured Glafle, 
with this Motto annexed, D1ſſipab? immicos Regis met ut paleam; alluding either to their 


Coar, which was three Faxs, ſuch as they fan and winnow Corn with, orelſe ro . 


William de Septuans,who dyedinthe year 14011, and warred, as the Records of this 
Family inform me under Edward the third in Fraxce, and by his Will regiitred in the 
Prerogative Office at Canterbury, which I mention for the Novelty of it, he gives 
Manumiſſion or Freedome to diverſe of his Slaves or Natives ; and Sir :illram 
Septuans was his Son,who lyes buryed in Chrift Church in Canterbury, and as his Epi- 
taph on his Tomb inſtructs me, dyed in the year 1448. and from him did che Title 
ſtream in this Name, untill the Reign of Herry the eighth, and then I find this Seac 
inthe poſſeſſion of Rebert Read; bur it was not long out of the Name, for about the 
Beginning of Queen Elizabeth, 1 find it reinveſted againin Harfleet, and remains an 
eminent Manſion of this Family art preſent, 

Many of this Sirname lye buryed in Af Church, for thoſe rhree Alrar Tombs in 
rhe Church yard, andthoſe oneach fide the North Dore, were the Repoſitories or 


Exchequers, that-treaſured up the Remains of divers of this Family, all which had - 


rheir Figures and Arms inſculp'd i Brafſe, annexed to their Sepulchers,which by the 
vom on of Times,and the Affaulrs of Sacrilegious Hands are quite diſmantted, and

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Wingham Bartou is another eminent Mannor 1n this Pacith , which belonged to 
che Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury ; and when john Peckham founded his Colledge ar 
Wingham in the year 1282, there was an Exltibition lerledon that Seminary or Bro- 
rherhood, ifluing our of this Manuor , from whence it is ſuppoſed by ſome ir con- 
rraced the Name oi Fingham Barton ; though I rather conjecture it was called ſo 
{rom irs Situation, in oppolition to another ot that Name, called Firmins Barton , ly- 
ing by Canterbury, Burro proceed, this continued Archiepiſcopal, untill the rwenty 
ninth year of Henry the eighth , andthen it was exchanged by Thomas Arch-Biſhop 
of Canterbury, with the Crown, and reſted there , untill Q. Elizabethgranted it ro 
Sir Roger Manwood , whoſe ſon Sir Peter Manwood paſled it away by his Truktees not 
many yeats ſince to Sir Wilkam Curteen of Londen, and he gave itin Dower with his 
daughter matched to Heyry late Earle of Kent, who upon his deceaſe ordered itto be 
ſold to diſcharge ſome Debts, and was accordingly not long fnc': by his Counteſs con- 
veyed by Sale to Mr. James Tharbarne of Sandwich, one of the Cinque Ports, Son of 
James Thurbarne Eſquire, a Jultice of Peace in chis County in the Reign of K, James, 
whoſe Anceſtors from 1331 have continued yery eminent in tne Cinque Ports, eſpe- 
cially in Haſting and Romney, as allo in Romeey Merſ, as appears by divers ancient 
Records, Bur the ancient Mannor-Houſe was 1n the fourth year of Edward the 
ſixth granted co Sir eAnthony St. Leger, and his Deſcendant Sir eAnthoxy St, Leger 
of Boughtox , about the Beginning of King Charles paſſed it away ro Mr, Vincent 
Denn of Wenderton, who gave it to his Nephew Mr. Thomas Denn, and he by Teſta- 
ment ſerled ir on his Brother Mr, Jobs Denn, who dying without Iflue bequeathed ic 
ro be ſhared by his four Silters, by whom it is deſigned ro be ſold to pay Debts and 
Legacies. 

Chiles lies likewiſe in Aſv.and claims our Remembrance,becauſe it yielded a Seat, 
and afforded a Sirname to #ill;am de Chilton, who held ic at his Deceale, which was 
inthe thirty firſt year of Edw, the third, Rot. Eſc, Nam, 19, Bur after his Ext, it dwelt 
not long in his Name; for in the fourth year of Edward the third, William Baxde died 
ſeiſed of it,as appears Rot, Eſc. Num.25.And here ay 11n the Title was as fickle,and un- 
ſtable, for in the thirty ſeventh year of Edward the third, 1 find the poſſeſſion was 
departed from Baxde , and caſt into the Patrimory of Thomas Wolton, who art that 
Time held it at his Death. Rot. Eſc. Num. 13. But after this Family went out, I 
find the Inheritance more fixed and per:nanent, for \- livers old Court-Rolls that 
were taken in thz latrer End of Edward the third , 1 viſcover William de Septuans 
whoſe ſucceſſors wete lince called Harfleet, ro be poſlcit o' 1:, and from him 1s the 
Propriery drawn through the ſucceſlive Series of many Deſcents ro the Harfleets of 
this Age, who are liilentituled to the Signory of it, 

Hells is in the Regilter alſo of thoſe Mannors which are within the Circle of this 
Pariſh, and gave Sear and Sirname to a Family of no ſhallow Antiquity in this 
Trat ; Thomas de Hells obtained a Charter of Free-Warren to his Mannor of Hells 
in the eighreenth year of Edward the firltz Bertram de Hells was Lievetenant of 
Dover Calile in the Reign of Edward the ſecond, under Reginald Lord Cobham, Lord 
Warden of the Cinque Ports, and Con(table of Dover Caſtle : Gilbert de Hells of Hells 
Court, was Sherift of Kent the thirtieth of Edward the third, and inthis Name did 
the Proprierie lodge untill the Reignot Edward the fourth, and then it was by ſale 
tranſplanted into Wroth ; and the Title there ſerled untillthe latter End of Heyry 
the ſeventh, and then it was by the ſame Vicifſitude carried off ro Peake, where the 
inltant Inheritance is refident, 

Laverocks is another Seat in eAſs, poſſeft by Worthy Men of that Name, one 
of them lies buried Croſs legged on the North-fide of the Quire, with his Arme 
placed on his Shield ; finally, after this Family had for Deſcents been Proprieraries 
of this place, it came to be poſlelt by eAnthony Laverock who deceaſed with - 
out Iflue Male, ſo that his Eſtate here came the eighteenth of Heyxry the ſeventh by 
PF arnel his Daughter and Heirzto be poſleſt, by Edward Menins Eſquire, and they both 


[not long after paſſedit away to Peake, in whoſe Poſtericy and Name, the Title is

Fleet isthe laſt Mannor in Afb, which is ennobled by having as (highas any Track of 
Record can guide us to a Diſcovery)the Earls of Oxford for Proprieraries; Hugh —_ 
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Earl of Oxford heldir ar his Death, which was inthe forcy eighth year of Henry the 
thitd, Rot, Eſc. Num. 26, Afrer him it came down to Robert de Vere Earl of Oxford. his 
Son and he likewile enjoyed it at his Departure, which was inthe twenty fourth year 
of Eadw, the firit, Rot, Eſc. Num, 62. Inthe filth year of Edw, the third Kobert de Pere 
Earl of Oxford, was poſleſled of it at his Deceaſe ; Rot, Eſc. Num; 71. In Aves of 
a nearer Approach unto us, Robert de Vere Duke of Ireland arid Eacl of Oxford: held 
it, bur he accempring to ſupport the waning and declining Preiogative of Richard, 
the ſecond againlt the Aſlaulrs which ſome of the porent Nobility endevoured ro 
make upon it; in the tenth year of that Princes Government , was ruined in a Battle 
commenced near Burford, after which he attempring ro decline the Fury of chac 
Field by Flight, was infortunately drowned, After whoſe untimely Deceaſe this 
Mannor being folded up in tbe relt of his Eſtate , was ſeiſed upon as forfeited tothe 
Crown inthe fixreenth year of Richard the ſecond, Rot, Eſc, 34. Parte ſecunda, But 
it ſeems it was reſtored by Henry the fourth, for CMatilda this Mans Mother, wife of 
Thomas Earl of Oxford held it at her Death, which was in the fourteenth year of 


Henry the fourth, Rot, Eſc. Num. 17. from it paſled along to John Earl of Oxford, 


who ſo vigorouſly aſſerted the Intereſt of the Houſe of Lancsſter ar the Battle of © 


Barnet, where his Valour was ruinous to himy for his Army was diſcomfited, and 
the great Leader of that Day, the Earl of Warwick, diſdaining to our-live fo black 
and finifter a Miſ-forcune, found his Sepulcher in the Carnage of char Field , bur 
he was reſerved for better Times, having provided for his fafery by a timely Eſcape ; 
he was aiterwards attainted in the twelfch year of Edward the fourth, Rot. Eſc, 
Num, 28, and this Mannoras an Eſcheat annexed to the Royal Revenue, where 
it made irs abode uncill the firlt year of K, Henry the ſeventh, and then that Prince 
after Boſworth Field (where he obtained both the Crown and Victory together, prin- 
cipally by the Courage and ConduR of the above mentioned Earl) reſtored this 
Mannor to this worthy Perſon, as a gnerdon of ſo great Obligations ; andin this 
Family did ic afterwards withour any Interruption continue untill the Beginnivg 
of Q, Elizabeth, and then Gwrſon, which was a principal part of it, was ſold by John 
Earl of Oxford, to Hamon, and the Reſidue of this Mannor to Peyton and Har fleet ;

Richborough Caſile called ſometimes Ratesborough, though now it be onely eminent 
by thoſe: mazeſtick Ruines, which ar diſtance geourt the Eye of the Beholder ; yet 
in Ages of a more reverend Inſcription, it was of more conhiderable Account, 
Auſoniss in his Poems mentions one Flavins Santtius, who was Commander in Chief

If you will hear more of this Caſtle,I ſhall repreſent ic ro you as Leli»d deſcribes ic 
in the thirtierh year of Hey, the cighth, at which Time he viGred ſeveral Parcs of this 
County : The Site of the old Town or Caſtle (ſayes he) is wonderful tait upon a Hill, 
the Walls which remain there yet be in compals abour almoſt as much as the Tower 
of London, they have been very high, thick, (trong, and well embattled : rhe Marrec 
of them is Flint, marvailous and long Bricks, both whice and red , of the Britiſh 
Faſhion; The Ciment was made of the Sea, and ſmall pibble. There 1s a great 
likelyhood that the goodly Hill about rhe Caftle, and eſpecially rowards Sandwich 
hath been well inhabited, Corn grows there in marvailous plenty ; and in going to 
Plough, there hath been Time out of Mind , and noy is, found more Atitiquities of

Surely 
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Surely Reaſon {peaks that rh1s ſhould be 'Rvtwpinum, tor betides the Name ſome - 
whar roucherh-the very near paſlage trom Cal: Clifts, or Calu,was to Ratesborough and 
now is to Sandwich,which is about a Mile oft, though now Sandwich be not celebrated,

at Tremworth, The lalt of thi; Family at rhis Place was waretins de Valoigns, who 
concluding 10 two Daughters and Coheirs, one of them by matching with Sir Tho. 
Fogge, brought this and much other Land to own the Title of that Family, and they 
afrerwards made this their Seat, which was productive of Perſons as eminent for

and was certainly a very eminent perion, for inthe year 1316 , when Sir Kichard de 
Rodney was invefied with Knighthood by the abovelaid Prince , ihe Cerengony: of 
putting on his Spurs was performed by aurice de Berkley, and Bartholomew de Eade- 
leſmer ; bur he had nor been long {woln to this valt Dimenſion of power, bur there 
aroſe a Tempeſt which blaſted all his blooming Glories, for /ſabe! Wile and 

neento Edward the fecond, having by ſeveral good Offices pertormed berween 
her Husband, and his diſobliged Barons, ſo becalmed and toftned all their Animo- 
ſfities, that they became intombed in a mutu2l pacification , was fo ipflamed at hes 
denial of Lodgivg, and Accomodation in Leeds Caſtle by 7 howas Colepeper the Ca- 
{tellan under Bartholomew Lord Badeleſmer , thar (he egged and puſhed on the King to a 
Revenge, which was done ſo cftectually, that the Death of the Callellay was the 
Expiation of fo infortunate an Infolence , and the Lofle of the Head of the Lord 
Badeleſmer. taken priſoner not long after neer Poxrf7ai', and the forfeiture of his eliate 
paid the price of his Ambition ; and thus this magniticent Baron, who like a ftraighs 
and procere Elme grew tall in Title, and like its luxuriant Branches, did. ſpread wide 
inthe extent of his power and Revenue, was by this Storm ſupplanted, and his 
patrimony broken to peices, being gathered up by eicheat into the Royal Demeaſne x 
and in this Shipwrack did this Family lye involved, untill the ſecond year. of Edward 
che thi:d, ana thenthe indulgent Muniticence of that Prince, boy'dit upout of thoſe 
Ruines wherein it appeared almolt to have been ſupk , and by Parent reſtored him 
to his Eſtate here and elſewhere ; and he in a thankful acknowledgement to Heaven for 
this Reſtirut1en,accorcing to the Piety of thoſe Times, erected here a Houſe for Black 
Canons, or Canons ot St. Auguſtins, as the Record, pat.13. Edw. 3. Memb, 6, doth 
amply reſtifie, and dyed inthe twelfth year ot Edward the third, and leir his Eftate to 
his only Brother Ges Loid Zadeleſmer,who dying withour Ile ; his four Sifters, 1ſar- 
gery ficlt married ro Wilkan Roſſe Lord Hamlake , and then remarried to-7 ho, Arundel! 
Margaret matched to Sir Job» 1 iptoft; Elizabeth firſt wedded to 11ilkam Bohun Earl ot 
Northanipton, and atterwards to Edmund Mortimer Earl of March; and Maude elpouted 
to John Vere Earl of Oxford, became his Coheits, and that Land here at Badeleſmer, 


which was not before (erled on the Monaſlery,vpon the partition.was knit to thePatt1- 


mony of Yere, and he dyed pofleit of it inthe thirty tourth year of Edward the third, 


aud left ic with the Title of Baton Badeleſmer, to his Succeflors, ore of which was 7o,

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Earl of Oxford,who was attainted 1n the twelfth year of Edw.the fourth, tor ſupporting + 


the Houſe of Lancaſter at rhe Battle of Barzer,but was reſtored both inBlood and eſtate ;

Cloiſter at Badeleſmer, it eſcheated to rhe Crown, and then Hexry the eighth granted ic 
to Sir Robert Southwell,and he in the ſecond year of Edward the fixth, alienated ic to Sir 
Anth. Ancher, and he upon his deceaſe gave it to his Son Jo, Aucher,who dying withouc 
Iflne male, Az» his ſole Inherittix, brought it with her to her Husband Sir Humphrey 
Gilbert, who about the middle of Queen Elizabeth alienated it to Sir Michae!

Barham in the Hundred of Kinghamford gives Name to thatſp:cious Plain , where 
the Brit9nsencounte:ed Ceſar and his Army at his frrit Landing at Deale, and after a 
Gonal Conflia, repelled them back to their Ships. The old Family of Fitz-#yſe, 
were formerly Lords of this Mannor, and reſolved into the Name of Berham, after 
{uch Time as one of them called Randolph Futz-Urſe being Ring-leader of three other 
Cayaliers of the Kings Court, had impiouſly aflatlinaczd Arch-Biſhop Becker, The 
Fa bets (o barbarous in the Eſtimace ot thoſe Times, rhat flying into lreland he

Barfreyſton in the Hundred of Eaftry, was anciently held by {aſtle- Guard of Dover

6. and was ſucceeded in the Poſſeſſion by Philip 
de 14 Rokeley,and he held ir likewile at his Death,which hapened in che 23 year of Edw. 
the firſt, Rot.Eſc.Num.39.and left it to his Sole Daughter and Heir 1ſolda de la Rokeley 
matched to Wiliam Brain, by whom She had Iflue Sir Maurice Brain, Chamberlaine _ 
to K.Edw.the third, honoured with the Summons to Barliament as Baron amoneſt the 
Peers of this Realm, who by a Right derived ro him from his Mother, was poſleſt 
of this at his Death, in the twenty ninth of Edward the third, Rot, Eſc.

Rok;afold in this Pariſh is an eminent Mannor which belonged ro thac Chavntry and 
Chappel which was tounded here by Hamoz de Crevequer(and confirmed as appears by 
the fickt Book of Compoſitions kepr amongſt the Records of the Church of Recheſfter,)with 
the Deme3ſne apperrainivg to 1itzin the forty fiilt year of Ea. the third,1nd continued 
being rhus forteired and ſecured by the Royal Charter, untouched, unciil che generall 
Suppretiion; and being diflolved,the Revenue which anciently ſupported it,was in the 


thicty fitit of Henry the eighth, carried of by Grant tro Pau! S;dnor Eſquire, who not- 


long atcer paſled it away to Sir John Gates, to whom it was again confirmed in the firft 


year ot Eaward the fixch; bur he b2ing info:runacely attainted in rhe fourth year of 
the aboveſaid Prince, as being on2 of the Partiſans of the Duke of Somerſet, to 
whoſe Service,and for whole Cauſe he ſacrificed his Head, this returnzdco rhe Crown, 
2nd dwelt in its Revenue untill Queen Elizabeth granted ir away again to Katharine 
Tong, who ſuddenly atter alienated ber Intereit 1n it to Revell, and he abour the Jatrer 
End ft Queen E/izabeth paſled it away to Colepeper, from whom in our Fathers Me- 
mory 1t went away to Dyke, and very ſuddenly trom him again to Mr, Beredift 
Barnham, by one of whoſe four Daughters and Coheirs it came to be the Patrimony 
of Seam, who lately hath demiſed his whole Concernmentin it ro Mr. George Brown 
tormerly of Spelnz9nden in Kent, now of Backland in Surrey, 

There was tormerly a Park at this Place, for in the ſecond year of Edward the 


ſecond, Bartholomew de Badeleſmer held the Mannor and Park of Bockinfold in Fee, by

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orant from that Prince, and the advo.yton ot the Free Chappe! of che fame ; and 
Edward che ſecond inthe ninereenth yer of his Reign, being on his way to Frexce,

Croll; Conrt 1s another Manor 1n Brexchley, which by Joan Darghter of Bertram; 4+ 
Croll, and Heir Generall ot her Brother Johs de Crioll ir came to Sir Richard de Ko- 
keſley, and by his Daughter and Heir Joax to 1 homas de P 1J1ings waole Succeſlor- Sic 
Ed. Poymmgs dying in the tweltth year of Her;the eighth withour Iflue or any collacecal 
Alliance,in rhe fourteenth year ot that Prince ic eiche-red rothe Crown,atterwards ic 
was oranted in the thurty hrit year of that Prince to Par! 3idnor -lquire employed as 
Agem to that Prince 1nto Spar and he nor lony afcer alienated ir to Wiilam Lambert 
Eſquire, who ſetled 1t upon the Collecge of poor people ar Greenwich of his Erection, 
with a Reſervation that che Heits male of his Line mi9h! hold ic in Leaic for ever, by 
virtue of which limitation it 18 now enoyed by Mr. fobn Lambert of Sevenoke Eſquire,

and chen ic was by Sale conveyed to Wllam Hextall E\quire, who dying without Ifiue 
male, ALargaret his fole Daughter and Heir brought this and much Land be{:de ro 
be the Inheritance of Willam Whetenhall tlquire, trom whom the right o: Deſcent 
watted it downto his Succeſlor Sir Richard Whetenh:ll, who in the twelfth vear of 
Queen Eliz.ibech demifed it ro William brooke Lord Cobham, who not long aiter paſled 
it away to Sir Thomas Nevill Grandtatherc to the iivht honorable 1ildmay Eart of 
Weſtmerland now Poſleflor of ir, : 

Aaſcals, Crpgrove or Capgrave, and Chekeſwell, are three Mannors in Brenchley 
alſo, which as the Book of A4:d informs me, were in the tweneieth year of Edward 
the third, inthe poſleſſion of John de Capgrave, andir is probable that John Capgrave 
an eminent Monk, an Ornament to Learning, and tothe Priory ot Chriſt Charch, who 
flonriſhed in the year 1484, and 15 mentioned with lo muci_iionour by Por, 1325 
deſcended tromthis man, 1n whoſe Name theſe Mannors were not atre: this long 
permanent, for as the learned and laborious Sidrach Petit Ges informe me in his 


Inqueit of Kent, they fell inthe Reignot Richardihe ſecond, under the: :19n0ry of 
F:ux, whole Succeilor abour the latter end of 7-xry the tixth altenared his Propriety 
in them to Humphrey Stafford Duke of Pickingham, whole infortunate Grandchild 
Edward Duke of Buckingnam being attained 1n the twelfth year of Henry the eighth, 
theſe with the Rehdue of his Eſtate eſcheared co the Crown; trom which not many 
years after, they were pafled away to Edward Ferrers Eſquire, an! he conveyed his 
Right ro WWheterhall, who about the beginning of King James demiſed them to 
Or!dſworth, who not long after fold them to Bartze, and he almoſtin our Memory 
ran{mirted them by Sale to Mr,Cha, Tacker Farhzr the preſent Owner. 

The ReCtory ot Brenchley was given by Richard ce (are to the Canons of Sr. 
AMary Magdalen in Tunbridge, and compounded with the Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
with :his Proviſion reſerved, that the Rector for the Time being ſhould pay two wax 
Tapers of four ponnd Wetghrto the Priory of 7 wbridge ar the Feaſt of'St, Mary 
Magdalen, The Mannor which was annexed ro this Rectory, was upon the Diſſolution 
of this Cloiter inthe thirty hirlt year of Henry the eighth granted to Pazxl Sidner, 
and he not long after paſſed it away to William Waller Eiquire, from which Family 
not many years fince 1t was by Purchaſe inveſted inthe Family of Courthop. 

Moatlaads was the Inheritance of a Family who extracted their Sirname from hence, 
and were called Brezchley, a Branch of which was Sir William Brenchley Lord Cheit 
Jullice of the Common Pleas,who founted a Chauntry or Chappel ip the Navy of the 
Cathedral at Canterbzry, and dyed in the year 1446 without Iflve; nor 4&id theſe 
Lands continue much longer 1n the Name, for in the Beginning of Edward the fourth 
I find them inthe Tenure of Afore, who had marched with the Heir Generall, and 
here thz Propriery ot this place remained interwoven, with the Inheritance of this 
Family untill that Age which tell nnder our Fathers Remembrance, and then ir 
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was traniplanted by Sale into Roberts, the Family which now poſleiles it, 

There are two other Seats inthis Pariſh, which may deſerve our notice - the firſt is 
Cats-Placeywhich gave Seat to Hugh de( at,and in Recompence took its Denomination 
from him, and after the-Ticle of 1t had lodged in this Name many Deſcents, even 
until the Reign of Herry the tixth, it was paſſed away to 7 ilden, of Tilden: Place in 
HMarden ; and after the Poſlethon had ſome Ages been vniced to their Intzreft, ir 
was ſome few years fince untalined, andthe Pro, riety of it carried over to Baſſage. 

The ſecond is Vares, which yielded both Seat and Sirname to as Illultrious a Family 
as any ip this Track, Robert Vane or Fane ( for they are promiſcuouſly ſo wrinen 
in ancient Rolls) paid reſpeftive Aid tor it, at making the Black Prince Knight , 
in the twentieth of Edward the thicd, and 1s from him by a continred Series {till 
rranſporred along in the Demeaſn ot this Name and Family ; fo ther here (if ny 
Ligh: fail me nor ) ſhould I look for the original of that Noble Name and Family , 
that fince hath ſo fairly ſpread into ſo many leveral Branches 1ſ]ued primitively from 


this firlt ori910al Stem, 


Bredgar in the Hundred of 24ilton , hath ſeveral places in it obſervable ; The firllt 
is Eexon, from whence the Borough of Bexox or Bexon Street derives it ſelf; Ic gave 
Sirname to a Family in whom inelder Time; the Inhericance was plantgd, and there 
is yer extant inthe Church Windows 1n. coloured Glaſs a ſuperannuated Porrraicture 
mangled by rude hands , and demoliſhed almolt by the Injuries of Time, with this 
Inſcription afhxed to the pedeſtal  Orate pro eAnima Joannes de Bexon, which diſco- 
vers to us whoſe Effigies is repreſented by ir ; this Joh» Bexon flouriſhed inthe Reign 
of Edward the ſecond, as appears by Deeds, and Edward the third, and had Iflue 
John Bexos likewiſe Rroprietary of this place, afrer whom I can track no more of the 
Family at Bredgar - Inthe Reign of Richard the ſecond, I find it invelied in 7 org) 
who it is probable were extracted originally from Torg , not far diſtant , a Family of 
o00d eſtimate in this County , for Ifind by ſome old Deeds, that Semanus de Tong 
who in the ſixteenth year of Richard the ſecond, was Tenant to the Maiſon le Dieu in 
Oſpringe , for Lands at Lurdinden in (hallock, ſealed with a Bend coriſed berween fix 
Martletts;jand ſometimes with the Bend uncot:ſed, and from him are the Toxgs who are 
now Poſſeſſors of this place, originally deſcended. 

Swanton Court was parcel of that Eſtate which claimed the Lords Leybourn for 
Proprietaries, and from them deſcended to the Heir General of the Family , Iulians 
de Lezbourn, who dying inthe torty third year of Edwardthe third without Kindred,or 
withour lfſue,either by Haſtings or Clinton, this upop a Defailnce of both eſcheared 
to the Crown, and King Edward the third, in the fiftieth year of his Reign ſetled ic 
upon the Abby of Grace upon Tower Hill, 1n whoſe Reveru: ic refted vntil the 
Suppreſſion of that Cloiſter, andrhen it was by Henry the eighth in the thirty Gxth 


year of his Reign granted to Chriſtopher Sampſony andhe in the ſecond year of Edward 


the ſixth conveyed it to Sir 7 homas Wiat, and he being attainted in the ſecond year of 
Queen Mary, it returned by eſcheat to the Crown, from whence by a new conceſſion 
it came over to Reader, who not many years ſince Conveyed his right init tro Alderſey, 
branched out from the ancient Family ot Alderſey, of Alderſey in Cheſbire : ſo that it is 
now the Inheritance of Terrey Alderſey Eſquire. 

'The Colledge of Bredgar was converted trom a Pariſh Church. firſt into that we 
now call a Colledge , by Kebert then Parſon thereot inthe reign of Kichard the ſecond, 
which was eſtabliſhed and carified ( faith Harpsfield ) by T homes Arundel! Arch-Biſhop 
of Canterbury ; and 1n this Capacity or poſture it fiood until the Diſſolution, and 
chen being born away intothe royal Revenue z it was by Exchange with the Crown, 
inthe twenty ninth year of Heyry the eighth, annexed to the revenue for the future 
of the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbery, ; 

There is a place in this Pariſh called Mars,as being inclder Timesa Manſion of thar 
Name, as Deeds both of at: ancient and modern Date do inform me, Which whether ic 
were the ancient Seat of the/Mans,who have fince been tranſplantedto(amrerbury,is un- 
certain ; onely it is very probable, becauſe it had Proprieraries of that Denomination, 
that this was the Fountain whence this Family iflued torth, 
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Bre»ſet inthe Hundred of Alzesbridge had lill the ſame Proprietaries with Newing- 
to Belhouſe near Hieth, and therefore 1s called Newington Brenſet ; and thither tor 
farther ſatisfaction I ſhall refer my Reader,only I mult intorms him-chat here is ap old 
Manſion in this Pariſh, which for teveral Deſcents was the Sear of the Edolphs, before 
they were tranſplanted ro Hinzxbill, and certainly in elder Times were of good 
Account in this County , and writ their Names in old Deeds Edulf , for ſo is Stephen 
E&ulf written in an old Coramiſſion, dire&ed to him, John Peckbam and Martin Horne, 
wherein they were made ColleCtors for the Cinguz Ports in the tixth year of Richard 
che ſecond ; but now this Family hath deſerted this Place, having not many years 
fince alienated their Intereſt here ro Mr. John Fagge of Kye, Father ro John Fagge 
of Wiſton in S»ſſex Eſquire , to whole Revenue ic remains nov annexed, 


Berſhanger in the Hundred of Eaftry, was in elder Times the Patrimony of a Family 
called Marrey or Maris for ſo the Name 15 promiſcuouſly written; Jo.de Aarney,who is 
in ſome old Deeds called Marin, obtained a Charter of Free Warten to his Mannor of 
oreat Betſhanger the firſt year of Edw.che fic? ur it ſeems this Franchiſe did bur improve 
the Salezand make it more fit ro be enjoyed by anotherfor not long after it was convey- 
ed to John de Soles, ſo called from his Habitationr near ſome Ponds, and he died in rhe 
enjoyment of 1tzin the forty ninth year of Edw.che third, Ror, Eſc, Num, 40.Paric ſecnnda, 
Bur after this it was not long conſtant to the Signory of this Family, for about the Be- 
ginving of Rithard the ſecond, I find it poſlelt by Eerrrams de Tarcrey Lord of Tancrey 
Iſland in Fordwich, and his Deſcendants enjoyed it until the latrer end of Hexry the 
fourth, and then it went away by Sale to Ratrer; from which Name about the Be- 
vinning of Edward the fourth, ut came to Lichfield, whoſe Arms are yer vifibly ob- 
vicus in ancient Pains of Glaſs ar Dane Comrt in Tilmanſten, viz, Bendee of fix Pieces 
Azure and Ermin, and ip this Family it continued until the Beginning of Heyry the 
eighch, and then by the Heir General of this Name it became uniced co the Pa- 
trimony of Thomas ( ox Eſquire, Cultomer of Saxdwich, who about the latter end of 
Henry the eighth, conveyed it by Sale to Mr, Jobs Bois, Anceitor to Jebn Bots Elquire, 
who by Paternal Devolurion is now entituled ro the Signory of it.

Admiral trom the Thames mouth 7eſtward, and the third had the command of the 
Irijh Seas ; but in this man's Time King Hezry the fourth, in the eighth year of his 
Reign, reduced it under one Perſon, and granted ir with more ample and wide 
Authority, under his Brother /oh» Beauford Earl of Somerſet, But to proceedafter the 
Title of this place had remained locked up in the Demeaſn of Cl:derow,until che latter 
end of Hen, the eighth, it paſſed away with the Female Inheritrix to Thomas Stoughton 
Eſquire , by whom he had three Daughters , who were Coheitrs to their Mother ,

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Bicknor in the Hundreds of 24:/ton and Eytho) x, was in elder Times the Habiration 
of a Family of that Sirvame,Sir for de Bicknor and Sir 7 honsas de Bicknor ai:com panied 
King E dward oc firſt in his ſuccefietul Expedition into Scotland and are found Recor- 
ded 11 the Regiiter or Bearoll of thoſe Knzolns who were made Bannerers at Carla- 
verock Caſtle by that Prince, in che twenty eighth year of his Government ; but after 
this, this Mannor ſtayed not long 1n the Tenure of this Family ; for inthe Reign of 
Edward the ſecond, it came to acknowledge the Dominion of Roger de Leybourn 
Baron of Leybours Calle; from whom it deſcended to his Sole Daughter and Heic 
Juliana de Leybourn, who dying 1n che forty third year of Edw.rd the third withour 
[flue and wichourt Kindred, ic devolved by Eſcheat to the Crown, and then thac Prince 
ſerledir by a new Donation on the Abby of Sr, Mary Grace on Tower-Hill, where it 
continued until the publick Supprefſion,and then being ſurrendred up to the Crown, it 
was inthe thirty (1xch year of Henry he eighth granted to Chriftapher Sampſon,and he in 
the ſecond year of Edward the fixth paſſed it away to Sir Thomas Wiat - from whorn not 
long after it came by the lame conveyance to own the Intere(t of Reader , who abour 
the latter end of Queen £{;zabeth alienaced his Right inicto Terry, who almoſt in 
our Memory. partly by Sale, and partly 1n reſpect of Alliance, ſerled the Propriety of 
it on Alderſey, fo that Mr, Farnham Alderſey, aſecond Brother of Terrey eAlderſey of 


Swantox Court Eſquire; is now Lord of the Fee, 


Biddenden in the Hundreds of Barkeley, Cranbroke and Blackbourn, had an old Family 
which took both Sear and Sirname from hence, and when this was conſumed and va- 
niſhed, the Mayes were the next who were ſucceſlively Poſſeſſors of it , John de 
eMayney died ſciſed of this and other Lands confiving upon it, in the fiftieth year of 
Edwardche third,and was Son of Sir John de Majney,who flouriſhed here;as appears by 
Deeds,under the worthy Charager of Knighthood many years before; and to this 
Name was the Poſlcfiion by a continued and unbroken Series of Ages wedded, uncil 
ſome years ſince the Title was by Sale divorced from this Family , and conveyed by 
Sir Anthony Mayney Knight and Baroner, to Sir E£dw.

Allaras is another ancient Seat 1n this Pariſh, which for many Generations paſt, 
until of late, acknowledged it felf ro be the Manſion of that Name and Family, and 
from hence was Gervas Alarar or Allard deicended , who was Captain and Admiral 
of the Navy, ſet forth by the Cinque Ports in the firſt year of Edward the firlt, as 
appears, Pat.34.Edward: prims, but now the Diſtafte hath prevailed againſt che Lance ; 
for this Name having been lately wound up in a Daughter and Heir, the Poſſeſlion of 
it in her Right is now tranſplanted inco Captain Terry Alderſey of Swanton (ourt in

Caſtwiſell is a third place in Biadenden worth onr Conſideration, ir was in Times 
very ancient Parcel of rhat Eſtate, which did in this County relate ro the IMorles, 
extracted from /Moiles Court at Bodmin in Cornwall, and certainly did as high acknow- 
ledge rhe Signory of chiz Knightly Family, as any Land they held in this County, for 
though by ſome old Deeds not bounded with any date, I find the Name of John de 
(aſtwiſell axed as Teſte, yer by thoſe old Deeds and Muniments, which have an 
Aſpe& upon this Mannor, 1 diſcover that Walter Moile Knight in the lfixth year of Edw.

29, and inthis 
Family was the Propriety reſident until the latter end of Henry the eighth,and then ir 
was transferred by Sale to Lewkyor, from whom, in that Age which came within the 
Verge of our Grand-fathers Remembrance. it was alienated and demiſed to Dixon, in 
Riehrt of which Conveyance ir is the inltant Poſlefſion of Mr, Zdward Dixon Eſquire, 

There is an Houſe jnthis Pariſh called Boaxnds, and in ancient Deeds called Bands, 
which, as Tragition avers, was the urmoſt Margin or Limit which bounded that League 
of Earth which hath been fince known by the Name of the Lowy oh unbri-ige,and was 
oven by #11, Reufwmrto Gilbert Earl of Brieny and Eu, becauſe his Caſtle ot Briowy had 
been betore by Violence torn from him by Robert Duke of Normandy, becauſe this Earl 
had been a Promoterzor at lea(t a Fomenter of the Deſigns of his Brotker King #ilam, 

The Mannor of B:dborough i ſelf had the ſame owners with that of Tx»briage,as name- 
ly.che Earls of Clare, Audley,and Stafford;and eſchearing by torfeirore ro the Crown,upon 
the attaint of Edw.Stafferd Duke of Byck;ngham in the rweltch year of Hey.the eizhthir 
was by Q, Elizabeth granted in the firit year of her Reignto Henry Cary Lord Hunſdon, 
whoſe Son George ( ary Lord Hunſdon dying without Iflue Male his onely Ipheritrix 
Elizabeth wedded to Thema: Lord Barkjcy linked it to his Patrimony, and hein the Be- 
virning of King James conveyed it to Sir Thomas Smith, Grand-father ro Robert Smith 
Eſquire, wholately died poſlelt ot ir, 


Bilſngton in the Hundred of New-church,was folded up anciently in that Parrimony 
which acknowledged the Dominion of Jehx Maxſel, a man of eminent Note in the 
Reign of Heyry the third, as appears by that Chain of offices which adorned his 
Greatneſs ; for he was Conſtable of Dover-Caſtle, Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports,

mans Grandchild was Shzrift of Kezt the tourth and ninth years of Richard the ſecond, 
and was afcerwards Speaker of the Parliament, 1n the ſecond year of Heyry the fourth, 
as appears by the late printed Abridgement ot the Parliament Rolls preſerved in the 
Tower, and was one ofthe Privie Counſell ro that Prince, as appears by the private 
Evidences of this Family, his Daughter Eleanor was firſt matched to Sir Reginald 
Cobham, by whom ſhe had no Iflne,and atter was remarried to William Clifford Eiquire,

Boznington in the Hundred of Serce: did anciently appertain ro the Knights 
Templars, and being found in the Regilter of their Demeaine at their total Sup- 
preſhon,which was1n the ſecond year of Edward the ſecond, it was in the ſeventeen !1 
year of that Princes Rule by a new Proviiion made by A& of Parliament, fetled on 
the Knights Hoſpicallers,or of St. Johns of Jeruſalem, and ſo lay enwrapped in their 
Patrimony which was wide and ſpacious in this Track, untill che Reign of Texry 
the eighth, and then by the Suppretiion of this Ocder ic was made parcell of the 
Royall Revenue, untill che aboveſaid Piince in the thirty fifth year ot his Govern- 
ment granted it to Sir Thomas Moile, and he not lorg atter conveyed it by Sale to 
Sir James Halcs of the Dungeon neer Canterbsry, from whom it devolved by ſucceflive 
Righr to his Succeſlor Sir James Hales, who almoſt in our Memory alienated his 
Intereſt in it to Sir William Mas of Canterbury. 

Singleton is another Mannor in Bonington, which was the Inheritance of a Family 
which anciently excraed its Sirpame trom the aboveſaid Parith,and was called Bo- 
amgton;of which Family was V;,deBonimgton who paid reſpective Aid tor this — at

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making the Black Prince Knight ; atrer thus Fanuly was extinguiſhed, wich was 
about the Beginning of K:ichard the ſecond, the Breſlands a Family who were Owners 
of a plentitul Eitate in E aſi-Kext, were entituled by Purchaſe to the pofletiion of this 
Mannor, and continned inthe Tenure ot it untill about the latter end of Henry the 
fourth,and then it paſled away(as appears by ſome ancient Court Rolls ro Cobbe, whoſe 
Arms,viz., Argent a ( heveron between three Cocks Gules (if not aſſaulted by the bar- 
barous rudenetlo ot theſe Times ) ttand in old coloured Glals both in the Churches of 
Bonningtos and Limne, vi to proceed, Singleton had for ſeveral Generations and Ages 
been tolded up in that T5eimeaſne which related rothis Family, it was carried down by 
the Viciſhtude of Time to Edward Cobbe Eſquire, who abour the Beginning of 
Queen Elizabeth deceaſed without Iflue male, and fo both this Place and Cobbes place 
in Aldingten, became the Inheritance of Sir Johy Norton of Northwood , by matching 
with Alice (ole Daughter and Heir of the aboveſaid Edw.rd, and from hign did ir 
rranſmir ir ſelt by Deſcent ro his Succeſſor Sir Thomas Norton of Northwood, who

Brookland in the Hundred of Aleesbridge.anciently was wrapt up inthe Patrimony of 
a noble Family called Paſeley, whoſe Seat was at Thevegate in Sm:th, Edmund de 
Paſſeley is the firlit who'n 18 publik Record I diſcover ro have been pofleſt of ir, as 
appears by an Inquiſition taken after his Deceaſe in the ninetcench year of Edward 
che ſecond, Rot. Eſc. Num, 57. bur the aboad of this Family ar this place was no 
longer then untill che end ot Heyry the fourth, and and thenir was by John Paſſeley 
aliemaredco the Lord {2bbam of Sterboreygh, and here was the Tenure and Title 
mere tranſient and volatile then in the former Family , for Thomas Lord Cobham of 
Sterborough dyed in the eleventh year of Edward the tourth, and left it to his ſole 
Daughter and Heir , An» matched to Edward Borough, afterwards in her Right Lord 
Borough of Sterborough, and Lord of this Mannor ; and in this Family was ir fixed,

Bromley gives Name to the whole Hundred where it is fituated, and hath been 
many Apes part of the Demeaſnof the Church, fince ic was given (as appears by 
the Records of the Church of Rocheſter ) by John Later a Goldſmith of Loxdoxn to 
the Biſhop of chat Sea in the year of our Lord 1300,

old Recoris Sir Richard, vponthe Dearh ot her Brother John de Crioll without Iflue, 
enticuicd her tirsvand tothar large Patrimony which called her Farther proprietary ; 
bur he dying without Ifine Male, Joaz his Sole Heir wedded to Thomas de Poynings 
knit roverher rhe Demeaſn ot (rut and Rokeſley, and caſt it into his poſſeſſion ; and 
here it made its aboad uncl che eleventh year of Richard the ſecond, and then the 
1icle of theſe Minno:s came by E/2a-or the general Inheritrix of Popnwgs, toſubmir 
to the Dominion of Heary Earl of Northumberland, and his Succefior Henry Earl 
of the ſame place, alienated them in the twenty third of Hexry the eighth ro Sir 
1homas Ch: yney , William Wal/izcham, and Willan Fitz Williams y and they conveyed 
them to Sir ( briſtopher Fales, and his Son Sir James fold them to Sir 7 hbomas Mole, 
by whoſe Coheir they devolved to Sir 7 homas Finch, 

Buckwellin Boughton Alulph , was the Seat of a Family called Fekewel!, as appears 
by an Inquiiition taken after the Death of Herry de Bekewei, in the tenth year of 
Edward the thicd, Rot, Eſc, Nam, 72. by which he is found to have been tlien poſlett 
of it, and fo was his Succeſlor Hemry Bekewell by a ſubſequent Inquiſition raken 
in the ſeventeenth year of Ruhbardthe ſecond, Ret, Eſc. Num, g7. Atter this Family 
was worn ont, the poſſeſſion of rhis place was united to the Inheritance of #oae , 
and here it remained falined untill the thirty fourth year of Herry the ſixth , and 
then Kobert 1Yode paſſed it away by Sale to Mr. Walter Mole Father to (Om Mole Eſq; 
who was Jullice of the Peace for this County , inthe Reign of Edward the fourth, 
and Henry the leverth ; and from whom Mr. Rybert Mole, is lincally branched out , 
who now enjoys this Manſion : And ſo much for the Sear it ſelf, The Marnor which 
15 now entwined with it, was forthe principal part of it, the Inheritance of Burg- 
herſi or Burwaj, Robert de Burgherſt poſleſt it at his Death , which was 1n the thircy 
third year of Edward the firſt, Rot, Eſc. Num. 41, From whom it devolved to his 
Succeſſor Bartholomew Lord Bargherſt Kmght of the Garter , who in the forty third 
year of Edward the third, by a Deed of Feoftment inveſts it in Sir Walter ds Pavelcy 
Knight likewiſe of rhe Garter; from Pavely ic came over by Purchaſe to be the 
Poſlefſion of Sir Robert Belknap One of the Judges upder Richard the fecond , who

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having diſguſted the Duke of Gloceſter that Kings Uncle, and others of rhe Nobiliry, 
who were knic into a Janos, for Protection ot the Peoples Liberties, againſt che 
Inroades of the Regal Prerogarive, which peradventure that infortunate Perſon had 
endevoured to extend beyond its juſt Contines, was empeached of High Treaſon, 
convicted and baniſhed into /relaxd, in the tenth year of the above mentioned Prince, 
and his Eſtate for rhe molt part confiſcated, amongſt which was his Land at Buckwell, 
which King &:chard the ſecond, in the twelfth year of his Rule, granted ro the Dean 
and Canons of St. Stephens in Weſtminſter, and 1 find one Semana de 7 ong to have held 
ic in Leaſe of that Chapiter at her Death, which was in che ſecond year of Henry 
che ſifth, Rot, Eſc, Num. 29, and ſo did Kimberly atrerwards in the third year of Henry 
the lixth, Kor, Eſc, Num. 33, After this Family was difleiſed, I find the Ao;les ro have 
held it as Leflees to that Covent, untill the general Diſſolution inthe Reign of King 
ilenry the eighthand then that Prince granted the Fee-Simple to Joh» Mole Eſquire, 
Son of Robert Moile E\quire, who as the Records of this Family refthe, was Jullice 
of the Peace of this County, and one of rhe Eſquires of the Body to that Prince, 
and from this John Aoile is the Title by Hereditary Succeſſion (treamed into Mr. Ko- 
bert Moile,, who is the inſtant Lord of the Fee, 

Barton is another Mannor, which partly is ſituated in ye, and partly in Boughton A- 
llf, and had Owners of that Sirname, who were inveſted in the Poſſeſſion until 
che ewenty eighth year of Hezry the fixth; and then 1t was conveyed to Cardinal 
Kempe, who ietled it on his newly inſtituted Colledge of ye, in whoſe Revenue it 
lay folded up, untill upon the ſuppreſſion it was ſurrendred into the Hands of Herry 
the eighth, in the twenty ninth year of his Government, and was not long after 
comeyed by Grant to Sir Thomas Mole, and he paſled it away ro his Brother Mr,

Boughton or Botton Court, is the firſt place of ſecular Intereſt, which claims ouc 
Notice ; it formerly ( though now ſhrunk into a Manſion of mean Concernment) 
did contribute both Seat and Sirname to a Family ſo called, and one Johr de Bofton, 
as I diſcover by Deeds held it in the Reign of Edw. the ſecond, and Edward the third: 
In times more modern it is in Sir fo, Kowths Evidences called Swayford, from the 
Swayfords who were next Poſleſlors of the Fee ; thoſe who ſucceeded the Inheritance 
were the Bingers, now called Bengers, from whom the Berger: of Hougham by Dover, 
are iſlued our, and after thts Name had flonriſhed here trom the entrance into the Go- 
vernment of Henry the fifth, rill cowards the Reign of Heyry the ſeventh it expired, 
and then the 7ales were the ſucceſſive Proprietaries , from whom by Sale che Righr 
was watced over to Wood, and from this Name c1d a Fatality reſembling che former 
bring it down to Rowth, in Relation ro whom Sir Joh» Rowth is now entiruled 10 
the Fee-Simple of ir, 

Brizley in this Pariſh does celebrate the Memory of Sir Laurence de Brinley, who 
flouriſhed here about the Reign of Edward the firit; and in this Family was it for 
a Series of ſome Deſcents reſident, till one of them ſold it to john Roper a younger 
Branch of the Ropers of St. D#»ſtans, in whole Pofterity afrer the Ticle had been 
ſomerime planted, it was by a Danghter and Heir made the Inheritance of eAzres ; 
and when this Family after ſome abode here derermined in a Daughter and Heir, the 
ſame Female Right threw ir into the Revenue of the Kowths deſcended from rhe 
Rowths of Darbyſyire, from which Alliance Sir John Rowth claims at this inſtanr che

Na ſh 
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Naſh Court 1s a Seat of very reverend Antiquity, eſpecially fince for ſome Cen- 
ruries of years it hath been (as 18 apparent by theic own private Evidences ) 
the Manhon of the Hawkzrs, a Family ot ceep Deſcent, and illutirions Account in 
this Track, bur made more eminent by being rhe Cradle of that Learned Gentle- 
man Sir 7tomas Hawkins, who for his accurate I ravilation of Cayſſinas his holy Court 
trom the French Original into Exgli/h, and his other well poliſhed Labours, cannor 
be decyphered or limned our ro Polterity under roo worthy an Attribute, 

Colkins 15 the lalt place, though nor of the lea{t Account, which in this Pariſh is 


ro be conſidered; it was built by John Colkzn originally a Citizen of Canterbury, and - 


he at his Death, which was inthe centh of Eaward the third, was in polleſiion of it: 
there ate ſeveral of this Mans Poſterity which lye entombed in Boughton with a 
Griffin Segreazt, which was their Paternal Coar,afhxed tothe Front of rhe Graveſtone, 
Wiliam Colkzn and Agnes his Wite, are there enterc'd with this Inſciiption, Orate pro 
anma Will, Colkin CTA gnet, Ix, qui quidenz obierunt, Anno Dom. 1460, and the reit 
is defaced ; rhis Mans Father Johz Colkin ſleeps there wich this Inſcription annexed, 
ro the Marble, Hic jacet Johannes Colkin qui obuts Ekavo Die Aprilis, Ano Dom, 1405, 
But nor long atirer the Deceaſe of wilkam Celkin abovelaid, didthe Poſſeſſion of this 
Seat continue permanent inthis Family, for his Son John Colkin ſold it ro Henry Petit 
Father to Cirjacus or S:drach Petit, who drew up a Survey of all the Mannors of 
Kent, which held by Knights Service of the Crown, in the twenty eigth year of 
Henry the eighth, trom whem Mr. Per:: the preſent Lord of Colkins does exrract 
both his Deſcent and 1 tle, 

Dane Coxrt 1nthis Pariſhalſo cannot be paſled by wichour ſome InſpeRtion: In 
elder Times Sir Alla» de Dane challenged the Signorie of it, and as h2 cook his 
Sirname from it, {o he had his Habiration here, 1n the Reign of Edward the third, 
and it continved a Manſion for his Deſcendants divers years afcer; bur in the Reign 
of Henry the tourth, I find the Foggs Lords of the Fee, the laſt of which that held ic 
was Sir Jo. Fogge, whodied poſlett of it, as appears by his Will, in the ſeventeenth 
year of Henry the ſeventh, and lefc it ro his Son and Heir Sir Jo, Fogge, from which 
Family not many years after ir came to own the Propricty of Petit ot Colkins, in the 
Deſcendant of which Family the Interelt of it is yet refident, 

Tho, At Hurſt here founded a Chappel in the eighth of Richard the ſecond, and 
dedicated it to Saint Nicholas, which was for the uſe of Lazars and poor Leprous 
people, lodged in an Hoſpital nor tar diltant of this Mans Foundation alſo. 


Bourdfield or Boresfield in the Hundred of Eyhorn was formerly a Pariſh, and the 
remains of ſome part of the Stenework of the Church, as likewiſe the Bounds of 
the Church-yard are yet obvious, bur tince its decay it hath been 1ncorporated into 
Oltringden, and is now looked upon as an Hambler of thar Pariſh, It was tor many De- 
ſcents the Patrimony of the Lords Cobham of Sterboroygh, and io continued untill 
Thomas Lord Cobham: died inthe eleventh year of Edward the fourth, and left one 
opely Daughter and Heir called An» Cobham, who was matched with Edward Borough 
afrer in her Right as Heir General created Lord Borough of Sterboro:4gh, trom whom 
this Mannor dejcended ro his Grandchild 7 homas Lord Borovgh, wao in the rwenry 
fifth year of Q, Elizabeth conveyed it ro John Pakezham, and he not long afrer alie- 
nated it to John Lewin Eſquirezin which Family it remained untill our Remembrance, 
and then by the Heir General ic was carried oft to Rogers of the County ot Somerſet, 
and the like viciſſitude hath by the Female Inheritrix of that Family brought ir 
now to acknowledge Charles Cavendib Viſcount Mansfield Heir apparene to William 
created Marqueſs Newcfle by the late King at Oxford, 


Biſhops-Bourn in the Hundred of Bredge and Petham, is called fo becauſeic was gi- 
ven by K. Kenulfus at the Requeſt of Athelard Arch-Biſhop of Cazterbsry to the 
Priory of Chriſt Church, inthe year of Grace 789, andinthe Charter there is a Re- 
Cital of one Aldhun a pious Citizen of Carnerbury, who firkt bequeached it ro thar 
Covent, andthe Charter of Confirmation intorms us that ic was given tothe Monks, 
ad Veſtimentum corues, (or a (upply of Veſture, In the year $11, Arch-Biſhbop #/- 
fred exchanged Eaſtry of Bewrn, with the Covent above mentioned, and in the De- 
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meaſne of that See it lay couched untill rhe latter end of Her. the civhth and then7ho, 
Arch-Biſhop of Camerbary exchanged ic tor other Lands with Sir 1 Lomas Colepeper of 
Beagebury, who1n the thirty tourth yeac of the aboveſaid Prince conveyed it to Sir 
Ambony Aucher Anceſtor ro Sir Antheny Ancher Knight and Baronet, the infiant Pro- 
prietary both of this and Hantsbourn, which next ſummons a Remembrance, 

Hamts- bourn betore it was enlarged with the Additional Appellation of 1Tayt ; 
atforded both Sear and Sirnameinelder Times toa Fanuly of venerable Antiquicy 
intheſe Parts; John de Bourn lived heres and had a Charter, of Free-watren £eranted to 
it in the ſeventeenth year of Ed. the firit;bur when this-Name reſolved into a Daughter 
and Heir, who was marcied to Shelvizg.this Mannor lott the Name of Beura, and was 
called by Addition Shelving Beurn,and remained lometime under that Notion, untill a 
Viciſfſitude of the ſame Nacure with the tormer, entombed this 19a Female Inhericrix 
likewiſe,who being married roEaw, Haut.the firſt Addition was removed,and wrapped 
up ina ſecond;tor thencetorth inpublick Reccrds it was frequently {iiled Hants-bourn, 
and ſo continued under that Name and inthat Family.untill Sir Fill. Haut about the 
latter end of Hern.che eighth,dying withour Iflue Malezthis Family determined in two 
Daughters and Coheirs,one of whoin called El:zab. being matched to Sir 7 howa: Cole- 
peper of Bedgebury, brought Peurn to be the Iohericance ot that Family, and ke inthe 
thirty fourth year of Hear the eighth, paſled it away to Sir Anthony Ancher, deſcen- 
ded from eAxncheras the Saxon, who was of eminent Nore at Newexrdez in this Coun- 
ry, of whom more ſhall be ſpoken when I come ro treat of that place. 

Burſied is the laſt Place to be taken Notice of in this Patiſh, which in ancient 
Deeds is written Bxrghſted, and was the Inheritance of a Family of that Sirname, 
bur the cheife(t Honour which ict acquired intimes of a niore modern Aſpet,is, that 
for ſeveral Deſcents laſt paſt ic hath conitantly conteſled ic ſelf co be part of the pro- 
priety and Patrimony of Denne, a Cadet ot the Denns of Dexne Hill, 


Boxley in the Hundred of Maidfton, had an Abby filled with Ciftertian Monks, and 
founded by William de Iyer of Flanders,advanced by King Stephen to be Earl of Kent 1p the 
year 1145; K. Richardthe firſt,asthe Regiſter of this Abby denotes, was a great Bene- 
tactor to the Covent,who were originally tranſported hither from Clarevall in Burgun- 
dy ; upon the Suppreſſion, the Houſe with thz Demeaſne adjacent was 1n the thirty 
iecond of Heyxry the eighth, granted to Sir 7 hamas Viat, Father to Sir Thomas Wat, 


one of his Privy Counſel, a man of an unbroken though a calamicous Vireue, who 


thioking it a lelle Rain to forfeit his Eltate, then ro debarch his Conhence , (tuck 
cloſe to that Sacramenral Covenant, by which he and the reſt of the Councel had 
oblieged thernſelves to Henry the eighth, to preſerve 2s'much asinthem lay his rwo 
Davghters Mary and Elizabeth irom contederating with any forreign Alliance, and 
ſoengaged inthar Deion which overſer him, and ſunk him and his Patrimony 1nto 
that Ruine; we find him and ic loſt at preſent, for upon his Attatnder, Queen Mary 10 
the ſecond year of her Reign, granted our his Eſtate as if it were by Rerail ro ſeveral 
ſons, buc rhis Mannor and ſome other ſmall peices were given back ro the Lady Joar 
Wiat his Widow, for the ſupport of her ſelf and Family; and this is all which of char 
valt and wide Revenue of his, which lay ſcattered 1n this and other Counties 1s heid 
by his Poltericy at this Day. 

Wevering in this Pariſh is a Mannor held by Knights Service, and Waretius de Shel- 
ving Son of John Shelving, and Hellea de Bourn Davghter and Heir of Job de Boxrn 
held it by this Tenure, to find a Horſe for the Kings Army 1n Wales ; Cum uno Sacco & 
Broch.a pro Eſquilar ipſius Domini Regis,(o it runs in the Latin Record caken 1n the third 
year of Edward the third: afcer this mans Deceaſe, John de Shelyixg was this mans 
Heir, andin his Right enjoyed this Mannor, though 1c was not wholly his till he 
married Benedifta Daughter and Coheir of Robert de Hougham,who likewiſe beld ſome 
part of it, and then he tranſmitted itentire to his Son William Shelving , whoſe Sole 
Daughter and Heir being married to. Edward Haxt of Hauts Place in Petham, who 
was Sheriffof Keyt inthe eighth of Henry the fourth, this and an opulent Demeaſne 
beſide became interwoven with the Revenue of that Family; and here the Poſſeſſion 
ſeemed co be laid up till Sir William Haut of Hautsbourn, this mans great Grandchild 


dyed and left only two Coheirs, Joay matched to Sir Thomas Wiat, and Elizabeth 
N marryed 
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married to Sir Thomas Colepeper of Bedgebury, ſo wavering by this Alliance accrued 
ro Sir Thomas Waat, from whom inthe ewenty tourth year of Queen Mary it was 
by forfeiture torne away, bur was in the twenty foncth year of Queen Elizabeth 
reſtored with the Mannor of Poxley to the Lady Joan Wiat, Widow of the aboveſaid 
Sir Themas, and her Son George Wat tor three Lites; the Reverhion was ſold by King 
Charles to Mr,Stephen Alcock, whoalienated che Fee Simple to Sir Francis Wiat, 

Vinters is Contained allo in Boxley, it gave Seat and Sirname to as noble a Family 
and of as deep Antiquity as any 1n this [rack ; Roger Vinter lived here, who was one 
of the Conlervatorsot the Peace for the County ot Keyt inthe eighteenth year of 
the Reign of Edward the third, he deceaſed in the forty ſeventh of che aboveſaid 
Princes Government, and John inter was his Heir, who ſold YVzter, to Freming hans 
inthe renth year of {ferry the fourth, trom whom it was conveyed by a Femile 
Inhecirrix to ley of Swrdrich, and here it refiedrill Sir Hexry Iſley being folded up 
inthe ſame attempt with Sir 7 h-mas at, upon the blalling of that Deſgne forfeited 
his Interelt in it to the Crown; Queen Mary granted it ro Crtts, who lome years 
afrer develied himſelt of his righc 1n it, and by Sale diſpoted of it to Sir Cavaliers 
Maycot:, Who ſuddenly alienated it to Covert, w:.otransferred it by the like Devo- 
lution, about ſoine five and rwency years 6nc2 to Sir John 7xfien Knight Baro- 
net, whoſe ſecond Son Sir Charles 7 ufron. upon the late Deceaſe of his Brother Sir 
Beneditt Twfton1s the prelent Lord of the Fe. 

I had almo:t torgor ro mention, which certainly mult much improve the Honour 
of this Place, that King Edwardthe iecondin the fiteemh year of his Reign lyiny 
at Boxley Abby grantecdche Charcer to Londen, to elect yearly one ot the City at 
their ovp pleaſure ro be their Maior, 


Bexghton Malherbe in the Hundred of Eyhorne, did very probably take irs Deno- 
mination from a Family oi that Sirname, who were of eminent Account in the 
County of Devon ; for I find Sir Wiliam de cMalherbe was witnefle to a Deed of 
Reginald ds Mobun, by which he gives much Land ro the Abby of eAxminſter, as 
appears Pat. 14. Hen, ter:u Memb, 33. parteprima, Inthe Reign ot Heary the third, 
by ſeveral old Deeds I diſcover it to be marſhilled in the Liit of thoſe Lands which 
confefled Robert de Gatton Son of Robert d: Gatton, (who was one of the Recogmiores 
magne Aſſiſe in the tecond year of King John) to have beenics Proprietarie, and he 
dyed pofleit of it in the torty eighth year of Henry the third, and left it to his Son 
Huamo de Gatton, in whom the male Line determined; fo rhat this Mannor upon the 
Parcition of his Inheritance, devolved by El:zabeth his Daughter and Coheir to be 
the Patrimony of William de Dexe, who obrainzd a Charter ot Free-warren to his Lancs 
here, inth-renth year of Edward the lecond; b:r he not long after enjayed the 
Benehi of this priviledge. for he conveyedir to Robert Corbie, veho in the thirty 
kxth year of Edwardthe third had Licence by this Princes Grantto build afcer a 
fortified Mannor, the Terms are Kerzell:xe & Turreliare, that 1s, to make Cranes 
and Loopholes to dilchatge Croflebows and other miſſile Weapons, and ro embatrel 
with Towersand Curtain Walls the Mannor Hovle at Boxghton ; from him ir deſcen- 
dedto Robert Corby his Son and Heir, who dyed and left only one Daughter and Heic 
Joan marryed to Sir Nicholas Wotton ewice Lord Maior of Loadon; and fo by Female 
Right this Mannor became the Poficſhon of this Family, and in a continued Series 
was it carryed down from Sir Nicholas, to 7 haomas Lord Wotron not many years fince 
deceaſed, whoſe Lady Dowager Mary Daughter and one of the Coheirs of Sir 
eArthur Throgmorton of Paxlers Perry inthe County of North- Hampten,as parcel of her 
Joynrure, did lately before her Deceaſe enjoy ir. 

Colbridge Caltle lay in Boughton Malherbe, under the Hill rowards Headcorne, and 
hath found a Sepulcher now under its own Rubbiſh , King Heyry the thirdin the 
torty third of his Reign granted Licence by his Charrer ro Sir Fulke Peyforer, to 
forcifie and build after a Caitle-like Manno r his Manhon Houſe at Colbrge , it came 
afterto be the Poſſeflion of Roger Lord Leybourne, and from him did deſcend to 
Juliana Leyboxrne, his Sole Heir, who matching with willam Clinton Earl of Hunting- 
ro made it his Inheritance ; bur he deceafing in the rwenty eighth of Edward the 
third withouc Ifſuz, and his Lady after dying and leaving no vitbleor ayowed Alli 


ance- 
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ance, knit ro her by the indiſputable rye of Conſapguinity co claim it, it eſcheated 
rothe Crown, and K. Richard the ſecond in the twenty firlt of his Reign gramted 
ir tothe Royal Chappel of St, Stevens 1n Weſtminſter, where it remained till the 
Diſſolution, and then it was granted inthe ſecond year of Edward the fixth to Sir 
Edward Wotton, from whom by a ſucceſſive Right of Deſcent it was tranſmitted to his 
great Grandchild Thomas Lord Wotton of Marley, whoſe Widow the Lady Mary 
Wotton does at this inſtant poſlels it, 

Laſtly,Chri{fo is an eminent Sear and Mannor likewiſe fituared wirhinthe Precin&s 
of this Pariſh : Inthe fifty fifth year of Hexry the third, Henry Huſſey had a Chatter 
of Free-Warren to his Mannor of Chilfton, and his Grandchild Heary Hrfſey dicd 
ſeiſed of irin the ſixth year of Edward the third, and in this Family was the Inhe- 
ritance in an undivided Succeltſion relident till our Grandfathers Memory, and then 
Henry Huſſey by Sale tranilated the Proprietie intro fobs Parkhurſt, whole Succeſſor 
Sir William Parkhurſt alienated it to Richard Northwood, whoſe Son Mr, Oliver North- 
wood by the fame tranſmithion paſled ir over to Cieggat ; he very lately ditpoſed of his 
Concernment in it to Mr, Manly ot London, who very lately hath conveyed-ir to 
Mr. Edward Hales, Grandchild to Sir Edward Hales of 7unſtal Knight ard Baroner, 


Buckland inthe Hundred of Feverſham, was (as Sidrach Petits Inquelt into the Man- 
nors of Kent informs me) as high as the Reign of Hexry the third, che Poſſeſſion 
of John de Buckland, who it ſeems extracted his Sirname trom hence, and is likewiſe 
mentioned in Teſta de Nevil to have held Land 1n chis Track in the twentieth year of 
Henry the third : But betore the end of Edward the ſecond, this Family was vaniſhed 
from this place, and immediately airer they were gone out, the Frogeshalls of Fro- 

enball in Tenham , were enticuled ro the Poſleiltion, and Richard Frogenhall was 
jeiled oi itat his Deceate, which was in the thirty fourth year of Edward the thi: d, 
Rot. Eſc. Num. 37. and from him did ir deſcend to John Frogenhall E\quire, who 
was with Edmund Brook Lord Cobham. then Ceneral of the Keatih Forces uncer 
Richard Earl of Warwick, at the Battle of North- Hampton , where the Houſe of 
Lancaſter by that vigorous Aftiitance the Kerri menthat day afforded the Houie of 
York , received fo fatal a Wound, that all the Arr of the Lazcaſtian Partiſans, covid 
hardly ever after clole 1t; and this Mai had Iftve Thomas Frogezbhall, who about the 
Beginving of Hezry the ſeventh, paſſed rt away to Geddiag ; and Thomas Gedaing) 
inthe twenty fifth year of Hexrythe eighth, held chis Mannor, and conveyed it by 
Dzed ro Henry Atſea of Herye ;, and he 1n the chirtieth of Hezry the cighth was 
poſleſt of it at his Death, and from him did the Thread of Deſcent guide the Title 
down to his Grandchild //ilam Atſea, who inthe tenth year of King james conveyed 
it by Sale to ....... Scher of Feverſham Gentleman, whoſe Son Mr. Chriſtopher 
Saker in our Fathers Memory alienated 1c to Sir Ba#ll Dr:well of Terlingham 10 
Folk5tone Knight ard Baronet, who vpon his Deceaſe abour the year 1641, gave it to 
his Kinſman Mr, John Dixwell Eſquire, 1n whom the Poſteflion is till refident, 


Buckland by Dover is ſituated in the Hundred of Pewsborough,and was a Branch of that 
ſpacious and wide Demeain which made the Parrimony of Hamer de Crevequer 
ſo coni:derable in this County, and he held ic at his Deceaſe, which was in the forty 
ſeventh year of Heyry the third, Rot, Eſc, Num. 33, Afterwards I find the Wilghebies 
or Willoughbies inveſted in the Poſleſhon, and 7homas de Willoughbie was feiſed of it 
at his Deceaſe, which was in the ſeventh year of Edward the ſecond : Bur the Title 
had no long refidence in this Family, for in the Reign of Edward the third, I find 
It inthe Tenure of Barrie of Sevington; for Agnes Wite of William Barrie was poſleſt 
of it in Right of Dower, as appears by ay Inquiſition taken after her Death inthe 
forty eighth year of Edward the third, Kor. Eſc. Nam. 7, After the Barrzes were worn 
out, the Callards or Calwards, now vulgarly called Collard, became Lords of the Fee, 
a Family of deep Extra&ion in this Track, and who were in elder Times enticuled 
to the Poſſeſſion of Land and Houles in Canterbury, as appears by a Compolition made 
between the Monks of St. Anſtins and thoſe of Chriſt Church, in the forty firſt of 
Edward the third, recited by Mr, Somner 1n his Survey of that City, Pag.192. wherein 


1t 1s mentioned that the Abby of St, Auſtins had purchaſed Land and Houſes of lohy 
N 2 Calward, 
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(alw.rd, But roproceed, atrer this Family had for divers Deſcents held this Man- 
nor in a fair repute, ( John Callard Eiquire, being one of thoſe who accompanied 
Sir Henry Guldford of this County to ſerve PFerdinazd of Caſtile in his War commenced 
avainlt the Aoors, where for loine Stgnal Service pertormed againk thoſe Infidels, 
he had this Coat afltiened ro him and his Potterity, by Clarexcenx Benolt, vid, Girony 
ot fix pieces Or & Sables over all three Blackmores Head: deconped ) in our Fathers 
Memory they ſurrencred the Pollethon of this place by Sale to Fogge, who nor 
many years after paſled away his Concernment in it, by che ſame conveyance to 
Mr. #ill.anm Sherman of (Croyden Eiquice, Steward both to George Abbot and William 
Laud Succeſtively Arch-Bithops of Canterbury, 

Dudmarnſcombe 18 another Mannor 1n this Pariſh, which inelder times made up the 
Revenue of the Priorie of Sr. Martins 1n Dover, and continued annexed to thar 
Cloiſter until the general Suppreſſion, and then being rorn from the Church, ic 
was again exchanged with Thomas Cranmer Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury by Hearythe 
eighth, in the rwenty ninth of his Reign, and {o remained wound up in the Demeain 
of that Sea, untill chat rutnous and fatal popular Tempelt which arolc in theſe Times 
| upplanred ir, and calt it into the Poſlefſion of a ſecular Intereli, 


Burbam in the Hundred of Larkfield is in Doomſday Book written Burgham, and 
was in the twentieth year of Y/il;am the Conquerour held by Ralph de Curva Spina, 
In Ages of a lower Approach to us, I find it under the Signorie of Jeffrey de Say, 
and he died poſle(t of ic inthe rwenty third year of Edward the firit. Kor, Ec. Num, 
48, and for the furure remained fo chained to the Propriety of this Farnily. that it 
was elteemed Parccl of thetr Barony of Birling, and when jeffrey Lo: Say in the 
Reign of Richard rhe ſecond ended in two Female Coheirs, one matched ro John 
Lord Cl::ten, and the other called Joan, wedded to Sir william Fiexnes, this vron che 
Diviſion of the Ettate accrued to Fiennes, and coming again by the Heir General of 
Fiennes Lord Dacre: to be polleli by Leonard, William Leonard Son and Heir of Fiennes 
Leoxard, a younger Branch ot that Houſe, hath lately paſſed ic away to Mr. Fraxcis 
Barnham. and Mr, Edward Mapleſden., 

There wasinold Time a Fountain within the Limirs of this Pariſh ar a place called 
Haly-Garden, ven2"gble it was, and of no ſmall Account amonlt the People, who 
for rhe ſanctitie rthicy conceiv.Qd was in ity aſcribed divine Attribuces unto it, as the 
Name imports for what we call Holy, our Anceliors lon time fince liyled Halyg, as 
Halyfax in Tork-jiire, from holy Hairey that that the People devoutly elicemed , 
and frequently with blind credulicy viſited, In the ſeventeenth of K. Richard the 
ſecond, the Friars Carmelites of Alresford obtained a Grant by Letters Patents to 
bring the Water from that Fountain in Haly-Garden to their Monallery in Alres- 


ford, to what purpoſe, they that will ſurvey the Deſigns of the 79z%s of thoſe 
Times, may eahily diſcover, 


Burmerſh1n the Hundred of Worth was a Member of that Patrimony, which in 
Times of a higher Calculation, relared tothe Abby of Sr. Azgsſtine; in Canterbury : 
and had here a Maniion called Abbots Conrt, which is an Adjun ro this Mannor, and

of the Patrimony of that Cloiſter into the Hands of Henry the eighth , 10 the 
twenty ninth year of his Reign, was inthe thirty fifth of that Prince granred to 
William Finch Eiquire, whoſe Succeſlor Sir Thomas Finch Earl of Winchelſey nor many 


years ſince paſſed it away to Sir Ralph Whitfield Serjeant at Law, whoſe Son and Heir 
Sir Herbert Whitfield 1s now Lord of the Fee, 
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mmm hath ſo exactly 1n all the Parts and Limbs of it been deſcribed and 
ſurveyed by Mr. Soamner, that I ſhould exceedingly eclipſe the Labours of fo 
induarions a Pen, 1t I ſhouid go about ro Pou:tray that in any contracted Land- 
skip, which hath been before repreſented ro the Publick, pencilled our in ſo hroe 
and exquiſite a Volume : Onely ſome few things are there omirted, which in this 
Search I ſhall rake notice of, and ſo proceed. 

The Auguſtize Friars, or Convent of Black Canons in Canterbury, was founded by 
T homas de Bonington, Pat, 17. Edw, ſecunat, Memb, 18. Parte ſecenda, 

The Prior ot the Trinity in Canterbary was accultomed to receive two Pence 
upon every Veſlecl of Wine cominginto the Port of Sandwich, Rot. Clauſ, Hes, tertis 
Memb, 17. 

Baldwin de V/Vereval had a Charter inthe ſecond year of K. Joh» for the Aldermancy 
of Weſtgate in Canterbury, 

Hubert de Burgh Earl of Kent had the Caſtles of Canterbary, Dover, and Rocheſter 
oranted ro his Cutody, Carta 12, Hen, tern, 

King Heyry the third in the fixcteenth year of his Reign at Canterbury took the 
Fealry of the Knights and Free Tenants of Kezt, as likewiſe of the Barons of the 
Cinque Ports, K, Hexry the thirdin the forty eighth of his Reign orants a Pardon 
for Liſe to Frazcts de Balbam, tor that She was hanged for Felony ar ( anterbary 
from nin2of the Clock on the 27-day rill the rifing of the Sun next Day, and yer 
eſcaped with Lite, Pat. 48. IMembra 24, 1 ſhould not hve menticned this, bur 
char an Accidenc proportionate tothis in all rhe Circumſtances of it, happered ro one 
Ann Green,who not many years fince being hanged ar Oxford for the ſuppoſed Murder 
of her Child, miraculoully eſcaped with Lite. 

King Edward the firit Landed at Dover 1 274 and reſtored divers Liberties to (au- 
terbury, which beiore were ſeiſed into the Hands of the Crown, Par. 4. Edw. 1.

The Mannor of Dodinaale had originally owners of that Name, for as Mr. Somner 
in his Survey of Camerbry our of the Records of St. »Augyſtizs 10ltructs us, Hayme 
the Son of Guido de Dedindalz, gave rhe Tirthes of Dodindale rothe Priory of St. 
Auguſtias: Bur it teens it was but for certain years: tor intheReign of Henry the ſecond 
( as the ſame Records reſtifie ) Robert de Marc gave the Tithes of this place, to the 
Hoſpiral of St. Lawrence; fo far he in thar laborious Peice of his hath exhibit- 
cd to the publick view who were its ancient Pofleſtors when irc bore the Namie ot 
Dodindale ; now our of the private Evidences it mull be my Task who were its Propri- 
etaries ſince it carried rhe Name of CMortoz; By a Deed withour dare Elias de Morton 
( rom whom it aflumed rhe Name of Afortoz , which hath clove to it ever fince}) de- 
miſes the Fee-limple of icto Hugh Fitzvizonya Family which had large poſleflions at 
Selling by Ions Horton , whoſe Daughter Engens Fiizvinon paſſes it away by Deed 
ro Nicholas d: T witham in the twentyeth year of Henry the third, and he immediately 
after by a Deed not bounded with any date , ſettles it in Robert de Polre ; bur whether 
his Succeſfor ſold i to 7.

and he hunſelt yas io receive nnum par Cirocecarum ferinarum, Onc pair ot tlolyday

Thom: Chich this mans Son was Sherift of Keyrt 1n rhe forty fourth year of Edward 
the chicd , and held his Shrivealtice at the Dangeoz » but in YValarime Chich this mans 
oreat Grandchild , not only the male live but l1kewile the poſſeſſion of this place fai- 
led, for he about the beginning of Edward the fourth paſled it away to Roger brent Eſq; 
and he died ſciſedof it(as appears by his Will recorded at Canterbury)in the year 1486, 
Bur in this Family it was not long after rhis refident , toi inthe beginning of Heny 
the eighth , by an old Court Roll I find one John Butler of Heroxden in Eaftrye poſlelt

The Moate, alias Wyke,is a third Mannor within the precinRts of Canterbury, and had 
owners of that Sirname ; For I read in Teſta de Nevill that Stephen deVVyke poſleſt it 
In i ie twentyeth year of Henry the thicd , and paid reſpective Aid for it at che marti- 
age of 1ſabel that Princes Siliec ; and in the Book of Ad, where chere is an Enumera- 
tion of rhe ancient owners, there is a Recital of Srephen de 1.yke , Williams le Taylor , 
John ! ancrey, and Richard Betts, who had an Inter-1t init; but before the beginning of 
Richard the ſecond, all theſe Families were mouldred away and vaniſhed : For in that 
KingsReign Ifind it by the CourtRolls of this place. in the hands of Sir &ichard de Hoo, 
and Richard Skippe,and they about the latter endot Richard the ſecond by deed convey- 
edit to Simon Spexcer,and he ſome tew years after alienated ir ro John StandfordGentle- 
man , who fuddenly after Paſled it away to Richard Smith , 1n whole hands it had not 
Jong continued, when the ſame Devolution brought it over to Joh» Eaſtfield Eſquire , 
Son of Sir Wiliam Eaſtfield who was Knight of the Bath,andLord M1ior of Loxdey in the 
year 1438, and from him it was by Sale carried off to ilkan Roger,and he by a Fine 
levied 1n rhe thirty third year of Henry the fixth demiſes and ſells it ro Philip Belknap 
of Canterbury Eſquire, Maior of that City in the year 1458. and Sheriff of Kext inthe 


thirty fourth year of Heyry the ſixth ; he married Elizabech Daughter of John = 
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houſe Eq; by whom he had Wflue Alice his only Daughter and Heir, who was muched 
ro Henry Finch of Netherfield Ejq, Father of Sir William Finch Bannerer, who in his 
Mothers right was invelled inthe poſſetiion of the 3/4 t; and from him isit now by 
Succeſhive right devolved to che Right Honourable John Lord Finch, created Baron 
of Fordwich by the late K. Charles, when he was Lord K-eper ot the great Seal of 
England, | 

St, Dunſtans in ( anteroury was ths Ancient Seat of the noble Family of Roper , 
VVilam Koſper or de Rubra Spatka for io the Naine 18 written tn old Dateleſs Evi- 
dences, and El:1th his Wife the Davghter and Heir ot Edvard de Apuldore, f\ou- 
riſhedinthe Retzn of Hemry the third, and were greac Benete&tors ro the Priotie of 
Saint Martins 1n Dover , /obn 6e Rubra Spatha, or Refer did eminent Service in 
Scotlazd under Eaward the third, tor which tht Prince rewards him and #illian 
Clifford ( as appears by a Deed cecorced in rhe Eal of Daorſe:s Pedigree ) about the 
twenty nin: h year of his Reign, with the th1:d part of thoſe Forteirures that were 
due from the jews then inhabiting in Loadnior the Violation of ſome Penal Statutes 
en:Red againit them, Edmund Son of Ralzh Roper was an eminent Man in the Reign 
of Hezry the fourth, and Heary the hitthy under whom he was Juliice of the Peace tor 
this County, and oied the third year of Hexry the iixth 1433, and lies buried 1n this 
Church of St. Dunſtan: ; John Roper his Son, and jokn V#/:ſtclife, as the Records of 
this Family 1nliruct me, were Cotrectors and Surveyours ot the Culiomes of the 
Cinque Ports inthe ninteenth year oft Hezry the ſeventh : Jo, Roper his Grandchild 
was Attorney General to Heyxry the eighth, and Pcothonocary ot the Kings Bench. as 
appears by the Inſcription on his Monument 1n St, Danſtazs Church 1524, and V/7ll, 
Roper who was Sheriff of Kezt the firlt and ſecond year of Philip and Mary, and

K. fobz; tor then 1:liam de Averenches dying withour Iftuc 
Male, Matild.: his only Danghter and Heic bi ought Copel with the two liccle Man- 
nors, Hal ani 13 lverton alias Welton, to be poflett by Hamon de Crevequer, Called in 
the Language of t1012 times, tne great Lord of Kent; from hin they deſcended ro 
his Son and Heir Hamon de Crevequer, who dying about the forty leventh year of 
Henry the third without Iflve, his Eltate in Kezr and elſewhere was ſeifed on by that 
Prince, as having died in Actual Arins againit him, bur was by the Act of Pacifica- 
tion made at Kexelworth 1n the hftierh year of his Reign reilored ro his four Sitters, 
whereof one was eipouſed to Jobs de Lezbam, the ſecond was matched ficlt ro Nichol.u 
de Sandwich, and next to Join ae Segrave ; Alatildathe third was wedded ro Bertram 
de Criell, and the fourth was martied to Wilam de Pateſzll ; but upon the Diviton of 
the Eitate, Capel, with its rwo Appendages Halton and Woltos, accrued to Croll, by 
whoſe Daughter and Heir they came to Sir Richzrd de Rokeſley, and then by Joan his 
Sole Inhericrix to Tho.d: Poymings; 10 which Family rhey remained untill the twelich 
year of Hexry the eighth, and then Sir Edward Poynirgs dying without any lawtull 
Iſſue, they came by Mary his natural Daughter to Edward Lord Clizton, to whom 
they were by Grant confirmed inthe thirtiech of rhac Princes Reign, and hein the 
ſecond year of Q. Mary paſſed them-away ro Mr. Herry Herdſon, whoſe Grand- 
child Mr, Francis Herdſon conveyed them to his Uncle Mr. jobs Herdſon, and he dying 
withour Iſſue, ferled them on his Kinſman Sir B25!

 Caldham high mounred, is another Mannor in thts Pariſh, which informs us, that

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Track, who had a peculiar Chancel belonging to them 1n Fo/k5tove Church near 
the Veliry Door over the Charnell Houle; John Baker was Gentleman Porter of Calls 
under ezry the fitth and fixth, and dying wichour lflue mile, Robert Brandred who 
had matched with one of his rwo Coheirs was planced in the Polleſfion, and he about 
the latrer end of Hexry the fixth paſled it away to Sir Thomas Brown , whoſe 
Grandchild Sic Matthew Brown exchanged it with Henry the eighth abour the thirty

Charlton in the Hundred of Blackbeath, anciemly written Ceopleton ; that is, the 
Town inhabired with honelt, good, fiour and uſefull men for Tillage, and Country 
bulineſſe ; Ic anciently belonged to Wilkam Fuz Oger,as Doomſday Book faith, and 
was afrer given to the Monaliery ot bermndſey neer Southwarke , by Robert Bloett 
Biſhop of Lincoln, Anne ſexto Willielms Secrnar, King Henry the third gave the Prior 
of that Houſe Liberty by his Charcer in the hitty third year of his Reign to hold a 
Markec there weekly, anda Fair once in every yeer, three d1ys together, viz, upon 
the Eve, upon Trimty $7267y anc iwo Hays ule; the Maiket was held weekly upon 
the Monday, and was not lvag lince dijcontinued ; bur the Fair 1s not diſuſed bur 
kepr yearly upon St. Lzkes day y and called Horn Fair, by reaſon of the great 
plenty of all Sorts of Winding Hornes, and Cups,and other Veſiels ot Horn there 
brovght to be fold, King James grantedthe Mannor co Sir Adam Newton Knight and 
Baronet, Tutor to Prince Henry; who there hath built a goodly brave Houſe, and 
leit the Care with his Colt, to enlarge and beautify Gods Houle, the Parith Church, 
to Sir David Cemmgham Knight and Baroner, late Coforer to Prince Charles; Mr. 
Newton his Brothers and Mr, Peter Newton Gentleman Liſher co the late King Charles, 
who have molt amply diſcharged that Trult, and in a manner new builded a great Part 
thereof, and erectedthe Steeple new fromthe Ground, and furnithcc it with a good 
Ring of Bells, decorating the ſame Church withour and within io worthily thac 
it {14 paſlerh moi 10 the Shice, 

Kedbroke neer C karl cn was formerly a Pariſh, but when the Church decayed, and 
the paucity of the Inhabi-ants covld not ſupport the Charge thar was to malntain 
the tame, they were by C:npnlition annexed to Charlioz ; it 1s of late become of 
berrec Note {ince it pleaied- King Charles to create Sir Wilkam Harvey Knight and 
Baronet, and Baron Harvey of Koſſe in /reland, a Peer of this Realm; allo by the 
Name of Baron Harvey of Keabroke- it being part of his LaciesInlieittance, as being 
Davghter and one of rhe three Coheirs of Brian Anneſley Eſlquice, who having 1t 1n 
Leale from the Crown, bovgar rhe Fee-limple of Edward Blunt of Wrickelmerſb 
Etquire, to whom it was conveyed by his Father in Law, Sir William Garaway of Lon- 
dan Knight,who had purchaſed ir of King James inthe Beginning of his Government; 
ro whole Royal Demealſn: ic had been taitned ever tnce the Suppreliion of the Priory 
of Bermondſcy,{ in whole Patrimony 1t was involved)in the Reiz,n ot Ferry the ertghth, 

Inrhe time of King Hexry the 6xth, the Church of Kedbroke was appropiiated to 


che Priory of St. Mary Overies in Soathwarke, the Vicarage not endowed, bur being - 


ſhrunk into Decay and Solicude. the Inhabicanrs for many yeers lalt palt have relorted 
for the pertormance of Divine Duciesto the Parith Church of Charltoz, 


Chalks inthe Hundred of Shamell, was parcel of that Demeaſne which related to 
the Abby of Perwondſey, as appears by Kirkbies Inqueit, a Book kept 1n the Exche- 
query and colle&:d in the ninth year of Edward the firſt, wherein that Cloiſter 
is repreſentedto hare had the Poſletiion of this place at that Time; and here ir re- 
mained untill the generall Diſſolution ſoarched 1t away in the Time of Henry the 
eighth, and thar Prince afterwards devolved it to Sir George Brook, from whom 1t 
deicended to his Great Grandchila Sir William Brook,, who dyivg in the year 1643 
without Iflue male, it came over to his Kinſman Sir Jo» Brook as Reverhoner in En- 


tail, and he ſome fey years lince paſſed it away to James Duke -of Lenox lately 
deceaſed

child John de Cobham iv the thirty fixth year of Edward the third, Rot, Eſc. Num. 
43.Parte ſecunda., Andin this Family and its Deicendants Cid they ſettle, until the 
Reign of Henry che fixth, and then by an old Survey of Chalke, 1 findthem in tie 
Hands of Brent, and continued in their Poſſeſſion uncil the eighth year of Heary ihe 
ſeventh,and then jo, Brexr Eſq; conveys them\,as aprears by a Fine levied in thac'yeac

Grandchild Henry de eApulderfield was Sheriff of Kent the fiftieth of Edward the third, 
and held his Shrievalty at Ch::llock, His Houſe was near Eaſt-well inthe Earl of Finchel- 
ſeys upper Park;called Apulderfields G arden, which is now fo obſcured inits own Ruins; 
chat we now with Difhculty trace out 1ts Se. ulcher, made up of its own complicated 
Rubbiſh ; but this Mannor, as to ſome Proportion of it, was paſſed away b<fore he 
was Sheriff, ro Edmund de Hams, who held it at his Deceaſe, which was in the forty 
fourth year of Edward the third; but neither of theſe Families lated longer then the 
Beginning of Rychard rhe ſecond ; for then Thind ic entirely invelied in Richard Lord 
Pojnings, who inthe eleyenth year of that Prince was poſlett of ir at his Death, and 
left it tohis Sole Heir, Eleanor matched to Hezry Percy Earl of Northumberland, in 
whoſe Succeſlors the Right was conitantly fixed, until the rwenty third year of Heary

Loringdex and Deane are places in Chafiock, worthy of Conficeration, There 1s a 
Tradition very frequent amongit rhe Conntry people inthis Track. chat Loringd:s 
now altogether deſolate and full of folirude, was once the Manſion of Gentlemen of 
this Name, one of which ſhould have waged Combacre with one of the eApalderſield; 
of Otterpley not far diſtant , about building a Chappel in the Valley , which was 
pretended by Loringden to be eretted on Land that was of his Fee-{imple ; but becauſe 
this withour ſome more ſolid Foundation ro ſupport then Fame and Vulgar Repo:r , 
will appear bur legend, I will re-preſent to you whar the original Munimencs and 
Evidences have diſcovered to mein Relation to thoſe who were Poſſeſiors of this 
place, That there wasa Family which bore the Name of Lowrdingden or Loring den , 
1s moſt certain, for there is a place in Challock, which yer contivnes the Name of Lo- 
rindens Foreſtal , but when I conſulted the private Eyidences of this place, I found 


upon a ſerious Diſquicion they reached no higher then Hezry che fourth, and in his 
Reign 
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Reionzit acknowledged ir elf ro be of che Propriety of (amen Family grown into 
2 reverend eſteem by a long Preſcription inthis Tracki; bur the Name of Dean con- 
tinued in being till the Reign of Heyry the {1xth, and was in very ancient Decds, ſome 
of which are not limited with any Date, written eAt Dean and A Dear, and in that 
Princes Reign was by Sale paſled away to the above mentioned Family of Cadmar; in 
which Name both Lor:»gdean and Dean remained clapſed up, till the entrance of K,

;1mes, and then by a Sole Daughter and Heir they went over to Plomer, whoalmoſt in 
on: Mernory transferred his Rightin both of chem by Sale to Pezree, 
The Church of Challeck being fallen down, was new erected by the Apwlderfields, 


as the Glaſs windows and Stone work in divers places, embroider'd and diaper'd with 


\ the Voided Creſs , which was their paterval Coat Armour , do more then ſufficiently 


teliifie, 


Cranebrook, gives name to the Hundred wherein it is ſeated, a Town Very po- 
pulous, in reſpett it was one of the firſt places where che Manufacture of Clothing was 
profeſſed and practiſed, being brought into Exgland in Edward the thirds Reign, who by 
propoling rewards, and granting many Immuniries, trained Flemings into this Nation 
intherenth year of his reign, to reach the Exgl;b that Arr of Draperie, or Weaving 
and making woollen Cloth , which is eftteemed at this day, one of the Butrereſſe 
which ſaſtains the Common-wealth ; and certainly for making durable Broad clothes 
with very good Mixtures and perfect Colours, (r4zebrook doth with the moſt that 
way excell. | 

The firlt place of nore in it, which obviates the eye,is S:ingherſ? ; but more properly 
and truly written Saxenhurf; and as Buttenden, not far dittanc derives its Name from 
the Britzons » ſo in moſt probability did this rake and aſſume ics Denomination from 
the Saxon:, In Teſta de Nevil, a Book kept 1n the Exchequer , which is a memorial 
of thoſe who holding their Lands in the Knighrs Service paid relict in the twentieth 
year of Henry third, towards the Marriage of the Kings Siſter, There is mention 
of John de Saxenburſt who was taxed for his Lands here at Crancbrook,, which certain- 
Ly was this S;-gherſt,with the rwo little Mannors of Copte» and Stone ; which-had al- 
wayes the ſame Owners with S:ſi-gherſt : In times of a more modern Character, rhe 
Berham: by the Female Heirs of Saxenhurſt were Lords of S:ſingherſt , with its two 
adjun&s Copton and Stone ; Richard de Berham who was Sherift of Kent in the forty 
fourth year of Edwardrthe third was here reſident, and is written of this place ; and 
Henr y de Berham this mans Father paid reſpe&ive Aid at the making the Black Prince 
Knight, in the twentiech year of Edward the third,for ſandry parcels of Layd which he 
held in Kezt, and amonglt the reſt;for his Lands at Cranebrook; and in this Family was 
rhe poſſeſſion of this place, with rhat of Copton and Stowe concentered till the lat- 
rer endof Henry the ſeventh , and then part of $:ſ»gherſt with Copton and Stone was 
fold ro Mr, Tho. Baker Father to Sir John Baker Atterney General, and of the Privy 
Counſel to Queen CMary,and likewiſe Chancellor of the Exchequer, and under-Trea- 
ſurer. who purchaſed rhe reſidue, and raiſed char Magnificent Pile within the Park, 
which now charmes with ſo much Delight the eyes of the Spectators; and from this 
man by the channel of paternal and lineal Deſcent is the Inheritance of S:/ng- 
herſt, Copton, and Stone, emptied into Sir John Baker Baroner, the inſtant Lord of 
the Fee, 

Secondly, Glaftenbary is not to be forgotren(ince it is of ſo great a Name elſewhere, 
and is called as the other is from Glaſtney the S. xox Idiome of 1» Witrin , the Watry 
or Glaſhe place. The Houſe which {tands in a Park is moared about , and hath been 
for many Generations the capital Manſion of the ancient Family of Rokeharft, ever 
fince Stephen Rokeburſt or Roberts of Curteſden, and in oid Records ſomerimes wricten 
Rokeburſt Den in Goudberſt , about the beginning of Herry the fourth married Joan 
Sole Heir of William Tilley of Glaftenbury, ( whoſe Anceftors had flouriſhed at this 
placeas private Evidencs infiruct me, ever fince the reign of Edwardthe firſt) and in 
righr of that Alliance became Lord of this Manfion, This Stephen Roberts, alias 
Rokeburſt , was Grand-child of. William Roberts, alias Rokehurſt , and that William was 
oreat Grand-child of Wiliem de Rokehurſt, who inthe reign of Wiliamche Conque- 
ro!r,as the Evidences of this Family inform me; came out of Anandale in Scotland 1n-

ro England ; and to preſerve the memory ot this man,v1d the Family till the Govein- 
ment of Henry the leventh , wiite Ryberts aliai Rekebrurſt, till inthe Eatt window of 
the North Chancel of the Church of Crazebrook,, which was built by Wal:cr Roberts 
Eſq; in that Princes Reien, asalloin moit of his Deeds and Conveyences the ala; 
was left out. 

Comrſechorne finds place to be remembred in the Map of Kent , and then muſt not be 
ſotgotren here ; it hath been for above three hundred years ( as appears by private 
Records ) the Inheritance of Henley,in an Efſcheat Roll caken in the ſeventeenth year 
of Edward the thicd, and marked with the number 92. Atter the death of Richard 
Haudloe,who it ſeems had Linds at Cranbrook, thete is mentionof one Gervas Henlzy 
that was one of the Jury and concerned in the Inquitition : Bur that which much 
11mprovesthe Fame of this Manſion, 1s, that it was the Cradle of Sir Water Hezley 
Serjeant at Law, a man of eminent repute 1n this County 1D the Retyn of Henry the 
eighth, and by his three Daughters and Coheirs, Elizabe:hrwarriedto,..... . Waller 
of Grome-bridge , Helten firlt matched to 7 homas Colepeper of Bedgbury, ſecondly to 
Sir George Somerſett, and thirdly to 7 komas Vare of Bwurſtow;and lattly Ann weddced to 
Richard Covert of Slaugham in S»ſſex,knit thoſe Noble Families together in one Alli- 
ance , but Courſehorne d1d by Deſcent come over to his Brother Gervas Hezley Eiquire , 
from whom Sir Thomas Henley now of Conrſehorne is lineally extracted, 

Another ancient place there is in Crazebrook, called Hartriage, the poſſeſſion in 
tunes paſt of a worthy Family of that Sirname.among them chietly ro be remembred 
is Thomas Hartridge , tor he was one of the Conſervators or Jultices of Peace inthis 
County in the thircy fourth year of Edwardthe rthicd, when there was but eight only 
inthe whole Shire, Ir hath been ſince much honoured by the ll ford;,who by James 
YWilsford a moſt worthy Senator of Loxdox, derive themſelves trom the right ancient 
Family of Will-ford of Willsford in Devonſhire , and ate fairly ſpread from hence into 
many Branches both in this County, and elſewhere ; and afcer it had thus for divers 
Deſcents been reſident inthis noble Family, the Poſſeſſion was in our Fathers remem- 
brance united by purchaſe ro the Pattimony of Tindall , now of Sutton Valence, 

Fifrhly Betezham is not to be paſled over in filence, which 1s a Note worthy Place 
in this Pariſh,thart gave both Sear and Sirname to rhe Betezhams , bur when the elde!t 
Line had only three Daughters and Coheirs,marched ro More, Dering, and Fiſker, who 
divided the Patrimony, this in his Wites right was annexed tothe Demeaſn of More, 
and this afrer More had alienated his Intereſt in it, came to acknowledge tor Sole 
Owners the R ges,of which Family was the right Noble Sir Tbozas Roe Knight, Chan- 
cellor of the mo(t Noble Order of the Garter, and of the Privy Colncel tothe late 
Kids Charles and ſeverall years Embaſlador to the Great Aogor, Great Turk, King of 
Sweden, and laſtly to the Princes of the Proteſtant Unionin Germary,in the year 1642. 
Afcer which Negotiation molt prudencly rraniatted, he returned, and died ; bur in 
this Family it remained not long , tor inthe renembrance of char Age ou; Fathecs 
Hved in, it was by Sal: demiſed tro Mansfield, inwhom the Poſlethonis at this pre- 
ſent ſerled, 

There are two places more which may be regittred in this Inven:orie, The firit 
is Plechinghurſt, which wis an ancient Seat belonging to the Sharperighs of Sharpergh , 
a Family of deep rooted Antiquirie in this Track ; Robert de Sh.arp:1gh flouriſhed here 
at Craxebrook, about the beginning of Edward the fult, and was witneis roa Deed of 
William de Brindens of Brinden : Inthis Pariſh tormecly the Linds, and now the Hol- 
dexs ; but this Deed is without Date: another Robert Sharpergh of Sharpeigh and Crane- 
brook., as I find by an ancient Roll was in Commithon as Jultice cf rhe Peace about 
the latter end of the Government of Hexry the ſeventh : Bur as all ſublunary things 
are Cruſhed and overturned by the wheel of an inconltant Viciflitude, ſo by Conle- 
quence are our Poſſeſſions likewiſe ; for;after this place had b.en tor ſo many Deicents 
the Inhericance of this ancient Family , ir was almoſt wi:hin the Verge of our Re- 
membrance , firſt alienated tro Martin, and by him nor long fince by Sale dz- 
miſed to Walter, 

The ſecond is Buckburſt, which js the lalt place of Account wichin the circuit of 
this Pariſh, If we goto trace the Antiquity of thie Families, who were the ancient 


Proprietorrs of it,we ſhall find that it acknowledged Fadlos and Brckburſt for irs elder 
O 2 Polleſlors, 
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Poſieflors, that rhe firit had ſom- concernment here, not only the private. Deeds and 
Muniments ot this place do evince to us, bur likewiſe by ay Irquiſtion taken after 
the deceaſe of Richard de Hadloe , by which ic 1s evident he held {ome Eſtare here 
in the {eventeenth year ot Edward the third, Rt. Eſc. Num. 32, And that the ſecond 
Family had ſome Intereit here, not only the Authority aboveſaid dorh juſtifie, bur 
the Name itfelt doth racitly inhnuare that this Manſion tormerly gave Seat and De- 
nomination to the Family ot Buckhxrſt ; 1ntimes of a lower ſtep, that is, in the Reign 
of Hearythe ſeventh, I find it inthe Tenure of Drayner ; bur how it devolved to this 
Family , I cannot diſcover ; Ir is enough that it continued united co their Dimeain , 
untill the beginnivg of Q. Elizabeth, ard then it was conveyed to eAlexander ( oach- 
man , in whole Deicendanc the Sienorie and Interelt of ic hath ever fince been con- 
{tantly reſident, 

Cranebroke ad the Grant of a Marker to be obſerved weekly there on the Saturday, 
io the eighteenth year of Edward the firlt , as appears Cart. Edw,1. Num. 92. 

I had almoſt torgor to rell you that there is a place in this Pariſh called Holders , 
which with Hawkeridge harh for ſome Centuries of years acknowledged rhe Holdens 
for its Proptietaries, and are ill upired co the Patrimoyy of this Name and Family 
which for {ich a vaſt Succeſiion of time hath been planted at (rancbroke. 

There was a Chappell at a place ciiled Milhboyſe, in the Ealtern part of this Pariſh 
founded and endowed by john Law'cſ« , about the latrer end of Henry the ſeventh , 
which upon ths gen:call Dill.ciaa of Chantries and all orher Religious 
Fraternities by Henry the eighth, was by that Prince abour the larrer end ot his Rule 
oramed to Sir John Baker of S:/imgherft nor far diitant, whole Revenue is yet inthe 
poſſeſſion of Sir Jobs Baker his Succeſflor, 

There was another Chappell founded at Sy/ingherſ# ( as the Evidences of that place 

do inhipuate ) by Jehn de Saxexharſt ; which was reedihed by the late Sir John Baker , 
and by a Deed delivered to John Baxcroft Biſhop of Oxford devored to the Service of 
God, and dedicared as it was before to St. John the Evangeliſt: After the reception of 
this Inſtrument, which was in the year 1637. it was by the ſame Biſhop Conſecrated; 
firſt, by a Prayer at the entrance of the Chappell, rhen by others made ar the Seats 
Pulpit, and Communion Table ; the cfeR of all which was;that God would accept of 
it fora Houſe, and likewiſe of the Prayers and Devorions that in that Oratotie were 
ofiered up by tht faithiul People of God to his Honour and Service. 


Charing inthe Hundred of Calehif, is in S:xon written (ering , and by that Name 
King Kerulf inthe year 799, mace Reiiirution of it ro Chr:ſt Church in Canterbury at 
the humble c<qu2{t of Arch-Biſhop Athelard, for King Offa had taken itaway from 
th:t Church inche time of Arch-Bilhop Jambert;and being thus regainedrto the Seezit 
continued ſo till the great Exchange mace in the twenty ninth year of Heyry the 
eighth with that Prince by Arch-Biſhop ( ranmer ; the Fee-{imple was planted in the 
Crown: Inthe time of the Conqueſt inthe Notiria of the Arch-Biſhop and Cathe- 
drals Lands, becauſe they held it in ancient Demealn ( that is, they had poſieſt ir long 
before the Conqueit ) anda Mannor-houſe or Palace there, it was called Proprium 
AManerium Archiepiſcopi, Intherime of Edward the Confeffor it went for eight Sul- 
Iiogs or Plough-Lands, bur inthe twentieth year of William the Conquerour it was 
rated in D9omſday Book ar ſeven Sullings, becauſe one Plough-Land was laid into his 
Demeaſn, The Church dedicared co Sr. P:ter and Paul, was anciently famous by a tra- 
cittonal relation, (which I am not much moved with,for it wants the ſtamp of venera- 
ble Authority ) which did afirm , thar the Block on which St. Joh» the Baptiſts Head 
was cur off, was brovghr into Emglandin the Reignof Richard the firſt,and kept in 
this Church. X 

The ficit place of ſecular Interet which doth occurre, is Pett, the Evidences of 
this place now in the hands of Sir Robert Honywood do mention the Perts to be in Ages 
of a very bigh Aſſent, that is, abou theReign of Hexry the third, and Edward the firit, 
Prop:ietaries of ir but publick Records reach no farther than Newcourt Lord of the 
Mannor of Newcoxrt not far diltant ; Jeffrey de Newcourt Son of Walter de Newcourt 
paid reſpeQive Aid inthe twentieth year of Edwardthe third for his Lands at New- 
cort and Pett, After the Newcourts were gone out, the Hatches were by Purchaſe 
planted 
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planted at Petr and Newcorrt ; they were calied lo trom their abode near fome Gare 
of paſlave, for one of them who was Polleflor of theſe rwo places , was written Hg h 
at Hatch, trom this Family by Sale abour che latter end of Hezry the leventh; the righc 
of Petr and Newcoxrt devolved to William WWarbaws; and in ſome Copics of Fines 
which I have (een by a falſe Tranſcription written Y/illiam VYurren, and this man [91d 
them both again in che entrance of the Reign of Hezry the cighthto Rebert Atwater, 
who determining in Mzery Atwater his Sole Heir , She by marching with Robert 
Honywood Eſquire of Henewood in Poſtlixg, wound up the Intere{t of thets two places 
Pett and Newcoxrt into the Demeaſn of that Family, ſothat they now own Sir Robert 
Honymood his great Grandchild the Sole Proprietary of them, : 

Sulley is another little Mannor lying within Charing, and was anciently enwrapt 
in the Revenue of Freze, John de Frexe who fliouniihed in the Reign of Hexry 
the third, is mentioned in Teſtade Newii/, a Book collected in the twentierh 
year of chart Prince, to have paid Aid at the Marriage of the Kings $ier; tor Lands 
which he poſſelt at (harizg ; after inthe twentieth year of Edward the third, there is 
a recital inthe Book of Aid of Sir Thoma: de Brockbull Son of Sir William de Brockbull, 
who paid an Auxiliary ſupply at the making of the Black Prince Knight for his Lands 
which he heldat Salrwoed, ( alebill, (haring, and other-places in this County ; bur 
afrer this the Poſſeſſion was not long reſident in this Family, for Henry Brockbull 
this mans ſecond Son, ro whom theſe Mannors of &:illey and Newland were aſſigned 
for livelyhood, about rhe rweltith year of Henry the fourth, tranſmicted them by 
Sale to John Darell Eſquiie, Son of Sir William Darell, who was exiracted out of the 
right ancient and Knightly Family of the Darells of Seſay; trom whom S# John 
Darelbef ( alehill, and Lord of this Mannor of S:illey, 1s originally nnd lineally iflued 
Out, 

Wickins 1s another Mannor circumſcribed within the Limits of this Pariſh, it was 
originally the Patrimony of Brent,,a Family well endowed inthis Track, and cer- 
rainly was as ancient a Sear of this Family as any which lay involved in their Re- 
venue, for John Brent Son of Robert de Brent of ( harizg paid reſpefive Aid for 
Lands which he held here in the twentieth year of Edward the third, and William 
Brent who was Son of Hwgh Brent of ( haring, mace his Will the ewenty ſeventh 
year of Heyry the ſixth, and diſpoſed of this place to his Son Hugh Brent, andthis 
Hugh had liſue William Brent, who compoled his Tetiament 1n the renth year of 
Henry the ſeventh; and this William was great Grandfather © 7 horas Brent, in whom 
the Male Line determined, ſo that Margaret his Stier b:came his Sole Heir , who 
by matching with Jo, Dering of Sarrencen Dering Eſquircy hath mace Wickins ever 
fince parcel of the Demeaſn of that Name and Family. 

Newland is another eminent Mannor in Char;mg, which give Seat and Sirname ro 
a Family ſo ſtyled : Sir John de Newland lived hert inthe Reign of Edward the hirtt, 
and ſealed with an Eſcollop upon a Cheveren tor his Coat, which 1s yer vittbleinarcienr 
Regitllers, and other venerable Monuments of Antiquicy ; bur before ihe larrer end 
of Edward the third, this Family was exrinyuiſhed at this place, anc then it became 
parcel of the noble Family of Brockhull of Cale- Hill, and continued folded up 1n 
rheir Poſſeſſion vncill che twelfth year of Henry the fourth, and then it was paſled 
away by Deed from Henry Ereckbull to John Darrell Eſquire, from whom it 1s by 
ſucceſhive Devolution now rranſported to tits Succeſſor Sic John Darrel! of Cale- 2 
Kntohr, 

Everſley rext courts usto a Remembrance, ir lies partly in Ch.:71:g, and partly in 
Stacefield, 2nd though now obſcure, yer in elder times was made eminent by being 
one of the Manſions of Prian de Everſiey,a Man very eminent in the Reign of Fapry 
the thicd and Edward the firſt, and is mentioned 1n the Leger Book of Feverſtam, 
ro have been a Benefactor ro that Covert; but his Piery could not ſecrre the Title to 
his Poſteriry,for about the beginning of Edwardthe third, I find it planted in thePoſ- 
feſlion of Perferer, by the Heir General of which Family called J#/az, it came to b2 
the Poſſeſſion of Thomas Sr. Leger , and he died poſlelt of ir.in the tenth year of 
Herry the fourth, and bequeathed it ro Mary his Davghter and Coheir, eſpouſed to 
Henry Aucher, from whom it was wafted down by de{cendant Right to his Succeflor 


Sir Anthony Aucher, who abou the b:ginning of Queen Elizabeth alienated by & 
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Aichael Sond; Eſquire, afcerwards Created Sir Michael Sond:, from who it is now d<- 
volved to his Deicendanc Sic George Sonds Knight of the Bath, 

Trembatch in old Deeds Trambatch, lies likewiſe in Charing, and is advanced and 
aſcended ro ſore Note and Etiimate, fince it was honoured by being parcel of the 
Patrimopy of Barham, a Family which was made ſplendid by an eminent Repute, 
and no leſs coniderable by a ſpreading Revenue which they held in this County, of 
whom I ſhall ſpeak more wh2n I come to. Barhans Court in Terſtan, one of the prin- 
cipal Manſions of this Name : Finally, atcer it had for ſeveral Deſcknts conteſled the 
Propriery of this Family, it was by 'Kychard Barham conveyed by a Fine levied the 
clevanth year of Henry the fourth to John Hant, where the ] ile was not ſo fixed as 
i0the former, tor he not long atter by a ſemblable Alteration paſled it away ro Heary 
Alalmains, and who abouc the Reign of Heyry the fifth determined intiwo Daughters 
and Coheirs, whereof was Agnes wedded ro Thomas Goxlawell, and ſo by this Alliance 
Trembatch was enwrapped 1D his Patcimony, and continued in the Deſcendants of 
this Name untill the torty ſecond year of Q, Elizabeth, and then it was alie- 
nated by john Gouldwell and Cicely his Wiſe to Robert Gaunt, whole Son Thomas Gaunt 
died poſleſ of it 1625, and gives it firlt ro his Brother George Garnt, and in De- 
failance of Iflue to Thomas Carliſle, who in Right of the premiles is now inveſted 
in the Poſleſtion. 

Bro:zghton 18 a Mannot which is likewlle circumſcribed wichin the Limits of 
( baring, and had Owners likewile of that Sirname, Adam de Broughtos and ſome- 
times wrirten Brofton, Alouriſhed here abour the Reign of Edward the firft, and his 
Deſcendants enjoyed the Propriztie of 1c untillthe latter end of Richard the ſecond, 
and then ir was alienated to Pawnſherſt, Thomas Pannſterſt made his Will in the year 
of our Lord 1472, an gave it to Thomas Paynlerſt his Son, and he made his Will in 
the year 1503, anddiſpoſed of it ro his Daughter Joan Panykerſt, and in Defailance 
of her 1ſiue, to his Kinſman Themar Paine; She deceaſed withour Iffue, and ſo the 
Remainder devolved to be rhe Inheritance of Prize, in which Name it remained 
untill times of our remembrance, ard then it was alienated to the Father ot the in- 
{tant Proprictarys Wubick, | 

Here was a Channtry at Charing founded, as an ancient Survey of this Pariſh in- 
' rvcts me, by Sic John Burley, who bare Quarterly Or and Sables, and was called ſuc- 
celſively Berley's Chaumry : the Duty enyoyned the P;ielt rhat was to officiate, was

Atton is the lat place of Account in Charing, which is eminent in reſpeC of 
that relation it hd to the ancient ang noble Family uf Beaxfirs, who made it their 
Seat before they were tranſplanted to 7 widal 1n Gillingham, Robert Bearfits, as appears 
by an ancient Courc Roll held ic in the Reign of Henry the third, and trom him did 
it dz:({cend to his Grandchild Robert Beaufirs, who about the fourth year of Edward 
the rhird, planted himſelf at 7w:dal : bur yer this (till continued inthe Name untill 
the Reign of Herry the ſeventh, and thenthis Name expiring in Daughters and Co- 
heirs, one of them called Joan by matching with "Robert eArnold made it the Pro- 
priery of that Family. and he had Iflue William Arnold, who conveyed it about the 
the middle of Hezry the eighth to Sir Anthony Sends, whoſe Grancchild Sir Richard 
Soxds 1n our Fathers remembrance alienared it ro Hatchins, from whom by the Hands 
ot Mr. Nicholas Njcholſon, who was made his Feoffee in Truſt ro diſcharge Debts and

Chartham in the Hundred of Bredge and Petham, 1s a Mannor belonoins tothe Sea 
of Canterbury, bur of whoſe Donation I know not ; onely Doomſday Book repre-

Navy Royal 1n the year 1635. Burche Actenals, Store-houtes and Shipcocks erected

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Chart Magna or Great Chart gives Name to the whole Hundred which lies abour it , 
and hath thereby a tacite Note of Antiquity and eminence annex-dto it, and was in 
the Saxons Time called Seleberts Chert,lo the year of Grace 788, King Cenulfe or Kenxife 
at the Requelt of Arch-Bilhop Athelard regranced this place to the Sea of (anterbary, 
for Offa ſometime betore had wretted it trom Arch-Biſhop Janiberr, In the Time of 
the Conqueit, when the Church Demeaſn was rated, this was valued at three Sullings 
or Plough-Lands. 

Goldwell ts an ancient Mannor and Manſion in this Pariſh, which was for many Age3 
and Deſcents the Inhericance of the noble and illulttious Family of Go/dwet, which in 
Times of anelder Aipect, gave them both Sear and Sirname, out of which two learned 
Biſhops deſcended, Jam.Goldwell who was Biſhop of Norwich in the year 1 4724and p:in-

found a ({/hanztry in Great Chartas appears,Pat.15,Edw,4.Pars tertia. And The.Goldweli 
Biſhop of Sr. Aſaph, in the year 1555, Bur alaſs! after this Mannor had been ſo long 
ſcated in the Patrimony of Golawell, it was at length alienared (ſuch is the volatile and 
unſerled temper of all earthly Inhericances ) not many years fince by . Goldwellro Sir 
will. Withins, and he pafied it away to Sir f. 7»fton Anceſtor to the right honourable Jo.

Newbery is the ſecond place of Account, which was in elder Times a

Ellam 1s the laſt place of Remark 11 Crayford, it gave Seat and Sirname to a good 
old Family , who tor many Deſcents pailed under the Notion and Eſtimate of 
Gentlemen, before rhey dejerred the Polileſlion oi this Seat, and bore Argent a 
Sword in Bend Dexter Sable.: Henry Ellam dyed 1471, and lyes entombed in Crayford 
Church; John Ellam deceaied 1481 aud had there likewiſe his place of Sepulrnre, 
both whoſe Monuments | 1me and a Caſual Fire invading the Church, have miſera- 
bly diſmanteled; the laſt of this Name who was pollelt ot this place was John Ellam, 
who in the {ixceenth year of Henry the ſeventh alienated it ro Henry Harman, who 
was then Cleik ot the Crown, in which Family ic continued untill the latter end of 
King James ; and then it was paſled away with /May Street,(which Henry Harman 
aboveſaid purchaſed of Cowley and Bulbeck of Bubeck Street in ith13 Pariſh, in the 
twentieth of Eawardthe fourth) ro Draper, whoie Deſcendant Mr. ,,....

The Arch Bilhops of Canterbury had anciently ſome Concernment in Crayford,tor 
as I find by Record William Arch Biſhop of Canterbury inthe twentieth of Richard the 
ſecond, obtained the Grant of a Marker to this place to be weekly obſerved on the 
Tueld:y, and a Fair yearly onthe Vigil, the Day of our Ladies Nativicy, and four 
Dayes after, 


Northcrey lies in th2 Hundred of Rokeſley » and though an obſcure Village in it 
ſelt, yetis made eminent by contairing within its Limits the Mannor of Rekeſley » 
which contribures a name tro the whole Hundred, ic was as high as can by 
Record be traced, the Inheritance of Rokeſley, Greogrie d: Rokeſley Lord 
Maior of London in the year 1275, which was in the third year of Edward

afrer ſhrunk into a Daughter and Heir likewiſe called Mary, deſcended from 
Thomas Ellenden, who was about the Reign of Hewry the ſeventh matched to 
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Edward Thwaits, 1o thar in her right that Family became ſerled 1n the Inhericance of 
this placezand remained inthe Poflcflion,cill inchat Age we fiile our Grandfarhers, ir 
was by Sale tranſlated into /orton, deſcended trom the ancient Family of the Morton: 
of Millbourn St. Andrews in the County of Dorſet , whoſe Succeſſor Mr, George 
Morton not many years lince paſled away his Interett in it by Sale ro his Uncle Jehs 
Fixch Baron of Fordwich, and Lord Keeper of the grear Seal inthe year 1640, 

Youngs is another Mannor in Chilham, which by Deeds of a very high gradarion in 
time, which {tep into the Reign of Edward the ſecond, appears to be the Poſſeffion 
of a Family of that Appellation; and when that was decayed and worn out ar this 
Place, the Beverleys who were a Family which had been planted ar Taxcrey Ifland in 
Fordwich ever (nce the latter end of the Reign of Edward the third were ingraffed 
in the Inhericance, and continued by ap undifiolved Chain of ſeveral Ages ſeared in 
the Proprietie of it till George Beverley the laſt of this Name at this place in our 
Grandfathers Remembrance, demiſed his right 1n 1t by Sale to George Barley, where 
the Title found no long, abode, for he paſſed away his Intereſt ro Fleet, extrafted from 
the Fleets of Fleet in the Ifle of Thaner , who ſuddenly after alienared it to Shepheard, 
from which Family almoſt in our Remembrance 1c was by Purchaſe brought over to 
own the Signorie of Sir Dudley Diggs, who upon his deceaſe cranſmirred ir 
co his eldeſt Son Mr. ...... . Diggs Efquice, iv whom the preſent Proprietie 
of it is fixed, 

Dane Court is a fourth Mannor within the Limits of Chilham,not to be waved or 
declined inthis preſent Survey : It was anciently the Patrimony of Thomas de G ar- 
wiston of Welle in Littlebourne, and he heldir, as appears by ancient Court Rolls, in the 
Reign of Edward the ficlt, and Edward the ſecond, whoſe great Grandchild wiltans 
Garwinton of Welle in the eleventh year of Hezry the fourth, dying withour Iflue, upen 
a ſerious debate and winnowing of Collateral Alliances , Joan Wife of Richard Haute 
was found to be his Couſin and Heir, and fo this place became in her Right che Inhe- 
ritance of this Family;but rhis mans Son called Riohard, likewiſe nor long after decea- 
fing withour Iflue male, Margerie his only Daughter, who was matched rowill ,Izaach, 
abour the latter end of Henry the ſeventh, became his Heir, and ſo it fell under the 
Juriſdiion of that Name , and remained entwined with their Demeaſn, rill it abour 
che beginning of the Government of Q, Elizabe:h, was by Edward Izaack, ſoldro 
Hales ;, from which Family in that Age our Fathers lived in, by the ſame conveyance 
it went away to Sprask/in, 1{{ned out from the Sprackiins of St, Lawrence in Thanet, in 
which Name the Poſſeſſion is at this inſtant reſident. 

There is a place in this Pariſh on the South-fide of the River ſtretched out on along 
oreen Hill, whigpthe Common People (who bear the greateſt ſway 1n corrupring of 
Names)call Jelliberies Grave. The Hiſtorie it ſelf will evidence the original of this de- 
nomination, Ir was about this place that Juhms (ſar reſpited his farther remove or ad- 
vance into the bowels of this Iſland, upon intelligence received that his Fleet riding 
10 the road at Lymen not far diſtant, had been much afflied and ſhattered by a Tem- 
pelt; whereupon he rerurned, and left his Army for ten dayes;encamped upon the brow 
of this Hill,rill he had new careen'd and rigg'd his Navy ; butin his march from hence 
was ſo yigoriouſly encountered by the Britons, that he lolt with many others Leber 
Duru Tribune and Marſhal of the Field, whoſe Obſequies being performed with 
ſolemnities avſwerable to the eminence of his Place, and Command, each Souldier 
as was then Cuſtomary, bringing a certainquantity of earth to improve his place of 
Sepulcnre into more note then ordinarie, cauſedir ſo much to exceed the proportion 
of others elſwhere ; and from hence ir aflumed the name of Julaber, whom other 
vulgar heads; ignorant of the truth of che ſtory, have fancied to have been a Giant, and 
others of them have dreamed to have been ſome Enchameer or Witch. 

It is probable the Kywmares built ſomething here ar Chilbam, for when Sir Dudly 
Diggs di oved down the ruines of the old Caſtle, to make ſpace for the foundation of 
that exact and elegant Houſe which hethere ereed , there was the Baſis of a more 
ancient buildivg diſcovered, and many &conomical veſſels of the Romave antique 
mode traced our in that place,beſides the Keeper of che Caltle, which is yet preſerved, 
hath a Senate-Hovſe adorned and furviſbed with Seats round about, ſhaped out of an 
excellent durable Stone, 
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Oldwroes Lea: 1s the lalt place 1n the Inventorie ot thoſe Mannors which lie with- 
in the Limits of Chilham. Ir was in elder Orthographie written Old- wood: Leas, as 
being indeed the Patiimony of a Family fo called, as appears bath by Deeds wirhour 
Date,and of a more modern Conliicucion, and continued Lords of it untill the Rei on 
of Henry the ixth;andthen the Davghrer and Heir Generall of John O!dw1cd annexed it 
tothe Inheritance of Pame,in which Family it was withour any pauſe or interruption 
refident almoſt untill our Fathers memory, and then this Name was entombed in four 
Daughters and Coheirs ; rwo of which by rhe firſt Wife were matched to Cob, and 
Philpot of Feverſkam, and the two other which were the Ifſue by the ſecond Wife 
wereeſpouſead ro Petit and Prude ; but this upon the divifion of the Eltate into porti- 
ors augmented the Revenue of Cob, and is (till for oughr I know wraped up inthe 
Demeaſn of the Heirs and Deicendants of this Family. 

.Chilham by the influence and procurement of Alexander de Balioll, and Iſabel his 
wife had the grant of a Marker to be held weckly on the Tacſday, and a Fair yearly by 
the ſpace of three dayes, viz. the Vigil, the day of the Aſſumpcion cf our Lady, and 
the day after inthe ninteenth year of Edward the firlt , which grant was renewed and 
confirmed to Bartholomew Lord Baaeleſmer 1n the ninth year of Edward theſecond, 
as appears Par, 9, Edw. ſecund:, Num. 57, 


Chillenden in the Hundred of Eaftry, gave Sirvameroa Family ſo liled, and there is 
a recital in Deeds very ancient, which extract their Original from the time of Heyry 
the third, of John de Chilkaden, Edward and William de Chillenden, who had an Intereit 
in this place in Ages of a lower ltep ; the Bakers who were Lords of Caldham by Capell, 
were in the Poſleſlion of this place, and atrer they were gone cut;the Family of Hunt 
about the Goveunment of Hem; the fiarh by Purchaſe were {erled inthe Inhericance; 
and here the Title for rwo oc three Deſcents was Succefſliveiy-permanent , and then 
the ſame inconltant Revolution which carricd it to Hunt, watted it over from that 
Name by Sale to Gaſon, which Family 1find to be of no deſpiſcable Antiquitie abour 
Ickbams and that Track ; and when it had for ſome years been linked to their Revenue, 
it was for ſome two or three Ages bince alienated ro Hamon, Arceilor to Anthony 


 Ham'n Eſquire, into whom by o11ginal Deſcent, the herecitatie Right of this place 


15 at this preſent collected, 


Chi5Het in the Hundred of #hſ{aple , was given to the Sea of Canterbury, by 
Ethelbert King of Kent, under the not1on of Ciſtelet ; and here the Arch-Biſhops of 
Canterbury erected a Magnificent Manſion. which they called Ford;and empaleda certain 
proportion of Land into the form of a Park, as it they had judgedae meer tojuſtifie 
the fiſt Donation of this Chriſtian Pirnce, who by eleCtion and defi intended it for 
a Choſen portion of Earth, devoted to the ſupport of this Arch-Biſhoprick, 


Clive formerly Cloves- Hoo , lies in the Hundred of Shame!l, called fo from its (itu- 
ation either on ſome elevated precipice z- or elſe its being cloven or rent in 
ſome part of it, from the Continent by warer. It was in the Conquerours 
time called Biſbop:-Clive; and in the Pages of Doomſdzy Book it is thus ra- 
red, Clava ef Manerinm Monachorum , & «jt de veſtuu eorum & in TE, R, ſe 
defendebat pro 11, Sullirgs & Dimidio f eff appretiatum XVI, Howener the place at 
preſent may be repreſented obſcure and deipiſcable, being ſhrunk from irs former 
Glory, yet in thoſe Ages wherein th Saxons flouriſhed, ic was ennobled with ſeveral 
Synods which were held here, both National and Provincial, wherein ſeveral Rules 
and Conliicutions were enacted and eſtabliſhed both to ferter up the Exorbitances of 
of the Clergie within the Channels and ſhores of the Ordinances and Decretals 
Eccleſiatlical;and likewiſe to empale the Irregularities of the Lairy,who then began ro 
be debauched into diſorder and exceſs, within the reſtraints and boundaries of the 
Laws tempbral : I ſhall now exactly unweaye them as oy are Regiſtred by the 
learned Spe/mar in his exact Colleion of the Councels held betore the Conqueſt : The 
firſt was held in the year 742, under King Ethelbald, and Arch-Buhop Cxthberr, The 
ſecond under Ethelbald King of Mercia, accompanied with the principal of his 
Nobilitie, and Arch-Biſhop Cuthbert inveſted with his Biſhops, Abbots, and other 
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Eccleſcaltical perſons, 1o the year 747. The third was celebrates under ' Arch 

3iſhop Athelerd inthe year 798, The fourch Synod or Counceli was convened at this 
place under Kenulf King of the Mercians, and eAthelard Arch-Biſhp of Canterbury in 
rhe year 800, The fifth was called rogether under the aborelaid King Kenulf, and 
Arch-Biſhop Athelard in the year 803, The fixth was aſſembled in thethird:year of 
Bernulfe King ot the Mererans in the year $22, that Prince himſelf with Vifred A: ch- 
Biſhop ot (anterbsry , being both preſenc and preſident at it and ove: it : The retulr 
of this eminent Synod was to reſcue and reitore to the patrimony of the Church, 
Lands called Herges, Herefording loud, Gedding and Combe , which by the Sacrilevious 
violence of ſome 1impious men, even in thole times had been rcaviſhed away from the 
Ecclefiaſtical Demeaſn. Their eighth and laſt was a ſmall Synodal Convention,collect- 
ed into a Body under the abovementioned King Bernalf,and A. ch-biſhop #X/fred in the 
ycar of Grace $24, And it 1s obſervable, that in theſe Aſſemblies, and in others Recor- 
ded by Sir Hevry Spilman ; either the King immediately or elſe fome Thaze, ( which 
was a Dignity equivalent to our Erglib Baron , ) who did perſonate the Prince, was 
joyntly Preſident with the Biſhop; that as one took Cogniſance of the Aſlaices of the 
Church, ſo the other managed the Concernments and Interelt of the State; and this 
was done wich much of Reaſon and Prudence in the original Coniitution of theſe 
Synods, for the mirgling the divided Interelis of the Laitie and Cleryie together, 
and making them mutually to interfere, extinguiſhed all zzaloutie and Emulation be- 
tween them, and by conſequence allrhoſe black effects and inconveniences, which are 
{i1l the Rerinue tothoſe ewo Furies; for we cannot be {o Citizens of the Commor- 
wealth, but we mult be Sons of the Church ; nor ſo Sons of the Church, (the Tempo- 
rall and Spiritual Intereſt are {o complicated together ) but we muſt inſome relation 
be Cirizens of the Common-wealth ; and what cauſerh annoyance ro the one; Creaces 
diiturbance ro the other ; for like Hipocrates Twins they laugh and mourn, and live 
and die together: Bur to proceed , when this -Mannor had for many Ages been in- 
corporated with the Inheritance of the Church , Henry the eighth judging the 
Clergie grown too Luxuriant ina wide Revenue , prun'dofti this, and Malngaden a 
Mannor which -was ever an Appendage to Cliffe, as two ſuperfluous Excreſcencies , 
and engraffed them againip the Royal Demeatn ; but ſuddenly atter, Cliffe was by 
this Prince granted to George Brooke Lord Cobham, and he lefc ir ro his Son Sir 
Witiam Brooke Lord Cobham, who enſiated ic by entaile on his ſecond Son George 
Breoke, and in Defailance of Iflue male, by him ſurviving. to the next Heir male of 
the Name; after this man was beheaded at Finchefter, inthe ſecond year of King James 
this devolved to his Son Sir Wilkam Brooke, who dying without Iſſue male, in the 
year 1643. Sir Jo. Brooke now Lord Cobham became his Heir, 

Malingden was by Queen Elizabeth granted to Willam Ewens, who quickly afrer this 
Conceſſion, transferred his Intereſt in ir by Sale to Brown, from whom by as ſudden a 
Decurfion the Title by pur@naſe went into S2wprer , who (1ntimes which almoſt at - 
raque our Remembrance;) ſold it away to Hills, 

Perry-Cenrt in Cliffe, was always a Limb of the Revenue of the Family of (obham, 
and ſo tor many Hundred years continued, till Hezry Brook, Lord Cobham being wound 
upin that fatal and myſterious Deſign of the noble bur infortunats Sir Falter Rawlergh, 
inthe Time of King Jamesforfeited this to the Crown; bur this Seat was by the aboye- 
faid Prince, afrer the Death of Fraxces Widow to the aboveſaid Henry Lord Brook , 
oranted to Robert Cecill Earl of Salibary in Reverhon,who married Elizabeth Brook this 
Lords Sifter,and his Son F:i, Earl of Salzbury, Knight of the Garter,and Captain of the 
Band of Pentioners to his late Majeſty,paſſed ir away by Sale'to Bernard Hide of London 
Eſq;whoſe Grandchild Mr. Bernard Hide does enjoy the preſenr Fee-fimple of ir. 

Cardans is the laſt Mannor in (life , which (untill the publique Diffolntion core it 
off,) belonged ro the Charter- Houſe in Londen : and being thus raviſhed away, was by 
Hezrythe eighth in the thirty firſt year of his Reign, granted to 7 homas Gethins ; from 
which Family not many years ſince, it paſſed away by Sale co Olver Leder, and was 
larely,if it be not ill, in the Tenure and Poſſeſſion of chat Name, 
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a younger Biapch ot the Lord Cobham Ot Cobham; Keginald de Cobham 
{ſecond Son ot john de Cobham was iurmmoned to Pachament as Baron of Ster- 
borough 1n the twenty ſecond year of Edward the third , and 'dyed poſ- 
ſett of this Mannor, and much other Land in Kere and Swrrey, in the 
forty fifth year of Edzwars the third, Ror, Eſc. Num. 15. and {o it remained 
interwoven tor ſome Deſcents with the Demealine o: this Family, till Thomas 
Lord Cebham this mans great Grandchild reſolved into Anz Cobham, who was his 
Female Heir, who by bein: eſpouled to Edward Borongh Lord Gain: borough, linked 
this to bis Demeaſne -and Propricty ; but it was uplooinved in 7 howas Lord 
Borough this Mans Grandchild, who.1n the Reign of Queen Elizibeth alienated 
his Ipterelit 1n it to Ga1bon, whoſe Grandchild Mr, Thomas Cau;bon 1s invelied in 
che infiant poſſeſſion of it. 

Bere Cexrt or Mannor in this Patiſh, was formerly a parcel of the Demeaſne 
of a Family who in times more ancient tell under this Denomination ; William 
ds Fere was Bailift of Dover,and was to account the profits to the Conliable of Dover 
Caltle, Ano ſecundo Edward; prims, Memb, 19. & Anno quario Edwargi prims, Memb, 34, 
After this Family had waved the pofleſſion of this place , the Tookes were ſetled in 
the Inheritance, and by a Decurſion of many Ages, have broveht down the Inheri- 
tanceto Mr. Charles 7 eoke, who is the inſtant poll<fior of Pere, 


Cobham in the Hundred of Shamell, afforded a Seat and Sirname to that noble 
avd ſplendid Family , who from hence borrowed the original Denomination of 
Cobham, and certainly this place was the Cradle or Seminary of Perſons, who 
in elder times were inveited in. places of 2s fign-1l and principall a Truft or 
L minence, as they could move in+ in the narrow Orbe ot a particular County; 
Hevry ade ( obham was one of the Kecrgnitores magna Aſſiſe w the tiit year of King 
Jobs, who were in {ome proportion equivalent to the Jucges Itinerant, tor they 
rook Cogniſence of all Caufes < riminal, ceclared to be fo by the Laws then in 
force, and likewiſe derermined in ſundry Aﬀtions of a meer Civil AſpeR, either 
Real, Perſonal, or Mixe; Reginald de Cobham Son of Jobn de ( obham, was Sheriff 
of Kent, from rhe Beginning of the thirty third year of Henry the third, to the 
end ot the fortieth year. of the {aid Prince, and was again Sheriff in the forty 
ſecond year of the above-mentioned Prince, in which year he dyed, and Roger de 
Northmood and his other Execntors, an{wered for the Remainder of the year , Sir 
Henry de Cobham was Sherift of Kent, the twenty ninth, thictieth , and part of 
the thirty firlt year of Edward the firlt, he is written in the old Rolls of the 
Arms ot the Knights of .Kent, Henry (cham le Uncle, that 1s y he was Uncle to 
the Loid Cobbam ; he lies buried in Shornxe: Church, with his Pourtraicturey armed 
io Mail and Croſflelege'd, with a.-Batons Robes caſt over ; bur whether he were 
ever actually engiged in the Defence of the Croſle and Sepulchre of Ch:ik againſt 
th: Aflavlts of Inhdels, is incertain ; for it was cullomary in thoſe times, it they 
did bur. vow. to undertake the. protection of the Crofle 1D the Chriſtian Quarrel, 
to inicutpe their Fignres rvpon their Sepulchres armed and Croflelegged : Sir Hes, 
de CobhamSir Reginald de Cobham, Sit Stephen de Cobbam,Sir Henry de Cobbams le Ucle, 
are enrol'd in the Regilier of r!:oſe Knights who were aſbiſtant to K, E, 1, at the Seige 
of Carlaverock in Scotlandin the 28 year of his Reign, Sir H, de ( obham abovelaid was 
again Sherift of Kent inthe 1, and g. years of E.2.Steph.de (vthams Son and Heir of this 
Sir Henrywas Sheriff of Kent, the 8. 9.and 10, years of E, 3. 7 ho, de Cobham was She- 
rift of Keat in the 1. year of K, 2. jo, le Cobham was one of the Conſervators of the 
Peace in this County inthe 3.5.6.9.

Delapole2.co Sir jo.Ouldcaſtle;by whom 
ſhe had only a Daughter that died an Infant; and thirdly co Reginald Brajbrook., who 
dyed as (-appears by the Inſcription an his Tombg) in Cobbam Church , in the year 
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1433» and by him ſhe had only J-az who was Heir ro them both, and ſhe by 
being wedded to 7 homas Brook, of the County of Somerſer Eſquire, knite (obhban 
and a large Income beides, to her Husbands Pacrimony. And this man had Iflue 
by her, Sir Edwnnd Broke, who was {ſummoned to Parliament as Baron of Cobham, 
in the ewenty third year of Hezry the lixth, and he was, in the dice&t Linz, An- 
celtor tro Henry Broke Lord Cobham, Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports io the fi:tt 
year of King james, who being too deeply concerned in the Delign of Sir Walter 
Rawleigh which. was. as ſome, {who precend to uncavell ic i the whole Webb, by 
private Colluſion and Treaty with (oz Aremberg the Spaniſh Legat , to draw 
over ſome Forces from Flanders, by whoſe powectull Concucrence they might 
engage this Nation inthe Flame of Civill Cootention, fince from that they 
expected their Light, chough others wrap ic up in ſo many Vails and Umb;ages 
that the whole Scene of this Attempt becomes perplexed and myſterious.) made 
the forfeiture of his Eltate here at Cobham, though not his Life, become the price 
of his undertaking, which being thus renc away by this Eſcheat from the Parri- 
mony of this Faraily, was ſoon after, by King James, invelied by Grant in his 
Kinſman Lodowick Stuart Duke of Lenox, who expiring withour Ifſue , it did 
ſucceſſively devolve to his Nephew Jame: Duke of Len:x ; upon whoſe late De- 
ceaſe, it is Come over tO ....... his Dutcheſle Dowager only Daughter to 
GeergeVilliers Duke of Buckingham,in whom the blood of thole three novle Families, 
Villiers, Manour:, and Beaumont, appears to be concentered, - 

Cobham-Cglledge was founded by John, Baron (bham of (obham, in year 1362 
for a Maſter and Chaplains to pray tor the Souls of him, his Ance|tors, and 
Succeflors, | 

(obham-Bury lyes likewiſe in this Pariſh, and was always efleemed as an ap- 
pendant Mannor to Cobham, having originally and ſucceſſively rhe ſame Propric- 
rarics: and being found wrapped up in the Patrimony of the intortunate Henry 
Lord {obham, it eſcheated upon his Attainger to the Crown ; and was ſuddenly 
after, by King James, granted ro Rybert Earl of Salubury, whoſe Son and Heir 
the right honorable Kobert Cecill Earl of Salizbury, ſome few years fhince transferred 


his Right in it by Sale to one Zachary King,of Warford in the Coumy of 


Hertford, 

Hezherſt is the laſt place of note 10 Cobham which,1s the Records in Rocheſter inform 
me, was given to the Priory of Leed: Caltle by Robert de Crevequer upon his 
Foundation of that Cloiiter, and continued folded up in its Revenue, until the 
Whirlwind of the generall Suppreflion rent ic oft, and King Heyry the 
cighth granted icggo George Lord Cobham, who immediately after conveyed ir to 
Sir George Harpur Elquirce, whoſe Son Sir Edward Harpzr about the Be2inning 
of Queen Elizabeth, pailed away his;Concerament here co Mr. Thomas Wright ; from 
whom ir deicended to his Son and Heir George Wright Eſquire, who, dying with- 
our Ifſue, gave it to his Kinſman Sir Geerge Wright, and his Son not many years 
fince ſurrendered ir by Sale to Doctor Cberr,Phy(:tanto the late Queen Mary. 

The Tythes of this Mannor were given by one Goſcelins (as the firlt Book of 
of Compoſitions at Rocheſter diicovers to me) 1n the year Ilogt, to the Priory of 
Sr. Andrews in that City, which upon the Suppreſſion were by King Hezry the 
eighth, granted to George Brook, Lord Cobham, which upon rhe Attainder of his 
iptortunate Grandchild, Hexry Lord Cobham, in the ſecond year of King James, 
returned to the Crown: and here the Propriecy made its aboad, uncill che late 
King Charles,by his royal Concetſion,made them the Inhericance of Mr.Stephen Alcock, 
of Rocheſter, Eſquire. 

Cobham had the Grant of a Market weekly on the Monday, and a Fair yearly 
on the Day of St Mary Magdalen, procured to be obſerved there at thoſe fared 
times aboveſaid, by Joh» Lord (obham: in the forty fic year of Edward the third.

Arent inthe Hundred of AcFtane,is very ofcen written North-Darent, it belonged 
Di: the Conquerours time to the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, as the Record cal- 
led Doomſday Book inltrufts me) and was exchanged for the Mannor of Lambeth 
by Hubert Walter Arch-Biſhop, Lord Chancellor, and Lord Chief Juſtice , with 
Gubert Glanuill Biſhop of Rocheſter, in the year of ous Lord, 197. which exchange 
was afrerwards confirmed by Richard the fit(t, 

Saint Margaret-Hill: now united to this Pariſh, had forme:ly a Church, which 
being decayed, and the Congregation diminiſhed, it was by Cardinall Pole inthe 
year 1557. lncorporated into Darext, It was anciently, and is fo (t11l, diſtinguiſhed 
by the Name St. Margaret-Hilt , which additionall Character it borrowed from a 
Family originally called Hell;, and then by Tradition and Vulgar corruption after- 
wards fliled Hills; a Family which had large Poſteflions both here at Dertford, and 
at Ajh likewiſe by Saxdwich ; John de Hells hada Charter of Free-warren to his 
Mannors of Hells and his Eſtate at Dersford,in the ſeventeenth year of Edward the firtt ; 
and from this John de Hells did Sir Edmund Hill: deſcend ; and he abour the be- 
91nning of Edward the ſixth, alienated this Mannor ro Larne, whoſe Son Henry Lane 
went out in a Daughter and Heir called Martha, who matched ro Edw. Rolt, deſcend- 
ed from the Roxlts of Bedford-ſhire ; in Right of which Alliance Mr, Thomas Rolt his 
Grandchild, is now inveſted in the Poſſeſſion of this Place. 


Dartford gives name to that Hundred wherein it is firuated, and before the 
Foundation of the Nunherie, was a Mannor which was wrapt up in the Demeaſne 
of the Crown ; there was a Family called Ti»gewike, which had it in Leaſe, for when

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the Mannor of Dartford, to Edmund of WoodFtock, Earl of Kent, paying, asa Rent=- 


Service, of 30. l. per aunxm, it 1s mentioned inthe Parenc that he ſhould hold them 
all in as ample a manner as Alice Tingewike formerly had done, vpon his deceaſe, ir 
reverts to the Crown, and the ſame King Edward inthe year 1355, and in the fiftieth 
year of his Reign, erects here a Nupperie, whoſe Lady-Abbeſs and the Nuns of the 
Covent were for the moſt part, in ſucceeding timeselefted into this Cloifter out of 
the nobleſt Families of rhe Nation, Upon the ſuppreſſion, King Henry the eighth 
converted the Honſe into a Palace for. his own habitation, and under that notion ic 
continued,till K, James by exchange paſled ic away to Robert E, of Sal:;bary, who con- 
veyed itto Sir Edw, Darcy, whole Grandchild, Edward Darcy Eſquire, deſcended from 
the noble Family of Darcy of YTorke-ſ/ire.at this in(tant poſſeſſes the Fee-Simple of ir. 
The Mannor of Temple in this Pariſh, was involved 1n that Revenue, ahich Was 


.marſhal'd under the Juriſdiction of the Knights Templers, as the very Name doth 


ſeem to inlinuate, and upon the totall diſannulling this order here in England, was, 
by a Statute made inthe ieventeenth year ot Edward the ſecond, ſerled on the Knights 
ot .Sr, John of Jeruſalem. where it was fixed and contianc, uncill the disbanding of 
that Order likewiſe in this Nation by King Heary the eighth, and then it was ar.- 
nexed to the Patrimony of the Crown ; and reſted chere, untill K, James exchanged 
it, with Robert, E. of Sali-bary.who fold it to Edw, Darcy Eſq; whoſe Grandchild Edw, 
Darcy Eſq; hath lately conveyed it by Sale, ro his Brother in Law Mr. #1ll,, Gough, 
The Mannor of Charles is Seated in this Patiſh,and was a Branch of that Eſtate which 
fell under the Signone of the ancient Family of Char/es,from whom ic aſſumed its ap- 
llation, Of this Family was Edw. Charles,who was Captain and Admiral of the Fleet, 
from the Thames-Mouth North-ward, as appears Pat, 34. Edw, 1, after this Family had 
left the Poſſeſſion of this place which was about the beginning of Richard the ſecond ; 
Nicholas de Brember was planted in the Proprietie : bur he was ſcarce warm in his new 
archieved Purchaſe, bur he fell under theguilr of high Treaſon;only for being too faſt in 
his Loyaltie and Faithto his Prince, and coo looſe in his fidelity to his Country tor 
there it ſeems thar blind diliirRion had irs firſt riſe and gr ow.th,which like ſome Alem- 
beck diflil'd avd dropped the Power of the King diliinguiſhed apart from his Perſon, 
upon the forfeiture of bis Life and Eſtate together,which was inthe tenth year of Kich, 
the ſecond : It was by that Prince ſuddenly atter conveyed by grant ra Adim Bamme 
Lord Maior of Lexdsn: in which Family atter it had for many Ages been ſeared; (it was 
as appears by anexemplikcation now 1n the hands of Mr. Took of Dartford)cranſmit- 
red by Salero Death,who abour the latter end of K, James paſſed it away to Go/d/muth of 
Adarjbals-Conrt in Creyford;who ſome tew years tince ſo!d all his Concernment in it to 
Mr, Teoke, branched our fiem' the ancievt Family of the Teoks of ere in Weſt-C live ; 
though, fince this Name ſetled ar Dartford, it hath by D-pravation been called Twke. 
Horſemans-Place is a Manſion of good account likewiſe in Dartford; in che fix- 
reenth year of Edward the ſecond, I find ic owned one 7 howas de Luda for Proprieta- 
ric, between whom and Thomas de Sandwich Abbot of Leſſnes, there was a Compoſi- 
tion about thattime touching the paſlage of a Current of Water, Burchis Family 
before the end of Edward the third, had deſerted the Pofleflion ; and then ( by old 
Covrr-Rolls and other Evidences) Ifind it in the Tenure ot John Horſman, who, 
It is probable new built this Manſion, and on the old Foundation eltabliſhed this 
new-Name ; and he had Iſſue Thomas Horſeman, who about the beginning of Henry 
rhe ſixth, dyipg withour Iflue, gave itto his Widow Margaret Horſeman, re-married 
to Shardelow, and (he,upon her decealc, in the ninteenth year of Henry the ixth, be- 
queathed tx eo her Kinſman 7 homas Brown, whoſe Daughter and Sole Heir Katherine, 
annexed it tothe Patrimonpy of Robert Blague, one of the Barons of the Exchequer, 
and he had Iſſue by her Barnabie Blague, who inthe thirty third of Henry the eighth 
conveyed it by Sale to Mr, John Bere, who much adorned and argmented the ancient 
Sh-<1l or Structure of this Seat in the thirtieth year of rhar Princes Reign ; bur lefr 
his Acquiſts thus increaſed and improved to Amr his Sole Heir matched to Mr, Chr:fto- 
pher Twiſlton, deſcended from Twiſiton Caſtle in the County of Lancaſter, whoſe Suc- 
cefſor Sir Jo, Twiſlton, Knight, and Baronet, is now by deſcendant, Right Poſſeſlor 
of ir, 
At Staxpit, in this Pariſh, there was a Chappell founded by one Thom: de —___ 
a 
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and dedicated rothe Blefled Virgin, tor one Priett co cclebrare divine Otiices tor the 
Soul of rhe Founder, In this Pariſh,there was likewiſe a perperual Salary ettabliſhed 
by one T hemas Marrin tO Pray tor rhe Soul ot the Founder , and Light-lands which 


were given by John Groveharſt, 


Denton inthe Hundred of Shamell,was given tothe Church of Rocheſter by a Noble 
man called Brichric and Ef.with his Wite : bur it ſeems there had been ſome Invation 
made upon the Origival grant; for (as the Book called 7ertus Roffen/ts informs me ) ic 
was celtored tothat Cathedral by Wiliam the Conquerour,and was wn afcer-times when 
Hearythe eighrh, upon the Ruines of rhe Priory of St, Andrew: tailed the Dean and 
Chapter of Rocheſter, by royal Conceſſion united ro their Demea'y, 


Denton in the Hundred of Eaſtry with the appendant Mannor of Tpi»gron, now by 
Contra&ion called Tapton, were in Times ot very ancient Inſcription, both cou- 
ched inthe patrimony of Yerd, and though ſeveral darclefle Deeds repreſent this Fa- 
mily to have been poſleſſors of borh thele places, as high as che reign of K, jo, and H. 
the third : yer the fir of this Name, whom Record diſcovers to us, tohave been e- 
minent, was John de Terd who held che Mannors of Derron and Tapington, by that 
Service which they call ad Wardam Caſtri Doverie»ſts, and paid a reſpective Supply for 
them, inthe twentieth year of Edwardrhe third, at makivg the Black-Prince Knight, 
and from this man did the poſſeſſion of borh thele places low down to Jo,Yerd Eſq-who 
was Sheriff of Kezt in the nineteenth of Hey, the ſixth, and he had Ifſue John Terd, 
who conveyed Tapington to Jo. Fogge Eſq;and he again by a Fine levyed inthe fifteenth 
year of Edw.che fourth,paſied away his Interelt in ic to RichardHast,and he determined 
10 a Female Heir called Margery Haut, matched to #'ilham Iſzach, who annexed Tap- 
10» to his Demeaſn, and in his deſcendant line the propriety remained untill that A ge 
which was encloſed within the Circle of our Grand-fathers remembrance, and then it 
was alienared to Bois, Bur Denton with ſome parr of the revenue of T apington , Conti- 
nucd loneer inthe Terd, until Jo.Zerd the laft Heir male of this Family, going co 
Loxdon; fell fick in Southwark , and dyed without Ifſue, and was enterr'd in St. 2ar- 
garets-church, afterwards converted ro the Court of Marjbalſeys: ſo that Langley of 
Knowltonzin right of a former Match with the Heir General of this Family, was enti- 
ruled ro the poſſeſſion of Denton, and rhe Demeaſn of Taptor : but Edward Langley 
the l2{t of this Name dying Childleſſe inthe reign of Hesry the eighth, in relation ro 
a former Match of the Heir General with Peyton, Sir Robert Peyton of Cambgidge/-ire 
became Heir to his Eſtate in Kent ; whoſe Succeſſor Sir Rebert Peyton, paſſed away all 
his Intereſt here to Bozs, Pow by Sale demiſed Taprngton to Verier ; who almolt in our 
Remembrance conveyed it to Merſn, the inſtant proprietary : But Denton was by Bots 
alienaredto Rogers, who in thoſe Times our Fathers lived in, tranſlated his right into 
Swan ; who not many years ſince, {old it to Sir Anth. Percival of Dover, and he nor 
long fince tranſplanted it by Sale into Phinees Andrews of HartfordſLire E\q, 

Wigmere is a third Mannor inthis Pariſh ; there was a Family of this Name in Eaf- 
Kent: for in divers old Evidences which Ihave ſeen, there is mention of ill. de 14 1g- 
mere, and divers others of this Name ; bur for many Ages it acknowledeed the Signo- 
ry of Brent, and ſo continuedrill the Beginning of Q, Eliz, and then Tho, Brent dy - 
1n9 without Ifſue, Margeret, married ro Jo.Dermg of Serrendes Dering, became his 
Heir ; in Righc of which match;the Family of Dering is emituled co the 10lianc poſſel- 
ſion, 

Madekin lies partly in Denton, and parcly in Barham,and owned a Family of that Sir- 
name, ( as ap, ears by the Evidences now 1n the hands of Mr, Oxenden,) and con- 
tinned by a thread of ſeveral deſcents faſined rorhis Name ; bur abour the beginning 
of Henry the ſixth, the Succeſſion of the Title was diſordered, andby Sale tranſlated 
into Sednor, where the poſſeſſion for many years dwelt, till at laſt upon ſome Acquilis

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Davington in the Hundred of Fever,bamz , was o1Vento the Cloiec of Blick-Nauns, 
which was tounded there by Fxlke de Newenham, and dedicated to St, Mary Magdalen, 
In the thirty ninch of Hezry the third, that Prince confirmed them rheir Lancs, and 
invelted »hem with levecall priviledges as appears Chart.-3 9. Hentertii Memb.5.1nthe 
ſeventeenth of Edward the third, the King lent his Wi:ic ro the Sheriff of Kent to be 
certified of the Eſtate and Revenue which belonged to chis Nunnery : for the Abbvels 
and Nuvs petitioned tor relict, ip regard their Income was nor {ufficienc ro ſupport 
them ;and Jo.de Vielſton then Sherift of Kert,returned per Sacramentum proborum & le- 
galium Hominum, that they had not a Competent Demeaſn for Subliltence; that where- 
as formerly chere were twenty {:x Nuns , now there were but fourteen, and that thoie 
could not live upon the revenue ot the Covent;bur had the Chariry of their Friends to 
ſupply them. Thus did che Cloiſter of Davington remain a Seminary of religious Wo- 
men, whillt rheir revenue without , was the Frel which ſupported and nouriſhed the 
Flame onthe Altar. But whenthe reign of Hexry the eighth approached, which be- 
came deccetory andcrirical ro all theſe Nutſeries of a lazy and ſpeculauve Devotion , 
che demeaſn which ſullained this Coyent,was by Hezry the eighth plucked away,and in 
the eight and & hicceeth year of his Government was by patent knir co the patrimony 
ot Sir Thomas Cheney, And his Son Sir Hexry Lord Cheney, in the cighth year of Q, 
Eliz,, conveyed it by Sale ro Jo.br:dborn, deſcended ( as appears by his Se2l affixed ro 
his Deed, by which he altenates ir again in the renth year of Q.Eliza. to Avery Gules) 
from the Bradborns of Darbyſbire, Bur in this Family the refidence of jc was very brief 
and tranſitory ; for his Son Fraxc:s Giles in the twentieth year of Q, Eliz4, paſſed ir a- 
way to Mr, Jo. Edward: ; and from this Family though the Fate of purchaſe did nor rend 
it away) yer that of marriage did: for chis Jo. Edwards leaving only one Dauchcer and 
Heir called An».ſhe by matching with /o, Boade of Eſſex Eſquire,linked this to his re» 
venue,and frora him it 1s deſcended ro Mr, Io, Boade the preſent Lord of the Fee, 

Lirtle Davington or D«vington-conrt, not far diftant from that houſe which was the

Hal bam is Grandchild; who about the beginning of H. che bixth paſted ir away to J4, 
Drylend . who der<:min2d in one Daughter anJ Hetr called Co::/?ance Drylond who was 
matched ro Sir / #9, V/Yalingham of Scaabery Knight who in her iight became poſleflor 
of ir, and rran{miieed it 10 bis Son Sir Ja, /Valſinghaw, who was Sherift of Kent inthe 
ewelith year of H.the ſeventh, ard kepr his Shricvalty at Davi»gton,and tram him did 
it deſcend co his Grandchild Sir Tho, V//alſingham, who aimolt 1n our Grandtathers re- 
membrance conveyed it by Sale to Stmons, and he not long after to ( oppivger, And his 
Son having about the beginning of K, James mortgaved ic to Freeman;t beck joyned, 
and by mucual Concurrence hxed their right in Mr.7 ho, Mills of Norton, who decealing 
without 1Iflue-male. it caine by Az his Sole Daughter and Heir, to be the Inhericance 
of Sir /o, Mil! of South-hampton, who conveyed 1i to his Brother Dr,7/1ll. and he ſome 
few years paſt, alicnared it to his Kinſman Mr,7 ho,441, and he (erled the propriety of 
it on his Son Mr. Tho. Mill, who hath very lately tranſmirred all his Right iy ic by Sale 
to Tho, T wiſden Eſquire Serjeant at Law, now of Braboaurn in Eaſt.

Moat in 17::otove,not far viillancs 
created Earl Rrvtrs,Lord Treaſurer and Convliable of England, by his Son in Law King 
Edzard the tourth,in the year 1466,whole Grandchild Anthony oodtull Earl Rivers be- 
ivg attainted upon ſuppoſed Treaſon by him thar was after ſtyled Richard the third,

Dimchurch in the Hondred of Worth, hath nothing to make it memorable,bur thar ic 
was formerly the Inhericance of Twitham, Bertram de | wtham held Lands here ar his 
Death,which was 1n the third year of Edward the third, as appe1rs Rot. Eſc, Nam, 115, 
And trom him it came down to Theobald Twirham.whoſe Daughter and Heir 2awd was 
married to Simon Septuans , from whom deſcended Jona Septuani, whole Daughter and 
Heir was matched to Fogge,who in her right was entituled co much Land here ar D:ms- 
church, and in orher places of the Merſh ; but the Family of Poyzrzgs had likewiſe fome 
Intereſs here, for Michael Poynings was leiſed in Fee of ſome Lands 1n Dimcharch,inthe 
forty third year of Edward the third, Rot. Eſc, Num, 14.Parte ſecunaa, and 10 this Name 
was the poſſeſſion carried on untill the Bcginning ot the Reign ot Herry the fixta,and 
then it was alienazed to Fogge. 

Newhall in this Pariſh is the place where thoſe which are the Lords of Romney 1er ji, 
that is, of ſo many Mannors which lye within the Precincts and Livertics of it, aflzm- 
ble yearly ro compoſe Laws for the b:tter regulating and {ccurivg the Banks of the 
Mer/ againki the perpetual Invaſhhons and Enchroachments of the Sea, | 
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Dutton 1n the Hundred of Larkefield with its rwo Appeudarges Brampton and Sificſton, 
were int1;nes of a very high Aicent , rhe pari1mony of a Family called Brampron ; 
the Book of eA1id, (which max:s a Recapuulation of the ancient Owners) informs us, 
that anciently they were Bramproz:, that is, inthe Reiynot King John, and Henry 
the third ( asthe Pipz-Rolls relating to borh rchole Kings rimes diſcover to us. ) 
Atrerwards, iu the Reign of Fdward the tirlt, 1tind the eA1dons ( by the Pipe-Rolls) 
to have been prop: ieia.1es of both thele plices ; bur, ir icems, the poſſeſſion remain- 
ed not long with them ; for, in the third year of Edwmardihe ſecond, I tind Stephen de 
Burghurft or Burwaſh cied in the poſleflion of tliem, as appears Rot. Eſc. Num. 4, And 
he:ce the Title continued until the forty third of Edward the third, and then the 
Lord Bartholomew Burwaſh this mans GrepCcluild , conveyed them to Sir Walter de 
Paveley Knight of the Garter, and he inthe firfi year of Richard the tecond, paſled 
them away to #nd/efor or Windſor « in which tamily the Iohertcance was placed, 
until the bfieenth year of this P:1nces Reign, and then they were conveyed to Sir

Nam, 28, and in this Far: ily was the poſſcttion lodged , until the 
latter enJ of Herry the ſeventh, and then the vicilhrude of purchaſe brought them to 
acknowledge the Intere!t of Leigh, and 7 homas Leighexchanged thera with K, Genry 
the eighth ; and that Prince 1nthe thirty ſeventh year of his Reign , paſſed them 
away tO Sic Thomas Wriotheſley : and 1n th: original grant ic 18 rected, that they de- 
volved to the Crown by exchange with Thomas Leigh Eſquire, and he not long after 
demiſed rhem to Sir Robert Southwell, who 1n th: ſecond year of Queen Mary 
conveyed them ro Sir 7 homas Pope, in which Family they remained until the latter 
endof Queen Elizabeth, and then they were alienated to #iſeman, trom whom al-

Dodington 1n the Hundred of Texhams, contains ſeveral places in ir, of no 
comemptible Etimate, The firit is Sh.zr#ed, which was the patrimony of a Family 
which was known by tht Sirname, Robert de Sharſted enjoyed it at his death, which 
was in the eig' th year of Edward the third, Ret, Eſc. Num. 61, But after this mans 
departure, I donor hind that it owned this Family any tarener, tor this mans Sole 
Daughter and Heir was matched to john de Boxra Son of John ae fourne, who was 
Sheriff of Keat the rewnty ſecond, the rwenty third, avd rwenty foucth years of Edw, 
the fir{t, and after inthe kfth year of Edward the third : Certainly , this Family was 
intimes of a very high Gradation, as eminent tor Eitate, as 1c was venerable tor irs 
Antiquity ; Henry de Bourne made a purchaſe of Lands and Rents 1n Dudd agton, ( of 
IHMarilda the Daughter of John de Duddixgton, (as appears by a Fine levycd 1n the 
forty ſeventh year of Henrythe third ; and th: abovementioned john de Boyrn . ob- 
tained a Charter of Free-warten to his Lands at Bourne, Boxlcy, Doaington, and other 
places, in the eighteenth year of Edward the firſt ; and trom this John de Bourne , did 
Mr. James Bourne in an even ({iream of Delcent iflue torth, who almott in our Remem- 
brance paſſed away Shar#ea-Courtto Mr .,Delawne of Loudon , whoſe Son Mr.Willian 
Delawne 15 the inſtant proprietary of ir, :

The Arms of Phylipot and Petley, are extant inthe South-window of the Chancel, 
with this Inſcription athxed ro the Peceital of their rwo Pourtraiftures, Orate pro 
Animabus jo, Petley, & Chriſtiinalxort, & Jo, Petley & Alicie Filie T ke, Philipot 
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Gertoy 1n the Hundred of Calchill, hath two places within the Verge of ir 

remarkable : The tilt is Zarmeling, which was the Seat of a Family of that 
Sirname, Robert de Bermeling, and in old datelefle Deeds called Sic Robert de Bar- 
meling , he held ic at his Deceaſe, which was inthe fitry chird year of Henry the 
chird, and left Iflne ill. de Bermeling , who was allo in the enjoyment of ir 
at his Death, which was 1n the twenty ſecond year of Edward the firſt, and fo 
did Robert de Bermelizg, who made his Exit the thirty firlk of Edward the firkt ;

and Margery was married unto /ohn Roper Efquire:and Ages their Mother was remar- 
ried to Y/1ll, Kene, who likewiſe had Iflue by her, from whom the Afanſells of I ales are 
extracted, and by this De(cent are of rhe Blood and Kindred of Hexry Chichl:y Lord 
Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, Founder of All-Sonl; Colledge in Oxford: but VVell hall 
and Eaſt-horn, were united to the pattimony of Koper, and have continued here ſo fix- 
ed that they are the preſent Inhericance of Edward Roper Eſquire, 

To this Mannor the Chancel of St, Michael inthe South-lide of Elrbam Church be- 
longeth called ſometimesT aterſhallsChancel.In the windows, the Matches before men- 
tioned are impaled in Coloured glaſs. 

The utmolt extent of this Hundred Eaſt-ward rerche:h to Shooters- H7;ll, fo called 
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oi the Thievery cherce practiſed , waere Travellecs inclder Times were fo much in- 
felted wich Deprxdations and bloody milchiets ; that order was taken in the fixth of 
Richard che ſecond, tor the enlarging the High-way according to the Statute made 
in che Time of King Edw.rd the hilt, to that they venter till ro rob here, by preſcrip- 
tion; and ſome have been lo impudent, to otter ro engage the Sun ſhining at mid-dayy 
for the repayment o! monzy called borrowed, in a Theeviſh way , to the great chargz 
ot the Hundred that Lil was in the Counter-bond , and King Her ry the fourth 
oranted leave to 7 h27445 Chapman, to cut down, burn, and ſell, all the Woods, and 
LUnder-woods growing and contining to Shooters-Hill, on the South-fide, and to be- 
(tow th: money railed thereby, upon mending the High-way. Surely Prince 
Henry his Son, and Sir Joby Falſtafſe iis make-iporc, ſo mecrily repreſented in Shake-

Aottingham inthe Hundred of Blackheath, is a Hamlet and. member to Eltham, 
enjoying like priviledges, which ace annexed to both theſe places, as being of ancient 
Demealn.Ic was termetly written Mfodingham, denoting that it was proudly ſituared , 
(tor lo we interpret Aod,in old Exglih:)Ic paſled away tromthe Crown,with the Man- 
nor of Eltham to Jo.de Veſcy, and returned back again withit , inhabiced inthe time of 
K, Edw. thethicd by the Family of Bankweliand after,in the reign of [7.che f1xth,by the 
Cheſmans:the laſt of which Name which held this place, was T hv, Cheſman, whoſe Fe- 
male-heir Alice, brought this Seat ro her Husband Rob, Sradder,Ancelitor to Will, Stedder 
Eſq;not long nc» uccealed, who was proprietary of ir, 

A ltrange +nu marvellous Accicent happened at this place upon the fourth day 
of Axprſi 1585, in a Field which belopgeth to Sic Percival Hart, Betimes in the 
morning the ground began to fink, ſv much, that three great Elme-Trees were 
ſuddenly ſwallowed into the Pir; the rops falling downward into the hole : And 
before ten of the Clock,, they were i overwhelmed, that no parr of them mighr 
be diſcerned, the Concave being ſuddenly filled wich water : the Compals of the hole 
was abour $0.yards,and ſo profound, that a ſounding line of fifry Fathoms, could hard- 
ly find or feel apy botrome;tenyardsdiltance from that place;there was another piece of 
oround ſupk in like manner, nearthe high-way,and ſo nigh a dwelling houſe, that the 
Iohabicants wete greatly cerrified cherewith, 


Ede: bridge in the Hundred of WF*ſterbam , was ever efleemed a Chappel of eaſe, 
tothe Patith oHefterham. The ficit char I diſcover by the beams of Record,to have been 
polſeſt of Edenbridge, were the Stargraves, who had here their capical Manſiop,which 
was known by theic Name, John dz Srragrave obtained a Charter of Free-warreo to 
Edenbridge, in the wwenty fxth year of Edw, the ficit, Sir Rob, de Stangrave was his 
Son and Heir, who was with Ed», the firlt, at the Siege of Carlaverack in Scotland , and 
there for his g:nerousService received cheOrder of Knighthood.anddyed (cifed of Eden- 
bridge,and Stangrave, the twelfth year of E.the third, Kot.

Delaware 1s a Seat of very venerable Account in this Parith : It was the Szar 
of Gentlemen of that Name as high as the Reign of Henry the ſecond. as appears by 
old ces now 1n the Hands of Mr. Seyliard; of which, Robert d: la Ware was the 
laſt, who abour the latter end of Edward the third, went out withour Ifive-male: 
ſo that Dionyſia Deliware, who was matched ro William Paulin, became Heir to 
this place, In Pals ic remained conſtantly refident , till the beginning of the 
Rule of Herry the fixth, and then William Paulin determined in a Daughter and 
Heir likewiſe, who was wedded to john Seyliard of Sezhard in Hever , which tis 
till inthe Poſſeſſion of Mr. Sexlard of Gabriells inthis Pariſh; and who deicen- 
ded trom Ralph de Seyhiard, who flouriſhed about the Reign of King Stephen : 
In an old Pedigree of Sey/:ard, now treaſured up amongtit the Evidences of De - 
laware, there is enrolled the Coppy of a Deed withour date, by which, Almerick 
& Eureur Earl of Glouceſter, who flouriſhed in the Reign of Her»ry the third, d&- 
miſes Lands tro Martin £t Seyhard, and other Lands called Hedinden to Richard 
at Seyliard, who were Sons ot Ralph: from which Ra{ph, John Seyliard Eſovire 
now Proprietary of this ancient Manſion of Delaware, by a Steady and unbroken 
Current of many Deſcents in a Direct Line 1s originally extracted, 

The Mannor of Sharzden in this Pariſh, was parcell of that EGate which belon- 
oed to the Lords Cobham, of Sterborough Calile not far Citiant, and continued fol- 
ded up in the Patrimony of this Family, till the Government of Edward the 
fourth; and then Thomas Lord Cobham of Sterboreough deceafing without Iflue- 
male, Azne, matched ro Edward Lord Borenwgh of Gainsborough, became his Heir: 
in which Name and Family, the Title of this place ſucceflively fireamed down, 
till almoſt our Times; and then the Lady Katharine Borough, to whom it was 
alligned by Thomas Lord Borough her Husband, to defray Debts and other Uſes, 
palled 1t away to Sir Edward Richardſon, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, 
whoſe Grandchild the Lord Edward Richardſon Baron of Cromartie in Scotland, does 
now poſleſſe the Signory and Inheritance of it,

of the Aid granted at the making the Black Prince Knight in the ewentieth of Ed, 
the third, doth warrant. For the Mannor of Mount adjacent ro Elham, 1s faidto 
be held of the Honour or the Earl of Ewe by Knights Service. In Teſta de 
Nevill, there is mention of Gubert Earl of Ewe, who then paid reſpe&tive A1d 
in the twentieth year of Hemry the third, at the Marriage of /ſabe/l that Prince's 
Siſter. F:om this Gulbere Earl of Ewe, it went away to Edward eldelt Son to 
Henry the chird, who obtained a Market and Fair to Elham, by Charter in the 
chicty fifch of Herry the third, and after he had fortihed ic with theſe Priviled- 
oes, in the forty firſt year of the aboveſaid Prince, conveys it by Sale to Bon- 
face of Savoy, Arch-biſhop of ( anterbury. Boniface, to decline the Envy and E- 
mulation of his Engliſh Oppoſites, *which he andthe reltof thoſe Forreiners and 
Aliens, had contracted upon themſelves, by their practicall Turbulencies in the 
Managery of the principal Aﬀairs of State, under Henry the third, paſſed it away 
by Sale ro Roger Lord Leyborrxe, a great Partiſan and- Confederate of Simon de 
Montforts, the popular Earl of Leiceſter, in his Quarrel commenced againit Henry 
the third, about removing of Strangers both from his Counſells and Throne, 
for which after the Battle of Eveſham; where that Simon was defeated and lain, 
he was by the Pacification made at Kenelworth, in the fiftieth year of Henry the 


third, ablolyed and pardoned; ſoon after which he dyed, and lefc this RO 
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with much other Revenue, to his Son Herry Lezbourn and he was ſeiled of it 
ar his Death, which was in the twenty etghth year of Edward the firlt, from whom 
it went down to his Son Sir Roger Leyberrn, who dying withour Iflue-male, 
Juliana Leybourn his Sole Daughter and Inherirrix, entred upon the Inheritance, 
and ſhe was firtt wedded to john ds Haſting:, and aiter to #iliam de Clinton Earl 
of Huniingtos, but by neither had ſhe any Surviving Iflue, nor yer apy collateral

Canterwood 1s, another Mannor in this Pariſh, whoſe Poſleflors, I confeſle, I could 
never trace out, by any Print of publick Recoro; rherefore I endeavoured to vive 
my ſelf Satisfaction, by the private Evidences: bur, the Heir being under Age, 
the Deeds were depoſited in the Hands of thoſe who repreſented iy Deſign in 
Surveying them through the Mills of Cautious Jealouhes and Diitrutis, and flo my 
Atrempr became fruitlefle, All che Intelligente 1 could gain (as in Relation to 
that place) was colle&ed from an old. Marnſcript, whoſe Hand ſeems contem- 
porary to the Time of Heyrry the eighth, and what I have drained trom rhence, 
I ſhall now repreſent to the Reader. Canterwood, ſays this Eicripr, was formerly 
the Eſtate of Thomas de Garwinton de Welle in Lutlebowrne, who flouriſhed in the 
Reign of Edw.the ſecond,and Ed. the third,whoſe great Grandchild #11!, Garw:nton 
dying without Iſſue, Joan his Kinſwoman, matched ro Richard Hat, was, inthe ninth

Now if you will 
know , where that place is ſeated, I anſwer, it is Gtuated in Chart by Smtton, 
where there is an ancient Farme, which formerly had the Repute of a Mannor, 
and is at this inſtant, as ic was in Ages of a higher Step, known by che Name of 
Lads, and was till, almoſt our Grandfathers Memory, in the Tenure of that Fa- 
mily.; after £44 was departed from the Poſſeſſion of this Place, the Netherſolls,

and in others of a more modern Complexion, which bear dare from Henry the 
fourth, and ſo downwards, untill che beginning of Hexry thteighth, the Hinck- 
leys are diſcovered to us to be the Proprietaries of it, and rhen this Name was

Claveriie 1s the laf place in this Pariſh,which may exact our mention: it did belong 
before the Suppretſion to the Knights Hoſpitallers,and was one of thoſe places,in this 
Track,which was a Commaundry tothe more general Seminary of this Order planted 
ar Exell, Upon the Diflolurion of this Order, here in Exgland, by Henry the eighth, 
who condemned their Diſorder and Luxury, only to improve his own, like the 
Lapwing, who cries molt when ſhe 1s fartheſt oft from her Neſt, this was added 
to the Demeaſne of the Crown: and King Edward the fixth granted it to Peter 
Heyman Eſquire, who was one of the Gentlemen off his Bedchamber , and grear 
Grandfather ro Sir Henry Hamon Baronet , who was the late Proprietarie of this 
Mannor of Claverty, a perſon ro whom 1f I ſhould nor affirm my elf fonally and 
extraordinarily engaged, I deſerved to be- repreſented to Poſteriry under the darkelt

Eaſtry gives the Name to the whole Hundred wherein it is ſeated, and was givep to 
the Church in the year of Grace nine Hundred ſeventy and nine, by King Egelred, that 
is, Etheldred, Father to Edmund Ironſide, Et eft de Cibo CMonachorum, lay the Records 
of Chriſt-( hurch, that 1s, ic was grantedto the Monks for the Support of their Kirchin, 
and was inthe firit Intention of the Gift, I believe, inveſted inthe Ecclefattical Reve- 
nue, purpoſely to expiare that Murder, which was at this place acted upon the Perſons 
of Ethelbert and Etheldred Brethren of Egbert King of Kent, by one 7 hunn:y : as if that 
dark 1 incture of Guilt, which the effutton of chis Royall and Innocent Blood, had 
{tained the earth with, could not have been aſloiled without ſo munificent a Donati- 
on. Inthe time of Edward the Cor'eflor, this Mapnor was held by the Monks of 
Chriſt- (burch, under the Notion of Seven Plongh-lands, nor was it repreſented un- 
der a lefſe Bulke in the Reign of #il:am the Conquerour, and was rated in the 
Whole , in Doomſ-day Book , at Thirty eight Pound , Ten Shillivgs , and 
Three-pence. 

There was an ancient Tradition that that Altar-Tomb, which was placed at the 
Ealt-end of the lictle Chappel, which belonged ro Eaftry Coxrt, was the Sepulchre

Heir, who was marched to Boreler of Beteleys Fleet in Af, and ſhe annexed this Place 
rothe Patrimony of this Family, in which Name the Ticle of this Place, hath been e- 
yer ſince ſucceſſively laid up. 


Ewell inthe Hundred of Bewsborowgh, was a principal Manhon of the Knights Tem- 
plers, tro which much Land was united, both 1D this Track, and iv Romney Merſh , 
where they held the Mannors of Hexy-Childand Eaſt - Bridge, as appears by the Book 
called Liber ae Terri | emplariorum, collected in rhe year 1130, and kept 10 the Ex- 
chequer.

was totally ſuppreit throughon: Chriltendome, The Crimes alledged avainſi them, 
were Pride, Covetouineſle, ſordid and unaturall Uncleannefle , and latily Private

uporl ir by that See, Which his Holyneſs deſcrying, wrapt them up in thoſe pre- 
rended Crimes, as the Roman Perſecutors did the ancient Chriſtians, in che skins 
ot Beaſts, that they might more eafily be devoured.

41, 
And lefr it to his Son Thomas Grandiſon , who dyed withour Iflue in the forty 
pinth year of Edward the third , Rot. Eſc. Numb, 36, So that his Eſtate here , 
and .in other places , was divided berween his Siliers and Coheicrs ; whereof 
this, came to be poſleſt by Sir John Nor:hwood , in Right of Agnes one of his 
Silters, from whom by a conſtant Line of Succeſſion, ir was guided down to his 
Son Sir Reger Northwood, who was extinguiſhed in a Female Heir;called Alb;ua North- 
wood, marchedto John Diggs of Diggs Court in Berbam Eſquire ; who was Sherift of 
Kent , in the ſecond year of Henry the fourth , and ſo inher Right, this Mannor 
devolved to this Family , and lay couched in theic Eltare voril the latter end of Hex- 
ry the eighth; and then ir was paſſed away to Barham of Barham-cqurt in Teſton, In 
which Name the Propriety had not been long reſident , when Thomas Barham Eſquire,

Num, 
42, And from this job», cid it {uccetlively flow down to Hexry Lord Cobham, 
who was attainced in the firtt year of King James, upon whoſe Conviction, this 
Mannor eicheared to the Crown; and that Prince ſome few years after, granted 
it to his Kinſman: Lodowich Duk: of Lenox; but he dying withour Iflne, it deſ-

Beam , 
either of Publick Record, or privare Muni:ments, can Conduct me to a Diſcove- 
ry; I find, acknwicdeced the noble Finily of Northwood; and owned the In- 

tereſt of that Family, untill the thirty fifrh of Edward the third, and then Roger 
de Northwood dying, without Iflne-male. Hequearhed ir to his only Daughter and 
Heir, Albina Northwood; who by matching with John Digge of Diggs (ourt in 
Berham, united this Seat to the Intereſt of thar Name and Family, and they to 
keep Life in her Memory, ( a (mall Preterment beyond che Fate ot humane Frailty,) 
that had improved theic Parernal Inhericance with fo great a Supplement of Ad- 
ditional Etare, erected a fair Monument over her Aſhes in Berham Church , and 
adorned it with a French Epitaph, which 1nitrudts the Reader, whoſe Duſt ſleeps 
beneath the Marble Repoſitory.

procured a Letter ro be writ from Peter Abbot of that place, to abſolve and re- 
leaſe them from all Obectence, to the Order of the (uniac's. And here was K. 
Stephen, Matilda his Wite, and Exſtace Earl of Boloign, his Son, Lord Warden of 
the Cinque Ports, and Conſtable of Dover Caſtle ſolemnly enter'd. Of which for- 
mer King ir is obſerved, that though his Reign were rough and rempeſtuous , by 
Reaſon ot his perptuall D-<bares and Conteits, with awd the Emprefſe and her 
Son, concerning the Title; yer were rhere more Religious Convents ereced in his 
Rule then either betore or atter;which made it appear though rheTimes were bad they 
were not impious, And certainly,tirom the uneven and imperte& Proſpect, which thoſe 
Times toided up 1nthe Flame and Smoak of Civil War, have aforded us of this

Another Confli& fell our ater this, between the Abbor, and Maior and Burgers of 
this Town, abour ſome Intrufions and encroachments made by the Townſmen, 
as was pretended, upon the Franchiſes of the Church. You may be ſure Thorz who 
relates it, is warped with a partial Engagement to his own Fraternity, and with 
that Caution you may read him.Upon the Diflolution made inthe Reign of Hexry 
the eighth, this Mannor with all its Priviledges returned to the Crown, and lay 
incorporated with its Revenue untill the Reign of King Charles.

which they aſſumed ar this place, under the Dilcipline of St. Beazer, Bur this 
Cloifier was ſome Ages 3f:er, partly by the Fury of the Dares, and partly by 
the Impreflions 'of the Sea, reduced 1nco a heap of*Ruines : ſo that inthe Reion 
of Witiam the Corquerour , William de Muneville laid the Foundations of a vew 
Priory in another place ot che Town; which was much avgmented afterwards by 
Williams de Averenches, who had married his only Daughter. Butir ſeems upon the 
former Devaſiation' of this religious Seminary, the Mannor had returned ro the 
Crown: for in the year one thouſand thirty and eight, Canstus reftored to 
( briſt-charch in Canterbury ( as the” Records of that Covent do intimate ) this 
Mannor of Folk$&ton; which Athelſtan, Son of King Edward, in the year nine hun- 
dred twenty and eight, had formerly granted to them for the health of his Fa- 
thers Soul, and ro the Honor of Uifhelme Arch-priett of Canterbury, but with 
this Reliriftion, he limits and bounds ths his Conceſſion, that this Mannor thus 
returned to the Church, ſhould never be alienared by the Arch-biſhop without 
the Conſent of the King and the Covent of Chr:ft-ckurch , who, it appears, joyred 
with Filiam the Conquerour and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and falined ic a- 

1n to this Pory, where it remained, untill it was torn away by the Snppreſſon, 
in the Time of *Heyry the eighth, and annexed to the Crown: Afterwards that 
Prince, in the thictierh year of his Reign, tranſplanted his Iarere(t 10 it and Yal- 
ton, by Grant into Edward Lord Clinton, and he the {awe year pzſled them away 
ro Thomas Lord Cromwell Earl of Eſſex, who being atr-inted in the thirty ſecond 
year of the aboxeſaid Prince : the Prop:1ety of FolkSton and W-lton, returned 0 
the 
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rhe Crown, and reiided in the Royal Patrimony , uncill the ſecond year of Queen 
AHMary, and then they were regranted to Edward Lord Clinton aboveſaid, who not 
long after conveyed them to Mr, Heary Herdſon , whole Grandchild Mr, Francis 
Herdſon, alienated them to his Uncle Mr, Joh» Herdſon, about the latter end of 
Queen Elizabeth; and he upon his Deceaſe (withour any lawfull Iflue,)gave them 
to his Nephew, Sir Baſil Drixwell Knight and Baronet, deſcended from the ancient 
Family ot Dixwell in the Nocth-riding of Tork-/ſbire. Who likewiſe making his Ex- 
it wichour any lawful iflue , Mark Dixzell Eſquire his Nephew became his Heir, 
and from him is the Propriety ot both theſe places deicended ro his Son and Heir, Ba- 
fill Dixwell Eſquire, | 

The Nunnery of Folkfon aboveſaid, being much deficed, was in the Time of 
Henry the third, reedified and ree{tabliſhed by John de Clinton, and John de Se- 
graveand Jalan his Wife;which was upon this ſecond Erection Rored with Nuns,who 
were to live as formerly, under the Rule of Sr. Beaxet, and dedicated to St, Peter 
and St. Eanſwmith. Bur when it was found, in the ſecond year of Herry the fifth , 
chat ic related by forrein Dependance to the Abby of Lolley in Normazdy, it was 
by that prudenc and cautious Monarch Suppreſt, 

There were five Churches anciently in Folk$ton, three of which were dedicated 
to St. Peter, St, Mary, and St. Paarl; all which and one more, whoſe Name is not 
now obvious, were long fince by the Afſlaults of the Elements, and Devaltations 
of men, utterly diſmantled: only that which was erefted in the year 1095, by 
Nigeliss de Muneville, and devoted to St, Mary and St, Earſwith, hath been roo hard 
a Morſel tor the reeth of Time to conſume. 

Folk5ton had the Grant of a Market procured ro be held here weekly on the 
Thurſday, by the Mediation of Geffrey Fiuz-Peter, in the fixth year of King Jobn, 
which was confirmed ro #illam de Averenches, 1n the ſixteenth year of the above- 
ſaid Prince, and renewed to Sir John Segrave, in the twenty ſecond year of Edw, 
the third, 

Richard the ſecond granced to Sir John Clinton, that a Marker ſhould be ob- 
ſerved weekly ar Folk#on, on the Wednesday , and a Fair yearly on the Vigil, 
apd Day of St, Giles, as appears Pat. 13. Kichardi ſecund: Membr. 14, Pars 2, 

Eabald King of Kent, about 1000 years ſince, built a Caſtle ar the South part 
of this Town of Fo/kFon, which being ſhrunk into Decay, William de Averenches 
erecied a Fort in the year 1068, onthe Foundation of the tormerly demoliſhed Pile, 
whole ruinous Shell or Skeleton is yer viſible, 

I have ſeen a Leate by ſome injurious Hand torn out from the Lerger Book of 
Folios ,which (ers forth the entertainment which the Family of Poynings were co have, 
when they came to hear Maſle ar the Priory; a ſubcle Artitice uſed by the Monks of 
that Age, to catch rhe Benevolence of the noble(t and molt opulent Families of 
che Nation, that certainly (had nor the Statute of - Mortmain, or Law of Amori- 
zarion made in the ſeventh year ot Edward the firſt, reſtrained and contracted the 
unli;mied Bounty of the Laity to theſe religious Cloiſters ,) almoſt all the Land 
which was of ſecular Intereſt, had been ingulphed in the Revenue of the Church: 
{ſo rhat as one well obſerves this over-aCtive and- operative Devotion, would have 
dedicated all tro God , and haye left Lictle or Nothing to have given to 
Ceſar. 
 Terlingham and Ackbanger, were the Patrimony as high as the Reign of the 
Conquerour ( as Doomſday in(tructs us ) of William de Muneville, the Repairer and 
Reſtorer, if not Foundzr and Eitabl:ſher of Folkor priory. By whoſe Daughter 
and Heir they devolved to Wilkkam de Averenche: , who had Iflue Wifiam de Ave- 
reache:, in whom the male-line failed, ſo that Matilda de Averezches his Sole Heir 
by matching with Hamon de Crevequer, Baron Leeds Calle, made them parcel of 
tis Demeaine: who by his Addiction, ſo ſwelled his Eſtate, that he was ltyled che 
great Lord of Kent, and was of that Eftteem in this County, that by a generall 
Conſent an Councell of the Barons of the Cinque-ports, the Cuſtody of the Sea- 
Coalt from Haſtings to Pool, was commirred to his Care and Inſpe&on,. Pat, 19, 
Hen, tertus M:mb, 14. And he held theſe Manyors at his Death , which was in 
the forty ſeventh year of Henry the third, Rot, Eſc. Num. 33. And left — 
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his Son tiamon Ae Crevequer, who was enwrapt in the Faction and Rebellion of 
Simon d& Montfort Earl of Leiceſter, raiſed againit Eexry th. third ; but was, by 
that At of Oblivion erd Clemencyz liyled Diftlam de Kenilworth. Faſle Bihar 
Prince in the hifrieth year of his Reign, called to Mercie, and to nat Lac. Th 
his Eliate » ExXCCPLINg Leeds-C: file, berjted, Chetham, and ſome other TC1ces bur 
dyed without Ifiue; to that Eleanor marched to Pertram de (Criok > Jaltana fuk 
matched to Nicholas de Sandwich, and ſecondly to Roger az Segrave, and two O0- 
thers who were wedded to Lenham, and Pate hall, becaii.e, as they were his four 
Siliers, his four Coheirs, And upon the partition of the Elfiate, theſe two Man- 
nots Came over to be the Patrimony of Croll, and Bertram de Crioll above men- 
tioned held thern at his Death, which was in the wenty third year of Edward 
the firlt, Ror, Eſc. Num. 48, And left them ro John his only Son, who dying 
Childleſle, Joan his Sifter matched to Sir Richard de Rokeſley, became his Heir : 
bur he derermining likewiſe an a Female Heir called Joan, ſhe by eſpouſng Sir 
Themas de Pojnings , Father of Michaell de Poynings of Terlingham, raupged theſe 
places under the Demeaſn of that Family, in which chey remained, uncill rhe 
latter end of Hexry the ſeventh: and then Sir Edward Poymngs » g2ve them in 
Dower, with Mary his natural Daughter ro Thomas Lord Clinton, whoſe Son Edw, 
Lord Clinton, about the Beginning of Queen ary, by Sale paſſed them away to 
Herdſon, from whom by Teltament they Came over to Dixwell, in which Family the 
Poſſethon of them is il11l permanent. 

Morehall is a {mall Mannor in this Pariſh, to which, 11illiam ds Valentia obrained 1 
Charter of Privile.'ges: 10 the iventy ſeventh year of Heary the third. After 
him I find the Meorcball- ri> be Polleſlors of it, who ingrafred their own Name 
upon it, and fob» 4: Horehall, Pad reſpective Aid at the makivg the Black Prince 
Knighr, for his M-nuor vt Aorchall, 1n the twentieth of Edward the third, Afrer 
this Family was cxtir&. the £xkers of Calaham, about the Reign of Henry the 
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fourth, wee inverted 1n the Poſſeſſion, and not many years after, Prandred by one ' 


of the Cohcirs of Baker, become Lord of the Fee: from which Family, by Sale, 
it paſſed away to Si: . hywa. "rown, from whom deſcended Sir Mathew Brown Knie hr, 
who in our Grand-tathecs Memory conveyed his Right in it to Godmanzwho is fiill 
Lord of the Fee. 

Hope- Hou(e in Folk$ton, belonged to the Houghams, a noble and knightly Fami- 
ly inhabiting at Fiowghaw nor far difiant, and Robert de Hougham dyed ieiſed of 
It in the forty frit- year of Henry the third. In the Reign ot Edwardrhe ſecond, 
I find the Cl:»ton poſſeſt of it, and William de Clinton Earl of Huntmgton, dyed 
ſciſed of it in the twenty eighth year of Edward the third : and from him it 
deſcended to his Kinſman john de Clinton, great Grandfather ro John Loro Clinton, 
who about the Beginning of Hevry the ſeventh, fold ir away to Davis, from which 
Family by a Davghrer, and partly by Purchaſe : ic came over to Leſſingto», and 
he in our Fathers Remembrance , alienated his Concernment in it to Hopday , whoſe 
Son is the inſtant Poſleſſor of it, 

Bredmer or Berdmer, 1s the laſt place worthy any Confideration. Ir 1s partly fitu- 
ated in FolkFos, and partly in Cheritox; that there was a Family of this Name, was 
moſt certain.For in ancient-Deeds and Court Rolls of YValorgns,who was Lord of Che- 
ritow after Scetton : I find frequent mention of ſeverall of ghis Name, who held 
Land of this Family. But in the Book of 414, I find Mlam de Brockbull held 
the fourth part of a Knights Fee in Cherion, which was this, in the twentieth 
year of Edward the third, From this Name by Elizabeth Heir of Themas Brock- 
bull, it came ro be the poſlefſlion of Richard Selling Eſquire, and here it reſted 
untill the Beginving of Heyry the eighth, and then it was paſled away to Edmand 
Inmuh, a Retainer to Thewas Lord (!imten, who gave it to his ſecond Son Edwwnd 
Inmith, and he was extinguiſhed in two Daughters and Coheirs: one was married 
to Reyner, and the other ro Baker, who in her Right ſhared this place , and in che 
Reigp of Kings James, paſſed it away by Sale ro Bez, who holds rhe inſtanc 
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©prford in the Hundred of Blackheath, and Lath of Smtton ar Hoxe, ſo called 
Di: the deep Channel of Ravens-purg'd, The River that here {lyderh into 
the Tbames , was heretofore called /eſ?-Greenwich, from the turning of the River 
Thames in f{uch a crooked Compaſs, and the green Meddows adjacent, Giſlebert 
Magminst or Magmmot, for he was a great Favorite to William the Conquerour, 
was one of thoſe eight Barons and Truſtees, that were joyned to Jehs de Fiennes, 
for the ſure Guard of Dover Caſtle, and were aſſigned competent Lands for the 
maintenance of that Service : his Cattle or Scite of his Barony , hath been long 
time buryed in 1ts own Ruines, yer ſome remains of Stony Foundations , make 
me conjecture it ſtood ner2 Says Comrt in Browfield, upon the Brow of the Thames 
Bank neere the Maſt Dock, where the Skeleton of Sir Frazcis Drakbe's Ship was 
layd up, and in a very ſhort time nothing left of her:burt the Fame of her Captain and 
Steersman,; cannot perith, ſo long as Hiſtory ſhall laſt. 
But to rerurn to the former Subject, ir may appear by the Quire of Dover Caſtle, 
rranſmicred on Record in the King's Exchequer, that it had the Reputation of a Barony 
and theſe Knights Fees were held ot it,

there erected, made a place, in the Time of rhe late King, for feeding Sheep and 
Oxen, ſerved by Compoſition for the Kings Houſe. 

William Duke of Seffolky held the Mannor of Weſt-Greenwich, and one Meſſuage 
in Deptford, eAnno 29. Hen. 6, by Weſt-Greenwich, which was ment by thar which 
we now call Deptford Strand: and by Deptford, is ment the upper Town, where 
a fair Rrong Stone Bridge, lately creed, doth acknowledge the fole Royal bounty of 
K, Charles, by this Inſcription. 

This Bridge was re=:dified at the only charge of King Charles, in the fourth 
year of his Reign, Anno Dom. 1628, In former Times it was repaired at the

In the forty third of Edward the third , ic appears, that the Mannor of 
Hacheſham, was granted to the Priorefle of Derrford, and many parcels of Land Caul 
that came by Eichear, as held of that Mannor, lyivg in Szrrey, after the DeathF,; 1. 
of Jo.the Son of Jo, «Adam, were confirmed to that Foundation by the King: © 
all which recurning into the Hands of Henry the eighth,upon the publike Suppreſſion, 
this Mannor, with its Appendages, was tor ever fetled by the Crown, on the 
Company or Brother-heod of the Haberdaſters in Londoy, 


Eaft-Greenwich is the next Town to Detford, ſo called, becauſe it Rtandeth more 
Ealt-ward then the other, formerly ſpoken of, In Latin named Viridis Sinw., in 
Saxon CGreaawic, that 15, the Green Town, upon the Turning Creeke of the Ri- 
ver. 

In the Time of the D.nes Invalion, they ofren made their Road at this place, 
and made it remarkable, by their Cruelty, ſhewed unto Ealphege Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury: whom in the year of our Lord, athouland and twelve, they cruelly 
executed with moſt exquihte Torments, whoſe Death rogerher with the cauſethere- 
of Ditmarius Merſepurgins, who about the famerime lived, hath thus, inthe eighch 
Book of his Chronicles deſcribed, 1 undectiood (ſauh he) by the relation of 

d Sewald, 
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Sewald, a piritull Deed, and theretore memorable, namely, that the perfidious 
Crew of Norman Souldiers z under Thurkill, as yer their Captain, took that 
excellent Prelate, Arch-biſhop of the Citry of (nterbury, named Ealphege, with 
the reſt, and them alter their wicked mapner impriſoned and bound, yea and pur 
him ro endure Famine, and unſpeakable pains.This good man moved with humane 
Frailty, promiſeth unto them a Summe of Money , and for the obtaining there- 
of, did ſer down a lime berween, That if in this Space, he could not by ſome 
acceptable Ranſome, eſcape this momeprary Death, he might yet in the mean 
while purge himſelf with many a Grone, to be offered as a lively Sacrifice unto 
the Lord, 

Bur when as the T:me and ſpace appointed were come and gon, this greedy 
Gulph of Pirats, called forth the Seryant of the Lord, and in threatnins-wiſe demand 
chis Tribute promiſed unto them, to be ſpeedily and our of hand paid. Then 
he,as a Meek lamb, Here am 1,quoth he; ready to undet oo, (even for the Love 
of Chriſt ) whatſoever ye preſume now to do againſt me, that I may deſerve to 
become an example ot his Servants : and nothing am I troubled at this day, And 
whereas I ſeem unto you a Lyer, it 1s not my own Will, bur great need and 
Poverty that barh done it: This body of mine, which inthis Exile I have loved 
over much, I preſent as culpable unro you; and I know ir is in your Power, to 
do with it what yee intend: but my finfull Soul, thar regardeth pot you, 1hum- 
bly. commend to the Creator of all things. As he was thus ſpeaking, the whole 
Rabble of theſe prophane Wretches -hemmed him round about, and getteth ro- 
oether diyerſe and ſundry weapons to kill him : which when their Leader Tharkz/! 
law a far off, he came quickly runningzand crying,do not ſo I beſeech you,and here 
with my whole heart,I deliver unto you all my Gold and Silver, and whatſoever I 
have here, or Can by any means come by, fave my Ship only, that you wonld- 
not fin again(t the Lord's annointed, Bur this unbridled anger of his Mates harder 
then Iron and Flint, was nothing mollifhed with ſo gentle Words, and fair Lan- 
ouage of his, bur became only pacited by ſhedding his innocent blood, which preſent- 
ly they alrogether contounded and bleanded with Ox-heads, Stons as thick as Hail, 
and Billets hurled at him, 

And tothe memory of this ſaid £alphege, is the Pariſh Church here conſecrared. 
But far more ſplendid hath this ſumptuous Pallace been, ever fince Humphrey Duke 
of Glouceſter, Brother ro King Heyry the fifch, builded the ſame, and called ic 
Placerce , And likewiſe the Caſtle, and incloſed the Park : For doing them both), 
he had the King's Charter x1, Hen.6, Rex concedat quod Humfridus Dux Gloceſtrie, 
G Elianora uxor ej, poſſaent Karnellare Manerium ſuum de Eaſt-Grenwich, & Impar- 
care CC. cAcras terre mier Manerium ſunm prediftum, For it was not lawfull 

' forany man to fortihe his Houſe, or raiſe a Caſtle or place of Defence withour 
Licence from the Crown, for Fear of inward Sedition : and was therefore inqui- 
rable betore the Eſcheator in the twenty fourth Article of his Office. Item de 
C. ftellis & Deminicis Karnellatis ſine Regis licencia, The word having its deriva- 
tion from Charnexxywhichin French Geniheth the indented Form of the Top of a Wall, 
which hath vent and creii, commonly called Imbatrelling , becauſe it was very 
ſzrviceable in fight ro the Defendant within, who might at the loops or lower 
places, and other cranies in the Walls and Bulworkes, annoy the Enemy, that aſ- 
layled the ſame, and might alſo ſhroud himſelf under the higher Parts thereof. 

Afterward King Edward the fourth, bellowed ſome coſt, to enlarge this work. 
Heyry the ſeventh, followed ard beaurified the Houſe, with the Addition of the 
Brick Front co the water fide, But King Henry the eighth, as he exceeded all 
his Progenitors 1n ſetting up ſumptuous Houſes,” ſo he ſpared no Cott in Garniſhing 
Greenwich, 

Queen Azz, in the time of King James, builded that new Brick-work towards 
the Garden, and laid the Foundation of the Houſe of Delight, rowards the Park, 
which Queen Mar),hath fo finiſhed and furniſhed, that it far ſurpaſſerh all other of char 
kind 10 Engl;nl, 

In Memory of the many Camps that have been here, Cetrain places within 
this Pariſh, are called Combes, namely Eaft-( ombe, where that godly yoo Gen- 
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tleman William Lambert Eiquire dwelr, that gave ns the fri Deicription of this 
Country, in his Perambulation, and made this work rhe more eaſy ro :nv, ther 
ſhould endeyour turther Progreſle thetein; Facile eft rventis addere., arfficite 122 - 
ire. 

Weſtcombe with its Appendant Members, related io tbe nobles Family of Z.:%- 
leſmer, and upon the Artaind:r of »artholomew Lord Bavdeleſmer. eſchexting to th 
Crown, they lay claſped up in 1ts Revenve ; uncill King Richard the {econd.oran- 
red them to Sir Koberr ' Belknap the Judge ; upon whoſe Atrainder, they were oran- 
red in Fee to Kobert Bullard Etquiice Pincerne ſus his grand Boreler, That is the Man- 
nors of Weſicombe, and Spritlecombe 1n Greexwich; ewo Watermills in Detford, with 
their Appurtenances 1n Charlton and Writle-merſh , after which that Name. conti- 
nued a long time 1n this place, of whom. you may read more among the Sheriffs 
of Kext, untill about the tourth of Philip and Mary , Weſtcombe was alienated by 
Nicholas Ballard, to John Lambert E\quite, whole Succeflor 7 howas Lambert, not 
mapy years ſince, alienated 1t to Hngh Forth : trom whom it is l:tely gon over 
by Sale; to Mr. ,... . B:ddulph of London. 

Soon after the Conqueſt, this Greenwich , was patCcell of the Poſſeſſions 
of the Biſhop of Liſewx in France , and bore Service , to Odo then Biſhop 
of Baiexx, and Earl of Kent, After, che Mannor belonged tro the Abbot of Sr. 
Petres of Gaunt 1n Flanders, till ſuch time, as King Hezry the fifth, ſeifing in- 
to his Hands (by occalion of War) the lands of the Priors Aliens, beſtowed it 
together with the Mannor of Lewſbam, and many other Lands alſo, upon the 
Priory of the Brotherhood to the Monks of Shene which he had then newly erected, 
to which it remained till che Time of King Herry the eighth, who annexed it 
to the Crown, unto which it now belongerh, and 1s called the Honor Eaſt- 
Greenwich, 

Queen Mary and Queen Elizabeth , were both born here; and King Edward 
the ſixth, a Miracle of Princely Towardneſle, ended his Life, in the fame 
Houle, 

King Edward the third, 1376 iv the fifcy firſt year of his Reign founded the 
Religious Houſe of Friers Aliens, or Dominican Friers, Sir Joh» Norbury Knight, 
high Treaſurer of England, 1s reckoned a Benetactor ro the ſame, atrer the Diflo- 
lution of this Houſe, and its Annexion to Sheve by King Hezry the eighth, 

Another Houſe of obſervant Friers was erected here, by Kino Edward the fourth, 
as we read in Jo. Roſſe. Circiter Aunum Regt Edwards quarts, venerunt Fratres ob- 
ſervantes Ordinis eMinorum ad Greenwich, & habebant Cantariars & Capellam Sautts 
(rucis, And King Hexry the ſeventh; builded that Houſe tor them adjoynipg to 
the Pallace, whichis yer there to be ſeen. 

There are moreover in the Town, two Colledges or Almes houſes, tor the Suſten- 
ration of poor Per{ons, rhe one builded by William Lambert Eiquire, which he 
named the Colledoe of Queen Elizabeths poor People, and as the Prying Adver- 
faries of our Religion then oblerved, was the firſt Proteſtant that built an Hoſ- 

1tal, 
; The other ſtanding by Thame:-fide, was founded by Henry Howard, Earl of 
Northampton. Lord Privy Seal, Lord Warden of the Cinque-ports, and Knight of the 
Garter, And inlarged and Beautified the Caſtle, ( which 1s tamous iy the Spanith 
Fables) from whence there is a molt fair and pleaſant Proſpe& open to the Ri- 
ver, winding in and ont, almoſt redoubling of it ſelf, the .green Medows and Marſhes 
underlying the Citty of London, and Country round abour, Deſcribed by berk/ey in his 
Enuphormuo, ] 

And alſo for a L'env'oy to Greenwich,you may read the Verſes of Leland the Anti- 
guarian Poet adjoyning to Greenwich, Blackheath, of which the Hundred raketh the 
name , ſo called of the colour of the Earth. or Bleacheath ot the high and 
cold Situarion, for bleak Ggnifieth cold. Allo Campss Martz, it may well be cal- 
led: for belides the Burthen of the Daniſh Camps, it hath born three rebellious 
Aſſemblies. One. in the time of King Richard rhe ſecond, Moved , as ſhall be 
farther declared in Offham, by Job» [ylar, whom William Walworth, then Maior 


of London, flew with his Dagger in Smithfield, and thereupon , upon the Tradition 
S123 comes 
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comes that the Ciry had given themztor an Augmenration to their Eſchochen, a Dag- 
cer in the Dexrer-point or Canron, ſo to be born by them for ever, 

Jack Cade that Counterteit Mortrmer , and his Crew, conduQted the ſecond , who 
araying themſclyes here, and paſſed ro London, where rhey did ro Dearth the Lord 
Say, and others, and executed their malice upon the Records and Monuments 
of the Law; Burning down the Office of Armes, which was then kept at Cole- 
Harbour, burning, deltroying their Rolls, Regiliers, and Books of Armory ; Theic 
main Drift and Deſign, being to bring 1n Paricy, 

And their Inſurrection was here aſſembled, by Michae!! Joſeph Black-ſmith, 
and the Lord Audley, under the Reign of King Herry the ſeventh ; at which time 

/ rhey and their Complices received their jult Deſert: the Common Numbers of 

them, being diſcomtited and flaip, and the Leaders chemſelves, taken, drawn and 
hanged. 

of this laſt, there remaineth yet, to be ſeen upon the Heath, the place of the 
Smith's Tent, called commonly his Forge ; and of all, there the great graye-Hills 
of ſuch as were buryed, afcer the overthrow. Theſe Hills, io the Welt-Country , 
upon diverſe Champions and Plains ( where is no ſmall Store of the Like) are 
called Barowes,of the old Engliſh word Burghes; which latt word,melted inco Buryings, 
( being a Spring of the old Stock ) we do yer retain alive, 

The fhiit and laſt of theſe Commotions were ftirred of Griefe, the Common 
people conceived for the Demand of rwo Subfidies, Of which the one was un- 
reaſonable, becauſe it was taxed upon the Polls, andexempted none. The other 
was unſeaſonable. tor that it was exacted, when the heads of che common people were 
full of Perkin Warbeck, 

The third and middtemoſt , grew upon a grudge, that the People took for yielding 
the Durchie of Axiou, and Maine, ro the King ot Sicily: The coming of whole 
Davghter, (after that the King would needs have her ro Wite, notwithſtanding, 
his pcecontrat made with the Earl of Armenac) was not ſo joyfully embraced, 
by the Citizens of London upon Blackheath, wearing their red Hoods, Badges, and 
blew Gowns, as in Sequele the Marriage and whole Government it ſelf, was known 
ro be dereſted of the Country Commons, by bearing in che ſame place, Harneſle, 
Bowes; Bills, and other Weapons. Thus far , the Story of Blackheath proves bur 
ſad and tragical : That which remains, is of a more glorious and ſplendid condi- 
rion, conhitting of Ovations and Triumphs; for when the Emperour of Conftan- 
rinople, came to require Aid againſt the Turks, King Henry the fourth, with all 
Princely reſpe&, went to meer him at this place, and fo conducted him to 
London, And when King Heyry the fifth, returned from his victorious Conqueſt 
of France, the Lord Maior and Citizens of Loxdox, went forth in their belt Equi- 
page, 10 attend his Reception at this place, at which time the King made many 
Knights Bannerecs; And K, Hey, the eighth,that excelled in all Triumphal matters mer 
Anne Cleve, daughter to the Duke of ( leve. 


Graveney in the Hundred of Boughton, was in the year of our Lordeight hun- 
dred and eleven, by Archbiſhop U/fred, bought of King Kenwolfe, (as the Book 
of Chriſt-church, ſets it forth,) ad opus Eccleſie Chriſti, ro the repair of the Cathe- 
dral. In the year of Grace eight hundred and thirty, Werhardus a Prieft of much 
Power in Exgland, (by the injunction of the- Arch-biſhop) gave Graveney to the 
Monks of (briſt-church, which had been before ſnatched away , and then paſled 
under the Notion of thirty two Hides ; and 1f you will ſee how ir was rated , 
in Doomſ-day Book, it 1s thus there repreſented : Graveney, eſt Manerium

Here was a Family called Graverell, who were Lords of this Mannor, which Joh» 
de Gravenell, dyed poſleſt of , inthe fifty fixth year of Henry the third.

Graveſend in the Hundred of Toltmgtrow, was anciently the Poſſeflion of a Fa- 
mily called Cramavill, who had likewiſe very conſiderable Poſleſhons in E,ft- Kerr, 
Henry de. {ramavill, held it at his Death, which was in the fitty fourth year of 
Henry the third, Ror. Eſc. Num, 8. And Joan, Wile, I believe, of Henry de Cra- 
mavul, was ieiled of it at her Deceaſe, which was in the cighth year of Edward 
the ſecond, Rot. Eſc. Num. 53, After this Family was gon our, I find the Lord 
of the Fee, to be Regin2/d de Cobham,who was in Poſſeſſion of it at his Death,which was 
in the forty fifth year of Edward the third, Rot, Eſc, Nam. 15, and in Ages of 
a lawer Step, another Reginald Cobham, was ſeiſed of it, in the ſeventh year of 
Hexry the fourth : and from him, by che Heir Generall ir came down, to Bray- 
brook : and by the Heir general of that Family, it was tranſmitted to Brook, , of 
the County of Somerſet, irom whom deſcended the irfortunate Henry Brook, Lord 
Cobham, who being arttainted in the Beginning of King James, forfeited this

Milton neer Graveſexd, in the Hundred of Shamel!, was an Ingredient which 
made up that Eitare, which f-11 under rhe Signory of the Montchenſeys, Lords and 
Barons of Swanſcamp, Warren de HMontchenſey, obtained a Charrer of Free-warren 
ro his Mannor of Milton, in the thicty ſeventh year of Henry the third, and he had 
Ifſne William d: Momchenſey, who held ir at his Death, which was 1n the fifcy ſe- 
cond year of Henry the third: and lefr it ro Dioxrs his Female Inheritrix, wed- 
ded to Hugh de Vere, by whom ſhe having no Iflue , that might cranſmic che 
Poſlſeſlion to his Family ; the Intereſt of it was, by Jean, Siſter and Coheir of the 
abovementioned William, knit to the Parrimony of her Husband, Aymer de Valerce 
Earl of Pembroke, whoſe Son William de Valence dying without Iffue, /ſabell his 
Sifter and Coheir, being wedded ce Lawrence de Haſtings, afterwards Earl of Pem- 
broke, united ic ro his Demeaſn, and his Grandchild Joh» de Haftings , abour the 
beginning of Richard the ſecond, paſled ir away to Sir S:i10n de Burley, who be- 
ing attainted of high Treaſon, 1n the cemch of his Rule, becauſe, according to 
his Oath, being Knighr of the Garter, and Lord Warden of the Cinque Porrs,he 
endeyoured co underprop, like ſome Butterefle , the finking Prerogative of his 
Malter , againſt the onſers of ſome. of the ambitious Nobility, it eſcheated ro rhe 
Crown, And then the aforeſaid King , iy the fourteenth year of his Government, 
oranted it to John Holland Earl of Huxtington ; aud he nor long after conveyed it 
by Sale, to Reginald Cobham, whoſe Widow, Elizabeth was remarried to William 
Clifford Eſquire, and he in her Right, I find, was poſleſt of it in the ninth year 
of Henry the tourth. Bur after his Death, it reverrs to Braybrook,, who had mat- 
ched with Joan the Heir general of Cobham, and he determining likewiſe in an 
Heir general, matched to Brook , of the Welt-country , it devolved with Cobhazr, 
to acknowledge the Signiory of that Family, but continued not long 1n their Poſ-

The Arch-biſhops of Carterbary, had here an eminent Pallace, and held their Re-

Exſt-court, and Weſt-conrt in chis Pariſhywere anciently knit together, and reſided in 
a Family called Gr/;ngham. Richard. de Gillingham, Son of Thomas: 1 Gillingham, 
held ir at his Death, which was 1n the tweltth year of Richard the ſecond, Ryr. 
Eſc. Num.176. And leſt it to his Son Thomas Gitingham, who reſolved into rwo

The Grange 1n this Pariſh.ſomertimes Written Grench, didinthe Conquerours time, 
appertain to the old Lords called Haſtings, Anceltors ot the Lord Hoſtings now 
Earl of Huntington, In the Book Called Tejia de Nev;ll, kept in che ExChequer 
we read that one Manaſſer ds Hoſtings, held Grench by Serjeanty under King He, 
the third, and the particular Office, in ſome more modern Records is deſcribed, 
wiz, that it is held of the King (and nor of the Cinque-ports as ſome do ſuggeſt) 
by Serjeanty, to find rwo men and two Oars in the Ship, which carries over 
the King from Dover to Whiteſand by Calls, From Haſtings, it came over by 
Purchaſe ro Richard Swelt Alderman of London: whoſe Daughter and Heir Margaret 
Smelt Carried it away to Richard Croyden likewiſe an Alderman of Loader: in 
whom the male-line tailing, Margery his Sole Heir was matched to John Philipare 
Eſquire, Alderman of Londen 1n the Reign of Edward the third, and Lord Maior 
of London, in the Reign of Richard the iecond, by which Prince he was inveſted 
with the Order of Knighthood, for being ſo fignally inſtrumental in the Ruine 
of Wat Tiler, Jack, Straw and his ſeditious Complices, and had after the Addition 
of Gules, A plam Croſſe bztween tour Sword: Argent, Pomell'd, Or, as a Coar of 
Augmentation annexed to his Parernal Coar, viz, Sable a Bend Ermin, for ſetting our 
a Fleet of Ships, at his ewn expence, and vanquithing Joh» Mercer , and his pi- 
ratical Rabble , who had ſo intefied che narrow Sea, that the Trade of the Mer- 
chant, was broughr into a deplorable Condicion; and had ſunk , had he not buoyd 
it up again, by bis Care and Magnanimity, Yet how Jlaudable ſoever the work 
were, it eſcaped not the Envy of john of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, who queſiio- 
ned him at the Councel-Board, for that he being a private Perſon, had embar- 
ked himſelt in an Atrempr of ſo: much Concernment, without Order and Licence 
firſt obtained by che Srare : but by the noble Favour he received from his hono- 
rable Friends there, eſpecially Rychard Fuzallan Earl of Arundell, whoſe Arms he 
placed in his Houſe, as a Monument of Grat:rude, and left him a Legacie in his 
Will, he was fetched off with Repucation. But to proceed, in Right of the for- 
mer Alliance, he was planted in the Poſlefſion of this Mannor, and from him ir 
devolved to his Grandchild jJehn Philipore Eſquire. And he in the eleventh year of 
Henry the fixth, exchanged this Mannor with Sir Richard Bamme , Son of Adam 
Bamme, Lord Maior of Londen, for Twiford in Middleſex, and from him it deſcen- 
ded to John Bamme Sheriff of Kent in the ſecond year of Richard the third. And 
he gave ir to his Daughter Katharine Bamme, who paſſed it away by Grant to 
Kempe and Wiatt, Sir Thomas Kerrpe {old his moiety to Sir Thomas Wiatt, who ha- 
ving forfeited this to the Crown, by his unhappy DefeStion in the ſecond year of Q. 
Mary, 1t lodged in the royal Revenue, untill Queen Elizabeth inthe twenty fourth 
year of her Rule granted it back again, to the Lady Joan Hiatt, and her Son 
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George Wiatt Eſq; who in our Fathers memory, alienated it to Hayward: from which 
Name by the Heir Generall of this Family , it is lately broughr to acknow- 
ledoe Mr, Will. De Lawn of London for its preſent Proprietary, There was a Chappel 
belongins ro Grexch, which upon the Inquifition returnzd into the Court of 
Avementation; but upon the Suppreſſioninthe Reign of Hey. the eighth, was affir- 
med to have been erected by Sir John Philiport, I confefle I have ſeen no other 
Record, to evince any thing to the Contrary, and therefore I acquieſce in thar 
Teſtimony. 

Upbery is the laſt Mannor in G:ilingham, which was a Limb of that Demeaſn 
which related ro the Nunnery, at Minſter in Shepey: and when the whirlwind of 
the common Diflolution in the Reign of Herry the eighch, had Mook this into 
rhe Revenue of the Crown, that Prince in the thirty eighth year of his Reign, 
paſſed it away by Grant, (as appears by the original Patent) ro Sir Thomas Cheney; 
whoſe Son Hexry Lord Cheney, .exchanged it with other Lands with Queen E- 
lizabeth, and (hee (as is manitzft by the Patent now 1n the Cultody of Braſc z-noſe 
Colledge) granted it to Sir Edward Hobby ; who about che latter end of her Reign, 
conveyed it to' the Reverend eAlexander Nowell, Dean of Pauls : and he dying 
without ue, in the year 1601, lefc it for ever to Braſenroſe Colledoe in Oxford,

There was another Chauntry fourſded at Twidall, » ns Beanfits, which he makes 
proviſion for, by his laſt Will, the rwenty ſecond of November, in the year of 
our Lord, 1433 and orders ic to be dedicared co John rhe Baptiſt, avd likewiſe 
that one Prieſt ſhould rhere celebrate Maſle for the Soul of Himſelf, his Wife A- 
lice, his Father John, his Mother Iſabel, and his Uncle W:l;am Beaufitz : the Seats

Goodwenſton 'in the Hundred of Feverſham, was the ancient Seat of Chich, The 
firſt of Eminence, was Ernaldi Chich, who was a man of principall Account in 
the Reign of Heyry the ſecond, Richard the firſt, and King John: hor were they 
more eminent here, then they were at Canterbyry. where they had large Poſſe(- 
ſions, and unto them did the Alcermanry of Burgate appertain, Thomas Chich 
of Goodwerſton, was a prime Benefator, to the Church of Sr. Mary Bredmin in 
Canterbery,where his Name together with his Effigies are in an old CharaRer ſet up,in 
the Weſt-window,as his Coat 1s likewiſe in the Chancel, inſculped in Stone-work. 
He was Bailiff of Carterbary, an Office not contemprible in thoſe Times, in the 
year 1259, and again in the year 1271.. Thomas Chich, this mans Son, was She- 
riff of Kent in the forty. fourth year of Edward the third, and held his Shrievalcy 
at Goodwenſton, Thomas Chich,this Mans Son, was Sheriff of Kent likewiſe inthe 
fifceenth year of Richard the ſ:cond, and he was Grandtather ro Yalentine Chich, 
who matched wich Philippa Daughter and Heir of Sir Robert Chichley, Brorher to 
Henry Chichley, Arch-biſhop of Canterbary, but dyed wichour Iſſve-male : ſo rhar 
his three Sifters And Coheirs wedded to Kemp, jJndde, and Martin, ſhared his In- 
herirance, and by a joint Conſent, about the Beginning of tHezry the eighth , 
paſſed away their Eſtate here and at Ewell, in this pariſh, to Perdape of Rodmer- 
ſham : and irom this Name about the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth it paſied a- 
way to Fagg deſcended from the Faggs of Willesborough , where I find by the 
Court Rolls of the Mannor of Brabourne, that one Andrew, Fagge held Lands 
there of that Mannor, in «the Reign of Edward the third. Burt to go on, the 
Faggr had not long been planted in theic. new atchieved Purchaſe ar this place , 
when Robert Fagge concluded 1n two Daughters avd Coheirs, A” who was mat- 
ched to Sir John Proude, who was unhappily lain at the Groell, in the year 1628, 
whilſt he” did vigorouſly purſue che Quarrel of che States General, at that Siege 
againlt the Capital Enemy of - their Religion, and Liberty, the Spaniard : and Mary 
eſpouſed to Sir Edward Partrich, for his firſt Wife, bur dyed without any Ifſue 
ſurviving by him. Sir John Proud left only one Daughter called An» , who was 
firſt wedded to Sir Wilk»m Springate, and ſecondly tro Mr, Iſaac Pennington , eldeſt 
Son to Iſaac Pennington, Lord Maior of London in the year 1643 , in Right of 
which Alliance, he at preſent holds this Mannor of Goodwenſton, 


Goodneſton by Wing ham vulgatly called Gonſten, lies in the Hundred of 1inghans 
and was jormetly parcell of the Patrimony of Haſtings Earl of Pembroke, bequea- 
thed to. him by his Kinſman John de Haſtings; who was firlt Husband to Juliana 
the Heir generall of Roger ds Leybourn, John de Heſtings held it at his Death, 
which was in the forty ninth year of Edward the third, and fo did his Son Jobs 
de Haſtings afcer him, ard brings a pleading for it in the forrteenth year of R, 
the ſecond. After them the Malmains were poſlelt of it, who had ſome Eſtate 
here before, which they had by Purchaſe from Pine and Beauchamp , about the 
Beginning of Edward the third, and in this Family did ic remain, untill Hexry 
Malmains, about the year.......- deceaſed without Iflue-male, 'and then by 
Agnes his Daughter and Heir marryed to Thomas Golawell, it came to own the

Godmerſbam in the” Hupdred of Felborough, was given to the Monks of (hriſt- 
Church in {'amerbury, by Beornulfus Kipg, of the Mercians, in the year of Grace 
eight hundred rwenty and one; tree as Adibam; and ic was, at the Requeſt of 
Arch-biſhop UVifred, to ſupply the Covent both with Food and Raiment , which 
Grant Arch-biſhop Egel=ath, who it ſeems had ſome. Intereft in the Plate, ir zhe 
year one Thouſand thirty and fix, did fully confirm. And in the year one thou- 
ſand three tindred fourſcore and ſeven, Thomas Arundell Arch-biſhop of ( anter- 
bury, with the eſpeciall Licence of Rychard the ſecond, appropriared the 1iths 
of the Rectory of Godmerſham, to the Church of Chriſt-church, to the Support and

Yolands and Ford, are two other little Mannors in this Pariſh , which acknow- 
ledged themſelves anciently to be parcell of the [nhericance of Yaloigns, And 
Robert de Valoigns, dyed polleſt of theſe and much other Land in this Track, in 
the ninereenth year of Edward the ſecond, Kot. Eſc, Num. 41. Henry de Va- 
loigns, this mans Son, was Sheriff of Keat, in the fourteenth of King Edward the 
thicd, and he had Iflue Waretizs de Valoigns, and Stephen de Valoigns who * planted 
himſelf at Gore-Court in Otham, and is repreſented in Record, co be one of the 
Conſervators of che Peace for this County, in the twenty ninth, and thirty firſt 
years of Edward the third: but Waretizs de Yaloign: determined 1n two Daughters 
and Coheirs, one was matched to Fogge, and the other tro Thomas Alden , Son of 
Thomas ade Aldan, who was one of the' Conſervators of the Peace in Kent inthe 
tenth and twelfth years of Edward the third, and he in her Right was enticuled 
to the Poſſeſſion of theſe places.

Egerton 1nGodmerſham was a Mannor which formerly twelled the demeaſn of the no- 
ble Family of Yalexce, who weie Earls of Pembroke. Aymer de Valence Earl of Pembroke, 
held it at his-Death, which was in the ſeventeenth year of Edward the ſecond , 
as appears Rot, Eſc, Num. 75, And leaving no lawfull Ifue , this, upon the .par- 
tition of his Efate, increaſed the Revenue of Joh» (omm Earl of Badzencth in 
Scotland, who had married Joan one of his two Silters and Coheirs : bur long ic 
remained not here, for he deceaſed wirhouc any Ifſue-male, ſo that Joar his tole 
Daughter, matched ro David de Strabolgie Earl of Arholl, became his Heir, and he 
10 her Right, was found to be invelted in the Poſſeſſion, in the firlt year of Edw. 
che third, as is manifelt Rot. Eſc. Num. 85, And from him did it devolye by 
Deſcent, ro his Son and- Heir, David de Strabolgie, who in the ſeventh year of 
Edward the third, by Deed, ſetled ic on his. Kioſman Sir Henry de Hills , which, 
' Katharine his Widow and Counteſſe confirms, the twentieth year of that Prince: 
Gulbers de Hills, lieth buryed in Godmerſham Church, and as appears by his Pourtrai- 
ure in his Armour, was a perſon of Eminence in that Age, wherein he flon- 
riſhed, and from him, and Sir Hemry de Hills, did iſſue forch many eminent and 
worthy Succeſſors, who were Proprietaries of this Mannor, untill chac Age which 
fell within the Precinds of our Crandfathers Memory, and then it went away by 
Sale to Scot, a Cadec or younger Sprig of the Scotts of Scotts- Hall: the Heir Ge- 
neral of which Family, was Mrs. Dorothy Scott, who being larely matched ro Mr. 
Daniell Gotherſon,' he 10 her Right is now (though not withour a ſignal Conten- 
tion at Law, with ſome collareral Pretenders to the Title) peaceably planted in the 
Poſſeſſion of it. 

Godmerſham as the Records of Chrif-church inform mee, had the Grant of a 
Market, to be obſerved weekly on the Tueſday, and a Fair yearly upon the Thurſ- 
rn: _ Friday, in Whitſon Week by the Prior of Chr:ſt-church,in the Reign of Edward 
the third, 


Gondherſt in the Hundred of Marden, with the inherent Mannor of oy 26th 
were the ancient Parrimony of a Family of no cheap Account in-.chis Track 
which, as it choſe one of theſe Mannors for its Sear, ſo did it derive its Sirname 
from thence likewiſe, and was called Bedgbwry, and Certainly were of a very 
bigh Aſcent-in cheir Excraction, For in a Deed without Dare, one John de Bedge- 
bury demiſes ſome parcels of Land to Williazs de Comden of Comden Houſe in this 
Pariſh, and the Seal affixed to this Deed is a Cavalier on Horſeback, armed, like 
one of the Knights Templers, which argues that he lived before the Suppreſſion:

wood , Chief Baron of the Exchequer y and froin him did ir devolve to his Grand-child, 
Sir John Mamzod, who paſled ic away in out Memory to Colonel Sic Thomas Colepeper, 
Colonel of a Regiment of Foot in the Low Cauntries , iv whoſe Deſcendants the Poſ-

Shalford and Medgrove were alwaies annexed to Hack;ngton above mentioned , 
of which they were accounted, bur as Limbs or Ingredients, and inthe fourteench 
year 'of Queen Elizabeth, were granted in Leaſe for Lifero Sir Roger Manwoodfor 
Life , but the Fee-ſfimple remained inthe Crown , until about the Beginning of King

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Hadlow in the Hundred of Hadlow Borough & Littlefe;ld, $ave both Seat & Sicname to 
a Family ancient and conſpicuous enough 1n this Track:but whether the ſame with that 
Family which was ſeated at Had/ow-place in Crundal,is alcrogether ambiguous ; certain 
Iam that Edmund de Hadlow died ſeiled of it in the thirty ſecond of Edward the third, 
and from this Name in the ſubſequent Age ic came to the Crown y} but whether by 
Eſchear\, Exchange , or Purchaſe ; no B-am, ſcatrered from any private or publique 
Record, can ſo tar enlighten my Knowledge as todiſcover. Henry the lixch,. in the 
ewenty fifth of his Raign, granted this and many other Poſſelſions, lying abour the

Goldhell may be looked upon as a place of ſome importance , fince ſome Families 
of Eſtimate have been Poſſeflors of it , for firſt ir was the Poſſeſſion of the Beald:.; 
ſo they are liyled in the Survey, And when this Family began co movider away: the 
Title by Sale ſhitred it elf ro the Fromond: , a Name eminent cnovgh in this Track : 
and when they began to lavguiſh away into the common Frailty of Families : Johx 
Fromond ſold it tothe Colepepers of Oxenhoarth, And this Branch of the Colepepers con- 
cluding at laſt inthree Daughters and Coheits; one of them being wedded to Cotto 
of Lanwade inthe County of ({ambridge . mace this Part of the Revenue of that Fa- 
mily ; bur they defirivg to contract th: ir Interetlt into a nearer Circumference, caft 
this by {ale ivro che Poſletſion of Sic George Chowne , to whole Succeſlor it very lately 
entitled ic (elf. 

Goding and Crombery are Mannors of ſome Signal Reſpe& , fince they acknow- 
ledged themiclvesto be part of the Patrimony of Fromend , a Family by an eminent 
Succeſſion of Gentry noble and contpicuovs , which being by Time broken and diſ- 
ordercd; it not long atter was by { hamas Fromond ſold to john Goding, From whom 
afrer the 1erics of that Name was by the ſame alteration interrupted ; it was con- 
veyed to the Peckhams, where it had not long made its Reſidence, bur the Title by 
purchaſe (like an O-be never much 1D repole) rowlcd it felt from Thomas Peckbam into 
Vane, where for ome years 1t has refted, 

The Mannor of Aoatelard: ſhall b- the laſt mentioned, ( though nor inthe above 
ſpecified Survey, yer) in mine, in Relation ro this Pariſh, The firtt Family rhar 1 
track in the Record to be Poſſef{ors of ir, were the Bakers of Eaſt-Peckbam, in which 
Name the Propriery of it lay wrapt vp, till Richard B ker did deveſt himſelf of his 
Right, and paſſed it over by Sale to Burgeſſe ; where it had not long dwelt , bur the 
ſame Change untwined it. For Thomas Burgeſſealicenared it to Henry Leigh, and in 
his Succeſſor ( till a clearer Ray of more Modcrn Intelligence , dire&s me to believe 
the Contrary ) I think the Poſſeſſion 15 reſident. 

There are two other Seats ot Venerable Account in this Pariſh. The Mannor of 
the ReRory is the firſt, which inthe yea; 1287, was by Thomas de Inglethorp Biſhop 
of Recheſtey ( as the Records ot that Church vgnitie ) appropriated co the Knights of 
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St. John, otherwilc called the Knights Hoſpicalers , and remained locked up intheic 
Demeaſne , until che publique Suppreflion ſnatched ir away, and united ir tothe 
Crown , where it lodged until the ſecond year of Edward the ſixth , and then it was 
oranted to Sir Ralph Vane, whoſe Deſcendant abourthe middle of Queen Elizabeth 
raſſed it away to Koger Twiſden Elquire , Captain of a Troop of Kentiſh Gentlemen 
at the Camp formed at Tilbury, to oppoſe the Hollile Eruptions of the Spaniin 
the year 1588, And from him it is now come by Defcent to be poſſeſt by his Grand- 
child, that learned and accompliſhed Gentleman Sir Roger Twiſden of Roydon Hall, 
Knight and Baroner. ' 

The ſecond is Fib-Hall, the Manſion formerly of John de Fiſer , ſo called , be- 
cauſe he was invelted wich a Priviledge by Gubert de Clare, Earl of Glocefter , and 
Lord of the Lowey of Twnbriage, to have the Fiſhing freely and uncontrouledly 
within his Juriſdition , or as tar as 1t did extend, fo that from this Immunity or 
Franchiſe » his Poſterity contracted the Sirname of Fiſter , and for ſome Ages, did 
the Right of it remain interwoven with the Demeaſne of this Family , till Richard 
Fiſher (old it to Jobs Vane Eſquire, from whom the ſame Revolution nor long after 
cranſporred it to Rivers of Chafford, and now the Title is ingrafted into a yonger 
Branch of that Family, | 


Halling in the Hundred of Shamel, has nothing remarkable io ic bur the Man- 
nor of Langridge , alias Bavext ;, for ſo it is written frequently in Records, and 
ind:ed not without ſome Reaſon to ſupport 'the Orthography ; for in Times of 
elder. Preſcription, it gave borh Seat and Sirname to a Family that had that Ap- 
pellation , and there 15 fome Track or Print yet of the Ruines of. a Manſion- 
houſe in that Feild, which is at this Day called Baverts ; and Roger dr Bavent 
died in poſleſſion of ir in the thirty firſt year of Edward the third: and when 
this Name was worn out, the next which we find in Succeſſion robe Propriet 
of it, was Lanpridge, a Branch ſpouted out from that Stem of La»gridge , whic 
was anciently planted in the County of South-hampton, And when this Family was 
decayed and vaniſhedy-and had left nothing to evidence to us that it had once a Be- 
ing here : but the adopting this Mannor into irs Name, the Poſſeſſion went into 
Melford, and here, afterit had had ſome ſhort abode, ir abandoned this Family , and 
Calt the Intereit of ic into the Patrimony of Raymwell, whoſe Succeſlor after ſome 
ſhort Flux of Time (as appears by the Book of Aid kept in the Exchequer) ſold 
it tO Robert Worton, 1n the ſeventeenth year of Hexry the ſeventh, and he ſuddainly 
after alienated this and other Lands to Whorne of Cuckston; nor was the Title any 
lengrh of Time lodged inthis Name ; for a Fare of the ſame condition with the former 
carried ic over to Vane, from whom ir flowed away inthe ſame Current , and by 
Sale empried ir ſelf znto Barnewell, nor was it lefle permanent there , for the ſame 
inconſtant Tide wafted it down to Nicholas Lewſon, and Sir Richard Lewſon his 
Grand-child, defirovs ro wrap up all his Intereſt within the County of Stafford, alie- 
nated his Kemtih Lands to ſeveral perſons , and ſold thoſe which were part of his 
Demeſne here to Barber. | 

The Mannor of Halling it ſelf was given to the Church of Rocheſter, by Egbert 
King of the Welt Savors, in the year pf our Lord 838. and has continued parcel 
of rhe Churches Patrimony inan vninterrupted Succeflion of Time, till the year 
1643. andthen the 1 itle was raveled and diſcompoſed, 


Haldex in the Hundred of Blackborne and *Barekley has nothing worthy in it thar 
may oblige a Remembrance, bur only Hales-place , from whence, as from their 
Fountain, the ſeveral Streams of the Hales, that in divided Rivulets have ſpread 
themſelves over the whole County , did originally break forth. But where this 
Hales-place 1s now placed, or in what Angle of the Pariſh it js fituated : 1 confeſle 
I cannot inſtru my ſelf, unleſle ic be that Great Houſe which was the Original Seat 
of the Scots , before they planted at Congerherſt in Hawkherſt , and which Reginald Scor 
fold ro Sir Edward Hales, Indeed it is otten mentioned in the Pedigree of Hales , and 
likewiſe 10 th: Deeds of that Family , as lying in Halden, which is evidenceenough 
that there was ſuch a Manſon 1n this Pariſh; though peradvencure through 
neglect 
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Neele& and Diſuſe , and by altering 1s Poſleflor , it haveat preſent lo{t irs Name, 

Halftow in the Hundred of Hes, w:s anciently part of the Barony: of Bardelph; 
bur did not lopg reſt here , for /ſo/da the Davghier and Co-heir of Hugh de Bardolph, 
being married ro Henry Lord Grey, this was thrown into that Scale (with other De- 
meſnes of vaſt Eſtimate ) which did after ſwell the Revenue of this Barop into a 
huge Dimenfion, ' Bur, as all ſublunary rnatters have the Fare of anuncertain incon- 
itancy written in indelible Charatters upon them, {o hid this; for Kichard Lord 
Grey, this mans Succeflor, ſold it to jJ2hz Lord Cobham, and he diedpofleſt of it.in 
the thirty fixth year of Edward the third, trom- whole Heir an equivalent Yiciffirude 
reſigned it up to the illuſtrious Family of Zoxch ; and Witham La Zouths extracted 
from the Zonches of Haringworth 'in the County: of North-hampton , died aQually 
pollett of ir io the fifch year of Richard the ſecond ; and atterthe Title had been ſome 
years knit tothe Relation and Intereſt of this Family, ir.was at length corn off by the 
rough Hand of Time , and by Sale ſurrendered up to Norrz, from whoſe Heir by 
as quick a Tranſition 1 conveyed it ſelf over to: Sir Edward Hales Grand-father to 
Sir Edward Hales Baronet, now ſurviving. 


Halfed'in the Hundred of Codſieath was the Inheritance of a good old Family 
called Malavill, who were of no conrerprible Account in this part of the County 
for in the Pipe-Rols, relating tothe Raign of King John, I diſcover , that - Robert 
de Malavill was ene of the Recognttores magne Aſſiſa, in che fourth year of that Prince, 
and then again in the ſeventh year of his Rule , he was dignihed with that eminent 
Place of Truſt , and he had Iflue Wiliam de Malavil, who. was in the enjoyment 
of this Mannor at his Deach, which was inthe Raign of Henry the third , as appears 
by aneſchear Roll, marked wich rhe pumber .56, And inthis Family did the Righe 
and Title of it lic involved; untill the latrer End of Edward the third ; and then the 
noted Family of Bures ept by Purchaſe intoche Pofſeſſon,and John Bures, (as appears 
rome by anold Deed ) held it inthe fourth year of Richard the ſecond ;/ he was Son 
of Willtam Bures, who paid reſpeQive Aid- for part of a Knights-fee, which lay in 
Bromley, in'the rwentieth year of Edward-the chird , ar making the Black Prince 
Knight ; and Wikiam Bures Sonof John lies enrombed in Ha/fed Church-, pourtraied 
ar length ip Braſs, and mail'd in Armor upon a fair Grave-ſtone ,. being Marble, 
with this Inſcription : Hic jacet Wilielmus Bures Armigers Dominus Manern de Hal- 
fted, qui obut 1454. And this was he who was Sheriff of Kext, in the eleventh year 
of Henry the fixth : But after his- Death ic was nor lone in the Fruition of this 
Name; for about the Beginning of Edward the fourth, 1 find ic in the Hands. of 
Thomas Bourchier , deſcended from the Bourchiers of Eſſex; and he about the Latter 
| End of that Prince, paſled it away to Stephen Petley Eſquire, who lies buried'in Hal- 
Ffted Church, And in this Family was the Tile fixed , unrill the Beginning of King 
James, avd then the Faraliry of Sale did alternate the Poſſeſhon , and annexed it to 
the Inhericance of Sir 7 homas Watſon, who dying without Iſſue-male ;-, his only 
Daughter and Heir wzs eſpouſed to Sir #1llam Pope , afterwards created Earl of Downe 
in Ireland by King James, and ſo in her Right this Mannor became the Inhetirance 
of his Son, the Righr Honourable #ilkam Earl of Downe, who not many years fince 
paſſedit away to Mr, Edward Afb, whoſe Widow Mrs. ..,..,...

The Church of Halfow , (28 the Records of Chrift-chvrch inftru us) was given 
by Boniface Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, to buy. Books for the Chaunter of rhar 
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Hamme in the Hundred of Eaftry , was, asthe Records of Chrilt-church in Cax- 
terbury inform me, given to the Prior and Monks of char Covent in the year 934, 
by one Eyifieda ; bur how ic was rared 1n-the Conqueror's Time, when, if nor all, 
yer at lealt the principal parr of this County-was ſurveyed , the Pages of Doomeſ- 
day Book are filent : In briet, the Moity of this Mannor, (for one Half of it was 
alwaies under the Juriſdiction of Lay-proprieraries ) being by the Donation above- 
ſaid , made parcel of the 'S. iritual Patrimony , remained treaſured up in the Re- 
venue of the Church, as in an unviolable Exchequer , until both the Covent of 
Chriſt-church, and all irs Demeaſne , was ſurrendered into the Hands of Hemry the 
eighth, and that Prince in the thirry ffth year of his Raign, granted thar parc of ic 
which belonged to the Priory of Chriſt-church co Sir Thomas Moile » who not long 
afrer paſſed ir away to 'Sir Robert Oxenbridge Knight , from which Family in our 
Grand- fathers memory ic went away by Sale co Bois of Berſhanger, 

The other Moity of Hamme, belonged to the Criolts of Walmer , of which Family 
I ſhall ſpeak more- at-rhat Place : Simon de Criod, as I diſcover by oid Deeds , held 
it in the Raign of King John and Herry the third, and tranſmitted it ro his Son 
Nicolas de Criell, who held it at his Death, which was in the one and thittieth 
of Edward the firſt, and from him did it by the lieps of ſeveral Generations deſcend 
to Sir Thomas Crioll, who was ilain at the ſecond Battle of Sr. eAlbazs, ramely, 
and in cold Blood, that is , he was beheaded by Queen Margare:, wite to King 
Henry the fxth, in the thirty eighth of char Prince's Raign , becauſe he had been 
an eager Partiſan of che Houſe of Yorke, and being chus infortunarely cur off, left rhat 
oreat Eftare he was poſleſt of, in this County', to two Daughters and Co-heirs , one of 
Which was matched tor his ſecond wife to John Fogg of Repton Eſq; Son and Heir of Sir 
William Fogg, and he had Iflue by her Thomas Fogg, Serjeant Porter of Callis Eſquire » 
a Place of eminent Truſt and Concernment in thoſe Times, And he ended in two 
Davghters and Co-heirs; Anne firſt matched tro Mr, william Scott, Brother of Sir 
Reginald ; and ſecondly , to Mr. Henry Iſham, and Alice firſt wedded to Edward Scott, 
of rhe Moat 14 Suſſex Eſquire, and after to Sir Robert Oxenbridge, of the County 
of South-haxzpton ; bur the Moiry of this Mannor of Hamme, upon the dividing the + 
Eſtate into equal Portions, fell ro be the Inheritance of Edward Scott , in Right of 
Alice -his wife, and his Deſcendant 1n our Grand-fathers Remembrance alienated 
all\his Incereſt and Concernment here, ro Bois of Berſhavger , whoſe Succeſſor Mr. 
John Bois of Betſhanger Eſquire , is now entirely poſleft of this Mannor ; as namely , 
of that Moiry , which came over to this Family , by Purchaſe from Oxenbriage , as 
well as of chat, which devolved co this Name; by Purchaſe tcom Scott. 


Harbledowne 1n the Hundred of Yeſtgate , though ar preſent but an obſcure Village, 
and nor of 'much Eminence , was in Time of more ancient Dare famous for three 
memorable Places. Firſt, tor an old Chappel fituated upon the Margin of that 
Precipice which overlooks that way which leads ro Canterbury, In which Oratory, as 
Tradition informs vs , was preſerved the Slipper of Thomas Becket , taken from one 
of his Feer- after his being deſtroyed ar his own Church at Canterbury, and which, 
as Report infinuates, was beſpatrered with his Blood; rhis being curiouſly enchaſed 

{ with Diamonds ( ſo much did thoſe Times dote on this then reputed Saint and Mar- 
tyr) was let down tor Paſſengers, who travelled to Cazterbury to offer up their Qri- 
zons at his Shrine, to adore with a kiſs ; nor was it returned, bur full fraighted and 

laden with'the Benevolences of devored Pilgrims. 

The ſecond was Polres, which anciently had and till keeps the Repute of a Man- 
nor « John de Polre', Son of John de Polre payd reſpettive Aid for it, in the twentierh 

ar of Edward the third; and when after ſome expiration of Time, this Family 
'treb ro find the common Sepulcher which waits vpon all Humane Glory , Decay 
and Oblivion; the Marrs, a Name of generous extraction in this Track , Rept 
in ani by Purchaſe became Lords of the Fee, and heldir , till the Name being con- 
trated into Arne Sole Daughter and Heir of Jo, Martin by marriage with Roger Brent; 
ic was knir to the Patrimoty of chat Family , and ſo for ſome years remained un- 
diſlolyed, till the Union by Sale was broken ; and not long fince paſled oyer to 
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Sir 7 homas Bind ; where, at preſent, the Poſſethon is wound vp with the other De- 
meaſne of that Family. 

The Mannor of Beverley is a third place of Note in Harbl:downe, It was the Sear 
of the ancient Family of Beverley, before they removed to Tarxcrey Ifland in Ford- 
wich; and having remained Proprieraries of ic many Generations , by Eflux and 
Deſcent it was guided down to Wilkam Beverley Eſquire z from whom the Title eb- 
bed away » and in whom the Name determined; tor, he deceafing without Iflue 
Male, Bearrix was his only Daughter and Heir, who was matched to 7 homaar Nor- 
ton Eſquire , by which Alliance, rhe Title of this place became imeer-woven with 
his Inheritance , and continued claſped up in 1t,-until the middle of the Raign of 
Queen Elizabeth, and then it was conveyed to Merſeday, in which Family it had 


a ſerled Refidence , until. ſome ſew years hince the Mutation of Sale brought it toone- 


Mr. coo Richardſon for its Proprietary, 

Lanfranck,, Arch-biſhop of C. nterbury, in the year 1071, Founded an Hoſpital 
at Harbledowne tor Lepers , employed x to Wane to the Uſe of aged people. Williams 
Wittleſey Atch-biſbop of Canterbury,in the year 1371. founded a Chauntry herezand de- 
; os it to the Honor: of St, Nicholas, which Foundation, in the year 1403, 
Was by Arch-biſhop «Arundel fully ratified and confirmed, 


Nether- Hardres in the Hundred of Bridge and Petham,is eminent for two Places firu- 
ared within the Precin&s and Amburs of ic. The firtt is Hepington, which cercainly was 
anciently the Chichs of the Dungeon 1n Canterbary ; for I have teen a Record , wherein 
Nicolas Meſmgham releaſes his Right in this and divers other Lands confining on Can- 
terbury to 7 he.Chich, But ler it be granred,it wastheirs;certainly the Title was very yo- 
latile and incerrain;tor I find the Foggs when they expired,co be next in Poſſeſſion of it, 
which was as high as the entrance into the Raign of Hen. the fourth, And here for ſome 
Ages the Title fixc ic felt, rill ar length che Fatalicy of Time paſled ic over by, Sale 
to Hales , one of whoſe Succeflors has lately ſold the Manſion Houſe to Sir Thomas 
Godfrey , bur (iill preſerves the Propriety of the Mannor it ſelf in his Name, 


Lindeſbore , bur vulgarly called L:nſore, 1s the ſecond Place char ObyzRts ir ſelf to 


a Conſideration, In the eighth of Edward the third an Original Fine repreſenrsir 
ro be Thomas de Garwinton's; and here many years the Poſlefſfion was retident, rill 
Joan his Niece , became (by Reaſon her Nephew Thomas Garmnton, Grand-child 
to this Thomas de Garwinon died without Iflue ) the Heir General of chis Family, 
and ſhe being married to Richard Hat , a Cader of the Hants of Hautsborne , alias 
Bi:ops- Boyne , made this, part of their Demeaſne ; but this Name hot long after 
concluding in Margery Haut, Sole Davghter and Heir to Richard Haut; the be- 
ing made the wite of William Iſaack of Blackmansbery in Bridge, involved this in her 
Husbands Revenue, to which, after it had been {ome rime united, ic was by Sale 
from this Family carried over to John Brent Eſquire : and this Name, ſome narrow 
DiRance of Time after reſolving into a Daughter and Heir called Margaret , who 
was married to John Dering , this became part of his Eltate , and fo continued till 


his Succeſſor not long fince told it to Young of Canterbury, 


Upper or High Harares, call it which you pleaſe, is placed in the Hundreds of 


Eridge , Petham, and Lovingborough , and gave name to a Family which certainly was | 


of Saxon-extraction , being compounded of two Sexo words ; Erd, which ſignifies 
Earth , and Reys, which fiovifies Rrvoulets or ſmall Drils of water, And, more to elta- 
bliſh chis Opinion , the Record of Doomeſ-day Book informs us, that Rodbertss 
de Hardres held half a Sulling or Ploughed-land in Limnge , in the twentierh year 
of William the Conqueror : this man was Anceſtor to Philip de Hardres, who was 
one of the Recopnitores magne Aſſiſe, in the Raign of King John, and his Son 
Philip de Hardres was a man of that Eminence under the Government of Henry the 
third, that he matched with Grace, Daughter and Heir of Stephen de Harengod; and 
I have ſeen an old Deed, which bears the form of a Latine Will, wherein this 
Stephen ſettles his Mannor of Elmeſted, and other Lands in this Track upon this Phi- 
lip de Hardres; which Deed, though not dared , certainly relates ro the Time of his 
Deceaſe , which was in the one and fortieth of Henry the third z Rot, Eſc. Num, IN 
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But-rhough this Mannor gave Sirname to Hardres ; yet I find ſome others had an 
Intereſt in ic, or at leaſt ſome patr of it, before ic abſolutely and ſolely came to 
copfefle the Signory of chis Name: Olrver de Bohn obtained a Charter of Free- 
warren to his Lands at High Harares, in the firlt year of Edwardthe firſt, which 
was renned to Nicolas de rladlow or Hallow , who had not long before purchaſed the 
Inheritance of the above ſaid Family at this place , in the one and twentieth year 
of the above mentioned Prince ; but abour the larrerend of Richard the ſecond, IL 
find this Family quite diſlodged from this place , and the Sole Demeaſne and Pro- 
priety wrapped up inthe Family of Hardres: one of whom, by Name Henry Har- 
dres , was one of the Juſtices of the Peace for this County , inthe Time of Heyry 
the fourth , and Herry the fifth; and trom him, is deſcended Sir Richard Hardres , 
now Lord of this Mannor , who by a Title riveted and incorporatedinto him by a 
Chain of many uninterrupted Deſcents, does now claim the Signory of it, 

Southconrt 1s anorher little Mannor 1n #pper Hardres, which inelder Times was 
enticuled to the Propriery of Garwimton, a Family of fignal Eftimate and deep 
Root in this Track; for in an oid Pedigree of /ſaac, I diſcover that Thomas and 
William de Garwinton , were inthe Liſt of choſe Kent Genclemen that accompanied 
Hezxry the third in his Expedition into Gaſcony in the thirty ſeventh year of his 
Raign , which Delign by the ill Conduct of his Afﬀeaics , and worſe Managery of his 
Arms, was very ruinous and full of dyſatter ro that Prince: Bur this Family, about 
the eleventh year of Henry the (ixth ( as I have ſhewed in Bekesbourne ) being ex- 
tinguiſhed withour. Iflue ; the Heir General brought this Mannor to be poflett by 
Hamt , from whom ſome two Deſcents after, the ſame Fatality brought it to be en- 
joyed by Iſaac, in whom the Propriety was reftident, until rhe Beginning of Henry 
the eighth; and then it was conveyed to Diggs, a Family which had ſome Intereit 
in it ( as appears by the Book of eA'id) inthe twentieth year of Edward the thitd , 
and ſome Deſcents before; and from this Name not long aftec the ſame Alienation 
carried it off to Hales of the Dungeon, in which Family it hath remained ſo conant, 
rhat ir isthe inſtant propriety of Mr. ..... Hales, a yonger Branch of that Family, 


Hartlip in the Hundred of ils hath divers places of Account in it: Firſt ,-Gore 
Court , which wassin Times of an elder Aſpe&t, the Inhericance of a Family of 
thar Appellation : and I find that Heyry at Gore held ir at his Deceaſe, inthe one 
and thirtieth year of Edward the third , and remained with the Demeaſne of this 
Name, until the Beginning of Henry the fifth, and then it was tranſmitted by 
Sale ro Werdecre or Werdegar , and here it fixt, until the ſeventeenth year of King 
Jame:: and then William Werdegar , Son of George Werdegar, paſled it away to Sir 
Nicholas Tufton , whoſe Son and Heir John Eatl of Thayet is now the Owner of it. 
Juliana de Leybourne had ſome Etiate here at Gore Court , which, at her Deceaſe , in 
the three and fortieth year of Edward the third , elcheating with the Remainder of 
her Eltate ro the Crown, was by that Prince , in the fiftieth year of his Govern- 
ment , ſerrled upon the Abby of Sr. Mary Grfe on Tower-hill, which he had be- 
fore founded in the twenty fourth year of his Raign, and lay involved n the Pa- 
rrimony of thar Cloiſter , until the general ſuppreſſion , and then it was granted 
by Henry the eighth ro William Werdegar » whoſe Succeſlor ſoldic with that part of 
it which was alwaies of ſecular Intereit, to Sir Nycolas T ufton, 

Popes-hall in this Pariſh had Owners likewiſe of that Sirname, who likewiſe 
were entiruled to tome Eſtate at Gaeſden in 7 enterden , and continued Lords of this 
Sear, until the latrer end of Hevry the ſeventh , and then it was by Richard Pope 
Gentleman, tranſmitted by Sale to Chriſtopher Bloer , by whoſe Daughter and Heir 
called Olympia Bloer, it devolved to be the Inheritance of Mr, Joh» 7 »fton Ance- 
{tor rothe Right Honorable John Earl of Thanet , now Poſleſlor of ir. 

Ealgar or Ealdigar , now vulgarly by melting away the L, called Eager Court 
or Eagar Croft , was anciently, as appears by ſeveral old Deeds without Date » the 
Parrimony of Wilam de Elmeſied, bur continued nor long in this Family ; for in 
the thirteenth year of Edward the firſt , I findir folded up in the Inhericance of Roger 
de Northwood, and in this Namethe Title was reſident until the Beginning of Henry 


the ſixth, ard. then it was tranſplanted by Sale into Norton of Bordes ,. from whom 
in 
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in the fourth year of Edward the fourth, part ot it was paſled away by Sale to 
Champneys, and in the eighth year of that Prince, the Remainder was by the 
ſame Faralicy, brought to conteſle rhe Signory of the above-mentioned Family, 
from whom, Thomas Rider, held ir in Leale, in the Rejgn of Herry the ſeventh; 
and inthe ſeventeenth year ot that Prince,paſled away all his Interelt and concernmensr : 
init to Mark, Harr:s, but the Propriety of this place,cominued (lll in Champneys, And 
from him, did part of ir, in the twenty fourth year of Henry the eighth, paſſe 
back again by Sale ro Norton, and the Remainder in the thicty ſecond year of 
that King's raign, was by the ſame conveyance wholly remitred to the above re- 
cited Family, and made its aboad here uncill the fourth and fifth year of Philip. 
and Mary; and then John Norton, by Sale conveyed his Right in it, ro Gilbere 
Fremlin, avd he in the fifteenth year of Queen Elizabeth, alienated all his Con- 
cernment in it, to John Palmer Eiquice, Facher of Sir Amthozy Palmer, and Grand- 
farher of Dudley Palmer Eſquire, the initant Poſſeſſor of ic. | 

There is a Mannor in this Pariſh, wlgarly and corruptly called Grayney , bur 
in old Deeds Graveney, as being indeed the Parrimony of a Family of that Sirpame : 
of which Stem was Stephen ds Graveney, whom, 2s piivate Record informs me, held 
it inthe raign of Edward the firſt, and in his Deſcendants, I fifdir ſucceſſively conſtant 
and fixed, untill the Reign of Henry thefixth, And from that Prince's Rule,-I muſt 
make a leap to the Government of Heyry the eighth, and then I findit in the Tenure of 
John Maney of Biddenden Eſquire , great Grandfather of Sir John Mayaey of Lintos 
Knight and Baronet, the prelent Lord of the Fee, 


Hartley inthe Hundred of Acſtane, made vp a part of that Patrimony , which came 
within the Circle of that Revenue, which owned for Proprietaries the Lords Mont- 
chenſey, whoſe capitall Seat was at Swanſcamp, where 1 ſhall creat more largely 
of them ; bur it ſeems they had a ſpecial regard to this Mannor, for Warren de 
Montcheyſey , obtained a Charter of Free-warren to Hartley in the thirty ſeventh 
year of Henry the third, and left it enobled and ſecured with this Franchiſe ro 
his only Son, William de Montehenſey, who dying without Tflue, Joan his Siſter 
and Heir by matching with lam de Valence Earl of Pembroke, entituled him to 
this Mannor, and ſhe held it at her Death, which was in the firſt year of Edw. 
the ſecond : from whom it devolved to her Son Aymer de Valence, who dying 
without Iſfſne-male in the ſeventeenth year of Edward ſecond; !ſabell de Valence his 
Heir Generall, unitedicto the Inheritance of her Husband Lawrence de Haſtings , 
afrerwards Earl of Pembroke, from whom it came down to his Grandchild Joh 
de Haſtings, And he deceafipg without Iflue, in the year 1389, lefc it co his 
Kinſman K-ginald Grey, and he bripgs a pleading ior this and other Land, againſt 
Jebn le Scroope, in the fifteenth year of Richard the ſecond, and in the ſecond 
year of Henry the fourth, as appears by the.-Book of Dover in the Exchequer, he 
was peaceably fixed in the Poſlefſion, and was a perſon of conſiderable Rank and 
importance in thole Times, for he bore a pair of gilt Spurs at che Coronation 
of the aboveſaid Prince, But no eminence of Birth or Dignity can chain the 
Poſſeſſion of a place to a Family, when che Title leans upon the Wheel of an 
inconſtant and ebbing Eſtate, For the Reyolution of Sale abour the latter end of 
Henry the ſixth, carried it from this Name to Pexbale, and John the Son of Em- 
ma Penhale, as appears by the Book of Dover in the Exchequer, held ir in the 
ſecond year of Edward the fourth, bur the Propriety was not long conſtant in 
this Family : for about the latter end of Herry the ſeventh, I find it in the Te- 
pure of (reſſell, but ir was not long permanent in this Family neither : for abour 
the Beginnivg of Henry the eighth, it was by Sale tranſplanted into Ballard.and

Hawking in the Hunored of Folx$tore contains two little Mannors wichip its 
Verge, which mult not be paſſed over in Silence, The firſt is Bilchefter, which 
belonged to the Knights Templers, bur upon their Suppreſhon, in the ſecond year 
of Edward the ſecond, it eſcheated ro rbe Crown, and remained there untill new 
provizon was made, by the Starure called Sta:utum de Terris Templariorum, paſſed 
in the ſeventeenth year of che aboveſaid Piince, to enſtate it' on the Knights 
Hoſpitalers, and make ic part of their Revenue, and accordingly was united to 
their Patrimony, nor was any hand fo bold as to rear it oft; untill the. generall 
Suppreſſion of this Order, in the Raign of Hexry the eighth, did invelt ir in the 
Crown: and that Prince in the thicty third year of his Reiyn granted it to Sir 
Anthony Axcher in Leaſe: and he nor long after, aſhgned it to Thomas Sommerſall, 
by whom ic was made over to Richard Simonds, but the Fee-limple continued in the 
Crown, untill the year 1648. 

The ſecond is Fleggs Cenrt , which was folded up in that Demeaſne, which re-

Hedcorne in the Hundred of Eyherre, containd within its Limits, Firſt Moden- 
den, vulgarly called Mottenden, where was a Monaſtery for Monks of the Order of 
{rouched Friers.and founded by Sir Ric, de Rokeſley: rhe Head of which Covent, was 
called Miniſter, and in the clondy Times of Popery , was much reſorted unto by 
the: enchanted Vulgar, by reaſon of ſome ſpecial Priviledges they were endowed 
with, as'of granting of pardons, and others of the like Nature: all which met 
with their Sepulcher in the Ruine of this Abbey, and that farall and deſtructive 
Wound ir reccived in its finall Diffolution, from the Hand of Heyry the Go

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which Prince, vpon ts eſcheating ro the Crown, granted ic in the thirty wxth 
year of his Government, to Sir Amhouy Aucher, And he, in the ſecond year of 
Edward the txt, paſted 1t away to Sir Walter Henley, by whoſe Davohter and 
Coheir ir came to 7 howas Colepeper of Bedgebury Eſquire ; who in the tixch year 
of Edward the fixth, conveyed it to C briſtopher Sackviil Eſquite , from which Fami- 
ly iv our Grand-tathers Remembrance it came over by Sale ro Franklin ; and his 
Succefſor George Frank/in dying withour Iflue , bequeathed ir by Teftament to his 
Kinſman Sir ilkan Sydley , whoſe Grand-child Sir (harles Sydley Baronet, is in- 
tituled ro the 1n(tant Fee- f1mple of ir, 

Kents Channtry 1s a ſecond Place of Account in Headcorne, called ſo becauſe here 
was a Channtry founded by one John Kent, in the fxth year of Edwardthe fourth, 
and a large Demeaſne ſerrled upon it, to ſupport the Channtyy Prieſt that was to offi- 
Ciate there; all which 'vpon the ſuppreſſion was in the rwo and thirtierh year of 
Henry the eighth, granced co Sir Aathony St, Leger, whoſe Son Sir Warbam St, 
Leger, abour the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth, paſſed it away by Sale to Be- 
resford of Weſteruham , trom which Family in our Memory it went away to Sonth- 
land; and he very lately hath alienated ic troMr. ...; .. Belcher, now Mivitter of 
Gods Word at Ulcombe. 

Keljbam is a third Seat in this Pariſh, which may challenge our Conſideration ; 
becaule it was the Reſidence formerly (though now transformed into a Farm-houſe) 
of Gentlemen known by this Sirname , who might have been ranged and marſhal- 
led amonglithe prime Gentlemen ot this County , and bare for their Coat- Armour 
Eablea Feſſe engratled Argent: berween three Garbe;, Or.One of them Rood depicted in 
coloured Glaſlc in the Church: windows, with his Arms vpon his Tabard; but by 
the Afaults of Age, and other wild and facrilegious Impreſſions, is now utterly 
defaced and demoliſhed ; nor is the F2mily in-any berrec condition, that having 
many yeats ſince deſerred the Pofletfion of this Place ; for about the latcer end of 

ueen Elizabeth 1t was conveyed to Joh»ſon: trom whom very lately, iris come 
over by Purchaſe to Strizger, ; 

Rijvford is a fonrth Mannor circumſcribed within the Bounds of Headcorne, which 
in the twentieth year of Edward the third . was poſſeft by a Family called Perd , 
who ( as it appears by the Book ot 414) paid a reipective ſupply for ic, ar making 
the Black Prince Knighr, And here 1s much Land in this Pariſh, which bears the 
Name of Pend, a probable Argument of the Antiquity of it in this Track : nor did 
it yeild to Time, or deſert the Poſleflion of this Place, bur was copiant in the 
Tenure of ir, until that Age we call our Grand-tathers, and then it was alie- 
vated to a Family called Dominte, alias Fullaker ; the laſt of which Name ar this Place 
was Chriftopher Dome, alias Fnllaker , who not many years ſince paſſed it away to 
Mr. John Hutks of Newenuham , whoſe Son and Heir Mr, Stephen Hulks , does now 


poſleſſe the Signory ot ir, 


Herietſham in the Hundred of Eyhorne , was anciently a Limb of that Eftate 
which was enticuled 'to the Poſſeſhon of the Noble Family of (reſcy : Hugh de 
Creſcy died ſeiſed of the Mannor , inthe forty ſeventh year of King Henry the third, 
and his Grand-mother cAfargery was Daughter of #l/izm de Cheyney of Patricks- 
bourne Cheyney, as appears Clawſ. 52, Henrici tertis Memb, 6. i Dorſo, But he de- 
ceaſed without Iflue, and fo his Brother Stephen de Creſcy became his Heir and Lord 
of Herietſhams , and in this Family ic continued until the latter end of Edwardthe 
ſecond, and then the Poſleflion of this Place went from Creſcy into Northwood, as 
is manifeſt by the Book of e4:4, where Roger de Noythwoed is repreſented to have 
held this Mannor , and have paid a proportionate Ad for it , at making the Black 
Prince Knight, in the twentieth of E4ward the third, and he deceaſed ſeiſed of 
It in the thirty fifch year of that King's Raign, And ip this Name it remained fixed 
until the Beginning of Hezry the fiith, and they it was tranſplanted into the Inte- 
reit_of a Family called Adam , who had large Poſlettiors in £{zx , and bore for their 
Paternal Coar vert, a Plain Croſſe, Or ; and Joby Ada held ir at his Death, which 
was in the ninteenth year of Herr rhe fixth, and left ic to his Son John Adam ; af- 


ter whom I do not find apy more of the Family poſſeſ of it : for in the Raign a7

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Edward the fourth , I diſcover by ſome Court Rols that James Peckham of Yaldbam 
Eſquire , was Lord of the Fee; and Reginald Peckbam his Son , that was Sheriff of 
Kent, in the laſt year of Henry the ſeventh, kepr. his Shrivalty at Herietſham ; bur . 
after this, it was of no long continuance in this Family ; for inthe fifceenth year 
of Herrythe eighth , Reginald Peckham paſles it away by Sale to Edward Scort Eſquire, 
and he nor long afrer tranſmits ic by che ſame conveyance to John Hales one of the 
Barons of the Exchequer , and from him one Moiety of ic went away by Sale , in 
the twenty eighth of Hemry the eighth, to John Norton Eſquire; and the other nor 
long after to Sir Anthony St, Leger, Norton conveyed his proportibn to A{bburnhans 
of Suſſex ; and both Sr, Leger and Aſ:burnbam , in the Time almott of our Fathers 
Remembrance, by a concurrent Sale demifed their joint Right in ir co Sir Joh» 
Steed , whoſe Succeſior , DoQour ...... Steed, Dodtour of the Civil Laws, is the 
inltant Proprietary of, Herietſham, 

. Eaſt Farbon and Bentley, are two lictle Mannors inthis Pariſh, which belonged 
tothe Priory of Leeds; and'vpon the {vppreflion, were made parcel of the Revenue of 
the Crown, avd remained there unul King Edzardche fixth, in the fourth year of his 
Raign, granted them ro Sir Anthony St, Leger, whoſe great Grand-child Sir Warhans 
St. Leger , about rhe Beginning of Kivg James , paſled them away to Mr, ........ 
Steed, Father ro Dotour Steed ; who upon the Deceaſz of his Nephew Cromer Steed 
withoue Ifſve Male, as Reverhoner in Entail, is now ſettled in the Poſſeſſion of 
theſe rwo Mannors. 

Weſt Farbon, ſometimes in old Deeds, called little Herietham , lies likewiſe 
in this Pariſh, and was granted inthetwo ard fiftierh year of Henry the third, ro 
willam de Valextia, Earl of Pembrooke : Bur after him I rrack no more of the Fa- 
mily at this place ; For in the twentieth year of Edzard the third , at making the 
Black Psince Knight, it was held by oh» Pennington; and in the fourth year of 
Henry the fourth, when Blanch that Prince's Daughter was married , it acknow- 
ledged ir {elf to be under the Signory of the above mentioned Family , and conti- 
nued divers years ater united rotheic Intereſt : But in the Raign of Hexry theeighth, 
I find them quite vaniſhed from the Pofleſſion , and a Family called Hede or Head, 
enticuled to the Iphericance; and in this Name did it make its abode, until the 
Raign of Edward the fixth, and then it was conveyed by Sale to Sr, Leger, where 
it reſted until the Beginning of King James, and then it was alienared by Sir War- 
bem St.” Leger to Mr. Benedift Barnebam , who left four Daughters and Co-heirs , 
matched to Audley, Conſtable, Doble, 2nd Seame, who equally ſhared his Eſtate ; 
and this upon the diſiinguiſhing of it into juſt Proportions , augmented the Re- 
venu2 of Conſtable. 

Harbilton is another ancient Mannor in Herietſham; It was, in the twentieth year 
of Edward the third, the Inheritapce of Thomas de Malmains ; for at that Time , as 
appears by the Book of Ad, he paid a ſubiidiary ſupply for this and other Lands, 
at making the Black Prince Knighr, After this Family was mouldred away , which 
was before the End of Richard the ſecond, 1 findche Family of Mars was ſettled 
in the Inheritance. Yiliaw HMaris who was Eſquire, firſt to Hexry the fifth, and 
afrer to Cardinal Kempe, was Poſleſlor of it, and ſo was his Son William Maris 
Eſquire, who was Sheriff of Kent , in the one and twentieth year of Hewry the 
fixeh. After this Family , I find the oil: abour the latref end of che former Prince's 
Government , to have fteprt into the Inbericance; th: firlt of which was Walter 
Moile who was Jultice of the Peace for rhis County , inthe Raign both of Henry 
the ſixth and Edward the fourth, and left chis, anda ſpations Patrimony beſides, to 
his Heir | Johs Moile Eſquire, whoſe Son Robert Ao:ile, about the Beginning of 
Henry the eighth, alienared it to Geffrey St, Leger Eſquire, from whom the Title 
for many” years (treamed into this Family , until in that Time , which fell under 
our Grand-farhers cognizance, it was pailed away by Sale to Steed, Anceftor to Do- 
Rour Steed, who is the inſtant Poſleſlor of ir.

Family of Strabolgre , Earls of Athol; bur wherher or not ir de- 
volved to Mexander Balioll, Earl of Atholl by Iſabell his Wife , one of the Co-heirs 
of Richard de Dover, Lord of (hitham, 1s altogether incertain ; becauſe no Re- 
cord- that I ever yet ſaw , reaches beyond the above mentioned Alexander ; this 
mans Son was Jobs Earl of Strabolgie and Athol, who having forfeiced it in the 
Raign of Edward the firſt, whil he endeyoured to buoy up the Liberty of his 
Country of Scotland , which then ſeemed to be ſunk in its own Ruines , being 
crampled upon by the ſuccesful Artemprs of that Prince , it for ſome years encrea- 
ſed the Royal Revenue , until David de Strabolgie , Earl of Atholl, the firtt that 
altered his Name from Balzoll to Strabolgie , having expiaced his Fathers Diſlervices, 
by being conltant to the Party and Intereſt of Edward the ſecond , againſt the 
Ernptions of the Nobility , which then bandied in Compinations againſt him , had 
this with much other Land, reſtored to him in che fifreenth year of char Prince ;

W. ham is another Mannor in Hinxhill, which was folded up-in che valt De:neaſne 
of Crioll, by whote Davghrer and Heir ic came to Kekeſley , and by the Female 1n- 
heritrix of Rokeſley ro Poynings : 10 which Name it continued until the twelfth 
year of Henry the eighth, and then Sic Eaward Ponings dying without any lawiul

rhe third, Ror. Eſc. Num. 47, and remained tafined to their Inhecicance, until 
the latter end of Hezry the eighth , andchen by a itrange and mylterious Farality the 
Ptopriery of it was Carried off to Barrow, The St Ory 15 reprelented thus: John Bar- 
row being an Atturney , was called to frame a Settlement by Deed of Thomas God- 
chepe, and by his DireQion was defied to inſert eight Perſons into the Deed , who 
were ſucceffively ro inheric-his Eſtate , and being asked by this John Barrow , whe- 
therhe ſhould adde the Names of apy more, he was anſwered (becauſe there had tor- 
merly been reciprocal Obligations of Friendſhip between them) that he ſhould 
place his own next after thole eight above mentioned, It pleaſed the eternal Arbirer 
of humane Afairs, ſo ro order the viciſſicude of things that thoſe eight Perſons 
recired in the Deed, deceaſed withour Iflue; fo that his Eltare here at Godchepe 
devolved to Barrow, as his Heir at Law , from whom by Elizabethhis cldett Daugh- 
rer and Co-heir , it came to Mr, Rebert Edolph, 


Heo gives Name tothe Hundred wherein it is ficuated , and was a principal Branch 
of that Revenue, which fell under th2 Dominion of Bardelfe : Robert 4e Bardolfe 
held ir under the Notion of a whole Knights Fee, as appears by the red Book kept 
in the Exchequer , in the Raign of Herry the ſecond : and from him ir came down 
tro Hugh Bardelfe, who was rated for it after the ſame Account , in the ſecond year 
of Richard the firſt; but Hagh Lord Bardolfe his Son, not long after concluded in 
three Daughters and Co-heirs. IMawde was matched to Nicholas Points , Margaret

year of his Raign granted it to Robert Earl of Salisbary, whoſe Son Robert Earl of 
Salishwry ſold it quarto ( arols to Sir Edward Hales Knight and Baronet; from whom 
it is noi come down to his Grand-child , Sir Edward Hales Baronet, in whoſe 
Revenue; it, at this inſtant, 1s involved, 

Beluncle is another Sear in this Pariſh, whoſe Antiquity pleads for a Remem- 
brance: the firſt Family whom I find in Record to have been poſleſt of it was Foler, 
Jordax de Foliot held it 10 the Time of Henry the ſecond, and Richard che fir, by 
che fifch part of a Knights Fee ; and trom him did it deſcend ro Kichard de Foliot , his 
Son and Heir, who in the twenueth year of Hexry the third, paſſes ic away by 
Fine to Reginald de ( obbam, who was Sheriff of Kent, from the thirty third year 
of Henry the third, to the fortieth of that Prince, and was accounted one of the 
principal Seats which was couched in the Demealne of this Family ; and, in divers 
old Pedigrees and other Deeds, they are written Cobham of Beluncle, Of this Fa- 
mily was Henry de Cobham, who was ſummoned to Parliament as Baron , in the 
ſeventh year of Edward the third: Stephen de Cobham, who was ſuramoned in the 
eighteenth year of thar Prince: And Thomas de Cobham, who was ſurnmoned as Barons 
inthe chirry eighth year of chat Prince, And in Cobhamyand then Brook. did it continue, 
until Herry Lord Cobham and his Brother George Brooke , in the fick year of King 
James, being emangled in that cloudy Delign of Sir Walter Rawleigh , which con- 
tinues muffled up in a Miſt uncil this Day, forfeiced both their Eſtates, andthe 
laſt his Life. Bur King James reſtored this to Henry Lord Cobham , who dying with- 
ont Iflue it devolved to Sir William Brooke Son of George Brooke , and he likewiſe 
decealing without Iflue-male, in rhe year 1643. it Came over to Sir John Brooke, 
now Lord Cobham, as Reverhoner in Enrtail, 


Hollingbourne in the Hundred of Eyhorue, was given to the Monks of Chrift- 
charch in Canterbury, for to ſupply them with Diet, by Athelfan Son of Ethelred, 
which Mannor he had before purchaſed of his Father; and in the year gog, with 
his Licence and Conſent beltowed ic on.thart Covent , free as Adiſbham. If you will 
diſcover how 1t was rated in the Conquerors Time , Doomeſday Book thus repre- 
ſents it to you, Hollingbourne (ſaies that) eſt Manerium Monachorum, & de Cibo 
eorum & in 1empore Edwards Regis ſe defendebat pro V1. Sulling:, & nunc ſmuliter, 
Et eſt appretiatum inter totum hoc Maneriam XXX Ib, This being thus fixed, remain- 
ed from the Original Donation, locked up in the Ecclefialiical Patrimony , until 
the twenty ninth year of Hezry the eighth, and ther it was ſurr-ndred into that 
King's Hands by the Prior and Monks of the Covent aforeſaid, ard he thac year ex- 
changed it with Thomas Cranmer Arch-biſhop of Canterbary.

Bur little Okeley by the ſame Tranſmiſſion was transterred to (olemeley or Cholmeley, 
who about the latter end of Queen Elizabeth, religned up his Intereſt by Sale to 
Thompſon , from whom the ordinary Viciflitude of purchaſe not long iince con- 
ducted the Title downto Beſt, 

Merſtor was formerly an independent Pariſh of it ſelf, though fince annexed to 
Higham , avd had a Church dedicated ro Sr. Giles, whole Ruines, in deſpi9hr of che 
Impreſſions of Age, yet repreſent themſelves ro the imalleit Glance of a curious 
Eye. Ic was, before it fell into this Darkneſ: and Obtcnrity , made ſomething il- 
luſtrious by being the Inheritance of John ge St, Clere : and when his Family tound 
its Tomb, the Name.of Smith Stept-in, and roſe npon 1:s Ruines, And when chis 
was expired at this place, which was abour the Beginning of Hexry the eighth ,

Hor ſmonden in the Hundreds of Brenchley, Horſmonden, and Larkefeild, was 
folded up in the Patrimony of Rokeſley , a Family of a large Revenue, and as wide 
a Repute ir, this Track, from whom it deſcended to Ryjchard de Rokeſley , by whoſe 
Inheritrix ir was linked co the Patrimony of Thomas de Poynings, from whom by

firlt remembred in the Regilter, is Edmund de Honywood, who flouriſht in the 
Raign of Hevry the third, Upon the Geverall ſurrender of the Eſtate of Abbyes, 
into the Hands of Hewry the eighth, this by that Prince, in the twenty ninth 
yeas of his Reign, was granted to Thomas Lord (romwell Earl of Eſſex ; bur he

Swinfort is a Mannoc in Hothfield, which aftorded a Sicname to a Family ſo 
called: but whether Sir Otho Swinfort, Husband to Katharine Swinfort , who was af- 
rerwards Concubine to John of Gaunt, wasextracted from this Family or nor, is in- 
certain : becauſe I cannot diſcover they were ever of any Eminence. In Henry 
the filth's Reign, 1 find it in the poſleſſion of Bridges, deſcended trom John at 
Bregg , one of thole eminent perſons , that are depicted kneeling in Coar Armeur , 
ina Window in Great Chart Church, And their is a place in that pariſh, which

Fauleſley, vulgaily now called Fauſley and Foxſley was the patrimony of a Fami- 
ly , which borrowed not onely its Source and Extraction, bur its Denomination 
likewtile from hence, Sir jobs Faxleſley was an eminent perſon, in the Reign of 
Richard the ſecond , b.ivg trequently in his Time, as appears by the late printed 
Abridgement of the Records ip the Tower , ſummoned to fit 1n Parliament as 
Bacon : but although this Family was made eminent by this worthy perſon , who was 
an elder Branch ot this Stem, yet in ſucceeding Generations it began ro crum- 
ble away into Obſcuricy and Decay ; and was at Iaſt grown to ſo narrow a pro- 
portion of Eſtate, thar abour the beginning of Queen Evizabeth, this Mannor » 
which had ſo long been eſpouſed to the Intereſt of this Name and Family, was

Hanton in the Hundred of Twiford, celebrates the Memory of an ancient Family, 
called Lexham, who were once Proprietaries of it, MNzeolas de Lezham obtained a 
Charcer of Free-warren to his Mannour of Hunter, in the forty firſt year of Henry 
the rhird; bur about the: Beginning of Edward the third, the Intereſt of it was 
deparred from this Farnily, tor William de Lenham determined in Eleanor de Lenham,

to bis Cozen #i/:am Clinton, Larl of Huntington; forthat Land yyhich he held jure 
proprio & nativo, not Jure uxoris Juliane de Leybourne in this County.

Burſton 1s another Mannor in Hzaxton, which is eminent for beins the Sear of 
Jobn ae Purſton , which the Datcle!s Deeds that rclate to this Family , trom the pro- 
bable Cony<cture of the Hand-writing, which 1s calculated for the Raign &f Heary 
the third, record to have lived 1n that Prince's Time, and there was Land like- 
wiſe cbout Je and Crandall, that acknowledged the -Jurildiction of this Family ; 
for in the forty filth year of Henry the third, Waretins de Valoion: Knight , makes 
a Releaſe of his Title to ſome Lands in thoſe Pariſhes to Jobz de Bxrſton, and in 
this Family did this Seat remain tor many Deſcents, and was productive ot men of 
no deſpicable Account inthis Track : amongit whom lam Burſton was returned,

does inſtruct us, Upon his Receſle , this was ſeized upon by the Crown, and Queen 
Mary by Grant united it rothe Revenue of George Lord (obham, whoſe intortu- 
nate Grand-child Henry Brooke , being attainted, in the Raign of King James, 
thar Monarch reſtored his Eltate, forfeited here, ro Robert Cecill Earl of Sali:bary, 
his Brother in Law , whoſe Son Rebert , now Earl of Salbary , holds the inttanr 
Poſſeſſion of it, but hath larely alienated ſome part of ic to Mr, Roger Lykin of 
Lonaon. 

Apulcen is a ſecond Mannor in Ickhham , written in old Deeds Apyl:on , as being 
the Inheritance of a Family of thatName; for in an old Deed of Repgizald de Cor ne- 
hill, that was owner of Lukeaale in Littlebourze, not far diltant , one Willam de 
Apyl.on of Ickbam 1s a Witnels; bur whether this Family was knit by any Relation 
to the Noble Family of the Apyltons of Eſſex and Suffolk, lam incertain, Afterwards, 
the Denis's were poſlelt of it, and on: John Denis of Apulton 10 Ickbam , who was 
Sheriff of Loxden, in the year of Grace 1360, Founded here a Chauntry , in the

in the Welt, linked it to the Inheritance of thac Family, where ir bad as brief 
a Reſidence; for Rogers nor long fince dying without lilue-male, Elizaberh his 
only Heir, by her eipouſalls wich Chart; Cavendil, Lord Man field, hath now 1n- 
rerwoven it with the Propriery and Income) relating ro that eminent and illu{tri- 
ous Family, 
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Emſing inthe Hundred of Codieath, is a Pariſh, which, in ReſpeR of its Cir- 
cuit and Dimenlion, 1s bur deſpicable ; bur, in Relation to thoſe Perſons who 
is elder Times were poſleſlors of it, it is not inferiour in its value to ſcarce a- 
py Pariſh in this Hundred, The firſt that I find to be its Proprietary , was Falca- 
tic de Brent, and he 15 mentioned in the Red-book kepr in the Exchequer, to 
have held ir in the Reign ot Hewry the fecond, and was Cattellap likewiſe of 
Kem/ſing-Caſtle , a place then of iniportart Concernment , though now it's Skel- 
lecon ut (elf, be ſhrunk into ſuch a Getolate and neglected Maile of Rubbiſh, thar 
now it would be as difticulr ro trace it out or find it y as it was formerly to 
conquer ir. And this Mans Son, was tnat Falc.:t1z de Brext, fo famous in our Chro- 
nicles for thoſe wilde Diſorcers and Sallies ariſing from thoſe Boilings and Eva- 
porations which were Cali our by the Calentures of Youth , rather then from a- 
py vitious Habit, contracted trom ſeverall Acts of Exceſſe, and rivered into his 
Soul, Yet, it ſeems, theie Excv:hons ot his, did fo diſguſt King Herry the third, 
that he made the forteirure of his Eitare here pay che price of his Vanities, In- 
deed, that name , his Mis:ortunes rather then his Treaions, ſeem co Challenge, 
And then that Prince, in the {ixth year of his Reign, eranced it, with the Man- 
nor of S:w'er; 10 Sutton at tHone, to Baldwin de Betun Earl of eAlbemarle, in Right 
of his Wife Hawis, Daughter and Heir of Wikiam le Groſſe Earl of Albemarle, and 
Lord of Holderzeſſe. And this Balawin, had, by her, two Daugiters and Cokeirs,

Kenirgton, in the Hundreds of Chart and Loygbridge , was a Mannor which alyaies 
relared to the Crown, as1s intumated by the Name, where lie tacicly couched ſome 
Hints of thoſe who were Proprieraries of it, And Kenirgbrooke , which is circum- 
ſcribed within the Limits of this Pariſh, was ann<xed by Wiliam the Conqueror 
to his Royal Mapnor of #jc, and was looked upon as an Appendage to ity and iol- 
lowed the Fare of ir at the common Diſlolucion, when the other was plucked away 
from the Patrimony of Batte/l eAbby, in which ever fince the Original Donation 
of William the Conqueror it had been relident, and was with the Mannor of je , 
by Queen Elizabeth granted, in the firft year of her Raign, ro her Kinſman 
Henry Cary Lord Hunſdon: and his Grand-child Hen, Earl of Dover, not many yeats 
fince,paſled it away by Sale to Sir 7ho, Finch, Father ro Heneage Finch, now Eatl of 
Winckelſey, in whoſe Revenue ir is at this ipſtanr ſecled, 

Bibrooke is a ſecond Place in Kenngtony which claims ſome Conſideration, It 
waszas appears by very old }-vidences, the Patrimony of a Family called Godwiz , 
which flouriſhed here 1n the Raivn of King John, Henry the third z and Edward the 
ficſt; bur afcer chis ir began to wither, and before the latter end of Edwardthe third, 
was altogether crumbled away, the lalt of whom thar I find by publique Record 
to be invelted in the Poſlcliion, was William Godwin, who enjoyedir at his Death, 
which wzs in the thirty ſecond year of Edward the third ,, Rot, Eſc. Num. 93, The 
next Family after this , which wasenticuled tothe Poſleſiion, was Belknap; bur Sir 
Rebert Belknap being intortunarely attainted and baniſhed, in the tenth year of 
Kichard the ſecond , to whoſe Cauſe and Quarrel he had wholly vowed his Life and 
Service, and his Eſtare , as to the principall part, confiſcated, in which this lay in- 
volved , the ſame Monarch , 1n the thirreenth year of his Raign, granted it to 
William Ellys, who was at that Time one of the Conſetvators or Jullices of the 
Peace of this County , whoſe Capital Seat was at Byrtoz in this Pariſh, though in 
very old Deeds it is written Burfion, as bcing indeed the Seat of a Bravch of that 
Family , froin whom it came over abour the latter end of Edward the ſecond, to 
Ellys, bur in the Name of Elly: the Title of Bibrooke was not long-liv'd ; for abour 
the Beginniog of Henry the bxth , Ifindic by Purchaſe invelied in Shelley , by whoſe 
Heir General ic devolved inthe Time of Edward the fourth, ro May, from whom 
not long atter it was alienated to 7 dex, where it continued, until about the Be- 
einning of Qreen Elizabeth ; and then the ſame Revolution tranſported the Ticle 
to Beſt, who about the latter end of that Princeſle, paſſed it away by Sale to Hall, 
Anceſtor ro Mr, New! Hall, the preſent Lord of this Manſion; but Burtex was 
more conltant to the Family of E!ly:, and remain:d linked to the Patrimony of that 
Name , until that Ave, which bordered upon our Fathers Remembrance, and then 
it was demiſed by Sale to Hall, in whoſe Deſcendant Mr. Newill Hall, the Propriety

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Kefton in the Hundred of Rokeſley, belonged (in the twentieth year of Willians 
the Conquerour, as the Pages ot Doomſ-day Book inform me) ro Gilbert de Mag - 
inot y and there it 1s. written Cheſton : and continved in his Name, untill the lac- 
rer end of King Joh»; and then by the Heir Generall of rhis Family, it came to 
be poſſctt of Say, of Sey:-comre in Deptford: bur tiayed not long in this Name , 
for in the rwenty fourth year of Edward the firlt, Alexander de ( heyney dyed poſ- 
ſelt of it, as appears Ret. Eſc. Num, 26, But it his Polterity likewiſe, it had 
no long Reſidence; for abour-the Beginning of Edward the third, ic was con- 
veyed to Stephen de eAſbway ; and he in the thiity eighth of this Prince, ob- 
rained a Charter of Fr.e-warren to his Mannor of Keſton; And here the Title fix- 
ed, untill che Beginning of Henry the fourth, and then it was alietiated with 
Baſton, which had Kill che ſame original and ſucceffive Proprietaries with Keſton , 
to Squerrie of Squerr1es-court in Weſterham : and here it made irs aboad uncill che 
latter end of Herry the f1xth, and then it devolved by Dorethy Daighrer and Co- 
heir of Thomas Squerrie, to Richard Mervin of Foxntell in Wiltſhire, who paſſed a- 
way Keſton and Baffon, both which accrued co him, upon che Diviſion of Squerrie's 
Eſtate, ro Philp Reynolds, and Thomas Tregarthen, as his Trufiees; and they, inthe 
eighth year of Edward the fourth, convey them both to Richard Scroope and Ste- 
phen Scroop, from whom about che latrer end of Edward the fourth, they came 
co Henry Heydon Eſquire; andhe in the firſt year of Richard the firſts as is manifett,by 
an old Coutt-rol, held a Court here at Keſftox; and from him, did the Propriey,by the 
Steps of ſeveral Deſcents, come down to that worthy Perſon Sic Chriftopher Heydon; 
who about the latter end of Queen Elzabeth, demiſedall his Incereſt in Keſton and Ba- 
ſton, to Sir Samnel Lenward, whoſe Son Sir Stephen Lexnard, is fill enticuled co the 
Fee-ſimple of them; 

Mc, Camden conjeures in his Britannia, ſomething of the Natne of Ceſar, to 
be couched in the Erymologie of this place, becauſe at Baſton, adjoyning, there 
is an ancient Camp, {ftupendious for the heighth of double Rampiers, and deprh 
of double Ditches, hardly paralleled elſewhere, and queſtionleſle the work of ma- 
py Labouring Hands, Ot what Capacity it was, is not now exactly to be diſcer- 
ned, much ot it being evergrown with a Thicker: but very vaſt it was, as may 
be colleRed, from its remains, which are yet apparent. And moſt probable, it is 
that Camp which J=lim Ceſar pitched, when the Britons, with their uvited 
irength, gave him the laſt Battle; and then the ſucceſſe,being not equall to their Cou- 
rage, retired, and gave him way to plerce into Sarrey, and fo towards the Thames 
by Noviemagum, or Woodrort, Where he planted a ſpatious City and ſtanding Camp.

was rated, after the value, of a whole Knights Fee, for his Mannor of King - 
down (as appears by Teſta de Nevilt) in the twentieth year of Henry the thicd , 
at the Marriage of 1ſabcll, that Prince's Sifler; Thowas Fuiz Bernard, Sol to 
Ralph above-mentioned, enjoyed it at his Death, which was in the fixth year of 
Edward the ſecond, Rot, Eſc.

Elizabeth, \it was conveyed to Richard Lovelace, who dying withour Iflue-male

Hever 1s another Mannor in K:ngſdows, which was parcell of the Demeaſne 
of tne anctenc Family of Heter , of Hever Caſtle in this County, Willians 
de Hever , had a Charter of Free-warren, to his Lands here, and at He- 
ver, in the ninth year of Edward the ficit. which was renued to Thomas de Hever, in 
the fourth year of Edward the third, bnt he did not long enjoy it: for he dying 
without Iflue, Joan his Silter and Coheir, matched ro Reginald Lord {'obham, be- 
came Heir to his Eſtate ar this place, and he in her Rigint, dyed poſſelt of it, in 
the thirty fifch year of Edward the third, Burt before the latter end of Richard 
the ſecond, this Family was worn out, and then the Family of Urban ſucceeded 
by purchaſe inthe Poſſeſſion. John Urban held it at his Death,which was io the eighth 
year of Henry the fifth, Rot, Eſc, Num.75.And left it to his Sifter and Heir E£m:u4 
Penhale, and (he enjoyed ir at her Deceaſe, which was in the fifth year of He, 
the ſixth, Ret, Eſc.

K ngsdown 1n the Hundred of Milton, was given by Habert de Burgh”, to his news- 
ly erected Marſon le Dieu 1n Dover > which was to be a Retreat tor the Knighrs Tem- 
plers, when they vifited Temple Ewell, and othei Lands they erjoved inthis Track ; 
bur this Mannor, upon the total Suppreſſion and Abolicion here in E:gland, was in 
the ſeventeenth year of Edward the fecond, united ro the Revenue ot the Knights: 
Hoſpiralers, and r2maineo annexed ro their Demeaine, until the common Diſſo- 
Incion ſupplanted it, and chen Kins Henry the eighth, granced it to Sic Thomas 
({heyney, who in the fickt year of Queen Elizabeth, by Sale conveyed itto Mr, Tho- 
mas Finch, from whom it is now by Deicent come down to be the Inhericance of 


his Succeſfior Mr, Thomas Finch, 


Kingſton in the Hundred of K:inghamford, was one of thoſe Knights Fees, which 
was atligned ro Fxlbert de Dover , for to be aſlitiant to Jobs de Fiennes, in the Guard 
of Dover Caſile, And indeed it hath been diſputable , whether this, or Chilham , or 
both jointly, were that which in Writings is ityled the Honor of Fulbert:, Willi-m de 
Dover was Teſte amongſt the Magnates in the Charter of Mawd , the Empreſs, for 
crextin? Ailes of Gloceſter Earl ot Hereford ; and from this man did it deſcend ro 
Richard de Dover , who was baſe Son to King John, and aſflumed thar Name , be- 
cauſe he had matched with Reeſia or Roſe de Dover, the Heir General of thac Family. 
Bur he dying in the Beginning of Herry the thicd , Rot, Eſc, Car. Num. 237. Icit 
it to [ſabel! his Co-heir, wedded to David de Strabolgie Earl of Athol! , whoſe 1n- 
forrunare Son Johs, Earl of Atholl, a man ot an unbroken, though a Calamitous 
Fidelity rowards his Native Country of Scotland, ſeeking to reſcue the Liberty 
of that Nation from thoſe Ferters, which the Hand of Edward the firtt would have 
Put upon it ,-was in an unſuccesful Encounter taken Captive , and offered up tothe 
Fury of that Prince on a Gibb:r fifty Foot high ; at London, faies Dmiel; at C anter- 
bury, ſaies arfold Manuſcript, late in the Hands of Sir Dadley Diggs : which laſt was 
rather the Stage on which his Tragedy was repreſented , becaule that City was al- 
moſt contiguous to his two great Mannors of (h:ham, and this of Xingſton, Upon 
his faral and deplorable Ext, agzravared, becauſe ſo much Virtue and Conrage , 
did rather ſeem to exa& Chaplets and Laurels, than fo black and ruifious a Cata- 
{irophe ; this Mannor was linkt to the Crown untill King Edwardthe ſecond, 1n 
the fiſth year of his Raign, grants ir to Bartholomew Lord Badeleſmer , Steward of 
his Houſe ; bur he not long after by an ingrateiul Detection, having forfeired it again 
to the Crown; that Prince by a new Conceſſion inveſts it for life in David ae Stra- 
bolgie Earl of Athell; bur, after his Diſeaſe , which was in the firſt year of Edward 
che third, that Prince in the ſecond year of his Raign » reſtores ic to Bartholomew 
Lord Badeleſmer, who dying withour Iſſue, left ir inthe twelfth year of Edward the 
third, to his Son and Heir Giles , who nor lopg after deceafing likewiſe withour any 


lawful Iflue, it came to be divided berween his two Sifters and Co-heirs , —_— 
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' wedded to William Lord 'Ryſſe of Hamlake , and Margerie matched to John T iptoft ; 


but before the end of Edward the third, this Family had wholly deparred from 
this place, and the entire Poſleflion was (ſurrendered up to Refſe, For Thomas 
Lord Keſſe, dyed poſleit of it, 10 the ſeventh year of Richard the ſecond, Rot, Eſc, 
Num. 68, Ard from him, did the Title {lide down to his unhappy Succeſlor 
T homas Lord Roſſe, who was attainted in the fourth year o: Edward the fourth 
and his Forfeiture brought it to the Crown, where ic reſted, untill the above- 
ſaid Prince, granted it to Reger Lord Wentworth, And Margaret his Wife, Widow 
of Thomar Lord Roſſe, in the eighteenth year of his Rule,he conveyed it to himbc- 
cauſe he had been a great Supporter of his Pattie and Title, and then to her 
becauſe ſhe was Siſter co Jobs Tiproft Earl of Worceſter, who was offered up, as 
an Oblation by the Lancalirian Faction, to his Cauſe and Quarrell ; aad from 
this Roger, did it come down to his Succefior Richard Lord Wentworth, who in 
the rwenty firſt year of Henry the eighth, demiſed ir by Sale to Thomas Colepeper 
Eſquire, in which Family ic contioned, untill che thirty fourth year of that 
Prince: and then it was Conveyed away to Sir Anthony Aucher, whoſe Succeſſor 
Sir Amhony Aucher of Boxrne Baronet, not many years ſince, conveyed it by Sale 
to Mr, Gibbons of Weſtcliff, who ſettled ic in Marriage, upon his ſecond Son Dr. 
Gibbens, not lopg fince deceaſed, in whoſe Deſcendants , the Proptiery is Rill 
relident, 

Ilding in Kingſton, in Times of as high a Step as any Records can aſcend to, 
was the Garwimons of Bekesbeurn, as appears by that Signal Controverfic , com- 
menced berween Thomas d* Garmintor, apd Theobald de Twuhams, touching ſore 
lands couched within the Verge of his Mannor of 1/ding: and the Queſtion was 
ſo knotty and perplexed, that Henry de Cobham, Geffrey de Say, Hugh de St.Leger, 
Ralph de Sr. Leger, Giles de Badeleſmere, Fulk_ de Peyferer, Robert des Malevill, Alex 
ander de Roſſe, Robert de Gatton, Robert de Campania, Richard de Bere, Henry de Sorus, 
Henry de Enbroke, Alured de Corton, and other Gentlemen of prime Account in 
this Track, were choſen Recognitores magne Aſſiſe, in the ſecond year of 
Jebn, by their Prudence and dextrous Conduct, to ſofter and becalme this Diffe- 
rence.. But to go on: after the Signory of this place, had for many Ages, been 
conltant ro this Family, ic devolved to Thomas Garwinton, who dying withour 
Iflve, in the eleventh year of Herry the fourth, Richard Haut who had married 
Joan Garwinten, his Heir Generall in her Right was entituled to the Poſſeſſion 
of this place; but his Son and Heir Richard Haut, was the laſt which held ir: for 
Margery bis Sole Inheritrix, uniced it corthe Inheritance of {ſaack,, in which Name 
it ſtayed, untill the Beginning of Heyry the ſeventh, and then it was tranſmitted 
by Sale to Drp gs of, Diggi-conrt 1n Berham, and remained claſped up ip their Reve-

Parmeſied is a third place which calls for a Survey : it was as high, as any 
Evidence drawn from Record will inftrut me ro diſcover, the Inhericance of a 
Family which bore that Sirname: for in diverſe old Deeds which I have ſurveyed, 
I find one Hugh de Permeſted to be a Witneſfſe, which is very probable, was 
Lord of this Place, But before the latter end of Edward the ſecond, this Fami- 
ly was wotn out, and that of Garwintez planted ip the Poſlefſion, as appears by 
an old Fine levyed in the eighth year of Edward the third, by Hugh Garwinton 
in which he paſles away his Eitate at Permeſted..o Thomas Garwinon : from whom it 
d:\cended ro his great Grandchild Wilaw Garwinton, who dyed poſleſt of it , in 
rhe eleventh year of Hezry the fourth, Rot, Eſc. Num, 45. Bur left no Iflue, 
ſo that Jear bis Kinſwoman, matched to Richard Haut, became his Heir; and 
he had Iſſue Richard Haut, in whom the Male-line concluding, lam Iſaac, in 
Right of his Wife Aargerie, who was Daughter and Heir to the above-mentio- 
ned Richard, entered upon his Eſtate here at Permeſted ; and abour the Beginning 
of Henry the. eighth, paſſed ir away by Sale to Edward Knevet, of Newington Bel- 
hexſe Eſquire, and his Davghters and Coheits, by joint Sale, demiſed ic ro 's os 
or 
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Lord ( romwell : and he in the twenty ninth year of Henry the etohth, alicnared 
it to Chriſtopher Hales Elquire, afterwards knighted, firlt Attorney (enerall, and 
then Maſter of the Rolls, under the abovelaid Prince, and t:is Son Sir James Hales , 
conveyed 1t away to Thomas Alphew alia: Alphy, Teomen, From this Man is: came 
over by Sale in the fifth year of Queen Elizabeth to William Downe of CALiidſtore 
Draper, and he in the ſixth year ot thac Princefſe , rranimnicted ic by the like con- 
veyance to Doctour Vincent Denne , Doftour of the Civil Liww , Granc-father to Mr, 
Vincent Denne of Grays lnxe Eſquire, the preſent Lord of the Fee. A Perſon to 
whoſe Conduct and ſupply this particular Survey ows a grateful Remembrance , be- 
Cauſe, by his Concurrent Aid, it was guided along throueh all thoſe Difficulties 
which might have probably intercepted it in its farther progrefle, 

Dexbiil 1n this Pariſh was not only the Seat, bur likzwiſe the Semin2ry of a Fa- 
mily of eminent Note in this County ; Kalph de Den held much Land in Komney 
Aerſh, and likewiſe at Buckhurft in Suſſex (as appears by an old Roll now in 
the Hands of the Earl of Derſer) about che twentieth of 1/ltiam the Conqueror . and 
is [{yled in the Record, Son of Robert Pincerna, a Name impoſed vpon his Father 
from beivg , as is probable, either Butler or Sewer to Edward the Conſefior, an 
Office of no vulgar Account 1D thoſe Times, Sir eAlured de Dex flouriſhed in the 
Raign of Herry the thicd, and was a Perſon of (ignal Etiimate in that Age; fo: 
when the Laws of Komney Merſb were compiled by that venerable Judge z Henry de 
Bath, from which all Erglazd receives Directions for. Sewers, this Sir Alured and 
Nicolas de Haudloe were his Aflociates and Afſiltants inthe Compolureot them , in 
the forty ſecond year of Henry the third , on Saturday next aſter the Nativity of St, 
Mary ; and which makes this Sir eAlxred de Dex more remarkable , he ſealedeven 
in that Age, divided by ſo remore a Diſtance from us , with three Leopards Head: 
couped and full faced , which is the ancient paternal Coat of this Family, Indeed 
it 1 ſhould enter into a particular Diſcourſe of all thoſe Perſons who have been 
originally exrracted from this Family, and were formerly eminent, nor only within 
the private Sphere of this County , as being inveſted with the Commitſion of Juki- 
ces of the Peace, and other Offices of publique Truſt and Concernment , bur like- 
wiſe ſhone like Scars of the firſt Magnitude, within the rwo Otbes of Divinity, 
and the Law both Civil and Municipal; the Survey of this Place, whichLI intend 
ro retrench within as narrow Bounds as may be, myſt ſwell into a particular 
Treatiſe ; it 1s enough therefore ro inform rhe Reader, that it hath been ſo many 
Centuties of years folded up in the Propriety of Dex, that there 15 no Gappe at all inthe 
Succeſſion berween Ralph de Dex the firit of, that Name.and 7 ho, Dex Eiq;the laſt who 1n 
a ire Line enjoyed it, Nor hath ityer departed from che Name: for the above 
mentioned Thomas , lately deceafing without Ifſne- Male , Finceat Denxe of Grays- 
Inn Eſquire, collaterally if|ved ont of this Family, by matching with 1/ary is yonge!t 
Davghter and Coheir in Right of this Alliance, is now in the inſtant Poſleftion ct it, 
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King ſnoth in the Hundreds of Chart and Lorgbriage , did inclder Times give Seat 
and Suname to a Family which aflumed us Denomination trom hence , who bore 
as appears by Seals appendant totheir ancient Deeds, Ermin upon a Bend, five Che- 
verons, and John de Kingſnath, who flow iſhed here about the latter end of Edward 
the firſt, ſealed with that Coar, and this Inſcripiion epciicles rhe Seal, Srgulluens 
Joannis de King [noth, Yer I find Bartholomew Lord Badeleſmer » Who was attainted, 
in the (eventeenth year of Ed, the ſecond, had ſome 1meretit in this Mannor , which 
npon his Conviction eſcheared to the Crown, and reſted there, until Richard the 
ſecond, granted it out again to Sir Robert Belkxapthe Judge -who had not long betore 
purchaſed that proportion which King ſuoth was concerned in: So that by this Con- 
ceſſion it came entirely to own the Signory of this Family. Bur he beiyg infortu-

Crown, and thena Motety of it, inthe thirty fifth year of his Government, was 
oranted to Sir John Baker , trom whom by hereditary Conveyance it was delegated 
and tranſmitred to his Succeflor Sir Joh» Baker of Siſmgherſt Baroner , who ſome 
few years (ince hath alienated his Concerment here, to Mr. Nathaniel Powell of Emherſt 
in S»ſſex. The other Moiety of ir lay folded up in the Patrimony of the Crown, un- 
rill che firſt year of Queen Elizabeth, and then it was by that Princeſle gramredro 
her Kinſman Henry Cary, afterwards created Baron Hanſdon , from whom by the 
Channel of Deſcent, it was tr:nſported ro his Grand-child, the Right Honorable 
Henry Cary Earl of Dover, who 1n our Memory conveyed it to Sir Thomas Finch, 
afrerwards Earl of #inchelſey, Father to the inſtant Proprietary, the Right Ho- 
norable Heneage Finch , now Earl of Wirchelſey, 

Munfidde in this Pariſh was originally the Sear of the ({re's, written 1D their 
ancient Deeds le Clere, But as all Families have their Viciſitudes and Tombs ; and, 
like the Sea, which is circumicribed and ſhur in with a Girdle of Sand, are fetrered 
to a dererminate Period, ſo was this : for abourthe latter end of Edward the third, 
Hewry le C lerc concluded in Sſas le Clerc; who was his Daughter ard Heir, and ſhe by 
matching with Sir S:mz0» Woodchurch, annexed this Mannor to his Patrimony ; and 
he the berrer to inforce and pzrpertuate the Memory of this Alliance, and the Eſtate, 
which devolved to him by ſo tortunare a Conjunttion ; inverted his Sirname, and 
writ it for the fucure Clerc alias Woodchurch, in which Name the Propriety of this 
Place continued until the latterend of Q, Elizabeth; and then it was alienated to 
Tayler of Shadoxherſt, in which Name, the Interett of tr, had not long continued ; 
bur that it was in our Remembrance by Sale conveyed to Whitmick. | 

Weſ-Halks is a third Mannor in Kingſnoth, which in elder Times was ennobled, 
for attording a Reſidence ro a Family of this Sirname ; who bore in ancient Seals a Feſſe 
berween three Hawks, or Falcons, and ſometimes one: a Family of no contemprible 
Eſftimare, or ſhallow Antiquity in this Trackzas appears by old Eſcripts, Pedigrees, and 
other venerable Muniments, which repreſent this Family under the Character of 
Gentlemen, for above three hundred years, S::pſon de Halk_ died about the year 1360, 
and held nor onely this place, bur much other Land abour Perham, and other Pariſhes 
io chat Track ; bur about rhe latter end of Hezry the ſixth, this Family had demiſed 
the Pcopriery of rhis place to T aylor of orear Chart,in which Name it was conſtantly 
fhixed, untill the latter end of Hezry the jeaventh, and then it was fold to Clerc, who 
abour rhe larcer end of Q, Elizabeth, paſſed irc away to Robert Honywood of Charing 
Eſquire; who, upon his Deceaſe, ſertled ir by his laſt Will on his ſecond Son by his 
ſecond Wite, Col, ... .. .. Honywood now the inſtant Lord of the Fee. 


Knowlon in the Hundred of Eaſtrye, was parcel of the Parrimony of the noble 
Family of Et, Leger. Hugh Sr. Leger ( who was one of the Recogniuores magna Aſſiſe 
inthe Raign of King John) held this Mannor in the fourth year of the Raign of 
that Prince, and lefc ir ro his Son Joby Sr, Leger, who inthe cwelfth year of Hewry 
the third , exchanged ir for other Lands with Reginald de Cornhill, and he in the 
rwenty fifth year of the aboveſaid Prince, paſſed it away: by Sale ( as the Book of 
ChriJt-Charch informs mie) to the Prior and Monks of that Covent ; bur it ſeems 
not long after they exchanged it with Thomas Perot ; for he, in the tourth year of 
Edward the third, died poſleit of it, as appears by his Office, Rot. Eſc. Num, 31. and 
Je'r onely a Female Heir, who carrie) ic along with her to Langley deſcended our 
of the County of Warwick, and being thus chained by this March to the Interelt of 
this Family, it remained for many Deſcents faſtned to ir, and was produRive in ſe- 
veral Ages of Men of no vulgar Account, liam de Langley Son of William Langley) 
was Sheriff of Kent the twenty firſt, rwenty third, twenty fourth, and rwenty tifth 
years of Edward the third, Willam Langley of Knokon, was Sheriff of Kent, in y 
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fonrth year of Hepry the fitch, aps hkewile Juliice of the Peace for this County 
under that Prince, John Langley Elquire, was Sheriff of Kent in the twentieth 
year of Henry the ſeventh, and had Niue Edward Langley E\quice, who marched 
with El:zabeh Daughter of Thomas Peyton,ot Peyton Hall, inthe Coumy of Canbridee, 
deſcended from Peytonns de Uſford ; bur he dying withour Ive, about the latter end of 
Henry the eighth, h1s Wive's Brother Sir Rebert Peyton, by Reaion of a tormer 
. Match 1o the Raign of Herry the fiith, berween Peyton, and a Dovghter of Lang - 
ley, entered upon it, as Heir General at Law, and he not cchrous ro detert 
Cambridge|ire, to tranſplant himſelt into Kezt, afligned Knowlton for Livelyhood, 
to his ſecond Son Sir John Peyron, Grand-father ro Sir Thomas Peyton, the Primier 
Baronet of this County, who, as lineally extracted from him, does enjoy the 
Propriety of 1t,

Amberherſt lies in the Hundred of Little Berneſield, and was ſometimes writ- 

ten Lamberts-hurſt, from Lambert a Saxon Owner; in old Engliſh, this Name 
imports as much as bright, or holy and glorious Lamp, as Herebert 1s bright 
Lord. Parr of this Pariſh is in Kent, and the other part in S»fex, diſtinguiſhed 
by a ſmall Stream which riſes nere Cowder, and glides through this Town towards 
e Medway. The Lordſhip of Lamberbarſt it ſelf, with the Mannor of Woodreff , 
belonged to the Monaſtery of Roberts Bridge, and after the Diſſolution, were, by 
Heyry the eighth, granted in the thirteenth of his Reign to Sir Wilkam Srdaey , 
Tutor to King Edward the fixth, when he was Prince, whoſe Sncceſlor Robert 
Sidney Earl of Leiceſter, ſold Lamberherf# in our Fathers Memory to Mr. Porter, 
and //oedroff to Sir Edw. Henden, one of the Barons of the Exchequer,who bequeathed 
it to his Nephew Sir johz Henden lately deceaſed. 

Hoaleigh in this Pariſh, was part of that Demeaſne wiiich related ro the Col - 
ledge of Lingfield in Sarrey, which upon the Supprefiion, was by Zezry the eighth, 
oranred to 7 homas ( ardar, trom which Family it pafled away to Edward Fulmer 
Eſquire, Anceſtor to Sir Edvard Filmer , eldeſt Son to Sir Robert Filmer , lately dee 
ceaſed, ro whoſe Demealne, the Prop:iety of it, 1s at preſent vnited. 

The Abby. of Beghan in this Pariſh, was founded by Elz de Sackwill, and Sir 
Robert de Thurzeh:am, a man of principal Account in the time of 7Texry che thi: d, 
and filled with Cannons Premonftratenſes, or white Cannons called ſo from their 
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Habir. The Mannor which belonged to it, was by royal Conceſſion, From Q. naretied 
Elizabeth it paſſed away to Anthony Brown, Viſcount Montague, who not longhy Cargi-

after alienated the Fee-Gmple ro Alderman B:rmcham of Lowdon, who gave it tonal Wol- 
Benedift a ſecond Son; and he dying without Iflne-male, one of his Davghters(*y 


and Coheirs, married with Dobel! of Suſſex, and fo carried it 1ntothe Inheritance 
of that Family, where che Poſleffion has ever fince been lertled. 

Scotney in this Pariſh, which hath borrowed that Appellation from irs locall 
Situation, and the over-ſhooting of the Water, was the Reſidence of a Family 
diſtinguiſhed by chat Sirname and Denomination: for one Malter de Scotney, 
in Times of high Aſcent, was Proprietary of this Place, but added nor 
much Repnration ro this Manſion, (for as Edmnrd de Hagceabam, a Chronicler of 
oreat Antiquity, atteſts) he in the year 1259, adminiltred poyſon by racir Strata- 
2Cm, tO the Earl of Glouceſter, and his Brother, to detroy them ; of which the 
lat dyed, and che firſt, eſcaped not without Danger of Life, Bur ro goe on : 
Afrer this Family was mouldered away at this place, which was abour rhe midit 
of Edward the third, the eminent Family of Aſ:buraham, of Albarnham 10 Suſſex, 


were entituled ro the Signiory of it. Rzger eAſbbyraham, who was one of the 
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Conſervators of the Peace for this County of Suſſex, in the tirit year of Richard 
the ſecond, had here a caſtellated Man.;on, did ſometimes iphabir ar this place , 
and was by his Succeſior ſold ro Heary Chichley Arch-biſhop of Canterbury who 
oave it as Dower to his Niece Florexce Chichley,married to jo. Darrell of Cale-hill : 
and he afligned ir for the Lively-hood of his ſecond Son , whole Polteriry have 
ever {ince enjoyed it, 

Here was allo in this Pariſh the Manſon of the (bhitcrofts, a Family of worth 
and eminent degree, Theic Blazon was preciſely the ſame with the Colepepers of 
Bay-hall nor far diſtant, as it they had been a Cader of thg ſame Houſe, This 
is a matter which falls within the Cognizance of my Profeſhon, and becauſe I 
meet With diverſe ancient Houſes ip chis County, which did the like as well as 
in other Countries ; I cannot leave it without {erting down {uch Notes and Ob- 
ſervations, as have been made upon it, having met with ſo many Examples, of 
that kind, ip the Survey ot this-Province : For inltance, St. Nicholas of St. Nichs- 
las in the Iſle ot Thanett, in the very Eaſtern part of the Shire, and Peckham in 
the Weſtern fide of this County, bear the ſame very Coxt Armour ; becauſe per- 
adventure, they held Land ot the Lord Say, to whoſe Arms they did defiretheir 
own might be aflimilated, Titjham of Twtjbam-ball in Weſt-Farleigh, and Eaſtan- 
grave of Eaſtangrave in Eden Bridge, bear both alike : Brenlzy of Brenley in Bough- 
ton under Blean, and Ratlizg of Ratling in Nonngton, have no dilinftion ; Peyforer 
of North-court in Eſeling , and Lenham of Lenh:m , lay claim to an Identitie of 
Imprefle or Coat Armour ; and laſily, fo did Watringbzry of Watringbury, and 
Savage of Bobbirg-court, Now the Reaſon of this neece iimilitude , was to pre- 
ſerve the Memory of thoſe, though otherwiſe of different Families , who had g1- 
ven them Ecucation; or elſe, by particular Feoftments , had endowed chem with 
Land; or laſtly,as an acknowledgement of the Service and Fealty they owed them), 
becaule they held their Lands by ſome perty: Rent, Charge, or Homage, of ſome 


principall Mannor, of which they whoſe Coat-Armour they -had thus imitated 
were Proprietaries, 


Yeſt- Langdon lies in the Hundred of Bewsborough, and was a Mannor belonging 
to the Abbey of #eſt-Langdon, which was founded by Sir William de Anberville 
of Heftenbanger Knight, tothe Honour of St. Mary, and St, Thomas the Martyr 
of Canterbury, and filled with white Cannons or Cannons Premosſtratenſes, 1n the 
time of Richard rhe fart. Hugh de Auberville the . Founder's Son, and Sir William 
Axberville Sen to this Hugh, were Benetaors to this Houſe, and this laſt , Sir 
Williams only Daughter and Heir, being married to Nycholas de Cricll of Bellaview 
nere Limne Hill, brought this Monaſtery, to be under the Patronage of the ( 740l, 
whoſe Demeaſn upon the Diſſolucion, being made the Incom of the Crown, it 
here reſided till Queen El:z4b:th granted it, with all the priviledges annexed to 
it, inthe thirty chird year of her Rule ro Samuel Thornhill of London Eſquire farther 
to Sir T smothy Thornehill,apon whoſe Deceaſe his Lady Dowager had Yeſt- Langdon 
aſſigned to her by Right of Jointure, as being enſtared before upon her in Marriage, 


Eaſt- Langden, in the Hundred of Cormilo, did in elder Times augment that Pa- 
trimony, which fell under the Signiory of the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury. In the 
year of Grace 824 ; Wifred then Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, exchanged this Mannor 
and Eythorne, with the Monks of (hriff-ciurch, for the Mannor of Berham, as the 
Records of that Priory diſcover to me : and being thus uniced ro their De- 
meaſne, it lodged there untill the Government of Hezry the eighth, and then 
upon the Suppreſſion of the above mentioned Cloiſter, it was ſurrendered up with 
the Remainder of its Revenue, into the Hands of that King,and he inthe thirti- 
eth year of his Government, granted itto Mr, john Maſters and Mr, Thomas Maſters 
of Sandwich, from whom it is now by Deſcent devolved to be the: Inheritance of his 
Deſcendant Richard Maſters Eſquire, 

Apultos and Southwould are two ſmall Mannors, which are ſeated within the

denomitation'of de Mariſco; which in Ages of a more modern Pedigree, was melted 
by Uſage , Cutiome, and common Conſent, into the inltanc Sirnaine of CAlarſh, 


Laygley inthe Hundred of Eyborne, was in elder times the Inhericance of a Family 
called Aſhway ; Will.de Aſhway 1s by the book Riyled Teſta de Newil, repreſented to have 
held ir,and have paid an auxiliary ſupply for it at the Marriage of /ſabe/ Siſter to Hewry 
the third,in the cwentierh year of his reign. After this Family was withered and (ſhrunk 
ipto decayzthe Lords Lezbourne were entituled tothe Signory of it, and Will, de Clinton 
Earl of Huntington held it at his death, which was in the twenty eighth year of Edward 
the thicd, Rot. Eſc. Num. 59. intight of his Wife Julana Sole Heir of Roger de Ley- 
bours Lord of Leyboxrne Calle ; and ſhe after him likewiſe was 10 poſleſhop of it at 
her deceaſe, which was in the forty third year of Edw, the third, Rot, Eſc. Nuns, 47. 
But this after her departure for want of Heirs, either direct or collateral, eicheatiog 
witha wide and opulent patrimony tothe Crown, it made its aboad there uncill &icb, 
the ſecondin the Beginnivg of his reign, granted ir to Sir Simon de Burley, Loid 
Warden of the Cinque-ports, and Knight of the Garter ; who beiog inforcuparely 
atcainted inthe tench year of Rich, the ſecond, this Mannor by eicheat reverts tothe 
Crown,and thar Monarch in the eleventh year of his reign, grants the Cuſtody. of 
Langley Park ro Wilkiam Arch-B. of Cant. which his Grand-father K.Edw. the third,had, 
19 the ninth year of his reign, by a ſpecial Grant, indulged to 41. Lord Clinton, and 
Julian his Lady, licenſed tobe inlarged with 200 Acres of Land; buc rhe Mannor it 
ſelf was granted to the Dean and Canons of St. Stephens in Weſtminſter, 1n the rwelich 
year of his reign, as appears by an Inquiſition rakey at that time, Rot. Eſc, Num, 159. 
and amply confirmed in the twenty firit year of the abovefaid Prince, as appears,Pat.1, 
Memb.3 5 Partetertia, and remained folded up ip their revenue; until the general Sup- 
preſſion in the reign of H. the eighth.diilodged the Title and planted it inche Crown; 
and then thar Prince by a new Conceſſion, made it the demeain of Lever Buff kin, dei- 
cended from an ancient Family of that Name in S#ſſex ; and his Succeſſor in our Fa- 
thers memory, paſſed it away to Nat. Powe! Eſq and he not many years fince , demiſed 
bis Intereſtin it by Sale, ro Sir Edw. Hales Knight and Baronet ; from whom ic is now 
deſcended to his Grandchild Sir Edw. Hales of Tunſtall Baroner. 

Brifig is another Mannor in Langley, worthy the remembrance; even in this,thar it 
gave Seat and Sirnametoa Family of rhat denomination.

Leein the Hundred of Blackheath, in Barbarous old Latine written Laga, 'was the 
rehdence of an ancient generous Family called Bankwell: and there is a place in this 
pariſh called Bakers, by Corruption of the Name;,, which, in Octhography of 
more Antiquity and Truth, was written Bankwells ; from whence, cercainly ac firlt 
ilued this Sirvame. In the thirty firit year of Edward the hrft, john de Bankwe!l had 
a Grant by thz Kirg s Charter, to have Free-Warrento all his Lands in Lee, Leveſrans 
and Bromley, And in the return of jobs dz Shelving High Sheriff of Kezt, in the 
tixtcenth and part of the ſeventeenth year of Edward the ſecond, of all the Knights 
avd men at Arms 1n this Connty, Wiltam de Bankwel! is mentioned in the 1econd 
degree; he dyed che rwentieth year of Edward the third, and leit 7 homas Bankwell his 
Heir ; who in the thicty fifth year of thar Princ*'s Governwent 4. deceaſed poſlett of 
Lee, anda very large prop»:rion of other Land in Moding!/ 12: Sherfhols(now,I think, 
corruptly called Shrawfield) Littlecroft. Bankers, both in Lee, Bromley, Leveſham Eltham, 
( biſelburſt, D:tlag, Lang ot, ani Wickham by Bromley ; andleit three Sons, accor- 
dive tothe Cultome of Gavelk;nd, Heits to his Inheritance, which were John ,yilliam 
and Robert Bankwell : but npon the diſtinguiſhing rhe ERate into parcels, Lee, Ban- 
hers, and gherfholt, now corruptly called Shrawfield,fell ro be the patrimony -of Johx 
Bankwell, and inchis Mans Lineage 1d the Inhecirance of theſe places divers years 
refide 3 rill che Name was circumſcribed in a Female Heir, who being wedded to 
John Arrapon, brought this place tobe an acjunct to his Inheritance : And: here, 1 
confeſs, for want of information'either trom publick or private Record, 'T am ata 
lofſe, and cannot diſcover, whether by Arrapon it was ſold to the Crown, and from 
che Crown tranſmitced to Woodvill.or elſe immediately palled away by ſale to Richard

by that Prince, ro Sir Rafe Vane, who was made Banneret by that Prince for his remark- 
able Service in Sco1/and: bur he beins unſucceſſefully wound up, inthe Bulineſſe of the * 
Duke of Somerſet, inthe fourth year of Edward the bxth, was execured as gvilty of Fe- 
lony,upon whoſe ruinous Caralirophe, this Mannor by Eſcheat returning to the Crown 
it was 1D the ſeventh year of Edward the tixth, gramed to Sir 1/1/liams Sydney, a perſon of 


deep Knowledge, and unblemiſhed Integrity, great Grand-father ro Kobert now Eatrl 


of Leiceſter, and Proprietary of Weſt- Leigh, 

There is avother Mannor in this Pariſh called Philip:tts, which yielded a Sirname to 
a Family ſo tyled;and in a Deed which bears Dare from the twenty eighth year of Ed- 
ward the firſt, whereby one John de Philipott, does derr.iſe ſome parcels of Land, ro Ro- 
bert Charles Bailiff of the Foreſt of Txzbriage, he writes himſelt de Philipotts in Leigh - 
but as all things have th2ir Revolution, which gives either their own Ruines or Ob - 
livion fo them fora Sepulchre ; {o it was here : For atter this place had for ſome Hun- 
dreds of years been wraptup in the Inheritance of this Family. it at laſt came down 10 
Thomas Phulipott, whoſe Daughter and Heir Alicewas married to Joby Petley Efquire , 
and ſo Philiports fell under the Signiory of that Family:bur lopg ic continued not there, 
for this man determined in tour Daughters and Coheirs, one of whom matching 
with Children, a Family ſo called, interwove it with his Demeaſne ; in which 
Name, after it had for ſome years been fixed, it was nor long ſince by the Danghtec 
and Heir of this Name, brought to be the Inhetitanee of Polhill, 


Lenham inthe Hundred of Eyhorye, is that place, which Mr, Camden and Mr, Lambert 
conclude, was Durolexum, a City of the Romans,mentioned by Antorixs in his /ti- 
nerarinm; though others would have 1t to be about Newington, by Sedingbonrn : Bur 
finding the conſulary way, went through this place ; and Roman Coine found 
many Times nere the Fofle and Surface of that way: and that the high Road cal- 
led Watling-ſtreer, continued in the Line of the former, till Rocheſter Bridge was 
built of itone; and all that have written of that way, do agree that it went 
throvgh the middle of Kent: I will not further diſpute ir, bur acquaint you thar 
the Compoition of the Name was from Dore, Water in the Brit, and Lenuns 
which the Romans formed from ſome ſuch {founding Name inthe ÞBcitith Diale&, 
and it is the more probable,becauſe from hence is a direct way to Lien, the Romans 
Haven nzre Hyth. 

The Soile and Signiory, were given to the Abby of St. A»ſtizs by K, Kenwulf 
under the Notion of one and twenty Plough-lancs in the year 804,and upon the Difſo- 
jution was united to the Crown,till Queen Elizaterh, paſled ic away by Grant to 
Tho, Wilford Eſquire, whole Son Sir Tho, #"ford conveyed it by Sale not many yeats 
{ince to Anthes y Brown Viſcount Mortacnte, 

Eaſt-Lenham was long time fince, the Seat of the Haſſeys, of whom I have ſpo- 
ken before in Boughton Malherbe, Henry Huſſey had a Charter of Free-warrento 
his Lands at Eaſt- Lexham,Chilſton,and Stourmonth , in the fifty filth of Henry the third; 
and from this Man,did therhread of a continued Deſcent wafc it along to Hexry Haſſey, 
who about the twenty fixth year of Heyry the eighth, alienated the Poſſeſſion to 
Mr. John Parkburſt.deicended from an ancient Family ſo called in Norfelke, (one 
of which Name wasBiſhop of Norwich, in the year 1560, )Anceſtor to that ingent- 
ous Gentleman Sir Will.am Parkbarſt who has lately by Sale rranſmitred his Right 10 
this Manſion to Mr. #04 of London Merchant. 

Royton in this Pariſh, had very good Gentlemen ſo Ryled. who were no {mall 
ſpace poſſeſſed of it, and had a Free Chappel founded by Robert de Koyton, abour 
the latrer end of Hezyy the third, from whence it borrowed the Name of Royron 
Chappel, ir being annexed to this mavfion. The Daughter and Heir of Royton was 
wedded to james Driland of Davingten, and fo this place became appropriated to 
the Intereſt of that Family , bur ſhortly after, Conſtance Daughter and Heir of this

Theze are two other Mannnrs in Lezham of Signal Eſtimate; the Fitlt is IWeſt - 
Shelve, wiiiten hikewile 17:ddle-Shelre; 1t was parcel of the Eftate of Bertram de 
Criol , and by Joan his Daughter and Heir was linked to the Revenue of her Husband 
Sir Richard de Rokeſley, from whom the Fate ot Female Intere{t devolved it on 7 hon:as 
de Pojnings; and tothis Family was 1t tor many ages falinzd, till Sir Edw, Poynmngs, ex- 
riatted lincally trom this Man, 10 the fourteenth year of Hen, the eighth, was found to 
have died both without lawful Iflne , and withour Alliance : and fo this Name being 
borh inthe d1ect and collateral Line exctiyguihed, the Crown laid claim to tlits Man- 
nor asd? jJureeſcheated; andin the ſevente.nth year of his Government , Hevry the 
eighth granted it to Jobr Mills,where afcer the poſletion had for ſome Time continued,

Son to Sir Henry Belknap, who Purchaſed this place, died withour Ifine, an1 fo his 
three Sillrs eAaxe, Elizabeth, and Alice , became his three Co-heirs, who mariied ro 
Sir Edward Wotton, Sir Philip Cooke of Giddjz-Hall, and Sir william Shelley of Michael- 
grove in Siſſex, who ſold his proportionable Share in this Mannor to Daxnett, and 
trom Wotton and Daynett , two parts of it were afterwards conveyed away by Sale 
to Godfrey, andthe third was alienated by Cooke, to Sir Chriſtoph. Man of Canterbury. 

New-Lavgport, called likewiſe Langport Septuans, was for. many Deicents the Patt1- 
mony of that Noble Family. Robert de Septrares held it at his Death, which was 1n the 
thirty thicd year of Kerry the third, and after him his Grandchild 11am Septnass 
or de Septemvanris , was poſlelt of it inthe twenty fifth year of Edwardthe third, and 
ſo remained by the links of ſome Deſcents fatinzd tothe Inheritance of this Family, 
till williams Septuans this mans vreat Grapcchild, by Sale tranſlated his Right 1D it to 
Jobn Writtle, about the Beginning of Henry the fixth : where after the Poflcſion had 
ſome years ſettled, it was by Sale ſupplanted, and Seated in Henry Fettiplace, Ot 
Beſe!ſlub, in the County of Oxford ; wheie atc<r it had for many years been fixed, 1t 
was at length ſold from this Family, to James, But here it had a ve: y ihott avoce, ior 
7 homas James falling under a premunire; in the fixth year of the Raign of King James, 
forfeited it to.the Crown, and that Prince the next year after, paſled it away to Jobs 


Lord Haddington ; aud he not long after, to diſcharge ſome Debts in which he _ 
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engaged to Mr, Edward Cropley of London, paſled it over to him tor his Satistaction 
and re-imburſment, 

Jacks, alias Jaques-Corrt 1n this Pariſh, was the Demeaſne of Echingham, a Family 
of principal Note in S»fſex, where they were, Jure Nativo, Sencſchalls of rhe Rape 
of Hoſtings,andoi a proportionate Revenue at Echizgham in that Covnty. The 
fn that 1 find of note in this place, was William de Echiagham, who paid reſpective 
Aid, inth2 cwentyeth year of Edward che thicd, at the making the Black Prince 
Knight , for Lands which he held here, and 1n Welland- Mer}, by the fourth part of 
a Kmohrs Fee ; and in this Family did it tor ſundry Ages reſide, and was productive 
of men that were very uſctull and ſubſervient ro the Intereſt of their Country,where- 
of William Echingham, Son of the tormer #'llam, was one of the Conlervators of 
the Peace, for th: County oi S»ſſex, in the firit year of Richard the ſecond, and 
died poſlztt of this place, io the fitreenth year of chat Prince : Bur ar length the 
Diltatf prevailed agaip{t the Speare ; for this Family concluced in a Female Heir ; 
for Thomas Echingham dying withour Iſtue-male , argarer his only Daughter was 
matried ro Walter Blzznt, who had by her Jacks-Conrt, which he lefc t@ his Son Edw. 
Blount Lord Montjoy : but hz at his Deceale leaving ns Jflue the Inheritance of this 
place, came to Elizabeth his Silter and Heir, marriedro Sic Andrew Windſor, afterwards 
created Lord indſor by Henry the eighth, who alienaredchis Manſon to {!:che, by 
whoſe Daughter and Heir, ir came to be the Pollefſion of Strixger ; and he ending 
likewiſe in a Female Heir, ſh: brought it to Scor, a Cader of Scot:-Ha!l ; who ſud- 
denly atrerſotd his Right 1n .it to Y/ilcocks, by whoſe rwo Daughters and Coheirs, 
in the Memory of theſe Times, it came to be divided berween their two Husbands 
Bates, and Knight, 

The Mannor of Belgar or Belgrave is Sicuated likeyiſe in Lidde, it was given with 
the Mannor of Bulſington, to the Priorie of Bilſington, by John Mannſell the Founder 
of it; and was exchanged by the Abvot and Canons for other Lands, not long be- 
fore the Suppreſſion, with VPlam St, Leger, by whom it was alienated to YV/uliaps 
Middleton, and Edward Arthur, who after thzy had been ſome ſmall time Seated in 
their new Acquilts, by jont-conſent paſled away their Right in it to Sherley of Suſſex, 
who in our Fathers Memorie, by Sale transferred the Inheritance ro Abdy, deſcended 
from the Abdys of eAb4y- Houſe inthe Pariſh of YYauh in Yorke-ſhire, whoſe Heir 
both ro th: Name and Belgar alſo, 1s Sir Chriſtopher Abdy, a perſon who for his 
oenerall Knowledge, may be called without the circumſtance of Flatterie, an Ex- 
chequer of humane Learning. ; 

Scommey was the Seat of a Family lo called; for in the ( Book of Ad) there is a 
recitall of one Ricoard de Scotney, who held Lands in the Mer{b not far dillant : after- 
wards it came tothe A/!burzhams of Suſſex, but whecher by Purchaſe, or by Marriage 
of the Heir of Scotney, 15 incertain ; though I rather believe it devolved ro chem by 
Marriage, becauſe Scotrey in Lamberhurſt, divided by a remote diſtance trom this 
place, was likewiſe theirs; trom Roger Ajbbarabam it came to Hezry Chichley Arch- 

3iſhop of Canterbury, and he by Gifc ried it to his Foundation of Al!-Son's Colledge 
in Oxford, to whole Revenue it remains at this inſtant time unired, 

Nod in this Pariſh of Lidde, was for ſundry Ages the Reſidence of the Derings , 
betore they were tranſplanted to Plackl/ey, and here are Lands Siruated within the 
Verge of this Pariſh, which by an undivided preſcription of many Ages have been 
named Dering: z and Derings-Merſy, ( a certain Evidence to enforce the Antiquity 
of this Family, ) But when they grew more delighred with the Situation of Pluck- 
ley than this place, it wasby ........ Dering, in the fourth year of Philip and 
AMary, altenited to Mr, Peter Godfrey of Lidde, and Swrrenden was tyed for his 
peaceaple Poſletlion in ir, 

Laltly, here is Marerimm Summi Altar, foitis written inold Latine Deeds, or 
the Mannor of the high Altar, which for many Hundreds of years has been united 
rothe Vicarage : Bur waether it were given to find Veltments for the Prielt ro Ofhi- 
Ciate inat the high Alrar, or for a ſupply of wax Tapers, or tor proviſion of Books 
ro celebrate Maſs with, or la{tly, for all theſ2 Uſes, united and complicated together, 
I know not, becauſe the original Inſtrument which fortified the Donation 1s loſt , 
and ſo both the Uſe and Doner are become incertain, .

Lidden 1n the Hundreds cf Folx$tone and Bewiberough , was a Mannor which in 
elder Times made up that valt Patrimony which related tothe Knights Templers in 
this County : but upon the torall Extirpation of that Order here in Exglard, in the 
Raign of Edward the {econd, 1t was by the Stature called Starurum de { erris Ter 
plariorum, mace in the ſeventeenth year cf that Prince's Government , ſettled by 
that ſolemne Act npon the Knights Hoſpiralers, and remained rrealured up in their 
Revenue, untill che Disbandiog and finall Dillipation of this Order in this Nation, 
by Hezry the eighth, And then being by thar Prince rent away , it was in the thirty 
ſixth year of the ſame Prince , granted to John Wilde Eſq, for.Liie onely , and the 
Remainder in Fee, to the Arch-Biſhop of (anrerbary, and his Succeſlors for ever : 
in whoſe Patrimony according to the tenour of the original Conceſſion, it lay JO Þs 
ved uncill that popular Tempeſt which aroſe in theſe Calamicous Times , ſhook ir 
off, and caſt it into a ſecular Interelt, 

( ocleſcombe, and Swinkfield- Mennes, were of the ſame Complexion with the for- 
mer, that is, they were fir{t enwrapped in the Demeaſne of the Knights Templers , 
and afterwards ſapplanted, and falined co the Revenue of the Knights Hoſpitalers , 
ro whoſe Intereſt ic continued firme, untill the Whicl-wind of the publique Sup- 
preſſion in the Raignof Heyry the eighth, raviſhed them away ; and then that Prince 
1n the thirty third year of his Raign, by Royall Conceſſion, made them the Inheri- 
rance of Edward Monns Eſq; trom whom, by Succeſſive Devolution, they are now 
come down to his Deſcendant Sir Edward Menins of Walderſhare, Baroner. 

Swanton-Comrt is the laſt Place 1n this Parith, which Summons our Remembrance. 
It was ( as appears by private Deeds, Muniments, and other Authentick Te{timonies) 
the Seat and Habitation forſeverall Deſcents of a Family deeply rooted in this Track, 
whoſe Sirname was Greenford, and 1t is poſhble were originally extr:&ted from a 
Mannor known by that Denomination in CHiadleſer : who after they had flouriſhed 
by a large Decurhon of Time, nnder a fair and unliained Eltrmare at th!s place, tranſ- 
mitted the Proprictie of this Mantionto john Greenford Eſquire, in whom this Fa- 
mily found its Tombe and Period: for he dying withour Ifſue-male, inthe eleventh 
year of Edward the fourth, Alice his Sole Davghrer became his kcir, and She by 
matching with jobz Monins Eſquire, linked this Sear to his Inheritance, and to this 
Family, and to his Deſcend nts hath the Ticle ever fince been ſo conlitantly wedded ,

Eaſt-Leigh was the Mznlion of a Family which coox their Denomination from 
hence; and there is mention in the Book of Aid, of Will:zm de Lergh, and Robert 
de Leigh, who held Land of che Arch-bithop of ( anterbury, by Knights Service in 
the ewentieth of Edzars the third: when this Family was vaniſhed, and had de- 
ſerred the Poſleflion of this place, which was about rhe Beginning of Edwardthe

bur afrer this Man, I find no farther Remembrance ot any of his Stock or Polie- 
rity at this place, fo thar ic ſeems his Son ſold it to YYalter Leigh, or at Leigh 
of Eaſi-Leigh in this Pariſh, who was likewiſe concerned in an Eitate in Iertford- 
ſvire, where h2 was conlervator of the Peace, in the firit year of Richard the ſecond, 
andinthis Family did it refide many years after : For Tho, Leigh held it in Poſlefiion 
at his Deceaſe, which was in the ſeventeenth year of Herry the fixth : bur afcer 
his Death it was paſled away to Alez,- where the Inheritance (tayed nor long ; for 
from them it went away by Salento che Patrimony of Sir Jo.

Limze inthe Hundred of Street, in ancient Records written Limen, is improved 
inte a high Eſtimate, from thoſe many reliques and places of Antiquity, which lie 
icactered within the Limicts of it, And chough now it carry with it an uncouth and 
deſolate Aſpect, yer it was more flouriſhing 1n elder Times, when Prince Edward

Book , it was accounted as part of the fix Sullings of Fernelergh, 

Pimps Court that gave Name to the Knightly Family of the Pimps, 151n this Pariſh , 
 alchough they made Nert/eſted their more trequent place of abode ; 1/1//1am de Pimpe 
held this and orcher Lands by a whole Knights Fee, 1n the twenaeth year of Edward 
the third; at the making rhe Black Prince Kvight : and fro:n this William was john 
Pimpe Eiquire z who was Sheriff of Kezrt, in the ſecond year of Hepry the ſeventh, 
lineally deſcended , who ſold rhis Place to Edward Stafford Duke of Buckingham Lord 
Conktable of England, whole dyſaltrons Fate having engaged him to make {otne dark 
Applications to a Wizard and a Monk, about the Succeflion of the Crown; Heary the 
eizhth, a Prince of much Jelouhe and Fury. like an Ioduſtrious Spider ſpun our Ve- 
nome enough out of this unhappy Addreſs of his, to poyſon him with the Guilr of 
High Treaſon, and ſo made the forteirure'of his Lite and Fortune pay the price of his

Luddeſdowne in the Hundred of Taltingtrough, was (though now a petty obſcure 
Village ) more nored formerly, whenic was the Patrimony ot the Barons Momchenſie 
of Swanſcamp-(aftle. Warren de Montchen/ie, one of them, obtained a Charter of Free- 
Warrento this Mannor of Ladſdowne, 10 the thicty ſeventh year of Herry the third : 
afterwards this Mans Succefior #illam de Monchexfe held it, and ſat in Parliament 
as Biion of Swarſcamp, and dying in the year 1287, withour Iflue Male, left this 
and diverſe other Places to Dronys his Sole Daughter and Heir , who was married to 
Hugh de Vere . bur died wichour Iſſue inthe year of our Lord, 1314, by which means

Lellingfton in the Hundred of Axtan, was inancient Records written Lallwg ſton 
Roſſe; tor Anketellss Roſſe held Lands here in the twentieth of Wiliam the Conqueror ; 
Williams de Reſſe this mans Grand-child ( as appears by the Pipe Rolls) held two 
Knights Fees in Lulling ſton, in the firſt year of King Joby. Alexander de Roſſe this 
mans Son was one of the Recegnitores magne eAſſiſe, or of the grand Aſſiſe abour the 
end of thar Prince's Rule; but not long after this the Poſſeſſion of this place was not 
lincked ro this Family ; for Lora de Reſſc Sole Daughter tro William de Roſſe, by match-

Town it is, whether we confider it in reſpect of the uniform and regular

- Ociginal abour Leeds, and on the other fide its Banks are waſhed with the waters of 
the Medway ; from whence it primitively borrowedits Name, being in Saxon called 
Meawegſton. The Places of mott eminence which are circumſcribed within the Limits 
of 1t are, 

Firſt Buckland, which is fituated on the oppoſite Banck of the River, upon the 
Knob or Knoll of an Hill of cafie Aſcent ; from whence it rakes inza various and de- 
lightful Pcoſpe& of the adjacent Vallzy ; It was anciently part of the Demeaſn of 
the Bucklands , bur whether ir originally gave Seat and Sirname to them or not, 1s 
nor evident ; becauſe there was another Place, which likewiſe bore this Name at 
I wddeſdowne , and which alſo acknowledged ir (elf ro be Parcel of cheir Propriene ; 
Joh de Bu:kland heldic at his Death, which was inthe third year of Edward the third, 
and his Son and Heir was Sir John Buckland, who was a Perſon of remarkable Repu- 
tration and Note inthis Track , for he had Lands about Weuldham , Halling, Snodland , 
Ludſdowne and Shoreham , as well as at this Place. After rhis Name went our, the 
Lords {obham were P.oprietaries of Buck/ard, and in this Family was the PofſeTion 
ouided along by an undivided Clew of ſeveral Ages, till the intortunate Eezry 
Lord ({bham, about the entrance into the Raign of King Jawes,being with Sir V/alter 
Raleighand others, entangled in aDeſfigr, which the then preſent Power after a ſerious 
and {olemn Debate adjudged rreaſonable, he could nor unravel himſelf our of it, 
but with the Forfeiture though not of Life, yer of Eſtate ; but this Mannor before 
his Attaint beipg ſertled upon his Lady Francis Cobham, as part of her Joipture, _ 
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his Deceaſe was oranted by the Crown to her, ana the Reverhon ro Robert Cecil Earl 
of Salizbury, in reſpect he had married Elizabeth Davghter to William Brooke Lord 
Cobham , and Silter to this lalt Lord Henry, and She ſhortly after by marrying with 
os Fitz, Gerald Earl of Kildare, (ertled the preſent Intereſt of it in him, and 
He and his Counteſs b:ing embarked in a mutual and joint conſent with the above- 
mentioned Earl of Sal:sbury, paſſed away their Right in it, about the year One thou- 
ſand fix hund:ed and eighteen, to William Horſpoole Eſquire , who, in the Memory of 
theſe Times, alienated the Fee-ſimple ro Mr, E-gli,v of Suſſex, 

Secondly, the Mannor of Alardſtere it ielf withthe Palacefall under Confideras 
tion, They were in Times of elder Account belonging to the Family of Corxhill , 
and 1o continued till William de Cornhill deficing to exemplike his Zeal and Devorion 
by ſome eminence Acts of Pity to the Religion which thoſe Times aſſerted, gave 
them to Stephen Langten Arch-Biſh-p ot Canterbury, inthe ſeventh year of the Raign 
of King john ; many of whoſe Succeflors were Benefactors berh to the Church and 
Palace. Boniface of Savoy ( Arch-Bilhop o: Canterbary) abouc for; hundred years 
{ince, built here an Hoſpital, then iiyled the New-work, tothe Honour of $., Peter, 
and Paul, and 7 homas the Martyr; which Hoſpital #/lum Conrirer likewiſe Arch- 
Biſhop pull'd down, and infiicured a Colledge npon the Rvines ©: ir; for ſecular 
Prieits, devoted to the Honour of All Sams: And alio erected the Collegiate Church, 
as the Walls, diaper'd in {undry places, wich his paternal Goat, do eahtily evince, 

Jobn Uſford alſo Arch-Biſhop abour three huvdred years ſince began the Founda- 
tion of the Palace here ; but dying before he had compleated che {ame , Simon Iſlip 
his Succefior gave it its Perfetion , and being afterwards crumbled into Decay, John 
AMorion likewiſe Arch-Biſhop not orely repaired, but auementedir. 

Maidſton was governed by a Portreve, uncil the Time of King Edward thefixth : 
by whoſe incorporation it came to be governed by a Maior which Priviledge being loſt, 
becauſe this Town was enwrapped in Sir 7 h9maswWiats Inſurreftion, againtt Q, Mary ; 

. Elizabeth not onely reltored the ſame , bur, to improve it to more eminence with 
a farther Addition of Honour » raiſed it into the Degree of a Borough, 

Maidſtone by the Influence of Bexif.ice of $4voy.Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, had the 
Grant of a Marker procured to be held here weekly on the Thurſday, as is maniteſt, 
Pat. 45. Hen, tertu Memb, ſecunda, 

Thomas eAruxdel Arch-Biſhop of Canterbzry, about two hundred and forty years 
fince erected a Chavntcy- for the Brothers of Corpus Chriſti, now converted into the 
Free-School , who by the Rules ot cheir Primitive Inltirntion were to pray for the 
Fraternity of the Guild. 

The Mannor and Palace of cACa:dſton being exchanged with the Crown. by Thomas 
Arch- Biſhop of Canrerbary, was by K. Herry the eighth, about the thirty ſecond year 
of his Raign, granted to T homas Wat the elder, and his infortunare Son Sir Thomas 
Vat being attainted inthe ſecond year of Queen cAary ir devolved by Eſcheat to 
rhe Crown, and continved there untill Queen Elizabeth granted it ro John Aſtley Eſq; 
Maſter of the Royall Jewells, from whom it deſcended to Sir Jacob Aſtley, created 
Lord Aſtley, by the late King Charles at Oxford, in whoſe Deſcendants the Propriety 
15 at this in(tanc reſident. Bur the Mannor continued in the Tenure of the Crown, 
even untill th: Raign of King Charles, For when King James had by his gracious 
Charter created Dame Elizabeth Finch, Widow of Sic Aoile Finch of Eftwell, onely 
Daughter and Heir of rhe right Hononrable Sir Thoma: Heneage of Copped-ball in 
Eſſex Vice-Chamberlane, and one of the Pcivy Councel ro Queen Elizabeth, Vice- 
Countefle Maidſton. to her and her Iflue-male, She obrained rhe Mannor in Fee Farme 
for ever, ang tranſmirred it to her Son Sir Thomas Finch. in her Right Earl of V/in- 
chelſey, from whom both the Title of Viſcount MMaidft-n 2nd rhe Right of the Mannor 
are devolved by Paterpal Succeflion, ro the Right honourable Hene=pe Finch, the pre- 
ſenc Earl of Y/inchelſey, and Vicecount Maidſtor, 

Leland nores that the Arch-Biſhop's Palace, was anciently a Caſtle , and I verily 
believe it was the Capst Bareniz : for the Arch-Biſhops had more than one, and ex- 
cepting that at Saltwoed , I have Giligently Searched, and can find none 1o 
likely as this. 

Goxlds and Shepway do thirdly expoſe themſelves ro our Survey, they were former- 
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ly the Demeaſne of Yinrer of Yimcers, not tar dittanc, and 1o remained till &:bert V the. 
ter Founded in Mardſton Church that Chantry, which bears the Name of Gould; 
Chantry, abour rhe torceth year of Edward rhe third, and then he ann.xed borh 
taeſe places ro the Found tion for thoſe Divine Offices which were there to be 

2rformed, but upon the Suppretiion of this Oratorie; Kino Henry the eiohth ecanted 
Goulds and Shepway to Sir 7 homa: V.,/iat, who atterwards noking under the crune of 
High Treaſon, in the tecond year of the Government of Queen ary. She npon his 
attaint, granted them to Sir Y/alter, and Gervas Healey Eiq; from which Family by 
Purchaſe they came over to Andrews , bur ſtayed not long there, tor in our Fathers 
Memory they were {old to Sir Hamphrey 1 xftoz, late Sheriff of Kent, part of the 
year 1654. and part of the year 1655, 

Bigons, alias Digon;, was the ancient Seat of the worthy Family of the Mapelyſdens, 
and ] have a Deed in my Cultody, wherein one Edward Mapelyſden is mentioned , 
with this Addition, Edwardm Mapely/:en de :721, The Deed bears Date from the 
rwenty fifth of Edward the third, and atier the poſleſſion had been for many Genera- 
tions Succeſhvely rehiderr 1n this Family, onc of this Name, being unforcunarely 
concerned inthe Defection of Sir 7 homa; Wyat , was blalted with the guilt of Hich 
Treaſon, and {o by Conlequence his Eitate by Confiſcation, eicheared tothe Crown, 
from which it was granted to N:cholu; Barham, after Serjcant at Liw, who did mnch 
improve this Fabrick, with a Supplement of Building, from whoſe Heir it paſled 
away by Sale to Hawle, and from him again ſoon atter to Sir Francis Berncham. to 
whom this Manſion owes much of its Magnificence and Splendor, whoſe Son and Heir 
Mr, Edward barnehans Eſquire , has lately alienated his Intereſt in it, to Mr, Beale 
of Londen, 

Jordans-Court is a fifth place, which may exaCt our Notice, becauſe it gave Sezr and 
Sirname to a Family of that Denomination ; the next Family, attec this was expired, 
which held 1t, was Koper, of the Ropers of St, Dwunſtans in (anterbary ; and John Koper 
ſold it to Edw. and Wil, Brouch,of Berſted abour the thirty (ixth year of Henry the fixth, 
and they quickly after alienited their Concernment to Atwood, from whom the tame 
Fate, carried it away to Peirce, who by Sale tranſmirred his Right ro Cov. and he 
ſuddenly after demiſed ir ro {rooke, where after the Title had made ſome ſhort abode, 
the Poſſeſſion was paſſed over to Pothins, extracted from the Pothins of Sevenoke y 
wherethe Name was very ancient, from Potksn ; by his Daughter and Coheic , it de- 
ſcended to Virgo, who abour the latter end of Q, Elizabeth, by Sale tranſlated the 
Poſſeſſion into Waſhington Juſtic2 of Peace, and otten in the Commiſſion of Sewers, 
whoſold it to Godwin, from whom by Purchaſe. ir came to be the Inheritance of 
Criſp, who inour Memory conveyed it away to Suh; and he, ſome few years fince, 
by Sale, inveſted the Propriety in Mr, Peckman, 

Sixthly, Sheals 1s nor to be forgotten, becauſe it was the Inheritance of Fremingham, 
for Ralph de Fremingh:im cied ieiſed of it; inthe thictieth year of Edward the third, 
and when this Family went out. the Pimps of Pimps-Court and Nettle/{ed, by Purchaſe 
became Lords of the Fee; trom whom the ſame Fare braughr ir to acknowledgethe 
Signory of thz [ſleys of Sunarich . and here it continued, till Sir Henry [ſley in the 
Raignot Q, Mary, being attainted of High Treaſon, it became Confiſcatedro the 
Crown, and She inthe ſecond year of her Government, granted it to Sir Walter Heyley 
Knight , of Courſehorne in Crarbroke, in whole Name and poltetity the Poſſeſſion has 
remained Succeſively planted till chis Day, 

Seventhly, Chillngron is not to be omitred, becauſe I indir inthe Regiſter of thoſe 
Lands which acknowledged the Lords Cobham, for Lordsof the Fee : And when Jobs 
de Cobham had obrained a Charter of Free-warren, inthe ſeventeenth year of Edy, 
the third, to all his Lindsin Kevzt, The Mannor of Chillmgten 1s Recorded inthe 
Catalogue amoveſt them. Afrerthem, it came ( as the Court-rolls and private Evi- 
dences of this place inform me) ro acknowledge the Signory and Juriſdiftion of 
the Mapelyſdens of Digons, and remained circumicribed tn their Revenue, till Queen 
Mary began to weild the Eng/iſb Scepter , and then George Mapelyſaen being 
entangled beyond all retreat, in che unſucceſitull Expedition of Sir Thomas Wyat , 
miſcarried inthat Artempr; and lolt his Eſtate by Forfeiture ro the Crown, and Q, 


Mary granted it to Sir Walter, and Gervas Henley Eſquire, who not lone after ſold his 
Intereſt 
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In:eceit in itto Nicholas Barham Eſquire, Serjeant at Law to Qyeen Elizabeth, and his 
Succeſſor alienared this place ro Hawle of Wye, whole Grandchild Mr, George Hawle 
lately deceaſed, held the Fee-hmple of ir. 

Laitly, within the Ambure or Limics of Mazaſtoxe, ſtands an ancient Caſtellated 
Houſe called the Moate. Ir did in times of great Antiquity, relate to that Parrimo- 
yy which conteſted the Signory of the noted Family of Leybourne : tor Roger de Ley- 
bourne obtained the Grant of a Marker weekly on the 7 weſday, and a Fair yearly ro 
continue three Dayes at the Fealt of St, Croſ+,in the fitry firit year of Henry the third,as 
appears Pat, 51, Hen,tertu Memb,s0, Burt betorethe beginning of Edw. thethird , 
this Name was withered and ſhrunk into Decay at this place, and then Bartholomew 
Lord Burghurſt, or Burwaſh, Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports, and one of the firit 
Founders of the Order of the Garrer, came to poſtefle ir, and Inhabired here in the 
twenty ninth year of Edward the third, and poſlefled the $ignoty called Shofford, on 
which the Caltle (tands, and which one john d: Shefford held by Kovights-Service, in 
the rwenrieth year ( as appears by the Book of e414,) of Edward the third, Afﬀcer 
the Lords Burghzrſt, the Wooaziulls were poldelt of it, and removed from Grafton in the 
County of North-Hampten, where they had long continued, and lived here, A fair 
Monument of #o-avull, onthe North-lide the Chancell of Maidſftone-Church affirms 
it : and when King Henry the {xth created Richard Woodvill Conltable of the Ifle of 
Wight, a Baron of this Nation, andelected him intothe Order of the Garter, his Style 
was, Lord R;vers, Grafton, and D: la Moat ; which A& of Grace and Favour, mollifi- 
ed a Sentence and Fine ot 1000, ib, impoled upon him, for matching with Jaquer 
Daughter of Peter of Luxenbourg, Earl of St, Paxl, Widow of Johs Plantagemte Duke 
of Bedford, without the Kings Licence. But when King Edward the fourth, had mar- 
ried Elizabeth his eldeſt Daughter, b-ing widow to Thomas Marqueſle Dorcett, he cre- 
ared him Earl R:vers, and Lord of the lile of Y/ight , which Titles he. had obſerved 
were concomitant inſome of the Styles of the Lords R:vers, or de Riparits, who were 
the Ancient Earls of Devor, and aflumed to bear in an Eſcocheon of pretence upon his 
own Atchievementr, the old Coat aſcribed commonly to Baldwin de Riparis Earl of 
Devon, viz, Gule: a Griphen Segreant Or : which I note tor Criticks in Armorie to 
deicant on, and return to the Hiſtorie of the Place, When this good man, for ſo he 
was noted to be, was miſerably maſlacred by Robert R1diſdale Caprain of the Lewd 
People of North- Harpton-ſhire. who took bim at Edgror-Field, and ſtruck off hishead 
at North- Hampton (Their Will being their Law, and Miſchief Miniſter to their wild 
Deſigns ? ) all his ſeven Sons who ſurvived him, died without Iflve, and then Sir Henry 
Vat becomes owner of this place, Grandfather ro Sir 7 howas V/iat, afterwards his 
Succeſſor in the Pollefhon of 154 whoſe dyſaltrous Tragedy is preſerted at Boxley, upon 
whoſe untimely Exit, Hegh V,/arham 1n the ſecond year of Queen Mary, by Grant 
from the Crown, entecs upon it, from whom Alderman R:ther afterwards Lord Maior 
ot London, and known by the Name of Sir V//it:am Rither, Purchaſed and Repaired ic 
and left it cohisDavghter andCoheir,the Lady SnſanCaſar.whoſe eldeſt Son7 ho, ( aſar 
Eſq; and his Mother concurring together, diſpoſedof their Right in 1t by Sale co Sir 
Humphrey Tuſton Knight, ſecond Son to Sir John 7 xfton Knight and Baronet, and Bro- 
ther to Nicholas Tufton Earl of Thanett , who was Fatherro Johnthe preſent Earl. 

There was a Family Sirnamed de Maidſtone, whole Blazon upon a Monument in 
Ulcombe Church is, Sables a ({ heverox between three Cups, vovered, Argent (rowned Or , 
Viliam de Maidſton the Kings Vale, being ſent ro the Court of Rowe with certain 
Iniraments, and other expreſſes, deceas'd in his Journey , as appears Pat, Anno, 

winto Edwards prims , prima Pars, 

Pinenden- Heath confines upon Maidfon, and is eminent for the Puniſhment of Ma- 
lefa&tors, and the frequent Aflzmblies of Free-holders,who here convene to elect ſuch 
Perſons for Knights of the Shice.as may repreſent the County in Parliament, But it was 
in elder times more famous for that greit Convention of Ergliand Normans,who mer 
there inthe fourth year of #4/, the Conquerouryto decide the great Controverſie which 
then broke forth, between Larfraxc Arch-Biſhop of { anterbury.and Ods Earl of Kent, 
rouching ſome Lands and Priviledges which the ſaid Arch-Biſhop alleaged were byan 
unjult Uſurpation by the above-ſaid Odo raviſhed away from che Church : which be- 
Cauſe ir 2ives us a full Proſpect of that exorbitant and wide power which the _—_ x 
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thoſe times did entitle themſelves ro. 1 ſhall endevour ro poultray it inas Briet 
avd parrow a LandsKkip, as I have pencill'd it out by 7 extzs Roffenſi:, an old Book in 
Manuſcript ſo called, where it is more voluminouſly repreſented. 

At Pinexden- Heath ( \ays Textus Reffenſi.) 1n the tourth yeir of #illiam the Con- 
QUETrour z there was an Affemblie of che oravelt and clicreetelt of the Englijh and 
Normans, by a ſignall Deciſ:on and Debate, to deternine of that Controverhie, which 
did formerly ariſe detween Os Biſhop of Baieux, and Earl of Kent, touching ſome 
Lands and Priveledges which were detained from the Church by the ſaid Ewl ; and 
Lanfranc Arch-Biihop of ( anterbury. The (aid Diſpure or Debate laſted three Dayes : 
after the expiration of which, the ſaid Arch-Bithop recovered ſeverall Lands which 
he the ſaid Odo and his Tenants then held, which were Hebert the Son of 109, Twrold 
of Rocheſter, R-lph de Curva-Spina, and Hugh de Montfert, with all the Franchiſes 
belonging tothe, as namely, Szc and Soc, 7 oll and Theam, Inf angtheof anc Outfang- 
theof, Flymenay Firmth, Gruhbreach,Foreſtall, Heinfare, apd Cerſett ; ( the lait of which, 
becauſe none ot our Interpreters of the dark and obſcure Terms of the Law do ex- 
plain, I ſhall; Ic was a Renr-charge ot a certain Proportion of Corn inthe ear, paid 
at the Fealt ot St. Martin, ) with all other Cuſtomes vreater or leſs, both on the 
Land and on the Water; and it was tried and proved by all the honeſt and wiſe Men 
both Normans and Engliſh who were preſent , that as the Kivg himſelf, holds his 
Lands quier, and free 1n his Demeaine, ſothe Arc-Biſhop holds all his Lands wholly 
quiet and free iÞ his Demeaine. In the preſence of thele, it was ſhewn by many and 
molt evident Reaſons; that the King hath no Cultomes in the Church of C anterbaryy 
bur onely three, which aretheſe, If any man digg in the Kings High-way, or cur 
downapy Tree to ſtop it, 1t any man ſhall be apprehended and found Culpable, while(t 
they are in doing ſuch things, whether Pledges be taken of them or nor; yer by proſe- 
curion of rhe Kings Officer, and by Pledges they ſhall amend what is unjukily done. 
The third Cuſtome is, If any man cominit Blood-ſhed on the Kings High-way ; if 
whilk he does it he be apprehended and impriſoned, he ſhall chen make amends unto 
the King : Bur it he ſhall nor be apprehended, bur depart withour giving any Pledge, 
the King may not in Jultice require any thing of him. And it was at the ſame time 
farther determined, thatit any Perſon did commirc Blood-ſhed, or Manſlaughter, in 
places which were within the Liberties of the Church of Canerbury, from the time 
that the Church lett off ro Sing eAlleluiah, to the Oftaves of Exfter ; that then he 
ſhould make amends onely to the Arch-Biſhop, And it was likewiſe ſheied at rhe 
ſame Time, that whoſoever ſhould commit the Crime of Childwirt, that is, of Ba- 
ſardy ; if ir were in Lent, the Arch-Biſhop ſhould have the whole Satisfaction; 
bur 1f our of Lent , then he ſhould have onely half of it. 

There were preſenr at this Aſſembly, Gorsfrid Biſhop of Coxſtance the Kings Sub- 
Ricure, Er-oſt Biſhop ot Recheſter , Egelric or Agelric Biſhop of Selſey and Chi- 
cheſter, a Man of deep inſight 1n the Conititutions Eccleſiaſtical , and of ſo great 
an Age, that he was brought 1n a Wavgon, for his Diſcuſſion and Declaration, 
(ſays Textus Rofjenſis) upon the known Laws , Uſages, Franchiſes, and Cuſtomes 
of Holy Church, Hugh de Montfort , William de eArces, Richard de Tunbridge ; 


and laſtly, Haymo Sheriff of Kent, 


Town Malling and Eaſt Malling lie in the Hundred of Lark field, and were 
both Mannors which related to that Revenue, which made upthe Patrimony of 
the Nunnery of Town Malling, which was founded by Gardulphns Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, about the year 1090, and dedicared ro the Virgin ary, and had the Church 
ic ſelf which was likewiſe named after the bleſſed Virgin, and the Chappel of St. 
Leonards not far diftant, Though this Guxdulphwns was the Founder , yer Haimo 
de Heath, as appears by the Records of Recheſter, was an eminent Benzf:Qor ro 
it abour the year 1339. Both theſe Mannors upon the Suppreflion having aug- 
mented the Revenue of the Crown, they reſted there, untill che fourth year of 
Edward the fixth, and then they were granted in Leaſe for Life, ro Sic. Hugh 
Cartwright , and upon his Deceaſe, they were paſſed away upon the ſame Condi- 
tion to Pierpoint; and he conveyed them to Williams Breek Lord Cobham ; whoſe Son 


Hexry Lord Cobham, being attainted in the ſecond year ok, Kirg James, they were

twenty firlt of King James; and then they were granted for ever to John Rayney 
Eiquire, which Conceſhon was fully ratihked by King Charles, (ro whom the Pro- 
firs ot thele Mannors were aſſigned when he was Prince, towards the Support @f 
of his Court) in the ſecond year of his Raign, to Sir John» Rayney now of Wrotham 
Knight and Baronet, wich Sir John 1s lineally deſcended from John Rergnie(for 
ſo the Name 1n old Deeds 1s written) who held the Mannor of Edpeford in De- 
von, and Smubeley-ball in York-ſtire, 1n the Raign of Edward the third, Rill the 
Poffeſlion of this Family. Which Jobs was originally excrafted from Sir John de 
Reign, who, as 18 Manitelt by, che old Rolls and Regiſters of rhis Family , held 
the M:nnor of Newton 10 Cumberland, in the raign of Hezry the third, 
Weſt-/Malling had a Market granted to ut on the Satarday by Hevry the third, 
at the Initance of the Lady Abbeſle of that place: ro whom, and to the Nuns of 
this Cloilter, the Vicar of Eaſt- Malling, was, jure Loci, always Confeſlor, 
Parrocks and Ewell are two appendanc Mannors, inyolved iv the Mannor of #eſt-

Richard le Soamer ade his Will, as appears by the Records of Recheſter, inthe year 
of Grace 1347 and died ſeiſed of this Place,Lands in Halſtow, Higham, Leigh,and elſe- 
where, apd from him did it come down by the Channel of Deſcenc to JoÞw Somner,who 
was Chancellor of rhe Exchequer, in the Raign of Heyry the tixth, who was a great 
Benefa&or to the Priory of Chriſt-Charch, in whoſe Cloiſter the Armes of this Fa- 
mily remain inſculped in Stone as a Mernocial of his Beneficence, rhe laſt of this Fa- 
mily who he 1d this place, was Sir #illzam S2mer, who was thrice employed as publick 
Embaſſador co forraign States by Queen Elizabeth, and he deceaſed withour Iflue 
Male , fo that his two Daughters matched to Sir Alexander T emple, and Sir James 
Cromer became his Coheirs ; but this Mannor of Newland upon the Petition was 
united to the Demeaſn of Temple, whoſe Heir hath lately paſled ir away to the 
Treaſyters of the Cheſt, tor fick and mained Seamen art (hethar. 


Merſthams in the Hundred of (hart and Loygbridge, was given by S:iward and

Deheias in this Pariſh, vulgarly called Q#rington , was the ancient Reſidence 
of rhe Blechendens, till William Blechenden by marriage with Agnes Daughter and Co- 
RELDEo copss Goafrey of eA1dingtos became in her Right,Mafter of S:-znells in that 
Pariſh, and ſo left his Habitation at Merſham, to enjoy his new Acquilts at Aldingtor ;

2 Perſon who 
far his Favour and Love to Lexrning and Amiquitic, in Times when they ate both 
fallen ander ſuch Cheapn..is and Conternpr; cannot be mentioned without an Epithete 
equivalent to lo julta merit, 
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IHMepeham inthe Hundred of Tot »gtrough, was given to the Monks of ( anterbury, 


for their ſupply of Dyer by Eaiva the Queen, Morher of the two Kings, Edmund, and 
Eadred, ( as appears by the Book ot Chriſi-Church) inthe year of Grace 86+, Upon 
the ſuppreſſion of that Fraternitie, ic increaſed by its Addition. the Kevenne of the 
Crown; bur it was ſuddenly alter in the twenty ninth year of Hexry the eighth;teftored 
tothe Church, and ſo conrinued ill cheſe infortunate Times chained it to the Parrt- 
mony of the See of Cavrerbrry, whole Aich-Biſhops it ſeerms had a [{pecizll Regard ro 
this place: tor 1ill;am Conrtney one of them, re-builded the Chu:tch, which by the On- 
ſers of Time was ſhrupk into Dilapidation and Rubbiſh, and erefted likewiſe ſome 
Alms Houſes hete for the ſupport and maintainance of the poor of this Pariſh, 
The Manpor of Dodmoze lies within rhe Circuit of Afepchans, and was, as high as 
the Beam of any Deed can diſcover ro me, the Pofleflion of the noble and krighely 
Family of Hentizgfield, Sir Peter Huntingfeld by his Deed ſans Date does Ceirile it to 
his kinſman #aker Hamming field, and he by Deed likewiſe without any Date 2Fxed to ic 
paſſedit away to Jehs Smrth, and he inthe forty ſeventh year of Edward the third, 
conveyed his Right in ir by Sale to Rychard Iaclesgh , from whom the 7d:le1ghs of 
Eaſtwre in ( hilhaws, and Rollingin at Googneſton in Eaſt- Kent originally branched 01:7, 
Bur here the private Muniments of this place; by whoſe Light I have walkec, bre:k 
off; ſothar I muſt make a Cap in my Intelligence, and skip into the Raign of Hem p 
cheeighth, In the vinth year of whoſe Governmesr, I find by the Cout- Rolls of this 
place, one Themas Cavendiſh Eiq, ro be poſleſt of it, from whom about the fecond 
year of Edward the tixth, it went away to Henry Taylor, afterwards within the Ciccuir 
of thirty years; it was the Poſl:fon of John Giffard, then of Walter Powre of Brench- 
ley, and atcer him, of Henry Coftins, who inthe year 1604. demiled his Inteieit inic 
ro alter Kipping Gentlzman, of Kippings-Croſr in Twyaley, where they were rehcent 
before abour five hundred year; and now ir is made by Dorethy Kipping his Daughter

Dean-Conrt is likewiſe Seared within the Verge of Iepeham : Tt was inelder times 


a Branch of that wide and opulent Eitate which was marſhal'd under the Signory 
of Twtham, Alan de Twithans 18 enrolled in the Catalogue ot thoſe Kentih Gentle- 
men who were with Richardrhe firſt at the Setge of Acovw, Bethram de Twitham held 
it at his Death, which was inthe third year of Edwzard the third, after Alanys de Twi- 
tham died ſeiſce of it inthe twenty fifth year of the above-ſaid Kings Raien , and his 
Son Theobald de T witham after him en;oyed it at his Death, which was 1n the fourth 
year of Richardthe ſecond, as appears by the Eſcheart Roll of that year, marked with 
che Number 76. and lett Mawde de Twitham heir ro his large Poſletiions in this Coun- 
ty, who by marrying with S:mes Septuans of Checqner in Aſb by Sandwich, invetled 
him nor only inthe Signory of Dean-Coxrt, but likewiſe 1n his orher Demeaſne which 
lay diſperſed in ſeverall Branches over this County, and he had Iflue by her, Sir Willians 
Septaans, who matched with Are Daughter and Heir of Sir Nicholas Sandwich, and 
had Iſſue by her John Septuans Eſquire, who likewiſe wedded ( 9n/tznce Daughrer and 
Heir of Thomas Ellys of San@nich, and had flue by her Joby his eldeit Son, ro whom 
he gave Hells, Twitham.

Laurence, William de Merworth 1s inthe Regiſter of thoſe Keztijb Knights who were 
embarked wich Richard the firſt, at the Seige of Acon, upon which it is probable the 
Croſſe Corſlers were taken into the paternall Coat of this Family, In the fifteenth 
year of King John,one Roger, the Son of Exſtace de Mermorih, brought a Ouare Impedir 
avaipſt the Prior of Leeds, for the Adyoulon of the Church of Aerworth; Roger de 
/Merworth obtained a Chatter of Free-warren to his Mannor of Z3erwsrth, ip the cigh- 
reenth year of Edward the fiſt, In the twentieth year of E2ard the third, ( as 
appears by the Book of Ard) Jobs de Merworth paid reſpeCtive Aid for a whole Knight's 
Fee at eMerworth and (rombery in Hadloe, which he held of the Earl of Glo- 
ceſler, ar making the Black Prince Knight, in the rwemiecth year of Edward the third, 
and at) Inquiſitiontaken atrer this mans Death. for hisM annor of CAſrrworth, (though 
the Inquilnion tor his Mannor of CMapleſconbe and other Lands, was not taken untill 
che forty ninth of Edwardthe third) finds John Malmains of Z{ilmains in Pluckley, to 
be his Heir, who in the forty fixth year of Edward the third, ſells it ro Humphrey Bohun 
Earl of Hereford and Efſex, and he about the beginning of Richard the ſecond, con- 
veys itto Nicholas ae Brembre Son of Sir John de Brembre, who at the Battle of Trent, 
as Mr. Se/den relares in his Tules of Honour pag. 556. made himſelf eminent by a fig- 
nallencounter with John de Be:umonexr inthe year 1350, And endeyouring to ſupport 
the prerogative of Richard the fecond, in an Age wherin his Crime was, roo much 
Loialty, againſt the Afſaults of ſome of the FaQious and Ambirious Nobility, ſunk 
under the waight of their Hatred and Oppoſition: and being attainted of High Treaſon, 
this inthe tenth year of the aboveſaid Prince Eſcheared ro the Crown, and the ſame 
King in the thicreenth year of his Raign, granted it to John Hermenſthorpe, who imme- 
diately after conveyed it to Richard Fuzallan, Earl of Arundel, Lord Treaſurer , and 
Lord Admirall of England ; whoſe Son Thomas Fitzatian dying without Iflue, Joar one 
of his Silters and Coheirs matching with Wilham Beanchampe, who was created by 
Writt Baron of Abergavenny, inthe fixreenth year of Richardthe ſecond, knir this 
Mannor to the Patrimony of that Fainily , where 1t continued rill Richard Beanchampe 
this mans Son dying withour Jilue-male, in the ninth year of Herry the fifth, bequea- 
thed 1: to Elizabeth his Sole Daughter and Heir, who marched afterward to Edward 
Newill Baron of Abergaverny, from whom the Title both of the Barony and M erworth, 
flowed down to his Lreat Grandchild Hexry New, who diedthe twenty ninth year 
of Queen Elizaberh, and leitthis Mannor to ary his Sole Daughrer and heir, marri- 
edto Sir 7 homas Faxe, vmio whom King James. inthe ficlt Parliament which he held, 
Reſtored, Gave, Granted, and fo forth, the Name, Style, Title, Honour and Dig- 
nity of Barorels /e Deſpencer, and that her Heirs Succeſſively ſhould be Barons /e 
Deſp xcer for ever, She had Iflue by Sir Thowes Fane of Badſell in Kent, Sir Francis 
Fare elce!t Son, Knight of the Bath, whom Kings Jame: in the twenty ſecond year 
of his R-19n, December the 29, created Earl of Weſtmerland, and Baron Burghurſt ; 
being likewiſe by his Mothers Deſcent extracted from the female heir of that old Baro- 
ny : tor Eaw. le Deſpencer, who matied Elizabeth Heir of Bartholomew Lord Burghurſt, 
and Prichb, P-rnichaorre who married T/abe!l Daughrer and Heir of Thomas Lord De- 
ſpencer, and his elce.t Son Sir Aildmay Faxe, Knightof the Noble Order of the Bath, 
now Earl of #*{tmerlzxd, doth not on:ly enjoy the Concomitant Titles of Deſpexcer 
and Bargparſt but the Mannor of Afereworthlikewiſe,with all the Royalties of it,which 
were not inleriout to any which hathreceived Honour by its owners, for it 1s holden 
in Chivalcie, by an entire Knights Fee ; and a Free-warren which was formerly grant- 
edro it, isyer <xtant , andthe Conveniences of a Park, and Conies are not wanting.

Middleton is fo c:lled , by Reaſon it is placed in the middle of the Shire , 
and gives Name , to the whole Hundred , which 1s divided , into five Bay- 
lywicks, one whereot is called the Bailiwick of Shepey, becauſe ir comprehends 
that Iſland. Antiquity has ſet a noble Artribute upon it, for in ancient Records 
it is ſtyled Regia Villa de Alrddleton, and here at Kewmſley Downe, detived from 
Campſley, viz, the paitures where the Camp was kepr, Within the Patiſh of 41d- 
dleton, 15 the very place, where, 1n the Time of King A/fred, Haſter the Dane,

, Our ancient Chroniclers inform us, thar this Town, was jn a good Condition 
till che Ragin of Edward the Confeſlor: in whoſe days, during the Difeuſt be- 
rween him and Earl Godwin, ſuch as contederared with the Earl at home, burnt 
the King's Houſe here ar Middleton, a caitellared Pallace beneath the Church , 
whiltt he and his Sons ranſack'd and ruin'd many other places upon the Seacoalts, and 
Sktrrs of the Shire, 
in Times of a latter Date John de Bargo, the elder, had a Grant by Patent of 
the Mannors of Middleton, and eMarder, in the ſecond year of Edward the fil: :

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Milton Septrears in the Hundred of Weſtgate, was anciently a Pariſh, and had 6 Cm 
Church, :ppertaining to 1t, though now by diſuſe ir be languiſhed into decay , of this Fa- 
and ſhrupk into ſo vatrow ap Eitimare, rhat 1t has left only an Ocatory or little wily at 
Chappel, which is yet viſible to ipftrvct us, what was its former Glory , which 79raban. 
certainly was of no inconfiderable Account, when it was the Seat of che elder 
Houſe of Sept#ans, who made this theic Refidence, For VV iikam Sepruans, Son of 
William Septwans, had here is Habicatton, when he was Sheriff of Ken, which was 
in the fourth year of Richard the ſecond: bur long after this Man, did it not cov- . 
tinue in the Name of Sepruars: for this Family, as to thar Branch of ic, which 
was planred at this place, ſhrunk into a Daughter and Heir, who was matched to 
Sir Fraxcis Fogge, and (o this place fell under his Revenue, Andfrom him deſcended 
Sic Will, Fogge ; whoſe Succeflor Sir John Fogge of Repten Knight.paſſed this away to 
Sir George Brown of Bechworth Caſtle; in whom it remained, tili this Mans Grand- 
child Sir Thomas Brown of Bechworth aforeſaid, partly ſold it, and partly gave it 
in Dower, with his Daughter Elizabeth Brown, to Sir Rebert Honywood of Charing, 
whoſe eldeſt Son by this Match, Sic Themas Heywood of Marks Hall in Eſſex, is now 
planted in the Fee- fumple of it, 


2Mldaſh in the Hundred of Felborongh, is a Branch of the Mannor of Chilham: 
bur yer rhere is the Mannor of Flemngs alias Bowers, -for ſo it is fiyled in Re- 
cords and Court-rolls, which deſerves our Notice. It was in the year 1019, as 
an ancient Court-rall. now iv the Hands of Mr. Chapman does inform me, inthe 
Hands of Jobs de Fleming, and probably, here it remained diverſe years, though 
I can diſcover nothing.,which may evince the certainty of it; for there 18 an Intermi(- 
ſion or Gap in the Evidences, In the twenty fourth year of Henry the fixth, 
as appears by another ancient Court-roll, it was the Pofleſſion of John Treſwenall, 
and ip this Name it continued till the Raign of Henry the eighth; and then it 
was alienated to Sir Thomas Moile; in whoſe Potterity the Title and Demeaſne 
was ſctled, till our Fathers memory, and chen the Fee-imple was fold away ro Mr. 
Henry ('bapman. 

Then ſecondly, there is the Mannor of Witherl;»g, who had Owners, who bore 
that Sirname,and who had certainly che Poſlefſion of it, ſeverall Generations,which 
1s manifeft from that compliance the Name had with the Manſon, though the 


Evidgnce which 1 have drained from the Deeds and Muniments of this place, reaches 
no 
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no higher thep the Government of Henry the fixth : for in the thirty eighth year of 
that Prince's Rule, Joan Witherling the vifible and only apparent Heir of this Family, 
cranſmirted her Intere(t init by Sale ro Wills:m Keneworth, whoſe Son William Kene- 
worth by the like Fatalicie paſſed it away inthe Raign of Heyry the ſeventh, ro John 
Moile of Burkwell, Eſquire, extracted from the Moiles of Bodmin in Cornwall, and this 
John Moile in the fourth year of Heyrry the eighth, ſoldicto Hamo Vidian, a Name 
very ancient in Aoldaſb, tor here is a Farme which ac this Day catries the Name of 
Vidian-Foreſtall, and his Grandchild wilkam /idian at this inſtant enjoys the Fee-lumple 
of ir, 


Mongehars, called for aiftintion, Great-Hongehars, to difference it from an Ham- 
let of that Name, (iyled Little- Moygehars, lies in the Hundred of Eaxſtry, and was 
even tothe Church by Eadbert King of Keyt, for a ſupply both of Diet and Apparell of 
che Monks of Str. Auſtins, ( as the Book of Chrift-Church does infinuace ) and, upon 
the Difloluction of the Covent, and annexing the Demeaſn ro the Revenue of the 
Crown, it was by Henry the eighth, 10 the thirty third year of his Raign, granted to 
the Dean and Chapter of Chr;{t-Church, who conveyed it in Leaſe to Jobs Fropchunt, 
from whorn by Purchaſe it was brought oyer to G1bs, and is now the Parrimony and 
Heredirarie Right of (7ayford, a Name ol deep and Extraction in this Territocie, by 
Pu:chaſe from the above reciced Family, : 

There 1s a place iothis Pariſh called Fogs-Conrt, which is Regiſter'd inthe Inven- 
corie of the Mannors of this County ; and although the Manſion-Houſe which be- 
longs to 1t;be taller into ſo low a degree of Conrempr, that it appears now to be litle 
more than aCaberet orCotrage,yet it callsfor ſome Remenibrancezeven in this reſpeR)z 
that ir was the Patrimony of that noble and Illuſtrious Family, and is the only Place 
of this County which I have yer met withzthat is adopted into their Sirname,tcom Tho, 
Fogge Eq; Serjeant Porter of Calts, who was the la(t of this Name which poutzit it : 
by Alice Fogge his Daughter an.! Coheir, ic carne tobe the Inheritance of he: Hus- 
band William Scot, and in this Family did the Patrimonial Intereſt of it refice, rill 
almoſt in our Memory, the Signory and Propriery of it was from this Family by 
Sale cranſlated inco Mr, Philip Pownall of Siberrſwould, 

Great-Barville partly lying in Mongebam, and partly io TilmanFor , is the third 
place copliderable in Mongeham, Ir hath been for many Deſcents, which have made 
up {01ne Centuries of years, the Poſleſon of (rayford, which are written in Deeds 
of av.ry ligh Aſcent de Barvile Magna: Inan old Roll which ſumms up thoſe 
Ker: ientiemen, who were with Richard Nevil Earl of Warwick, atthe Battle of 
North- Hampton, ( where after a warm and Bloody Debate, the Title of the Houſe of 
York by a glorious Victory was evidently aſſerted.) There is mention of Wilkam Cray- 
ford Eſquire. who atrerwards (as ſome private Evidences ivform me, now in the hands 
of Mr, Gethins neer Burntwood ) was made Bannerett by King Edward the fourth, for 
his various undertakings and Services performed in ſeveral Enconnters, which had an 
Influence upon the Cauſe and Quarrell of che Houſe of York, and bore ( as is mani- 
felt by his Seal affixed co ſeveralDeeds) Upon 4 (heveron, three Eagles beads eraſed;which 
I mention, to retifie that miſtake which through inadvertency, hath crepr intoour 
Vilxtations of Kent, where the paternall Coat of this Family is repreſented to have 
been Upon 4 ( beveron, three Falcons heads eraſed; and from this eminent Perſon 1s Mr. 
Wil. Crayford Lord of this Mannor in expeGance; by a Thread of dire& Deſcent , ort- 
oinally extracted. 

Mongeham had an ancient Market by preſcription on the Thurſday, and Bertram de 
(Toll had a Grant of it, by the Charter of Henry the third, which was allowed by 
the Judges Icinerant io the ſeventh year of Edward the ficity and a Fair yeatly, by the 
ſpace of three Dayes, +1iz.. the Eve, St. Luke's day, and the day afrer. 

Litle-Barville is partly Situared in this Pariſh, and partly in Tilmanstoz.. A Family 
called Pix, and ſometimes Picks, were for ſome Cencuries of years, invelted in the 
Poſleſſion, and contrafted this Name; from ſome Office ( as the Succeſſive Tradition 
of this Family affirms) that they were anciently entruſted wich, about the Alrar , 
and che Urenhls which related to it, amongſt which, the Pix was the molt conſider- 
able, as being the Conſervatory of the Hoſt; and fo e Pixide nomen elicitum » _ 
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theirCare and Cuſtody of the Prx;chey originally aſſumed their Sirname : But to 
proceed; after chis Mapnor had for ſo many Deſcencs,acknowledged this Name and Fa- 
mily, abont the latter end of Queen Elizabeth, by Sale it came to confels the Stgnory 
of Crayford of Great-Barville, with whole Revenue the Ticle and Propriety does ac

Little- Mongeham vex: offers it ſelf vp ro our conſideration: buc of that,I ſhall ſpeak

Morſton in the Hundred of A/ilton, gave Seat and Sitname to a Farnily that fell un- 
der that Appellation, as is evident by the Book of eA1d, where John de Morſton is 
armed to have held it, and to have' paid an Auxiliary Contribution for it at the 
making the Black Prince Knight. He was deſcend. d from Bartholomew de Morfloa, who is 
inthe lit of thoſe Kenrib Gentlemen who afſilied King Richard the firſzat the Sie oe of 
Acoxn ;, Burt before the latter end of Richard the ſecond, this Family was worn out , 
and then ir tell under the Signory of Walter Fitz Walter of Eſſex,who had been ineldec 
Times ſummoned frequently by Writ to fit as Baron in Parliament, and fromthe a- 
boveſaid alter, didthis Mannor by paternal devolution come down to his Son Hun 

brey Fuzwalter , and he held ic at his Dearh,which was inthe ficlt year of Hes rythe ſixth 
and had Iflue John Fuzwalter, who abour the latter end of the aboycſaid Prince, alic- 
nated it by Saleto {romer, in which Family the poſſeſſion was conftant and refident, 
uncill che latter end of King James, and then Sir James Cromer dying without Iflve- 
male, (hriſt:an one of his Daughters and Coheitrs, by matching with Sic Jehn Hales 
npon the difiin&tion of the Eſtate into parcells, was united tothe Patrimony of that 
Family, from whom the Right by Deſcent is now rranſmirced to the inſtant Proprie- 
tarie Sir Edward Hales, his Son and Heir,Baroner, 

Eſfthallis another Mannor in Morftor, which although it be now by the Viciflicude 
of Time , and the ipjurious Impreſſions of Age, ſbrunk from ics elder Beauty, into 
decay and Negle& ; yet in Ages of a higher date, it was adorned with a nobler Char- 
ater of Splendor, when it confeſſed it ſelf -ro be parcell of the Inhericance of an an- 
cient Family called De /a pine, ( (o they are written 1n their old dateleſs Deeds) and 
bore for their Arms Sable, three Pine Apples Or, James De la pize was Sheriff of Kerns 
inthe rwenty ſixth, and part of the twenty ſeventh years of Edward the third, and held 
his Shrievalty here at Eſthall, and died poſleſt of 1t in che thirty ſeventh year of the 
aboveſaid Prince, and leftc ic to his Son and Heir Thomas De la pine, who about the be- 
vipning of Richard the ſecond, conveyed, his Title and Concernment in it to Thomas 
St. Leger Eſquire, Sheriff of Kent in the twentieth year of Richardthe ſecond, who 
dying without Ifue-male, Joan,one of his Danghters and Coheirs, by matching with 
John Emias , linked it tothe Demeaſn of that Name, and from him Cid it cranſmir ic 
ſelf by Deſcent, go his Son and Heir Humphrey Ewias, who was ſeiſed of it at his De- 
ceaſe, which was 1n the thirty thicd year of Heyry the faxth, .and from him by a Thread 
of parernal Succeſſion, was it tranſported to his Grandchild 7/ilam E£m:1as in whom the 
Male-live determined, ſo that by Alice his Daughter and Heir, it came to confeſs the 
Sienory of Thomas Hales, who inthe (xthyear of Edward the fixth, by a Fine and re- 
covery whereinhis Wife was concern'd, paſſed away the whole Demitſe to Sir Anthony 
Aucher, whoſe Son, Sir Anthony Anucher, in the ninth year of Queen Elizabeth, by rhe 
ſame conveyance alienated it to Gardiner, where the Title was ſo volatile and murable 
that it Rayed with this Family, bur untill the tenth year of the aboveſaid Princeſs, and 
then it was franſplanted by Sale into John Norden, who in our Grandfathers memory 
demiſed it to Pordage, Predecefiorto Mr. ....,. Pordage of Rydmerſnam,who is now 
enticled tothe Fee-{imple ot ir, 

Mere-Coxrt is a third place of Account in this Pariſh, called ſo from its Situation 
near the Sea, which our Saxex Anceltors called Mere, and is cultgmarily uſed in that 
ſenſe, for any waſt heap of Waters, as Lakes, and Pools, that are on all fides lockt in by 
the Land, by the D#tchto this day. Bur I cannot find that it ever had any Poſſeffors 
that extraRed their Sirname from hence ; for inthe Raign of Edwardrhe third, I find 
Arnold de Savage held it, and ſo did his Grandchild Eleanor Savage, who was marched 
ro Wiliaes Clifford, and he by this Alliance, became inveſted inthe Poſſefſion, and in 


this Family did the Tirle lie couched, untill che beginning of Hemry the ſeventh, _ 
I1 rhen 
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then 1 can track no farther Evidence of their Polleſſion of this place : In the Raign 
of Edward che fixth, I find it to be inveſted in the Name of Croft, and remained tied 
cothe Patrimony of that Family, untill David Crofts died in the twenty ſecond year 
of Queen Elizaberb, and left it to Jo. Crofr, Helen and Margaret, his Daughters ; and 
they ,upon the death of their Brother, who was an Ideot, becomming Joynt-heirsto 
this place, in the forty ſecond year of Q, Elizabeth, paſled icway to Mr. Stephen 
Hulks, who bequeathed it to his Son and Heir Mr, Jo. Halks, and tie upon his Deceale, 
which was not many years {ince, gave it to his ſecond Son Mr, Charles Hulks, who now 
1510 Fruition of 1t, 
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Atindes inthe Hundreds of Bridge, Petham,and Whitftaple, is ap obſcure Village, 
N not far remote from Canterbyry, and only calls for tome Remembrance inthis 
reipect, that the Mannor of Staplegate is htuared within the Limits of it, which was 
the Seat of an eminent Family which bore that Sirname, who were Lords not onely 
of this Place, bur of much other Land in Romney Merſb; and had certainly this De- 
nomination ingratred originally upon them, becauſe they colleted che Kings profits 
and Cuſtomes ariſing out of the Scaple of Wooll, fixed at Srtaplegate in Camerbury, 
The firlt of this Family whom I find eminent is Edmund Stapleg ate, who paid reſpeive 
Aid for his Mannor of Biſmgton and his, other Lands in Kext , inthe twentieth year ef 
Eaward the third, at making the Black Prince Knight ; and he was Father ro Edmarnd 
Staplegate, who at the Coronation of Richardthe ſecond, held that figna1l Conteſt be- 
fore jobn of Gaunt Duke of Laxcaſter, then High Steward at that ſolernn Imthroniza- 
tion, with Richard Earl of Araxdellabout the Office of Chi:f Butler, as I have be- 
fore mentioned in Bulſmgren, But to return to that Diſcourſe from whence this e- 
mergent Controverhe did divert me, Edmund Staplegate 1n the thinteenth year of 
Richard the ſecond, enjoyed this Mannor at his Death : bur after his Deceaſe. che Tirle 
was not long liv'd in this Name, torin the Raignof Hevry the fifth, and Heyry the 
fixth, ( as appears by the Teltimony of ancient Court Rolls) it was ip the Poſſeſſion 
of Leichfield, who was Maſter of much Land about Tilmazſton and Betſhanger, and in 
the twenty ſecond year of Ed.the fourth. it was by Reger Lichfield paſled away by Sale to 
Willam Haut Eiquire, Farther to Sir Yiliam Hanty 1n «hom the male-line determined, 
ſo that by Elizabeth his Daughter and Coheir, it came to be the Inhericance of Sic 
Thomas Colepep:r of Bedgebury, who about the firit year of Edwardthe fixth alienated it 
ro Philip Chomte Eſquire, and from tim the like Fate bore off the Title to Sir Anthoyy 
Aucher, and he about the latter end of Edward the ſixth, diſpoſed of his Right in it 
ro Sir James Hales of the Durgeon, Anceſtor to Sir James Hales of the ſame place , 
who noc many years {ince, demifed the Premiſes ro Mr. Smith of High-Gate ; upon 
whoſe late Deccaſe , the Title like a Pythagorean-Soul is tranſmigrated/ into his 
Heir, 


Netwleſted in the Hundred of 7wyford , was the ancient Seat of the no- 
ble and ancient Family of Pimpe, William de Pimpe , paid reſpeRive Aid , 
for this Mannor and other Lands, which lay not far diſtant from this place, which 
he held by a whole Knights Fee, ar the miking rhe Black Prince Knight , the 
twentieth of. Edward the third ; Reginald Pimpe was his Son and Heir, and ſerved 
out the Office ofthigh Sheriff of Kent for him, in the forty ninth year of Edward 
the third, in which year he dyed, Ir is probable that this Fils was knighted, 
becauſe there is a Tombe, in Nettlefted Church; with this Inſcription affixed ro his 
Tombe-ſtone: Hic jacer Domina Margareta de Cobham. quondam U xov Willielmi Pimpe, 
Aliluss, que obit 4 Septembris 1337, From whence it may be probably colle&ed, 
chat the above recited Yilliam Pimpe, though he is not mentioned as a Knight 
un the Regiſter of che Sheriffs, yer afterwards for ſome exemplary Services by tim 

peitormed 
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pertormed and managed, might be inveſted with the Order of Kniehthood, From 
this Man in the continued Succeſſion of a dire Line, did Reginald Pimpe 'def- See mors | 
cend, who determined in eAmn Pimpe who was his Sole Heir, and fo this ancient &f Pimvin | 
Family which had under a venerable CharaRter of Antiquity , for ſo many Ages 2 Diſ- 
Aouriſhed ar this place, as the Monuments iv the Church, not yer diſmantled , y 290 * 
do ſufhciently evince, was about the lartrerend of Hevry the ſeventh extinguiſhed; es. ” 
and Netleſted fell under the Patrimony of John Scort of Scorts Hall. from whom Edw; 
Scot Eſquirezis liveally extracted ; and 10 Relation co this Alliance, is the inſtant 
Proprictary of Nettlefted, 
Lomewood is a (econd place of Account in Nettlefted it belonged formerly ro 
a Cloiſter of black Cannons in Oxford, dedicated to Sr, Friſwith,which being ſuppreſ- 
ſed by Cardinal Wolſey, 1p the year 1525, when he intended to erect the magni- 
ficent Fabrick of the Colledge of Chriſt-church, this Mannor was refigned up to 
the Crown; and was by King Heyry the eighth, in the twenty ſeventh year of 
his raign, granted to Sir Edward Newill, who gave it in Martiage with his Daugh- 
ter Katharine Nevill, eſpouſed tro John Roydon Eſquire, of Roydon-Hall, in great 
Peckham ; and he dererminivg in E1:z4abeth Royden his Sole Heir, ſhe by matching 
with Roger Twiſden Eſquire, planted it in his Revenue; and from him hath the 
Intereſt of Deſcent tranſported it along to his Grandchild Sir Roger T wiſden of Roy= 


don Hall Knight and Baroner, 


Newenden in the Hundred of Selbrutenden, was erected in the place where the old 
Roman City of Anderida was fituated, and was called by the Britons Caer Axdred, 
very aptly by Leland, Ryled in Latine, Noviodunnum, from the Saxon, Nywandun , 
in Engliſh by Corruption called Newenden, which in the original imports as much as 
The new Hill io the Valley. | 

This was that Station and City of the Romans mentioned in the Banner of the 
Court, or Lord Warden of the Saxon Shore, by Paxcerolls: in his Book called 
Notitia Provinciarum, under the Name of eAnderids, and ſomerimes written An- 
deridos , and here was the Caltle which the Saxons called Anared: Ceaſter; and the 
oreat Wood, which ſtretched out 1D length, from hence into Hampſh:re, 80. miles 
was named Andreds-waid. and by the Britons Coid Andred, other reaſons are laid 
down for the Identicy of the place, exrrafted from the Name which the Engliſh 
Saxons gave it, who termed it Bruttendes, that is, The Britons Vale, from whence 
the whole Hundred adjoyning is called Selbrittewden, that is, 'The Britons Woody 
Vale. 

Here for Defence of the Coaſt, again!t the Eruptions of Saxon Rovers, the 
Romans placed the Prepoſiizs Numer: Abulcorum, and hither the River of Lymen, 
long fince called Ryther, was (ufficiently Navigable, Burt ſoon after the Romars 
deſerred Prutan, it ſhrunk into Decay; beipg fuined by rhe Engliſh Saxons; and 
yet a marke of the Loſle, is covertly conched, under the Name of the principal 
Mannor, called Loſenham, of which ſomething is to be remembced, when we have 
done with the Hiſtory of this place , which I have thus abbreviated, Hemgrft, be- 
ing fully determined to expell all the Britons out of Kerr, :nd thipkipg it would 
much conduce to the improvement of his Defign, to recruite his Army wich Troops 
of his own Nation, called El/z the Founder of the South-Saxop Kingdome , and 
his three Sons with a ſtrong Power out ofGermanie,and then gave a ſharp Aſſault ag iinlt 
this Anderida, but was intercepted ar that inſtant in his Deſigne, by thoſe vigorous 
Impreſſions, which the Britons out of their Ambuſhments in the Woods rhen made 
upor him. In Fine, after many Prejudices and Lofles both given and raken : Hex- 
;ft divided his'Army, and not onely diſcomfited the Bricovs in the adjacent wood 
be alſo ar the ſame Time, forced the City by Aſſault, and became fo enflamed 
with revenge, that nothing bur the Extinction of the Inhabitants, by a puÞlick 
ſlaughter, and the totall demoliſhing of the Town, could ſuperſede or allay fo great 
an Animotity. The place lying thus deſolate, was ſhewed (as Henry of Hunting - 
den reports) many Ages after, to inquiſitive Paſſengers, till in the year 791 King 
Offs gave this and other Lands to the Arch-biſhop and Monks of ( amerbary, ad Paſcus 

Porcorum, for che Pannage of their Hoggs, ; 
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In the Time of rhe Conquerour, the Arch-biſhops and Monks of Canterbury , 
held this Mannor of Newerden; and 1t was rated inthe extent of it.bur at one Sul- 
ling, and was an Appendage to Saltword, and in the Patrimony of the Church did 
the Title of ic remain locked up, till che general Difſolucion in the Raign of Hey y 
the eighth, and then it was unlooined, and by A& of Parliament falined: ro the 
Revenue of the Crown, where, till theſe infortunare Times, ic did ſucceſhively 
continne. 

Loſenhams in this Pariſh, was the ancient Seat of the Axchers, an eminent and 
numerous Family; this was both in Kent, Suſſex, Nottingham, and Eſſex; where 
they made Coppr-Hall by Epping, the Seat and Head ot their Barony, and it is ve- 
ry probable, they derive this their Name, from Aucherws that was Conſul or El- 
derman of Kext, and led the power ot the County, wherewith, at Kichborowsh , 
nere Sandwich, he foiled and deteated the Danes, as Alfred of Beverley writes, In 
the Book called Nova Ferffamenta, collected in the Raign of Henry the ſecond , 

it 15 there recorded that that Piince, gave William Fitz Axcher, the fourth part of 
Rot.pipe de , Knights Fee in Eſſex, called Lagfare. Richard Fiz Aucher his Grandchild, is 
CO , in the Number of choſe Kerr Gen:l:zmen , who were engaged with Henry the 
42 Hen. 3,third, in his Expedition into Wales, in the forty ſecond year of his Raign, wil. 
Seo Cim. Fils Aucher, another of this Family, held che Mannor of Boſehams in Suſſex, by 
den + Bri- Grant from William the Conquerour , and his Rem-ſervice or Acknowledgement, 
tamia paz- Was tO pay into the Exchequer ( 1n whoſe Time he lived) forty pound of tryed 
307, and weighed Silver, Henry Fitz. Aucher, fills up the Roll or Inventory of thoſe 
Kentib Gentlemen, who allifted Edward the firſt, at his Seige of Carlaverok in 
Scotland, in the twenty eighth year of his Raign, and for his Service there,was 
made Knight Bannerer, Peter Aucher or Auger (for ſo in old Records they are 
promiſcuoully wricten) was Valet to King Edyardthe ſecond (an Office equivalent 
in ics Trutt' and Digmty, to thole we called Gentlemen of the Bed-chamber to 
our late Kings) and it ſeems was wiltaken for a Knjghe Templer, in the fourth 
year of that Prince, becaulc he nouriſhed a ſpreading Beard (in that Age anemi- 
nent Adjun& of that Order) : but Edward the ſecond rectified this Miliake, and af- 
firmed, that his citiuſed Beard, did not evince he was a Knight Templer, as ap- 
pears Pat.

A chird place of Note in Newenham,is Sholand,which was inthe Raign of H. the 
third, as an old datelefle Decd diſcoversto us the Patrimony of Ada de Stomynton: and 
afrer this Name went out,the Bournes ofSharſted in Dodingten,not far removed from 
this place, were about the rwentieth year of Edward the third, poſſe of this 
Lordſhip ; from them by purchaſe the Propriety was carried over to Chevin, deſ- 
cended trom- the Chevins of Chevins-conrt in Marden, and Thomas Chevin of this 
place, married Thomaſm, Coheir of Champion , of Champions Court in this Pariſh,

Joan his Heir, eſpouſed to Sir Richard de Rekeſley, by whoſe Sole Inheritrix likewiſe 
called Joan, it was linked to the Demeaſn ot Sir Thomas de Pojnings, from whom the 
Clew of Deſcent guided it down to Sir Edward Poynings, whodying inthe twelfth of 
Hemry the eighth without any lawtull 1flue, or any vifible kindred that could pretend a

The Manno: ot Newington it ſelf belonged ( as an Ancient Mannſcript, now in my 
Cultody, intorms me.) to a Nunnery which was erected here inthis Pariſh , bur by 
whom it was founded or endowed is unknown: only this Manuſctipt I mentioned 
betore, reheariesa direful Tragedy , which 1t cites, as is pretended, out of 7 horz the 
Chronicler of St, Augnſtins , and other old Manuſcripts: Ic wasthis. Divers of the 
Nuns being warped with a malitious Deſire of Revenge , took the advantage of the 
Night, and ſtrangled the Lady Abbefſe, who was the Objz& of their Fury, and 
paſhonate Animobities, in her Bed; and after, ro conceal {o execrable an Aflalination, 
threw her Body into a Pitt, which atterwards comracted the traditional App<llari- 
on of Nux-put ; bur this barbarons offence being nor long atter miraculouſly dit- 
covered (the Manuſciipt does not intimate how;) King Hezry the third, in whole 
Time this Tragedy was acted, feiſed this Mannor into his Hands, and having by 
Conlent of the Church tranſmitted the Nuns , who were culpable , to the ſecular 
power , by Death co make expiation tor this Crime; he ſent the Guiltleſs Nuns 
into Shepey, and after filled their Cloitter with ſeven ſecular Canons : four of which 
not log after ( as if ſome ſecret Impiety had, larked in the Wals of the Covent) 
murdered one of the Fraternity 3 upon which the King ſciſes this Mannor a- 
ain into his Hands, which he had before given back to the ſupport of this new 
in{ticured Seminary : two patts of which laying in the Hamlet of 1 kheth;mz by the rwo 
ouilclefle Canons , with. the approbatton of Hexry the third, were alfigned tothe 


Abby of St. Azg»ftins (though ſome Writings more Ancient 2ftiim them to be given 


under the Notion of two Prebendaries to that Covent) by #:/{am the Conqueror ; 
ard the other five parts of this Mannor , were by the aboveſaid Henry the third, 
oranted to his Lord Chief Jultice , . Sir Richard de Lucy, whoſe Son Almericus de 
Lucy , ſaies the Manuſcript, did in the year 1278. exchange them with the Monks 
of St. Augnſtins, And thus was this Mannor faftnedro the Patrimony of th: Church, 
and ſo cominued, till the General Diflolutionin the Time of Hewry the eighth dif- 
uniced it, and linked it afterwards to the pofleſhon of the Crown, io whole De- 
meaſne trill rhe Death of the late King Charles , it lay, ever fince the firſt ſupprefiion, 
involved. 

At this Pariſh of Newington , not long ſince were digged up many Roman Utns, 
not far diſtant from the high way or common paſlage , it being agreeable unto Ro- 
man practice to interre in thoſe places, where their Monuments might be obvious 
almoſt to every Eye, Memorials of themſelves, and Memento's ot Mortality nn- 
ro living Paſſengers , whom the Epitaphs of great ones were fain to beg to lay 
and look upon them, Some of theſe were of a larger, and ſome again of a nar- 
rower Capacity , it being Cuttomary amongſt rhe Romazs , for the Servants and 
Clients to obtain Repoſitories for theic Remains 10 Urns ot a lefler ; for the Maſters 
and Patrons to {lumber in Urns of a more wide and ſpatious DimenLon : and many 
were ſo curious, that they contrived valt Family-Urns to continue their livipg Re- 
lations, wherein the Aſhes of their nearc{t Kindred and Friends, ar leatt ſome par- 
cels of them might , as in ſome common Exchequer , be treaſured up) that ſorhe 
Union in Liſe might be mulciplyed and intorced by an amicable Correſpondence, 
even in the place of Sepulture ; thus the Aſhes of Domitian were mingled with thoie 
of Julia, and thoſe of Achilles ſlept in the ſame Urn with thoſe of his Parroclss, 
That this Uſage or Practice of the Roman: extrafted its pedigree from Greece 1s Ma- 
vifeſt: For all Authors that have taken a Proſpect of the Gre:44n Rites of Funerals, 
conſent that thoſe of Megara (ut up the Bones of four or five Perſons in the 
narrow Confines of ons: Repertory, or Sepulchral-Utn, Ir is farther obſervable , 
that theſe Urns diſcovered at Newington , were ſeveral of them embroidered with 
particular Inſcriprions; one had Severianus pater inſculped upon it , another was en- 
dorſed with Priſcian , and a third with Fulvizs Linxs; this alſo was uſual amonglit 
the Kymaws » not only to ſuperſcribe the Names of thoſe whole Remains were 
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called Topical Gods, ſuch as were here, Deus YViterimens, Deus Moguntis , Degs 
Mounus , Dui Civitatis Brigamtum » Camulus Dens Santius , Gadunus, &c, Some- 
times they endorſed D. CA that is, Dus Mambns, and ther we often meec with 
Patera's, or Sacrificing Diſhes, Lachrymatories, Veſlels of Oile, and other Aro- 
matical Libations z which Aze and a lons Date of Time had condenſed into the 
Conliftence of Gellies ; ſometimes again their Urns were placed or fitvated near 
ſome Bound or Land-mark, and then their Aſhes incloſed, were conſecrated to 
the peculiar Protection of Dexs Terminus , and were cloiltered in a Repoſitory or 
Veſlcl , much in Fiouce or Reſemblance like a Ryman Urn, but only the Cover was 
more wide and deep at Top , and this they (tyled eArca Finalis, Beſides theſe at 
Newingtos , there are many other Examples of ſuch endorſments am:cngtt the Rg- 
mans; I ſhall cull out ſome tew, Marcus Plantins who flew himſelt for the Love 
of his Wife Oreſiilla, who deceaſed ar Tarenium in her paſlage to eA/ia, thar ſo he 
might accompany her io Death, as he had done in Life , had his Aſhes blended ro- 
oether with hers in one Urn , whilit this Supericription wichout adorned their ming- 
led Dult, The two Lovers, Not many years ſince there was digged up near (og - 


geshall in Eſſex an Urn , which offered up to the SpeRator's View this Inſcription, 


Coccills 7M. that is, Coccills Mambas, And not many years before at the Bath was re- 
preſented ro publick InſpeRion, an Urn, with this Endorſment inſculped , YVibia 
Jucunda An, XXX his ſepmtta; I could diſcover more of this Nature ; But I return, 
In theſe Newington Urns, as my Intelligence 1n{tructs me, there were traced our 
many peeces of Koman Coin, it being Cuſtomary among(t that Nation, not only to 
incloſe Coin or Mony , both of Conſulary and Imperial Stamp, by which the Date 
of their Friends Deceale , mighc be hinted to an Intelligent Obſervation ; bur like- 
wiſe Fragments of thoſe Things the Deceaſed in his Lite Time did particularly af- 
fect , as namely , Spear Heads peeces of Darts and Swords, broken Armor, the 
Caſſis or Helmet , Shields, Goblers, Berill Rings, beſides a great Number of 
Gems , with Heads of Gods and Goddeſles , and the pourtraiture of ſeveral Crea- 
rures, faſhioned out of Agar and Amber, Now if any will inquire of me, When 
chis Cuftome of burning the Dead , and after depokiting theic Duſt in Sepuſehral 
Urns, became to be in Uſe amongſt the Rewansp I contels I am ſatisfied the Time 
is incectain , though I dare politively aver , it was originally tranſported from Greece, 
where it was uſed though with more formality , long before it was adopted into the 
Uſages of this Nation, For firſt the Grecians burned only the Bodies of thoſe of 
more eminent Account, bur denied ic to thoſe who were of baſer Ally , or of ob- 
{curer Fame ; as likewile they did to deceaſed Infants ; to thole who were blaſted 
or deſtroyed with Lightning , becaule they ſupecititionſly conceived them enemies 
ro the Powers above; to thoſe who had impiouſly laid violent hands upon them- 
ſelves; and laltly , ro thoſe who had by a perfidious Apoſtaſie , declared themſelves 
to be Deſertors and Betrayers of their Country, Secondly , they burned only the 
fleſh of the Body , reſerving the Bones to be laid up in Cheits or Repertories , which 
they called Thece, which among(t the Romans had the Title of Ofſ#aria, beſtowed 
on them. Thiidly, they eſteemed it ſo great av Honor for any perſon to ſleep in 
his owne Native Countrey , that if he deceaſed in any Forrain Region, which was in 
Amity with them,they there, afcer th.ir Cultomary Manner burned his Body, and with 
much Solemniry tranſported his Reliques to the place of his Nativity , and at every 
Croſſe Way had their appointed Fealis , which were made at the Expence of the Re- 
lations and Friends of the Defun&t, which they called their Compualia, Laſtly, 
they {irewed Flowers on the Urns and Repoſitories of the Dead, and adorned them 
with Ribands , as they did the Urn of Philopemer ; but they more particularly afte- 
&ed the firewing of Myrtle, and Amaranthus, on the Aſhes of their departed Rela- 
tions as the Romans did that of the Roſe ; yer both of them did concur in the Com- 
rolition of the Funeral Pile, which was furniſhed and made up of Roſemary , La- 
ryx, Yew , Cypreſle, and Firre, wherein it is probable were conched ſome racir 
Hints of their ſurviving Hopes ; and in which myſterious Hieroglyphicks, as being 
Trees which were perpetually verdant, were wrapped up ſome ſecret Inferences of a 
furure Reſurreftion, That this Cuſtome . of Burning che Dead did afterwards by 
an univerſal Imitationextend and ſpread it felt to other Nations. Thar the DR 
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ruling Prieſts were accultomed to burn their Dead is expreſied by Pomponizs: That 
they held that practiſe in Gawle, Ceſar expreſly delivers: That bnrning the Dead 
was uſed in Sarmatia, is affirmed by Gagumus : That the Swedes ani Gothlanders 
did frequently commit their Princes ana more eminent Perſons to the Fire, is de- 
livered by Saxo and Olaus: That this was the old German practiſe + is allo afſerted by 
Tacitus, And that it was cuſtomary amongſt the Danes, S2veral Urns, diſcovered in 
Jutland and Slefwick, not many years fince , do eaſily evince , which contained not 
only Bones, bur many other Subances in them , as Knives , peeces of Icon, Brais 
and Wood, and one of Norway a Braſs guilded Jews-harp. Whenthis Cuſtom ot 
Burning of the Dead languiſhed into Diſuſe, is incertain ; bur rhar it began te va- 
niſh, upon the Dawning of Chrilitanity , as Vapors and Milts ſcatter before a Morn- 
ivg Sun, is without Controverſie ; bur when rhe Light of ir did morz vigorouſly 
reflect, like a Meridian Beam , on all the gloomy Corners and Receſles of Pagi1- 
niſm and Infidelicy ; thep this Uſe of Urn-Burial, was wholly ſuperſeded , and 
found a Tomb ir ſelf in the more (ober and ſeverer practiſe of Chritiianity. And thus 
much ſhall be ſaid concerning cheſe Urns digged up at Newington, 

The Mannor of Levenoke in chis Pariſh ought in the latt place ro be taken Notice 
of ; bur the Deeds being diſperſed into the Hands of thole who are Strangers both 
to this County avd my Delign, I cannot give the Reader that ſatisfattion in this 
particular that I azme art, Only thus much I can inform him, that by an old Conre 
Roll in the Hands of Mr, Stamwmough of this Patiſh, lately deceaſed, I diſcovered 
that in the Raign ot Eaward the third, and Richard the ſecond , it was the poſſeſſi- 
on of John Bean Fiz, and it is probable by the Heir General of this Name, it de- 
volved to Arneld of- Rochester : and more to tortifie this, ſome ancient Country 
people at my being there . did afſuce me, they had ic by Traditional Intelligence 
from their Pcedeceflors, Thar that K»:ght purchaſed it of one Arnold; bur ofthat there 
Is po certainty , only this 1s pofitive , that abour the latter endof Hevry the eighth, 
that Knight enjoyedit, andin this Name it remained until almoſt our Memory , and 
then it was conveyed to Gouldſmith, and he alienated it to Barrow , whoſe Deſcen- 
dant having morgaged it to Mr. ...... Alſton of London , he very lately hath tranſ- 
planted all his Right by Sale, into Mr, ,,,,,.., Liſle of Middleſex , now de- 


ceaſed. 


Nockholt in the Hundred of Reuxley, was a Branch which was incorporated into 
the Reyenue of the Lord Say. Wilkam de Say died poſſelt of it, inthe wenty third 
year of Edward the third, and from this man was it tranſmicttedco his Grand-child 
Geffrey Say, who concluded in a Sole Dan-hter and Heir, called Elizabeth, who 
was married to Wilkam Fi:nnes Eſquire, and ſo in her Right was Nock#»/r unired t9 
the poſſeſſion of this Noble Family ; from this man was Kichard Fiennes deſcended, 
who enjoyed this Mannor ſucceſhively from him , and married Joaze the Sole Female 
Heir of Thomas Lord Dacre of Hurſtmenceanx in Suſſex, who was extracted trom 
Edward Lord Dacre, who was ſummoned co Parliament by the Tutle of Lord Dacre 
of Hurſtmonceanx , in the Raign of Edward the ſecond , and in ber Right was this 
man ſummoned to Parliament by the Name of R:chard Fiennes Lord Dacres, inthe 
Government of Hezry the fixth, And here did both the Barony of Dacre, andthe 
Inheritance of Nockholt continue, till Gregory Fiennes Lord Dacres deceaſed , inthe 
thirty ſixth year of Queen Elizabeth, and lefr by Teſtament Margaret his Sitter 
matched to Sampſon Lennard Eſquire, he having no Iflue, Heir ro his large poſleſſi- 
ons, amongſt which this Mannor was involved; from Sampſon» Lennard, who was 
Created Lord Dacres, in the ſecond year of Kin? James; it is now come down by 
Succeſſive Inheritance to be the inftant Patrimony of his Grand-child Francs Lord 
Dacres the preſent Baron of Hurſtmonceanx, 

There are two other Mannors in this Pariſh , bur of ſmall importance, called 
Brampton , and Chelleys-court , or at Ockholt, both which had Owners, who engrat- 
red their own Sirname upon them, There is a recital inthe Book, of 414e , of one 
John de Brampton , who held Land at Nockholt and Di:ton , in the Raign of Eawara 
the firlt : From this Family, Brampton came by a Fernale Heir ro be the Inhericance of 


Petley , who about the latter end of Hexry the fixth , conveyed it to Oliver » alias 
k 2 Quintin, 
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Quintin, and hath been for almolt rwo Hundred years, as appears by the Eviden- 
ces now in the Hands of Mr, Robert Oliver , of the Grange in the Pariſh of Ley- 
bourn, in the Tennre and Poſſeſſion of that Name and Family, 

Shelleys (ourt, called in the Evidences likewiſe at Ockholt, was, as high as the 
Raign of Edward the third, as the originall Deeds now 1in the Hands of Mr, Reb, 
Auſtin of Bexley inform me, the Inhericance of Shelley , and remained united to 
the Poſſeſſion of that Family, till the Government of Queen Mary ; and then 
by Sale the whole Demiſe, was paſſed away by Sir John Champneys, Lord Maior 
ot Loxdon, by William Shelley, the lalt of this Name ar this place ; from whom 
it devolved to his Son Sir J«ſt:man Champneys, who left it to his Son Mr, Richard 
Champneys Eſquire ; and he almoſt in the Remembrance of that Age we live 
in, alienated his Concernment 1n it, to the preſent Poſleſlor Mr, Gooday of Suf- 


folk 


Nonington in the Hundred of Wingham and Eaſtry , hath diverſe places in it of 
confiderable Repute, The firſt is Fredville, called in old Deeds Fro:dville, from its 
bleak and eminent Situation. Times of an elder Inſcription, repreſent ic to have 
been the Poſleſſion of Colkm, vulgarly called Cokin, who it is probable erected the 
ancient Fabrick, and brought ir into the Shape and Order of an Habiration: this 
Family was originally extrated from Canterbury, where they had a Lane which 
bore their Name, being called Cos/kins Lane, and likewiſe had the Inheritance or 
Pcopriety of Worth-gate 1m that Ciry, William Colkin founded an Hoſpital neer 
Eaſtbridge, which celebrated his Name to Poſteriry, and was called (9kin's Hof- 
pital, he flouriſhed in the Time of K. Joby, and was a liberal BenetaRor to the 
Hoſpitals of St, Nicholas, Sr, Katharime, and St. Thomas of Eaftbridge in Canterbury, 
as 1s rec#ded by Mr. William Somner, in his Survey of that City P4ge 116, Bur 
to. proceed: John Colkin dyed poſleſt of Fredvill the renth 'of Edwara ihe third, and 
in his Poſtericy was the Title reſident, untill the latter end of Richard the ſecond, 
and then it was conveyed to Thomas ( harletox ; and he by a Fine, levyed the ſecond 
ot Henry the ſecond, tranſplants his Intereſt into Johs Quadring, in whole Name 
ic made its aboad, untill Joan Ouadring, the: Heir General of Thomas Quadring, 
this man's Succeſlor, carried the Title along with her to her Hausband Richard 
Dryland; and he abovr rhe latter end of Edward the fourth, alienated it ro John 
Netherſole, who by Fine levyed 1n the ſecond year of Richard the third , con- 
veyed it to William Bois Eſquire, deſcended from 7. de Boſco or de Bots, ſo writ- 
ren in ſome old Copies of the Battle Abby Roll , and in others KA, de Boſco or 
de Bois, who entered into England with Willam the Conquerour , which Wilkam 
had Iflue Thomas Bois, who dying in the raign of Henry the ſeventh, left rwo Sons: 
to Thomas his eldeſt he deviſed Fredville, with his Eſtate there; to William his 
youngeſt, Bonngton, and the Lands annexed to it : ſo that the eldeſt had the Fai- 
reſt, and the youngelt che ancient Seat: from Fredville are fireamed out firſt the 
Boozs's of Hode, the ſecond Branch of the eldeſt- Houſe ; Secondly thoſe of Bethan- 
ger ; Thirdly Bozs of Sandwich iſſued ont from thoſe of Betſhanger, From Boning- 
tox are extracted the Bors's of Will:borough, being the ſecond Branch of the ſecond 
Houſe; Secondly Bozs of Offizgton, and thirdly Bozs of Hawkherft: From Thomas 
Bors above-mentioned 15s the Title of Fredv1lle ina ſucceſſive Line now devolved to 
his Succeſlor oþhx Bois Eſquire. 

Elmington is a ſecond place of Note in this Pariſh, Ic was made eminent in 
former Times, by being parcell of the Patrimony of Condye of Condies Hall in 
V//uſtaple, who likewiſe had ſome Interelt in Freadville by purchaſe from Colken » 
which V/illiam Condy paſſed away to Thomas Charltzn above-mentioned, Which' 
Villiam was Son and Heir to John de Condy, who dyed pofſelt of Elmington the 
fifch of September, in the forty ſecond year of Edward the third, and by deſcendan* 
Right was invelted in the Propriety of this place, but enjoyed ir not long : for 
he dying without Iflue, Robert Grubbe, who had married Margaret Siſter and Co- 
heir of rhe aboveſaid Y//iham, entered upon the Poſſeſſion, Bur he likewiſe con- 
cluding in two Daughters and Coheirs : Agzes one of them by matching with 
Tohn Iſaack, anmexed this to his Inheritance, and his Succeſſor James 1ſaack,z e900 

che 
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the latter en41 ot H-»ry the ſeventh, conveyed it to George Gnldford Elquire, who 
not long atrer cranimicred rhe Intereſt, he had in this plice by Sale to Betexham; 
in whom, the Poſleflion was bur of a frail and narrow Continuance, for from this 
Family, a Vicifiicude like the former, about the latter end of Hexry the eighth , 
carried it away to Sir Chriſtapher Hales, and his Son Sir James Hales; not long after, 
demiſedicro YV/Yul/am Bors Eiquire, Anceſtor to fo, Bors of Fredeille Etquire z who now 
holds the inſtant Signiory of ir. 

Sr. eAlbans 1s a third place in Nowmgton, which exaCts our Notice: Itis called 
{o, becauſe it was wrapped up in the Revenue of the Abby of Sr. eAib-ns . andcid 
partake of the like priviledges as that Monattery- enjoyed; a Scale of whici you 
may read of , recorded in the late printed Monaſticuam eAnglicanumsy too tedious 
here co recapitulate: Ir was in elder Times called Eſsle , and was held by one 
Edmund de Akhgholt , in Knights Service, whoſe Arms in Nonngton Church , videlicer, 

warterly Argent and Azure, over all a Bend componee , Or, and Gules , are yer viible 
and obvious: This Mannor upon the general Diflolution, in the Raign of Hexry 
the eighth, being found involved in the Patrimony of the above ſaid Abby, was 
in the chirty ſecond year of thar Prince , granted with all its Appendages to Sir 
( hrijtopher Hales, and his Son Sir James Hales, about the Beginning of Edward the 
ſixth , conveyed it to Joh Sticker , who 1n the fifth year of that Prince alienared ic 
to Sir Thowas Colepeper of Bedgbery, from whom not long after the ſame mucation tranl- 
planted ir into Sir Thomas Aoile, and he demiſed rhe propriety of it by Sale to Thomas 
Hamon Eſquire > Aunceltor to Anthony Hamon Eiquirey who now enjoys the preſent 
Signory of it, | 

Ar the Borough of Wolwich in this Pariſh is a place called Oxendens , which was 
the Original Seminary and Fountain of choſe of that Name and Family in this County, 

Ratling 1s another place in Nongton of principal Note : Ir contributed in Times 
of a more Venerable Date both Sear and Sirvame roa Family of that Appellation, 
It would be too redions and voluminous a Digreflion to recite all thoſe whom Anci- 
ent Records repreſent to be the poſſeſſors of chis Place ; I ſhall only take notice of 
Sayer de Ratling , Son of Sir Robert de Ratling , who was the laſt of the Name who 
enjoyed it, and had it in Poſleſhon ar his Deceaſe, which was in the tenth year of 
Richard the ſecond, and lefc Joane his Daughter and Heir, who was matched to 
John Spicer, from whom the Spicers who were Owners of the Mannor of Sherford in 
Monks Horton in this County , were collaterally extracted: bur ir appears they were 
of no long reſidence at this Place, for this Man and his Name together went out 
in Co-heirs ; ſo that Rathng fell under the Dominion of a new Pcoprietary , for 
by C:cely one of them 1c was knit to the Demeaſne of her Husband Jobs [z.22c; of 
Blackmanbery in Bredge, and by this Alliance the Title became ried ro this Family, 
till Edward {zaach_this mans Grand-child, in the Raign of Heyry the {ſeventh , by 
Sale collated his Righr in it on Sir John Phineux , whole Succeſlor in the next Age 
atter, alienated ir to New;zſon , from whom not ſo many years are yet elapſed, bur 
that almo!t our Memory may attaque the time of the Sale. By the ſame Fatality , the 
Poſſeſſior: and Title was rowled into the enjoyment of the preſent Owner Sir #/i/l:am 
Cowper, 

Oldcour is a third place which may exa& our Account , it was anciently parcel 
of the Demeaſne of a good old Family , who derived their Sirname from the Pariſh 
of Goodreſton , vulgarly called Gorſton , by no far Diftance removed from this place, 
and continued in an uninterrupted Series, from Johs, William , and Robert de God- 
neſton , of whom there is frequent mention in private Evidences and whoflonrithed 
in the Raigns of Hemry the third, and Edward the firſt, as their Dateleſs Deeds do 
intimate, until the Raign of Edward the fourth, poſſeſt of this place, and then 
it went by Edith Daughter and Heir of Edward .Goaneſton, in whom the Name was 
entombed to /jincent, Engham, deſcended from the Enghams or Eainghams of Wood- 
church, from whom it went away by Sale to Jehn Sydley Eſquire, Auditor to Henry 
the ſeventh , who added much to the Splendor and Magnificence of the Sydleys of 
Southfleet , by thoſe additional improvements, with which he encreaſed the Patrt- 
mony of that Family. When this Name went out , the next Family which ſucceeded 


in the poſſeſſion of this place by purchaſe , was #/d of Camerbary , deſcended _ 
einally 
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riginally from the /#i/ds of the County of Worceſter , where they areentituled rO an 
Exrrattton of deep Antiquity » whoſe Succeſſor Sir John Wild of Camerbary, inthar 
Age we call our Fathers , paſled away his Right in Oldcours to Merſh, who holds the 


infant Fee-limple of ur, 


Northbourne in the Hundred of Eaftry, was given to Chriſt-charch in Canterbury, 
by Eadbald King of Kezt , (as the Records of that Church do aſſert) after his Return 
co the Chriſtian Faith ; for tormerly by an open Deſertion or Apoltacy , he had re- 
nounced rhoſe Principles of Religion, which originally had been intuſed into him. 
And being thus calt 1aro thz Revenue of che Church, ic remained incorporatedin 
its Patrimony till the publique Diſſolution made by Herry the eighth , difſevercd 
it, ard laid it up in the Lap ot the Royal Demeaſne , where i: continued couched 
till Queen Elizabeth ficlt granted ic in Leaſe tor Lite z ro her Folter-brother Saunders, 

) {fo he wasliyled, becauſe his Mother had been her Nutſe , upon whole Deceaſe it 
reveits to the Crown, and King fame: upon his firſt Aſcending the Engliſh Throne, 
The Man- granted the Deineaſns to Sir Edwin Sandys, a Perſon who had performed ſome ex- 
nor was emplary Service for him upon his fictt admutſion to the Sceprer of this Nation , which 
ſold the ghliged him to this Concefliorr, from whom it is now by Deſcent transferred ro his 
dep, Grand-Child » Son io Colonel Sandys, who in the late inteliine Concetts berween 
Bois, Fa- the King and his two Houſes , received a mortal wound 10a vigorous encounter be- 
therro rwixt him and Prince Rypert at Worceſter, of which ſome r1me after he languiſhed aivay, 
Jo.BuS anddeceaſed, - 
” _— There was when Le/axd made his Survey of Kent , which was in the Raign of 
ger Eq; Henry the eighth, the Reliques of an old Stone-houſe , which the Tradition of 
that Age did afirm to have been the Pallace of the above mentioned Eadbald. And 
there was, not many years before the ſame Author made this perambulation, as he 
in the ſame Manuiccipr does aſſert, a Wall broken down, by which Hole or Ipler 
was diſcovered a little Cell or Chamber into which it opened, where were found 
che Fragmentary Remains of rwo Chilcren . who had in that gloomy Repoſitory been

Bur ir ſeems the Ticle of #ellr, Coſmngron, ana {ji-ld, 
did not long dwell in /oh» Limſey; tor in the firſt year of Richard th: third, he 
alienated them to /obs Young; from which Family inthe middle of the raign of FH, 
the cighth, chey came back again te acknowledge the Stgniory of Limſey, in who 1 
acain the Poſſctiion was as rranfirory as formerly; tor betore the latter end of /7, 
eighth, they were conveyed to Ram ford, trom whom, abour the Beginning of 
Queen Elizabeth, they wete by Sale paſled away to Alderman Garrer of Lon4es , 
and in this Family was the Inhericance lodged, untill allmoſt thoſe Times which

Derndale is another ancient Scat in Northfleet, which in old Evidences, ſome of 
which are not bounded with any date, isRyled Derendale, as having inelder Times 
(as it appears by old Deeds) Polleſſors of that Name ; and when they had deſer- 
red the Poſſeſſion, which was before the latter end of Edward the third; it be- 
came the Inheritance of william Wangford, whole Son Willam Wangford, was Ser- 
jeant at Law, and a great Benefaftor to Rocheſter Bridoe, and he beiog his Heir 
co this place, in the fifreenth year of Hevwry the fixth, paſſed it away to John and 
William Flucke ; from whom ſuddenly afrer ir came over by purchale to Joh» Reuſe, 
deſcended from william Reuſe of Birling, whole Son [hy Rouſe, demiſed Land in 
Northfleet, as appears by an old Deed, to John Reoxſe, in the thirty third year of

Shinglewell is another place in Northfleet which may deſervedly be raken Notice 
of, becauſe Hever is fitvated within the precinas of ir, which was the Seminary 
or Seedplot of the ancient Family of Hever, and though Hever Caſtle by rea- 
ſon of irs Grandeur and Magnificence, was their capitall Manſon, yer this was the 
original Fountain or Cradle , from whence the Family primirively iflued forth, 
3. de Hever was a perſon of note, and was engaged with R.che firlt at the Seige of Acorn. 
In the ſeventh year of the raign of King John, as appears by the Pipe-rolls of char 
Time, H=ugh de Hever, and Walter de Hever, were Recognitores magne Aſſiſe, a place 
if we calculate it for the Meridian of thoſe Times, of a very great Larirude of 
Power, Truſt, and Concernment ; for they were looked upon in all Cauſes either

John de ( ampania had a Charter ot Free-warren, granted 
by Royal Indulgence to his Mannor of Norton, in the thirty firſt year of Edward 
the firlt, and when this Name had deferred the Poſlefion, rhe Title of this place 
came to own the Signory of John Boteler of Gravewey E(quire , who flouriſhed in 
the raign of Henry the fourth ; bur, it 1s manitelt > was not very ſtable ip this Name; 
for, by Botsler this mans Sole Heir, 1t was ipcorporated into the Patrimony of Jeb; 
Martin , her Husband, afterwards Judge of rhe Common Pleas ; andinthis Family 
was it reſident , till the raign of Hemry the ſeventh, and then it was conveyed away 
by Sale to Finch, iſſued out from the Fizcbes of Groveherſt in Milton, Bur the ſame 
Farality which brought 1c over to Marty, Carried it away from the Name of Finch :

Pravenders 18 an Ancient Seatinthis Pariſh; once the Manſion of a Family of that 
Sirname , which though it be long tince worn out at this place, yer 1t 1s (till ( under 
a Character of no deſpicable Account ) in being, inWibſhire ; where for ſeveral Ages 
laſt paſt they have ſuccethvely ſetled. I have ſeen a Deed withour Date , which abour 
the raign of Hexry the third , fixes the poſſeſſion of this place in John de Provender, 
and this agrees with Sidrach Petits Inquitition , who in his Curzous Survey of ſeyeral 
Kentih Mannors, taken in the twenty eighth year of King Heyry the eighth , re-

Sullingis & dimidio, & eff appretiatum XXV, 
is. & tamen reddit de Firma XX, & VIIL Ib, From this Record I obſerve that 
William the Norman, firnamed the Conquerour , poſſeſſing himſelf of rhe Engliſh 
Scepter and Diadem, by an infirme and crazy Title, ſought afterwards to fortifie 
and improve it, by a ſoft Compliance with the Clergie, who had then the moſt 
powerfull Influence, on the Conſciences of the Vulgar ; and therefore where he 
found their Revenue moderately taxed in the Time of the Confeſlor; he confirms 
it, and where ip his Eſttmare the Gabell or Impokition was ſcrued or wound vp 
roo much, he abates and mollifies it, by theſe Engagements perpetually for the 
future, ro oblige and endear them, to aſſerc and maintain his new atchieved Roy-

Kead Lord Chiefe Jultice of the Kings Bench,and he in the raign of Hemry the (erenth, 
paſſed it away by Grant, to the Hoſpital of the Sawoy in London, whe:e it has 
m_ fince, withour apy Interruption of the firſt Donation, remained ſucceſſively 
rehdent, 

Bark-hart has obtained a place in the Map of Kerxt, and therefore ſhall nor 
want one in this Diſcourſe, It was built by Percivall Hart Eſquire > Father to 
the late Sir Percivall: but it was adorned with this Name by Queen Elizabeth, 
when ſhe was magnificently entertained at this place, by the aboveſaid Gentleman, 
Upon her Receprion, fhe received hec firſt Carefles by a Nymph, which perſona- 
red the Genius of the Houſe, then the Scene was ſhifred, and trom ſeveral Cham- 
bers, which, as they were contrived, repreſented a Ship, a Sea Conflict was offe- 
red up to the SpeQator's View, which ſo much obliged the Eyes of this Princeſle, 
with the Charms of Delight, that upon her Departure, ſhe lefr upon this Houſe 
(ro perperuate the Memory both of the Author and Artifice) the Name and Appella- 
tion of Bark-hart. 

There is a Tradition that Thomas de Beckett , Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, was 
born at Txbbingden, whole Demeaſne 1s partly fituated in Ferneborough, and part- 
ly in this Pariſh, Bur to diſſipate this received Fiction, I (hill manifeſt our of 
an old Parliamenc Roll, of the thirty firſt year of Heyry the fixth , the original 
Truth that is, ſo much of it as concerns his Cradle or place of Nativity. The 
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Recard in its own Diale&t , {peaks thus, James Earl of Wilthire , and Ormond , 
whoſe Fader, and many of his Anceſtorsare linzally deſcended of the Blode of rhe 
olorious Martyr St. Thomas , ſometimes Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, The which 
elorious Martyr was born of his Moder , within the Ground where now is ſer rhe 
Houſe or Hoſpital of the ſaid Martyr , called Sr. Thomas Acres , now in the City of 
London, where the Body of the ſaid Eacl lies buried , and Dame Joeaxe Beauchamp , 
late Lidy of Burgaveznry , Grandame to the ſaid Earl of Ormond and Wiltjlire, For 
T«bbendea ir felt; it was Anciently the Demeaſne of a Family which was knowa 
by that Sirname : tor by a Deed now 1n the Hands of Mr. Wit::ngham Wood of Can- 
rerbury Eſquire, it appears Gulbert Sagndre of Crofton did demile ſeveral parcels of 
Land to jJehn de Tubbinden of F erneborough , and to Richard , Philip, John, and Robert 
his Sons, in the twenty firlt year of Edward the firit , which jultthes ir Anciently 
ro be the Poſleflion of one of that Name. After Twbbexdey , Belknap was Proprietary 
of this place, and then ſucceflively by eAlice , his Co-heir Sir #llan Shelley of 
Michelgrove in Suſſex: trom which Family it was brought down by Purchaſe inthe 
beginning of the raign of Herxry the eighth. ro be the Eltate of Poſer , who after 
ſome few years continuance in the Poſiefſion, demiſed his Concernment in it by 
Sale to Dxlron 1{lned our from the Daltons of YNorkeſurre , which Name ſuddainly re- 
ſolved into a Female Heir , known by the Name of Axe Dahon, whoby marching 
with Azſecll Beckett, linked 1c to the Demeaſne of thar Family : from whom it deſ- 
cended to his Son Matthew Beckett , who vpon his Deceaſe bequeathed it ro Mr. 
John Winterborn of Londoy , who hath lately paſſed ir away ro Mr. ,.,.., Gee of the 
County of Yorke Eſquire, 


St. Mary Crey in the Hundred of Rokeſley, though ic be a Market Town, yer 
is but a Chap el of Eaſe to Orpington, Before the Conqueſt, one Elfgat held ic ( as 
Doemeſ-day Book which makes a Recapitularion of che firſt Owners informs us ) 
of the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury : In the Conqueror's Time, Hagh Nephew of 
Herbert Biſhop of Baton, poſleit ir under the Notion of a whole Knights Fee, In 
Ages of a more modern Date , thar 15, inthe raign of Hezry the third, John de CMaries 
deſcended from Thomas ds Marie: - who accompanied Rycbard the firſt to the 
Seige of «eAcon, enjoyed a whole iis Fee at eAchmereand Sextling , two emi- 
nent Mannors in this Pariſh, bir about the beginning of Edward the tirſt , had de- 
ſerted the Poſſeflion and ſurrenucred it to Gregory de Rokeſley, Grand-child to John de 
Rokeſley, who likewiſe was enibarked with Kichardtheficlt ,, ar the Seige of eAcon; 
and he, in the ninth of Edward the {1:t, obtained the Grant of a Marker on the 
Wedneſday , and a th-ze Daves Faire at rhe Feaſt of the Aflumprion of the Virgin 
Mary, to St, Mary Crey, as appears Pat. g. Edw. 1, Memb, 35, and lettir ro his Son Sir 
Richard de Rokeſley , who ying inthe leventeenth year of Edward the ſecond, with- 
out Iflue-male by /gzes,-one of his Daughters and Co-heirs to / homa: de Poynings, 
in which Name it conrinued. until the latter end of Edward the third; andthen I 
find it poſleſt by Sir Kobert Belkrap , who was attainted inthe tenth year, and ba- 
niſhed into Jreland tor tor vigorouſly artemptinZ to bouliter up the Majeſty and 
Prerogative of that Prince , againlt rhe Aſſaules and invaſions which were made 
upon it by a Fattious Junto of the Nobility; yer it was ſuddainly after reſtored 
to his Polterity : tor in the ninteenth of R:ichardthe ſecond , I find Hamon Belknap 
reſeared in che Poſleſhon, by the Royal Conceſſion and Indulgence of that Prince, 
and from him ir did devolve to his Grand-child Sir Henry Belkzxap, which Farrily 
being enterred in Daughters and Co-heirs , Sir Robert Wotton by matching with Anne, 
that was one of them, enticuled himſelf in her Right ro the Inheritance of both 
theſe Places, and fo by the Thread of a continued Deſcent , was it brought down 
to Thomas Lord Wottoy, who ſettled them in Marriage upon hiseldeſt Daughter and 
Co-heir Mrs. Katherize Wotton , who was eſpouſed to Henry Lord Sraxhop, Heir ap- 
parent to Philip Earl of Cheſterfeild, 


Orlanſton in the Hundred of Hamme, was the Inhetitance of a Family of that 
Sirname. Milam de Orlayſton is regiſtred in the Lit of thoſe Kentiſh Gentlemen, 
who allitted Richard the firſt, art the Siege of Acon, Williams de Orlanſton his _ 
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held ir, in the raign of Heyry the third, and obtained a Charter of Free-warren 
ro itzin the one and hitieth year of Heyry the third, and more to improve the Grandeur 
of this his Mannor , with Additional Franchiſes, he likewile obrained a Maikert to 
be weekly obſerved here, and a Fair yearly, which was ro continne by the ſpice of 
three Dayes, at the Fealt of Holyrode, as appzars, Pat. de 51. Hen, 3. Memb. 10, 
The Grant of which Market was renewed and confirmed to john Kemp Arch-biſhop 
of Yorke » and atter of Canterbury, in the twentieth year of Hexry the lixch, Willi- 
am de Orlanſton, this mans Grand-child , was Sherift, of Kent, in the ſecond year 
of Edward the thicd,, and had the Cultody of the County ſome part of the year 
following , and died the thirty eighth year of Edward the third, and h2d Ive Sir 
Jobn Orlayſton , who was Burgeſs tor Romeney, as appears by ſome old Records in 
Dover Caltle, ſundry limes, both in the raign of Edward the third, and Richard 
the ſecond, and marched with the Daughter and Heir of Sir W:1l:am at Capell, trom 
which Alliance proceeded Richard Orlanſton Eſquire , who died poſleſt of Orlanſton, 
in the ſeventh year of Herr the fifth, Ryt. Eſc. Nam. 16. and left his Inhericance 
ro be divided between his two Silters and Co-heirs, Margaret matched to William 
Parker of Parkers in Werehorne , and Joaxe eſpouſed ro William Scott of Scotts Hall, 
who uponthe Partition of the Ancienc Pattimony, was inveſted 1n his Wite's Right, 
in this Mannor of Or/a»ſton;, from whom the Clew of many Deſcents hath tranſ(- 
ported the Propriety to the inſtant Poſleſior , Mr, Edward Scott of Scotts Hall 
Eſquire. 

Here were Lands divorced from this Place by no far Diſtance, called Oſwareſtex: 
for-I find Henry Earl of Awgie , gave to the Monks of Bermondſey in Southwarke his 
Lands called Ofwareſton near Romelin , in the Pariſh of Lyda, andthe Lands of john 
the Cle: k in Bi/ſngton, of which ſee Vincents Book of Nobility, Fol. 1 90, 

Weſtbery in this Pariſh, was, as high as the private Evidences of this Place can 
oive us any Proſfe to diſcover, the Propriety of a Family called Priſott , who was 
plan: :d bere as high as the Raign of Heyrry the fourth , and tis probable much higher, 
thongh the Deeds reach no farther, Of chis Family was Sir John Prifor the Judge, 
of whom there is frequent mention in our Law Books , which have an Aſpect upon 
the Raign of Herry the fixth, and in this Name was the Title of this Mannor car- 
ried down ro the eighth year of Henry the eighth, and then it was by Thowas Priſec 
paſied away by Sale tro George Hount, in whom the Poſſeſſion had not many years 
been refident, but the ſame Fatality brought 1t over to Reginald Strogle, who was 
in the Commiſſion of rhe Peace, in the Raign of Edzard the ſixth, and was deſ- 
cended from a Family which was of a very high Original in Romney-Merjb, wheie 
there are ſome Lands. yet which bear their Name. After Strogle had lefc it , it came 
by Purchaſe to Mr, Bennet Guildford , a Branch of rhe Gaildfords of Hempſied, who 
in the beginning of the Raign of Queen Elzabetb, falling under the Cenſure and 
Penalty of a Premmnre, for refuſing the Oath of Supremacy, and flying beyond 
Sea, forfeited this place tothe Crown , and this Princefle ynmediarely ater paſled 
it away by Grant. to Walter Moile of Buckwe!l, from whom mt many years after this 
original Conceſſion, it went away by Sale ro Mr. Fraxcis Boxrne, Grand-father to 


Mr. ...... Bourne the preſent Proprictary of it.

Oſpringe in the Hundred of Feverſham , was anciently a Limb or Appendage of the 
Royal Revenue, until King Edward the thind, 1n the tenth year of his Raign, by 
Royal Conceſſion or Grant , paſſed ir away to Jehn de Pualteney, afterwards Lord 
Mayor of Londen, to hold itin Fee of the Crown, by the Service of a Roſe , offe- 
red upor preſented as a Symbol of Annual Fealty , and wich this'Mannor he granced 
him likewiſe all the Advouſons of Churches , which formerly related ro ir , ro hold 
in Soccage only by the former acknowledgement, In the nineteenth year of his 
Raign, the above ſaid Prince grants this John de Pulteney , that Thomas Son of Will- 
am de Dene ſhould be acconnrable to him for all rhoſe Knights Fees which lay in 
Throuley , Boughton , Matberbe , and Wormeſell , and held of Queen Court and Oſpringe: 
de died poſleit of both theſe places, in the rwenty fifth year of Edwardrthe third, 
as appears» Rot. Eſc. Num. 43. and left them ro his Kinfman Sir Nicolas Loveine 


(though ſome part of the Demeaſne belonged to Penlteney, until the ninth mu -

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mos, 


Edward the fourth ) which Sir Nicholas obtaineda an Exemplitication by Parenc 
io the thirty eighth year of Edward the thicd, how many Knights Fees which 
lay divided and diſperſed into ſeverall places, belopged to his Mannor of Ofpringe; 
this Sir Nicholas had Iflue Nyjcholas Loveyne, and Margaret Loveyne ; Nicholas her 
Brother deceaſed withour Iflue, and ſo Philip St. Clere of Aldham St. Clere , who 
had marched with this his Siſter, -became his Heir, and ſhe was found to be poſ- 
ſelt of theſe places art her Death, which was in the tenth year of Hexry the fourth, 
and in her Right did it deicend with Oueen Cort, (which was leaſed out by Nich. 
Loveyne to Nicholas Potin, who was Sheriff of Kent, the twenty firlt of King A, 
the ſecond, and held his Shrievalty at this place) to Thomas St, { lere who held ic 
at his Deceaſe, which was 1n the tweltth year of Edwardche fourth, Rot, Eſc, Num. 
46, "Bur afrer his Departure, I do not find it long knit to the Demea(ſn of his 
Family ; for about the beginning. of Henry the ſeventh, 1 tind it inthe Poſleſſion 
of William Cheyney of Shurl:nd Etquire, and from him was the Title of Ofprixge- 
and Qzeen Court derived by ſuccethive Right to his Grandchild Henry Lord Cheyney, 
who abour the thirteenth year of Queen Elizabeth, paſſed them away ro Mr. Kich, 
Thornehill, Great Grandfather ro Mr, Richard Thorxehill, Son and Heir of Colonel 
Richard Thornhill who 15 ar this inflant Proprierarie of it. 

Plomford and Bavell, are two lutle Mannors in Ofprizge, which belonged partly 
to the Nunnery of the Miſter in Shepey, and partly to the Abby of Feverjbam , 
which upon the Supprethon of thoſe two Cloilters, were granted by King Hexry the 
eighth, ro Thomas Colepeper Eſquire, and he nor long after, alienated them to Sic 
Thomas Cheyney, whoſe Son Henry Lord Cheyney, patled them away in our Grand- 
fathers Memory to Greenſtreet ot Clacksfield in Berden, and are (till wraptup in the In- 
hericance of that Family, 

The Maiſon le Dieu here at Oſpringe, was founded by Lucas de Vienna, for 
the Knights Templers, and was one ot thoſe Manſions, where they repoſed them- 
ſelves in their progreſle towards their other Demeaſne, which lay ſpread into 
Eaſt-Kent, and Komney Merſh, The Revenue which was to ſupport this Seminary, 
lay at Lwrdendey in Chalteck., and at Hokeling, Radymerjb, Ryde and other placesin 
the Ile of Shepey, In the twenty fifth of Henry the third, Roger de Lingfted had 
a Grant of thele Lands, for Terme of Life, as likewiſe of all the Fiſhery Meſly- 
ages, Relicte, Revenue, and Homage appzrtaining to them, as appears Pat, Anne 
25. Henrici ter.ii, Memb, 30, In the forty ſecond, and filty firlt of Heyry che 
third, there was a Conhrmation of Land and Priviledges to rtis Houſe, and in 
this Condition it continued, partly under the Knights Templers, and in lewer 
Ages, under the Knights Hoſpirallers, untill} che Tempelt ot the generall Difſo- 
lution, ſhook ir into that neglected heap of Ruines, wherein at preſent the ancient 
Fabrick is vilible. 

Elverland in this Paciſh is a Mannor which for many Generations hath been annexed 
ro the Demeaſn of Sr. Joh»; Colledge in Cambridge, 

Seigrave now Corruptly called Se/grove, is another Mannor in Oſpringe: It was a 
Branch of that large Inheritance, which lay ſcattered ore the Face ot this Terri- 
tory, and acknowledged rhe Dominion of the noble Family of Nerword: Roges 
de Northwood held it at his Deceaſe, which was 1n the thirceepth year of Edward 
the filſt, Rot, Eſc. Num, 25, And tranſmicred it to his Son Roger de Norwood, 
after whom I do not find the Poſleflion was long perman:nt in this Family : for 
about the latter end of Edward the third, Ralph de Spigurnell, was concerned in 
it as Proprietarie, and he bequeathed ic to his Wife El:z.abeth Sprgarnell, who fold 
it to John Winchelſcy, and the Convent ef Chriſt-church in Camerbary, 10 the fix- 
teenth year of Richard the ſecond,in whom the Fee-(imple continued , uptill it was 
wrelied away by the Generall Diſlolution in the raign of Henry the: eighth: and 
then that Prince, paſſed ic by Grant to George Barley, who not many years after 
alienated his Intecelt in it to Sexds of 7 hreuley, trom whom in our Fathers Memory, ic 
came by Sale to Cleve, 

Oſpringe, had anciently a Houſe or Maiſon le Dien ſo called, becauſe it was a 
Recepracle for Leprons people, and other perſons afflited and aflanltedwith Dil(- 
eaſes, which in Times ot elder Iniciiption,were flill ekeemed to be —— the 

inger 
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Finger of the Divinity, and this had a Conficmation of ample Immunicies, and Li- 
beruies by Parent in the forty ſeventh, and which were renued in the fifty firlt year of 
Henry the third, 


Orford in the Hundred of (death, was given to the Church and Sea of Can- 
terbury, by Offa King of the Mercians-inthe year 785 » to expiare rhe Guilt of that 
Blood, which he- had before drawn from the Veins of Aleric. and his Kentih Men, 
11 2 Battell waged at this place, in the year 774, and which was ageravated 
becauſe theſe he had ſlaughtered , had their Names enrolled in the Re- 
ogilter of Chriſtians, And which was granted in the originall Donation, ad 
Paſcua Forcorum, to the Pannage of thoſe Hoggs that fed 1n the Arch-biſhops 
Chaſe; and in the Revenue of rhis-Sea, was the Intereſt of this Mannor treaſu- 
red up, till about the Beginnipg of the Rule of Henry theeighth ; and then fome 
envious Eyes looking about with Regrect and Defire, upon the Diffuſed Patrimo- 
ny of the Church, William Warham Arch-biſhop of (anterbury,to extinguiſh borh 
the paſſions of theſe men, and their ravenons Appetite together, abour the twelfth 
year of that Prince's Raign,exchanged this Mannor for other Lands,and fo ic became in- 
corporated into the Revenue of che Crown, 


There was a Chantry founded at Rye-houſe in this Pariſh, by Henry de eApul- + 


derfield, 10 the forty ſixth year of Edward the third, as appears Par. Anze. 46. 
Edward tertu, Parte ſecunda Memb. 19, Whoſe Revenue upon the Suppreſſion, was 
by Heyrry the eighth, granted to Palmer, which Family had been of deep Anti- 
quity before 1n this Pariſh, and from whence the Palmers of Snodland, and like- 
wiſe of Howletts in Eaſt-Kent, were originally deſcended : but it ſeems rhe ſecu- 
rity of this royal Patent, could not reſcue it from being ſold ſome years after 
to Boſei!l, whoſe Deſcendant now holds the inſtant Fee-fimple of it, 


Otham in the Hundred of Maidſtone, was a Branch of that Demeaſne, which 
did in this Track acknowledge the Signiory of the ancient Family of Yaloigns. 
William de Valoigns, 1s mentioned in the Book called Tefta de Newillto have paid Aid 
for Lands at Petham, eAſvford, and Otham, inthe twentieth year of Hexry the third, 
at the marriage of 1ſ/abel! that Prince's Siſter, and ir 1: probable that this Y/ul. 
ae Valoigns, dyed pofleſt of Otham.in the tenth year of Edwardthe firkt, for his Name 
was V/1lliam ikewilſe,as appears by th2 eſchear Roll;,marked with the Number 54.after 
whom his Succeſſor Stephen de Valoigns, held it, who was certainly a man of ſome 
1mportant Acccunt in thoſe Times, for he was one of the Conſervators of the 
Peace, in the raign of Edward the third, After Yaloigns, thEknightly Family of 
Pimpe, was by purchaſe inveſted about the latter end of Kichard the ſecond, both inthe 
Poſleflion of Otham and Gere-court, and to this Name was the Inheritavce both 
of Othaw and Gore-court, by a Chain of ſeverall Deſcents, ſucceſhiyely urited ; rill 
at laſt the ordinary Devolution of purchaſe brought them over ro Iſley of Szn- 
drich; and within the Circle of this Family , was the Propriety of chem circum- 
ſcribed, rill che ſecond year of Queen Mary, and then Sir Hey. Iſley , being fatally 
engaged and entangled in the unſucceſſefull Artempr of Sir Thomas Wiatr, could 
not unravell himſelf, untill he had ſatisfied the Juftice of rhar Queen, with the 
forfeiture of his Life, and au»mented the Revenue of the Crown, with the Con- 
fiſcation of his Eſtate : from which theſe two places, as being parcell of his ef- 
cheared Patrimony, were by Parent ſoon after, paſſed away to Sir Walter Henley , 
one of the Serjzants ar Law, to the aboveſaid Queen Mary, who dying without 
Ifſue-male, bequeathed Gore-court to Hellen his Daughter and Coheir, who was 
matched to Thomas Colepeper ; and Otham to his Brother Themas Hevley, from whom 
it 1s come down to alter Hexley Eſquire, who is the preſent Lord of the Fee: 
but Gere-court was by ( olepeper, Cemiſed by Sale ro Boftkin where after the Poſ- 
ſeſſion had for ſeverall years been fixed, it was almoſt within the Pale of our 
Remembrance, by purchaſe made the preſent Inheritance of Tho, Floyd Eſquire, 

Stoxeacre in this Pariſh is an Ancient Seat, which for ſome Centuries of years 
has acknowledged no other Proprietary then Ellys , but whether Burton 1n Keningron, 


or this Manſion were the original Fountain, from whence this Family did extract

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irs fickt Etymology is incertatn, for once they had one and che ſame Poſſeflor, The 
Deeds that fortihe their Intereſt in this place , reach as high as the Time of Edward

There was the Foundation of a Religions Sewinacy of Canons , Premonſtratenſes 
or white Canons, begun at Orham by Ralph de Dexe : bur the Sicuation ot the Place) 
being not accormmodared to Health, they were by Ela de Sacevil removed and tran(- 
planted into her new erected Priory at Begham , where till che common Suppreflion 
they continued nndilturbed and tixed, 


Otteringden in the Hundred of Eyhorne , does repreſent to us in Proſpe& the Me-= 
mory of a Family, ro whom jr contributed in Times more Arcient both Seat and 
Sirname, Ralph de Ottringden heldit at his Deceaſe , which was in tbe hfceenth yeac 
of Edward the firltt, Rot, Eſc. Num. 29, Burinhis Son Sir Lawrence de Ottring den, 
both the Name and Male Line failed together , tor his Davghcer and Heir brought ic 
along with her to Peyforer, who about the latter end ot the raign of Edward the 
third, was extinguiſhed likewiſe by the ſame Fatality in J«lian Peyforer , who was 
his Heir General, and ſhe, by eſpoufins Thomas St, Leger Eſquire, intermixed the 


\ Right of this place with rhe Inhericance of this Family ,. and who lies emtombed 


in this Church , with this Compendious Supericciprion endorſed upon his Grave- 
fone , Hic jacet Thomas St, Leger de Otteringden, qui obiit 1408, But a Revolution as 
ſuddain as the former , quickly ſnatched away Otreringden trom the Patrimony of 
this Name; for by Joa», who was Co-heir to the above-mentioned 7 bomas St.

and here, afrer it had made ſome curſory aboad, the ſame Devolurion calt it into the 
Inheritance of Dryland of (ckes-ditch in Feverſham, to whoſe poſleflion afrer the

Hugiſon of Dover, and he bequeathed ic to a ſecond Son, whoſe Female Heir Mrs, 
Jane Hugiſon, by lately marching with Mr, John Roberts Eſquice , eldeſt Son to Sir 
John Roberts of Canterbury, hath entituled himrto the Propriery of ic, 

Herſt in this Pariſh, was the Ancient Demeaſne of Filmer, and here were they 
ſeated » until by matching with the Heir of Arga/l, they were tranſplanted ro Eaſt 


Sutton, I have ſeen an old Court-roll relating ro the Mannor of Monkton 11 = 
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Pariſh, which by the Antiquity of it, leemed ro commence trom the raign ot. 
Edw.rd the ſecond , althovgh the Dare which flood in the Front , by the in ucious 
Hand of Time, was almolt expunged, and (fo) hardly legible; wherein at the Foot 
of it, there is mention of one Edward Filmour, ſo he was written in that Ave, 
from whom 1t 1s {ons ( though now the Name by Time and preſcciprion be in 
che latt Syllable of ir ſomething violared) the preſent Sir Edward Filmer , eideit Son 
to that Learned, Loyal, and Worthy Perſon Sir Robers Filmer, lately deceaſed , 
1s ptimitively extracted , and this is confirmed by their own private Evidences, 
which repreſent them for many Generations , even till this preſent , Pofleſſors of 
this Place, and wherein the Name is frequently written Filmor , aſwel as in latret 
Eſcripts Fulmer, 

There is another Mannor in Ottrmgden, which anciently was reputed fo, though 
now by Diſuſe and Incermifſion it hath loſt that Eſtimate , and is calted Hall-place, 
by a very Ancient Court-roll Sans date, now in the Hands of Mr. Paize. lt 1s re- 
preſented, in thoſe Times, when it had Tenants and Services belonging to it, to be 
che propriety of one Roger Key, and in that Roll there is mention of one Thomas 
Franklin, who held ſome Lands of this Mannor , by paying yearly the Tribute or 
Rent-ſervice of one Red Roſe, as the Symbol of his Homage, Avd now for want 
of farther Light , from the Ancient Deeds and Evidences; I mult make a leap to the 
raign of Henry the ſeventh, and then I find Exgenins Cock, in the nineteenth year 
of that Prince, ſels it ro John Bunce of this Pariſh Gentleman , in which Family che 
poſſeſſion reſted , uncil very lately it was by Sale alienated ro Mr, Paine, | 

Monkton is the lait place in this Pariſh of Note : Ir belonged before the ſuppreſſi- 
on to the Nunnery of Davingtos , and was given tothat Cloyſter by «Matthew Son 
of Hamoy eAtfrith , upon the fir Ere&ion of it, which wasinthe thirty-ninth year 
of Henry the third. Upon the ſuppreſſion and final Diſſolution of this Covent of 
Davington » by Henry.the eighth , it was by thar Prince granted to Sir Thomas ( heney, 
whoſe Son the Lord Henry Cheyney (ſo fugitive is the Tenure of Church-Demeaſne) 
in the entrance into the raign of Queen Elizabeth, paſſed it away to Godden ; who 
ſo ſmall a ſpace was retident 1n the poſſeſſion, that he bath only left us Notice thac 
he ſold it to William Lewin, deſcended from the Lewins of Norfolk , whoſe Son Sir 
Juftinian Lewin concluded in a Daughter and Heir, who was matched to Rogers of 
the County of. Somerſert, and ſo in her Right ic became interwoven with his De- 
meaſne: but remained not long thus involved in the Intereſt of this Name , for in 
our Memory he deceaſed, and left only a Daughter and Heir ; who is lately matched 
to Charles Cavendih Lord eMansfeld, eldeſt Son to William Lord Marqueſs of New- 
caſtle, ſo that Monkton in his Ladies Right 1s now unicedto his Inheritance, 

There are two Chappels in the Pariſh Church of Ortringden: that on the North- 
fide of the Chauncel is called Ortri»gdens Chappel, where the Remains of ſeveral of the 
Ottringdens , St, Legers, Auchers , and Lewis, lie enterred: that on the Sovrh- 
fide is rermed Bwnces Chappel, where the Aſhes and Reliques of ſeveral of that Fa- 
mily ſlumber , who were of no contemptible Note in this Pariſh , where they had a 
Manſion, which in old Evidences is called Buxces Court , which hath been in their 
poſſeſſion , as appears by their own Deeds, ſome Hundreds of years ; and irom hence 


are the Bunces of Throuley, likewiſe originally iſſued forth.

Padleſworth in the Hundred of Larkefeild,was,as high as the raign of H.rthe third, the 

Poſſeſſion of a Family called Chetwind,who immediatly after exchavged it wich Hawn 
de Gatton;for the Mannor of Heck/in 1p the County of Bedford , bur kept ir nor long : for 
after it had continued ſome {mal Interval of Time is this Family , it was alienated to 
the Noble Family of Huntingfeild,aftter whom ſucceeded Bele,and then it went away by 
$ale to Bulleck,, who by the {ame Devolution ſurrendred the poſſeſſiop to Diggs, where 
it had but a very tranſitery aboad , tor he conveyed it away to Peckham , from whom 
the ordinary Mutation made by Purchaſe , brought it to own the Propriety of Yine- 
ley, who tranſlated his Interelt by Sale unto William Clifford of Bobbing-conrt , and 
he about the beginning of Heyry the (ixt fixed the Title and Poſſeſſion by Sale in 
"Robert Bambergh. Where it is to be nored, tharthis quick and ſuddain Revolution 
of the Title ot this place in thoſe Families, which intervened berweey Hwnting- 
feild and Bambergh, happenedin lefle then a Circle of fifty years , (as appears by the 
original Conveyances now in the Hands of Mr, cMarſbam.)

Peckham in the Hundreds of Twyford and Littlefeild, is diftinouiſhed from the 
other ; firſt by irs Bulk and Dimenhon, this being called com:nonly great Peckhars ; 
and then ſecondly by its Situation, being ſtyled in Reco:dsEaft-Peckbam. It was 
eiven to the Church of the Tr»:ty , that 1s, Chrift-church inCanterbury , by Queen 
Edpiva, to the Monks of that Covent, ad Cibum, for a ſupport of their Dier and 
Alimony , in the year of Grace, nine hundred forty and one: andif you will ſee 
how it was rated inthe great Regiſter of Domeſ-day Book , take here a View of it ; 
Peckham, \aies that Record, Tempore Edward: Regis ſe defenadtbat pro V1, Swhings , and 
ſo forth: Peckham 1n the Time of Edward the King, that is the Covfeflor , went 
for ſeven Plough-Lands, and defends it ſelf now (that is; inthe Time of the Con- 
queror) afrer the {ame Eitimate, and was rated upon the Appraiſement formerly 
at twelve f6, but now is ftated ar eight. And, thus regulated , was it for many Ages 
faſined ro the Patrimony of che Church, until che Diſſolution, in the raign of 
Henry the eighth unlooſned the Cement, in the cwenty ninth year of thar 


Prince ; who afterwards about the thirty ſixth year of his Raign, grants this and 


divers other parcels of the Church-Demeaſne to Sir Thomas Hiatt, who not long 
after by Livery and Seifin, paſles away his Right in it to George Afoulion Eſquire : bur 
becauſe there was a Fine and Recovery wanting , the Sale was impecteC, ſo that 
he had it only in Abeiance ( as the Law fyles it) or in Exp:Rance, fo that the 
Crown, inthe ſecond of Queen Mary , upon the DefeRtion and Arraint of Sir Tho- 
mas Wiat , finding this in the Tenvre of Moulton, ſeifed upon it as parcel of Wiars 
Eſtate, becauſe ic had not been betore legally conveyed, And here ir retted, till 
Queen Elizabeth, in the ſecond year of her raign, granted it to Amthiny Weldon 
Eſquire, one of the Jnltices of Peace for this County under the raign of Queen 
Mary , at which Time he became eminent, by his vigorous oppoſing Sir 7 homas 
Wiat, in that Deſign he was then embarked in; and in this Family ( though nor 
without ſome Struglivgs and Conflicts at Law, about the Title) does the Proprizry 
of this Mannor at this inftant refide, 

There 1s an eminent Seat in this Pariſh called Roydor-Hal, which was before cal - 
led Fortuxe , bur was of no great Account , until about the beginning of Henry the 
ſxth, and then Roydon of Suffolk, came into this County , andieated himfclf here, 
and ere&ed this Pile , upon whith he tixed his own Name, which 1t hath beem 
known by ever fince, though it hath changed its Poſſe(ſnr : for this Family was ex- 
tinguiſhed in a Daughter and Heir called Elizabeth, who wasthe only ſurviving Iflue 
of Thomas Roydon Eſquire , who by marching with Wilkam Twiſden Eſquire 4 mace 
ic the Inhericance of #'ullam Twiſden Eſquire Great Grand-father co Sir Roger T wiſden 
Knight and Baronet , who obtained a Chatter of Free-warren from the late King ro re- 
duce a certain proportion of Ground into a Parke, which is that the Houſe is ſurrounded 
with at preſent, though the Houſe owe much of its Magnificence and Splendor ro 
che Care and Expence of his Grand-fatker Roger Twiſaen Eſquire , and his Father Sir 
wilkam Twiſden Knight and Baroner, | 

Alban volgarly called Awburve, is another place of eminent Cenfideration in Eaſt- 
Peckham, This with Black-pits , ip this Pariſh, was apciently the Inheritance of a 
Family called Pollard: for' John the Son - John Pollard 11 the thirty forth _u 
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of Edward the firit, demiſes it ro Alban de Wandeſworth,who, ic is probable, ereked 
{ome Manſon Houle upon it, trom whence Poltcrity rook the Advantage to adopt 
it inte his Sirname; and trom him did it .devolve by ſucceſlive Right, to his 
Grandchild Wili:m de Wandeſworth, who dying without Iflue, gave it to his Widow 
Mabell Wandeſworth, who was remarried to Kichard Ryner ; and they both by a 
joint Concurrence, in the ſecond year of Richard the ſecond, paſled Albans and 
Black-pits away to john Mew: yer I find a Family called Ozley, intereſſed iv ſorne 
part ef both theſe Mannors, which was purchaſed of #llam de Ward:ſpine, in the 
raign of Heery the chicd ; and in this Family was the Title lodged , uniill che 
ſecond year ot Richard the ſecond, and then Joan Only, in whom the Name and 
Poſſeſſion bath concluded, alienated her Proportion ro the aboveſaid Joh» Mew: 
nor was ſome paicell of both theſe Mannors fiee from the claim of a Family cal- 
led Goldſmith ; for in the ninth year of Richard the ſecond, Richard Goldſmi.h , 
does deveſt himſelf of all Copcernment in it, and by Sale tranſmices it ro Jobs 
Mew, and from, him, abour the latter end of Henry the fourth, both theſe Mannors 
with all their Appendages, were paſled away to 1obz 7 utjham, and Nicholas Rems- 
kin of Eaſtmere: bur he derermined in Alize Remkin his Sole Inhericcrix, who by 
matching with 7 homas Rolfe of Tunbridge, brought her Intereft in Albans and 
Black-pits,to be the Inheritance of that Family, bur lopg the Right of both theſe 
places continued neicher in Rolfe nor T wtjham ; for abour the beginning of Henry 
the fixth, they were alienated by Sale to Thomas Stidyulfe of Badſell Eſquire ; and he by 
Deed, bearing date 1463) that is, abour tht third year of Edward the fourth, ſertles 
them on his tyo Sons Robert and Henry Stidulfe;, and 1n the Deed, there is a re- 
membrance, that they were purchaſed. of Kelfe and Twthham, From Robert they 
deſcended to his Son Thomas Stidulfe, who was Heir both to his Father and hig 
Uncle, but he concluded in a Daughter and Heir, who was matched ( about the 
latter end of Heymry the eighth) ro Kichard Vaxe, Anceſtor to the right honorable 
Milamay Fane, now Earl of Yeſtmerlind, who in Right of this Alliance, now en- 
joys Black-pits: but Albans was by Henry Vane, Succeſſor to the above-mentioned 
Richard , in the year 1589 , paſſed away tro Keger 7wiſden of Roydon-Hall 
Eſquire, Grand Father tothe inſtant Proprietary Sir Roger Twiſden Knight and Baro- 
net. 

Eaſimere 1s another Mannor in Eaſt-Peckham, which acknowledged a Family 
called Remkin, - anciently to be its Polleflors: John Remkzen, was Father of Chriſtian 
Remkin, who held it, as appears by an ancient Courr-roll, in the thirty fourth 
year of Edward the third; and trom hiin. did ic, by paternal Vicifitude, devolve 
to Nicholas Remkin, 1n Whom the male-live failed: fo that Alice his Sole Daugh- 
cer became the vitble Heir to his Eſtate, and ſhe by matching with 7 homas Rolfe 
of Tunbridge, knic this and other Land here ar Great Peckham, to his Pat i'nony 
bur ir did not long thus continue uaired, for John Rolfe his Son, in the fixrh year 
of Henry the fixth, conveys it to Kichard Ruyton, and he in the eighth year of the 
aboveſaid Prince, alienated it to #iliam Hextall: but he deceafing wichonr Iiflue- 
male, Margeret, his Sole Daughrer, by her Inter-marriage with William Whetenhall, 
onieinslly deſcended from the apcient Family of Whetenhall ot Whetenhall in Cheſhire, 
cait it into the Poſſeſhon of that Name, from whom it 1s now deſcended co my 
worthy Fri:znd 7 hom-15 Whetenball of Herrall Court, Eſquire, 

Spilfled 1s a fourrh-Mannor 1D this Pariſh - It was the Inheritance for diverſe Ages 
(as appears by the Evidences, now ip the Cuſtody of Sir Roger Twiſden) of an an- 
cient Family called Cayſer ; the laſt of which Name, who enjoyed this place, was 
Jobs Cayſer, who went out in Daughters. and Coheirs; one of which was wedded 
to Matthew Chetwind, to whom, this place, upon the Separation of rhe Eſtate in- 
ro parcells, in his Wites Right accrued; and he after ſome ſmall rehdence inthe 
Poſſeſſion, paſſed away his Right by Sale in the one and fortieth year of Que:n 
Eliz., to Reger Twiſden Eiq. Grand-father to Sir Reger Twiſden Knight and Baronet the 
inſtant Lord of the Fce, a Perſon upon whom 1 need drop mo other Character , 
when I ſay, that 1n theſe times, when there is ſuch a Damp, and Aſtoniſhmenr, 
by publick blaſtings and diſcouragements caſt upon Literature, He is both a Gentle- 
man and a Scholler, .

was William Hextall who dyed wichour Iflue-male, and leir Margaret his only 
Heir, who was matched to Wiliam Wheterball Eiquire , in the raien of Henry the 
ſeventh, deſcended from the ancient and illutirious Family of Wheteuball of Wheten- 
hall in the County ot (heſter, and fo it was incorporated into the Income of thar 
Family, where ic hath ever fince remained ; fo that ic 15 now the preſent Inheritance of 
Thomas Whetenhall E\quire, 


Waſt- Peckham or Little Peckham, in the Hundreds of .Twyford and Littlefield, was 
annexed to the Demeaſne of rhe Knights Templars, when john Colepeper foun- 
ded a Przceptory here for them, in the year of our. Lord x,,., which uponthe 
firall Extirpation, and Diflolucion of their Order, here in Erglard, inthe ſecond 
year of Edward the ſecond, was granted to the Knights Holpitallers , and was 
ſometimes called a Przceptory, and ſometimes a Commandry, Now # Prxcep- 
cory was a Benefice in Kind, and was termed ſo : becauſe this, and all others of 
the ſame Capacity, were poſleſt by the more eminent ſort of Templars , whom 
che Chief Maſter created and called Preceptores Templ;; A Commandry was ſome 
principal Mannor of the Knights Hoſpitallers, wherein was placed ſome Brother 
of the Order, who could not diſpoſe of the Profits of ir, bur was to mannage it 
only to the Uſe of the whole Fraternity, deducting ſo much of the Revenue, as 
might ſupport his Livelyhood and Subfiftence, of which ſee more in Dr. Cowells 
Interpreter, in his Notes ard Comment upon the word Commaundry. - This upon 
the Supp:eſhon, was by Herry the cighth, in che thirty fecond year of his raien , 
oranted to Sir Kobert Southwell, afterwards of the Privy Councellto Kings Edward 
the $ixth, and Queen Aary; who nor long after alienated ic roSir Edmnnd wal- 
ſmgham of Scadbery, Lieutenant of the Tower, from whom it came down by Def- 
cent, to my Noble Friend Sir Thomas Walſngham, his Great Grand-child , 
who not long (ince, paſled it over by Sale, ro his Son in Law Mr, Jame: 
AHMaſters. 

Oxenheath is an ancient Mannor in Weff-Peckhamy, and was many Ages paſt the 
Demeaſn of Colepeper, Walter Colepeper dyed ſeiſed of it, 1h the firit year of Ed. 
the third, Rot. Eſc, Nam, And from him, by Succeflive Tranſmiflion threaded 
rogether by many Deſcents, did ir devolve to ...... Colepeper , who determined 
towards the latter end of Heyry the ſeventh, in threes Davghters and Cohcirs : 
Margaret the eldeſt, was matched to William Cotton of the County of Cambridge; 
Joyce the ſecond, was wedded ro Edmund Howard, a younger Son of 7 horzas Duke 
of Norfolke, who was Farher to Katharine Howard one of the infortunate Wives 
of Henry the eighth; and the third was eſponſed to Barham, of Barham-coxrt in 
Teſton, and theis three Siſters ſhared his Inheritance, 2nd this upon the Partition 
was annexed to the Demeaſn of Cotton, whoſe Succefior paſſed ir away by Sale to 
Chorwne of Faire-lane, in which Name ir didnor long continue ; for Sir George Chowne, 
in our Fathers Memory, being deſirons ro abridge and contract all his ERare, in- 
ro the County of Suſſex, alienated this Sear ro Nicholas Miller Eſquire, who up- 
on his Deceaſe, bequeathed ir ro his Nephew Sir Nicholas Miller, ro whom we 
aſcribe the new Additions, which are ſet our with all the Circumſtances both of Arr 
and Magnificence; and is now poſleſt by his Son and Heir Hamp.

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Pepenbury , walgarly called Pembury, is feared in the Hundreds of Watchlingſton 
and 7wyford, and contains within the Limits of ic that noted Sear called Baybal, 
which wasthe Ancient Seat of the Ancient Family of Colepepers, The firlt of whick 
whom I find made eminent by Recofd, 1s Thomas de Colepeper , who was as appears 
by the Bundels ot incertain years in the Pipe-Office one of the Kecognitores Mag ne 
Aſſile, in the raign of King Joh»; a place, it we conhider rhe Meridian of thoſe 
Times, for which it was calculated , that 1s, before the eſtabliſhment of the Con- 
ſervators of the Peace, of eminent Truit and Concernmenc, And certainly this man 
was Father of that Thomas Colepeper, who was brought upon the Stage, and his 
Tragedy repreſemed at Leed; Caltle, where he was ſacrificed to the Anger of Edward 
the ſecond , becauſe he was a more faithtul (afellar tothe Lord Badeleſmer , then 
he was a Loyal Subje& to his Soveraign, and with his Lite he loit his Ettate here 
at Pepenbary: Yer I find by the cloſe Rols of the ſeventeenth-year of Edward the 
ſecond, cMemb.

Forbraſſe Yeoman,a Name in ſome old Deeds written Fortbraſſe,which argues it co be of 
French extraction, and from this Family it was about the Beginning of K. James 
Carried off by Sale to Gregory, who within the Verge ot ſome tew years lalt paſt, alie- 
nated the Title to Sladden of Liminge. 


Poſting lies in the Hundred of Herne, and was, in Ages of a very high Aſcent, the 
Patrimony of the Noble Family of Columbers, a Name in Times of elder Cognitance 
of very great reputation in the Weſt of England ; Philip de Columbarin or Columbers , 
held ic at his Deceaſe,which was in the fifth year of Edward the firlt, Ker, Eſc. Num. 5. 
Bur afrer him I diſcover no more of this Family at this place. The next that is repre- 
ſented to be Pofleſior of it, is Hugh de Audley, and he held it as appears by ancient 
Court-rolls in theraign of Edward the ſecond, and Edward the third, and paſſed ir a- 
way to Delves of Delves (ourt in the County of Cheſter , where it ſeems it had no long 
aboad ; for about the forry third year of Edward the third , John de Delves alienares ic 
to Richard Earl of Arnndell, for which the Earl is pardoned, becauſe he purchaſed ir 
without Licenſe firſt obtained from the King. as appears, Pat, de An* 43. Edw. tertis 
Parte ſec:inda Memb. ſeptim, And in this Family was it for many Generations fixed 
and refident ; untilthe thirty eighth year of Herry the eighth, and then it was by 
Sale tranſmitted to Sir  Amthowy Aucher. But the Tenure of it in this Family was 
brief and Tranſicory ; for about the Beginning of Q,E/:zabetb it went away trom this 
Name to Robert Cranmer Eſquire , Nephew ro Thomas Cranmer Arch-biſhop of Can- 
rerbary, whoexpiring ina Female Heir , ſhe brought it along with her to Sir Arthur 
Harry of Crixey in Effex; from whom it is devolved to his Son and Heir Sir Cranmer 
Harr#, who holds the inſtant Poſſeſſion of ir.

Miles Archiepiſcopi ; not that he was ever aby Knight or Soulater that attended upon 
him ; bur that he granted him this Mannor to hold in Knights Service of him and his 
Succeſlors, which was very uſual and cuſtomary for the Arch-biſhops ad other great 
Prelates rodo; until King Edward the firſt growing jealovs of the Power and Gran-

Puſtock, i» Rodmerſham, is a little Mannor, which augmented the Revenue of rhe 
Nuns of Mirfter in Shepey, but when that ruinous Tempett broke torth inthe raign 
of Hezry the eighth,/ which like an Hwarricano core up by the Roors the Eccletratiical 
Patrimony), this was ſupplanted and thrown into the Demeaine of the Crown, and 
then the aboveſaid Prince, inthe twenty ninth year ot his Rule, granted it ro Sir 
Thomas Cheyney, and his Son Hexry Lord Cheyney,about the thirteenth year of Queen 
Elizaberh, alienated it to Sammel / horwhill Eiquire, who upon his Deceaſe, gave-it 
to his ſecond Son Sir /ohn 7 hornbull, trom whom by deſcendant Right, it 1s now 
come over to his Son and Heir Charles Thorzhill Eiquire.

Ages of a more modern Complexion, it fell from its former Reputation, and by 
Diſuſe fhrunk into Negle& and Contempt, and is now only eminent, in that ir 
was involved in that Eſtate, that by Elzabeth Coheir of Sir #iliam Apnlderſield 
devolved ro Sir Job Phineux, who finding his Sepulcher in Female Coheirs, jane one 
of them, broughr ir over to her Husband John Roper Eſquire, and from him by pa- 
terpal Eflux, 1s the Title now wafted along. to the right honorable Chr:ftopher Roper, 
Baron of Tenham, removed by no wide Diltance from this place. | 

St, Johns 1s the lait Mannor in Rodmerham, to be taken Notice of ; thongh the 
Firlt in its Degree of Eminence becauſe it was a principal place belonging 
to the Knights Hoſpitallers, An Order that was eltabliſthed and infiicured 
by Gerardus, but fenced in, and empaled with New Orders and Rules , by 
Ratimundus a Podio , leit, debauched and ſofrned by ſecular Intereſt, in Decurhon ot 
Time, they might have allied out into fore Ditorder and Excefle, Ar their firit 
Inſtallment, they were to be eighteen years of Age, at leaſt, and yvone who were 
without the Verge of that Time, were capable of this Otder: they were to be 
peither of Jewiſh nor Turkiſh ExtraCtion, leſt they might ſeem tacitly ro wrap up 
thoſe principles in their Blood, which by their Vow, they were evgaged to deliroy, 
Their Pedigree or Genealogie, was to be wholly Chrittian, and rhat of no coorie, 
bur of a more refined Temperament ; for their Birth or Parentage wasto be noble, 
and thar nor to be ſyllied with che impure 1incure of Baltardy. - Yet even this 
Reſtriction had a gentler ſcnyſe quilred intoit, tor it they were the Natural Sons ot 
Princes, their Birth was enobled, andthe Rigor of the Rule, was by 41o erminent a 
Deſcent ſoftned and allayed, and they made capable of this Order, Then they 
were by a general Obligation, r2 defend the Sepulchre of Chriſt, ro protect 
Pilgrims, againſt the Eruptions of Infidels, in their vifies made ro the Holy Lazd, ro 


foment no Clandeſtine Animotities, by engaging in private Duells amongtt them- 


ſelves, which were blaſted with the Black CharaRecr ot 1llegality ; andif the Princes 


of Chriſtedome were. entangled in inteſtine Diflentions among(t themſelves, they 
were to ſhroud themſelves, under an impartial. Neutrality, leſt chey might ceſtroy

chat Chriſtianity, which by Oath rhey were obliged to aflerr, if they ſhould embark 
in any impious Sidings, or partial Combinations, Laſtly, they were abltrated by 
their Vow of Poverty, Chaſtity and Obedience, from all ſecular Employments, or 
Negotiations, leltthe Funies of Temporal Intereſt might eloudtheir Eyes, in their 
proſpeRt rowards th: Sepulchre; in order ro which, they were not to exercife any 
Mercantile Aﬀairs, or the Deligns of Ulſury ; they were, if poſſible, ro receive the 
Sacrament thrice every year, and if not interrupted to hear Maſle once a day. 1 have 
now done with the Ingredients which made uprheir Vow;l (hall now come to the form 
of their Inſtallmenr. 

As for the Method of their Invelticure, ic was Caſt into this Mould, They had a 
Sword delivered to them,intimating they ſhould fight with Magnanimiry;and this was 
enarded with a Croſle Hilr, to declare that they were in all Encounters to vindicate 
and maintainthe Crofle and Sepulchre of our Saviour. Thenthey were firuck thrice 
over the Shoulders with that Sword they were invelted with, to infinuare, that they 
ſhould ſuſtain all Contumelies and Indignities, tor che Caule and Detence of Chriftian 
Religion. Then fourthly, this Sword was wiped, to inſtruct them that their Lives 
were to be afloiled fiem the Spot of all open and ſcandalous Impierties. Fifthly , 
they had guilt Spurs placed upon their Heels, to ſhew firſt, char all temporal Im- 
provement of Wealth, was to be caſt behind rhe Dehgns of Piety and Religion ; 
or ſecondly, to demonltrare, that Riches were bur the Gloflz, or Parjer , bur Ho- 
nor and Vertue, was the Solid Body, deſigned by the Spur it felf, that was to 
ſupport and ſuſtain ir, Sixthly, they had a lighted Taper pur into their Hands , 
by that, to diſcover, that by an eminent Integritie and exemplar Piety, like the 
Irradiation of that Luminary, they were to make themſelves conſpicuous to thoſe 
who were involved in the Miſls and Umbrages of a dack and gloomy Infidelity, 
Laſtly, afrer theſe Formaliries pertormed, they were obliged rorepair to Mafſe,where 
I leave them, 

Their Cuttomary Habit wasa bl+ck Cloak, being the beſt Enfiene, or Symprome of 
a ſolemne exrernal Sorrow, and on tm: was a Croſſe potent between faur Croſſes Patee, 


deſigning the five wounds of ou: S»vi. 11. hey wore conſtantly when they appeared - 
in publique, a red Belt, intimain; they ere ar all times ready to bleed, in 
Deterce of the Croile and Sepnlch-r , an + that was fixed a white Crofle, to 


manitelt the Purity and Innocence of that Caiis and Religion which was con- 
tended for, 

This Order was firſt brouehrt into E:glard, inthe year of Grace 1100, by Jordan 
de Briſet, in ſome old Deeds written Byi»ſer, Lord of wWell-hall at Eltham in Kent, and 
AMuril his Wite, who tounded a Houſe for them at Clerkenwell, and dedicated ir 
to St. John, which atterwards became the Head of their Alberge here in England, 
to which this Mannor continued united, as parcell of their Demeaſne, untill the 
Diflolution inthe Reign of Hezry the eighth, like a general Deluge, ſwept it away 
and tranſported ic into the Revenue of the Crown, and that Prince by Royal Con- 
ceſſion, made it the Eſtate of Yilliam Pordage Eſquire, in whoſe Deſcendant , 
T homas Pordage Eſquire, the preſent Inhericance of ir remains at this inſtanr placed, 


Rocheſter is a City which in elder Times.wasas eminent for irs Antiquityzas it was for 
irs Streygth and Grandeur;and had nor thoſe violent Im>reſſions,which the rough hand 
of War formerly defaced it with, demoliſhed irs Bulke, 2nd diſcompoſed its Beau- 
ty, it peradventure mighr have been regiſtred at this day inthe Inventory of the prin- 
cipal Cities of this Nation, It was governed by a Port Reve,untit KingEay. the fourth, 
in the ſecond year cf his Reign, raiſed it intoa higher Dignity , and decreed by his 
royal Grant, that it ſhovld thenceforth be governed by a Maior and twelve Aldermen, 
and to this Monarch does this City owe much of irs preſenc Feliciry,a Prince certainly 
he was, full of Complacence and Benignity, of a munificent Mind, and an obliging 
accoltable Nature, guilty oncly of ſome humane Frailcies, common to all, andadorned 
with many fienal Virtues, ſcarce reſident in any one, who did not voluntarily fail 
into that Sea of Blood, which was lerlooſe in the Civil War, commenced between 
Him), and the Parriſans of the Houſe of Lancaſter,bur rather was driven into it,by the 
Tempelt of tis 111 Fortune, 


Having 
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Having repreſented the City in its Modern Face or Aſpe&, I ſhall now draw the 
Curtain ſomething wider , and diſcover its PourtraQture in irs calamitous Sufferinss, 
occaſioned by the Invaſions, not only of an enr-ged Enzmy, bur likewiſe, which is 
worſe, by the Onſers ot its own incenſed Prince; and theſe rwo mixing together 
have muck diſordered the Ancient Glory and Splendor of ir. 

In the year 680. Eldred King of Mercia harratled Kent, and by an 1mpetuous Ia- 
road laid it waſt, And as particular Lamentations are nor diltinzurſhable 10 univerſal 
Groans ; ſo in this publick Depopularion of the County (then Kingdome,) the Tra- 
oedy and Devaſtation acted by that Prince , ar thar Time, upon this City , was 
nor reſented with that Regrer , as ſo deplorable Ruine might ſzemroexaR, which 
had it been fipgly- poured out upon this City , it could nor have been repeated or re- 
hearſed without a bleeding Heart, and a weeping Eye, 

In the year 986: King Erhelared intelted Rocheſter with a Siege , having entertain- 
ed ſomediſconcent or dilgult againſt the Biſhop , and would not diflolve bis Leaguer; 
until che ſaid Biſliop had expiared his Offence with the Sacrifice of an hundced pounds, 
a Sum of importance in thoſe dry Times, though inconfiderable in thele profuſer 
ones of ours, where commonly che pecuniary Supply , chit is extracted from the 
Subje&t, is ſteeped in his Tears. | c 

In the year 999. the Danes invaded Canterbury , and though by the vigorous Re- 
fiſtance and Magnanimicy of the Defendants, their Aſſaulrs were made oull , yec 
ar length by the treacherous Combination of an infidiovs Party within, it was ra« 
ther begrayed then ſubdued, and miſcrably depopulated by che Barbarous Adver4 
fary , the Signatures of which Devalation are yer viſible: and though the wideneſs 
of rhe Orifice , which that wound had made , be ſomething cloſed up with the Hand 
of Time , yer there is a huge Scar left, ro'repreſent to Poſterity the Greatneſs'05 
the former Ruine. After they had rhus harrafled and defaced that Ciry , they (ta 
improve their Victory) advanced to Rechefter ,. where the Inhabicancs aſtoniſhed with 
an Emmple of ſo much Terror , after ſome faint Oppoſition againſt the Damſb Ims 
prefſions and Onſets, gave themſelves up to Flight , and this City to a Calamitous 
Depopulation. | 

In the year 1130. Hexry the firſt, with the Arch-biſhopof Canterbury , were pre 
ſent at the Conſecrarion ot St. Andrews Church in Rechefter , which was then brought 
to perfe&tion, having been before much 'empaired by che Iron Teeth of Time : Buc 
then the Fury of the Elements began to enter into a Corrivalſhip or Competition 
with the Fury of Enemies ; for by a caſual Eruprionof an Accidental Fire, the whole 
Ciry almoſt found an inforcunate Sepulchre 1n its own Aſhes : But it ſeems like a 
Phznix , it roſe again into new Beauty and Order out of theſe Aſhes and Embers, 
bur did not long continue in this Condition ; for 1Þ the year of Grace 1177. which 
was in the Time of Herry the ſecond, it was again aſlaulred by rhe Outrage and Fu- 
ry of this implacable Element, the Impreſſions and remaining Signatures of which 
Conflagration, are obvious to the InſpeRion of an Inquiſtive Eye, even until this 
Day. 

In the year 1225. it was by the Indulgent Bounty of King Hevry the third, in- 
veſted with a Wall , and that this Fortifticatiop might be of more Concernmenr, ic 
was likewiſe ſecured or fenced with a Ditch. 

In the year 3251, A Solemn Tornament was held at Rgehefter , wherein the 
Engliſh entered the Liſs againlt thoſe Strangers or Forrainers, (who having in thar 
Ave a great Concernment 1D the Eare of Henrythe third , had likewiſe a ſtrong In- 
tereſt in his Heart, and by conſequence a powerful Impreſſion or Influence upon 
the publick Aﬀairs of thoſe Times) wherein they managed che Honor of this Nation, 
with ſo much Courage and Gallantry , that they forced chem with Shame and Con- 
fuſion ro retire into the City, andas if that were pot a Shelter of ſufficient Impor- 


rance, to ſeek for their Security in the Calile, 


The 
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dat there was in the Age before the Norman Invaſion, the Rudiments, or, if I 
may ſo ſay, the Embrio of a Caſtle repreſented to rhe World under imperie& 
Linzaments or Dimenſions, here at Rocheſter , is molt certain; , For: the Records 
of the Cathedral inform us, that Egbert King of Kent, inthe year 963. gave ce:- 
tain Lands to Eardulfe, Biſhop of Kecheſter , fituare within the Wals of the Caſtle 
of thac City » which argues rhat there was ſome Trench or Fortification, eyen in 
choſe Times, which was in Strength by the Analogy of Proportion equivalent to 
the Fortreſles of that Age, and ſo might merit by Reſemblance'the Name of a 
Caſtle , though the Bulk and Grardeur of ic was added in Times of a more Modern 
extraction: For in the Time of the Conqueſt, I find that the Bifhop of Rocheſter 
received Land at Altre ford tor Land at Recl eſter proportionate tor toereht a Caltle 
on, which was in all probability, onely ro enlarge the Boundaries of the old one, 
which peradventure was thought too cContemptible 1n thoſe ative Times, to/ſecure 
ſo 'important a Paſs, as this ot Recheſter , was, withour the Additional Supply of 
ſome new :Strength. And that thele Angmentations did ackoowledge, if not for 
their Founder or Author , yer at leaſt for theic eminent BenefaRor, Odo Biſhop of 
Baiexx , and Earl of Kext, halt Brother tothe Conqueror, is wichout Controverke; 
a man who: was afterwards dignified and adorned with the Office of Lord: Chief 
Jufice of England , a place of the moſt eminent Trultt inthar Age , and which was 
often managed by the Kings of England perionally themſelves , and from the Marble 
Scat in Weſtminſter-hat, did deliver their Decitions and Determinations of Lay, 
from whence in Ancient Seals and ncther Sculprures, they are often repreſented to 
vs ſitting 10 Judicature upon this Marble Seat , and hence reſule:thoſe Cuſtomary Ex- 
preſſions in Original Writs, and other P:oceſles, Coram Nobis, and, Teſte Rege, 
and ſometimes, me 1pſo apud #:tmex, 2nd ſome other Phraſes and Tearms inour 
Ancient Law-books of the ſame Compl xion, as namely ſuch.a one , eAllecutas eff 
Nobis ſedentibus ſupra Seaem Marmoream: which julyhes that the Kings of England did 
ſometimes perſonally fr and aftiitin Judicature, in that Court we now call the Upper: 
Bench, where like a great Orb or Glob of Light, they diſpetſed their Beams of 
Mercy and Jultice into all che parts of our F»glih Horizon y- and diſpelled all thoſe 
Grievances, which, like ſo many Fogs or Clouas exh:icd from corrupred Nature, 
ſeeraed to eclipſe the Serenity of this, Narton, Bur I wander too much ; I now 
zerurn, This Accumulation of Othces and Dignicies, could not ſo ingage this above-! 
mentioned Ode , to the Intere!t of #iliam Rufus his Nephew ; but that he firlt en- 
wrapped himſelf in a Combination wich ſome of the diſcontented Nobiliry , | whoſe 
Endeavors were to raviſh the Scepter out of the Hand of that Prince, and place it inthe 
hand of Rebert Duke of Normandy, his eldelt Brother,and atterwa:ds to forrifie this De- 
{:gn, ſtarted out into an open Detection, and ſeiſed npon this Caſtle of Rocheſter : but 
Willam Rufus with ſo much Expedition and Courage cruſhed theſe Artempts, that they 
became abortive: for inthe year 1088, he beſieges his Uncle Os in this Fortreſs, and 
preſſes upon him with ſognuch.Vigor and-Animolity, that he forces him to ſurrender to 
ciſcrerion, but though he took not awszy his Life,he didchar of his Liberry,and ſent him 
Priſoner to Twznbridge-caſtie,nor under the Notion of Biſhop of Bajexx ; for that would 
_— O__ and invadegtthe Franchiſes of the Church , but under that of the Earl 
Kent, | 
., After this there was by the mediarion and umpirage of Robert Fitz. Hamoy », and 
Henry Earl of Warwick,, a Compo tion made berween Wilian Rufus and Gundelphus 
Biſhop of Recheſier, the Reſult of which wasSthis : The Prince was to confirm the 
Mann »r of Hedenhams to this Sea, and the Biſhop, to ballance this Conceſſion with 
ſomerhing which had the Face of Retribution , was to expend ſixty ponnd , in ſome 
aduitions to the Cattle, and accordingly ereQted rhe great ſquare Tower, a Mor- 
ſel which hath been ron hard for the Teeth of Time , and by the vaſtneſs of che in- 
ſtant remaining Skeleton, witneſſes the ſtrepgth of ic ro Polterity , when it was in 
its 
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irs ptimtive Grandeut , before the Rage of War, andthe Fury of Elements chrew 
it into this wild Diſorder and Confuſion ; yet it is even in this ſhattered Condition, 
a betrer Alphaber to the Memory of the Biſhop its firſt Founder , then his own Mo- 
nument or Repoſitory , for that lies entered in torgocten and neglected Ruines , bur 
this ſtilbpreſerves his Name, and 1s called G#»az{phus's Tower, 

And being thus improved and fortihed, with rhele new Acceſſions, it is not to 
be wondered at, that this Piece, was of that ſignal Eitimare, in elder Times, thac 
King Henry the firit, by ghe Advice of his Councel, in the year 1126, o:anted the 
Cuſtody ot this Caltle, and the Office of Caſtellan, annexed ro it, to milliam the 
then preſent Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, and his Succeſlors, with tree liberty ro ered 
a Tower, that is another Forrreſle , equivalent or Correſpondent to G#-d:lph; 
Tower , which beſore was erected for the Defence of this City and Caflle. 

In Times ſucceeding to theſe, that is, in che year 1215, William de eAlbizeto or Al- 
biniaco, in' the Latine of thole Times, and written D' Alb:xer, inthe Uſage of ours, 
was Governour of this Forcrefle, for the factions party of the mutinous Barons, 
who were thet in aRual Arms again{t King John, but this Prince invelied it with a 
fortnal Leaguer » and afrer the bloody Debate of a three Moneths Siege, forces the 
above-mentioned D' Albiner to a Surrender, wherein though the Vircue of the Op- 
ponent , was conſiderable , yer it was ruinous to him, and the Event hath lefe us 
Faich eyough to believe, thar Strength wichour the Concurrence of a Loyal Prin- 
ciple which may ſupport it , is like an Egyptia» Reed , which ordinatily runs into the 
Fingers, and wounds them which lean upon ir. 

*In the year after this, the Nobilicy , then combined and in Arms againſt King 
ew finding that theit Forces were much empairedand diminiſhed by teverall un- 

ccesful Encounters with that Prince, and that rhey mult be forced to reſign chem- 
ſelves up to thoſe rigorous Cotiditions that he would impoſe uponthem, calledin 
Lewis the Dolphin of France > who landivg in the Ifle of Thanert , witha conſiderable 
Army , adyanced to Rotheſter , and by the concurtent Aſſiſtance of the Barons , who 
had uniced cheir firength with his , made ſuch a furious Onſet vpon this Cilile , that 
like a Tempeſt which bears down all before ic , he carried ir by Aflaulr. 

In the year 1264. broke our that fatal Conteit berween Simon Aontfort Earl of 
Leiceſter , and Henry che third , the Feundation or Original of which was this. That 
Farl being rhe great Aſſertor of the Eng/ih Liberty againſt the rurbulent Eruprions of 
Fotrainers , endeavoured to tear away thoſe Strangers, that b<ing placed roo near 
the Royal Throte, had obſirued and forelaid all che Avenues and Paſſages both rs 
che Heatr and Eate of that Prince : and this diſmal claſhing (like the Collifion of 
ewo Flives) was ptoductive of ſo walting and deftrudtive a Fice , char it had like, not 
only to have conſumed the Crown and Sceprer , but likewiſe co have caſt the whole 
Kingdotne it ſelf into a heap of Flame and Ruines , ſome Sparks of which were darr- 
ed hither. For this Earl about the Time above ſpecihed begirtthe Ciry and Caſtle of 
Recheſftey , with a powerful Army , and that he might multiply all Advanrages ta 
hintifelf, which mighe inforce his Defien, and intercept the Succour intended the 
Beſieged , he burned the Brid.e, whoſe Frame was then made upof Wood, and 
defiroyed a Fortreſs that was placed upon ir, which was compounded of the ſame 
Mareftals, abd having effeRed this, he preſſed ſo hard upon the Cattle , thar he not 
only piltaged the adjacent Church and Abby , but likewiſe ſubdned che outward 
Ward or Gate , &nd had cerrainly by an abſolute Conquelt atchieved the whole , had 
not King Herry arrived moſt o;portunely , and by a ſuccesful encounter wreſted both 
Earl Warres , who had ſo vicorouſly maintained it , andihar likewiſe , from the Im- 
preſſions of his Fury. 

Aﬀrec this, I find little of Moment to have been acted at this place, only I find 
the Caſtle to have been depoſited in the Hands of ſeveral eminent Perſons, who 
were extracted from Families, whoſe Blood was of as noble a TinAure as any 1n 
this County , and theſe held it under the Notion of Caftellan; or Guardians of it , an 
Office of a very imporrant Concernment inelder Times. The firlt of which , who 
was epitulted with it, was Wilkam St, (ere, whoſe Ancient Sear, before his Suc- 
ceſlot by the March of the Coheir of Aldham removed to Ightaw, was at Woodland 


io Ki»gſdozn > and he died in the Tenure of this place, in the forty erghth year of 
| Henry 
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Heyry the third. Aiter him , I diſcover Robert de Hougham Lord of Houg ham by 
Dover, to have had the Cuſtody of it, and he died inveſted in this Office, inthe 
ſecond year of Edward the firit, and in the next year after Robert de Septuans, from 
whom the Har fleets of Eaſt- Kent are deſcended , had the Care and Command of ir. 
In Times of a nearer Approach ro us, I find #iltam Kerriel or Criol , was entrulied 
with the Care and Government of it, and was poflelt of this Charge at his Death, 
in the firſt year of Henry the fifth. * After whoſe E xi, the Cuſtody was committed 
to Thomas Lord Cobham, and he held ir at his Deceaſe , which was inthe eleventh 
year of Edward the fourth, Bur afcer this, ir began ſo to languiſh away into irs 
own Ruines, that it grew rather an Obje& of Pity, than of Envy, and refied 
amonglt the Mannors ot the Crown, untill King James, in the ſeventh year of his 
Reign, granted that goodly Skeleton of the Calile, which yer courts the Eye of the 
Beholder, ro an Admiration of its former Strevgth, with all the Services annexed 
to it, to Sir Anthony Weldon, of Swanſcamp, whoſe Son and Heir Ralph Weldon of 
Swanſcamp Eſquire, 1s the initant Lordot the Fee, 

There is much Land in this County held of this Caſtle, whoſe Tenure is perfe& 
Caſileguard:for upon theDay prefixed for the diſcharge of rhe quitt-Rent,relating ro.it, 
there 18a Banner diſplaid and hung out (anciently it was over the Caltle-Wall) and 
all thoſe who are Tenants to this Mannor, and are in Default by their non-Appearance, 
and do not diſcharge their Cultomary Durtes, and Services, the Penaltic impoſed up- 
on their Negle&, 1s, that the Return of every Tide of the adjacent River which finds 
them Abſent,doubles rheir Service or quitt-Renr, 

The Bridge which is almoſt contiguous to the Root or Baſis, was anciently , when 
the Frame was of 1imber, removed to a farther Diſtance, and crofled the Stream , 
over againſt the Hoſpital of St aries, at Stroude, Bur this was by Simon de Montfort 
when he beſieged Rocheſter, ruined by Fire, and although ic was re-edified and repai- 
red not long after, yet ſome twenty years ſubſequent ro chis Misfortune, it was ſwept 
away by Ice, ſo that it appears the Elements entered into a Corrivalſhip or Compe- 
tition, Which ſhould make the moſt ruinous Impreſſion , on this infortnnate 
Structure, 

Bur afrer this, that is, in the raign of Richard the ſecond, all thoſe above-men- 
tioned Dyſaſters and Inconveniences, which might again have aſſaulted the Bridge, 
were for the future prevented ; for Sir Robert Knolles, a Perſon who had improved, and 
enhaunſed h1s Fame, to rhe higheſt Degree of Eminence, by his glorious and ſucces- 


. full Managery of che Engliſh Afﬀairs, and Intereſt in France, ſeeking to make him- 


ſelf as uſefull ro his Friznas, that is, his Contrymen, as he was before conſiderable 
tohis L nemies, mattered the Courſe of the River, and ſomewhat nearer to the Calile 
as in a place more fit, both for the Soliditie, and fallnefle of the Soile, as likewiſe 
for the breaking of the imperuouſneſle of the Currenc,ereaed che Bridge of Stone 
which 1s now vitble, fixed, and eſtabliſhed on one. and rwenty Arches, and by this 
Viatory over the Elements, made his Triumphs more illuſtrious, than he had done 
before, by all the Conquelits of his Adverſaries : for in theſe he only ſeemed ro have 
out-2one all others, but in this.to have outdone himſelf, | 

Beivg thus fixed and Strengrthned, there was a Stature enacted in the one andewen- 
rieth year of Richardthe ſecond, wherein there is Provifon made for irs future Securi- 
ty, there being ſeveral parcells of Land, which are mentioned in that AR, tied 
and obliged for irs continual Maintevance and Repair , whenſoever the Injuries 
of Time, or thoſe of the Elerpents, ſhould deface or impair it, 

The Chappel or Chantry in old Records, Ryled che Chantry of Rycheſter Bridge , 
was founded in the year 1399, by [oh de Cobham, and was dedicated to the holy 


- Trinity, and was called ar the firlt Inſtitution, All Souls Chappel, becauſe Prayers and 
- other Orizons, were there to be offered up, for the Redemption and Health of all 


Chriſtian Souls, and likewiſe a Stipend or Exhibition was there ſerled, for the Supporr 
and Maintenance of three Prieſts, or Chaplains, particularly , to pray for the Souls 
of John de Cobham the Patron and Founder, Sir Robert Knolles, to whom the Bridge 
owed 1ts primirive Eſtabliſhment, liam Wangford and Eleanor his Wite, Tohn Fre- 
mingham and Alice his Wife, Willam Makenade, and Sir William Rickþil; and likewiſe 
for the Souls of ſome who were deceaſed before the Foundation of this Chappel, = 

namely

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namely tor the Soul of /ohn Buckingham, formerly Biſhop of Linco/n, and Sir Hillians 
Wallworth, the eminent Lord Maior of L51dox, to whole Virtue and Valour: Londen, 
owes the Addition of the Dagger, which was annexedas an Augmentation to the 
Arms of the City, 

The Priory was founded by Ethelhert King of Kent, and dedicated to the Honor of 
St. Andrew, and (tored with Monks who were to live under the Rule ot Sr. Bened:t, 
though afcerwards, as Mr. Lambert out of the Book ot Rocheſter obſerves, they al:ered 
their Rule, and conformed themſelves to the Canon of St, Augyſtine Biſhop of Hippo, 
bur were reduced again to the primicive Inttitution ot Sr. Bexedutt, in the vear 10go. 
by G«ndalphis then Biſho, of Recheſter, in which Deſi2n, he Was aided and iup orted 
by Lasfranc the active Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, In Ages of anelder Inicriprion, 
there were ſeveral Conteſts brake forth bzrween the Monks of Chrift-charch in 
Canterbury, and thoſe of this Covent; the ficlt Strugling, ro bring the Eletion of the 
Biſhop of Rocheſter into their Chapiter, which the Jait, Sticking cloſe ro their own 
ivherent Rights and Piviledges, endeyoured to Ciſannul, and wholly to circum- 
ſcribe his Eleion within the Precins of their own Chapiter., Two Prelidents , 
which repreſent to Poſterny the whole State of this Controveriie, do occur-in 
Record, The firlt appears in the year 1227, when after the Death of Bexedi&, the 
Biſhop of Rocheſter , eleQed to ſucceed him, Henry Sandford, a Man of exemplary 
Piety, ſo that he was inculpable for his Life, and of unfachomed Learning, ſo that 
he was in that Age, almoſt unparallelled for his Knowledge, which could nor fave off 
the Monks of (briſt-charch, to juſtle the Election, precending that the paſtoral 
Staffe or Crofier of Rocheſter, de Jure,ought ro have been brought ro their Hole, afrer 
the Deceaſe of the Biſhop, and that the Eletion was to have been made is theic 
Chapiter, This occaſioned much Hear, for the Monks of Rocheſter , v1gorouſly 
aſlerted their own Choice, ſo that it was referred ro the Deciſion of the Arch- 
biſhop, and he again put ir over to the Umpirage of Delegates, who heating the 
parties concerned, and poiſing the Allegations, produced by eicher fide to ſultain 
the Juſtice of their own Cauſe; they by a tinall Determination, declared che Righe 
to reſide in the Monks of Rocheſter, But it ſeems this Fire, was only allayed, 
not extinguiſhed : for in the year 1238, it brake forth again, and- the occaſion 
which gave Fuell co it, was this, The Monks of Rochefter, had eleQted Richard 
Wendover for their Biſhop, which ſo exaſperated and diſeuſted the Monks of 
Chriſt-charch, that ſuſpe&ing their own Power, they, more to inforce and mul- 
tiply their Scrength , and evacuate that EleQion, enticuled Arch-biſhop Edward 
co their Cauſe, Bur the Monks of Rocheſter diſclaiming. by a tame Remifleneſle, 
either to foment or palltate their own undoing, appealed to Rome , where af- 
rer the chargeable Commencement of a three years Sute, the Innocency and 
Juſtice of their Gauſe was recompenſed with the Triumph of the Day , upon 
which they returned home exalted with the Joy of their Succeſſe, and eni&ed in 
their Chapirer, that the. annuall Feaſt of Sr, Cxthbert, on which Day they atchie- 
ved this | one Conquelt, ſhould be doubly folemnized, both in their Church and 
in their Kitchin. Bur as they were ſucceſlefull in their rancounters with the 
Arch- biſhop, ſo they were very infortunate in thar inteſtine Diſcord, which burtt 
out berween them, and their own Biſhop Glbert Glanville, who not only forcibly 
wrung from them their Goods, Ornaments, Writings, and other Muniments, bur 
likewiſe deveſied them of a conſiderable Portion of their Lands, Pofleſſions , and 
Priviledges, which forced them to appeal ro Reme for Redreſle ; where they em- 
broiled themſelves in a tedious Law-Sute, which engaged them to that vaſt ex- 
pence, that they wete conlirained ro coin the Silver of Pax/:nxs Shrine into Money, 
ro ſupport them in ſo expenliive and coſtly a Contett; and this much embaſed for the fu- 
cure that Eſteem which the World formerly had entertained both of the Piercy and 
SanGiitie of the Monks of rhis Cloiſter, 

But theſe Conteſis did net ſo much prejudice or endamage this Cloiſter within, 
though accompanied with much Hear , as the Devaſtation occaſioned by the Ele- 
ment of Fire wichout: for in the year 1130, when Heyry the firlt, with a grcar 
Convention of the Nobility and Biſhops was then preſent to ſolemrize the Conſe- 


cration of St, Andrews Cathedral and Church , which was then newly finiſhed, a 
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ſuddain Flame broke our,whoic Aflaults upon this Covent,did much detace and empare 
the Glory ot the Ancient Fabrick, And as it this impetuous Eruption had not been 
enough to diminiſh the Beauty of 1t, there was another Fire in the year 1177. 
which was about the latter endof [7exry the ſecond , which exerciſed its Fury upon 
it, even to a total Depopulation of this Cloilter; yer atter all theſe Diſatters, 
wherein it 15 diſputable , whether the Rage of men, or that of the Elements, were 
more deltructive , by the Charitable Benefticence and Piety of that Ave, it arole 
like a Phznix , more Þeauritvl and vigorous, even our ot its Embers and Aſhes, 
andcontinued in that condition , until the general Diflolution, inthe reign of Hen- 
ry the eighth, and then that Prince ha+ing ſupprefled this Covent, and torn off 
their Revenue , upon their Ruines he eltabliſhed a Dean and twelve Prebends , and 
endowed rhem for their future ſupport with that Demeaine, which for the Princi- 
pal part "SE ow. namely , Wouldhan . Halling , Snodland , Trotteſcliff, Denton , 
Longfeild, Boreſtal , Lidfing , and Stoke , in the Hundiedot Hoo, had been formerly 
annexed ro the above-mentioned Cloitter, 

The Cathedral, with the Biſhoprick of Recheſter, united ro it, were founded 
and eſtabliſhed by thar pious Monarch Erhelbert: Kipy of Kexr, and the firſt Biſhop 
to whom was entrulied che Paſtoral Staffe or Croher by Auguſtine , the Apoltle of 
the Saxons, was Juſtus, the above-mentioned Prince , nor only afſenting unto this 
Election by his Preſence , bur likewitz contributing to the Support .of the Perſon 
ſo choſen » and his Succeflors by his liberal Beneticence. And indeedit is remarka- 
ble, that in all thoſe Revolutions and Vicilhtudes , which have rolled and varied 
the Fate of things and Afﬀairs, ſince the Seeds of Chrifiianity were ſown ſo plemti- 
fully by the Hand of eAngsſtine in this lland, that the Chair of this Biſhoprick 
was (till fixed at Rechefter , whereas many others have in ſundry parts of the Nation 
ſuffered divers Tranſlations to other places then that where they art firſt were eſta- 
bliſhed ; and the Reaſon 1s, becauſe by che Order of w/ilam the Conqueror , ſuch 
Biſhops as were betore refident in Towns and Villages, were forthwith co cranſplant 
their Seat into walled Cicies and places of Defence , the more to oblige the popu- 
lacie , not only to repair thither for the- Exerciſe of Devotion, but likewiſe to 
avgment the Commerce and Bulk of thoſe Cities, by ſuch numerous Aſſemblies ; 
bur in this Command of his, Recheſter could not be interrefſed or concerned, thar 
was inveſted with a Wall , or ſomething equivalent to ir lony before the Age of the 
Conqueror. I ſhould now unfold a Cacalogue of thoſe Biſhops that ſwayed the Cro- 
fier of this Sea, beginning with ſus, and concluding with Johs Warner the in- 
{tant Biſhop of this Diocels ; but this 1s ſo obvious , both in Goodwin, anda late 
Manual, ſyled The Help to Hiſtory, that I ſhall only hiflorical.y Record the moſt 
eminent of them, and proceed, The firlt of whom I find to be Juſtus, who was 
cranſlated from this Sea , to that of Canterbury , a Man whoſe Integrity of Life 
breathed out a noble perfume when he was living , and his Body , if we may credit 
the Fabulous and Superltitious Legend of that Age, neleſs grateful an Odour when 
he was Dead, for 'tis reporred that his Reliques beingrtobe removed after theic En- 
rerment many years before , calt forth (not the Stench or Steam of Putrefattion) 
bur 2 Sent ſo odorous and tragrant , that it did not annoy , bur exceedingly delight 
the Nolthrils of thoſe who were preſent ; bur indeed this might be poſſible without 
rbe Concurrence of a Miracle, it we confider that thoſe Remaigs of his might be 
reſcued trom the Fate of Corruption, by the Adjuntts or Circumſtances of Nard, 
Balm , Spicery, and Perfume; ſo that the Miracle ſeems to be impoſed by rhe 
Monks on the Laity of that Age, only to excite both their Devotion and Benevo- 
lence, 

Paxlinus , who was the third. Biſhop , who ſucceeded him , converted Eawis King 
of Northumberland , and Edelburga his Queen, to ChriRianity , and o juſtly mer 
ted the Title of Apolile of that Province, for which he was recorded after his 
Death: in the Regilter of Saints, and had his Body fo tar ennobled, rhatit was wrapt 
up 11 a filver Shrine, 

[thamar, who npext ſncceeded him. had his Reliques likewiſe enſhrined in after 
Times by G#=zdslphns Biſhop of Rocheſter , which was not only repzired, bur very 
much adorned and beautifted by Biſhop Johs his Succeſſor , becauſe (as the m—_— 
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Rocheſter intimates, he was redeemed, by touching his Reljques , ab acerrimo Oculg- 


rum Dolore,, from ſome ſharp Dittillation which did affii& his Eye. 

Arneſftus was preſent at. Pine:.den-beath , at the great Debate touching ſome Lands, 
which were unjulily raviſhed away tcom the Church, 

Gundulphss his Succeſlor erected the white Tower in Rocheſter-coſile: and where- 
as he ar his firlt Inſtalment , found bur fix Canons in the Covent of St. Ardrews, hz 
ſo liberally endowed it, that he lett it replcnithed with threeſcore Monks of the 
Order and Rule ot St, beneditt, 

Tobias , whom 1 ſhovld have memioned after /thamar, was (as Harp: feildourt of the 
Records of Rocheſter) a man very dextrous and <kil ul inthe Tongues and a gene - 
ral Magazine of all other Learning both Divine and Humane beiide. 

Walter de Merton, Lord Chancellor of England, did not ovly foundthe Colledoe 


of Merton at Oxford, bur likewiſe laid che Foundation ot an imperfe& Collecge ar * 


Maldon in Eſſex, which by his Death was l-ft unfiniſhed, He died 1n the year 
1277. and lies buried in his own Church at Rechefter , ro which in his Life Tine he 
had been a Munificenet Benef:&or, In Gratitude to whole Memory Sir Henry Saul, 
and the Fellows of Merton Colledve, erecteda Magnificent Morument, in the year 
I559. over his Aſhes, which though it be much empaired both by Age, and the in- 
jurious Afﬀronts ot theſe 1mpious limes; yer ſhall che Name of this great man be 
the belt Steward to is own Dult: and when his Sepulchre ic ſelt ſhall lie enterred 
in its own deplored Rubbiſh, rhis ſhall {tand unto it (elf an everlaſting Tomb and 
Epitaph. 

gc de Heath was Conteſlor to Eawardthe fecond , and a liberal BenefaRor ro 
this Church ; He built the Houle at the Mannor of Hall»g , which in ſome Ancient 
Records 1s yled his Pallace. | 

Joannes de Scapeia, or Jobs de Shepey was Lord Treaſurer of Exgland three years, 

Richard Towng was a principal Contributor to the Reparation of the Church at 
Frend;bury , and wholly glazed the Windows : where nor long ſince his pourtra@ture 
was expoſedto the publick View ; a good Index , not only to his Memory , bur like- 
wiſe tothe Remembrance of ſo p1ous a Work, | 

Jobs Lowe was born in the County of Worceſter , and was a man inthe Eſtimate of 
Bale, who writ his Lite z not only of (1gnal Piery , bur likewite an Exchequer of all 
manner of Learning, 

John Fiſher was a man of vaſt Knowledge, which yet was Ruinous to him for aſ- 
ſerting the Papal Supremacy, when it was invelted in Henry the eighth , by an 
A& ot Parliament ; he offered up his Lite on a Scaffold , as a Sacrifice to that 
OPINLON. 

Nicolas Ridley was a man of an inculpable Life , and ot a wide Knowledge , who 
was ſo an irrefragable Aflertor of the Proteliant Religion, that he gave him(elf up 
at Oxford, to the Fury of Fire and Faggot for the Teliitmony of what he betore had 

rofelled : and hath by his exemplary Life and Death, taught the Adverſaries of 
piſcopacy this Leſſon, that it is poſſible that the Seed may be pure as well as the 
Soyl ; that is, the perſons of the Men , as well as the Office, may be incorrupr. 

John Warner 1s the lat , who brings up this Catalogue , in whom the inſtant Ticle 
of this Biſhoprick is reſident, a man worthy of better Dayes, yer fit for theſe; 
who for his vaſt Encouragement of Learning in the belt ot Times, and his pious 
Support of it in the worſt, cannot be mentioned without an Attribute, 

There have in elder Times many Conteſts and Animoſiries broke out berweenthe 
Biſhops of Rocheſter and Worceſter ; and the Fuel which fomented and ſupplied this 
Fire of Contention, was, that both theſe Pretates pretended to the Support of 
the Croſier before the Arch-biſhop of Carterbary in all Proceflions, and other Ats 
of publick and fienal Solemnity ; but in Fine, the Crotier or Paſtoral Sraff was fixed 
or ſetled in the Hand of the Prelate of Rocheſter , and hath been by Preſcription 
ever lince united as a convicted and Inherent Priviledge to this Dioceſle. 

Before I wave my Diſcourſe concerning this Biſhoprick , I mult inform the Read- 
er, that there are ſome peculiars which are annexed tothe Deanries of ( r79ydox and 
Shorham , and this hath entangled and engaged many in much Difficulty ro trace our 


the laſt Wils and TcRaments of thoſe who deceaſed within the Contines and Pre- 
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cin&ts of theſe peculiars, To unravel theretore theſe Niceries for the future ; 1 ſhall 
repreſent a jult Scale of rheſe excepred places, our of the original Records of the 
Church of Rycheſter themſelves, that thoſe which can find no ſatisfaction in the 
Regilters of Canterbury, or Records of Recheſter , may yer diſcover what they are 
in purſuit of, in that Office, wher<1n theſe are enrolled and filed, But before I unwind 
cheir Catalogue, I ſhall in brief wrap up what in tormer Times hath been delivered 
rouching the Office of Rural Deans, by Dnarenxs and others, who have more co- 
pioully cilared themſelves upon this Subject, This Officer was certainly brought 
10to the Church toſupply the place of choſe whom Anriquiry yled the Chore-Epiſcopt, 
who were commonly Aſſiſtants ro the Biſhop: For indeed where the Dioceſſe was 
of that valt Laticude and Extent, that the Managery ot fo great a Trult was diſpro- 
portionate to the Diſcharge of one ſingle Perſon , it was neceſlary that his Care 
ſhould be ſupported by the mutual Counſel and concurrent Advice of others, whoſe 
prudence might improve the Afﬀairs of the Church : and uponthe going our of the 
above-mentioned Office , as beipg oblolere and antiquated , this of rhe Rural Dean 
came in, And to him did the Biſhop entruſt an InſpeQion into the Lives of the 
Clergy, and from him did receive an exact Account of Scandal in its whole Lati- 
tude , and other vitious Exceſles , which might by animpious Connivyance have ad- 
ded more blackneſsto the Caflock : He was likewiſe, by Delegation from the Biſhop, 
to take Cogniſance of all Errors and Deviarions trom rhat which in that Age wasre- 
pured Orthodox Do&trine , that neither the Foundation nor Superltrucure of Reli- 
gion might be affaulred. And laſlly , where the Dioceſle was wide , andof a large 
Territory , it frequently hapned that the Probate and Adminiliration of ſundry Te- 
Raments in divers places, was commirtced to his Care and Sway ; and he was like- 
wiſe entruſted with a Seal , with che Name of che Biſhop, whoſe Office by Depu- 
tation he was to diſcharge , and nor his own, inſculped upon it : which npon his 
Deceaſe , or relinquiſhing this Office, was to be ſurrendered up into the Hands 
of the Biſhop of the Dioceſle for the Time being , that he might diſpoſe of ir as he 
ſhould judge convenient, Thus much of the Rucall Dean : the Peculiars of which 
I before promiſed a Catalogue , are as tollow :

Having done with the Church, 1 ſhall now deſcend co thoſe Mannors which lie 
circumſcribed within the Precindts and Verge of this City, The firſt is Boreſtall, 
which, as Textus Roffeuſis denotes and ſignifies unto us , was given to the Church and 
Monks of St. Andrews, by Kenwlfxas King of Mercia, and was, as the Records of that 
Church reftifie, de C:bs eorum , to ſupport their Table with a conſtant ſupply of Diet, 
and reſted annexed to their Demeaine , until the Faraliry of the General Diflolution 
raviſhed it away, and afterwards it was by Henry the eighth , when he eſtabliſhed 
2 Dean and Chapiter upon the Ruines of this above-mentioned Priory , linked unto 
that Revenue , which he gramed them for their furure ſubGltence, 

The ſecond is Great Delce, which had owners of that Sirname, as 1s evident by 
Teſta de Newill, and other Records both of a publick and private Stamp ; bur, it 
appears, was not of any permanent continuance in this Name : for before the middle 
ot Edward the firſt, it was gon from that, and united to the Inherirance of Haſ- 
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pall.Geffrey de Haſpall, enjoyed it at his Death under the Norton of the fourth part Ot a 
Knighcs Feezas appears by an Inquiſition;taken in the fifteenth year of Edward the firſt, 
Rot. Eſc. Nam, 25, The next Family 1n Succelſion atrer this, which was enticu- 
led to the Poſleſſion (as is evident by the original Deeds, now inthe Hands ot-l ea) 
was CMolinenx, derived from thoſe of Sefton in Lancaſhire, but he remained fo incon- 
fiderable a Space in the Inheritance, that like (aro in the 7 heater, he only tiepr 
into it, that. he might go our again; for abour the Beginning of Edwardthe third, 
as appears by the teltimony ot an ancient Court -roll, Bexeaitt deFul bam was invelied in 
che Patrimony of ir in the. thirtieth year of Edwardthe third, Rr, Eſc. Num. 20.And 
from him, did it (treame down 1n the Channel 'of ſucceſſive Interett, ro his DeC(- 
cendant Richard Fulham, who likewiſe was in the Enjoyment of it at his Deceaſe, 
which was inthe fifth year of Hexry the fitth, Rot Eſc. Num, 17, Bur after his 
Exit, I find no farther mention of any of this Family, ro have been poſiett of 
this place; for, in the ninth year of Henry the fifth, Reginald Love, died ſciſed of 
it, and tranſmirted ir to his Succeſſor, who held ic untill the latter end of Heary 
the fixth, ard then the Revolution of Purchaſe , brought ir to be the Demeaſne 
of Witiam Venour, and it was found to be his Poſſeſſion at his Death, which was 
in the firſt year of Edward the fourth, Rot. Eſc, Num. 24. But after his Depar- 
rure, the Title was very unſetled and inconſiant; for within the Circle of ſome 
Moneths after, it was by Sale from this Name, rolled into the Tenure of Markban 
deſcended from the ancient Stem of the Markbams, of Notting ham-ſtire, where 
afrer a very tranſitory aboad, it was by the ſame Faralicy, carried into the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Tate, who about the firſt year of Edward the fourth, paſſed it away to 
Sir Richard Lea, Lord Maior of Loxdon, deſcended from an ancient Family of 
that Name, in the County of Worceſter , and his Son was Sheriff of Kerr, in the 
nineteenth year of Edward the fourth, and held his Shrievalcy at his new acqui- 
red Mannor of Much Delce, and from him by aneven thread of Deſcent, has the 
Title and Propriety been conduted down to Richard Lea Elquire, who is the inſtant 
Proprietary of ir. 

Horſted borrows 1ts Name from Horſa, Brother to Heyngift che Founder of the Sax- 
0 Kingdeme here ip Kent, who fell by rhe Sword of the Britons at «A lresford, asan 
expiatory Sacrifice, to ballance the Loſſe of Cartigerne, Brother to YVortimer, General 
of the Confederate Bricifh Forces, who was offered up in that fignat Encounter, as 
an Holecayſt ro the Saxon Fury ; and there 1s ſomerhing, which even ar chis Diy, 
lies wrapt up in the Name, that induces vs co believe, that Horſa after his ſlaugh- 
rer, recieved the Rites of his Funeral ar this place; and in onr Crandfathers Me- 
mory, there were the ſcattered Remains of diverſe huge Maffie Stones, which 
Scotms and ocher Imp:efſions of Time, have now alcogether demoliſhed: and theſe 
certainly were,in elder Times; compoſed Into the Figure of a Monument, to ſhroud 
the Aſhes of this Horſa; as thoſe at Cits (othouſe, above Alresford, were framed in- 
ro the ſame Proportionate Mould, to ſecure the Dult, or ar leaſt ro point out to 
Poſterity the Memory of (artigers. 

The Mannor it ſelf, was enwraped in the Patrimony of the noble and ancient Fa- 
mily of Apulderficld, william de Apulderfield; obtained a Charter of Free-warren 
co his Lands at Horſted, in the thirty eighth year of Hexry the eighth, In Times of a 
lower Deſcent, I diſcover it in the Poſleſſion of Warren ; for johs, Son of Edmund 
Warren, held it at his Death, which was inthe rwelfth year of Edward the third, 
After Warren had quitred the Inheritance, I find the Fslhams by Purchaſe to be en- 
rituled ro the Fee-firnple of it ; and Benedift de Fulham, enjoyed in at his Deceaſe, 
which was in the thictieth year of Edward the third, and paidrelief tor this and 1xch 
Delce, under the Notion of the fourth part of a Knights Fee, at making the Black 
Prince Knight, in the twentieth year of the above-faid Prince, After this Family 
was worn out, it had ſucceſſively the ſame Pofleflors with Mxch Delce, fo that ic came 
with that Mannor by Purchaſe trom Tate, to Sir Richard Lea Konighe ; and from him 
is the Title by ſucceſſive Deſcent , tranſporred to Richard Lea Eſquire, the preſent 
Poſleſlor. 

Snodberſt is another Mannor which lies parrly ſpread into Chetham, and partly into 
the Limits of Rechr/fter, was, as hich as I cantrace any Record, a Branch of that 
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Demeaſn, which tell under the Dominion of Badeleſmer, and though Barthelomew 
Lord Badeleſmer , had by his pecficious Diſloyalty, torfeired it in the Reign of 
Edward the ſecond , yet was it 1vthe ſecond year of Eaward the third, reſtored tohis 
Son Bartholomew Baacleſmer, who in the twelfth year of that Prince , dyed 
without 1lue, andlett it to his Brother Qules Badeleſmer, who likewiſe decealing 
without Iflue ; Sir John T iptsft, in Right of Margery his Wite, one of his Siſters 
and Coheirs, entered upon the Inhericance of it : but,before the twentieth of Edward 
the third, bad alienated it ro Bexeditt de Ful bam, tor be in that year, as appears by the 
Book of Aid, paid reſpective reliet tor it, at the making the Black Prince Knight, 
After Ful}am:s were extinguiſhed at this place, it had the Fate tro own the Juriſdiction 
and Intereſt of thoſe, who were the Succeſſive Proprieraries of Mnch Delce , 
ſo thar 1t 1s now knit to the preſent Inheritance of Richard Lea Eſquire, 

Little Delce is the laſt Mannor which 1s circymicribed within the Precincts of 
this City, It was, in Ages ot a vety high Calculation, the Poſleflion of the no- 
ble, illuſtrious , and ancient Family ot Sherington, Written in old Deeds , Pipe- 
rolls, and other Eviderces, Serimgton , and ſometimes Scherington » but molt fre- 
quently Sl erixgton : whoſe original and principal Seat, was at Sherington-hall at 
{ r..uworth in Norfolk, though they had other Mannors, which bore their Name, 
which anciently were folced up in their Demeaſne, as namely Sheri»gron in the 
County of Buckingham, Sherington 1n Suſſex, Sherington in the County of Here- 
ford, and Sherington 10 Lancaſvire, yetzas I take it. in their Poſleſſion, Bur to 
proceed, Odo de Serington, or Sherington, for the Names are Synonyma or coinci- 
dent, held this Mannor in the thirty firſt year ot Hepry the firſt, and was enter- 
red inthe Cathedral of Rocheſter; and when Robert Glover Somerſet Herald, col- 
lected his Miſcellany of Church-notes, ip the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, there 
were ſome Reliquzs of his Monument, offered up to the Survey of a curious and 
Inquiſitive Eye, which now the Sacrilegious Barbariry of impious Mechanjeks , 
and the injurious Hand of Time together, haye wholly diſmantled. After She- 
rington was worn out, I find a Family , called Pagers, invelled in the Inhe- 
ritance, and there is mention in the ninth year of Edward the firit, in Kirkbies 
Inqueſt (a Book kepr in the Exchequer.) ot one Richard Pugess who then held it: 
bur before the latter end of Ef award the thicd, this Family had deſerted the Poſ- 
ſeſſion, and tranſmitted his Concernment in 1t by Sale to Richard (harles, and he 
enjoyed it at his Deceaſe, which was in the filth year of Richard the ſecond, 
KAyt. Eſc. Num 92, And ſo did Nicholas Charles his Succeſſor, in the eleventh 
year of Richard the ſecond, Rot. Eſc. Num. 16. And Robert was his Son and 
Heir, who dying withour Iflue, it was united .to the Demeaſne of Richard Ormes- 
kirk, in right of Joan, Siſter and Heir of the above-mentioned Robert; andhein 
the third year of Henry the fourth, alienated itro Heyry Percy, Earl of Northum- 
berlard; and he not lovg atrer, paſſed ir away to Rickhull, in which Family ic 
reſted, untill the ſeventeenth year of Hexry the ſixth, and then it was by Deed 
conveyed from Williams Rickbull Eſquice, to 7 homas Glover , and Henry Hunt , who 
had then the Cuſtody or Guardianſhip of Rocheſter-Bridge, and to the (ucceſlive 
Wardens of it, towards the Preſervation and Reparation of its Fabrick for ever; 
ſo that at this inſtant, ic 1s parcel of that Revenue, which reſcues this noble Structure 
from Decay and Ruin. 

Naſhenden next offers it ſelf up ro our Remembrance. In the raignof Edward 
the ſecond, I find ic entituled ro the Poſſeſſion of a Family called eAſpall, and 
in the twentie.h year of Edward the third, John Aſpall, paid rcipeRive Aid, at 
making the Black Prince Knight, Bur before the latter end of Richardthe ſe- 
cond, this Family, had ſurrendred the Inherirance of this place ro Peckham : the 
Jaſt of which Name, which held it, was job» Peckbam, who (js the Records of 
Rocheſter-Briage informs me) in the raizn of Henry the fixth, made ir part of thac 
Demeaſn by Sale, which was to ſupport, with its Income, the Fabrick of Ro- 
cheſier Bridge, in whole Reyenue, you may at this inſtant, flill find it re- 
fident, 
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Rolvenden vives Name to the Hundred wherein ir is placed, and 1s retolvedinto 
ſeveral places of eminent Conſideration , which do nor only call for a Survey , bur 
even exact it: The firit 15 Haldez, calledin Recoras the Mannoc of Lambin , alia; 
Halden., and the Reaſon of this Denomination 15+ becauie it aflumed the firit Pact 
of this Name from Lembinus de Langham, who held it under the Diitribution of 2 
whole Knights Fee (as the Book called Teſta ae New! deinon crates} in the twentieth 
year of Henry the third, at the Marriage of ſabe! that P:ince's Sifter , ar which 
Time he accounted fo tor 1t: After this Family was departed trom the potletiion of 
this place , which was abour the beginning of Edward the third , the [7a/dtns wes 
by purchaſe ſetled iv the Poſlethon, and Villam de Haldez Son of Joba de Haller, 
died ſeiſed of it, in the fhiftieth year of Edwardthe third, Kor. Eſc, Num, 45. and 
left it to his Son Joh» Halden , but he expiring , about the beginning of Heer the 
fourth , in Joan his Daughter and Heir, ſhe by matching with johz Guldeford Eſquire, 
made it parcel of his Patrimony , and from him it devolved by Deſcent co Sir Richard 
Guldeford,who wasKnighted ar 171!ford-baves by H.the ſevencth,and was afterwards one 
of the Privy Countel to thar Prince. In che eighth year of his reign, he with Courace 
and Prudence oppoſed James Lord Audley , and his { 9rzi) Squadtons , inthut Erup- 
tion which they made upon this County , and in the Battle waved near Deptford- 
bridge, between King Henry the ſeventh, and thoſe Rebels, repreſented ſuch fional 
Teltimonies of perſonal Magnanimity , that he was by that P:ince made a Banne- 
ret at Black-heath, His Son Henry Guldeford Eſquire , in the fictt year of Henry the 
eighth , went into Spain, and engaged himſelt under F:rdinazd and Iſabella, Kine 
and Queen of Caſtile and Aragon, in their Wars commenced againſt the 37-9705, 
and demeaned himſelf with that Fidelity avd exemplary Reſolution in all Conflicts 
entertained with thoſe barbarous Infidels , thar upon the Redudtion of rhe Province 
of Granada, the above-mentioned Prince, for his fignal Service performed in his 
and the Chriſtian Quarrel , added to his Paternal Coar as an Augmentation, A 
Pomgranes ſlipped upon a Canton , being the Arms of that regained Province, and like- 
wiſe dignified him with the Ocder of Knighrhood, In the fourth year of Henry the 
eighth, he was again inveſted with the abovefaid Order by that Prince , and in the 
fifth of his reign, he commanded one of the Royal Navy called the Regent , in 
which Ship he acted Things worth the future Remembrance in thar Sea-fight , which 
was waged between the E»glih and French near Brittain , and in the ſame year (as 
appears by the Original Parenc bearing Date the twenty eighth of May) he was made 
Srandard-bearer of Englazd, and carried it at the Sieve of Terwin: His Son Sir Ed- 
ward G wldeford, inthe fifteenth year of Henry the eighth,received the Order of Knight- 
hood , for his Service at Towrney, and was Captain of the Horſe under the Duke of 
Suffolk, at the ſecond Siege of Terwmn, which was in the fifteenth year of that 
Prince, and not long after reduced Boghan-caftle, taking the Advantage of the Win- 
rer, which had ſealed up the Marſhes, which environed it, and made it almolt in- 
acceſſible in a Froti, In fine, this worthy Souldier and Patriot dying without Iſſue- 
male, left rhis Mannor of Haldesto be enjoyed by Jae his Sole Inhericrix, matched 
ro John Dudley Duke of Northumberland, and he having unhappily engaged himſelf 
in that ruinous Deſign, which was co deveſt Queen Mary of the Royal Diadein, 
and place it on the Head of the Lady Jave Grey , wedded to his Son Gailford Dudley, 
was in the firſt year of that Queen, for that inſolent Actempr, which ptoved un- 
ſucceſsful, atrainted and beheaded ; his Eſtare here beins confilczted to the Crown, 
the Mannor was given by that Princeſs to Sir John baker, her Arrqrney General, 
Anceſtor to Sir Joh» Baker Knight and Baroner , who at this Initant enjoyes the 
Maynnor , but the Demeaſne of ic was granted to Sir Henry S:4xey, whole Grand- 
child Robert Earl of Leiceſter , not many years ſince conveyed it to Sir Thomas Smith 
of Londen, whoſe Grand-child Robert Smith Eſquire, lately died poſleſt of it, 

There are twelve Denns which hold of this Mannor of Lambin , alias Haldes , and 
at the Court-day ele& twelve Officers, called Beadles, to collea the Quit-rents, 
which relate to it : The Names of them here enſue, CIM1dſelt in Rolwvenden , Stal- 
Tenden in Rolvenden , Ramſden in Benenden , Weſt Bijhoppenden in Benendes , Folkinden in

. Caſinghams is a ſecond place of Eltimare. In Ages of a very high Aſcent, I find ir 
had Owners of the ſame Sicname; tor, is Teſta de Newill, I find that William de Ca- 
ſmgbam held the Mannor of Caſmgham, now corruptly called Keinbam, with Or- 
lovingden , another incovſicerable Mannor annexed untoit, inthetwenticth year of 
Henry the third, and paid reſpe&ive Aid for it accordingly , under the Notion of 
the fourth part of a Knights Fee, at the Marriage of 1ſabellthat Prince's Siſter. In 
Times which were immediacrly iublſequent to the departure of this Family from this 
place, that 1s, in the Government of Feyry the tourth, 1 find by an Ancient 
Court-roll, the Moores to have been poſlett of it , and kepr 1t 11 their Inheritance, 
until che reign of Hexry theeighth, and then ict was Conveyedto Gibbons of Rolven- 
den; from which Family , abour the beginning of Queen Elizabeth, as appears by 
the Court-rols, now in the Hands of my Learned Friend Mr. Kilbonr», ut went 
away to Hay or Hays of Suſſex , and in this Name it remained until that Time which 
bordered upon our Fathers Remembrance, and then it was alienated to Everden or 
Everinden , deſcended trom the Everimaens of E verinden-houſe in Biddendey , where 
they are recorded by the privare Deeds of that place, to have been reſident many 
Hundred years, until in the ſecond year of Queen Mary, it was paſled away by Sale 
to Jehn ils, Anceltor to the preſent Proprietary. Butto proceed, the Continu- 
ance of this Family at this place, was bur brief avd tranſitory ; for not many years 
ſince , it went away by Sale from this Name to £9{u»s , where the Inhericance fill 
continues. 

Freſngh:m ſometimes wruten Ferſingham , and vulgarly called Frenham, is the 
laſt place of Account mm Rolvenden, It had in the twentieth year of Hexry the third, 
as appears by Teſta de Newill, a Family of that Name which was its Poſſefſor ; for 
Jobn ds Freſmgham or Ferſingham held it then, and paid for it after the Rate of the 
fourth part ot a Knights Fee, ar the Marriage of-1ſabelithat Prince's Siſter, Apdin 
this Family did it remain until the latter part of Edward the third, and then the 
Viciſſitude of Purchaſe brought it to be the Demeaſne of Norwood, and in this Name 
was it reſident , until the reign of Edward the fourth, and then, as appears by the 
old Rols of this Mannor , it was Conveyed to Guldeford, and Sir Henry Guldeford, up- 
on his Deceaſe, gave it to his ſecond Son Sir George Galdeford, from whom it de- 
ſcended to his Crand-child Sir Edward Guldford , who abour the beginning of King 
James paſſed it away to Mr, Fowle , who bequeathed it ro his ſecond Son Mr. ...,... 
Fowle, who (old it to Sir Edward Hales Knight and Baronet , Grand-father to Sir 
Edward Hales, who poſleſles the inſlant Signory and Fee-ſfimple of ir, 

Hole in this Pariſh was a Seat which had Owners of that Sirname , for in the year 
1340. Henry at Hole demiſ'zs this. place by Deed to his two Silters Honor and Alice 
bur for many Deſcents laſt paſt, it hath been the Patrimony of Gibbons, who held

I, per A®- Ferjham in his Pariſh , was (as appears by ſome darelefs Deeds) che Patrimony of 
Me 2am. Sir John de Fer/ham, Stephen de Ferjbam, this mans Succeſſor, in the eleventh year 
ment, Of Edward the third, found a manat Arms for Guard of the Sea Coaſts z which im- 
plies he waz ©: eminence 1n thoſe Times : In Times of a latter Date; that is, in 
the reign of Henry the fourth, I find ic poſſeſt by Guldeford, and remained with the 
Rev-nue of that Family until the latrer end of Queen Elizabeth, and then it was 
paſſed away to D:kgof uſer, whoſe Deſcendants by their Truſtees and Commiſſio- 
ners , not many years lince conveyed ulicic joyni- Intereſt in it to Mr, Thomas Brom- 
feild of London Merchant, 
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Old Romney in the Hundred of Langport , is eminene.for two or three places which 
lie within the Confines of it, which are both of Spiritual and Secular Concern- 
ment. The tirſt is eAgne-conrt and Orgarſwike , not dittant by any conlidecable 
Ditterence of ſpace from this Town , and which was once a Pariſh entirely in it ſelf, 
until, it is probable, the unhealthtul Situation made the Inhabitants vary their Station 
and diſlodge : which were both given by fa King of the Mercians, in the yzar 
ſeven hundred eighty and one, tothe Prior and Monks of Chriſt-church, ad Paſcua 
Porcorum y {ay the Records of that Covent, that is, for the teeding or grazing of 
their Hoggs, And it is poſſible that the Foundation of this Grant was the protuſe 
Effulion z not only of Chriſtian, þut of Innocent Blood , which had bzen to pro- 
digally waſted, to be ſubſervient and miniſterial to the ambitious Interetts and Paſii- 
ons of the above-mentioned Prince, and though peradventure he had endeavored 
ro waſh off thoſe Crimſon Stains which fuck upon his Hands , beimeared with the 
Blood of Ethelbert King of the Eaſt- Angles, andothers, with penitenrial iears; 
yet he deemed that an inſufficient Expiation to affoil himſelf from his contracted 
Guilt, unleſſe he made his CompunCGtion more viſible and conſpicuous, by a My- 
nificent Manite(tation both of his Piety and Charity together. 

Bere or Berry-court in Old Romney (forit carried the firit Appellation in very Old 
Evidences) is a Mannor which hath concrated a Reputation trom thoſe large Quir- 
rents and other Services which apperrain unto it, rather then from the Dimenion 
and extent of its Revenue , which is bur narrow and circumſcribed ; Nicholas de Fere 
held it, inthe cwentieth year of Henry the third, as appears by an old Courrt-roll, 
which hath an Aſpect upon chat Time, He was Son of Ryichard de Bere, who was 
one of the Recognitores Magne Aſſiſe (an Office of a wide circumference of Truſt 
in that Age) in che ſecond year of King John, in the great Controverhe which was 
Nart&d berween Richard de Garwinton , and Theobald de Twitham, concerning Land at 
Ilding 1n _ In the twentieth year of Edward the third, I find that Robere 
Forneaux Robert Atwoerd, and Themas Twtwiſe had ſome Intereſt in Berry-comrt , and 
paid reſpetive «Ade forit, as the Book of Aide informs me , at making the Black 
Prince Knight: But before che beginning of Richard the ſecond, I find the Title 
wholly concentered in Be/k»ap ; for Sir Rypbert Belkyap the Judge, did nor only hold 
ic in the firſt year, bur likewiſe in che tenth of that Prince: at what Time being ; 
attainted and banifhed, by the Malevolent Concurrence of ſome ambicious Lords, 
whoſe Influence like a Confederacy of Malignant AſpeQts in the Stars, combined to 
Ruine him ,"this by Eſcheat was inveſted in the Grown, and was by Royal Con- 
ceflion (as appears by the Original Patent) conveyed in the thicteenth of Richard che 
third, to John Brockman, In Times of a lower ſtep, thatis, inthe reign of Henry 
the eighth, I find it in the Poſſeſſion of Joh» Newland: but whether by Purchaſe 
from Breckwan or not, for want of Intelligence , I cannot diſcover. And in this 
Family the Propriety continned , until the latter end of Queen Elizabeth, and 
then it was conveyed to Sir George Perkins, trom whom almotit in our Memory the 
ſame Muratton brought ic to contels the inſtant poſleflion of Mr. ...... Aldridge of

Racking in the Hundred of Hanwe, in Ancient Records written Rokrng , was, by 
the Piety and Charitable Muniticence of King Offa, in the year ſever hundred eighty 
and one » given to the Prior and Monks of Chriſt-chxrch, and was in the Original 
Donation granted ad Paſcua Porcorum , for the Paſture of their Hoggs, and it con- 
tinued claſped up in their Revenue, until che Tempeſt of che general Diflolution 
aroſe and overtook it; for, there being a Surrender of the Revenue of this Covent, 
mrto the Hands of Henry the eighth, in the thirty third year of hisreion, he uniced 
ic cothe Dean and Chapiter of Chriff-charch , which he ſhortly atter eftabliſhedand 
moulded our of their Ruines, and here it continued untul a late Storm arole again, 
and core it off. 

Barbedinden is another eminent Mannor within the Boundaries of this Pariſh, 
which had in Ages of a more Ancient Inſcription Proprieraries of the ſame Deno- 
mination; MWittam de Barbodinden held it at his Death, which was in che nivth ot 
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Edward the third, Ret. Eſc. Num. 3. Andleft ic to his Son and Heir John de Bar- 
bedinden, who in the twentieth year of Edward the third, as appears by the Book of 
eAid, paid an Auxiliary ſupply far ir at making the Black Prince Knight, After 
this Family was extinguiſhed, Rebeyr Belkzap the Jucge ſucceeded inthe Poſſeſſion of it: 
and 1 do not find, that, though the Crown upon his Atraint, feiſed upon much of his 
Eftare, that ever his Intereſt here was raviſhed away from him ; tor he was in Poſleſ- 
fion of this place at his Dearth, which was in the ſecond year of Herry the fourth, 
and diſpoſed it by Will, ro his Son Joh Belknap, who about the Beginning of Heary 
the fixthy alienates it to Engham: amonglt whoſe Demeaine, the Propriety of this 
Mannor had not many years dwelt, bur rhe- Title was by Sale ſupplanted, and calt 
into the Poſſeſſion of Sir Matthew Brown Knight,and his Son T homas Brown Eſquire, in 
the laſt year of Edward the i xth , paſſed it away by Sale to Azthoay Lovelace Eſquire, 
Anceſtor to Richard Lovelace, who ſome few years lince, alienared his entice Concern- 

ment in i:, to the late Poſlefſor Mr, Richard Halſe , deicended from the ancient 
Family of Hulſe, of the Borough of Hulſe, lying within Nampt:ch, in the County 
of ( heſter. 
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Altwo:d in the Hundred of Here, hath an open Proſpect into the Ocean, which 
lowed up much nearerzthen now 1t doth,and imparted rs Nature to its Name ; tor 
in Latin ic is written de Boſco Salſo, _ The Arch-biſhops of Canterbary, had here 
formerly a magaiiicent Caſtle, which Time hath much diſmantled; and a Park well 
Rored with Deere, now vaniſhed and gon, Many Mannots in this Track,are held of ic 
by Knights Service, which juſtly made it co be counted and called an Honour, Ir was 
o:antcd co the Church, inthe year 1096 , by one Ha'den, who tor Grandeur and 
opulency , was reckoned one of the Princes of Exglayd, The Value and extenc 
. ot it, are more particularly fer forth, inthe Records of the Church of Canterbury, 
in the Conquerour's Time, and they ſpeak thus: 1» Limwarled in Hundred, de 
Hede, habet Hugo de Montfort de Terra Mouachorum I Manerum Saltwode de Archi- 
epiſcops, & Comes Godwinu tenuit iUlud, & tunc ſe defendebat pro VII Sullings (That 
was Godw:y Earl of Kext, who by a pofleflocy right, held many Towns along 
this Coalt) & aunc ſunt V, & tam:n non Scottent , niſi pro Il, Et im Burgo ac 
Hede ſunt CC, & XXV. Burgenſes, qui pertinent huic Manerio, ce quibus non habet 
Hugo ſs 111, Forisfatta ( for it lies inthe Francnite of the five Ports, and the King 
was 0 have their Serice © & eft appretiaturs XXV1LILIS, & II, This was Hugh Mont- 
fort, who was one of thoſe powetrtull Men,which entered England with #ulizm the 
Conquerour, 

In the Time of K, Hezry the ſecond, Heaxry de Eſſex, Baron of Ralegh inthar Coun- 
ty, Lord Warden of the Cinque-ports (pro Tempore) and the King's Standard-bearer 
in right of Inheticance held this Caſile of the Arch-biſhop, who having in a leighr 
Skirmiſh againſt the wel in Flintſhire, not only caft away ' his Courage , but his 
Standard alſo; was appealed of high Treaſon, and in a_legal Duell or Combare, 
vanquiſhed by his Challenger, and being poſleſt with regret apd ſhame, contracted 
from this Defeat, ſhrouded himſelf in a Cloifter, and put on a Monks Cowle for- 
feirivg a goodly Patrimony and Lively-hood, which eſcheared ro King Hezry the 
ſecond, Burt Thomas Beckett acquainting the King, that this Mannor belonged to 
his Church and Sea; that Prince being beyond the Seas, direfed a Wrart ro K, 

Terry his Son (the Draught of which 1s repreſented ro us by Mathew Pars , 
whither I referre the Reader ) for Reſtitution: Bur in regard of new emergent 
Contelis, between King Hexry the ſecond, and that infolent Prelate, it was not re- 
ftored unto the Churci unrill the ] ime of Richard the ſecond. 

The Caitle was magnificently inlarged and re-aired by #iltam Conrtney, Arch- 
biſbop of Canterbury, in the Time of Richard the ſecond, as his Will doth _ 
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Clare, and his Arms in Stone-work eminently demonltrate, and remained, afrer his 
Deceaſe, annexed to the Archiepiſcopal Revenue, untill 7 hama, Cranmer in the twen- 
ty ninth of Henry the eighth, exchanged ic with that Prince. And his Son. King 
Edward the fixth, in the tourth year of his Raign, granted ic to Edward Lord 
{ linton, who not long after conveyed it to Mr, Henry Herdſon , whole Grand- 
child Mc, Francis Herdſon, paſled it away about the latter end of Queen Elizabuhb, 
to Robert Cranmer Eſquire, by whoſe Daughter and Heir, Ann ( ranmer , it devol- 
ved to Sir Arthur Harrs of Crixey in Eſſex, whoſe Son Sir Cranumer Harri, not ma- 
ny years ſince, alienated ic to Sic William Boteler, Father to Sir Oliver Beteler Baronet, 
the initant Lord of the Fee, 

There is an old vali Manſion Houſe of Stone, at Broch«l! in this Pariſh, on the fide 
of a Steep Hill, which was the Seat and ancient Reſidence of a Family as eminent 
for Antiquity, as any in this Track, and extracted their Sirname from hence, and 
were called Brochull, who flouriſhed here in Knights Degree, and in ſome Parliaments 
in the Time of Edw, the third, and Eaw. the fourth; fate there as Knights of the Shire. 
Margaret the Wife of William, builded, or cauſed to be builr,an Ifle on the Northfide 
the Pariſh Church. You may rove at the Time by the rudenzſle of the Words, which 
are here tranſcribed out ot the Ealt Window, where they ſtand engrofled, in an 
antiquared Chara&er: cMargareta La Famma Gillam de Brockbilla ſis Fera ſats 
Shapella, 

- prune hence branched forth the Rrockbills, or Prockbkulls (tor anciently they were 
written ſo, both ways) both ot Cale-hill, and eA ldington Septuans 1n Thurnham : Bur 
the Male Line fayling here in Thomas Brockbull, Elizabeth his Sole Davghrer and Heir, 
brought it to be poſleit by Richard Sellmg,in which Family:a'ter the Intereſt of ic-(tay- 
ed untill allmoſt our Fathers Remembrance,it was by the ſame Devolution;cartied off 


ro acknowledge the Proptiety of Towrnay. 


Sandhurſt in the Hundred of Selbrittenden, was, with much other Land eranted 
by King Offa, in the year 791, to Chriſt-church in Canterbary, But Betherinden 
was always of temporal Incereſt; for it afforded both Seat and Sirname, to a Fa- 
mily of this Denomination, and John de Bethriaden, dyed iciſed of it, in the 
year of Edward the third : Bur not long, after, did itreſide in this Family ; for this 
Name expired ip a Female Inhericrix, who was matched ro Finch, who united 
this Seat to his Demeaſne ; and here it lay untill che Beginnirg of Qycen E!;- 
z.abeth, and then it was rent oft by Sale, and placed in Pelham; and trom this 
Name a Mutation of the ſame Circumſtance, took it away ; and, in our Fathers 
Remembrance annexed it to the Inhericance of Fowl, and remains ({i1] with the Deſ- 
cendanrs of that Family. | 

Alarinden is a third place of Account in Sanaharſt, had Owners of that Sicname: of 
whom Roger de Aldrimaen, asthe private Deeds of thisplace do inform me, was the 
laſt iv the Male deſcent, who left ic to his Dwghter and Heir Chriſtian Aidrin- 
dex , and (he inthe twenty ſecond year of Edward the third, paſled it away to Joh 
Sellbrittenden ; who not long atrer, alienated it co Thomas Boxrne, and he held it as 
appears by an old Courr-roll, in the firſt year of Richard the ſecond ; and from 
him did it by the Chain of Deſcent, paſle along, untill wu arrived at John Bogrn , 
whodying inthe fourth year of Edward the fourth, ſertled it by Will, on Joas his 
Female Inheritrix, matched ro Thomas Allard, and by this Alliance, did ic deſcend 
to his Son Henry Allard, who had Iflne John Allard; who altenated his Right in ic 
by Sale, to John Twiſden Gentleman, in the thirtiech year of Henry the cighth ; 
from whom it came down to his Succefior Mr, William Twiſden;, who abqut che 
Beginning of King James.fold it ro Mr.Themas Downton Eſquire,Father of Mr. ichard 


Downton of Iſleworth Eſquire, Juſtice of the Peace ſor the County of Midaleſex, row 
Proprietary of it, 

Cembdes is another Mannor in this Pariſh, which was anciently poſlett by Fulk, ae 
Ballard; that Fulk,, who, as appears by the Book called Teſta de New!, in the Ex- 
ch2quer, paid a reſpeRive ſupply for Land in Sandbarſt, at the martiage of Iſabel! 
Siſter to King Henryths third, in the twentieth year of that P:ince : but not long 
did the Propriery of this place, reſt inthis Family ; toc in the reign of Richard the 
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ſecond, I find it in the Poſleſhon of the Whufields, an ancient Family, deſcended from 
whitfeild in Cumberland, of which Stock was Sir [than de Whufeild, who in behalt 
of the Barons, then knit rogether in an hoſtile confederacy againkt their Prince, 
(as an old French Manuſcript informs me) te Borough-bridge 15, Edward; ſecundi , il 
eſt oit comre le Roy , defended Borongh-bridge againit Edward the fecond. And evec 
{iince the Governmenc of that Prince aboye-mentioned , was this place contiantly 
faftned by the Thread of many Deſcenrsto the Parrimony , though not of this Fa- 
mily, yet of this Name, until Sir Ralph Whufeild deceating not many years lince, 
bequeathed it by Will co his Daughter Mrs. Dorothy Whitfeild , who hath now broughr 
it by Marriage to be the pgſleſiion of Fohy Fotherly Eſquire, 

Here is a place in this Pariſh, which, however it be now under a cloudy and ob- 
ſcure Character, was in Ages of a higher Gradation the Inheritance of the Noble 
Family of Twiſdex: and certainly here they lived , when they writ , de Denna Fratta, 
and from them it hath borrowed che Title of Twiſdes-ſtreet or Borough, which it re- 
tains to this Day. Indeed Tw:i/den inthe Original Saxon, imports no more but the 
broken Valley, or the Vale diftipgniſhed into two peeces, 


Shadockherſt in the Hundreds of Blackborn, Chart, Longbridge and Ham , was 
the Iohericance of a Family called Forftall, and ſometimes wricten at Forſtaf, which 
were of no contemptible Extra&tion in this County ; for in ſeveral Ancienc Deeds, 
1 find Joby at Forſtall, and Richard at Forſtalito be Witneſles , and it is probable they 
were Poſleflors of this Mannor , though the private Deeds reach our to our View, 
no higher diſcovery then che reign of Hexry the fifth ; for in the thicd year of that 
Prince's reign, Joan Forſtall paſſes 1t away by Deed to Stokys, vulgarly called Stokes, 
and in that Family was the Intereſt of it many years claſped up , until ar laſt the or- 
dinary Vicifſirude of Purchaſe brought ic ro be the Demeaſne of Ravd»/ph, who 
had an Eitate likewiſe about Barham near Maidſtone, And from this Name, about 
the beginning of King Edward the fixth, it went away by Sale to Sir John Taylor, 
who in the twenty fifch of Queer Elizabeth , paſſed ic away to John Taylor Eſquire, 
Anceſtor to Thomas Taylor Eſquire, who is now invelted in the Poſleſſion of it, 
and from whom I conteffe I have received my Intelligence concerning thoſe who 
were the former Proprieraries of ir, 

Cr1ols-conrt 1 this Pariſh was one of thoſe Seats which related tothe Pacrimony of 
Bertram de Crioll, and he dicd ſcifed of it, in the twenty third year of Edward the 
firſt, and left it to his Son John dr Croll , who deceahng abont the beginning of £d- 
ward the third withour Iflue, it devolved to Joan his Siller and Heir, who was 
marched to Sir Richard de: Rokeſley : but he likewiſe determined in Agzes Rokeſley , 
who was one of his ewo Female Co-heirs, and ſhe by matching with Thomas de 
Pojnings entituled thar Family ro the poſleſſon of rhac wide Eftate , which devol- 
ved to her in Right of her Mother, and from him did it deſcend co his Succeſſor Sir 
Edward Poynings « Son Of Robert Pojmingry, a man very eminent inthe Governmenc 
of Henry the ieventh. For this Sir Edward, 1n the firlt year of his Rule, immedi- 
atly after he had triumphed over Richard the thicd in Boſworth-field, was choſen one 
of his Privy Councel ro manave the publick Intereſt ot the Nation : Afterwards he 
moſt vigoruſly oppoſed James Lord Audley , and his (ornib Squadrons being then in 
Defeion ro Henry the ſeventh, inche tenth year of his ceign. Andrhis Sir Edward 
heldirar his Death , which was in the rweltth year of Hexry the eighth , though his 
Office was not found until che fourreenth of thar Prince, and then.ic being diſcoye- 
red that the whols Stock and Lineage of this Family were extinguiſhed, and thar 
there were none who were legally begotren (tor Sir Thomas Poymngs was his natural 
Son ) that either 1n a dire or collateral Line, could prerend a Title to his Eſtate, 
it eſcheared to the Crown, And Heyry the eighth afrerwards paſſed it away by 
Grant to William Taylor , whoſe Surceſlor Mr, Thomas Taylor paſled it away to George 
Taylor , and he had Iflue Mr. John Taylor , who concluding in Anze his Sole Daugh- 
ter and Heir, ſhe by a Match with whitfeild, annexed ic to the Demeaſne of that 
Name, from whom again, not many years tince , it came over by Sale ro More, 
who very lately hath alienared it ro Mr, 7 homas Taybr Eſquire.

\Women , and confirmed by Hubert Arch-biſhop of ( amerbery, abour the begin- 
nine of King Jobs: and to this Covent did it relare , until the reign of King Edward 
the fixth » and then though ic had nor been torn oft from the Revenue of the above- 
ſaid Hoſpiral , by the violent Hand of Herry the eighth; yer it wasalienated by 
thar Prince, and in the ſecond year of his Rule it was granted to Robert T atte/batt 
Eſquire, to hold of his Mannor of £aſt-Greenwich, tautum per Fidelttatem Servitit, 
and from him immediatly after it came over by purchale to Sir Edward Wotton, And 
when Cardinal Poole viſited Kenty inthe year 1557. he was found inveited inic, and 
from him did it by paternal Delegationdevolre to his Succeflor Thomas Lord Wotton, 
who ſeuled it upon his elde(t Daughter Katherine, upon her Marriage with Henry 
Lord Sta#hop, Son and Heir to Philip Earl of (heſterfeild, and this Lady not long 
knce hath alienated her Interelt inicto Mr, Thomas Har fleet of Canterbury, | 


Stalefeild in the Hundred of Feverſham , was a Limb of that vaft Revenue which 
fell under rhe Juriſdiction and Signory of the Knighrs Templers, and is regiftred 
under that Notion, in that Book kept inthe Exchecuzr, ſtyled Liber de Terris 1 em- 
plarierum. And in Mr. Robert Glovers Chmrch-Nortes of Kezt, there is in this Church 
repreſented the Pourtracture ot a Cheyalier maled in Armour , whoſe Face is only 
viſible , and that pouttracted with a long Beard, which induces me to believe, that 
it was the Efhgies of ſome eminent Perſon of this Order ; for inall the Sculpture 
and Imagery of the Knights Templers, both Ancient and Modern, they ate fill 
delivered to Poſteriry under that Repreſentation. And Peter Auger falling under 
the Cenſure of a Knight Templer , in the fourth year of Edward the ſecond, 
though Yalet to that Prince , becauſe he nouriſhed a long and diffuſed Beard z was 
abſolved and diſcharged by his Maſter , by farisfying che publick , that though be 
wore a long Beard, he was no Knight Templer, Bur to advance in my Survey ; Af- 
rer char fatal Tempeſt, which was conjured up by the Magick of the Court of Rome, 
and its Emiſſaries , had, in the ſecond year of Edward the ſecond , ſhook this Order 
into a total Diſſolution, this Mannor which lay claſped up in their Revenue , was 
united by Royal Conceſſion to the Demeaſne of rhe Knights of Sr,-John of Jeruſa- 
lew , and there ir dwelt , untill the general ſuppreſſion, in the reion of Heynry the 
eighth , diſlodged ic, and threw it into the poſſeſſion of the Crown, where it lay 
involved, until King Edward the fixth, in the fourth year of his Government , by 
Grant planted the Propriety in Sir Anthony St, Leger , and he immediatly afrer pal- 
ſed it away to Sir Anthony Aucher , who was afterwards {lain bravely diſputing che 
Intereſt of the Exglb Nation at Calais, again(t the Afſaulrs of the French: and his 
Succeſlor , about the beginning of King James alienared ic ro Saher, from whom it 
is now come down to Sir Nicholas Salter , who is entituled to the inſtant Fee-limple 
of it, 

Darbies-court in this Pariſh gave Seat and Sirname toa Family , which was known 
ro the World by no other Denomination, and certainly was a Family of generous 
Account in this Track , for in very ancient Regiſters and Rols of Kentih Gentry ; I 
find this Coat to be borne by this Name, widelicet , Partie prr Cheveron embattelled, 
Or, and Azure, three Eagles counterchanged: And of this Family was John Darby 
Eſquire , who was Sheriff of London, in the year 1445. and built the Souch-Ifle of 
St. Dionis Back-church near Lime-ſtreet , where the Windows repreſent to our View 
the above-mentioned Coat, as the belt Index to the Memory of ſo munificent a 
BenefaQtor : Bur to proceed ; Before the beginning of Herr the fourth , the Pro- 
priety of this Manhon was by Sale conveyed from *Darby to St, Leger, where its 
aboad was of as brief a continuance ; for the Male-line failing in 7 homas St, Leger 
Eſquire, who bought ir, by Joar his Daughter and Co-heir wedded to Henry Au- 
cher Eſquire, ir came over to be the Inheritance of that Family , and in their Re- 
venue was conliancly fixed, until the Age and Remembrance of our Grand-fathers, 
and then it was alienated to Sir Michael Soxds of Exſtry , from whom by hereditary 
Right it deyolvyed to Sir Richard S2nds of Throaley , who in his Life-t1me paſſed ic

Stamford. in the Hundred of FoikFonc, 1s in it (elf, a ſmall. obſcure Village, 
bur made eminent by. containing within the Limics of it, Oftenhanger , a Seat of as 
much Account and Eminence, as any in the County, The Demeaine which rela- 
red to it, was divided berween the two noble Families of Crisll and Auberville: 
Bertram de Croll, was Sheriff of Kezt, in the ewenty ſeventh year of Hexry the 
third, and is written in the Pipe-roll ot that year, of Weſtenhanger , a Name co- 
incident with the other. Sir William de Arberville lived at the Borough of Weſten- 
hanger, when he founded the Abby of #e/t-Langd n, inthe Time of Richard the firlt: 
he had Hugh de Anberville, who likewile (as appeats by the Leiger Book of that 
Covent, bcing) a liberal Beneta&tor to that Cloiſter) was his Son and Heir, and he 
had Iflue Sir William de eAxberville, in whom the Male-Line determined , 
and he had oply a Female Inherittix, eſpouſed ro Nicholas de Crioll, whether of 
a Younger Houle, or elie a Younger Son to Bertram de Crioll above-mentioned, 
I cannot diſcover : Bertram de Crioll, had Iflue Bertram de Crioll, who dyed polle(t 
of a great Proportion of Offenhanger, in the twenty third year of Edward the ficit, 
as appears Rot, Eſc. Num. 48, And lett it to joan his Daughter, married to 
Sir Kichard de Rokeſley, who upon the Deceaſe of her only Brother John de Crioll, 
without Iflue, became his Sole Heir, This Sir Richard de Rokeſley, was one of thoſe 
eminent Kent Centlemen, that accompanied King Edward the ficlt into Scotland, 
and tor his ſignal Service performed at the Siege of Carlaverech , was made a Bannerect 
by that Prince : bur he likewile expired in two Daughters and Coheirs ; Agnes one of 
them, was.wedded to Thomas d Poyn::gs; and Joan the other, was matched to 
Walter de Pateſpull, Upon the Partition of the Eltate , Rekeſley's Intereſt in Weſten- 
hanger wholly accrued to Poynings, and be had Iflue Nicholas de Poyuings , who was 
ſummoned to lit in Parliament as Baron, the thirty third year of Fdward the third: 
Michael Poynings, who was likewiſe {ur moned to fit in Parliament as Baron, the 
forty ſecond year of rhat Prince; and thirdly Lucas de Pojzings, who in the year a- 
boveſaid, was honored with the ſame ſummons. ' Upon the Devihon of the Eſtate, 
Beſtenharger was annexed co the Demeaine of Michaell de Poyninge, and he had Iflue 
7 homas de Peyxings, who was ſummoned to fit 10 Parliament as Baron, in the ſixth year 
of Henry the fourth, bis Son and Heir was Rebert Poynings, who in the twelfth year 
of Henry the ſixth, with [bz Perry, were d:t:2n{d by Authority, to take the Sub- 
ſcriptions of thoſe Kentih Gentlemen, who were ſummoned in, to renounce the 
Title of the Houſe of York, which it ſeems was then in ſecret Agitation, to be fer 
up againlt the Houſe of Lanc ſter ;and this Kebert, was ofrentimes ſummoned to 
ſit in Pailiament as Baronin che reivn ot thar Prince, The laltcime I find him ſum- 
moned, was in the rwenty third year ot his Government, and his Son and Heir was 
Aobert Poyning 5, who was likewiſe ſummoned to hit in Parliatizent as Baron in the reign 
of the above-mentioned M-.-2uch, ant! deceaſed the eighth year of Edward the 
{ourth, and left his Eſtate here to that worthy Perſon his Son and Heir Sir Edward 
Poymngss of whom more hereafter, I ball now diſcover, how that Diviton of 
Ojienhanger, which devolved to Nicholas de Cr19/l, by the Heir of Auberville , was 
paſſed away : Nicholas de (10ll, had Iflue jcbn de Criell, who ip the nineteenth 
year of Edward the third, obtained a Licencz?, to found a Chantry in the Chappel 
of St. Johns in Oftenhanger, and endow it with one Meſſu2ge, forty five Acres of 
Glebe, and fix Acres ot Paſture firuated in I im, as appears Prima Parte Pat, de 
Anno 19, Edwardi tertii Memb.

IMalherbe , who (erled it 1n Marriage on Katharine Wotton his elde!t Davghrec and 
Co-heir eſpouſed to Henry Lord Stanbep , and ſhe by her Feotices in Truſt hath deini- 
ſed the Fee-fimple to Mr. Robert Oliver of Leybourn, 

Loveherſt is another Mannor 1n this Pariſh, was parcel of that Eſtate , which by 
ics Income ſupported the Priory of Leeds, and upon the Supprefſion , was by Fenry 
the eighth granted co Sir John Gage, in chethirry fourth yer of his reign, and h- 
in the thirty fxch of chat Prince, demiſed it ro Thomas Colepeper Eſquire , who not 
long after ali:npated it to Thomas Wilford Eſquire , from whom abour the beginning 
of Queen Elizabeth, it paſled away by Sale to Mr, John Baker, in whoſe Deicendancs 
the Title 1s yer refidenr, 

Engeherſt preſents it ſelf next ro our View , itis now vulgarly called Henherſt, it 
Aoes of an higher Aſcent Ergeherſt, for ſome old Deeds without Date bounding 
ſome Land in this Pariſh of Srapleherſt , make it ſituated juxta 7 erras Oiberti de Heng - 
herſt ſupra Dennam de Engherſt, and from this Den or Vally , 6id that Ancient Fa- 
mily , called Engherſ# or Hengherſt, take the firit Extratyon of uus Name, who 
bore , as appears by ſeveral Seals, for their paternal Armory , Barrie of ſix peeces, and 
having continued in the poſſeſſion of this place for many Deſcents, ar laſt the 1n- 
he: icance was tranſmitted to Henry Hengherſt , and he in the rwenty thirdyear of 
Henry the fxth , by his Feoffees iD Truſt , ſerles ic on his Kinſman Johs Na , and in 
his Family, I find ic in the reign of Edward the fourth, and Henry the ſeventh ; and 
here for want of clearer Intelligence, J mult leap tothe reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
and then the Fee-fimple was inveſted in Roberts, and from this Family, abour the lacter 
end of thar Prcincels, it went away by purchaſe to Moodye, who in our Fathers Memory 
alienated it to Samuel Ovenden, by whoſe Daughter and Co-heir Elizabeth Cvenden, 
it is now come to own the Heirs of her late Hu;band Mr. Partrich Tindall, , 

Spulſill-court'is the laſt place of Account 1othis Pariſh, it was (as appears by very An- 
cient Deeds) rhe Reſidence of a Family of that Name, which before the end of 
King Edward the ſecond , was crumbled inco Decay , and then the Stangraves ſuc- 
ceeded in the Poſſetlion ; for Robert de Stangrave at his Deceaſe held fome Eftate at 
or in Spi{/ilt, in the — of Edwardthe third, Rot. Eſc. Num. 52. But a- 
bour the latter end of Edward therhird, this Family was likewiſe mouldered away, 
and then ic came to own the Signory of AMayme, deſcended from walter de Medua- 
»a or Mayne, a manot thar Repure , as appears by the red Book in the Exchecquer, 
Fol, $4. that he held twenty Knights Fees in chis County : but Mayneys | ruated 
ip Bredgar , was the Ancient Seat of this Name , who having poſleſt for ſo 
many Succeſſions and Deſcents this Seat, did not many years fince tranſplanc their 
Intereſt in ic by Sale to Sharpeigh, by whoſe Daughter and Heir ic is now become 


the Inheritance of Mr, George Thompſon of London, | 
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Swalchff in the Hundred of Blengate, was given by Eadbald King of Kent, as 
Thorn the Chrontcler ot Sr. Augw/tins informs me, to the Cloilter of St, Mildred, 
at Minſter in Thaxett;, and was, when her body was tranſlated, by King Canutus , ts 
the Abby of St, Augaſtins 1n Canterbury, brought over along with it, and knit 10 
the Patrimony of that Cloitter: and the Monks of that Covent, eranted it away to 
be held in Fee, by a Family which rtwok its Denomination from thence, and wete 
called Swa/clive, and they held it the twentieth year of Hexry the third, as Teſta de 
Nevill informs me; and paid anauxiliary Contribution for it, at the Marriage of 1ſa- 
be! thar Prince's Sitter; bur betore the end of Edward the fit, this Family was expired 
and thenthe Family ot St, Lawrence was ſerledin the Pofleflion. Thomas de St, Law- 
rence heldit, as appears by the Book of Ad, kept 1n the Exchequer, in the gwen- 
tieth year of Edward the third, at making the Black Pcince Knight, and dyed 
poſlett of it, 1n the ewenty ſ:cond year ot that Prince, Rot, Eſc. Num, 9. And 
from him did it deſcend to his Grandchild Thom.rs St, Lawrence, who fſetled it 
in Marriage with Katharine his Daughter and Heir, matched to Sir William Apulder- 
field, who determining in Daughters and Coheirs, Elizabeth one of them, eſpouſed 
ro Sir John Phineyx, Lord Chied Juſtice of the Kings Bench, brought it to confeſle 
the Signory of that Family: bur, he deceafing without Iflue-male, Jane his only 
Davghter and Sole Ioheritrix, being matched ro Joh» Roper Eſquire, this Mannor 
became by this Alliance, inoculated into his Patrimony, and was Relident in this 
Name untill the Beginning of King James; and then it was conveyed to Mr, Beneditt 
Barnbam, by one of whoſe four Daughters and Coheirs, its Right apd Title devol- 
ved to S1am of Suffolk,, who not many years fince, alienated his Concernment in it 
to Perry,who hath lately tranſmitted it by Saleto Gould, 

in the year 946. King Eadred gave Land at Swalclwve to Hereſigus one of his Ser- 
vants, and he again gave it to the Abby of St eAuguſtins conditionally , thar a 
place of Sepulture might be reſerved for him within their Cloiſter, 


Snave in the Hundreds of Aloes-Bridge, Ham and Newehnrch, was as high as 
I can diſcover, a Portion: or Member of that Patrimony, which conteſſed the Sig- 
nory of Haut; and ſo tontinued, untill Joay Daughter and Coheir of Sir William Haut 
being made the Wife of the unhappy Sir Thomas Wiart, a man of an unſiained, though 
an unſuccefleful Victue, this by Female Right became parcel of his Demeaſne : 
bur when he and his Patrimony were demoliſhed by that impetuous Guſt of Mis- 
fortune, which ſunk chem both into a heap of Ruines, in the ſecond year of Q, 
Mary, this upon his Conviction of high Treaſon, being eſcheated tothe Crown, that 
Princeſle inthe third year of her Government, paſſed it away to Sir Henry S:dpey, 
Knight of the Garter, and Lord Deputy of Ireland, whoſe Succeſlor the Right 
Honorable Robert Earl ot Leiceſtzy not many years fince conveyed it to Sir George 
Stonehouſe. 

Szavewick ip this Pariſh, was anciently wrapped up in the Demeaſn, of the 
Abby of Sr. Auguſtins, bur being pared off inthe general Suppreflion, by the rough 
Hand of Hemry the eighth; Ir was in the thirty fitth year of his reign, granted for 
Lite ogly, to Sir Walter Henley: but upon his Deceaſe ir returned to the Crown, 
and lay there untill the late King Charls, about the Beginning of his reign, gran- 
ted it to Mr, Patrick, Black a Scorchman, who not long after, granted ir in Leaſe 
to Sir Edw, Tates of Barkeſhire, and conveyed the Fee-fimple in Reverhion to Mr, Rob, 
Anſtin now of Hall-place in Bexley, 


Swanſcamp in the Hundred of Acſtane, hath contracted an emipent CharaQter of 
Reputation, ſince £xero or Swain fixed here his Camp, when he invaded England, 
ro explare by a plenary Revenge, that Blood , which in ſo prodigal an Effulion , 
was by Ethelared let looſe from the Veins of his Daniſh Subje&s, univerſally in 
this Nation; and certainly ic was chis Swain, that ereted the Caſtle here ro pre- 
ſerve a Winter Station for his Ships and though ic now lye gaſping in its. 6wn 
Rubbiſh, yer there are yet ſome Charatters and Signatures remaining, which evidence 
and declare to us, that there was once a Fortreiſe there, where there is nothing

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now bur diſmantled Ruines, The Tradition of the Country is, that, that Val- 
ley which incerpoſes berween that Hill, which aſcends up ro Northfleet, an4 thar 
which winds up to Swarſcamp, was once covered with Water, and being locked in 
dn each fide with Hills, mace a ſecure Road for Shipping, which invited the 
Dane to make ic a Winter-Sration tor his Navy: and the ſame Reparc will cell 
you likewiſe, of Anchors which have been digged up abour the urmiolt Verge of 
that Merſh, which is contiguous to the 7 hames, and certainly it we conſider the 
Poſition of this Valley,whick1s nothing bur a Chain of Mer land, interlaced with 
a Stream called Ebby fleet, which ſwells and {inks with the Flux and Reflux of the 
adjacent River, andthe Dimenſion of their Ships, then at thar Time in uſe, which were 
not of any extraordinary Bulk, this Tradition 1s not improbable, 

Neae this place, Stigand the Arch-biſhop O! Canterbury z and Foel/ine Abbor of 
St, Auguſtives, aflembled the Kentiſh Meninmo an Army , pretending it was better 
ro dye like Men in aſſerting and vindicating their Native Liberties, with Swords in 
their Hands, then like Slavesto pro{litute themtelves to the Infolence of the Con- 
querour, by a cheap and rame Submilhon with Halters about their Necks: which had 
ſo great an Influence and Impreliion upon their Spirits, that they reſolved theic Fran- 
chiſes and thernſelves ſhould find one Tomb together, rarher chen they would give up 
both, ro the Sword and Willof an imperious Victor ; and indeed ſoon atter they ma- 
naged their Stratagems with that Succeſle, that Yiliam Sirnamed the Conquerour 1 
advancing with his Normans ipto Kent, to reduce Dover-Caſtle, which was then made 
o00d again(t him, he and his Army dropped into thoſe Ambuſhes, which the Kent; 
Inhabitants had (trewed tor him, where he had indiſpurably periſhed, had he not by 
Charter fortified and confirmed rhoſe Immunicies, they then contended and firng- 
led for, and which remain unyiolated either by any torrain or domeſtick Eruption 
evenuntillyhis Day. 

The Mannor of Swa»ſcamp it ſelf, was, as farre as Record can guide us to difco- 
ver, the Inheritance of the Mentchenſies, called in the Latine, Repertory de Monte - 
( aniſio: and Hubert de Montchenſey (as appears by Doowſ-day Book ) was the firit of 
that Name of any Eminence ,. who was Lord of the Fee; and atter him his Son 
William de Montchenſey, by paternal Right held it, and ſo dyed in Poflefſhon of ir, in 
the year 1287 ; from whom it deſcended to D1ozss his Daughtet and Heir, andin Re= 
lation to her, to her Husbaned , Hugh deVere, who became by this Addition of 
Eſtate, thus accruing, Baron of Swanſcamp, and ſat, under that Notion, in the Parlia- 
ment, which was ſnmmoned in the fic{t year of Edward the fecond: bur hedying 
without Iflue, Filiam de Valence Earl of Pembroke, claimed it in Right of his Wife, 
Daughter and Heir to John de Montchenſey, ſecond Brother to William de Montchenſey 
who was Father in Law to HZ#gh de Vere above-mentioned; from whom it deſcended 
to his Son Aymer de Valence, who dying withour Iflue, in the ſeventeenth year of Ed- 
ward the third, Iſabel his Siſter marchedto Lawrexce de Haſtings, became his Heir, 
who in her Right was Earl of Pembroke, and Baron of Swanſcamp'; and lefr it ro his 
Grandchild John de Haſtings, Earl of Pembroke, who dying without Iflue, 1D the four- 
treenth of Kuchard the ſecond; in the fifteen year of that Prince, Reginald Grey, and 
Richard Talbot in reſpect of Marriage, were tound to be his Heirs, and upon the 
Partition of the Eſtate, this was unitedto the Demeaſne of Talbot, in which Family, 
after ic had reſted untill the latter end of Herry the ſixth, ic was conveyed to 
Sir Thowias Brown of Bechworth Caltle, whoſe Son Sir Wiliam Brown, inthe twel:th 
year of Edward the fourth, ſurrendered them into the hands of Edward the fourth, 
tor the uſe of his Mother C:ce/y Dutchefle Dowager of York, upon whoſe Deceaſe 
it returned to the Crown, and lay there untill the ficlt year of Q. Elizabeth, and then 
it Was granted tro Ralph Weldon Eſq; great Grand-father ro Colonel Ralph #eldor the in- 
tant Lord of the Fee. 

Alcharden alias Combes is another place in this Pariſh, worthy this Survey. Ir 
was, many Hundred years ſince, the Inheritance of a Family called ( #mbe or Combe, 
who continued refident in the Poſſeſſion, untill the reign of Edward the fourth, and 
' then ic went away from them, by Sale to Swan of Hook-Houſe 'in Southfleet, in which 
Family ic was fixed, untill che Beginning of Queen Elizabeth, and then it was convey- 


ed to Lovelace, who not long after, paled It away to Carter, and he alienated ir ra 
Rr. 2 Hardres 
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Hardres, from whom, abourthe latrer end of Queen Elizabeth, the Viciffitude of 
Sale carried ir oft to Fagge , wito in the tenth year of King James, tranſmitted it by 
Sale to Hudſon , whoſe Deſcendant noz many years ſince , demiſed it by Sale to Mr, 
Richard Head of Rocheſter, | 

[nce-Grice 1s the lait place conliderable in Swanſcampe, Ir related before the gene- 
ral ſuppreſſion to the Priory of Dartford: bur being torn 'off by King Heyry the eighth, 
it was by Edward the (ixth , 1n the fitth of his reign, graried in Fee-Farm to Martin 
Muriel : but rhe Fee-fimple remained 1n the Crown, until Queen Elizabeth, in 
the fifth year of her Rule, paſled it away to Edward Darbijvire and John Bere , who 
nor long after jointly conveyed ic ro Jores, who in our Fathers Memory alienated it 
ro Holloway , whoſe Son and heir Mr. Thomas Holloway hath lately demiſed his Interett 
In it to Captain Edward Brent of S1wthwarke, 


Staple in the Hundred of E£aſtry hath rwo places memorable: Firlt, (7:xall which was 
Anciently wricten (rT:ickleaddball, when in Aves of a higher Aſcent it confefled the 
Family of Brockbull for ics Owners, which were Lords of ic bur until the twenty 
eighth of Edward the firlt, and then it was ſetled upon a Daughter : bur whether 
ſhe brought 1c or not by Marriage to Wadham , which Family I hind abour the latter 
end of Edward the third, tohave been poſlelt of ir, I cannor diſcover ; and where the 
Lighr ot Record 1s dim, I mult acquieſce in flence, 1:ll:am Wadbam , as Itrace 
out by an old Pedigree of Fogg, lived in the reign of Hezry the fourth , Henry the 
fitth » and Heyry the {ixth , under the Scepter of which Princes he managed the Ofhce 
of Jultice of the Peace for the County of Somerſet , and leit his Eſtare here to his 
Sop and Heir Sir Nicholas Wadham » who determined in a Daughter and Heir , match- 
ed to Sir Wiliem Fogg , by which Alliance this Mannor came to be ingratred into the 
Inheritance of tht Family , and reſted there until the firſt year of Henryghe eighth) 
and then ic was paſled aivay by Sale from'Sir John Fegg Knight, to Ralph Baniſter, In 
Times of a lower Deſcent, that is, about the beginning of Queen Elizabeth, I 
find it by Court-rols poſſet by Txcker , who abour the latter end of chat Princels 
alienated his Concernmenr in it to Smith , who in our Fathers Remembrance tranſs 
planted rhe Title by Sale into DoCtour Fotherbie Dean of Canterbury , whole Son Mr, 
Charles Fotherbie continues now Proprietary of it, . 

Secondly , Greve-place offers ic ſelf up to our-Notice , as being the Habitation of 
a Knightly Family , called Gr2ve , who in old Deeds are ſomerimes writren,at-Grovez 
and ſealed, az appears by the Labells athxed rotheir Evidences , with three Eſcollops 
pou a Cheveron: In the reign of Henry the fixth, I findit devolved by Deſcent co Sir 
John Grove , who was a grear Ben:fa&or to- the Church of Sr, Peters in Sandwich, 
where he lies butied with the Arms above-mentioned upon his Shield: bur not long 
afcer, this Family determined in a Daughter and Heir > who linked rhis Seat to the 
Inherirance of Sr, Nicholas, who abour the latter end of Edward the fourth , con- 
veyed ir ro Qmilier, in which Name it was reſident, until che latrerend of Herry 
the eighth, and then ic was paſſed away to Liach, and hath remained ever hnce in- 
corporated into the Revenue of that Family : ſo thar ar preſent it is come downto 
Mr, jobs Linch, a Noble Conteſſor for the Intereit of rhe Church , and Pcoteſtanr 
Religion, 

There 1s a Family inthis Pariſh called Omer , which as appears by old Court-rols, 
Tombs, Deeds, and other Evidences, have been cenſtantly reſident. almoſt four 
Hundred years, 


Seaſalter in the Hundred of Whiſtaple, did belong tothe Prioty of Chriſt-church : 
bat by whom i was viven, the Records of that Covent are filent : only I find chat 
it was part of that Revznue which ſupporred their Dier and Table, and likewiſe I 
diſcover thar: Pope Gregory the ninth, in the tenth year of his Papacy, by Mis Bull 
appropriated the Parſonage to the Priory above-mentioned, and likewiſe was granted 
for the better improving their Lively-hood and Subfiſtence, If you will fee under 
what Notion it paſſed, in the twentieth year of #*lam the Conqueror, Doomeſday 
Book will inform you , that it was valued upon the Terrier at two Carucats of Lind, 
and upon the Appraiſment was rated at five pound, This Mannor npon the Reſigna- 
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tion of that Eſtate, which related ro the Convent aboveſaid, 1nto the Hands of 
Henrythe eighth, was ſerled by that Prince on the newly erefted Dean and Chapi- 
rer of Chbriſt-charch, and there it remained , until theſe calamitovs Times, ; 
Ellendex 1D this Pariſh belorged to the Abby of Feverſan, and was (as the Liecer 
Book of that Covent informs me) given tothe Monks of that Cloitter by John Ellen- 
den, and here 1t was incorporated and fixed, until the publick Diflolucion unhinged, 
and unrooted it, and planted ir inthe Crown: and afterwards King Hezry the eivhrh, 
in the thicty fifrh year of his Government granted it ro Mr, Thomas Arden, milera- 
bly afterwards aflatlinated by his Wite at Feverſham ; and he the ſame year conveyed 
It tO John Nedeham, from whom it came over to his Son and Heir John Nedeham 
Gentleman, and he in the thicty ſecond year of Queen £/:zabeth, alienated it to 
Mr. Michael Beresford of Weſterham , who nor long after paſſed it away to Sir George 
Newm.:;n Doctour of the Civil Law, and Knighted in the fixtcenth year of King 
James: and trom him by ſucceſſive Kight , it 1s now deſcended to his Son 2nd Heir 


George Newman of Rocheſter Eſquire, 


Seale in the Hundred of Codbeath, was a Mannor which b:longed tothe Crown 
uncil the firſt year of King Job», and then ic was paſſed away by Grant to Baldrin ae 
Berun Earl of Albemard ; and Hawis his Daughter and Heir, by matching with #:llan 
Mareſchall Eatl of Pembroke , incorporated ic into his Demeaſne : bur Gilbert Ma- 
re(chall this mans Succeſſor decealing without Iflue , Roger de Brgod Fail of Norfolk, 
in Right of Mawde his Mother , who was Siſter and Heir General to the aboveſaid 
Gilbert , was ſerled in the poſlefſion of this Mannor, and he in the eleventh year 
of Edward the firlt by Gift or Donation tranſmits it co Otho Lord Gravdiſon , a man 
certainly of great power in thoſe Times; for, as it appears, Pat. 4. Edward! primt, 
he had a certain Agreement woven of ſundry Articles, and made between Henry 
che third, and the King of Caſtile, depofired in his Cuſtody , in the foutth year of 
Edward the firt; And in the fifrh year of that Prince, as appears Pat. 5. in ſcedgla, 
he had the Government of Jerſey, aligned to his Care during Lite ; After this Fa- 
mily of Grazdiſon went out, which was about the Beginning of Richard the fe- 
cond (for Thomas de Grandiſon, dyed poſlelt of Seale, in the forty nimh year of 
Edward the third, Parte prima Nam.62)the noble Family of Brian of Halesway in Devon, 
was invetted in the Poſſeſſion, and Sir Wiliam Brian or Briene, for fo he 1s iyled 
on his Tomb, dyed poſlelt of it in the'year 1395, and lyes buryed in Seals 
Church, mailed in Armor, with a Huntſmans Horn ar his Head: upon which the 
Conjecure of the Country is, that he was a great Hunter, when the Truth is, ic 
was placed there, to fignifie or denote the Tenure of ſome part of his Land, which 
was in (ornage.But to return : the next Family whichſucceeded Brian, in the Inheri- 
rance of Seale , was the ancient Family of Fiexnes, and this as I find by ſome 
Court-rolls, was in the reign of Hezry the fourth, and James Fiennes, ſecond 
Son of William Fiennes Eſquire, was, the firſt of March, in the twenty fifth of 
Henry the fixth, ſummoned to the Parliament at Bury, as Baron of Say and Seale: 
bur this place, after this newly atchieved Honor, continued not long 10 this Name; 
for William Lord Say, in the ſecond year of Edward the fourth, pailed it away to 
Geffrey 'Boleyne, Grand-father to Sir 7 homas Boleyne, who was made Knight of the 
Garter, and Treaſurer of the Kings Houſe in the fifteenth, creared Viſcount Roch- 
ford in the ſeventeenth, and laſtly raiſed to the Earldome of wilthire, and Ormond 
inthe twenty ficlt of Henry the eighth: but his infortrunate Son George Viſcount 
Rochford, being beheaded and leaving no Iflue , ir devolved ro Queen Elizabeth, 
in Right of Queen Arne her Mother one of the Siſters and Coheirs, ad ſhe in 
the firſt year ot her reign, paſſes it by Grant ro her Kinſman Henry Cary, whoſe 
Grandchild Herry Cary Earl of Dover alienared it by Sale to Richard Sack1ll Earl 
of Dorſet, who paſſed ic away in our Fathers Memory to Richard Smuth, vulgarly 
called Dog Smith;and he not many years ſince deceaſing without Iflue bequeathed the 
Fee-fimple of it to Sc Thomas Hoſpiral in Sourhwarke. ; 

Hall-place in Seale is a ſecond place of Account ; Ir was in the thirty fxth year of 
Edward the third, as an old Rentall diſcovers ro me (and farcher none of the an- 


cient Eyidences do reach) the Patrimony of Themes Champneys, and he makes 1t over 
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in part to Sir William Wroth of Exficld, and he inthe ſecond year of Richard the ſe- 
cond, alienated all his Right and Intezelt in it to Thomas Lovell, bur ſome parc 
remained unſold untill the ninereenth ot the aboveſaid Prince, and then it was 
wholly inyelted by Sale trom Rober: ({ hampneys, 1n the atoreſaid Thomas Lovell , 
and he by his Feoffees 1n Truſt, as narnely john O.borne, John eArnold, Richard 
Harſvall, and John Atſheathy conveyed it 1n the eleventh year of Henry the fourth, 
to 7 homas Theobald or Tehald, and /Mawde his Wife, and fo by this Purchaſe, did 
it become the Ipheritance of this Family, and made its aboad here, untill the 
twenty fourth year of Heyry the ſeventh ; and then John Theobald alienated ir to 
William Porter, which Family it is probable were concerned in ir before : for in 
the rench year of Edward the fourth, I find John Alphey releaſes by Decd his right 
in Hall, to William Porter Eſquire; and from wWilkam, Porter abovelaid, did the 
Title flow down in the Chanel of patecval Righc, to Mr, Andrew Porter, who 
concluding in a Daughter and Heit called thzabeib, it is now by matching with 
her, become rhe Patrimony of Mr. Peter Stowell, Regiſter of the Diacelle of 'Aos- 
cheſter, 

Fore is a third Mannor in Seale, which afforded both Seat and Sirname to a Fa- 
mily ſo called, Robert de Stiaxlfe, is mentioned in Deeds without Date to have 
held this, avd much other Land in Seale.Inthe thirty Exth year of Edward the third, 
I find, Reginald Stidulfe of Stidnife, accounts wich Thomas Champueis for Land held 
of his Manpor of Hall, Andlaltly I diſcover, that iFilm Stidxlfe, about the ele- 
venth year of Heyry the fixch, by Sale, conveyed it ro//illiam Quintin , whoſe Son 
Filiam, changed the Name of Q#:i»ti» into Oliver, upon what Grounds I have diſ- 
covered at Leybowrn ; and in this Name was this Mannor lodged untill the Beginning 
of Queen Elizabeth; and then it was paſſed away to Richard Theobald , whoſe 
Son Job», exchanged ir with his Kinſman Stephen Theobald, who dying without 
Idne-male, left rwo Coheirs, Katharine matched to Edward Michell, and Mar- 
garet wedded to David Polhill, who ſhared his Inherirance, and this vpon the 
Diviſion of the ERate, augmented the Revenue of /4iche!”, and his Deſcendanc 
Mr, .. .. - . Michell, is now the Heir apparent of ir. 


Sedingbonrn inthe Hundred of Miter, hath ſeveral places in ics confines remark- 
able, whereof Bayford and Googneſton firlt claim our Notice, the laſt of which had 
a Calile, whoſe Banks and Ruines are yer vilible ; it anciently acknowledged the 
Family of Nettingham, who likewiſe in elder Times were poſleft of Bayford for 
Proprietaties. Kobert de Nottingham flouriſhed in the reign of Edward the firſt, 
and dares ſeveral of his Deeds 10 the Beginning of that Prince's Rule , .apud Ca- 
ftellum ſunn oe Goodreſton, Rebert de Noiting ham his Sufceſlor , was Sheriff of 
Kent, the forty cighth year of Edward the third, and held his Shrievalty at Bay- 
ford in Sedingboury, in which year he dycd, and was found to have held at his 
Death, Lands at Shar fied , Pedaing in 7erhaw,, a place called Newland , and ano- 
ther called /a Herft, Hriphans in CAMilſied, Bixle 196 Tong, now called Bex, and laſt- 
ly Goodneſton and Babford, now named Bayford 1n this, Pariſh, all which deſcended 
to his only Son John Nottingham ;, whoſe only Daughter and Heir Eleazor Not- 
t:ngham, was matched to Simon Cheyney, ſecond Son of Sir Richard Cheyney of 
Sharlayd , who brought all this ſpreading Revenue, to acknowiedge the Signory 
of this Family, and the Coats of Cheyney and Nottingham , viz, eAzure ſix Lions 
eArgent, a Canton Ermin and Gules, two Pales wavee Argent (tand empaled in 24il- 
fted-charch, in coloured GClaſſe, Burt this Alliance, though ic much cyhauvſed by ad- 
citional improvement the Patrimony of Cheyyey, yet could not fo ſtrongly entwine 


the Intereſt of Bayford and Goodyeſion with this Name : but that abour the latcer 


end of Hevry the {ixth, they were conveyed away by Sale to Lovelace ; for kichard 
Lovelace of Queenhith in Londen, a younger Branch of the Lovelaces of Betherſdey , 
made his Will che firlt of Aprill 1465, and there ordained that his Feoflees fhonld 
make an ERate of his Mannors of Bayford and Goodneſton 1n Sedingbourn, which he 
had purchaſed of Cheyney, to Joh Lovelace his Son and Heir, which accordingly was 
performed, and he inveited in the Poſſeiſfion of th:m; and from him did they by 
Deicepr deyolve to his Grandchild Thomas Lovelace, of Kivgſdows, who in the

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rench year of Queen El:zabeth,palied them away to Mr. Ka/ph Finch, from which Fami- 
ly they went awey by the ſame Revolution, almoit in our Fathers Memory to 
Alderman Garret of Loydox, who had Iflue Sir John Garret, of the: County of 
Hertford, whole Widow Dowaver the Lady . ... , Garret by right of Jointure, now 
enjoys the Profs of both theſe Mannors. 

( hilron 18 another Mannor in Sedingbourn, which had Owners of this Sirname, who 
likewiſe. held avoiher Mannor of this Name in Aj, borh which ptaces #1/lium 
de Chilton held at his Death, which was in the thirty firtt of Edward the firlt : bur 
after his Ext, it d1d not long conteſle the Propriety ot this Family ; for abour 
the Beginning of Edward the third, it was demiſed_ by Sale to Corbie, and Robert 
Corbie was poſlelt of it at his Deceaſe, which was in the thicty ninth year of thar 
Prince, Rot. Eſc. Num. 9. and he had Iflue Robert Corbie , whoſe Sole Daugh + 
rer and Heir, Joan (orb:e eſpouſed Sir Nicholas Wotton, twice Lord Maior of Lon- 
dn, by whom this Mannor and much'other Land, came by a tcuictull Augmencationyto 
{well che Inhericance of this Family, yer Þ find the Intereit in Chilton was not 
ſolely lodged ip Corbie; for by ancient Deeds 1 diſcover that an old Family cal- 
led Maris was Concerned in fome part of it likewite. Joh» de Mar:;s helda Knights 
Fee in Wicheling, and much other Land at Hertetbam , the twentieth year of Eg, 
che third, as likewiſe the Mannor of Ackmere 1n St. Aary Crey in Caltle-guard 
of Dever-cſile : and his great Grand-child William Maris, was Sheriff of Kezt the 
twenty firſt year of Henry the fixth, and was Eſquire to Herry the fifth, and after- 
wards to Cardinall Kemp, and lyes enter'd in Preſton Church, with fo much of the 
Inſcription left, as may inſtruct the Reader , that his Aſhes {lumber beneath the 
Tomb-fton& : yer before his Deceaſe he had alienated his ſhare in this Mannorto 
Nichelas Wotten Eſquire, from whom the united Interett of this place came down 
to Thomas Lord Wotton, who not many years lince (erled it in Marriage on Ktutherize 
his eldeft Daughter , matched to Henry Lord Stanbop , Son and Heir ro Philip Earl of 
Cheſterfeild lately deceaſed, who (ill enjoyes the propriety of ir, | 

In the year 1232, Henry Biſhop of Rocheſter , as Th»mas Rudborne a Monk of Se, 
Swithens in Wincheſter does relate, came on a Sabbath Day with much extlcation 
onr of Sedi»gbours Church, and defired the people.to expreſs their Joy, becauſe on 
that Day by the efficacious prayers of the Church, Ruchardthe fickt, tormerly King 
of England, amd many others, were ranſomed trom the Flame and Torment of Pur.

"In Sedingbourn Church there was a Monument of Sir Richard Lovelace, inlayed 


richly with Brafle , who. was an eminent Souldier in his Time, and Marſhal of Ca- 
lais , under Henry the eighth, with his Pourtrairuce afhxed in Braſs which the In- 
juries of Time , and the Impiery of Sacrilegious Mechanicks , have utterly giſ- 


mantled and defaced. 


Selling in the Hundred of Bowghten , did in Ages of the highelt Diſcovery , acknow- 
ledoe the Signory of the Putors , and William de Putot was in Poſlefſion of it at his 
Death, which happened in che thicteenth year of Hexry the rhird, After the Pu- 
rots the Lords Badeleſmer were invelted in the poſlefhon. Guncelin de Badeleſmer was 
poſlelt of ir, in the twenty ninth yearof Edward the firſt , Rot, Eſc. Num, 50, and 
lefr it with a ſparious Inhecirtance to his Son Bartholomew Lord Badeleſmer , who 
having involved himſelf in a rninous Combination with ſome others of rhe murinous 
Nobility againſt Edward the ſecond, loit both his Life and Eftate 1D that upſuccesful 
Defe&tion, bur this Mannor was reſtored to his Son, iD the ſecond year of King 
Edward the third, and was known by the Name of Bartholomew Lord Badele ſmer : 


bur did not long enjoy his new acquired Inheritance ; for inthe ewelfth year of che 


above-mentioned Prince , he died withour Iflue , and left his Elate to be ſhared be- 
rween four Siſters and Co-heirs, whereof Margaret the eldelt was e(pouſed to Sir 
John Tiptoft , and he in her Right entered upon the poſſeſſion of this place , and died 
poſleſt of it, in the thirty third year of Edward che third , Rot, Eſc. Num. 39. from 
whom the Title came doyyn to John Tiptoft , created Earl of Worceſter , inthe year 
1450, and invelted afterwards with the Office and Dignicy of Lord Treaſurer and 


Lord Conſtable of Exgland: but aflerting too eagerly the Cauſe and Qyarrel _ the 
oule 
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Houſe of Yorks, he was crulhed and overwhelmed with chat weight , with which 
the Partiſans ot the Lancaſirian Faction did endevour to link and oppreſle the Sup- 
porters of rthac Family , and was offered up a Victume to che ſucceſstul Fury of Richard 
Earl of Warwick,, who being an Apollace ot the Houle of Yorke , was the principal 
Envgire upon whom the Delizn3 and Incefels of the Laxcaſtrian Party then moved : 
Upon the untimely Death and atrainr of this Earl, which was in the year 1570. 
this Mannor was annexed tothe Revenne ot the Crown, and though Edward 1 iptott 
this 'mans Son, was the next year atter his Fathers unhappy Exit ,' rettored by Edvard 
the fourth, both in Blood and Dignity ; yer 1 do not auiCov:r any Reſtitution made 
of Selling ; fo that 1c relied 10 the Crown, uncil Edvard itheixch, withe tourth year 
of his reign, grantedit co Sic Axthozy St, Lrger , who inuneciatly afcer paſled it away 
to Sir eAnthory S-d; of Throwl:y, ore of the Jullices of the Peace of this County, 
and Gentleman ot che Bed-chamber co tH15 Prince , and his Father Heary the eighth, 
from whom it is now come down by Paternalefflux of the Title to Sic George Sonds 
Knight of the Bath, W ho is enticuledto the preſent poſlefiion of ir, 

Oven-conrt in this Parith anciencly gave both Sear and Sirniame to a Family, which 
was known by that Denomination ; but whether they were extracted trom the Owens 
6f Wales, and contratted this Name of Ozez by vulcar Accepration, no Record does 
manifelt ; certain it is they were , as appzuis by old Rentsl3 and other Muviments, 
poſſeſlors of this place , as high as the reign of Heary the third, 

The next Family which (atter this was worn out) did (ep into the poſleflion, was 
Drilond of Cookes-ditch in Feverſkam, a Name ot g.nerous Ext:action ; for .in the 
reign ot Edward the chird, joha the Son of Stephen de Drilsnd , demiles ſome Land 
at Crouchfeild in Fever/:am , by a Deed bearing Date from the twenty hfthyear of that 
Prince , to William de Aakezade , and in that Inlirument he wrues himielt Knighr, 
After Drilend was extinguiſhed , which was about the beginnivg of Edward the fourth, 
the Foggs became Propriecaties of it, and remained tor divers years Lotds of the Fee, 
until at laſt the alcernare Devolution of Purchaſe brought 1c to be the Inheritance 
of Crouch , wheze ir did not lony fix, for inthe year 1588. Giles Crouchalienated it 
to Michael Seu? Eſquire , afrerwards Knighted , from which Family in our Fathers 
Memory it was conveyed by Sale to Frank{iz , trom whom the {ame Devolurion-hath 
brought it now to Lambe, who holds the inttant Signory of it, 

Before I paſſe from Selling , I mult inform the Reader , that the greatelt Honour 
which this Town acquired, was, that it was the Cradle of Jillian Selling bred up 
amonglt the Monks of Chriſt-church, who obcaincd Licence trom the Chapter of 
that Covent to travel into /raly, and prolecute his Studies at Booma, where bi 
arcived to that perfeAion of Knowleoge , that he was advanced to be Prior of C hrit- 
church, and was aiter ſent by Henry the tevenih , in whote Eyes his Worth was very 
viſible, as his Embaſlador to the Pope. Thoſe incomparable Books , which were 
placed in the Library , which related to the Covent, by his Care and Munihcence, 
amonglt which was / wllt.s invaluable Trattare ds Republica, not long atter his Death, 
by an Accidencal Fire , found an unhap,.y Sepulchie in theic own Aſhes, He ated 
as full of Fame as of Years, in the year of Grace 1494. And hath his Epitaph re- 
eiltred by the indulttious Pen of Mr, Sumner in his Survey of Canterbury, 


Smerden in the Hundreds of ( alchill, Flackborne , and Parckley, did Anciently 
relate to the Arch-biſhop of Camerbury , and was part of that Revenue which did 
keep up the Grandeur and Magntficence of that Sea, reſcuing it from all cheapneſs 
2nd conempt , which induced Joh» then Arch-biibop of Canterbury, this being 
ſo eminent a part of the Spiritual Patrimony » to obtain a Grant of a Market to be 
dbſerved here weekly on the Monday , as appears, Pat. 6. Edward tertu Num. 47. 
But the principal place , which was alwayes of ſecular Igtereſs within this Pariſh , 
is Remden , which was the Patrimony of an Ancient Family , called Hengherſt » and 
in more modern 1imes Hezherſt, who were entituled to large Demeaſnes at Wood- 
church , Stapleherſt, Talding y and other places in this County ; bur made no long 
aboad here ar Komden , for William Son of Osbert de Hengherſt , ſohe cals himſelt in 
his Deed without Date, demiſedir to John de Calch, and inthis Family ic continued 
until the latter end of Richard the ſecond , and who after Calch IIIEE che In- 
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herirance » becaule I can collect no farther Knowledge from o:1ginal Evidences ; 1 
covfels I am ignorant, ſo that Iam forced ro leap over civers Kings reigns into that 
of King Henry theeighth, and then 1nthe ewenty tourth year of that Prince, I find 
that John the Son of Stephen Kogers alicnates 1t by Sale to Stephen Drayner , and it is 
probable Rogers purchaſed it of Norton, which Family , as appears by the Feudarie; 
Book, held much Land here at Swerder y and at or nzar Romaen : But toreturn; In 
Drayner the Intereſt of this place was tixed , until the ſeventeenth of Queen E/;z.4- 
beth, and chen William Drayner paſled It away by Sale ro Sir Roger Manmocd, and he 
in the eighteenth year of that Princets , altenares it againto Martin James E\quire, 
Remembrancer of the Exchecquer , and trom him by the Devolution ot ſucceilive 
and paternal Right , it is now come down to acknowledge the Propiicty of Mr, ....

Sxergate in the Hundred of Aloe bridge celebrates the Memory of an Arcient Fa- 
mily (iyled Alarar. Gervas Alarar was Captain and Admiral ot the Fleet of Stiips 
ſer torth and furniſhed by the Cinque-ports , 1p the fourteenth year of Edward the 
firſt , and Gervas Alaray was his Grand-child , whoſe Widow Agnes Alarar was in 
poſleſſion of it ag her Death, which was inthe torty ſecond year of Edxard the third, 
Rot, Eſc. Num. xt. But before the end of Henry the fourth , this Family was ſhrunk 
into an Expiration, and then Walter Moile , who was a Judge inthe reign of Heury 
the fixth, ſucceeded in the Poſlefſion , and he by a Fine, leviedin the thirtieth year 
of Henry the ſixth , demiſes it to Hugh Brent, from whom abour the latcer end of 
Edward the tourth, it was conveyed to Cheney, and 1n this Name it was fixed,until Hex- 
ry Lord Cheyney , in the beginning of Queen Elizabeth , alienaredirto Henry Nevill 
Lord Aburgavenny , who in the twenty ninth year of Queen Elzzabeth, dying with- 
our Ifſue-male ; Mary Newill was found to be his Sole Inheritcix , andſhe by match- 
ins witch yir Thom.1s Vane knit this Mannor to his Parrimony : and his Son Fraxcis 
Vane created Earl of Weſtmerlard, in the twenty ſecond of King James, alienated 
it in our Fathers Memory to Jackman , who not long after ſold it to Sir Edward Her- 
den, one of the Barons o: the Exchecquer , who upon his Deceaſle gave it to his Ne- 
phew Sir John Henden , whoſe Son and Heir Edward Henden Eſquire, now enjoyes the

Smeth in the Hundred of Bircholt,hath in the Limits of it Scot:-hall, which is now and 
hath been for divers Deicents the Inherirance of eminent Gentlemen of that Sirname, 
whom I dare aver,upon probable Grounds were originally called Ba/iow, William Filioll, 
ſecond Brother to Alexander de Baliol,frequently writ his Name liam de Baliol! le Scoot, 
and it is probabl2, that upon'the Tragedy ot John Earl of eAtholl, who was made 
priſoner by Edward the firſt, and barbarouſly executed, 1n the year 1307, (whilit he 
endevoured more nobly then ſucceſsfully co defend rhe gaſping Liberty of Scotland, 
azainſt the Eruptions of thar Prince ; ) this Family ro decline the Fury of that Mo- 
narch, who was a man of violent paſſions, altered the Name of Ball, to thar of 
cheir Extraftion and Country , and aflumed for the future the Name of Scot. Thac 
the Sirname of this Family was originally Ball, I farther upon theſe Reaſors al- 
ſerr. Firſt, the ancient Arms of Balzell Colledge in Oxford, which was founded by 
John Balioll, and dedicated ro Sr, Katharine, was a Katharin-Wheele , being (ill parc 
of the paternal Coar of this Family. Secondly, David ae Strabogie, who was 
Son and Heir to the infortunate Earl aboveſaid , aſtoniſhed with an Example of to 
much Terror , altered his Name from Baloll to Strabogie , which was a Signory which 
accrued to him in Right of his Wife, who was Daughter and Heir to Joh» Comin 
Earl of Badzenoth and Strabogie , and by this Name King Edward the ſecond,omitring 
that of Baliell, reſtored (hilham-caſtle ro him for Life, in the fifteenth year of his 
reign. Thirdly, the Earls of Buclewgh, and the Barons of Burley in Scotland , who 
derive rhemſelves originally from Balioll, are known at this inſtant by no other Sir- 
yame , bur Scot, and bear, with ſome inconfiderable Difference , thoſe very Arms 
which are at preſent the paternal Co:t of this Family of Scors-hall, Having thus 
traced out the Name, I ſhall now repreſent a Scale of thoſe eminent Perſons, who 


have either direRly or collaterally been extracted from Scots-hall, Sir William ar 
S( who 
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who was knighted the centh of Edward the third, was Lord Chiet Juſtice, and Knight 
Marſhal of Exglarnd, 1n the reign of that Prince, Sir Robert Scot was Lientenant of 
che Tower, inthe year 1424, Sir Johy Scot was Comprioller of the Houſe, one of 
the Privy Conncel co Edxard the fourth, and Marthal of Cal.us, Thomas Scot who was 
firſt Biſhop ot Rocheſter, next ot Lincolne, Provolt of Beverley, Arch-bithop of Tork, 
Lord Chancellor of Exzglazd, and Privy Councellor to Kings Edward the fourth , 
altered his Name from Scot to Retheram. as being the place of his Education and Na- 
tivity; burzit 1s probable, originally iſſued out trom this Family. Sir Williams Scot , 
who was Son to Sir John above-mentioned, was Lord Warden of the Cinque-ports. 
Sir Johs Scot his Son, was knighted by the Prince of Ca/tile, tor fhgnal Service perfor- 
med by him, againſt rhe Duke ot Gueldres, Sir Reginald Scot was Captain of the 
Calite of Call:s, Sir 7 homas Scot was Commander in C hiet of the Kentih Forces, 
who aflembled upon the plains by Northbowrn, to oppoſe the Spaniſh Invaſion, in the 
year 1588, Allot which were either directly or collaterally Predeceſlors (being of 
the ſame Family) ro Edward Scot, now Proprietary of Scots-hall Eſquire, who was 
Son and Heir of Sir Edward Scot, who was made Knichrt of the Bath, at the Coro- 
nation of K, Charles. 

Thervegate is aſecond Mannor in this Pariſh, which was in 21der Times, the Inheri- 
tance ot Gentlemen, of no mean Account in this Track, Kobert de Paſſeley or 
Paſſelew, (tor they are promiſcuoully ſo written) was Treaſurer of Exgland, under 
Peter de Rivalle, 1n the reign of Henry the third, as Mar, Pars inthe Life of that 
Prince does record, Edmund de Paſſeley, was with Edward the ſecond, at Borough- 
Bridge in the ſeventeenth year , as the Pipe-roll of chat Time , diſcovers ; and 
probably was inftrumental in the Defeat , given there ro the Nobility then in 
Arms again(tthat Prince; and from him this Mannor did deſcend to john Paſſeley 
Eſquire, who inthe reign of Edward the fourth, determined in Elizabeth his ſole 
Heir, matched to Reginald Pimp Eſquire, wholikewiſe had the Fate ro conclude in 
a Female Inherirrix called «Azz, who was wedded to Sir John Scot, of Scors-hall, and 
Shee unired Thevegare, to the Revenue of that Family; and from him is the 
Right of it by Delicent tranſportted to his Succeſſor Edward Scot of Srots-hall, 
Eſquire. 

Smerh had the Grant of a Market procuredrto it by the Arch-biſhop of Canterbary in 
the tenth year of Edward the third, 


Shepebourr. in the Hundred of Wrotham, was the Patrimony of an ancient Fa- 
mily called Bavent, whoſe principal Eſtate lay in Suſſex ad Surrey, Adam de Ba- 
vent, In the twelfth year of Edward the firit, obtained a Charter of Free-warren 
to his Mannor of Shepboxrn, and 1n the thirteenth year of that Prince's reign, had 
as appears Fat, 13, Edward: primi, eMemb, 28, a Grant of a Market weekly to 
this place, ro be held on the 10xday, and a Fair for three Days Space, ar the Feaſt 
of Sr, Giles; and this Adam de Bavent or elie his Son, was one of thoſe eminent 
Kentiſh Gentlemen, who was embarked with Edward the firtt, in his Expedition 
into Sco:land, and was one of thoſe who were created Bannerers at the Siege of 
Carlaverock in the twenty eighth year of his reign, Rvger de Bavent, was ium- 
moned in the fourreenth year of Edward the ſecond, ro fit in Parliamennt as Ba- 
ron; After whom I find nomore mention of this Family, as Poſlefſors of this Man- 
nor : for it is probable, the Religion and muffled Perfwalion of rhoſe Times , had 
ſo warped the Piety and Devotion of this Family, that they ſecled ic onthe Pr1- 
ory of Leeds: for by an old Rental of that Covent, I find ic wrapped up 1n their 
Demeaſn, in the rei2n of Edward the third, and remained parcel of their Income, 
until rhe general Shipwrack in the reign of Heyry the eighth ; and then it was in 
rhe thirty fixth year of that Prince, granted ro Sir Ra{ph Vane, and eAnthony T mtſham 
Eſquire, who not long after having paſſed away his Intereſt in it, to Sir RalphVare, ic 
hath continued. ever fince, ro acknowledge the ablolure Signory of this Family 
ſo that the 1ighr of 1t now reſts in Sir Henry Vaxe, Son and Heir to Sir Henry Vane Se- 
cretary of Eſtate to his late Majeſty, 

Fairlane is an eminent Seat inthis Pariſh, which likewiſe did conteſle the Signory of 
the Family of Bavent;bur before the latter end of Edw.the third,they had DIY 
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Poſicilion of it, andthenir came to conteſle the Signory of Colepepers, who remained 
Lords of the Fee, untill che latter end of Henry the fourth and then it was tran(- 
mitted by Saleto Chewy ; in which Family aftec the Propriety had been conſtantly 
re{;denc, untill chat Age which almoſt was circumictibed within the Verge ot our 
Remembrance, Sir George Chown the laſt of this Name at this place, dzfiring to con- 
tract his Revenue ſolely within the Conhines of Suſſex, alienated his Eltate here to 
Sir Henry Vane, Comptroller of his late Majeftic's Houſhould, and principal Secreta- 
ry of Eltare, who having much beautified and adorned the ancient Fabcick with 
new Additions, upon his late Deceale , bequearhed ir ro be eozoyed by his Lady 


Dowager. 


Stclling in the Hundred of Loving borough, was with Wadenball (which lyes partly in 
this Pariſh, and partly in Petham) parcell of the Inheritance of the ilJuititous Fa- 
mily of Haut ; and Wilkzm de Hant had Stelling and Wadenhall in the firit year of Ed, 
the firſt, and this above-mentioned ///l:am founded a Chappel at YYVadenhall, and de- 
dicated ir to St. Edwwxd the Saxon King of the Eaſt Angles, and in this F2mily 
theſe Mannors continued, untill the latter end otthe reign of H. the fixth,and then V7, 
Hat, lineally extracted fromthe above-ſaid /Villiam, conveyed Stelling to Humphrey 
Stafford Duke of Buckingham : and this being forteited to the Crown, upon the Ar- 
rainder of his Grandchild Edward Stafford Duke of Buckinghams.in the thirteenth year of 
Henry the eighth, this lay enwrapped in the royal Revenue, vntill Queen CAMary, in 
the firſt year of her reign, granted it. with much other Land to Edward Lord ( !in- 
rox , who abour the laſt year of that Princefie, alienated it to Mr. Henry Herdſos, 
whoſe Grandchild Mr. Francis Herdſon, about the latter end of Queen Elizabeth , 
paſſed it away to Mr, john Herdſen his Uncle, who dying wichour Iflue, diſpoſed 
of it by Will to his Nephew. Sir Baſil/ Dixwell of Terlingham in FolkStone ; from 
whom by deſcendant Devolution, it is now come down to his Heir General Mr, 
Baſill Dixwell of Broom in Barbam. But V/adenhall remained in the Name of 
Havt, untill by the Steps of ſeveral Deſcents, it was wafted along to Sir YVilians 
Hagt, one of whoſe two Daughters and Coheirs called Elizabeth, being wedded to Sir 
Thomas Colepeper of Redgebnry, brought ir to acknowledge the Intereſt of chat Fa- 
mily ; and he having exchanged it with Edward the ſixth, 1t confeſſed the Signory of 
the Crown, untill Queen Ehzabeth, in the forty ſecond year of her ceign, granced ir 
to Sir Jobs Sotherton, Baron of her Exchequer, whoſe Heirzin the memory ot theſe 
Times, gave up his Right in 1t by the Fatality of Sale, to Mr.Benjamin Pere of 
Canterbury. 

The Advowſon of the two Parſonages, or ReQories of Stelkng and Vpper Hardres, 
were granted to the Priory of Tunbridge, ip the twenty (ixth year of Edward the third,

Selling in the Hundred of Street, hath ſeveral places in 1t which cannot be declined 
without ſome Memorial: wilmington and Somervill, are the ficlt that oCcurre, and 
they gave Seat, and one of them Sirname, roa Family of Repute inthar Age, be- 
cauſe I find they had Land in other places in the County. Roger de Wilmington, 
held the Poſſeflion of them at his Death, which was in the eleventh year of Edward 
the third,and lefc his Eſtate here and elſewhere, co be fhared berween his four Daugh- 
ters and Coheirs, matched to Ordmere, Bromming, Brockball and St, Laxrence ; ; 
upon the Diviſion of the Eſtate, theſe accrued to St. Lawrence, and in Righc of pa» 
rernal Devolution, John Ss, Laurence, Son of T homas St. Laurence, held theſe at his 
Deceaſe, which was inthe tenth year of Richard the ſecond, and from himtheir righr 
devolved to his Son Thomas St. Laurence, whoſe Sole Daughter and Heir Katharrme, 
brought them to be the Inheritance of Sir William Apulderfield ; who about the latrer 
end of Hexry the ſixth, paſſed them away to Ajtburnh:m and 7:lt: and the firſt of 
thoſe,baving wholly ſerled his Right in them by Sale in73/4they reſted in this Family, 
uncil the reign of Heyry the eighth , and then Peter Heyman Eſquire having 
wedded the ſole Inhericrix of Tit, they were tran(planced inco the Patrimony of thac 
Family ; and from him the Propriery deſcended to his great Wrandchild my worthy 


friend Sir Henry Heymas Baronet, lately deceaſed, 7 
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Haringe is a ſecond place of Conhderation: it was, as,high as any Clew of Record 
can lead us, the Poſletlion of the Garneys, Hugh ae Gurney, who is in the Regilter 
of thoſe who entered Exgland, with Wikam the Norman, held it under his Sceprer. 
In Ages almolt of the next Step or Deſcent, the Sharſted; had it ; and Robert de Shar - 
ftea,. who flouriſhed under Edward the hit, Edward the ſecond, and dyed 1n the eighth 
year of Edward the third, was poſleit of it at his Deceaſe; bur this Name was 
tuddenly worn out, for inthe 1 ime {ublequent to this, Henry Brockball of Brockþull 
in Saltwood enjoyed it, who likewite had fome Intereſt in Wilmington and Somermill, 
which his Succeflor ſold ro Aſhbarnham ; and here the Propriety made its aboad, un- 
till che latrer end of Hery the txth, and then it was Conveyed to 1rgictborp; and 
ro the Demeaſne of this Name it was linked, untill the Beginning of Heryy 
the ſeventh ; and then it was wafced over by Sale to CAorton; and here the Title 
lodged untill our Grand-farhers memory ; and then it was alienated to Willexghbie ; 
anJSir Francis Willowghbie, fold his Concernment 1n it to Ralph Heyman Eſquire, from 
whom it came over to his Son and Heir Sir Peter Heyman, who fome years fince upon 
the Marriage of his ſecond Son Peter Heyman, ietled it on him, whom yer it owns for , 
Proprietary. 

Hediford is the laſt place of any Eftimare: In elder Times a Family was ſetled here 
which borrowedits Sirname, as it did its Refdence,from this Manſion; for Johe Ho- 
d:fSerd or Hedinorth, was Lord of the Demeaſne + but when this Name deparred from 
this place, the ( ardens were the next in order, who were Poſleſlors of the Fee; from 
whom by the Viciſſitude of Sale, ir was tranſmitred ro Cobbe, where the Title had 
not long been lodged, bur it was by the like Devolntion , conveyed by James Cobbe 
the laſt of the Name who enjoyed it, to Thomas Godfrey Eſquire; a Perſon to whom 


by ſeveral Engagements both of Learning and Friendſhip , I (land now ob- 
lieed, | 


Shelvich in the Hundred of Feverſham, was formerly the Patrimony of eMtleexe, a 
Family of 'no contemprible Value in this Circuir, who layd the Foundation of a 
Houſe near the Leas, and from irs Situation extracted their Sirname: bur the greateſt 
Honor which accrued to this Houſe in elder Times, was, that it was the Cradle 
of Sir Richard Arleeze, who was Sheriff of Kent in the reign of Edward the third, 
and ſeyeral times a Member or Burvgefle of thoſe Parliaments , which aſſembled 
in that Age : but dying without Iflue, IMarcellns eAtleexze, his only Brother be- 
came his Heir, bur he not long atfrer made bis Exit, in two Daughters and Co- 
heirs, whereot Lucy the eldeſt was matched to John Norton Eſquire, and Cicely 
the youngzeltywas wedded to Valentine Barret of Perry-conrt : but Norton upon the Divi- 
{10n of the Eftare, was in his Wites Right,enticuled ro this Mannorzand in this Family, 
atrer theTitle had tor many diſcents retided,ic was by an ever Thread of Succeſſion, gut- 
ded down to Sir T homas Norton of Milton ; who not many years fince, paſſed it away 
© to Sir Richard S2nds, originally extracted from an ancient Family, which about the 

reign of Henry the third, had their Habitation at Sonds-place at Darkin in Surrey, 
Whoſe Son and Heir Sir George Sonds, Knight of the Bath, by Diſcent from him, 
claims the Interetit and Signory of it, and hath upon the old Foundation of Leeze- 
Court, ereted a Pileſo fer out with all the cunning and Pomp of Magnificence, 
thar ic is ſcarcely to be our-rivalled by a Fabrick of that Bulk, in any part of the 
Erxgliſh Nation, Sir Aichard Atleeze, lyes enrombed in Shelvich Church , under a 
fair Graveſtone, with his Portraiture in Braſle annexed, as likewiſe that of his 
Lady, as fairly inſculped, with this Epirapgh affixed ro both their Figures, Hic 
jacet Dominns Ricardus Atleeſe Miles, ac Domina Dioniſia uxor ejns, qui quiders Ricard 
obiit Anno Dom, 1394. 

Coperhams-Sole in this Pariſh, for ſeveral Centuries of years, hath confeſſed the 
Belks to have been its Proprieraries : who iris probable extrafted their Name out of 
Denmark, where the Name is yer ſpreadipg, and the Family noble and numerous, 
Stephen de Belk; 1s mentioned in Teſta de Newill, a Book kept in the Exchequer, 
to have paid reſpeAtive Aid for Land which he held in this Track, at the Marriage of 
Iſabell Siſter ro Hevry the third, in the rwentierh year of char Prince's reign, which 1s 
eneugh to julltfie the Antiquity of this Family in this Track, | 

Shepeards 
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Shepeards Forſtall was for many Deſcents the poſledion of a Family called 4xck, 
one of whom lies entombed ar Rye, and was an eminent Perſon, in the reignot 
Henry the eighth , being Bow-bearer rothar Prince , and bore for his Coat Armour, 
as it appears.athxed to his Grave-ltone , Sables a plain Croſſe Argent between four Flower 
de Lis Or, The Jalt ot this Name which held this place , was Nicholas Ruchs, who 
abour rhe latter end of Queen E{:zaberh, dying wichour Ifiue , gave it to his Nephew 
Mr. Nycholas Oliver , who hath lately pafled it away by Sale tothe Colledge of 41- 
ſoules in Oxford, ; 

Lords is the la(t place of Account in Shelvich: inthe reign of Edward the ſecond, 
and Edward the third, ic had Owners ot that Sirname : bur ever ſince the lart-<r part 
of Richard the ſecond, it hath conſtantly acknowledged the Family of Giles, until 
this preſent, to have been its ſucceſlive proprietaries, One of this Family , calizd 
Alexander Giles, was Steward to the Abbor of Leſnes, in the reign of Edwardthe 
third, and I have ſeen a Reteaſe under his Hand and Seal, given to one Jobs V//alden 
of Erith, in the twenty fifth of the aboveſaid Prince, for ſome Services due from 


that Perſon of the Covent aboveſaid. 


Sqvington in the Hundreds of Chart and Loygbridge , was, in Ages of as high as any 
Record can Rep to, the Barrie's, a Family of great Antiquicy in this Track, Sic 
Robert de Barrie is ip the Regilier of thoſe, who were engaged in Ireland, under 
Henry the ſecond , where he wasthe firſt, as Mr, Camden reports, which man'd and 
brought the Hawk to hand; and grew up to that Repure, as he was called by the 
Iriſh Barriemore , ot the great Barris, William de Barrie, this mans Succeſlor , was 
one of the Recogmitores Magna Aſſiſe , tor this County , inthe Time of King Joh, 
and lived at the <Moat in this Pariſh, where many of his Succeſſors, who were 
Lievtenants of Dover-caſile > and Conſervators of the Peace in Kezt, had their Re- 
fidence : the laſt of whom was Robert Barrie, whoſe Female Heir brought this Man- 
nor to Radchff , and he not many years ſince conveyed the Moat to Alcock, by whoſe 
Daughter and Heir it is now united to the Demeaſne of Bozs, 

Sevenoke is like a Fountain which fireams into ſeveral places of Note, which we 
cannot paſle by without ſome Conſideration, The firli is Blackball, which was the poſ- 
ſeſſion of a Family called Totiburſt : the firſt whom I find poſleſt of ic was #'/l;ams de 
Totiharſt , and he flouriſhed here , as appears by the ancient Courr-rols , a great parr 
of the reign of Edward the third, and Richard the ſecond, The next whom 1 find 
by the ſame Evidences ſerled inthe Inhericance, is Thomas Totihurſt, and he held 
it inthe reign of Hexry the fifth , and Henry the fixth , and had Ifſue Rebert Totiharſt, 
who was as appears by an Inſcription upon his Tomb, Servant to Cardinal Bowr- 
chier, and died pofleſt of this Mannor , in the year 1512, andtranſmirtcd ic to his 
Son Thomas Totihurſt Eſquire , Juſtice of Peace of this County , who abour the be- 
ginning of Queen Elizabeth, alienated ittoSir ...... Boſwell Grand-father to Sir 
Leonard Boſwell , who dying withour Iflue', his Sifter the Lady ...... Boſwell, 
Widow of Sir William Boſwell, as Heir General to her Brother, is now entered np- 
ON It. 

Brabourne is the ſecond place of Account, The firk whom I find poſſe it, 
was Baldwin de Betan Earl of Albemarle, Falcatius de Brent , who ſo vigorouſly afſer- 
red the Cauſe and Quarrel ef King John againſt his Barons, and afterwards merited 
very much of his Son Hesry the third , at rhe Battle of Lincolxe , where a confidera- 
ble part of thoſe Forces which. Lewisrhe Dolphin of France had tranſported into Exs 
gland, to ſupporc the Confederacie of the Sedirious Barons , was difſipated and dil- 
comfired, But afterwards, all National Animokties being charmed into Slumber by 
a general Peace, he deſiring fill ro improve the Flame of War ſince trom that he 
expected both Heat and Light, ſeiſed on rhe Caſtle of Bedford , which was not wrung 
from him without the Expence of much Blood and Treaſure : to expiate which 
Crime, his Eſtate here and elſe where, was in the fifth year of Hezry the third, 
forfeited ro the Crown , as being the Price of fo great an Inſolence : Andrthen the 
aboveſaid Monarch granted it wholly to Baldwin de Betun Earl of Albemarle: and 
Hawis his Daughter and Co-heir , brought ic ro her Husband william AMareſchall 
Earl of Pembroke : but Gilbert Mareſchall this mans Succeflor , dying withour Ifiue., 
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Reger de Bigoed Exrl of Norfolk; in Right of Mawde his Mother , who was his Sifter 
ang Heir, encered upon ic, and he, inche eleventh year of Edward the firlt, gives it to 
Otho Lord Grardifon, After this Family was worn out , I find by an ancient Court- 
roll , one Walter de Pevenley or Pemley, poſleiſt of it, in the reign of Edward the 
thicd, and he it 1s poſhible ereted the Houſe, which 1n old Deeds is written Pever- 
ley or Pemley-court, Bur, before the beginning of Herry the fixth , this Family was 
extinguiſhed and gone , and chen the Aje'« were the ſucceedirg Proptietaries, a Fa- 
mily which before weie Lords of much Land in this Track, and inancient Deeds 
were wricten de Fraxino, from their Habiracion near ſome place planted wich thoſe 
Trees; and it 1s probable derived their Deſcent from Thomas de Eſſe, who was ons:

Mannor had for many. years been reſident in this Family , ir was about the begining 
of Queen Elizabeth , alienared to Sir ...... Boſwell, whoſe. Grand-child dying 
without Iſſue, his Silter the Lady Margaret Boſwell, is now become the Heir Ge- 
neral of this place, 

Kumpſted and in very old Evidences written RumpJ3ot , was the Inheritance of a 
Family , which was known by that Sirname, Ir is ſuperfluous to.inform the World 
how many, by old Deeds, are repreſented to have been pofleflors of this place, a- 
monglt whom Sir Filliam de Rampſted is moſt eminent , who flauciſhed here , inthe 
reien of Edward the third, and, asthe conſtant and ſucceſſive Tradition of the Inha- 
bitants of this Pariſh is, was Foſter-father ro William de Sevenocke , who was found 
a deſolate and forlorn Orphan in the hollow Body of an Oake, and received both 
Reception and Education from the Charity and Benevolence of the above-mentioned 
Perfon: In whoſe Lineage the propriety of chis place did not long after ſertle ; for 
by an old Courr-roll, I find itinthe reign of Hexry the fixth, inthe Tenure of N;-

by the ſame tatality it went away to Bedell, Nicholas Bedell, in the third and fourth 
of Philip and 77ary, demiled ic to Joh. Stacy of Hollenden , and Joby Stacy, inthe 
fourth and fich of Philip and Mary, conveyes it to Richard Lone, and his Succeſſor 
Mr, Richard Lone huth very lately by Sale tranſmitted his Intere{t here tro Thomas 
Lamber: . formerly of #et-Combe in Greenwich Eſquire, 

Knoll is the laſt place ot Account in Sevenoke : It had,in Times of elder Inſcription, 
the ſame Owners with Brabowrne, and Seale , not far diſtant , as namely , Falcatins de 
trent , Baldwin de Betun Earl of Albemarle, William HMareſchall Earl of Pembroke , 
and Roger de B:god Earl of Norfolk, who in the eleventh year of Edward the ficlt , 
granted it with Scale, and mnch other Land, which devolved co him in Right of 
Mawde his Mother, who was Siſter and Heic to her Broth?r Gilbert le Mareſchall Earl 
of Pembroke ,,$o Otho de Grandiſox, and in his Deſcendants did it continue until the 
beginning of Richard the ſecond, and then it was conveyed by Sir Thomas Grandiſon 
to Geffrey-de Say ; yet I do not find that the poſleſſion of this place was entirely plan- 
ted in-Grardiſen , for an Inquihtion taken after the Death of Reginald de (obham , in 
«ke therty fifth year of ,Edward the third , Rot. Eſc, Num, 62. Parte primd, repreſents 
him to have had ſome ſhare or concerninent in it ; ye: how ever it were thns broken 
into parcels,the Inheritance of chis Mannor,was wholly, after this, placed in Geffrey de 
Say.as appears by ſome Court-rols, which commence from the reign of Richard the ſe- 
cond: bur he determining in Daughters and Co-heirs, Jo.» one of them upon the 
Divifon of his Eſtate , broaghe this as an Addition to the Patrimony of her Husband 
Sir William Fienxes: and in this Family , when the poſſeſſion had had a Reſpite , un- 
til the reign of Edward the fourth , it was by Sir /i/lliam Fiennes paſled away by Sale 
to Themar Bourchier Arch-biſhop of Canterbury , who added much of Pompe and 
Magnificence , by a new Supplement or Superltructure tothe ancient Pile or Fabrick, 
and dying bequeathed it to the See of ( axterbury, as a convenient __ ” his

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Succeſlors : bur when Witham Warham Arch-biſhop of Canterbury , in the reien of 
Hezrry the eighth , ſaw that the Grandeur of this Manlion was looked upon both 
with an Eye of Emulatton and Envy, by the Laity of thoſe Times, he to allay thac 
Murmure and Regret, in the tiweltith year of the aboveſaid Prince, exchanged it 
with the Crown : and here it refted, until Edward the fixrh, inthe ſecond year of 
his reign, granted it to Edward Seymour Duke of Somerſer, Protefor of the Realm, 
in the Minority of that Prince, Who being convicted ot Felony , inthe fourth year 
of that King , ir eſchearcd back ro the Crown: and then it was in thar year , by a 
new Grant , ferled on john Dualey Duke ot Northumberland: bur he being imcoxi-. 
cated with rhe Fumes of Ambition, broke ont into ſuch treaſonable and leditious

After his Death, it rever:s a911nto the Crown, 
and then Queen Elizabeth, in the third yer of her reign, grants ittg Robert Dud- 
ley Earl of Leiceſter, and he the ſame year reſigning it back into the Hands of his 
Soveraign, it Was by Leaſe made over to john Leznard of Chevening Eiquize : bur 
the Fee-fimple was by Royal Conceſſion inveited, in the ſeventh year of Queen 
Elizabeth, in Thomas Sackwill Lord Buckþarſt, and his Grand-child Richard Sack- 
vill Earl of Dorſet, almoſt in our Remembrance , conveyed the Fee-ſimple ( reſer- 
ving it yet fill in Leaſe tohimſelt and his Heirs, paying ſuch a Rent-charge, as is 
there ſpecified, for ninety and nine years) to Mr. Richard Smith, yulgarly called 
Dog-Smuh: who upon his Deceaſe , not many years lince  ſetled the propriety of

The Honour of Sevexoks was grantedby Queen E/:zabeth, to her Kinſman Henry 
Carey Lord Hynſdon, in the firſt year of her reign, from whom ir devolved to his 
Grand-child Herry Carey Earl of Dover: he paſled it away by Sale to Richard Sackwit 
Earl of Dorſet , who altenared his Intereſt in it ro Mr, Richard Smith , who upon his 
above-mentioned Deceaſe, gave it with Kzoll, which both were exchanged, and 
ſo unired to the Royal Demeaſne by William Warhan: , to the Hoſpital of St, Thomas 
in Seuthwarke, 

Kepingtosn is the laſt place conſiderable in this Pariſh , which was wraprt up in that 
Demeaine , which owned the Signory of the Lords Cobham of Cobham , as appears 
by an Inquifition taken, 1n the thirty fitth year of Edward the third , 'Ror, Eſc. Nam. 
62. Parte ſecunda , and atter a Decurhon of ſeveral Deſcents, came by the Heir Ge- 
neral of this Family, to be pofleltt by Brook, whoſe Deſc<ndant, about the begin- 
ning of Queen Elizabeth, conveyed it to Burges, and by his Siſter and Heir it came 
over to Hayger , who alienated it to Copper, and he not lony fince to Mr, Thewas

Spelherſt in the Hundreds of Somerden, Codleath, and Watchling ftone , hath many 
places in it of Repute. FirſhGrowe- bridge which is a Chappel of Eaſe belonging to Spel- 
herſt, and is dedicated to St. Joh : ic is inold Regiſters written Gromex-briage , and 
Gormen-bridge from ſome Saxon, who was anciently Owner of it, as Godmarcheſter 
in Huntingten1re, upon the ſame Account in old Orthegraphy , bears the Name 
of Gormonchefter , a Saxon, having been poſleflor of it of thar Denomination, This 
Mannor in elder Times contefled the Dominion and Title of the Noble Family ot 
Cobham : Henry de Cobham, and Joan his Wife, obtained a Marker to be obſerved 
weekly on the Thurſday , and a Fair three Dayes yearly , v1delicer , the Vigil, the 
Day of St. John Port-latine, and the Day after, as 1s manifeſt from an old Charter, 
which I have ſeen, whoſe Date commences from the fourteenth year of Edward the 
fir, the Marker and Fair were kept , where now the new Chappel is erected by the 
piety and expence of that Worthy Patriot John Packer Eſquire, late one of the 
Clerks of the Privy Seal. After the (obhams were departed from the poſſeſſion of 
this place, the Lords Clinton became, by purchaſe, Proprieraries of ic: and John de 
Clizton , who was ofcen ſummoned to fit as Baron 1n Parliament, in the Time of 


Richard the ſecond , died poſleſt of ir, in the twenty ſecond year of thar Prince,

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Kot, Eſc, Num, 16, from whom the 1itle flowed in this Family, until the latrec end 
of Henry the tourth , and then it was paſled away to Waller of Lamberherſt, where, 
and in Suſſex they were before Malters ot very ample Poſlefſions « for Thomas Waller, 
and Katharine his Wite, granted to 7 bomas Waller of Lamberherſt his Father, Richard 
Brexchley and John Brook, all his Lands , Mefluages, and Tenements , is the Villa- 
ves and Pariſhes of Rotherfeild, Witheham , Wadburſt , Lamberburſt, Little Horſted , 
Alfricheſton, and Buckzted, rogether with the moiery of the Advouion of the Chutch oi 
Little Horſted, as appears, Clawſ, 11. Richard: ſecunds in Dorſo Memb. 35. Richard Waller 
Elquire, was Sherift of Kerr, the (ixrceenth year of Herry the fixth, and kept his 
Shcievalcy at Greme-briage, and was betore Shecift of Surrey and Suſſex, in the twelfth 
year of that Prince, This 1s that renowned Souldier, that in the Time of Henry 
the fifth, took Charles Duke of Orleans , General of the French Army Priſoner at 
the Battle of Agin-court, brought him over into Exglaxd, and held him in honora- 
ble Reſtraint or Cultody at Growe-bridge , which a Manuſcript in the Heraids- Office 
notes to be twenty four years: inthe Time of which his Receſs, he newly erected 
the Houſe at Greme-bridge upon the old Foundation , and was a BenetaQtor to the re- 
pair of Spelherff Church , where his Arms remain in Stone-work over the Church- 
porch: bur, left ſuch a f:gnal peece of Service might remain entombedin the Se- 
pulchre of unthankful forgertulneſs, rhe Prince to convey the Memory of this glo- 
rious Action to Poſterity , aligned to this Richard Waller , and his Heirs for ever, 
an additional Creſt , videlicet, the Arms or Eſcocheon of France, hanging by a Labell 
on an Oakes, with this Motto affixed, He Fruttus Virturis, This Richard was great

Hellands in this Pariſh next cals for a View : Ir was, in Ages of a very high Date, 
the Patrimony of a Noble Family of that Sirname, and are inthe Chartularies of 
this Pariſh, recorded to have been vrear Bznetactors tothe Church of Spelherſt, and 
were allied to 7 homas Helland Earl of Kezt , who matched with Joar Daughter of

Hpton-corrt is a ſecond place of Repure, Several old dateleſſe Deeds diſcover to us, 


that it was in elder Times the Pattimovy of a Family called Upton: from whom it is 
probable, that the Uprens of Feverſham, who for many years have flouriſhed there 
under a fair Eſtimate of Antiquity, were originally deſcended: but betore the end of 
Edward the third, this Family was crumbled away at this place, and then the Gold\-

The Courtlodge by the Church, wasas high as I can by the Guide and Dire&ion of 
Evidence trace out,the Palmers, who, as appears by very ancient Deeds, ſealed with 
a Cheveron between three Palmers Scrips, Williams le Palmer,whe was Owner both of this 
and Rje-huoſe in Otford, flouriſheo here in the reign of Edward the third, and Rood

Stecbery in the Hundred of 2/iltoj celebrates the Memory ot the illuſtrious Family 
of Croll, who lived here in Reputation among(t che eminent Gentry of this County, 
and in the Recital of their poſleſſions in. this Pariſh, their Manſon was called a 
Caſlle; and divers of their old Deeds bore Teſte at their Caſtle of Stockbery, Sir Ni- 
cholas de (T10ll was the fitſt that brought this Family into Repute and Enunence ; tor 
he was one of thoſe who accompanied Edward the hi:ft inthe twenty eighth year of his 
Reign in his fortunate Arrempt upon Scotland, when after a pertinacious Seldge he 
reduced the Caſtle of Carliverock, a price in the repute of thoſe Times, held almoſt 
inexpugnable ; ard for his 1ignal Service in that Expedition; was created Knight Ban- 
neret , and dyed poſlelt of this place 1D the thirty tickt of Zdwardrhe firſt : and in this

Stroude in the Hundred of Shamell, was granted in the elevemth year of Hezry the 
third, by che ſame Prince, Magiitro & Fratribus HMiluie Temps Solymonts , that 
is, to the Knights Temples, who had here an eminent Manſion, which from ics 
being of their poſſeſſion , hath ever fince acquired che Name of the Mannor of Tem- 
ple, After the ſuppretiion of this rich and magnificent Order , in che ſecond year of 
Edward the ſecond, upon what prerences, and colourable Infinuations, 1 have dil- 
covered in my Deſctiption of Temple Ewell, this Mannor was united co the Crown. 
And though a principal part of the Lands, which related to chis O:der in this Coun- 
ty, before their Diflolucion, was by thar AR of Parliament, called, Sratutum de 
Terris Templariorums , ſerled on the Knights Hoſpilaters ; yer this was lo{g:dip the 
Royal Revenue , until che tweltrh year of Edwardthe third , and then he conferred 
it by Grant on Mary Counteſs of Pembroke , whoabout fix years atter beltowed ir 
on the Abbeſs and Sitters Minorites of rhe protellion of St. Clare, at the Abby of 
Denney in Cambridgeſhire , to which place ſhe had removed them from #aterbeach, 
where they were hit planced by her. And here did this Mannor reiide , until ano- 
ther Tempeſt, more fatal and ruinous then che former, aroſe inthe reign of Hexry 
the eight, which like a Whicl-winde raviſhed ic away from the Revenue of the 
Church, and then that Monarch in the thirty ſecond year of his reign, made it the 
propriety of Edward Elrimgton Eſquire, Bur ic ſeems the Title of Church-Land is 
tuck ſo thick with the Curſes of the firſt Donors, that it becomes like a Moath re- 
ceived into a Garment , which like an 1ngrateful Gue!t, commonly deftroyes the 
Houſe which entertained it, ando ir was here ; fo: in che laine year it was granted, 
the aboveſaid Perſon alienated it to George Brook Lord ( 6bham , whoſe inforrunate 
Grandchild Henry Lord Cobham, was enwrapped in that obicure and mylierious De- 
ſign of Sir Walter Rawleigh, which was muffled up in ſuch a complicated Veile of 
that magical Miſt called Reaſon of Srate, and orher Intrigues of wretted policy , 
that it remains dark and perplexed , until this Day ; indeed the Crimes of this un- 
happy Gentleman , were by the mercenary Tongues of ſome Lawyers, who were 
in penſion to the Intereſt of thoſe, who then (tearedthe Helm of State, and who 
like ſome Trumpeters, knew how tolell their Breath to the beſt advantage , aggra- 
vated and multiplied to that Bulk and Dimenſion, that he was convicted of high 
Treaſon, in the beginning of King James, and though he loſt nor his Life , he did 
thar of his Eftate, here at Strowde, which was by the aboveſaid Prince conferred by 
Grant on Robert Cecill Earl of Salisbury, principal Secretary of Eitare, in Reſpect 
he had marched with Elizabeth Prosk, Sitter ro this infortunate Lord , from whom 


it deſcended to his Son, the Right Honorable #illam (ecill, Captain of the Band

Cultome-houle , to the late King (harle;, and he upon his Deceaſe gave itro his 
third Son Mr. Jehn tide, who not many years ſince alienated it to James Duke of 
Lenox , from whom after ſome bricf poſlefſion, it was Conveyed to Mr. Blague , 
whoſe Son Mr. [zazck Blague by Deſcendant Right is now entituled tothe Propriery

Tke Chappel of St, Nicholas in Stroud , was by Gilbert Glanvill Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
with the Conſent ot the Prior of Rocheſior , Yilliam Arch-deacon of the ſame See, 
and likewile of the Pariſh Piieſt of Frendsbury (within the Precins of whoſe Vil- 
Jage, Church, and Congregation, it was in elder Times circumlcribed) erected, 
and impioved into a Mother-church, and that for theſe two Reaſons, Firlt, ic was 
divided by too great Diltance trom the Church of Frexdsbury : And ſecondly , the 
Inhabitants began to multiply ro that Number , that it was p:obable char in Decur- 
hon of Time, the above recited Church would be in no Capacity for the Reception

Milliam de Pla- 
ar , as appears by Deeds wichour Date heldrhe firſt, and ſo did Jehx de Planar , 10 
the reign of Edward the firſt , and died poſleſt of ir, inthe forty ſeventh year of that 
Prince's reign, and in this Family did it continue, until the beginning of Henry 
the ſixth, and thenit was conveyed to Sepham of Sepham , an eminent Family in this 
Pariſh, who bore for their Coat-Armour , eArgent three Cinque Foils pierced Sables, 
and were deſcended from William de Sepham , who died poſlett of this place , inthe 
fifreen year of Edward the third, Rot.

tides, which muſt certainly have very much diſordered the Fabrick, when ict was caſt 
into a new mould andframe; and ravelled and diſcompoſed the Materials: yer this 
Panel of Wainſcor, hath been, like a Relique, religiouſly preſerved, to juſtifie nor 
only the Am iquity of this Seat, bur of the Family of Syaley allo, which 1s preſumed 
to have been reſident at this place. before the above-menrioned Calculation : from 
whom-Sir Charles S:dley Baronet, Cliims the Original of his Title to this Manſion, and 
his Extraction or pedigree likewile, untwiiiedyinto many Deſcents, and now at laſt 
wound up in him, | 


Shouldon in the Hundred of Deal, hach two remarkable places which are fitnated 
withip the Limits ot it, Firſt, Hullpreſents ic {elf ro our View, it was formerly nn- 
der the Signory of the illuſtrious Faniily of Kar/'»g or Retling 1n Nonington, Thomas 
de Retling paid reſpective Aid for this, and cive.s other Lands of ancient Inhe- 
ritance inthe twentieth year of Edward rhe third, at the making the. Black Prince 
Knight, and lefr ir to his Son Sir Richard de Retling, whoſe Widow the Lady Sarah 
Retling, and atterwards Wite of john de St, Laurence, died poſleit t it in the tenth 
year of archard the ſecond, and left it ro John Spicer. who had married Joan Daughter 
and Heir to her hirit Husband : but he concluding in a Daughter and Heir, by this his 
firtt Wite called Cicely, who was Heir to her mother joan Spicer, ſhes by matching 
with /ohn Iſaack, knit it to the Propriery of chat Family, But before rhe twenty 
firlt of Hemry the hxth, he had fixed che Inhericance in /ohn Breſlaxd, in whom it was 
not long reſident ; for he ſuddenly after altered his right, and about the Beginning of 
Edward the fourth, put it over by Sale to Phineux of Swink-field, whoſe Succeflor Ro- 
bert Phinexx, by as quick and early a Victiflitude, placed the poſſeſſion about the Be- 
ginnivg of Henry the eighth, in George Monins Eſquire ; whoſe Succeſſor 1n that Age 
which was circumſcribed within the Pale of our Fathers Remembrance, paſſed it away 
to Crayferd of Great Mongeham, 

Secondly, Cotmanton puts in its Claim for ſome memorial likewiſe, even in this 
reſpeR, that it was the Demeaſne of the noble Family of Croll or Keriell, who were 
of ſome conſiderable Repure in this Track, as appearsby the Book {tyled Teſta de Ne- 
vill kept in the Exchequer, where they are repreſented in the twentieth year of 
Herry the third, to have held Land in this Skirc of the County, and in Ages of a 
modern Aſpect, that is, inthe twentieth year of Edward the third, I find John de Crzol, 
e1ve a pecuniary ſupply at the making the Black Prince Knight : but before the end of 
Edward the third, he was deparred from the poſſeſſion of this place, which by Sale was 
reigned upto Roger Drgge.and he dyed in the poſſeſſion of ic,ipthe third year of Ryc. 
the ſecond) Rot, Eſc, Num 19, Andinthis Family ir continued, untill the reign of 
Henry 
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Henry the ſeventh , and then ir was alienacedto Barton, deſcended trom the ancient 
Family of Barton, of Bartox-hall, in the County of Lanc-ſter; from whom the like 
Mucation abour the latter end of FH, the eighth. carried ir otf, rothe Family of Brown ; 
and from them it paſſed away by Sale into the Poſſeſſion of. Richardſon , upon whoſe 90- 
102 out;the Family of Swuh,by a Devolution like the former, not many years ſince, ltepr 
into the Inhericance of it. 


Sundrich in the Hundred of (odheath , was the Poſſeſſion (as high as any 
Light, colleed trom Antiquity, can waft us to a Diſcovery ) of an Ancient Family 
called in Latine-Records de 1nſula, and in Engliſh Iſley, John de Inſula, obtained a 
Charter of Free-warren to his Lands at Sendrich , 1n the eleventh year of Edward 
the ſecond, and he had Ifſue /ohy /ſlcy, who married Joan, Daughter to Sir Ralph Je 
Fremingham, and by ber had Ifilue Roger /ſley Elquire, who in Right of his mocher, be- 
came Heir to his Uncle Thu Fremingham Eſquire, who deceaſed wichour 1IfTve, in the 
rwelfth year of Hexry the fourth, and this Roger [ſley, had Hue wilam Iſley Eſquire, 
who was Sheriff of Keyt, in the twenty fifth year of Henry the fxth , and he had 
Iflue Jobs Iſley Eſquire, who was Jultice of the Peace, and Sheriff of Kent, in che 
fourteenth year of Edward the fourth, and deceaſed inthe year 1484, as appeats by an 
Inſcription affixed to his Monument, yer extapt (notwithltanding the lace general 
Shipwrack ot the Remains: of Antiquity ) in S#ndrict-church, and he had Ifue 
Thomas Iſley Eſquire, Father of Sir Henry Iſley, who was Sheriff of Kext, inthe thir- 
ty fourth year of Heyry the eighth, and againinthe fifch year of Edward the fxth : bur 
being unhappily entangled, in the dyſaltrous-Artempr of Sir Thomas W#iat, was npon 
the fruſtrating of that Deſigne,and the Diflipation,and Diſcomficure of thoſe Forces 
who were to ſupport it ; in the ſecond year of Queen EHary , convicted 
and attainted of high Treaſon, and execured at Sevenoke; upon whoſe Tragedy 
this Mannor with all its Appendages eſcheated to the Crown: but was the ſame yeac 
reſtored to his Son Fila Iſley Eſquire, who was Sheriff of Ker, part of the ſevench 
year of Queen Elizabeth , after whoſe deceaſe, the Tirle of chis place, which had 
{o many Centuries of years like an Inmate dwelt in this Name and Family, ebbed a- 
way to another Proprietary ; for in our Farhers Memory it was alienated by Sale ro 
Brooker, who not many years ſince, paſſed it away to Mr, Johs Hide, ſecond Son 
to Mr. Bernard Hide , one of the Commiſſioners of the Cultome-houſero his lace 
Majeftie, | : 

Brook-place in Sundrich, ſo called from its contiguous Siruation neer ſore Drill of 
Water, did acknowledge for many diſcents, the Signory of /ſley , the lalt of whom 
who dyedpoſlelt of ic, was Willam Iſlay Eſquire, who held ir ar his Deceaſe, which 
was in the fourth year of Edward the fourth, Rot, Eſc. Num. 34. Attet whoſe Exit, 
it came to John /ſley Eſquire, who not long after, paſled it away to John Alphew, and 
he determinig in two Daughters and Coheirs, ore of them by matching with Sir Ro- 
bert Read Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas,in the reign of Henry the ſeventh, 
linked it to his Patrimony : but he likewiſe went our in four Daughters and Coheirs, 
Katharine one of which, was matched to Sir Thomas Willoughbie , Lord Chiet Jullice 
likewiſe, of the Common Pleas, and ſo he in her richrt was poſleſt of this place ; 
from whom ic came down to his Succeflor, Thomas Willoughbie Eſquire, who abour 
the latter end of Queen Elizabeth, conveyed it by Sale, ro Mr. Hotkins of Oxted in 
Surrey , deſcended trom an ancient Family of that Name in Hereford-ſyre, whoſe 
Succeſſor Mr. {b:rles Hoskins, beivg larely deceaſed, the Fee-fimple reſts now in his 
Son and Helr. 

Hethenden or Henden is another Mannor in Swndrich, which was folded up in the De- 
meaſn of the powerful :nd illuftrious Family of the Clare:,who were Earls of Glouceſter 
and Lords of Twnbridge.by whoſe Heir general ir devolved to Axdley:and this Family 
by the ſame Farality , languiſhing into a Female Inhericrix, ſhe by matching with 
Stafford, caſt this Mannor into his Revenue, and in chis Name was the Propriety reh- 
dent, untill,Edward Stafford Duke of Buckingham, was infortunately attainted, in the 
thirteenth year of Hezry the cighth, it was by eſcheat, annexed co rhe Demeaſn of the 
Crown, and made itsaboad there, uncill Kipg Heory the eighth, in the thirry fifth 
year of his reien, Nranted it toSir Johy m—_ and he dyed poſſeſt of ir, in the ficft 
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year ot Queen Elizabeth, atter whoſe Deceale it remained conlianc co the Intereſs of 
this Family , uncil the larter end of Queen Elzabeth, and then it was alienated to 
Sir Thomas Ho:hins ot Oxſted in Surrey, in the Deſcendants of which Family the 
Sionory and Propriety 1s at this ipllant remaining, 

lhe Roman Foſſe or Way which extended or (tretched our ir ſelf from Olaborough 
in /gthamto Baſton in Heys, and atterwards to Wooacet in Syrrey, did cut thorough this 
Pariih; for not many years ſince, in digging near Come-bazke, a Seat fo called, 
which d1d formerly relate tothe /ſleys , and is fituated in Suzdrich , were diſcovered 
many Roman Urns ot an antick Shape and Figure, from whence we may probably 
collect thus much, that thece was formerly erected {ome Fortreile , at or near 
Cambe-bankg (its Situation being ficted for ſucha Delign) by the Roman Generals, to 
ſecure their torces intheic March co Noviowagum Or Woodeot , againlit any Impreſſion 
or Eruption of the Britons, 


Stwrrey in the Hundred of Blengate , wasa Mannor by a Preſcription of many Ge- 
nerations wWrapt up inthe Patrimony of Apnlderfeild, a Family whom we ſhall have 
occaſion often to mention thoroughour the Body of this Survey , and here ic conti- 
pued ull this Name mer with its l omb in a Daughter and Heir ,, krown by the Name 
of Elizabeth, who was wedded to Sir John Phineux : and alchough he like:yiſe con- 
cluded in a Female Heir, matched to John Roper Liquice , who drew along with 
her a great portion of the Eſtate, yer this ill remained fixt in this Name and Fami- 
ly , even till our Fathers Memory ; and then Joh» Phineax Eſquiredied, and letc 
this » and other vaſt peſleſhons ro his Daughter and Sole Heic Elizabeth Phinenx , 
who broughc them over to her Husband Sir Joh» Smith, eldeſt Son of Sir Thomas 
Smith, and Grand#father ro Ph1/ip Smith Viſcount Strangford , who by Right planted 
in him by ſo worthy a Predeceſlor , does entitle himſelt co the Intereſs and poſleſſion 
of 1, 

Mayton ip this Pariſh, though now of no great Importance , yet formerly gave 
both Sear and Sirname to a Family that paſled under that Appellation, from whom 
by Sale the Inheritance wos traviplanted into Diggs, where for ſome Deſcents , 
without any Interval ic made irs abode, till it was by Leonard Diggs Grand-father 
to Sir Dudley Diggs» fold ro Goodbugh, by whoſe Daughter and Heir it became the 
Demeaſne of Beggs » which Name likewiſe going out here into a Daughter and 
Heir , ſhe by matching nor long {inceto Farmer , has made it to own him for its in- 
ſtanc proprietary. 


Sutton by Walmer lies inthe Hundred of Camilo , and was the Inherigance of a good 
old” Family ; called Stroude, P2:acventure it aſſumed irs Denomination from the 
Shore not far diitanty and was ſometimes, in the Saron Denomination , Cal- 
led Strord, and as often Stroude ; John de Stroude held it , as the Book of eAide 
denotes, in the reign of Edward the fic , and when this Family was worn our , the 
pext who were invelted in the poſſeſſion , were the Criols , and Nicholas Criol or Ke- 
riel, held it at his death, which was inthe third year of Richard the ſecond , whoſe 
Grand-child Sir Thomas Keriel being an a&ive Champion of the Cauſe and Quarrel 
of Edward the fourth , againit the Houſe of Lancaſter , was {lain in the ſecond Battle 
of Sr, Albans, where the Title of both Parties was pur to the bloody decifion cf a 
Field, who leaving only two Daughrers and Co-heirs, one matching with John Fogge 
Eſquire, incorporated this into his Revenue, from whom by purchaſe, the Right was 
ſerled in Whitlock, where it tarried not long , bur was by the like devolution tranſ- 
planted into Mayeet, from which Name the ſame Fate of Sale carried it into the 
poſſeſſion of Stokes » who in our memory by the like alienation , rranſmicred his In- 
terels here to Meryweather, 


Sutton , commonly called Eaſt-Sutton, lies in the Hundred of Eyhborne , and was 
formerly the Braybrookes ; Henry de Braybrooke > one of the Lord Wardens of the 
Cinque Ports, had Lands here; and in this-Track (as the Book of Aide, andthe 
Book called Feoda Militym, in the Exchequer, do both inform us) his Son was 
Gerard Braybrooke , and his Grand-child was Reoinald Braybrooke , whoſe Heir Joan 
Braybrookg 
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Braybrooke rparried to Thomas Brocke of the County of Somerſet : bur whether cis 
Keginald braybrooke gave this Mannor to pious Utes , or not , and p:1ncipally tothe 
Abby of Leeds acjacent » I cannot poſuively determine , upon che Suppreifion ir 
was granted ( as being parcel o: the Demeaine of the Convent of Leeds) by Henry 
the eighth , in the thirty ſeventh yeapot his reign to Jobs 7 ufton Eſqui:e, who pai- 
ſed it away by Sale to Mr. Richard Argall, whole Heir Elizabeth Argall, being mar- 
ried to Edward Filmer Eiquire » made it the poſletſion of that Family , and by a com- 
muvicative Right trom him , does his Grand-child Sir Edward Filmer, Son to Sir 
Robert Filmer lately deceaſed, now hold the pollefſton and propriety of it, 


Sutton Valexce , and Chart by Sxtton , both liein the Hundred of Eyhorxe : the la 
of which contracted the Appellation , trom tormerly owning illian de 1 alencs 
Earl of Pembroke , to be Lord ot the Fee, who certainly intiimred char Cattle , 
that now even in its Reliques and Fragments with much ot venerable Magniticence 
overlooks the Plain: And when Aymer de Valence tis Son concluded ina Female Heir 
I{abell, ſhe was wedded to Lawrence Lord Haſtings, who in relation to her became nor 
only Earl of Pembroke, but Lord of Sutten-Falence allo, and fiom him did ir def- 
cend to his Granu-child John Haſtings Earl of Pembroke, the lait Earl there. of thar 
Name, who tranimutted his Title ot that place co Reginald Grey, and Richard 
Talbot, who fourithed here abou the reign of Henry the fourth, and they hadthis Man- 
nor by Te!tarentary Donation, in the fourteenth year of Richard the ſecond. In 
the next Age ſubſequent ro this, I fod the Cliffords of Pobbing-court , to bethe Pro- 
pticraries , and to tlus Family was the Toheritance in a conttant Union fatined , till 
Nicholas Clifford Eſquire , deceated without Iflue-male, ard left only one Daugh- 
rer and Heir, called AMilared, who was firit married ro Harper ; tecondly , 10 
More; thirdly , to Warren: and laſtly, to Blount: bur ſhe had only Iflve by Har- 
per and More; for in her Right Edward Lord CAore of Meliifort in Ireland, and Sir 
Edward Harper divided the Poſlefſion : bur rhe firlt deſiring ro contract his whote 
Revenue into /relard, and the other to make this adjacenr' co his principal Sear of 
Rxſpar-hall in the Country of Derby, Sir Edward Harper alienared this to Sir Ed- 
ward Hales Knight and Baronet, and the Lord More, (hart by Sutton tothe iane 
worthy Perſon , Grand-tather ro Sir Edward Hales Baronet , who nor oniy cojoycs 
the Title of his Anceltors Dignity , bur thar of the Poſſeſſion in thele places like- 
wile, 

Cheyneys-court in this Pariſh hath been adopted into that Name, fince it for many 
Deſcents acknowledged rhe Juriidiction and propriety of that Family : and I could 
unravel a Succeflive Series of many of that Name (bur thar it is ſuperfuous) who 
were Lords of the Fee; it 1s5enough, that Sir Thomas ( bkeyacy (GId it to 1den, which 
Name ſuddenly after retolving into two Daughters and Co-heirs, one matching with 
Brown , and the other with Barton, the lait made ic parcel of the Patrimony of rhat 
Family , and when ſome. years it had been continued in the poſlefion of Barton, it 
was in our Memory by-Sale brought over ro be the Demeaine of Yollett, andir is 
now (bur whether by Purchaſe, or by the Right of a Female Heir or nor, I cannor 


aſcertain my {elf ) the propriety of Jordan, 


Sutto at Hoxe lies in the Hundred of Acſtane, and gives Denomination ro the 
whole Lath wherein ir is ſituated, Ir was lon, lince a Mannor relating to the Re- 
venue of the Kniyhrs Hoſpirallers , who had here a Manſon-houſe , called Sr. Johns, 
where they often made their Retreat , when they vitited theic other Demeaſne Land, 
which lay circumſcribed within the Verge of this County : but their Eſtate here was 
much inforced and improved by the Addition of the Mannor of Grand:ſox , which 
wherher it came ts them by Purchaſe or Donation trom Thomas Lord Grandiſen , 
who died the forty ninth year of Edward the third, is incertain. Upon the Sup- 
preſſion of the Alberge of theſe Knights of St, Joh of Jernſalem here in Exgland, 
their Revenue was aſlumed into the poſſeſſion of the Crown: and King Henry the 
ciohth, beſtowed by Grant on Sir Marrice Dennis St. John's ; and ro him does that 
magnificent and elegant Pile, where now the Counteſs of Le:cefter makes her Reſi- 


dence, owe the firit Inſtitution of irs Shape and Beauty , though ir has been fince 
extremely 
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extreamly inlarged by the Additions both of Bulk and Ornament by Sir Thomas 
Smuh, But to proceed, St. Johns was conveyed trom Sir Maxrice Dennis by his Co- 
heic to 7 homas Cranfeild, whoſe Grand-child Vincent Craxfeild, has lately alienated 
his Right to Mr, Hollis of L-ndoy Merchant. 

Haly Sawters 1s another Mannor in S«ttoz in Horne: a place though now obſcure in it 
ſelf, and nor re-preſented to our Remembrance but by Annals and Record,yet 1nelder 
Times it was raiſed up to a highec degree of Eltimatre, when it had Proprietaries » 
whoſe Nobility and Title add<d both Value and Luftre unto ir. The firlt of which 
Regilter- whom 1I trace 1n Record to be enticuled to the Poſſeſſion was Laurence d: 
Hoſtings Earl of Pembroke, and he cied leiſed of ir in the twenty ſecond year of 
Edward che third, Rot. Eſc. Nam, 47. trom whom the Title came down to his Son 
Jobn de Haſtings , and he likewiſe was 10 the enjoyment of it at his Deceaſe, which 
was inthe torty ninth year of Edward the third, Kor, Eſc, Num. 70. After this Family 
had deſerred the Inhericance, I ind Richard Fitz, Allen karl of Arandel to be inveſted 
inthe Poſleflion, and he diedin the Tenure ot ir in the one and ryentiech year of 
Richard che ſecond, Rot. Eſc, Nam. 2. Fiom whom it devolved to joas his Daughter 
and Co-heir matched co Wilkam Beauchamp Baron of Aburgavenuy, whoſe Son Richard 
Lord Beauchamp dying without Iflne Male, £1:zaberh his Sole Daughter, eſpouſed to 
Edward Newill Baron of sAburgavenny in her Right became his Heir, ard he in the 
ſixteenth year of Edward the fourth diced pofſſeti of this Mannor of Sawters, And here 
for want ot Light both from p''blick 0: private Record; I carnor diſcover to my 
Reader or my ſelt whether o; n6+ 1. pþ Ged away 1mmediartely from Newill to Maio, 
whom 1 find about the beginring of 2, Eiizabeh ro be planted in the Poſſeſſion , 
though the Affirmation of © Xe © p. +pie of this Pariſh, who derived that Know- 
ledge they have ot ic from the Trauti-n of their Anceftors that aflert ir did. Thomas 
Mato inthe twenty eighth of 2, Etzb::þ. paſled ic away to Rich, Paramonr, and he 
preſently after ciipoſed of ir by Sale ro Sir Henry Brooks, who conveyed it to Robert 
Wroth Eſquire, and he ro Edmund tun Eiguire, who alienated Haly and Sawters to 
Mr, Willam Hewſon inthe thirty fourth year of Q, Elizabeth. whoſe Son Mr, Wilians 
Hewſon of Londou tranſmitted Haly with Saxters by Sale , ſome tew years ſince, to 
Mr. Edward Radbi, 

Grandiſons is the laſt place remarkable in this Pariſh : It was the ancient Inhericance 
of rhe noble and illuſtrious Family of Grandiſon ; before Oths de Grandiſon, who was 
Governour of Jerſey tor lite by Grant from Edw. the f1:1t in the fifth year of his Reign, 
did rraniplant himlſelt to Seale, which he had pu: chaſed in the thicteenth year of that 
Prince. William de Grandiſon this mans Son was likewiſe Lord of this place, to whom 
K, Edward the ſecond afſigned the Value of 44 Ib. yearly Rent our of his Mannor 
of Dartford, in Exchange for the Mannor of /den and other Lands in Sſſex , and 
from this Man did the Signory of this Mannor accrue by Deſcent to his Grand-child 
Sir 7 hamas Grandiſon, who dying wichour Iflve in the torty ninth year of Edward the 
third, Kot, Eſc. Num, 62. 1eit it partly to John de Northwood, who had married Agnes 
his Siſter and Co-heir , and partly to Margaret his Lady Dowager , who died polleſ(i 
of it in the eighteenth year of Richard the ſecond : buc atcerher-Ex:t, the Title was 
port long permanent in Northwoed ; for inthe twenty fir{t year of the Prince aboveſaid, 
Richard Fitz, Allen Earl of Arundel held ic, and dicd that year poſlelt of it: And here 
I confeſs for want of Light andjult intelligenc: I mult make a Leap co the Reign of 
Henry the ſixth, and then I find it inthe Tenure of Richard New Earl of Warwick » 
and it is probable ir devolved to him by the Heir of Zeauchampe, Afcer his Deceale it 
became the Poſſeſſion of George Duke of Clarence, who bad matched with 1ſabel his 
Davghr:r and Co-heir, by whom he had Iflue Edward Plantagenet Earl of Warwick, 
who was offered up on an early Scaffold, ro the waking ſuſpicions, and weary Jea- 
loufes, of thoſe rwo politick Princes, Henry the ſeventh, and Ferdinand of Caſtile » 
being invired co aneſcape , from his long Dureſs in the 7 ower , by the Arts and Stra- 
ragems of that eminent Impolior, Perkin Warbeck : Bur indeed thoſe who have cal- 
culatedthis Adtion, and ſurveyed the whole Scene of this Tragedy, have diſcovered 
that his nearneſs to the Crown , as being the laſt Relick of the Male-Line of 
Plamagenet , was the cheiefeſt Ingredient in the ſevere Sentence, of this infortunate 


Gentleman, After his expiration, this Mannor came over to be rhe Parrirgony of his 
Siſter » 
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Silter , Margaret Counteſs of Salibzry, who was matched ro Sir Richard *Pozle , by 
which marriage this Mannor was annexed to his Demeain, and he had Ifſue by her 
Henry Poole, who with his Mother was attaintedin the Reign of Heyry the cighth, 
upon whoſe fatal Shipwrack, Grandiſons was in theſthirty fitrh of thar Prince placed by 
Grant in his Brother Geffrey Poole , who not long ater paſled ir away to Sir Thomas 
Moile , by whoſe Daughrer and Co-heir it came to be the Inheritance of Sir Thomas 
Kempe , and he abour the renth year of Q, Elizabeth conveyed it to Mr. jo, Mabbe, 
who not long after tranſmitted it by Sale to Sir (hriſtopher Heron, who abour the be- 
oinning of K, James alienared his concernment here to Cole, by whom por long after 
it was demiſed to Sir Thomas Smith, ſecond Son of Cultomer Smith of Weſtenhanger; 
the Heirs and Deſcendants of which Name and Family, che Poſlefliion 1s fiill refi- 
ent. 

HackStaple is likewiſe within the Bounds of this Pariſh: and was, as high as the 
reach eicher of privare or publick Evidence can bring down any light to our know- 
ledge the Killingworth's ; and here, tor an indiviſible ſucceſſion of Ages, did the Poſ- 
ſeſſion fix , and rehide, until at laſt the common Fate of Families, brought this Name 
here at HackFtaple to find its iprermenrt or Grave in a Daughter and Heir ; for Georgs 
Kullingworth had an onely She-Ipheritrix whoſe name was Elizabeth, and ſhe was 
matched with (briffopher Eglesfield Gentleman, fo that HackStapl?

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# Oowen co is fituated in the Hundred of Bredge apd Petham, and in Times of a 
' JK very ancient Inſcription did own the Name and acknowledge the Signory of a 
Family called Wallis. Richard de Walls held it. in the rwenry fictt of Edward the firlt » 
and as 1t appears by the Pleas of that year had a fignal Conteſt with the Prior of Sr. 
Gregories in Canterbury, about his Right to the Preſentation of that Church, Afﬀcec 
Wallis was worn out, it fell under the Signory of a Family called CMefmghans, bur ic 
ſeems was nor long refident in their Poſſeſſion ; for about the beginning of Richard 
the ſecond, Nicholas Meſmgham releaſes to 7 howmas ( hichall his Intereſsand Righriin 
Tazington, and other Lands fituated in Hackington and other places , buc here likewiſe 
was the Poſſeſſion as brief and inconſtant ; for before the Expiration of the Reign of 
Hevry the fourth, I find it by purchaſe from Chich and Walls, ierled in the Tenure of 
Geo, Ballard; andhe died ſeiſed of itin the eighth year of Hexry the ſixth, and inthis 
Family &id continue until the reign of Edward the fixth, and then it was alienated by 
Nicholas Ballard Eſquire, to Sir James Hales of the Dungeon ; from whom the righr 
by Succeſlive Delegation is wow trapſmirted ro Sir James Hales the inſtant Lord of the

Terſtas in the Hundred of 7wyford, was involved inthe Revenne of the Crown ; 
until Eleazor Q, of England exchanged this and Weſt- Farleigh with the Monks of 
Chriſt-Charch for the eminent Port of Sandwich: which Exchange Edward the firſt 
( as appears by the Records of that Cathedral ) by his Charter tully (trenothened and 
confirmed.

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Barham Court in this Pariſh re-pceſents ro our remembrance, that it was once the 
Manſion or ancient relidence of the noble anc illutrious Family of Barham : this Name 
was, in Times of a very reverend Inſcription, written Fitz-l{rſe, Randal Fitz: Urſe was 
one of thoſe four who were Concerned in the Afliflination of that turbulent and 
ambitious prelate 7 homes Becket Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury , who thorgh perad- 
venture tor his violent 1nvation mage vpon the royal pretoyative of his Soveraign 
Henry thz ſecond, might have deſerved che (3uerdon of an exemplary Death ; yet the 
manner of raking him off carried withit ſo deformed an Aipe& in thoſe times which 
were wholly conſecrared and offered up to a ſuperititious Adoration of his memory z 
and contracted ſo black a Charait-r on thoſe who were intereſled in his extra- judicial 
ruint, that Randal Fiz-Urſe fled into Ireland, and there altered his Name to Mac- 
Mahon, which in Ir: imports as much as the Son of the Bear ; upon his r2ceſs, Robert 
de Barbam his Kinſman entred on his Eſtate here at Terſtan, andtrom him gid it de- 
ſcend by paternal Devolurion to his great Grand-child John de Berham, who was by 
Hewry prior of Chrift-Church created publick Notary of the Diocels of Canterbury in 
the year 1309 y an Office of as much Eminence as it was of Truſt and Concernment , 
and which the aboveſaid Herry received by Commilhon to invelt any with, whom he 
ſhould diſcover to be fortified with Abilities, proportionate to fo 1lluttrious ay em- 
ployment f.om Baſſianns de Alliate Count Pelatize of AMillaine : and he a911n was im= 
powered and commuthionared co grant it to any whom he ſhould judge meer to receive 
it, by Authority delegated and tranſmicted to him originally from-che Emperour , 
and it is probable chat it was the above mentioned John de Berham or his Son who paid 
an Auxiliaric ſupply for his Lands at Terſtan, as appears by rhe Book of 41d, at rhe 
making the Black Prince Kniyhe, inthe twentieth year of Fadward the third: and in 
that Roll kept 11 the Exchequer wherein there 1s mention of all thoſe of this Councy 
who paid reſp:&ive Aidin the fourth year of Henry the fourth, at the Marriage of 
Blanch that Monarch's Daughter ; there is a Recital of Nicholas Berham. who contri- 
bured a ſupply for his Lands at Terffen, and from him by an un-interrupred Line of 
ſucceſſion was the Title of this place conducted cown to Thomas Berham Eiquire , 
who determined in a Daughter and Heir called Anne Berham , who by her intermar- 
riage with Sit Oliver Boteler deſcended from an anci.nt Family of chat Name in the 
County of Bedford made this Seat which had been ſo many centuries of years inthe 
Tenure of this Family, alrerits Proprierary, and become the Patrimony of another 
Name ; Sir Oliver Boreler had Iflue Sir William Boteler Knight and Baronet , who {ell 
2 Sacrifice-to the lare King's Quarrel. whilit he vigorouſly afſerred his Cauſe and 
Intere(t at Cropredy Bridge , but let Iſſue the iniianc Proprietary Sir Oliver Boteler 
Baronet , whoſe Anceltors in Bedford lrre were d<icended trom /homas Pincerna, who 
flouriſhed in the reign of King Jobs, and did Seal wich a Covered Cup, with this In- 
ſcription ( as appeats by the old Deeds of this Family ) encircling the Seal, Sig illuns 
Thome Pincerne andit is poſſible was chief Burler to the aboreſaid Prince ; from which 
eminent Office of his, his Succeflors aflumed the Sirname of Boteler, 


Tenham contributes and affords a Name to that Hundred where it is placed, but is 
of more Eminence and repure, ſince it was given to Chriſt-( barch in Canterbury. at the 
Intreary of Athelard, by Cenulfe K, of rhe Mercians by the Eftimare of ewelve Plongh- 
Lands ; for the like Proportion of Land in Ballance to the exchange in Creges Emeline, 
that is, the Ifle of E/mely by Crogdepe that 1s the water which parts the Royaltie of 
Swale berween Tenham and Feverſham, And inthe Patrimony of the Church did ic lie 
wrapt up till the (upprefſion cf all Frieries, Abbies, and other Religious Convents by 
Henry the eighth: and then Thewas ( ranmer finding that the ſpreading Demeaſn of 
the Church , was in danger to be torn off- by che callons of Avarice and Rapine, he 
to mortific the growing Appetite of Sacrilegious Cormorants, inthe ficlt of December 
and in the twenty ninth year of that Prince's Government, exchanged ir with the 
Crown, and rhenceforth it was accounted a Limb of the Royal Revenne until King 
James by grant inveſted Sir /ohy Roper in it, and preſently atrer creared him Baron oy 
of Tenbam, (in Gratitude it ſeems for that Service he performec, 1n being the firſt 
who openly proclaimed him King inthe County of Kent) and by ſucceſſive Deriva- 
tion from him does his great Grand-child Chriſtopher now Lord Roper of Teaham , 
not 
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hot onely poſleſs the Dignictie , but th2 Royal ie of this Mannor likewif, 

Theie 1s anocher Scat in this Pariſh, called Frogenhad, which ineldec Tires had 
che repute of a Mannor , though fince by Diluſe , that Character 1s almoll Oirunk 
away from it. That it wasa Maniion of the Frogenhals, is moſt evi.ient ; for Richard 
Frogenhall was (eiſcd of it at his Death, which was inthe thicty thi:d year of Edward 
the third, and Thomas Fregenball was his Son and Heir , who :elonedup bi: Intereſt 
in it, With Ae his Daugncer and Heir to T hawas Quadring : and not lov, atter by 
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the ſame Mutation , was the Intereſt of it by chis man , with bis Daughter and Heir 
Joan Quadring , given up to Kichard Dryland Eſquire, who likewiſe not many years 
afrer going out 1n a Daughter and Heir, called Katharine , the by being wedcec to 
Reginald Norton Eſquire, by rhat Conjugal Union, knit Fregenhall tothe lnerelt of 
thac Family , where after it had been lome Ages fi: r. it was by purchaſe brovghr to 
be the Inheritance of Greeze, who (upon what Exigent or Occahon 1 know no) 1n the 
Conveyance is called Greene, a/:as Norton: but inthis Name it mace no pe! imancne 
Reſidence ; for even in our Memory , trom Greene by Sale the Title and Right of it 
wastranilated into Clerke, 

Tenbham had the Grant of a Marker procured to it on the Tueſday , and a Fair to 
continue yearly three dayes, at the Aflumprion of the Virgin ary, by Bonitare 
Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, as app=ars , Pat, 44. Hearic tertic (Nſerb, 37, 


Tenterdey, inthe Hundred of Texterden , *had its denomination, as ſome vulgar 
Phanſies conjefure, from the tenderneſs ot the Sole adjacent to 1t: bur indeed ic 
was in elder and more true Orthography , written T hetnwarder , that is , the Thane: 
or Theins , Ward or Guard in the Valley ; for it was very probable it was ſubſervienc 
ro that Signory or Dominion, which the Governour of Axaredſwaldt- (fo called by 
the Saxens : but eAnderida by the Romans) aid exerciſe , and pretend to, in this Track 
of the County. Now if you will queſtion where this Caltle of Azderida or Andredſ- 
waldt was placed; I anſwer, it was upon Reding-bill, not far removed from this 
place ,. a Fortreſs in thole Times of eminent Value and Repuration, though fince by 
rhe multiplied Oofers of Time upon ir, ir lies forgotcen inits own neglected Ruines; 
yet though this be languiſhed away both in Fame and Fab:ick, Texterder has ſundry 
Seats in 1t, which may make it eminent enough, Firſt, Heroxden reſigns it {elf vp 
to an Inquiſition, though now it be ſcattered into ſeverall parcels, yer anciently ir 
was Collected, as into one Name, fo into one poſſeſſion likewiſe ; and the ancient 
Ordinaries in the Heralds Office, do afftign a Coat to this Name , ſomething pro- 
portionate to it, that is, an Herox riſing upon its wing , and gaping for Breath : but 
when Time began to invade this Family , and break it 1nto parcels, one part of this 
Seat was fold to Sir john Baker , Predeceſlor to Sir John baker , who is now 
the poſleſlor of it: but the other parts of ir (tayd longer inthis Name ; for Herozdeu 
not long fhnce fold ſome part of it to Mr, John Azſtin lately deceaſed, and the Re- 
mainder was paſſed by the ſame conveyance to Mr, Short. 

Pitleſden is the ſecond which requires our Notice , it gave Seat to a Family ſo 
called , which remainedin poſſeſſion of it , till Stephen Pirleſden died and left a Daugh- 
rer and Heir, whoſe Name was J«l1an, who by marrying with Edward Guldeford, 
made this parcel of the Revenue of chat Family , and here without any Interruption 
was the Inheritance planted , till /oh» Guldeford Eſquire transferred his Right by 
Sale, to Sir /ohn Baker, one of the Privy Councel tro Queen ary , whoſe Grand- 
child Sir /ohn Baker Knight and Baronet, Father of Sir lohn Baker Baronet now of 
Siſmgherſt 1n (raubroke , d1d ſome years (ince alienate the poſſeſſion of it to Mr. jaſper 
Clajton of Lonaon Mercer. | 

Lights Notinden and Eaſt- eAſterinaen, are two other Mannors in Tenterden , which 
Felonged partly to a Chauntry , founded here by /ohz Light, and partly to Brooke near 
Wye , and were, upon the ſuppreſſion of the One, and Diflolvrion of the Priory of 
Chbriſt-church to which Brooke related , granted by Henry the eighth , to Sir John 
Baker Atturney General to that Prince , Edwardthe ſixth, and Quecn Mary; and 
from him are they now devolved by. paternal Right co Sir lohn Baker of Sifingher ſt 


Baronet. | 
There is a place in this Pariſh, called Finchden , which in our Grand- fathers Me- 
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mory y was purchaſed by Sir Edward Hales, Ancelior ot the Family of Fizch; from 
which Mr. Edward Finch, now of Tenterden, 1s originally deicended, which in 
Times of an elder Character, gave Sirname to a- Family called Fizchden: one of 
whom called Wilam de Fizxchden was Lord Chict Jullice ot the Kings Bench, inthe 
Time of Edward the third, and ſomerimes in the old Law-books , which have an 
Aſpect on his reign, is written Finchgen , and ſometimes contractedly Fiach ; and 
it 15 probable the Name was originally Finch, only Den wasadded to it (which was 
cuſtomary and uſual in elder Times) becauſe this Family had their Dwelling in ſome 
Habiration , whoſe Situation was near {ome Valley. 

Tenterden was governed by a Port-reve or Bayley , as the original Parent in- 
forms me, from che thirty tixth year of Hezry rhe ſixth , uncil the tory chicd year 
of Queen Elizabeth, and then it was by Patent from that Princeſle ordered to be 
ooverned by a Major and Jurates, and fo it hath ever ſince continued. 

I had almolt forgot Elarmaden, which is the laſt place ot Note in Teaterden, and 
celebrates ir ſelf to be parcel of the Mannor ot Fr:id or Frith in Betherſden , and was 
involved in that Revenue, which did confeſs the Signory of che Noble Family of 
Mayney, and was found to be in the poſletlion of Jehn de AMaxyney, at his Deceaſe, 
which was in the fittiech year of Edward the third, Kot, Eſc, Num. 39. and lay 
couched in that De:neaſne, which related" ro rhis Name, until the reign of Heyr 
the fixth, and then ir was paſled away to Darell, and remained involved inthe Pa- 
trimony of chis Family, until the {ev:nreenth year of Henry the eighth, andchen 
it was alienated by John Darell Eſquire , to Sir John Hales , one of the Barons of the 
Exchequer , and from him by a Dezvolution of ſucceſſive Deſcent , is it now come 
down to Sir Edward Hale: of Tuxſtall Baroner, 


Tilmanſton in the Hundred of Eaſftrie , has divers Seats within the Verge and 
Boundaries of ir, not only of Reputation and Account, in Refpe& of their own 
Antiquity ; but likewiſe 1n Relation ro thoſe Perſons who- were poſleſt of them, 
Firit , there is North-court and Dane-court , both were anciently under the Domini- 
on of one Perſon, and continue interwoven (till, rhough they have borrowed theſe 
ſeveral Names in Reſpect of their oppolite Situation, John de Sandberſt made 2 
Claim of Liberties in Norch-court, the ſixth year of Edward the firlt , Chriftian his 
Daughter and Heir was married to #'i/am Langley of Knowlton, who in her Righr 
poſſe!t this Mannor, and by a new Inf. eftion had rhe former Liberties exemplified, 
the thirty ſeventh year of Edzard the third , Pat, 37. pars prima Memb, 21. and after 
that the poſleſhon of rhis place had by aneven Line ot Deicent been drawn thorough

rranſplanted himſelt into this Pariſh, and here erected a Seat, which he adopred into 
his own Name, and Called it 7 own-place: but f'dcenly after, he concluded in three 
Davzhrers and Coheics; Eleanor married ro Kichard Lewknor of Bod/:ead in (hbal- 
lock., benet married to William Watron of eA ddir gion ;and Elizabeth wedded to Will, 
Sond: of Senas-place at Darkyng in Syrrey, who divided 7ewns Eſtate: and Throu- 
ley, with Tewn-place it felt, upon the parituton, fell ro be the Lot or portion of 
Richard Lewknor, who fold them to Edward Evering , from whom by Mary his 
Davghrer and Heir, married to /ohy Upron of Pever,:am, Town-place went into 
the poſleflion of that Name; and from pron, by Sale, ic was' Cariied over to 
Shill»g,where afrer ſome tew years the Title hid relied, ic was by a Revolution 
of. the ſame Nature and temblance, craniplanted inro Sexds : trom which purchaſe 
Sir George Sonds Knight of the Bath, now decives his Kighr and Inheritance, in the 
Mannor'and Signory of { own-place. 

VVilderton in Throuley was eminent formerly , for being marſhalled under the 
Revenue of Giles Lord Badeleſmer, Father to Bartholomew Lord Badeleſmer, who by 
his 'oppofing of Edward the ſecond, at Leed: ( aſtle, forſeired this and his Life, 
rogerher,co the offended Jultice of chat Prince:bur when bis Sons Barth. and Gules Lord 
Badeleſmer were by Edward the third,reftored 10 their tormer Dignity, andlikewiſe to 
a p'incipal part of his Eliate, this was folded up in that Reiinucion ; for when 
thele above-mentioned Brothers deceated withour any lawfull Iflue. their Sifters were 

found to be their Coheirs, and Adargery one of them, being martied re #Wi/lams Lord 

Foſſe, brought this to a piece of his Revenue; from whom by Sle ir went into 

the poſſeſſion of Lewhnor of Podbead in Challock, And when this Family was de- 

veſted of. ir, the Inheritance was by purchaſe,: ſerled in Evermg, deſcended from 
the Everings of Everings-conrt in eAlkham by Dover, where ater it had ſome years 
found # continued Reſidence, the Name and Title diſſolved rogerher : for Edward 
Evering , lett only Mary Everiyg his Sole Heir, who matching with John Hpton 
Gentleman, that Alliance fixed lderron in the Pofleiion of that Name : and _

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ot it} was in ſonie years ſubſequent rothis Match, 1old away tO Arnold / errey of this 
Pariſh, but the Rehdue 1s yer conltanc to the Intereſs of Mr, Upton of Feverham, a 
perſon in whom the Scholler and Gentleman, are ſo evenly mixt, as to a Com- 
polition of Perte&ion, that it is yet a Qunellion, which ot them is the me't pre- 
dominant, 

1hete was a religions Houſe in Throwley, which was a Cell to Sr. Lertins at Sc, Omer 
10 Flandets : but when Herr the hfth, perceived the ill Conſequences ot having Frater- 
nities, and other religious Cells and Covents inthis Nation, which had in a manner 
their dependances upon other States , contrary peradvencure in lotereſs and Aﬀection 
tothis ; he {nppreſied this, and many other of the like Condition, and our of their 
Ruines and Revenue, he erected rhe magnificent Monaſtery at Sheye, whoſe kili 
Foundation encitles it ſelf to his Piety and Munificence, 


Thurnham inthe Hundred of Eyborne, was the Patrimony of an ancient and Knight- 
ly Family of that Sirname , made more eminent by the produftion of Sir Robert de 
7 hurnham., a perſon of conſiderable Account inthe reign of Kichard the firſt, which 
Prince he accompanied to the holy War, having betore his deſigning himſelf ro 
that Quarrel, diſpoſed his Eſtatero pious Uſes, whereof this at 7 hurnbams was letled 
on the Colledoe of Lingfield in Surrey, and haviog thus diſroabed himſelf of his 
ſecular Inhecicance , he with much Vigor and Alaccicie aſſumed the Cruladoor Vow 
to reſcue the Sepulcher of our Saviour our of the poſſeſſion of Infidels , which reſo- 
lution he'ſo nobly proſecuted, that he offered up his Lite as an Oblationtothe Juitice 
of that cauſe which he had before ſo generouſly aſſerted ; After his Deceaſe this re- 
maincdcloiltercd up 1n the patiimony of the Colledge of Lingfield , untill the ge- 
neral ſuppreſſion, and then growing parcel of the royal Reverue, ir lay there uncil 
King Edward the fixth granted 1t to Sir Edward Wettos , whoſe Anceftor Sir Nicholas 
Wotton was invelied long before in ſome part of this Mannor , which did acrueto him 
inthe reignof Henry the fourth, by Joay Sole Heir of Robert (orbie, and from this 
Sir Edw. rd above mentioned, Was it entirely tranſmitred to his oreat Grand-child

Binbery is an eminent Mannor in this Pariſh, which, as high as the Teflimony of any 
either publick or p:ivate Evidences can inſtru me, did own the Signory of North- 
wood, Roger de Northwood held 1t at his Death, which was in che thirty titth year of 
Edward the third , and ſo did his Succeſſor Roger Nor:hwood in the lalt year of Heary 
the fiich, Bur after this I do not find it long conſtant to the Intereſt of this Family ; 
for abour rhe beginning of Heyry the (ixth, I find by ſome ancient Conrt-rolls that ir 
was paſſed away to /ohn Thwans; and he intheeighth year of that Prince, conveyed

Gore-Conrt in this Pariſh in Times of elder Derivation was the Seat of a Family 


whoſe Sirname was At-Gore, and ſometimes in ancient Court-rolls written De /a Gore, 


called ſo from their Habication,which was ſſtuarednear ſome publick way ; Gare, Gate, 


and Gore, importting no more in the Saxo Diale& then ſome common paſlage.

The firſt of which, was Richard de Clare Earl of Briexie in (Normandy, 
co whom it was by Wiliam Ref granted uponthis emergent Occaiion, This Richard 
was an earneſt Abettor and ſupporcer likewiſe of the Defignes of this Prince, upon 
his Brothers Territories in Normazay, and fo by conſequence an active partiizn of 
his, which made the Brealt of Robert Dtke of Normandy to boile with ſuch Animotry 
and paſſion againſt Him, that rhe Flame of his Hatred kindled the Flame of a War 
which could not be extinguithed » bur by the Depredation of this Earl's Ettate, and 
the utrer ſubverſion of his Caltle of Bronze, which was left an Heap of Flame and 
Ruines, which cauſed Wilkam Ryfxito rifent his Calamitous Condition with ſo mech 
Regrer and Commiſeratiop , that he gra nted him as inuch Land here ac 7; wnbridge , as 
would ſpread into a Lezgue borh 1n che Extent and Longicude of it, and in the Breadrh 
and Latitude of ic likewiſe; and Gemericexſis reports that this Richard broughr ovec 
the Rope with which he was ro*mea{ure ir, in the ſame Ship which ctraniported him 
and his Rerinue, From this Kichard who founded rhe Callle, rhe'right of Tunbridge 
was by Deſcent tranſlated into his Son Gulbert de Clare the firſt Earl of Hertford and 
here did che Signory many years find a rehdence, till /ſabe! Silter and Cqheir of 


Gulbert de Clare by matching with Hzgh Axdley, brovght this co be the Inheritance of 
that 
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that illuttrious Family, where 1t had not long remained, bur Margaret Daughter and 
Heic of Hugh Audley by marrying with Balph Stafford made it a Branch of their pa- 
trimony : nor didir depart from this Family, till the Vanitie of Edward Stafford Duke 
of Buckingham embarked him 1n that Dehign, which the Malice of Cardinal #o!ſey 
aggravated with thoſe Circum{tances of Hatred, by blowing of wild Conjeures 
into the Ears of Henry the eighth, who was naturally a jealous P:ince, and emu- 
lous of any new blooming Glory , that he was (iained with the black Tin&ure of 
Treaſon , which ſunk him 1ioto an untimely Sepulcher . and his Eitate by forfeiture 
into the poſleſſion of the Crown. Edvard Duke of Buckingham being thus convict- 
ed, in the twelfth year of Hezry the eighth , there was a yrezt Controverhie {tarred 
forth, in the thirreenth year of that Prince's reign, as appears by our Law-books, 
in che Parliament then convened , whether or not there were groundenovgh inthe 


' Crimes objected againlt him ro eſtabliſh an Artainder upon : and it was carried in 


the Afhrmative that there was ; vpon which this Calle, wirh all the Mannor of Dach- 
burft, alia: Hilden-borongh , with all the appendant Services an4 Quir-rents unitzd 
to them, did cſchear ro the Crown, and reimzined there, until Queen Elizabeth

milies. Although the Onfſzers ot Tine, and the Aflaults of Enemies together , 
hath thrown the Beauty and Strength 4nto ſuch a rude Confuſion, that it now lurks 
in its own Rubbiſh; yer formerly it was eminent for being the Scene of much Feude 
2nd Contention , between the Kings of England, and the Barons then in Arms againft 


them, | 
In the year 1038, Oas Biſhop of Baiewe >nd Earl of Kent , making a DefeCtion 


from william Rufzs, to thole Batons who ſought to ſupport the Title of hiseldelt 


Brother R»bert , placed on2 Gilbert in this Catile , for thz Defence of it, which 
enforced that King to inveſt it with a Siege , and compelled the Caftellan to a Sur- 
render, and afterwards having taken Od? himſelf, impriſoned him 1n this Fortreſs, 
from whence he aferward; made a ſucceſsful Eicape, 

« In the year 1215. Falcatius de Brent , dn:ing the Military Conteſts King Jehn had 
with his Nobility , by Force wrung this Callle trom the Earl »f GU-aceſter ,- and 
maintained it for ſome Time with 1ignal Evidences of Magnanimity to che Kings 
Behoof and Uſe. 

In the year 1231. upon the Dzceaſe of Glbert,th then Earl of Gloxceſter , ſeiſed 
th: Wardſhip of tis Heir, and entruſted che Cuſtody of this Cafile ro Hubert de 
Burgh Eatl of Kent, 1his occatoned an eager and impetuons Conteſt between the 
King, and Richard Arch-biſhep of Canterbury ; the Arch-biſhop pretended , be- 
cauſe the Calile held of his Sce, therefore he, de Jure, ought to have the Cuſtody 
of the Heir in his Wardſhip. To which the King replyed, that the whole Earl- 
dome held of lim, and thar he might commit the Cuſody of the Lands to whom- 
ſoever he pleaſed. This cauſed the Arch-biſhop , boyling with muck Hear and 
Paſſion, to Appeal for Redreſs ro Rome, where he managed this Controverſie with 
that vigorous dexterity , that the Pope ifſuedout a ſole nn determination on his be- 
halt : but his Deceaſe in his Journey homewatrds, ſuperſeded the Execution of the 
Papal Sentence, 

The above-mentioned Kino Henry, inthe year 1259. granted Licence to Richard 
de (lare Earl of Glonceſter , to wall and embartle his Town of Tunbridge , in

In the firſt year of Edwardthe firſt, there was 2 Summons iſſued foth by Hu9h de 
Bigod Earl of Norfolk, and Governour of the. Hundred of Ho», ro injoyn Kickard 
de Clare Earl of Gloxcefter , ro appear before him to afloil himſelf from fuck Accy- 
jacions as ſhould be objectedagainit him , which principally had an Aﬀpect pon the 
War waged by krmand Syzon Montfort againlt Heary the third, To which he allezdoed 
in his Dctence, that be onght not to ant wer, but before the Kinzs Juliices of Eyre 
upon which a Commiſhon was iffued our, 1n the third year of Edzwd the tit; ro 
heare and decide rhe Controverhe , and Str Stephen de Pexchejſler » and Jobnu de Kigates 
were. the two Jultices appointed by the King for the final determination of it : and 
they upon a ſeriqus winnowing of the whole Matter in Debate , Cid abſolve the (:3,1 
Richard from the.

In the Year 1264,'to allay all emergent Controverhie for the future ; Bonif .zce the 
Arch-biſhop of Canterbury , and Richard Earl of Gloceſter , decreed that there ſhould 
be a Perambulation made concerning their reſpe&tive Bounds: and ir was not long 
after likewiſe concluded berweer the parties aboveſaid, that Farl Richard ſhould 
hold his Mannor of Taxbridge, and other Lands of the Arch-biſhop by the Service 
of four. Knights Fees, and to be high Sceward, and high Butler, which Office was 
likewiſe to be travimirted to his Succelſors, at the Feaſt of the Arch-biſhops Imthco- 
nization , taking tor their Service 4n the Stewardſhip, ſeven competent Robes of 
Scarlet, thirty Gallops of Winz . thirty pound of Wax for his Lights, Livery of 
Hay.and Oats to feed fourſcore Horſe for ewo Nights, the Diſhes and Salt which 
ſhould Rand before. the.

The Priory of Tunbridge was founded by Kichard de (lare, inthe year of Grace 
I191, and ftored with Canons Regular, or Canons of Sr. Augsſtins, and dedicated 
ro St. Mary Magdalen , which upon the Perition of the Founder z was confirmed 
by Pope (*le#t1», 10 the ſame year it was erected, 

In the year 1353. an unhappy Fire ſeiſed upon it, which almolt reduced the whole 
Serucinre into Aſhes: to ballance which Dylaſter, the Church of Leigh was appro- 
priated ro this Covent , that by this additional ſnpport , this Cloittter thus defaced 
wich Flame might again recover ics former, not only Bulk , bur Splendor like- 
wiz.

7 #7 ren of 
Hothſield. The Parſonage anciently belonged ro the Arch-bilhop of Canterbury . until 
Thomas Arundell the Arch-biſhop gave it, inthe year 1397, tothe Monks of ( hr:/?- 
church, to counterpoiſe thoſe valt expences which they were to be at in ce-crection 
the Nave or Body of the Cathedral, (called Aulaw Eccle/e by Eadmerus) which *1- 
mon de Sudbury plucked down, and had intended that it ſhould like a Phervix , h12ye 
roſe more glorious out of its Aſhes : bur was intercepted in his Deſign by « {uddain 
Death , being beheaded by Fart Tiler , and the confluence of his impious and bar- 
barous Complices. This Church rhus appropriated , was coptrmed tothe Monks 
abovyeſaid , in the year 1400, by King Herry the fourth, and upon the ſuppreſſion 
was re-enitated npon the Dean-and Chapter of Chriſt-charch by Henry the eighth, 

R ipley-conrt 18 a Seat ot good Antiquity inthis Pariſh, and more eminent , be- 
cauſe 1: afforded a Sirname to Gentlemen of good Ravke in this Track, of which 
Number was Richard de Ripley , who died (eifed of this Mannor , 1D the thictieth year 
of Edward the fiiſt, Ket, Eſc, Nan. 91. and in anold Deedis called IMiles eAr- 
chiepi{copr , that 18, he held this Mannor of the Arch-biſhop by Knights Service : 
bur betore the latter endof Edward the third , this Family was vaniſbed, and then 
the Brockbuls and 1dens {ucceedee in the poſieſſion : the laſt ot which was a Family 
of grcat Antiquity » and no lefle Revenue, abonc [ger 1n Suſſex, and Relvenden in 
this. County, For in the year 1280, as appears by a Fine levied that year ; John the 
Son of Themas ae Ider, paſles away Lands to john as More, . And of this Family was 
Alexander Jden Eſquire, Sheriff of Kent, in the thiity fourth year of Hexry the 
fxth , who in the twenty eighth year of that Prince , ſlew jack (ade, who had 
borrowed the diſguiſed Perſon of Mortimer , excited thereunto, as wasthe Opinion 
of thoſe Times, by the Suggeltions of Richard Duke of Zerkes to fathom the Peo- 
ples AﬀeRions to that man, in the (trengrth of whole [icle he incended in the future 
ro claim the Exglihb Diadem, But the Atremprs of Cade being diſappoinied by the 
formerly infatuated , but now diſenchanted Multitude's deſc<tiing of! him , who be- 
an to ſiſent his Frand and Impoſture upon their total Diflipation , ſhrowded him- 
{elf in ſome of thoſe Grounds which belonged to Ripley-conrt , and lay not far diſtant 
from Hothfeild , and were then in the Tenure of Y/illam [dew Jultice of the Peace, 
and Father of the aboveſaid eAlexander : where being diſcovered , he was by rhat 
Worthy Perſon, offered up a Sacrifice to the Juflice of Hemry the fixth, Burt I have 
digrefled, I now return: After this Seat had for ſo many Deſcents-been the Re- 
ſidence of this Family, and the Cradle and Seminiry of many Worthy Perions, 
who had been ſnbſervient and miniſterial co the Honour and Inrereſs of this County; 
by their Magnanimity and Prud-nce ; it went away from J/dex by Sale to Dare!!; and 
George Darell, 11 the laſt year of Edward the fixth, conveyed it to Baker , Ancetior 
coMr. ......

Dean-court may be regiltered likewiſe 1n the Catalogue ot. the ptinci; al Mannors of 
this Pariſh, Ir was in Times of elder preſcription the Inheritance of Huſſic, who 
likewiſe was entiruled ro the poſleſſion of Dean-conrt in Wingham , now the Manſion 
ot the Oxendezs , by purchale from this Family, Herry Huſſie , a man of great pow- 
er , as appears by that large Eltate he was Lord of , both at Ying ham , Lenham, Bough- 
tin, Malherbe, and elſewhere, died poſleſt of this Mannor, inthe eighteenth year 
of E dward the third, Rot, Eſc, Numb. 36. and trom him did it in aneven and an un- 
divided Current glide along in this Name, unril the latter end of King Heary the

Woditon or Wolton, 1s the: latt place of any Note in Weſtwelt : It was originally pare 
cel of the Inheritance of a Family called #olton or Woditon, Ivo de Woditon held it 
in the year 1236. and left it to his Son John de Wolter , who had Iflue Richard de Wod;- 
ton or V/okon, a man of principal Note, inthe rwentierh year of Edward the third, 
who held both this Mannor , and YYediton by Berham , which he held of the ones 
Biſhop 
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Biſhop of Canterbzry by Knights Service at making the Black Prince Knighe, And 
in this May's Succeſiors did the Propriety conitanily reſide until the later end 
of Hearythetixth and then ljome part ot 1t was conveyed to Joh [lumprin , and by

de VV indleſore or VV/inafor , but was nor long chained co their Pattimony neither ; tor 
about the beginning of Edward the third, it was alienatzd ro Moran of Moraunts 
Court , but about the beginning of Richard the fecond, Sir Thomas Morant ( Son of 
VVilliam Moraunt Sherift of Kent the twelfth and thirteenth year of Edward the third, 
ro whom that Prince iflued out a Mandare, that bur one Bell ſhould be rang in any 
Steeple towards the Sea-Coalt 1n Kent ) determined in a Female Heir, who was 
matched to James Peckham of Taldham Sherift of Kert the third and rweltth of Richard 
the ſecond, and was as the private evidences of. this Family inform me, orivinilly 
deſcended from Hxgh de Peckham , who was Conttable of the Caftle of Rocheſter 
under K. John in the hir{teyear of his reign; and he in her righe became entituled ro 
char Intereſt Moraznt had in this place: and in;this Family ic remained until thoſe 
Times which approached near the Confines of our Grand-farhers remembrance , and

{ heſteld, who paid reſp2Qive Aid for 1t at the makiny the Black Prince Knight, as is 
maniteit by the Book of Aid collected inthe rwentieth of Edvard the third, yer ir is 
upon poflible Conjettures ro be argued that they were tarrs moce ancient here, becauſe 
they aſflumed theic Denomination from this Seat ; trom Cheſtfield about the latter end 
of the Government of Richard che ſecond, it came over by purchale ro Hezry Rejner ; 
bur whether he ifſued trom Borden, or the Keyners of Borden from him, 1 cannot c1i- 
cover ; bur it is very probable he determined in four Daughters and Coheiis matched 
to Edmund Meade, Jo.Badkin, John Reynolds, and John Springate, who concurred in one 
upited Conſent, and by one common conveyance demiſ{-d their Intereſt init ro John 
Roper of St. Dunſtans ; from whom Edward Koper Eſquire, now of Well-hall in Eltham, 
claims the inſtaur Demeaſn and Signory of ir, 

The third is Grig1ll (o vulgarly called,bur ociginally and more properly Greenyeld, 
ſor ſo it is in Records of anelder Aſpect alwayes wricren, It was the Seat of a Family 
that was known by that Appellation,and although the Breviat of the private Evidences 
which relate to ir, diſcoyer to us owners of the Nime no higher then John Greeubield, 
who flouriſhed here about the entrance into the reign of Herry the ſixth, and who 
was Father ro Heyry Greenſhield , whoſe Will 1s Regitired act ( anterbury , and which 
bears Date from the laſt of Edward the fourth ; yer it is more then probable that they 
were eminent here lopg before, becauſe the above-recired Johnand Henry Greenſvields, 
were Lords of no deſpicable or narrow tortune not onely here, bur about Sar dpich 
and Wednesboruugh likewiſe ; from Greenſhietd by ſale the propriety paſſed over to 
Ouekes of Quekes in Birchington, who ſuddenly after being extinguiſhed ina Daughter 
and Heir, all his Intereit in Grimgill, was with her tranſporced in Marriage to ( r1i/pe, 
originally extrafted out of the County of Glocefter ; and Nicholas Criſpe Eſquire held 
his Shrievalry here, which was inthe ſecond year of Q, Elizab:th; from Criſpe it was 
by purchaſe conveyed .into the Revenue of Parawmoxr, where after it had tor ſeveral 
years been fixed, it was very lately taken off from chis Family, and by Sale made the 
Poſſefhon of Mr, 7 wiman of Canterbury. 

Fourthly, here was ( o:d:es-place which was the Reſidence of John { ondie, who had 
in the reign of Edwardthe third contracted upon himſelf, ( which 1s yer indelibly .

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eichcated, it was in the thirty tifch of Henry the eighth regranted to Sir 7 bomas /Aoile 
Chancellor of the Courr of Augmentation, and he in the thirty fixth year of Hevry 
che eighth, paſſed it away by Sale ro William Goodwin, and Tho, Ancor, and they no. 
long after alienated their Right in it to Lucas: in which Family ic continved but un- 
til che Beginning of Q, Elizabeth,and then it was conveyed by Sale to 7 bomas Godfrey, 
whoſe Son james Godfrey inthe tenth year of Q, Elizab:vh, transferred ir by the like 
Devolution ro Mary Gzldford ; and ſhe again in the eleventh year of chat Princeſs 
demiſed itto Richard Galdford, and he not lopg afcer ſold it away to Shelley of Michel- 
grove, and John Shelley as I ind by a Court Roll relating to this place , beld ir in the 
eighteenth of Q, Elizabeth, and 10 the Deſcendant of this Name and Family 15 the 1n- 
hericance of it, it 1 be not mifintermed,at this inſtant placed. 

Henherſt is the laſt place conliderable in Woodeburch, which was the poſleſſon of a 
Family of that Dznominarion, of whom I have ſpoken at Stapleherſt, where they en- 
joyed another Mannor of this Name, and of which Family this here was but a Cader 
or youpger Slip, and was written ſometimes Henherſt, and as ofcen in old Deeds Eng- 
herft, and continued Owners of this place, until the reign of Heyxry the ſeventh, and 
then ir devolved to Sir Thomas Hengherft, who was the latt of that Name which held 
this place, for he dying wichour Iflue Male > Hwmfrey Wiſe who had matched with his 
Davghrter and Heir in her right was invelted in the Inhericance of it, but he deceaſing 
likewiſe withour Iflue Male, his ſole Inhericrix united it by marriage to the Revenue 
of her Husband Mr, Robert Maſters, Great Grand-father ro Mr. Edward Maſters of 
Canterbury, in whom the propriety of this place is at this preſent continued, 

Henden likewiſe is av Appendage to Woodchurch, from whence certainly the Name 
of Henden originally fireamed our, though it be brought down to our Times in fo 
crooked and perplexed a Chanel, that we cannor diſcoyer it 1nall the wandrings and 
Digreſſions of it, though the Family was made more conſpicuous, by Sir Edward 
Henden one of the Barons of the Exchequer-to the late King Charles: who for his 
clear ſpeculation and inſight into the deepeſt and moſt myſterious Intrigues of the Mu- 
vicipal Law ef E»gland, was commonly called the Picklock of ir. But this is a Diver- 
fion:The ancient Proprieraries of Hendey, repreſented to us by the eldeſt Records, were 
the Lords Burwaſh, very frequently wricten Burghbherſ#, and Bartholomew Lord Burwaſt 
had a Charter of Free Warren granted to Herd:#, in the eighteenth year of Edward 
the third. And when this Family had deferred the Poſleſſhon of this place, the next 
which ſucceſſively held ir were the ( apell, of Capells Court 1n Ivie- Church. and Richard 
Capell died ſeiſed of it in the fifteenth year of Richard the ſecond: and here, atrer it 
had been for {ome Generations fixed, the Name reſolved into a Daughter and Heir, 
who was matched unto Harlackenden, and fo it became twilted into the Revenue of 
that Family, and ſo remained till Deborah Harlackenden the Heir General of Walter 
Harlackenden, a Branch of this Stock, by being wedded to Sir Edward Hales Knight 
and Baronet, Grand-father to Sir Edward Hales now of Twrſtall Baroner, wound ir up 
inthe Demeaſn and Inrerelt of that Honourable Family. 

The Borough of Harlackendes is ſituated in this Pariſh, and has been for many hun- 
dred of years rhe Patrimonial Demeaſn of that Name and Family, as appears by a 
Tomb in the Church of Woodchurch, whoſe Inſcciption ſignifies that one 6 chem lies 
enterr'd there a lictle after the Conqueſt : and though the Character be in the proporti- 
on and Shape of ir very much like that which was in uſe in the reign of He».the fourth, 
and Heyry the fitth , and ſo makes the Truth of ir diſputable, yer ro rhis 'ris anſwered, 
that there was an old Tombſtone there before, with the ſame Inſcriprion upon it, in- 
ſculped peradventure in a Sexes Character,or ſuch an one as was proportionate to that 
time in which that perſon died, who lies there entombed: which being decayed his 
Sncceſſors to perpetuate and inforce the Memory of fo anci-nt a Predecefſor, fixed 

this Stone npon his Grave, and, to make the Memorial more obvious, did cauſe the 
Epitaph to be engraven in ſuch a Letter, as was Cuſtomary ro the Time of that Prince, 
in whoſe reign ic was laid upon the Aſhes benearh, In Grey: /»ne Hall by particular 
InſpeRion I have obſ-rved the Arms of this Family, vis. Azwre A feſſe Ermin between 
three Lions Heads eraſed Or, to be painced in an upper Window, which appe rs to be 
of very venerable Antiquity, and this jultifies thoſe fair Artributes of Noble, Ancient, 
and Illuſtrious, which may with very good Reaſon be entituled tothis Family, of 
which 
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which is 7 homas Harlackendes kiquire, who by 1oherenr right trantmiceed to hun by 
a never-ebbing ttream ot ſo many multiplied Deſcents is the inliant proprietary of this 
Borough. 

Edingham , vvulgatly called Engham , is the laſt place of Account within thz Yeroe 
of Woodchurch, and was, in Times of elder date, betore they rranſplanred themſelves 
to Singleton in Great Chart, the Manhion of the Enghamn : who as they placed here 
their Seat, extracted from hence to their Sirname a Family doubtleſs of profourd 
Antiquity, and no leſs Repuration; as may appear by thole large Potſettions which 
chey were intereſled in, io ſeveral parrs-of Romney Mer, written in old Recorns 
ſometimes Edingham, and by Contraftion Exgham, and very trequently Hengham, An 
it is very probable from the Identity of the Name, that Rafe de Hengham the emin-r:

tioned Prince's reign of Warren de Montchen(ie Baron of Swanſcampe : After him Sabina 
de Windleſor poſleſt 1t about the ſeventeenth year of Edward the iecond, by the fonrth 
part of a Knights Fee alſo, of the Barony of Aonrchenſie at Swanſcampe.

Barſted is the lait Mannor in Wrotham which accrued to James Peckham by matching 
wich the Sol2 Hcir of Sir Thomas AMoraxnt , and hath lain ever fince wrapped up 1n 
the D:meaſn of that Family, ſo that at preſent it is part of the patrimonpy ot Reginald 
Peckham of Taldham Eſquire;

Wouldham lies iy the Hundred of Larkefield, and was given to Eranlf Biſhop of 
Recheſter, by Ethelbert King of Kent, in the year 762, who for this and orher his 
Munificent Donations, by which he ſo much enlarged, and multiplyed the Revenue 
of the Sea at Rocheſter , 1s repreſented to us at this day , by the Records of that 
Church, under the CharaQer and Pourtraiture of przs Ethelbertzs: bur the Steeple, 
and much of the Fabrick of che Church , owe their original to the Charity and 
Beneficence of Stephen S/egge, who was Sheriff of Keyt in the twenty ſeventh year ot

Wilmington 1s an ancient Seat in this Pariſh which had formerly the Repnration of 4 


Mannor, and was parcel of the Revenue of the noble Family of Corbie; for Robert Je 
Corbie did enjoy it at his Death , which was in the thirty ninth year of 'K,E4vard 
che third: and afcer this Family was diſlodged from the Pofieftion, the C hivalers came 
in and enjoyed the Inhericance, for Wilkam Chivaler lield it at his Deceaſe, which was 
inthe firlt year of Richard the ſecond, after whom Joha Mowbray Duke of Nor(slb . 
poſleſtir abour the year 1461, who dying without liſue, John Howard his Kinſnan was 
iovelted with the Title of Duke of Norfolk, as being deſcended from the L:dy 
Margaret Daughter of 7 homas de Brothertos firſt Duke of Norfolk in the fit year of 
Richard the third, and wich his Title he had che lnhericance of Wilmington, which cid 
not remain knit any long ſpace to his Name : for in the year 1426, he found an un- 
timely Sepulcher with his Maſter Richard the third in the Ruines of Byſworth Fi-ld, 
where he offered up his Life to the Cauſe of that Prince, as a grarefvl Expiation of 
choſe Favours which he had received from his Bounty, after whoſe Deceaſe this pl:ce 
by Eſcheat was ſwallowed up io che revenue of the Crown, where the Poſſefion (lum- 
bered, till K. Edward the fixth abour che ſecond year of his reign oranted it to Edward 
Paget Eſquire, in which Family it reſided until our Fathers Memory, and then ic was 
conveyed to Barrow, 

Bilting is another place in Wye of no vulgar Eſtimate, Ir lies partly in Godmerſham; 
and partly in this Pariſh, and was for many handred years the patrimony of a Family 
which bore that Sirname, and remained linked to their Demeaſn, until the ninth year 
of Q, Elizabeth: and then Wikians Bilting deceaſing without Iſſue, eArthur Franklin, 
and KjchardVidian were found to be his Heirs, and upon the Diviſion of the Ellate 
into parcels, this ſwelled the Eftate of Fravk/iz with a new Addition, and continued 
in that Name, until not mapy years ſince partly by Sale, and partly by Marciage it was 
ſerrled upon Mr. Wilam ( owper of Maidffone , upon whoſe lare Deceaſe it is now 
devolved by ſucceſſive Right to his Deſcendanc Mr. ..,,,., {omper now in his Mi- 
noritie, 

Perry Court is the next place which obliges us to a Confideration, It was wrapped 
up) in that Demeaſn which related to the Colledge of #y-, and was purchaſed by 
Cardinal John Kempe of Thomas eAldon ( whoſe Anceltors had held ic many De- 
ſcents before ) inthe twenty eighth year of Hexry the ſixth, and by him annexed ro 
the Colledge above mentioned, of his own Inltitution and Foundation : But the 
publick Diflolution in the reign of Henry the eighth having ſnatched it away, it was 
by the Grant of that Prince made the Iohericance of Mr. Joh» Buck/er , who about the 
beginpipg of Edward the fixth, paſſed it away to Sir ikiam Damſel! eraploid as Agent 
from that Prince to the Crown of France, and he going our in four Danghters and 
Coheirs, one of them by matching with Burſton made ic upon the diſunion of the 
the Body of the Eſtate into parcels,a Limb of his patrimony ; and remained ſo, uncil 
our Fathers remembrance; and then it was conveyed to Moil of Bxckwell, and was nor 
many years ſiwce conveyed by Robert Moile Eſquire, alienated by Sale to Sir Thomas 
Finch, afterwards Earl of #inchelſey, Father to Heneage Finch Earl of #'inchelſey now 
Proprietary of 1t, a 

Raymond: is the laſt place of Account in #ye , which afforded a Seat, and gave a 
Sirname to a Family ſo called, and were eminent in this Pariſh many hundred years 
ſince; as being-Stewards to the Abby of Battle for Lands near this place, and it is 

robable this place was the original Seminary or Fountain from whence the Raimend: 
of Eſſex, Norfolk, and.other Counties in this Nation, deduced their primitive Ex- 
tration: But to advance in my diſcourſe : this Family of Raymord having long fince 
abandoned the Signory of this place, it hath been for ſundry Deſcents the Inheritance 
of Beck, and is ill enticuled co the propriety of one of this Name and Family. 
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Alding 1n the Hundred of Twyford: It was in old Saxon Orrhography written 

Ealding trom the Watry Situation of the Meadows, It was made eminent by being 
parcel of the Iovheritance of the Earls of Glsuceſter whoſe Sirname was 4: Clare , un- 
der whoſe S1gnory it remained rill Gilbert de Clare Eacl of Glonceſter and Hertford, who 
decealcd in the eighch year of Edward the ſecond, and lefc Aargaret ae ( lare his ſole 
Heir > who was married to Hugh de Audley, who became, in right of his Wife, Lord of 
the propriety of Talding, and tarl of Glouceſter likewiſe ; but enjoyed neither no con- 
fiderable ſpace ot Time ; for he died in the twenty firit yer of Edward the firlt, and 
lefc no Iflue Male : fo that CAargaret Andley bec:me his Heir, who by matching with 
Rafe Earl of Stafford, calt it into his patrimony ; and he at his Death, which was in 
the torty {ixth year of Edward the third in her right was tound to be poſſelt of it; and 
in this Family cid che Inheritance fix it ſelf rill the reign of Heyry the eighth, and 
then Edward Stafford Duke of Buckingham, deſcended in a direct line from the above- 
ſaid Kafe Stafford, havivg by his own improvidence and miſcarriage laid himſelf open 
ro the Malitious Aflaults of Cardinal Wolſey , He by blowing of wild ConjeQures 
into the Ears of King Heyry the eighth, blew up the fire of his rage into that heighr 
and fury, that nothing could extinguiſh it bur the Blood of this Peer poured our by 
an untimely Ettufion upon the Scaffold: vpon whole infortunate Deceaſe his Eſtate 
by Forfeiture and Eſchear devolved to the Crown, And K, Heyxry the eighth fuddenly 
after granted 7alding to his Kinſman Hex.Somerſet E, of Worceſter,whoſe Father Charles 
S»wmerſet he in the ſeventh year of his Government by a new Creation had adorned 
wirh that Title ; from whom not long after it was by purchaſe incorporated into the 
Patrimony of Nevill Baron of Aburgavenny , whoſe Succeſſor is Joh» Newill both

Woodfold is a place not to be declined without ſome Conſideration ; becauſe it was 
a place formerly of nn contemprible repute : tor Anſelm de Quintin, originally iſſued 
out from the ancient Family of Bexpton tn 7i/tre held it in the twentieth year of 
Edward the third. by the fourth part of a Knights Feee, (as the Book of Aid teſtifies) at 
the makin? the Black Prince Knight;and here afre: rhe Poſſeſſion divers years had refi- 
ded. it ſhrunk away from this Family, and by purchaſe was carried into the Inhericance 
of B:rton, where likewiſe it was ſome Generations ſettled, till the fame Victfrnde , 
made it as inconiiant here; as it had been ro the former Family, and by Sale cranſported 
che right of it to Vane, a younger Branch of YVayxe Earl of Weſtmerland, in whoſe Name

left three Daughters and Coheirs ſurviving ( for Marla the fourth died unmarried ) _ 
toſhare lis Eftate, Frances was matched to Sir Mathew Carew, El:zaberk mariied Sirto Sir will. 
John Steed, and Chriſtian eſpouſed Sir John Hales; and ſo thele three dividing E'lmeley-Cromer 7.

Graing Iſland lies in the Hundred of Hoo, and had Qlill the fame Owners with the 
Mannor of A1zlmains in Stoke not tarre diltant. Nicholas Malmains held it at his Death 
which was 1n the twenty third year of Edward the third, and fromhim did the Title 
ftreaminchis Family uncil che beginning of Henry the tourth, and then ic wenr away 
by Sale to /aen of Rypley Conrt in Yeſtwell, and inthis Family did the Poſl ſhon dwell, 
untill the beginning of Heyry the eighth, and then ir was alievated to jobs Parks 
Gentleman, and he not long after dying without Iflue Male, El:z4b-th his Sole In- 
heritrix , who was wedded to John Roper of Bedmancore in Lingsted Eſquire united 
It to his Parrimony , and from him is it now deſcended to his Succetſor Chriſtopher 
Roper the inſtant Bron of Tenham. 


Harte li:s in the Hundred of Feverham, and did ancier'ly acknowledge the Do- 
minion of the Abbor and Covent of Fever/kam. until John, Abbor of that place in che 
renth year of Herry the eighth obtained a Licence from the Crown to alienate it to 
7 homas Colepeper Eiquire ; but here its abode was of no long Moment ; for abour the 
latter end of Henry theeighth it was tranſmitted by Sale to'Sir 7 homas C heyney, whoſe 
Son the Lord Henry Cheyney abour the middle of Q.El:;zabeth pafled it away to Samuel 
7 I a Eſquiie, great Grand-father ro Mr. ,......

church, and was givento that Cloiſter.in the year 132, by Edi Biſhop of Sr. Marrins 
without Cant. but upon the Suppreflion of that Covent in the reign of Her.the eighth, 
this Mannor with all ics appendant was Immunities granted co Hem, Criſpe Eſq; whoſe 
Son Nicholas Criſpe, held it the fixth of Q,E/iz.andatcer him james Hales Eſquire + and 
he in the chirteench of char Princeſs alienated it to Freak, in which Family it re 
Ccc mained 
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mained untill che Beginniog of King James ; and chen it was conveyed by Sir Themas 
Freak, to Sir Themas Bijbop, and he 1n the fixteenth year of the abgyelaid Prince , 
eave It 10 marriage with his Daughter Mrs, fave biſhop, to Edward eAiford Eſquire ; 
and ſhe in right ot chat ociginal Serrlemenrt does now hold chis Mannor. 

Palſtre is another Mannor in Witreſham which repreſents to us the memory of Jobs 
de Palſtre, who was anciently Lord of che Fee : bur betore the end of Edward the 
third, this Family was vaniſhed ; and then che Charle;'s, a Family of generous rank 
at Addington were ſctled in the poſle{iion, and Richard ( harles held ity in the fifth year 
of Richard the ſecond, and {odid Nicholas Charles, who dyed poſlelt of ic in the ele- 
venth year of that Prince, Rot, Eſc. Num, 16, And trom this Family by Alice one 
of the Coheitrs, it devolyed ro #/ilham Srath, and he concluding in a Davghrer and 
Heir, ſhe by matching with /7atroz, brovght it to be uniced to the patrimony of this 
Family. And here it made ics Re; dence untill che reivnof Hezxrythe fixth; and then 
it was paſſed away to Robert Rndſton Eiquire, who being embarked in the reign of 
Queen Mary, inthe Delign of Sir 7 homas Wiatt , although he did not forfeit his 
Life, yer he did that of his Eltare, which by the ſpecial Indulgence of that Princeſle, 
was granted back to him, 1nthe ſecond year of her reign, in which this was involved, 
which remained withthis Family untill allmoſt ouc Time; and then it was paſſed a- 
way to Sir Edward Henden, one of the Barons of the Exchequer, who dying not long 
fince withont Iflue, gave it to his Nephew Sir Joh» Henden,Father ro E£dw. Hengen Elq;

Owlje is another Mannor in Witreſbam, which anciently was written Ovely,as having 
owners of that Sirname, who ſtayed not here vntiil che Beginning of Richard the 
cond, but were extipguiſhed,and lefc che poſſeſſion co As Odrarne,a Family ancient- 
ly of 200d Note, Afrec whom I cannot ( becauſe the private Evidences are embezel'd) 
diſcover what Families were ſucceſſively planted inthe poſſeſſion. Only I find it about 
the latter end of Hezry the eighth, in the poſſeſſion of Hſayney of Biddenden, in 
whom the Intereſt continued, untill ſome few years iince it was alienated by Sir Joh» 
Mayney of Linton Knight and Baroner, to Peter Ricaut Eſquire, who hath lately alie- 
nated his right in ic to Mr, Menell of London, 

Ebeney was given tothe Monks of ( hriſtchurch in Canterbury , by K. Athulfis, at the 
particular entreaty and init:igation of Ceo/zoth the Arch-biſhop , in the year $32, to 


. the Reparation of cheir Cloilter and Carhedral., The words regiltred in the Latine 


Record are theſe, Anno Domimn 832, Rex Athnlfu inſtintlu Ceolnothi eA rchiepiſcops 
aedit Ebexeyam ad opis eMonachoruns, Libere ſicut Adibam, But when the Im- 
pieties of the Monks, who had clotiiered up Religion ir ſelf ina Lazy Cell, grew fo 
clamorous, that they called to: Vengeance upon rheir Seminatries, that Storm aroſe in 
the reign of Henry the eighth, which by the Diflolution of ctheic Covents, expiared 
their {rregularities ; thiz Mannor was ſurrendered rothe Crown, and the aboveſaid 
Prince, ip the thirty ſecond year of his Government, granted it to Sir Walter Henley 
Serjeant at Law, who dying withour Iflue-male, his three Daughters, namely Eliza- 
beth married to Wilkam Waller Eſquire, Hellez firtt weddedro Thomas Colepeper of Bedge- 
bury Eſquire ; ſecondly to Sir George Somerſet ; and thirdly to Thomas Vane of Birr ſton 
Eſquire ; and Anne matched ro Richard Covert of Slaugham, as his Coheirs entered 
upon his Inhericanc: , and then chis place upon the Divifion of his eſtate , 
increaſed the Demeaſnot R:i-hard Covert Eſquire, from whom by the Devolution of a 
deſcendant right, the title 1s now lodged in his Succeflor Mr... . . .

Hocking , who had a revenue likewiſe about Mrkon, Stockbury, 
Hartlip and Shepey, of no deſpicable Bulk, john cAfocking Son of VVilliam HMocking 
flouriſhed under rhe Scepter of Edward the firſt, Edward the ſecond , and held this 
Mannot at his Deceaie, which was in the eleventh year of E£dward rhe third, Ree, Eſc, 
Nywm.75. And.n this Family didthe poſſeflion fix, untill the reign of Heyxry the

of this Alliance, deſcend to his Grandchild the right honorable Koberr Earl of Lee 
ceſter, who not many yeats lince paſſed it away to Sir Edward Hengop, one of tifke 
Barons of the Exchequer, who upon his Deceaſe gave it to his Nephew Sir Jobs 
Hendon of Biddexden, and he not long fince alienat<dit ro Mr. john Arſiin of Tent er.

Oninborongh, or rather originally Kingsborongh, as Komsbergh in Pruſſia, is now cor- 
ruptly called © zex5borough, acknowledged King Edward the thira for the Founder, 
who(having wedded Philippa Daughter of William Earl of Henanlt and Hellandzand his cc- 
caſions often calling him to paſle into her Fathers Dominion,whoſe Aid and Afſiftance 
he required 1» the great enterpriſe, for the Recovery of his undoubted right ro the 
Diadem of Fraxce)heereed this rong and ately Fotrrefle:for detence of the mourt: 
of the Thames, and his own ſecure Accomodation. And becauſe the Situation of rhis 
place was unhealthy, he(ro allure Inhabitants) in the year 1366, enobled the Town 
with a Charrer of Incorporation, wherein he indulges by Gravtr ample priviledges and 
Immuniries unts it, as namely to hold rwo Mercates weekly, one on the Munday and 
the other on the-Thurſday; and rwo Fairs yearly.one at the Feaſt of St, Jawes,the other 
on the twenty fourth of March, and to make Choice of Burgefes to ſendro Parlia- 
ment. The principal AcrchiceR and Surveyour of the work , was William Wickham, 
after Biſhop of Wizcheſter, who had been formerly employed in that kind, ar the re- 


 edifying Windſor-caſtle, when his g00d patron John de Vuedal, was Conſtable there, 


This man uſed to inſcribe on' the. edifices thus erected, this Inſcription, This made 
PVickham, whereby ſome conceived, he atrogared to himſelf che Colt and payment of 
the Scrudture, andinformed the King thereof : but his ingenious expoſition ſatisfied 
that Prince, when he ſhewed him thac by his InſpeRion and Infiohr into thoſe matters, 
he h ad obtained both his Ecclefiaftical and Tecular promorions, being mace Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, 'firlt Keeper of the privy Seal, and then of the King's Conſcience, his laſt 
Gradation or Aſcent being ro be Lord Chancellor of Eng/and, When King Edward 
had perfeed this Cafile, he inſtituted a Chitf Governonr, who was for the fiiture, 
to carry the Title 'of Conftable; like as'at ' Dover-caftle, and elfewhere, The 
Caralogne of thoſe who ſucceeded in that Command , I have fer down, .

Minſter is the next place of Account inthis Iſland,” and is contracted from the 
Latin Word Monafterinm,from whence this Town hath its Appellation, and may chal- 
lerge the third place amongſt our Engl; Nunneries, For Sexbaurga Daughter. ro 
Ercombert King of Kent (to whom and the Virgin Mary, the Church of this Pariſh 
is devored anddedicared) .in the year 664 erected a Religious Houſe at this place 
and liberally endowed it, for the Suftentation of vayled Virgins. - The ſecond was 
founded by Earſwicth Daughter of Eagbald King of Kent, at Folk5ton, And the itt. 
had its Inſtitucion at Limnge, hikewile 10 this County, by Eadbarga, and ereted to 
the Honor of the Virgin /fary and St, Milarea,But the Antiquity of this Cell, and the 
SanRiryattributed to it by elder times,could not ſo skreen or reſcue it from theHeatof 
War, bur it was thrice ſacked and diſmantled by the barbarous icruptions of the Daves, 
within leſſe then anAge,which by uſual Account is faid co be thirty year. The firtmis- 
fortune happened to it inthe year 83 2,when thirty five Sail of them arrived here and 
rifled ic, The ſecond and thirdtimeywas inthe year85 1,andchen agatn inthe year 855; 
by the Armies of them who winrered their Ships within this Iſland. Behkdes theſe. 
depredations the complices of Earl: Gedwin , and his Sons, in the Time of their, 
proſcriptionand exile, which was in the year 1052, landedin this Ifland, and mi- 


ſerably harrafled it, by fillingall places with Ruine and, ,Devaſiation, Indeed Reli- 


eion when ic glitters witha ſplendid and full revenue, 1s. like the Pictures of the am- 
cient Saints, apparelled in-xich Garments,which ſome have been enticed to rob, nox 
out of ill Will to cher SapRiry,, bur loye to their Shrines, and Beauty of their: 
Cloaths; Perſecution and the Robesof Humiliry were the Attire of the primitive 
Church, and when ſhe is.drefled up in gaudy Fortunes, it is no morethen ſhe merits: 


'Yert ſometimes it occaſions the Devil, ro cheat, her of her Holinefle ; and impious 


men by an unjuſt and injurious Sacriledge, rocheart, her of her. riches; Bur I have 
digreſſed: I now return into the Track of my Diſcourſe, and mult 1njorm wy Reader, 
that although the Glory of this Cloilter,, was ſo bowed down and bzpken with4heſe 
misfortunes , that ic _a»peared almolt ſunk.in its own Calamiges2. yer by the;piety 
of ſubſequeng Ages, itbuoyed up again: but was, mare eſpecially by che indulgent 
Trip of King Zevry the fourth, who in,the ficft year of bjs.rezgn; confirmed their 
ald priviledges, and tothoſe added by patent many pew, And in-chis Condition : 
: ; COnLanue 
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continued vurill che general Diflolutionor Deluge , and then it was by Henry the 
eighth, in che ewenty ninth year of his reign,granted to Sir Thomas heyney:and his Son 
Henry Lord Cheyney, having inthe Beginning of QuecnE/izabeth . exchanved 1: for 
other Lands with that Piincefle ; ſhe reoranted it to Sir Edw.rd Hobby, who had 
matched with her Kinſwoman Margaret, Daughter of Heary Lord Hunſd:x, and 
his Son Sir Edward Hebby, abour the middle of King James paſled it away to Mr,Hes, 
Richards, and he upon his Deceale bequeathed it to Gabriel Liveſey Eſquire ; and he, 
almoſt inour Remembrance, conveyed ic to Sir fohn Heyward, who tetled it upon his 
rwo Feoffees in Trult, Sir Francs Buller of Cornwall, and Serjeant Clerk of Keche- 
ſer, for ſuch Charitable Uſes, as they ſhould think proportionate to that Convey- 
ances 

The Mannor of Northwood, is fituated in this Pariſh, which was the Inheritance 
of Jordanwae Scapera, tor fo he is writren in old datelefie Deeds, and he had Iflue 
Stephen de Northwood, who was the firſt whom I tind in Record, to have aſſumed this 
Appellation, and he was Father to Sir Roger de Nerthwood, who lies buryed in Mizſter 
Church, with an Inſcription affixed to his Monument, which ſeems by its more mo- 
dern CharaQer , to have been corrupted ; Ir is this: Hic jacet Rogers Northwood, 
Miles,ſepulrins ante Congueſtum, Indeed his Figure is fairly inſculped in Braſle, with 
that of his Lady Bona lying by him, who was Sifter and Heir of 1i/l;ams de Wantow. 
The vulgar upon a credulous errour every where affirm, that all thoſe who are thus 
buryed, were enterr'd after the Conqueſt; when it is Certaip tha many were entom- 
bed in this poſture, many years before the Conquerour, that had oblived chemſelves 
by Vow, to defend the Crofle and Sepulcher of our Saviour, avainlt the Fury and 
Affaults of Infidels, Sure I am;the Tomb next to this appears to be far more ancienr, 
and of ſo venerable a Form, that its like doth not occurre in any other place ; there 
15 not any Letter of Inſcription lefr, only the Coat isa ſure Teſtimony, that it was one 
of the Anceſtors of the Ty of Northwood, Bur to proceed : john Norwood one 
of this Houſe, as the private Records of the Family teſiihe,fealted H, the fifth.arthe 
RedLion in Sedingbourneand theWine amounted upon the wole accountbut to g.s.and 
9.4. Wine beipg then rated but at a penny the pint. Northwood another ofthis Name, 
and Family, did fignal Service at the Battel of Agizcourt, and afterwards at the Batrel 
of Vernoile, which was managed by John Duke ot Bedford, Regent of France, He wa; 
Kinſman of Johns Northwood, who was the laſt of this Name at this place ; for he a- 
bour the latter end of Edward the fourth, alicnated it to YVill:am VV arner Eſquire ; 
whoſe Sonand Heir V/7/i{l:amV//arner,abont the Beginning of Hexry the eighth, de- 
miſed ic to Sir Thomas (heyney, and his Son Sir Hexry Lord Cheyney, having exc hanged 
it for other Lands with Queen Elizabeth, it remained with the Crown, unci!l! King * 
3ames in the ſecond year of his reign, granted it tothe right honorable Philip Herbert 
Earl of Montgomery, and afterwards Earl of Pembroke. 

' Newhall is another little Mannor in Minſter, which Fulke Peyforer dyed ſeiſed of-inthe 
ninth year of £dwardthe ſecond ; and from him ic devolved by deſcent ro be the pa- 
rrimony of his great Grandchild Fulk Peyforer, and his Sole Heir Julias carticd it a- 
way to Thomas St. Leger of Ottringden, whoſe two Female Coheirs being matched 
to Aucher and Ewias, (hared his Inheritance, and abour the reign of Henry the fifth, 
paſſed it away by Sale to Cromer , whoſe Succeflor V/illiam C romer, having about the 
latter end of 'Hexrythe eighth, by ſome miſdemeanor, forteited'it ro the Crown, ir 
was granted to one Stephey Gramme, in which Family it remained uncill che Begin- 
ting. of Queen Elizabeth, and then it was alienated ro Small; from which Natne, 
the ſame Viciſfirnde not many years ſince carried it off to Luck; who tranſmitted his 
Right init to Mr, Hezry Newton, who hath lately demiſed it ro Mr. Joſi4 Gering of 
London. 

Riſhingdonis the laſt place of Account, which is circumſcribed wichin the Limits 
of cMinſter, Ir was in the twenty third year of Edward the firlt, wrapped up in the 
patrimony of Savage : for at that time Johx de Savage obtained a Charter of Free- 
watrren, to ſeveral of his Mannors in Kezxt, in the Number of which this is regiltered 
fot one ; bur in the reign of Edwardthe third, the poſſeſſion was departed from this 


Fimily, beipg purchaſed by Philippa Wife and Queen to Edwardthe third, and ſetled 
upon - 6 Hoſpital of St. Katharine neere the Tower, in cemeaſy it hath lays 
inyolye 
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involved cver 1ince. In the fourteenth year of the reign ot: Richard the ſecond, John 
of Gawunt Duke ot Laxcaſter, the King's Uncle, was Leflee ro that Haſpital, as ap- 
pzars Rot, Eſc, Num. 113, Which I mention to diicover to the Reader, that even 
in thoſe Times, Perions of the greateſt eminence did not diidain tobe Tenants foc 
an Eltace to an Hoſpital, 

Eaſt- ( hurch is the next place which comes to be conſidered : Which though ob- 
ſcure in ut felt, yet 1s made eminent by Shurlarnd, which is a Limb of this Pariſh, 
and anciently did own a noble Family which bore that Sirname; the laſt of which 
was Sir Robert de Shurland, who was on2 of thoſe Kentih Bannerets, which were 
made by King Edzzrd the hirtt, at rhe Siege of Carlavereck , in the twenty eighth 

ear of his reign, and co whom the tormer Prince, as a tarther Symbol or Teſtimany 
of his Merit-granced a Charter of Free-warren inthe twenty ninth year of his reign, 
ro his Mannor of Sharland: not long ater which he deceaſed, and lies enrombeq 
under an Arch in the Southwall, with his pourtraicture inſculped in a Matble, in 
Minfter Church, whoſe Tomb is become the Scene of much Falſhood and populac 
ecrour; the vulgar havipg digged our of his Vault, many wild Legends and Romian- 
Cces,as namely that he buryed a Prieit alive, that he ſwam on his horſe cwo miles 
chorough the Sea,to the King, who was then neer this liland op Shipboard, ro pur- 
chaſe his pardon;and having obtained it,ſyyam back to the Shore: where being arrived, 
he cur off che head of his faidHorſe, becauſe it was afhicmedzhe had atedthis by Magick: 
and that riding, on huating a twelvemoneth atrer,his hotſe fflumbled and threw him on 
the Scull of his tormer Horſe,which blo {0 bruiſed him,cthat from that Contuſion he 
contracted an inward impoliumation, of which he dyed ; and in memory of which, 
an Horie Head is placed at his Feet ; which fictitious Story, is rent into the diſunion 
of ſo many abſurd c1:cumBances, that I ſhall repreſent co che Reager, the Founda- 
tion on which this fabulous Narrative was formerly eltabliſhed, which is. no more bur 
this, Sir Rebert de Shurland above-mentioned, being Lord Warden of the Cinque- 
ports.and a man of eminent Authority under Edward the firſt,obtained Grant of pri- 
viledge by Charter, to have wrack of Sea upon his Lands confining on the Sea Shore, 
neere Shurlaxd: now the extent of this Royaltie 15 evermore eſteemed ro reach asfar 
inco the Water, upon a low ebb, as a mancanride in, and touchany thipg with the 
point of his Launce) and ſo you have rhe explication of - chis marvel; and the cou- 
chivg either of whole Creatures, or part of them, at the-Feer of worthy perſonages, 
is molt frequent beth now and in elder Times, that theſe inanimate Repreſentations 
might be the Symbols or Hieroglyphicks,to intimate to poſterity thoſe Virtues which 
were cehdenc 10 them when alive. Bur ro proceed: the abovementioned Sir R gvert 
de Shurland, having improved his Repuration with many poble and worthy Actions, 
letc Thar only ro perpervate his Name to poſterity, having no Iſlve-male to cenrinue 
1t:ior he lefc only one Daughter and Heic, matched to W, de Cheyney of Patrickgbours 
{ heyney, who was lon and heir to Sir Alexander de Cheyaey, whois inthe Inventory or 
Liit of thoſe Knights Rannerers,who were ennobled with that Dignicy,byE.the firik,ar 
theSiege of Carlaveroch, inthe'twenty eighth year of /hisreign, and in Right of this 
Match, dyed poſlett of it,in the eighth yeac at 'E, the third, Rot, Eſc, Num.58, And from 
him did ic come down to his great Grandchild, Sir oh» Cheyney who was Knight of 
the Garter, and frequencly Knighr of rhis Shice, in ſundry Parliaments., under the 
Gove:rnment of Henry the fourth, intheficit year ot whoſe reign, as our Chronicles 
inform us, he-was ſent Emballador to ſeveral forreign Princes, to repreſent to them 
the Reaſons oc Motives which induced him co aflunie the E»glib Diadezm, and in the 
fr{t and ſecond year of that: P;arice, he was choſen Speaker ot Parliament, Sir WzBiays 
Cheyney another: of this Family of Shurlaxd, was firit a Judge, and ſecondly Lord 
Chiet Juiiice of the Kings Bench, inthe reign of Herry the fifth : bur the greatelt 
Hononr this Mannor atchieved, was when-it came tobe poſlett by Sir Thomas Cheyney 
who was Koiyht of the Garter, Lord, Warden ot the, Cinque-ports, Conltable of 
Qmnborongh Caitle, and one,of the Privy Councel tio, Heary the eighth, and he: had 
Ine Sic Henry Chey=ey, created Henry Lord Chezney of Tuddington by Queen Elx #- 
beth, who having exchanged this Mannor of Shurland yyulr that Princeſle, it remai- 
ped with the patrimovy ot the;Crown, unrill rhe lecqnd, year of King, James.; and 
then it was by royal Conggſhon from chat Prince, madexhe Inhericante of Philip _ 
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of CAMonrgomery,and atter of Pembroke,upon whoſe late deceale ic is now come to con- 
teſle the $1gnory of his ſecond Son Mr, James Herbert, 

King «borough is another Mannor inthis Pariſh, whoſe Name rtacitly intimates to 
us» that it was involved tormerly in the Revenue of the Crown, and was the place 
which the Inhabitants frequented, nor only tor the holding of a Court, tor rhe choice 
and election of the Conſtables of the Iſland : bur likewite here afl:mbled to nomi- 
nate and appoinc thoſe Wardens or Bailitfs, that were ro take Cogniſance or Charge 
of the patlage called Kingsferry, which divides the Iſland, and the main Land of the 
County ; this Mannor after it had for many- Genezations layn folded up in che royal 
Demeaſne, was by Queen Elizabeth, granted to Mr, Henry Cary ; who about the Be- 
oinning of K. James, paſſed it away to Swaleman, whole Deicendant is Bill enticuled 
co the propriety of it, 

Leiſdox next offers it ſelfe up to our view , which was parcel of that eftare which 
acknowledged the noble and ancient Family of Grey of Rotherfield in Suſſex for its an- 
cient Owners, The ficlt which made this Family eminent was John de Orey, Who was 
frequencly ſummoned to ht in Parhament as Baron, in the reign of Edward the third, 
and dyed poſſeſt of this Mannor in the thirty chird year of that Prince, Rot, Eſc. Num. 
38, Andſodid Robert Grey his Succeſlor, in the ſecond year of Hezry the fourth, 
After his Exit, Ido nor findirt long conſtant to the Sjgnory of this Name : for abour 
rhe Beginning of Hexry the ſixth it was alienatedco Lovell; and by viccue of this Pur- 
chaſe, Sir William Love! held it at his Death, which was in the rwenry third year of 
Henry the ſixth. Afrer this Family had abandoned the poſſeſſion, the Cheyneys of 
Shurl ind were by purchaſe planted in the Inheritance, and remained ſerled in the 
Fee-ſumple of it, untill Sir Henry Lord (heyney, exchanged ic with Queen El;- 
zabeth. 

Nst- called ſo vulgarly, but in the'ancient Courr-rolls named Notts, as being the 
Inheritance of a Family called Note, is a little Mannor in Le:iſdon, which after it had 
for many deſcents acknowledzed no other proprietaries, bur this Family, about the 
Beginning of Edward the fourth, was rent from them by purchaſe, and tranſplanted 
into Bartholomew, a Family which were Owners anciently of much Land abour Ling- 
fed, Throuley,and other places in chat Track, and contipued Maſters of this Lordſhip, 
untill the reign of Henry theeighth ; and then it was conveyed to Sir Thomas C heyney; 
whoſe Son Sir Henry Cheyney abour the Beginnipg of Queen Elizabeth, piſſed ir away 
ro Sampſon, a Family which had been poſleſlors of Sampſon-court, not tar diſtant many 
hundred years; and were deſcended trom Witiam Sampſon, who was frequently ſum- 
moned to fit in Parliameur as Baron in the reignot Edwardche firlt, From Sampſon it 
was again in our Fathers Memory catried off to O.borne, in the Deſcendants of which 
Family the right is till fixed, 

Werdon is the laſt place of Account in this Ifland , Tr was in times of an elder In- 
ſcription involved in the Inhericance of Savage of Bebbing, and in the twenty third 
year of Edwardthe firlt, Sir Johs de Savage obtained a Charter of Free-watren to his 
Mannor of Werdon : But before the middle of Edward the third, this Family had 
ſurrendered their Intereſt here to Fremmgham ; for John de Fremingham dyed icifed of 
it, inthe twenty third year of Edwardthe third : bur whether it devolved with'other 
Land by theHeir general of Fremimgham tolſley or nor,is incertain,becavſe thoſe privrae 
evidences which relate to this Manyor, extend no higher then the reign of Edward the 
fourth ; and then I find the propriery of it in Norten, in which Family aiter che poſ- 
ſeſhon had reſided uprill cur times, it was conveyed to Edmund Toke of Dartford Eſq, 


Barriſter at Law, now proprietary of ir, 


Thaner lies, if not all, yet moſt part of it, circymſcribed within the Hundred of 
Ruaxgleſlow: Itis ſtyled in Greek by ancient Authors @Z,a7&@ inLatine Thanerum, and 
in the Saxon it is curtailed into T haxet,which an old Manuſcript which I have ſeen, de- 
duces from rwo Saxon Words Thaxe and Tete, which in that Language then implyed 
as much az the Lords-Entrance : but for my particular, I believe rhat the Saxons, when 
vpon the Donation of it tothem by Yortger, rhey firſt entered into this Iſland, fin- 
ding that T havetum was a Latine Name impoſed upon it by the Romans, who had bur 


pewly then deſerted the Protection of this Iflapd, new-ſofrned the Name by contra» 
ing 
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ctins it, and then quilced it intothe Alphabet of their own Language, and called it 
Thanett ; and that this is probable, I thall evince trom circumitances , Puno 1n La- 
tine ſignifies to puniſh, from whence the Saxons iyled char place by Maidſtone, where 
they puniſhed MaletaQtors Pinandun Hoath: So Caſtrum was a Name uſed by the Ro- 
mans to fienifie or expreſſe any Calle or Fottrefle, which the Saxons upon their ad- 
miſſion into this I{land, finding it to be impoſed upon all places of (trepgrh and 1m- 
portance, adopted it into their Dialect, and trom the word Coſtram extracted the word 
{ceafter, 1 could inftance in many other particulars, bur chic 1 ſhould both weaty my 
Reader, and clog this Diſcourie with Supeifiuicies: I thall therefore trom the powwi1- 
liinz the Name,deſcend to the D-icrijcion of the liland, 

S:rre,now vulgarly called Sarre, is che ficlt place of Note which offers ic ſelfup to a 
view : It was anciently a Pariſh, untill peradventuce the unhealchincile of the Soile ; 
for it now conhnes upon Mariſhes (where tormecly glided char Culler of Sea-water, 
now wholly itifled wich Sand) which inage 7 hazert an Ifand, as may plainly appeat by 
an ancient Mapp, printed by the original, and now extant inthe Book called Monaſti- 
cum Anglicanzm) or elle trom the inlaiubricy ot the Air, which beipg polluted wich 
thoſe black and togeic vapours which alcend trom a looſe and foggie eaith , very fre- 
quently leave a venomous Tincture upon the Blood and Syiiirs of rhoſe Inbabicants, 
who are ſubject ro the imprethon of tuch pernicious exhalations, forced thoſe who 
dwelt in Serre, to abandon ſo lickly a Habictation ; and ſo the Pariſh by degrees, began 
to langviſh away into that Solitude, we ſee it is ſhrunk ingo-at preſent, The Chucch 
was dedicated to Sc, Gules, bur at preſent lies entombed in ſuch torgotten Ruines, thar 
ſcarce the leaſt Remains are vihble, The Mannor it felt was one ot the anci-cnr Seats 
of the noble Family of Cr:e!, Bertram de Cri0% augments the Regiſter of thoſe Kexriſh 
Gentlemen, who were with Ruchard the firli at the Siege of Acorn in Paleſtine, Bartho- 
lomew de Crioll another of this Name and Family, was Lieutenant of Dever-caſtle under 
the aboveſaid Prince, S:ww0x de Crioll was with Edward the firit,at his proſperous Siege 
of Carlaverock... ati for its generous Aſſiſtance there, received the Order of Knight- 
hood, and trom him it came down to Sir Wilham Crioll, Father to Sir jJohz Crioll who 
held ic inthe Beginning of Henry the fixth, as appears Pat. 9g. Hen, 6. Par, prim. 
Memb, 1g. And trom him was ic trav{mitted to his Son Sic 7 homas Keriell, Knight of 
the Garter, a Man of chat worth and eminence; in that time he lived in, chat I might 
ſeem ſomething to obſcure his Glory, it I ſhould nor repicſent to the Reader, ſome 
of theſe honorable Archievements, which he performed in Frazce, the Relation of 
which I have omitted in my Deſcription of Stockbury and Walmer, In the ninth year 
of Henry the txih, he being Guyernour of Gomrney in Norman} , iflucd 18 of that 
place, and haraſied not only that P:ovince, but tought with the Earl o: Br. ta:gne, 
who was {ent co oppoſe his Eruptions, and aiter a ſharp Combat gave him a remack- 
able diſcomfiture, killing abour {:x hundred, and captivating tvio hundred Soldiers, 
Io che fitteenth of Henry the tixth, be ſeiied u on the Duke of Burgand:e's Carriages 
and Cannons.leaving Cretoy (a Fortrefle then in poſſetion of rhe £g/ih, and not long 
before diltreſſed by the aboveſ.:id Duke) turniſhed with victual for t:x hundred men , 
for the ſpace of 2 twelvemonth, And laltly 1n the twenty ſeventh year of Hexry the 
fixth, he was ſept over into France, with a lupply of 1500 men to recruit the Engliſh 
Army, where he didas much with ſo {mall a quantity of men, as could be expected 
from humane Courage, and having reduced ſome pieces of ficen;th , he encountered 
the Eacl of Clermont at a place called Formigzey, where being overlaid with Mulricude, 
after he had giver moli fgnal Teſtimony ot his valour, and diſcharged all choſe durics 
which might have {ecured and preſerved rhe Honor of the Engl:;» Nation, and the 
Glory of the day, by which he declared himſelf co be nor only a prudent Man, but an 
expert Commander, he was detcated : Burto proceed, atter the Family of Crioll went 
out from the poſleflion of this place , which was betore the latter end of Henry the 
ſixth, John Whue Elquire, became Lord of the Fee, and heid ic at his Dearh,. which 
was in the ninth year of Edward the fourth : bur after his Deceaſe ic was not long re- 
hident inthis Name: for inthe reign of Henry the ſeventh, and Henry the eighth, 1 
fiodir the Inhericance of Bere, and was fixed in this Family , untill the Beginning of 
Queen Elizabeth; anc. then it was paſled away by Sale to Ru, anceſtor to Sir Fran- 
cs Ku, who not many years fince concluding in two Daughters and Coheirs , one of 
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them by matching with Sir George Wentworth of Wentwirth Woodbouſe in Vork-ſhire, 
chird Brother to Sir 7 homas Wentworth, late Earl of Stafford, trath made it his inftanc 
patrimony, | 

Downebarton is the next place which occurs,and challenges our Survey, There was 
a Family Sicnamed Exeter, that had large poſlethons at or neer this place, and were 
planted inthe Tenure of them many Centuries of years: Inthe tourth year of Hexry 
the ſixth; argarer Widow of John Exeter, held Lands at Downebarton in Right of 
Dower, as appears by an Inquihtion taken after her death, which commences from 
that ime. Bur the principal Honor this place anciently recieved, was, that it was 
a Mapnor which fell under che Signory of ths Arch-biſhops of Canterbury, as 1s mani= 
telt by an Inquiſition taken inthe twenty firſt of Richard the ſecond, Ret. Eſc. Num. 
7. Which repreſents co polterity what Lands and Mannors Thomas Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury held at that time; nor did ic depattfrom the revenue of this Sea , until the 
29.year of Hexry the eighth ; and then being exchanged with the Crown by Tho. Cran- 
mer Arch-biſhop of ( anterbury,it was granted away to Henry Criſpe Eſquire ; 10 which 
Fimily it was fixed untill thoſe times which were circumſcribed within the Verge of 
our Fathers Remembrance, and then ic was conveyed to Paramoenr, from which 
INarne pot many years fince, the viciſlitude of purchaſe cartied it away, and hath now 
made 1c patt of che demeaſn of Dame! Harvey of Combe-nevill, in King fton upon 
Thames Eſquire, 
 Ouchss in Eirchingtos was the ancient Seat of ap ancient Family which bore that Sir- 
paine, and after it had for many deſcents acknowledged it ſelt ro have related ro that 
Name, it devyolyed by paternal deſcent to John Qzekes, who about the Beginning of 
H, Utix ſeventh, expired in a Daughter and Heir who was matched to. . , ,Criſpe,extra- 
Red trom the Cr:ſpes of Oxfordjire,who had Alouriſhed there many Generations before, 
(as appears by an old pedigree new in the hands of Sir Nicholas Criſps of Londox under 
the Notion of Gentlemen of the belt Rank; nor did chis Family wither by being thus 
granſplanted, and inoculated upon a forraign Stem, bur rather did gather pew Sap 
and Ve.dure, which made it ſo exceedingly {prout forth, that Henry Crzſpe Eſquire, 
who was Sheriff of Kent in the thirty eighth of Henrythe eighth, and was afterwards 
honoured with knighthood, did ſhoot up to that power, and grew fo tall in Title, 
that he was1n the dialect of thoſe Times called Regalzu Inſule, or the Governour of the 
Iſle ot T haxner ; and from this worthy perſon, is Henry Criſpe Eſquire, Heir to Sir Herry 
Gp ot lopg fince deceaſed, and now proprietary of Qzekes, originally de-

1,/ejz-gate 1n Birchington was wrapped up inthat vaſt demeaſn which was 2ntituled co 
the potjcfiion ofthe noble and powerful Family of Leybourn of Leybourn-catile. Will, de 
1.eyv0urn Son of Roger de Leyboury, held it at his Death, which was in the third year of 
Ed, the ſecond, Ket, E{c, Num. 56. Andlett it to Roger de Leybourny, from whom with 
the ce(t of his difluſed partrimony in this County, it came to his only Davghter and 
Heir Juliana de Leybourn, fir marched to John de Haſtines, Brother or Kiniman to 
Laurence de Haſtings Earl of Pembroke, and then to Williams de Clinton Earl of Hurting- 
an, bur ſurvived them both, and dying without Ifſue in the forty third year of Edvard 
the third, ſhe made God her Heir to this Mannor, and gave it to the Abby of Sr, Aru- 
g#ſtins, and inthe patrimony of that Cloitter did the Title of this Manoor lie locked

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Dandehon1n the Pariſh of St, Johns, was che Seat of a Family in elder times Called 
Dent de lyon, as apper: s by divers ancient Deeds, ſome withour date, ſome as high as 
Edward che firlt : bur about the Government of Hemry the fourth, the Name was mel- 
ted down, and made more ſoft and ealie, and tranſplanted into Dandelion, as appears 
by ſeveral Deeds of one John Dandelion, which commence trom that Kings reign, and 
the reign of Hevry the ifih, and he had Iflue johr Dandelion, who about the Begin- 
ning of Edward the fourth, determined in a Davghrer and Heir, matched to Perit of 
Sh.1lmesford neer Charthars, and lies buryed under a fair Matble in $S:, Joh»s, with a 
plate of Brafle (it the Barbarity of theſe times, have not raviſhedic away) affixed ro 
ir, deſigning the time of his death, and by a Righr fortified and made firme , 
from this Alliance, does this ancient Seat now acknowledge the Signoty of Mr, Hewry 
Petit, 

Naſb-court inthe Pariſh aboveſatd, was anciently the poſfleſlion of the Garwintons, 
of whom [I bare ſpoken at Pekesbourn, where was their capital Manſion, and went a- 
long with the Intereſt of this Family, untill Fikiam Garminton the laſt of this Name 
dying without Iflue, inthe eleventh year of Hepry the fourth , bequeathed this and 
much other Land ro Richard Hant, who h:d married Joaz his neareſt Kinſwoman and 
Heir general of the Family ; and he lett it ro his Son Richard Haut, who leit only one 
Daughter called Margery, who was his Heir, and ſhe by matching with Willium Iſaack

After iſaack,yvas gone our » which was abgut the latrer end of Hewry the eighth, rhe 
Lincolzes by purchaſe became Lords of the Fee, and held it untill che midit of rhe 
reign of Quezn Ekzabeth ; and then ir was paſſed away tor ſome Courreſies obrained by 
the Heir of this Family, 10 Sir Roger Manword Chief Baron of the Exchequer; and

Lrybourn, as appears by a ſol-mn Inquilitiontaken after the deceaſe of William de Ley- 
batrz, who dyed poſictt of them in che third year of Edward the ſecond ; and from 
whom they Caine co his Grandchild. J:l1ana Sole Heir of Roger de Leybourn, who ha- 


' ving no Iflue.1n the forty third vear of Edward the third, either by John de Haſtings, or 


11 illtars de Clinton karl of Hurti;1gdon, conſiinted the Abby of Sr. Angvſtins, her heir to 
both theſe places ( a more certo1n Inheriror then any looſe Unthrift in the devour 
elimare of thoſe Times) with this Clauſe annexed, that the Brotherhood of that 
Covent, ſhould pray for the Souls of John de Haſtings, Lawrence de Haſtings Earl of Pem- 
broke, John ae Haſtings his Son, and lafily ter that of Willam de Clinton Earl of 
Huntingdon ; Which grant of hers was confirmed ( as appears by Thorne the 
Chronicler of St. Angnſtins lately printed) by Edward the third, in the year 1363, and 
it 1s probable that choſe rwo Chappels, which the fabulous Tradition of the 
Iſland is, were erected ar the two aboveiaid places. by rwo Virgins, were built by the 
beforementioned J=/ians, for rwo Chauncry Prietts, to celebrate Maſle for the Souls 
of her two deceaſed Husbands, Burto proceed, upon the Suppreſſhon of the Abby 
of St. Augnſtins, by Henry the eighth, theſe rwo Mannors being united ro the demeaſn 
of the Crown, the Fee-ſ1mple was lodged in the Royal patrimony, untill King James 
inthe Beginning of his reign, granced them ro Mr, Will:am Salter , who demiſed them 
to Mr, /Manaſſer Norwood, whoſe: Grandchild Mr, Alexander Norwozd, for ought I know, 
1s yet the proprietary of them. 

Salmeſton is the lait place of account in Sr. Johxs, and did belong, as appears by a 
Ono Warrants, Cited at large inthe late printed Chronicle of Thorne, to the Abby of 
Sr. Auguſtins. in the year 1362) and remained treaſured vp in the Demeaſn of that Co- 
yent, uncill its final Suppreſſion in the reign of Hexry the eighth, and then being renc 
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away from the Church, it was by a new ſerclement enttared again upon the Church, 
b<10g granted by the aboveſaid Prince, in the rwenty ninth o: his Rule, unto Thomas 
Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, andis at preſent held in Leaſe tor Lite, by the Lady ary

Fleet 1s a place of . Account which is frvated partly in the VPariih of St, Johns, and 
partly 10 Sr, Peters, and wasthe Inbericance, in Ages of a very high Extraction, of a 
Family who were wticten in Latine-Recotds dr Flera, and were planted here, as ap- 
pears by their dateleſle Dzeds, about the reign either of King John, or Henry the 
third, And when in times of a more modern Inſcription, they began ro teal with 
Coats of Armes, appendant to private Muniments and Evidences; I hind the pater=

Dane- court 1s another Seat of good Antiquity, and is placed likewiſe in Sr, Peters : 
It aftoided both Seat and Sirnam2 to a Family called D.e, who bore for their Corr 
Armour Gwles four Flower de Lis, Or. Bur the Cultome of Gavelkind having ſplic 
this Family into two branches, and conſequentty rent the eflate into two 
parcels, one of theſe branches withered away, before the end of Hezry the 
fourth, and went out in a Daughter and Heir called Margaret married to john 
Exeter. and ſhe by paternal right held ſome Lands here at Davze-conrs, at her deczaſe, 
which was inthe fourth year of Hezxry the fixcrh, Bur the other branch of this Family 
flouriſhed loinething longer ; for about the latter end of Hexry the fxth, John Dane 
the lait of this Family at this place, determined 1n a fole Danghter and Heszr, who 
was matched to Denxe of Den-hill, who had in her right Dane-coxrt : bur potleſt nor 
long his new Acquitts, for about the Latter end of Edward the fourth, I find it the 
Nerwoods ; from whom in the © hanel of ſncceflive Intereſt the Title owed down to 
Mr. eAlexander Northwood, who hath lately alienated all his Concernment 1n it to 
Mr. .... ..

Ellington 1s an ancieve Seat in the Pariſh of St. Lawrezce, which was the Retidence 
many Ages fince, of a Family called Ellizgron, ſome of which lay buried under very 
ancient Graveſtone3, in this Church of St, Lawrezce, with Inſcriptions too upon them) 
as Mr. Sprackling nor long lince deceaſed informed me : but the Inju'1es of time and 
batbarous Hands, have now (o violated thoſe Remembrances, that even the meraory * 
of this Family, were it not for private Evidences which (11ll preſerve Lite 1017, would 
have found a Tomb in Oblivion, as well as their Aſhes: Bur to proceed: Atrer this 
Family had been fixed here for many Deſcents, about the latter end of 7 dwars the 
fourth, it vaniſhed away from this place, being ſucceeded in the pofictiop by Thatcher, 
a Family of an high Anciquity, asto the Name, both here in Thayert, and at Canter- 
bury, For in the Crown-Office, I diſcover, as the Record is cited by Mr. Somner 1n his 
Survey of that City, Pag.77.that a dyſaſtrous Accident brought an untimely Fare to ove 
of this Name; for Simon the Son of eAdam de Colynham. and Henry the Son of Henry 
Thetcher, in the ſeventeenth year of K.£dward,Son of Edward the King:that is (Edward 
the ſecond,Son of Edward the firt)were fitting in a place beneath rhe Groundzat Mozks- 
dane neer Canterbury, and were preparing of Lime-ftones, quos per infortunium Terra 
ſupercidit, ita quod corpora eorum conquaſſabantar, unde moriebantur incontinenter, ſays the 
Latine-roll: Thar is, the earth ſunk in upon them, and cruſhed chem into the difor- 
ders of ancarly Sepulcher, Burt to return: Atter this Seat had reſted 1nthis Name, 
untill the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth , it was palled away to Sprack/in.and remains 
part of the Demeaſnof Mr. .. . . . Sprackiin, Fellow of Peterhoaſe in Cambriageat this 
10/tanr, | 

Aanſton is another ancient Seat in Sr, Lawrence , which was the Inheritance of 
CAManſton for many Generations. Rychard de Marſton, as 1 findby the Bundles of 1n- 
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certain years, kept in the Pipe-Oftice, was one ot the Recoguuores mwagne Aſjiſe inthe 
Time ot King John: from whence we may conjecture, that even in tnoſe rimes of io 
high ap Aſcent, this Family was under no narrow Or conmemprible Character or Re- 
pute. Iolatter LUNES) that 15, in the tourteenta year of Hezxry the fixth, I find #illam 
AManſton was Sheriff ot Kent, and held his Shrievalcy ar this place: and he had Iffue

Ncholas was his Son and Heir, who determined 1n a Daughrec and Heir 6alled E/iz4- 
beth, matched to John Dynley of Worceſter|).ire. Whole Succeſlor about the latter end of 
Queen Elizabeth, conveyed his Righr in 1afton, Poweiess(which likewill was annexed 
to the revenue of St. Nicholas by the Heir of Goſhail) and 7 horxe1wn Miſter, co S1r Job n 
Koper afterwards created Baron of 7chaw, by King james, whole great Grandchild 
the Lord (briffopher Roper, does (iill enjoy Marſton and 7 barue, bur Powcrers lately 
paſſed away by Sale to Edward Monns of Walderſhare Baroner, 

UVrper-comurt 1s a third place in St, Laurence, which may exact our Notice, becauſe it 
augmented the demeain tor many Generations, of the illu{trious Family of Croll, of 
whom I have ſpoken before in Sarre, and remained parcel oi their Inhericance, until 
the latter end of Heyry the ſixth ; and then it was paſled away by Sir Thamas Crioll, to 
John White Eſquire, and he dyed poſleſt of it in the ninth year of Edward the fourth: 
bur before the latter end of Heyxry the ſeventh, the poſleſtion of this place had deſerced 
this Name, and was calt by Sale into the Reveruz of Bere , and was conſtant to their 
Sienory, untill almoſt the times which bordered upon our Fathers Remembrance, and 
then it was by Sale conveyed to Johnſox , in which Family 1t 1s at this inflanc

Nether-court is the laſt Seat in Sv, Lawrexce, which calls for our remembrance; It was 
in Times of an elder Inſcription wrapt up in the Inheritance of the ancient and 
knightly Family of Goſall of Goſhatin 4, and continued in their poſleſſion untill the 
reign of Hexry the fourth, and thenthis Family going out in a Daughter and Heir, ſhe 
by eſpouſing St. Nicholas, made it come to acknowledge the Signory of that Family, 
and was permanent in theic Name, untill the l2tter ena of Hexry the ſeventh, and then 
a Vicilhrude proportionate to the former, made it parcel ot rhe Demeaſn of Jobs 
Dywley of the © ounty of Worceſter Eſquire, who matched with Elzaberh, Sole Heir ro 
Roger St, Nicholas, and remained uvited ro their Incerett untill che Beginning of the 
re2not Q,*®!iz, indrhen therigh: this Family held 1D 1t, was by Sale tranſplanted into 
Maycott , from whom not long atter the ſame Devolution brought it to Lxcas, where 
afrer ſome ſmall aboad, rhe Title dilcarded that Name, and came by purchaſe tro own 
John Anthony for proprietary ; and he inour Fathers Memory paſled it away to Mr...., 
Johnſon, in whoſe deicendantsthe Juriſdiction and poſlefiion of this Manſon remains

Minſter is an eminent Mannor which anciently belonged ro the, Abby of Str. 4«- 
guſtins, being fenced in, and inveſted with ſeveral Franchiſes, and ſignal Immunities; 
and when King Cane tranſlated the Body of St, Mildred io Canterbury, and depoli- 
tedir in a peculiar Shrine 1n the Chappel of St. Aug»/tiz's Abby , a Draught of 
which is repreſented to the Readers View, in Mr. Semners Survey of (anterbury ; this 
Mannvor with all thoſe Appzndages (which like ſo many Limbs, made up the Body of 
thar demeaſn, which ſupporred the Cloiiter of St.74i/ared, as namely the Mannors, 
of Sr. Johns and St. Peters, and St. Laurence) was tranſlated by that Prince likewiſe, and 
linked by his Centirmartion, tothe Abby ot Sr. Augnſtins, But how both Ainſter and 
thoſe other Mannors aboveſaid, came originally to be the ecclefialiical patrimony) 
(hall be now my task to diſcover,

And thus Domneva; by the Aid and Concurrence of the King, ereSed within the 
precinAs of 71»ſter, a Monaſtery tor veiled Nuns, over which ſhe contiiruced 41:4- 
ared the firſt Abbefle, who was Daughter to #olfeh:re King of Meroia: and ſhe ga- 
thered to her Aſſiſtance an Aflembly of ſeventy Virgins, who being defirons to re- 
nounce the World, were here vailed for Nuns, by Theodsrws then Arch-biſtop of 
Canterbury.

Saints, and had that Title attributed ro her, 
both whilſt her Body lay at Miſter, and after its tranſlation to St,eArftizs, He that 
will ſurvey the Bed-roll of her Miracles recorded at large (one of which was, that 
.yvhen the Dares 1n the reign of King Ethelared, harrafled this Ifland, and pur this 
Cloifter at Minter into a heap of flame and ruines, her Body remained entire, amidit 
the Embraces and Scorchings of that devouring and ravenous Element) let him read 
Thorrxe lately printed , and the Book called Nova Legenaa Anglia; and when he 
hath done, he will find that wiſe-men will laugh, not in Applauſe, bur in 
Contempr of ſuch religions Romances. Bur I returnto 1infter, which, as I {1d before, 
being tranſplanced into the patrimony of St, Auguſtins by Canut;s Hugh the Abbor of thar 
Cloitter, ro reſcue this Town from that decay which menaced it, upon the remoyal of 
the Body of Sr. Mildred; inthe year 1116, obtained trom Hezry the ficit, a Char- 
ter to hold a Market weekly at his Mannor of 14i»fter,which by diſuſe 7nd intermiſhon,

Sheriffs-conrt in this Pariſh (but more anciently Ryled in old Records Sherrff5-hope) 
was the poſſeſſion of Reginald de Corzbill, who had the Cuſtody of this County fo 
long,that it was almoſt h2redicary to him; ſo that he loft his own Naine, and afſy-

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Mozktonis a Mannorgthat almolttrom the tutt Intancy ot, Chriltiavity 18 this Iſland, 
was wrapped up in that demeain, which was under the Signory of the Monks of 
Chriſt- church 10 Canterbary, and,as the Book of Chrift-church informs me, was given 
rothat Church by £ama or Edgiva mother oft Edmura,ind Eadred or Edredyborth Kings, 
inthe year 961, Andit you will ſee how ir was rated in the Conquerours time, the 
Pages of Doom(-duy Book will inform you, 1onkeos ((ays that Regiiter) eſt Manerinn 
Monachoram ſantte Trintarts (that is Chriſt-church,)& eſt de Cibo eorum , & in tempore 
Edward; Regis. ſe defendebat pro XX ſullgis, & nunc ſe defendebat pro X & VIII, & eſt 
appretiatum XLIb., This upon the ſurrender of the patrimony ot Chriſt-charch by the 
Monks of that Cloitter, 1nto the hands of Hezry the eighth, in the twenty ninth year

Stoner 15 the laſt place to be raken Notice of in this; lland, and although ic be a 
Pariſh now without Inhabitants, and a member of the Cinque-ports belonging ro 
Saxawich, and hath nor enough lefc of its former Buildipgs, to direct you io its oris 
opal Situation ; yer was it tormerly a Haven-Town, and had a Fair held there yealy 
five Days together, before the Fealt of che Tranſlation of St. Auſtin which was gran- 
red to this place inthe year 1104, Inthe reign of Viliam Rufm, about the year 1090, 
there aroſe a Suit in Law, between the Londoners, and the Abbor of St, Auguſtins, (to 
whom this Mannor was given, with the rehdue of chat revenue , which belonged 
tothe Nunnery at Ainfter by King Canutms, upon the tranſlution of the Body of 
St. Mildred tothart Cloilter) as touching the right of the Haven of Stouar, wherein by 
the favourable Aid of rhe Pcince, the Citizens (as Spot Chronicler ro that Abby re- 
ports) had the overthrow. Bur the utter ruine andiubyertion of the Town,happened 
in the year 1385 abour the ninth of Richard the ſecond, at what time the French with 
18 Sail of Gallies, deſigning ro infeſt the Maritine parts of Kext, landed andlayed this 
Town of Stonar 1n Aſhes, which ever ſince hath found a Sepulcher in ics own Rubbiſh, 
And accuſes the bad Government of Sir Simon de Burley, the then Lord Warden of the 
Cinque-ports, and Conſtable of Dever-Calile as cheit Author thereof, For when his 
demands were utterly refuledand denyed, and not ſuffered to have the ineſtimable Or- 
namenrs and Riches of Sr.1homas Beckets ſhrine, and the J:wels of St. Auguſtins re- 
moved to Dzver-Caſtle, upon pretence of ſate-keeping them there, then he grew {lack 
and remilke in ſecuring the Sea-Coait, 2nd Ifle of 7 hanert, ſo that when the Abbot of 
St, Anguſtins had railed a Conliderable Strength of his Tenants about Northburn, and, 
bending cowards the Ifland, endevoured to have paſſed over at Sazdwich ; Sir Simon de 
Barley would not permit him, fo that he was conitrained by a long and redious March 
all Night, to go about by Forawich and Stxrrey into the liland, and made {ſuch vigorous 
refiltance, thar the Enemies {12d to their Gallies, withour doing any farther prejudice 
rothe Iſlanders. Then Sir $10 procures the King to ſend out his Mandate under the 
oreat Seal of England, requiring all that had Lands, or belonged to Saxdwich, to be 
Commorant there, and to find competent Arms according to the Quality of their 
Eſtates and Faculties, upon pain of Impriſopment, and Fotfeiture of all rhey had co 
lnoſe. And ſends inthe Kings Name to the Abbot to remove with his Forces from 
{ baxet, to the Guard of Saudpich, as a place ot more Importance : But the Abbor 
(ſaith T horxe that continued the Chronicle of Sper) neither alloniſhed with the power 
of the Enemy, nor {educed with the Inticements, or terrified with the Mcnaces of 
the Traytor Burley, remained in the Iſland to defend his own and his Tenants poſleſ- 
cons. Afterthis, there is nothing obſervable ar this place, untill che Suppreſſion of 
the Abby of St. Azftin:, and the Reſignation of irs Revenue, into the hands of Herry 
the eighth, when this Mannor with the reſt of their demeaſn, having improved the 
patrimony of the Crown, it was inthe fourth and hitch of Philip and Mary, granted to 
Nicholas Criſpe Eſquire, from whom it is now deſcended ro Mr, Nicholas Criſpe his
